and timl^r merchant, at Whitt fnars 
Wharf, between Blackfriars Bridge 
and the Temple. The whole of these 
ex^nsivc premises were soon infiamcb, 
^dcontinued burning yntil the whole 
df their valuable contents, consisting 
^ immense piles of coals and timber, 
^ere entirely consumc*d. The . cx- 
ensive 'range of stabling, belonging 
-O Mr Pocock, and several valuable 
fiiprscs also, shared the same fate. The 
f^reatest apprehensions were entertain- 
;d for the h ouses which surround the 
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timber-yard, but they e;cap(*d ilr- 
struclion, though not without consi- 
derable damage. The gieat heal 
which this immense body of lire threw 
out, prevented the ciigiiu from ap- 
proaching near enough to produce 
any effect. The hla/e of light \\ hich 
issued from the conflagration illumi- 
nated the metropolis, and created so 
much alarm as to crowd almost all the 
streets with people, who fancied the 
next house to i heir's was in flames. 
The damage done is estimated at se- 
veral thousand potinds. Some appre- 
henaions w'erc tutertained for the 
Grand JuiKtloii Canal 'store-house ; 
and, even in the Inner Tcfnple, seve- 
ral engines were brought down to the 
bottom of King’s Bench Wall , un- 
der the idea tliat the fire might pos- 
sibly extend to that quartei*.

The consist- 
ed ob jeveral pet sons, umo .employed 
thems^es in pacing the street back- 
wards *1^4 forwards ; not only by 
way of guarding against a surprise, 
bi4 also to make a noise to prevent 
the instruments at work upon the 
shutters being heard. At times, 

when they were occasionally distur- 
bed, the hole they had perforated 
was covered by a sheet of paper paint- 
ed the colour of the shutters ; so that 
there appeared nothing striking to 
attract the notice of the passengers. 
During the several hours the rollers 
were ^us employed, no watchman 
.was heard, which is^ut too common 
a case under similar circumstances. 
The villaiys^were once observed by a 
•person gQing to Covent-jprarden mar- 
ket, and whd knew part of the gang 
to be house-breakers, particularly a 
cripple and a drover ; but, as he after- 
wards explained, it was as much as 
bis life was wprtb to Interrupt or even 
to tet it be supposed he knew thfim.

hoaxed the youth, by telling him they 
bad been in pursuit of a mad bfillock, . 
which had just turned the co^j^ier to- 
wards Fleet-market. iThis had the 
desired eftVet ; the lad set ofl full 
speed to join the cliacc ; in due time 
be returned," and finding the villains

CoKON I’.it's i NQUKST. — An inqucst 
was held yesterday evening, before 
Anthony G<'1I, Esq. at the Nag's 
iiead, in Grange- court, Leicester- 
square, on the body of Ann Paris, an 
unfortunate young creature, of inte- 
resting appearance, not more than 17 
years of age, who, it appeared, had 
been reduced by some unkuowm me- 
- lancholy circumstance to the most 
forlorn and destitute situation. It 
was stated in evidence, ^hat she had 
taken her lodgiijfis only seven weeks 
since, and that during that time she 
had evinced the most wretched state 
of mind, and on '^i'hurt.day morning, 
urged on by the poigiRincy of her 
fetdinga, oii the derangement of her 
intellect, she sw^allowed a considcrabk 
quantity of laudanum. On the vio- 
lence other death-pangs coming oil, 
• medical aid was sent for, but too late 
to be of anylissivStance, and^in a short 
time she expired. — The coroner’s juiy 
rcturr^d a verdict of Lunacy. * 

The history of this poor young 
creature is at once romantic and in- 
teresting. She is the daughter of a 
Monsieur Paris, wdig was well known 


in^ the Mmmencement of the revolu- 
tion, and in which he suffered. Ma- 
dame Paris, with her infant daughter, 
took refuge in this country, and-io 
the ruin of her fortune, became a go- 
verness in a noble family in Scotland. 
After this she had a house in the 
New>road ; and, about two years 
ago, died of the. rupture of a blood 
vessel. Her daughter had been pla- 
ced at an eminent boarding-school 
ujir one of the new squares^ ; find on 
tlie death of her mother was placed 
under the guardianship of a member 
of parliament, who, with the most li- 
beral and benevolent attention lb her 
destitute situation, resohreil to c«mr 
plete her education ; and. she had 
every master of eminence in all the 
elegant arts* She^^oke French and 
Italian j touched the piano with great 
execution ; sii^g with taste ; and had 
read beyond her jrears. 

About six or eight months ago, she 
was met in the square, when walking 
with the other young ladies, by a 
youn^man in the dlOBs of ar midship- 
man, who followed her to^th%'dobr, 
and who wTotc to her under the name 
of Jones. A correspondence took 
place. Her iirhigination was fired ; 
and she elopecLwith him underaprP' 
mise of marriage. ’ His address was 
found in her bo% and they wre tra« 
' ced by her guardian, and separated, 
nloocs declared tliat she was virtuous, 
that his intentions were honourable, 
and as a proof of it he was ready to 
marry her with her guardian's con- 
sent. ^In^ effect itey were married; 
and she»wap completely undone. In 
about ^fortnight or three weeks, 
Jones threw offhis disguise, and fai^ 
told Iftr his real character-— that he 
was 00 sailor, but lived by his shifts ; 
that he had married her only for the 
sum her protector had paid him, and 
that she must provide for herself. 
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She was abandoned ; and tke shock 
* had such an effect on her imagination, 
that she has ever since shewn signs of 
. a disordered intellect. With a heart 
•tliat shrunk from vice, she was flung 
on the world without a friend or a 
home ; and in this deplorable state 
she became the victim of necessity. 

About three weeks ago, she saw 
an officer, who is dielLnguished for 
his gallantries, and who, by his address 
and attentions, so won upon her aftt'c- 
tions, tliat she could neither speak* 
nor think of any other object. This 
fatal attachment absorded he^ whdle 
souk They entered into engage- 
imints to, live and die only for one an- 
other ; and in the frensty of this pas- 
sion, or under ^ idea that she could 
not he his, ana 4113 alone, she took 
fhe desperate resolution of dying for 
him. She had prepared three phials 
of opium, two of which she swallow- 
ed, and she died with a spirit of he- 
roism ; for no persuasion nor force 
could make her,.whcn seized with the 
nausea, of the poison, take any anti- 
ddfe jo the draught. She would not 
suffer the medical men to approach 
her ; and though, after stupefaction 
came on, they adfliinistercd every 
Hnown medicine, they all failed of, 
effect. 

12th.— Old Bmlhy. — SyliinnaK 
Geyiinc, an old woman, aged 78, was* 
capitally indicted for feloniously uttcr- 
ingaslrue, knowing them to have been 
forged* several notes for IL purporting 
to be notes of the Bank of England. 

The prisoner, who is wifewof a 
watchms&i, in the parish q/t St*Jame8,

sed gome articles at the shop Mrs 
Mary Clarke, in St Johiustrcet, and 
gave a iL bank note in payment.

fir^t about taking it ; but the pnson- 
cr gd\c flier own address, and said 
she would bring him another, or the 
money for it if lie did not like u. On 
the Thfirsday following, she eamefo 
tnike up the note again, and pul down 
IHs., promising to call the next day 
with the 2s. ; but the shopman 
the money, promising to give her the 
note when she brought the^maiiulcr. 
As ske did^ not come according to 
promi^, he was induced to incjuirc at 
the Bank whether the note was ge- 
nuine; but it was there pronounced 
to be a forgery- He was advised by 
the Bank* officers to act cautiously, 
and •to inquire of the woman from 
whom she obtained it, in order to dis- 
cover whether it led to any train of 
accompliceship. He went accord- 
iqgly, and asked her ; and she an- 
swered, that it was given her by a 
man, whose name or residence she did 
not then know, but promised to find 
out both, and inform him next day. 
She failed in the performance of this 
promise also. Information respect- 
ing the circumstange being given at 
Marlborough street office, some of 
the police officers were sent to her 
lodgings in Jthe morning of the J6th 
December, where ^ey found the old 
w'oman and her husband in bed. 
They interrogated her how she came 
by the note ; and she said then that 
slie had foflnd this note and several 
others. The husband, then came 
forward, and told the officers his wife 
was an ol3 fool, and telling them lies, 
for it was he who fBund the notes in 
a tin case, when going the rqynds 
mpon his beat in St JaiTies's Church- 
yard- ’The officers now took them 
both m custody, and searcl^d the 
apartment, where they found eleven 
one pound, and four two pound notes 
wrapt up in an oil cloth, and con- 
ceaiec? up the cliimney ; all of tlicru

seBsion tlie aforesaid bank notes, and 
found iJuiljLy. ‘ 

13th. — SuuRY Sessions.— B-M ary 
Matthews was indicted for utlpring a 
counterfeit sixpence, .and having a 
counterfeit shilling in her possession 
at the same time. It appeared that, 
in October last, the prisoner went 
into the* Gbiden Last public -hoijyBe in 
the Borough, and calling fpr half a 
pint of beer, tendered sixpence in 
payment, and having iieceived the 
change, left the house. The land- 
lady immediately discovered the sfx- 
pence to be a bad one, and directed 
the servant to follow the prisoner, 
and not lose sight of her till she was 
taken into custody. The servant 
accordingly kept her in view till she 
was apprehended by Goff, one of the 
officers of Union^iiall. When taken 
into custody, she had a bad shilling 
concealed in one hand, and one shil- 
ling and four-pe^fc, good n\pncy, in 
the other. In searching her, the of- 
ficer discovered six bad shHlings, a 
piece of becs-w^ax, and some black 
powder, concealed undor one of her 
arras. Mr JPowell, inspector to the 
mint, was examined, who Stated, th 
the ^es-wax and pow'der^were used 
to rub the base soin with, immediate- 
ly previous to its being put in tif- 
cuhTuon, to <ake off its bright ness, 
and give it a nearer rcsenfbance to 
silver. The prisoner in her defence 
said, she received the money in change 
for half a guinea at a shop in the Bo- 
rough. The jury found her Guilty. 

Ann Fagan wafs indicted for a §i- 


mila|^ offd^ce, and found Guilty. Both 
prisoners were sentenced to twejvc* 
months imprisonment in Kingston 
gaol ; and the chairman (Mr Serjeant 
Onslow) cautioned them, that if they, 
were again found guilty of a similar 
offence, the punishment w^ould be 
death. 

J5th. — About two o’clock on Fri- 
day mofning, alarming hre broke 
out at the city of London hotel, in 
Dyver; it raged with the utmost 
violence for two or three hodrs, in 
which time h entirely consumed that 
bttilding, and damaged many houses 
contiguous. This ilccident is lo be 
attributed to the inebriety and ob]jti- 
nacy of a I^uBsian,*who, though re- 
peatedly urged to permit his candle 
to be removed be had retired^ 
would not comply ; and being, from 
intoxication, ipiable to take proper 
care of it, his curtains caught hre. 
He fortunately escaped from the 
Dames by the window, and by climb- 
ing over the tops of several liouses. 

A few days since, the Ji^use of 
Mr Gustard, a woolen-draper tn-Bed- 
ford-street, Covc^t'garden,*Jiad been 
broke open, anc} robbed of superfine 
cloths and kerseymeres to the amount 
of 1 4001. On the day after the rob- 
bery, Mr G. received an anonymous 
letter, stating, on the moming 
of the robbery, a cart was seen being 
unloaded with cloth in St Jbhn- 
street, and the cloth carried into a 
house in a court in that street* Mr 
Gustard attended to the letter, and 
made inquiries respecting the circum* 
stance^ al stated in the letter, and - 
leafnt that^some suspicious characters 
lived in die house described : in cou- 
sequerace of wlpcb, he applied to ttfe 
nearest police-office, in Hatton-gar^ 
den, 'for assistance, and two of the 
officers agreed to search the house 
described. They went wtU armed 
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and havinff gained admittance, tkey 
Attacked the fellow who inhabits it, 
wife resisted most desperately ; he 
wa^ armed with a loaded pistol, but 
Uie officers took care to deprive him 
of any means of using it. They 
searched him, and found a number 
of picklock keys ; and on examining 
the house, they fexund soro^ iron 
Crows, and other implements of 
housebreaking, and a quantity 
cloth, supposed to be part of that 
stolen from Mr (bustard’s shop. The 
fellow was secured, and taken before 
the magistrate 8 at Hatton- gardqn of- 
fice, when, after a hearing, he was 
conunitted^ for further examination. 

A curiQus indiAment was prefer- 
red at the Nqrfolk Sessions last 
week, in which ^Wrgyman was the 
pi^secutor, under the following cir- 
cudistances -It was allege^dt that 
on a certain Sunday, while he was 
preaching, the daughter of one of his 
parishioners came with her sister into 
the church, attended by a man, wlio 
carried a bag. The ladies, ** with 
clanging stride,’* clattered in their 
patens up the aisle— opened the 
door of their pew — packed their mo- 
veables therein into the bag. and after 
pasting a label containing the words 
“ a pew to Ict,’^ bpened the door, 
and retreated in the same order. To 
punish this conduct, the indictment 
was Preferred, but the bil! wsis not 
found. 

Saturday night, whilst a man was 
exhibiting a telescope for lunar ob- 
iiervations at the edd of Fl^t jnar- 
ket, a gentleman passing ^long was 
induced to have a peep, and m tfie 
ijiean’ time was soon divested of his 
waTch, and purse, containing 181. in 
bank notes, with which the offenders 
escaped.

garct Conners and Richard Conners 
were charged with .a caplial folcny, 
in stealing in the dwelling. hv)usL' of 
Joseph Iredall, in King-street, Soho- 
square, fWree gowns, two pair of 
sheets, and a variety of articles, to the 
value of more than lOs., the property 
of Mai y Anderson. 

‘ T\e prosecutrix, a simple-looking 
young woman, stated, thafshe kept 
a mangle ; in Jthe month of May last, 
the femde prisoner, who was tfini 
unmarried, catrtt to lodge witli her, 
and continued with her for some 
time. She afterwards assisted her to 
remove to a different hou^e jn the 
same where the prisoner again 

came with the prosecutrix , 

Shortly iRer she came to live with 
her the secondlimc, the ])ri8oner told 
her .she wished to try some ox peri., 
ments. She accordingly began by 
laying the poker aiidT shovel under 
the bed during the night ; then cut 
out rings of cloth, which she placed 
in sand with sothernwood, and figures 
cut out in paper, which she placed on 
the chimney-piece. After this she 
made a cake, prepared in a particular 
manner, and broth, into which she put 
certaifi powders, and gave it to the 
witness ter chU ^ 

One night a knife was thrown at 
the witness from the opposite side of 
the room, where the prisoner and 
ah^ were sittitig, which the prisoner 
informed he|- had been done by the 
spirit of the^man to whom the priso- 
ner was now married. This was on 
the evening of the Stfi or 9th of Au- 
U8t. The prisoner went to the 
ow, and |alked as if sfie had been 
conversmg with some one, but the 
witness saw nobody. She cut ^me 
bread and cheese, put it on a plate, 
and held it out, as .if some third par- 
ty had been present fo paitake of it. 
fjlie then desired the to look 
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on the wall, which she did, wheii she 
saw on it the of about 

the size of a lar^jc cat. When in 
bed, the prisoiicr a^aiii desired the 
witiieiis to look towards* tlie wall, 
when bho saw the figure of a ftian 
faintly upon it. . The witness asked 
•tlie prisoner what lie wanted; when 
she informed her, that if she Y'ould 
lay some? of her things' out of her 
trunk, he would let her kno^'. The 
witness rose out of bed, atid being, 
alarmed, laid a mimbej' of things out 
of her box, all of which were gone in 
the momi|)g« The prisoner inadc a 
noise for* II considerahle tjmj;, while 
this was ’going on^ us if so^^'^erson 
were strangling her. Thu did 

not see any of these thing^l^ta till 
8on>c time aftcrwardsi when she aaw 
the prisoner wearing them. Tht ar- 
ticles which she saw tlie prisoner 
wearing, were not disguised or |dter-» 
cd in any manner. \V hen the witness 
noticed this circumstance, the priso- 
ner said the app<irition had told her 
tliat she must wear tliem^ and that 
the witness mist consent to it, for 
if she said anything against it, she 
was to be turned into bome different 
shape. The prisoner completely 
deluded tlit; wtrtlEss, that site believed 
she had it in her power to do every 
thing she said. The man prisoner 
lived in the house, arj^d hadbeci^in 
tlu' witness’s room that very night ; 
but she could not distinguish if he 
waathe apparition. Jt ajppeared liker 
to the shadow' pf a man, than to the 
substance. He told the vvitneis pn 
offP occasityi that he had carried off 
some of her pn ))erty on«the 2d of 
October. The articles wlycb she 
had tost were carried oil ut many va- 
r»ou3 times. She did not bce him ni 
the room, however, ut the time allu- 
ded to, in the in«nth of Ang^ust, nor 
did she know of atr)' thing that hetlij 


that nfght. On lier cross examina- < 
tion by Mr Knap, the witness «ai<J, 
the man prisoner liad once paidifiis- 
addresses, to her, and had since mar-^ 
ried the woman prisoner ; but she wills 
not angry on that account, nor would 
have been sorry at their marriage, if 
they bad let her property alone. The 
woma^t prisoner continued to live 
w’ith her 1 1 weeks after the 9th of 
jfi ugust. 

* James Bligh, an officer,, stated^ 
that when the prosecutrix told him 
her story, be went to the house of the 
prisoners along with another officer, 
and carried them, and all they'could 
£nd which the grosecutrix claimed 
as hers, before a magistrate. The 
woman prisoner piy',.8^ sadly to have 
it hushed, and tb&t she would make 
cveiy thing right ; but the witness 
told her it v^as a felony, which he 
could not compound. 

. Jai^ies Noble, another officer, con- 
firmed this statement. 

Mr Justice Chambre, did not put 
the. man on his defence, though he 
confessed the suspicion jnras 'strong 
against him, bift men were not to be 
found guilty of felony onj suspicion. 
The story \va*s a very strange one, 
but credulity would lead some peqple 
a gi’cat way and' it was impossible to 
say what • mVcS it might ^ve on a 
weak ana uneducated woman like 
Mar}'^ Anderson. If, byanyfradu- 
hMit contrivance, a person was indu- 
ced to open a box in wliich his pro- 
perty Jay, and tp spread it out, and 
the property was taken away, that 
w^s, ift pciiit of law, a felony; The 
prosecutrix had been credulous in the 
extreme ; but still, however, she 
to be protected by the laws of the 
co»*ntry. As to the capital part of

19th. — Remarkable Suicide. — 
Yesterday Mr Lyon Levi, a diamoiid 
merchant, of about HO years of age, 
precipitated himself from the top of 
the Monument, ’and was literally dash- 
ed to pieces. Mr Levi attended to 
severafappointmeiitain the city about 
eleven u’ciock, and transacted his 
usual business ; and at twdve obtain- 
ed admission to^'^kw the Miamument: 
Hp walked severai^hhes the 

outride of the iron railing before he 
sprung off, and in falling, the body 
turned over and over before it lyach- 


ed the ground. When near the bot- 
tom, it came in contact with one of 
the griffins which ornament the lower 
part of tb^ building. A porter, with 
a load •n back, narrowly esca- 
ped the body of the deceased, which 
fell a few paces from him in Munu- 
ment-yard. It is said, *that two days 
ago. Mr Levi visited the Monyment, 
and continued at the top for some 
time. Npthing has franspired from 
whicl^thc friends of the deceased can 
judge of the cause which led to the 
sad catastrophe. Mr Levi has left a 
wife and eight grown up children. 

Last week a woipiui was commit- 
ted to the house of correctio* aUBe- 
verlcy fgr telling fortnnesi •ThU 
sybil, although she could predict the 
other people, wa^ ignorant of 
her own. The number of virgins

quite satisfred that .their money was 
laid out to the best advantage ; som?"" 
of them accordingly lodged an infor- 
mation against the fortune-teller.

A cask of wine was floiat^^d on 
shore on the coast of the ! ttittnor of 
Holdernesse. The coast bl^ltf, and 
some Custom-house officers, on helir- 
ing of the stranger*/* arrival, wenUin- 
mediately to pay a complimentary 
visit ; the officers laid hold of one 
end of the cask, and said, •* this be- 
longs to the king the bailiff laid 
hold of the other end, and Said it be- 
longed to the lord of the manor. Says 
the officers, “ It is smuggled j it has 
not paid the tibrt duty;*' said the 
bailiff, *• I think it is Madeira.” 
The officers* smiled at the honest 
man's blunder, <iiid explaibed, they 
meant the diiW on wine imported. 
Says the bailiff, It has been in no 
ort, it has come by itself on th# 
each.” Both parties remained in- 
flexible ; find the officer^ having, af- 
ter grave consultation, ,determi«ied, 
that the bailiff could not drink the 
wine whilst they went to their^Cus- 
t«Mi house, at a short ^ distance, tor 
advice, proposed the win^ should bo 
put .into a small h\it ; but tlyp bailiff, 
thinking it safer within the lard’s im- 
m^iate jurisdiction, in the mean time 
removed it to the. cellar of the baro- 
nial chateau.

Swindling Mansion- 

Houa£«— flohn Cooper, a young man 
of gentlemanly appearance, and not 
above 2S years of age, wub bi ought 
before tlfp magistrate under a variety 
oftcharges, for obtaining goods on 
falae pretences; and, ceiUmly, the 
instances proved against hiin evinced 
*a boldness of adventure, and a know- 
ledge 6f ways and means rarely ex- 
celled hy any modern genius, for 
** carrying ou a war,” as the phivisc 
“is, since the exploits of the celebrated 
Ma jor Semple. 

The first charge was bnmght for- 
ward by a Mr BJundcll, a mercer, of 
J3ishQplgate*street,from w^se btatc- 
mept li appeared, that on the 20th of 
Uiat Djecember, the prisoner came to 
bis shop, bargained for a quantity of 
aai^net, amounting to 61, 6d,, and 

ordered it to be sent with a bill to the 
Bull inn, iu the same street, where he 
would pay for it. It was according- 
ly sent by Mr Blundell's porter, who 
took with him cliange amounting to 
the difference between the bill and 71. 
The prisoner took the goods and 
change, and gaveth? porter two bank- 
er's notes, one for .5L and the otiicr 
for 21- , which the porter brought to 
his maatur, but on examina- 

tion, proved to becc^trjr notes, pur- 
porting to be issued by some bank in 
■Hampshire, made .payable by Jogget 
aifdCo., Citf Chambers, and marked 
with the signatures of Cooper and 
Hardwickc. Upon inquiry, however, 
at the Qty Chambers, Mr Blundell 
was informed^ ftotes were ficti- 
tious, and that there was no su^li 
bank as ^hat from whic^ they pur- 
ported ti> issue. 

The next accuser was a Mr Bum- 
stead, a hosier in the city, who stated 
that the prisoner came to his house, 
and gave an order for hosiery to the 
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amount of 6L, which lie desired to be 
srnt to Broad-fitreet Chambers, ’with 
a bill, to be there paid. They were 
sent in consequence to the priaoner^s 
chambers there, and paid ror. In a 
few days subsequently, the pris<iner 
a^in called and gave an order for 
BhirtB, handkerchiefs, hosiety, and o- 
tKer gcKids, to the amount of S^l. i8&., 
and ordered also that they should be 
sent as before to Broad -streeb Cham: 
bers. On their being* sent ^tere, he 
said his clerk had jnst gone out, and 
inadvertently taken with him th^ key 
of the desk, so that he could not get 
at his bankbr*s check- book } but rc- 
questeS jfiie messenger to leov® the 
gooclsr''tfnd call at any other tirt^. 
This was done ; but the prisoner. was 
never more to be found therfe, nor' 
any clue to find him' elsewhere. 

Vanous other persons brought^- 
ferent charges ag^hst him for gpo^s, 
out of which h6^ had si^ndled. tbeiur 
with the assistance of % yhung man 
named Hardwicke, who a<ifteans his 
clerk at Bioiid-strcet Chambers. A-* 
inongst the member was Mr Samuel 
Nock, gun-smith, of Fleet^s^mt, from 
whom Hard^lfricke had obtHned a gun 
and a pair of pistols, amounting to 
40l., upon a hctil^iisbillof exchange; 
also Mr Mortim^>i another gun -smith, 
of Ludgale-hilli from vihoin he got 
a double-barrelled fowling-piece, and 
some other articles, by<a similar sfra- 
tagem. » 

Mr Chadwick, a silvcr-smitli, of 
Cornhill, charged the phsoner with 
having obtain^ inrdtm him, in a like 
fraudulent way, a bhtnber of Silver 
forks and spoons. 

Mr Deynes, of Walworth, com- 
plaiitpd also of being swindled by the 
prisoneroutof a cut-glass chandelier, 
and decanters, of considerable value ; 
and a Mr Lathy, of Newgate street, 
stated that the pVisoiier had,* in like 


majineiy obtained from him linen to 
the amount of 2Sl. , . 

Several other persons were in*%- 
tcndance, to prove other frauds against^ 
the prisoner j but there was not timot 
for their examination. 

It appeared, that the prisoner, in 
company with Hardwicke, had occu- 
pied those rooms in Broad-street,. 
ChamSers for the very purpose of re- 
ceiving goods. They employed a 
clerk of reputable appearance to re- 
ceive the good^ and giv^ plausible 
answers to^all inquiries. They had 
another house at Walworth, and a 
counting-house in Weatminsteiv each 
of which answered thfe double pur- 
ple of a i^ceptaclfe for spoil ; and a 
of reference the other two. 
Mjshy perisons wgee by these means 
gi!DSsly cheated ; for when the goods 
were once secured in the trap, the 
^rchaser was never ngmo to be seen. 
Hardwicke sometiraeiB mumed the 
name of Cooper^ and occasi- 

onally took that of JacksOti. A man 
wiiom they employed ss gardener at 
their houseat Walworth, and Ipwhom 
they never paid any wa^es, stated, 
that they decamped with xKc whole 
furniture of the house in one night ; 
that the cart which carried it was un- 
loaded ‘in tlie middle of i field, and 
after a linic titq^ the goods were pla- 
ced in auothi^r cart, and refhoved to 
some place known only to the prison- 
er and his accomplice. 

The extent to which these men 
contrived to carry on this system, is 
scjircely caknibbie. It is supposed 
that Jve an Bundi^ persons were 
thfe dypes of their artifices under va- 
rious pretences. 

Cooper, W(i understand, is the son 
of a gentleman, of respectable charac- 
ttfl^and property, residing at Hammer- 
smith ; anti who has, more than once 
before, extricated this young man 
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from perilous situations, thf resipits joining to which was deposited Irish

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Y esterday morning, at tlireco*tlock, 
a fire broke out at a talloiv-chandler^s 
Holles-fttrectjClare-marxet, which ra- 
ged with such violence, t that in an 
tour the whole of the pVemisej, to^ 
gether with an /idjoining house, were 
a heap of ruins. The unfortunate in- 
habitants had no time to save any of 
their cJFects ; and we regret fb add, 
that three persons lost their lives in 
the flames. The bojlieso/^ an elderly 
rhan and his wife wfre dug out of the 
smoking ruins ; another person, an 
inmate of the house in which the fire 
broke out, is still missing, and is sup- 
posed have also perished. The 
second* floor of the tallow-chandler's 
house was inhabited by a widow and 
her daughter ; the latter, in a very 
fiickly state, was removed with great 
difficulty, and died in a few nflnutes 
aft< r leaving the liouse, in her mo- 
ther’s aims. The firemen were, as 
usual, prompt in their attendance, 
and were the means of saving the ad- 
joining houses. 

Another fire broke out the same 
morning, at* about half-past one, at 
the house of Mr Noyes, a Icather- 
Bcllei, in Duke-street, Aldgate, in 
which, we are a^»i*y!^o state, a ser- 
vant woi^ian, and a cliiW five years 
old, were burnt. The fire extended 
to a haberdasher’s, at the comer^of 
Duke-etreet. Both houses w^e to-

Some of the succeeding letters were 
occupied with\:cn8ure8ofthe talkative 
spirit of tile country people.

Bruce v. thelnhabiia^ts of the Lath 

St This was an action 

of a singular nature, being the first of • 
tiie kina ever brought.^ ft was an ac- 
tion by an 'administrator against the 
Lath of St Augustine, to recover the 
sum of lOOl. for the death of bis re- 
lation, who was killed by some smug- 
glers in rescuing their contraband 
goods. The action was founded on 
the statute of the 19th of Geo? ri.*c* 
34, which makes it felony foi^three or 
more people to assemble with firf ^rtns 
to rescue or to assist in carrying 
contraband or smuggled goo£. it 
then also goes on to enact, that if any 
officer of the revenue, oi^any other 
person, shall be wounded or hurt in 
opposing the smugglers, the Lath 


hundred or division sliall pay them 
their losses and expepces ; and if any 
one be killed, the county or dirision 
is to pay (is executor or administra- 
tor 1001. 

Mr Setjeant Shepherd stated, that 
this action was brpi^ht on that sta- 
tute, and, he believed, it was the hi st 
aciioi> ever brought. The plaintiff 
was administrator to one — — Bruce, 
an officee of the customs, who was 
jcilled und^r the» following circum- 
stances The deceased was a seaman 
belonging to a revenue cutter, called 
the Asp.

The criminal, 
whose name was Wineze, was origi- 
nally of Nurenburg, but removed to 
Aiigsburgh in 1788, where he fol- 
lowed the law. In tlijs jjky he be- 
came intimate in the femily of M. 
Glegg, to whose daughter he paid his 
addresses : but the old man not sanc- 
tioning his visits, he met the daugh- 
ter privately^ duced her, and per- 
suaded her, -.1 order t(i remove the 
only obstacle to their union, to admi- 
nister poison to her father. The 
horrid plan succeeded, nO suspicions 
were entertained, and their union put 
him in possession of the old man’s 
'wealbb. During a period of tw'enty- 
•one years they lived externally happy, 
but «ii secret b prey to the greatest 
remorse. At length, unable to en- 
dure any lofiger the weight of guilt, 
the wife made confession of the par- 
ticulars of the atrocious ciime she 
had been prevailed on to commit ; the

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husband was apprehended, and both 
expaated their guilt by an ignominious 
death. 

A duel was lately fought at Paris, 
between two comedians ( M. Presque 
and M. Doule) of the theatre Fran- 
cois, in conGcqjicnce of a quarrel oc- 
caskjfetf'by jealousy, both having 
for aonie time paid * their addresses 
to the same lady. It is not a little 
singular that both gallants ar& up-^ 
wards of 6CL years of age, and the ob- 
Iject of their tender flame pn the verge 
of 70. They were attended to the 
field,, the former by his son, the lat- 
ter by his nephew. On the first fire, 
M.* Doule was wounded in the arm, 
when a reconciliation toolc place. 

An institution for the instruction 
of the blind has been lately establish- 
ed* at Zurich, in Switzerland; and 
what is singular, the chief master, M. 
Fuiike, is blind. He h described as 
an excellent teacher, and an ingenious 
■'* mechanic. 

Saturday, Thomas Smith was 
brought before the lord mayor, at the 
MansioWiOuse, by the overseers of 
the parish 'of St Bridget, charged 
with leaving his wife burthen upon 
the parish, and not giving her that 
aupporf which his tircumstantes cil- 
abled him to do. ^he defendant 
pleaded tltat* she was not his lawful 
wife > that they certainly had been 
married, and lived together some 
years ; but she had been married be- 
fore, and had not heard of her first 
husband for 17 years. He was advi- 
sed by a lawi/er gentleman^ that Un- 
less she could prove her fifsl husband's 
death previous to her marria^ with 
him, she had, of course, lived in Adul- 
tery, and therefore he was not bound 
to support her. The lord mayor, 
however, taught him a difl'erent 
doctrine. It also came out, in the 
course of the ixivcstigation, that tbit

gallant, gay Lothario had another 
wife, whose company was more agree- 
able to him, and a third was also men- 
tioned ; all of whom, it appears, he 
hud dispossessed of the little proper- 
ty they had, and then sot them adiitt. 
'I’he gallant was a poor meagre pipc- 
mak^r by trade, and had four child- 
ren by the wife who appeared, and 
wiio h»d kept a little school, and li- 
ved in dtccncy .and respectability be- 
fore she was unfortunate enough to 
become his yoke fellow. 

The lord mayor, after .a severe re- 
primand, handed him over to the care 
of the parish officers, iiiilil they should 
ascertain w'hat allowance he could 
make to his discarded spouse, decla- 
ring, at the same time, that his offence 
should not escape with impunity. 

Early on Saturday morning, the 
sword, buckles, and straps, fell from 
the equestrian statue of King Charles 
the First, in Charing Cross. They 
were picked up by a porter at the 
Golden Cross. The board of Green 
Cloth has been appritHed of the cir- 
cumstance. The swoVd and appen- 
dages are of copper, of which metal 
the statue is formed. 

Bow-sTHEEt. — For some time past, 
Mr W — rt, M. P. has been extreme- 
ly annoyed by a w'oman in the ave- 
nues^ leading to the House of Com- 
mons, andjuso at his house; so much 
so, that he obtained a peace warrant 
against her fast Monday sc’nniglit, 
and Laventltr was employed to exe- 
cute it. The woman.was according- 
ly br&ught td^the office, when Mr 
W. not beipg present, the magistrate 
took her iVord for her appearance on 
a future Say. On Saturday, both 
parties appeared before Mr Nares. 
Mr W. was attended by his attorney. 
It appeared, that a connection had 
taken place between Mr W . and the 
woman in the country ; aud thecoO'’ 
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sequence was, she had a child. Mr 
W, has paid 431. towards the child’s 
support. A short time einde the wo- 
man reported that the child was dead, 
but has lately said it was alive, and 
that she had seen it within these few 
days ; a;id from what motive these 
contradictory accounts were cirfcula- 
ted, did* not appear. The woman 
said, that the 431. she had received 
from Mr W. for the, 8upp«t of the 
child was insufficient, as it had cost 
her upwards of lOOh, which she de- 
manded of Mr W., and insisted upon 
his paying it. Mr W. swore that he 
coiisiderod himself in danger^of his 
life from her, which was confirmed 
by Lavender, who said, she told him 
unless Mr W. paid her the 1001. she 
would never leave him. She was held 
to bail to keep the peace towards 
Mr W. 

With the most profound r^et we 
announce the death of Lord CoUing- 
wood. The Nereus frigate arrived 
on Monday at Portsmouth from Gib- 
raltar, with the remains of this gal- 
lant and distinguished officer. His 
lordship died on the 7th of March, 
on board his flag ship, theVille de Pa- 
ris, off Minorca, from wheace she had 
sailed on the preceding day on her 
way to Eiiglaud. Lord Collingwood 
had been seriously indisposed for se- 
veral months, and recpitly obtained 
leave to *come liome fir the purpose 
of re-establishing his h^lth. Sir C- 
Cotton wasiappointed tcl succeed him 
in the command of the fleet on the 
Mediterranean statiofrr * 

.The cmihent services of Lord Col- 
ItHIgwood are fresh in the recollection 
of nifl grateful couittrymefl. In the 
ilisehargie of his professional duties, 
he diflf&yed a zed and perseverance 
that ijiavc toevef been sorpassed. He 
succeeded to the •cdBaknand of die 
Mediterranean liaet on the death of 


Lord Nelson, and for the last five 
years he had scarcely set foot* on 
shore. 

For his services in tlie battle of 
Trafalgar, in which he was second in 
command, his majesty was graciously 
pleased to confer on him the rank of 
a Baron of the United King'cfhlh/*‘His 
lordship, who had nearly attained his 
60th year, was born in the county of 
hforttrijmbcrland, where his family 
has been settled for sever*! years. On 
the 22d M^rch, 1780, he was made 
a post captain ; the 14th February, 
1799, a Rear-Admiral of the JJlue ; 
the 23d April, 1804, a Vice-Admi« 
ral of the Blue ; and on tht deatfi of 
Lord Gardner he ^as, 4th January, 
1809, created Major-General of the 
Marines. His lot^iship died of a stop- 
page in the or inferior aper- 

ture of the stomach. For some time 
before his death he was incapable of 
taking any sustenance whatever. The 
temporary command of the fleet de- 
volved, on his death, upon Admiral 
Martin. 

Gage, alias Torr, wJio*w«s’ execu- 
ted at Taunton, on Mrfiday se’en- 
night, for the.murderof Mrs Stiling, 
of^Goathurst, near Bridgewater, was 
a striking instautiL* of early depravity 
and villainy, -Kider the semblance cif 
simplicity and innocence. ‘ From his 
appearance during a long trial, eo one 
covJd have supposed him guilty of the 
heinous offence of murder ; but, from 
the evidence, it appeared, that during 
the absence of his master, who was a 
smkll farmer, he had committed the 
att, by striking the poor woman on 
the liSck part of her head with a 
hatchet, and jthen robbed the house. 
His defence was, that having thrown 
down a mare, belonging to the de- 
ceased’s father, he understood that 
he was to be sent to gaol for it ; and 
seeing two men approach his master’s^ 
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he thought they were coming to ap- 
prehend him, when he went off to- 
wards his father^s,at Kingsbrompton, 
where he was afterwards taken. His 
firftt declaration, committed to writ- 
ing after his conviction, was, that he 
was assisted ia^the perpetration of the 
mura^rSyTwo men, who were stran- 
‘ gers to him, of whom he gave a most 
minute description, to bestow platypi- 
bility on the story. Finding, “how-, 
ever, that he had stated gross im- 
* probabilities, he acknowledged the 
falsehood, and then accused one Bry- 
ant, a labouring man, as his accom- 
plice ; but Bryant clearly proved, 
that lie hSd passed the whole of the 
day on which Mss S. was murdered 
in sowing corn f<^ her father. By 
the exertions of Mr Acland, the Rev. 
Mt Gale, and others, *he innocence 
of Bryant was manifest ; and then 
the young villain confessed that he 
alone was the murderer— in which 
last declaration he persisted at the fa- 
tal tree. 

17th.— Bow-street.— On the ^th 
instant, l^i^pantiw of Mrs Markham’s 
house, ( widow of the late Archbishop 
of York) in South Audley -street, 
was robbed of 17 silver table-spoons, 
and 12 desert spoorfs. On th^ Wed- 
nesday following, a ruan took 15 ta- 
ble-spooni and 12 desert spoons to 
Mr Andrews, a silver turner and po- 
lisher, in Bull and Mouth-street, to 
be new christened, by erasing the 
crests, and reversing the handles. Mr 
Andrews having been informed of the 
robbery of Mrs Markhamjs^hoflse, 
suspected, from the crests on the 
spoons,, that they were her prdperty, 
and having ascertained .them to Be so, 
he, new christening them, procured 
an officer to attend at his house last 
Friday and Saturday, to take the man 
into custody when ke should call for 
the spoons. 


On Saturday evening tVe man call- 
ed, and was conveyed to the Comp- 
ter. While he was in confinement 
there, a young man called upon him, 
whom the prisoner gave charge of to 
an officer, saying, he was tue person 
he purchased the spoons of ; the offi- 
cer, thowever, declined detaining him. 

'The young man attended before 
.the loM mayor on Monday morn- 
ing, an^ackno.wledged that he sold 
the prisoner the spoons. The offence 
not having been committed in the ci- 
ty, his lo^ship sent both the men to 
the above office, where they under- 
went |n examination* 

The prisoners were examined se- 
parately, and the accounts they gave 
were contradictory. The man who 
took the spoons to be new christen- 
ed, said his name was Johti Davis^ 
and that he kept an open silversmith’s 
shop in Ratcliffe-highway, He knew 
the other prisoner, from his having 
lived with a Mr Benjamin. Last 
Wednesday he called upon him with 
the spoons, and he ptirchased them 
of him, from his owrf representation 
of the weight, at 58. Hd. per ounce. 
He did not «sk him how he became 
possessed of them. He observed the 
family crC^t upon the spoons, but did 
not make any observation. He took 
fhe spoons soon after he had purcha- 
sed them, to be new christened, or 
the arms to te erased or altered. 

The other prisoner said his name 
was Henry Cohen, and \\ft also resides 
in Ratcliffe-highway.; and that he 
was ift partnership with the prisoner 
Davis- iiv crimping business, in 
procurin^men for the East-India ser- 
vice. H^ received the spoons from 
his wife’s motjMsr*' a^d sold them to 
the prisoner Davis, and was to receive 
half the profit Davis *madc by them, 
Both thcf committed 

for further exanip»«^*on. 
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A«ingular conflict ktely too)^ place 

at Uanpeter, in Cardiganshire: — 
Two women, one 88 yeat^s of age, 
and the other 86, who for nearly six- 
ty years had been the most intirrftite 
friends, quarrelled respecting a hank 
of yam, and, after a war of words, 
proceeded to blows. The ang^r of 
each, however, being greater than her 
etrength, a drawn battle wa^ agreed 
on, in order that they might, in the » 
following day, fight it out with sticks, 
and the Wllman of the town was cm- 
loyed to announce the affray : after 
eating eadi other most unmercifully, 
the magistrates interfered, and«put an 
end to the contest. 

Four persons were lately found 
dead in a house which they inhabited 
at Killoteram, county of Waterford. 
From an attentive examination of their 
bodies, and the situation of the build- 
ing, it was ascertained that they had 
been suffocated by the mephitic va- 
pour arising from an adjoining lime- 
kiln, and which had been driven by a 
particular wind towards the house.

lock place on tht liight of the 16th. 
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of February, having been preceded 
by extraordinary and terrific symp- 
toms. The shock continued for two 
minutes, with the respite of a few se- 
conds, an unusual length. The con- 
sternation of the town of Villette waa 
beyond conception ; all th&jb^lp ring- 
ing, monks praying, women ^^aih- 
ing, the rabble running desperately 
tl^rough the streets, and the horses 
and cattle, as usual, joining in the ter- 
ror and noise. The solid rock waa 
shaken likc«a cradle, and the ships iti 
the harbour tossed up and down as 
if in a swing. Two more shocks en- 
sued the next day, though^ not ^ se- 
vere. Thp only actual damage done 
to the buildings is the fall of one hos- 
pital, and one of the gates of the 
town. The packet put back in the 
hurricane, atid did not sail again \ill 
the 19thf when it was currently re- 
ported and believed, that three islands 
on the coast of Sicily, with Syracuse 
itself, had been destroyed. 

Lucy Grosvenor, the pld fortune- 
teller, w as recently charged, at Marl- 
borough- sti-eet, with frai^ufbntly ob- 
taining money of Elizabeth Wink- 
w’orth. Thcrcomplainant, who had 
a husband and two children, had not 
only given mo;.uy, but had pledged 
every article sl<e could lay hands on 
to supply the demandsof the prison- 
er, w ho had led her to suppose that 
sIk would soon be separated from her 
husband, and see better days. A si- 
miliar charge was made against the 
prisoner by Rebecca Hinton, sister 
of Mr3*^yinkworth, who had parted 
w'lth, her clothes to her in return for 
her predictions. The prisoner wai 
committed till the sessions. 

A youth of 19, the son of Mr Al- 
ton, farmer, of Basford, near Not- 
tiflghj^, on Thursday, the 22d ult. 
went into the house at tea-time for 
his usual refreshment, when his mo-

^to the, churcb»yard> when it formed

The First Regiment 
of Volunteers then took up their 
grou^ in fronts of the church ; and, 
after the body laad been lowered into 
the grave, the senior .herald having 
received the rod of office from the 
person who carried it, he pronounced 
the following, words 

‘‘ Thus it hath pleased Almighty 
God to remove from this life, to a 
better^ our worthy Chief Magistrate, 
the Right Honourable William Coul- 
ter, *lJord4*rovo8t of the City, and 
County of the City.** * 

He then broke the rod, and dropt 
it into the grave, afrer which the let 
Regiment of Royal Edyiburgh Vo- 
lunteers, of which his lordship was of- 
ficially colonel, fired three vollies over 
the grave. 

l^e procession returned reversed, 
the Royal Edinburgh Volunteers still 
marching in*front ; upon arriving at 
the CroS% ftiey took open order, sa^ 
luting the magistrates, &c., who pass- 
ed along the line uncovered, to the 
Council Chamber ; the rest of the 
public Bodies walkcAl to the Parlia- 
ment-square, where they dismissed. 

The street was lined by the Roy- 
al Mid-Lothian Volunteer Artillery, 
commanded by Major Brown ; the 1 st 
Regiment of Local Militia, command- 
ed by Colonel Alexander McGregor 
Murray ; and the Prince of Wales’s 
Loyal Edinburgh Volunteers^ ccmi- 
manded by Lieutenant ColonH Inglit. 

Much praise is due to thecoimnfind- 
ers ana officers of these corpsy for 
the handsome manner in which they 
undertook that duty, and for the 
steady and orderly conduct they ob- 
•erved in the, execution of it. 

The detachment fi*om the Aber- 


deenshire miliUa, under th^command 
of Major Gordon, is entitled to much 
credit for the manner in which they 
performed the duty assigned them. 

The conducting of the arrange- 
ments of this extensive procession was 
confided to Mr Trotter, of Prince’s- 
Streep wfiose promptness and taste, 
in the execution of the whole, reflect- 
ed upon ium the Highest credit. 

^ The waatHer was favourable, and 
\he concourse of spectators immense ; 
but the decorum and regularity ob- 
served by the whole was most plea- 
sing, and added much to the solem- 
nity of the scene. Every ][)lace that 
could command a view of the pro- 
cession, even the tops of houses, were 
filled with spectators. The Castle- 
hill, from which the ceremony in the 
church-yard could be distinctly seen, 
was crowded with spectators. The 
church -yard was shut, and no person 
admitted but those who were in the 
procession, which contributed much 
to the order and regularity of the 
whole. • 

Thus ended a ceremony, the grand- 
est, perhaps, ever witnessed in this 
city. It wa^a just mark of respect 
to which the private character of his 
lordship, dfe well as the high official 
situation which he filled, entitled him.

For several da^s 
he denied the crime laid to his cfiar^, 
but we^re since informed, that he 
admits Imving committed the murder? 
but periidts in denying the rape. The 
imhai^y wreyteh pleads mental de- 
nmgement at the me of comlnilting 
the 9ct iif ditenuatxon qf his horrid 
bftibar^. •

About oneo’clock, 
on Tuesday inorning,,^e was aUutmed 
a watchman, knocking at jbis bed- 
room door, and caUing Fire.” He 
got up, and with all possible speed 
ran down stairs, when he observed 
the partition, which divides the shop 
and the passage to the stairs, to be 
in flames. He took a large piece of 
flannel, and endeavoured to smother 
the flames with it, and being assisted 
by a man of the name of James Lee, 
who lodged in his garret, who brought 
some water, they^ucceeded in getting 
the fire out befofe the engines arrived. 
When he f.rst got down st aim, '‘the 
shop and street-door were both open ; 
the piisoner, who slept in the wop, 
was not there ; but while he was ex* 
erttog himself in extinguishing thcr 
flames, he came in and said, that the 
fire was occasioned by^his leaving a 
candle burning upon thfr /"dp of hit 
bureau bedstead, to liglit his partner 
when he shopid come nome, and that 
the heat of the candle had drawn down 
some "of the thirfgs that were hanging 
up in the 8ho’>, and had set them on 
fire. When the prisoner first came 
in to him, his coat was buttoned up 
clo^ to his neck, but no neckcloth 
on ; he had his hat on, and his boots, 
but could not tell whether he had his 
breeches tm or not. 

'Mr Barber, of the County Firc- 
bffice, said, that an insurance was made 
at \Ubir office, about ten d^^ since, 
in the names of Aaron Alexander, and 
Samuel Simmons, of Little Queen- 
street, in the sum of SOL on thehousc- 
hold furniture, and 2501. on the stock 
in trade. The insurance was made 
by Simmons, in their joint names. 
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Wednesday, a claim was made at 
their office, by Simmons, for 881. 
15s. f)d., in consequence of which he 
sent Prancis Lye, a clerk belonging 
th*eif office, for the purpose of in- 
specting the damage ; and from his 
repoiit of the state of the premises, 
Jbe went, himself, and saw that the 
piartition had been burnt through, 
and a hole made about the size of 
. the crown of a hat. A slielf had also 
been burnt through, and in the inside 
of the partition there were marks of 
tallow or grease running down, and 
the partition, which is about 18 inch- 
es width, was smeared on each 
sid’e of th£ hole which the candle 
had made. The pgsoner observed to 
him, that about ha]| an hour before 
the alarm of “ fire,^' he went to bed, 
havihg first extinguishecU his candle 
very carefully, and tliat he placed the 
candle on the head of his bedstead, 
about three feet from where the par- 
tition took fire. On his discovering 
the house to on fire, he ran out into 
the ftreet in his shirt, and desired the 
watchmanstef call the people, who li- 
ved up stairsi The >vitne 88 observed 
but very few fragments of burnt rags. 
The furniture did not appear to be 
worth 5 l., and the stock in trade very 
trifling, and not worth , 501 ., probably 
notworth201. The quantity of goods 
for whtch the claim was made could 
not have been placed upon the shelves 
where the fire began, nor could they 
have been burnt in so short a time 
without some remains of them ap- 
pearing. The prisoner admitted thilt 
he had signed the claim made uponP 
the office. * 

Joseph Estree, one of the fireAen 
belonging to the County-office^ said, 
he went to Little Queen-street, on 
Tuesday morning, in consequence of 
an ahum of fine, where he got about 
half-past two o’clock 5 that he foun 4 


the prisoner in bed, in a bu^au bed* 
stead in the sliop, the fire being coitu 
pletchr out ; every body in the nousc, 
he believed, were in bed. He knock- 
cd ut the street door for some time, 
before he could gain admittance. He 
proceeded to examine the premises 
that l^d been on fire, and tWe ap- 
peared very Kttle done, not . in the 
whole ftOMnn^ting to above 2 L The 
wainscoajt wiks burnt through, and a 
tew remnants otily appeared ; there 
was no furniture except a bed and a 
table. He only observed a chair, 
and that was in another part of the 
shop. asked the pnsdner what 
office he was insured at ? He replied, 
in the County. He told the prisoner 
he belonged to the County-office ; 
upon which he ask^d him how he was 
to manage about making out his es- 
timate, and said he would give tlie 
witness a guinea, if he would assist 
him in malung it out, and speak in his 
behalf at the office. The prisoner 
was committed for furtlier examina- 
tion. • 

As the prisoner was*conveying to 
the office, he gave Lavender a violent 
blow on the head, and endeavoured 
to make his escape ; but Lavender 
knocked him down, and dragged him 
to the office on his back. 

"The following circular letter has 
been forwarded by the adjutant-gene- 
ral to the colonels of all regifoents : 

Horse Guards, April 28 , 1810 . 

Sir — The commander in chief has. 
with much concern, obs^yed in various 
instances, in the clothing and equipment 
both of the cavali^ and the iuiitntiy, such 
deviations froAi his oiiqcsty’s regulations 
on these beads^ as require his immediate 
interference; and he has commanded 11 le 
to address myself to you on die subject 
at this p^icular ieason, when the pat- 
terns of clothing for the ehsuing year are 
about to be sesi^ tfot doubting that he 
sl^ receive from you ihe most read} oud 
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effectual assistance, to check, in the regi- 
under vour command, an evil pro- 
du0|ve of the most serious bad conse- 
gupoecs to the soldiers and to the ser^ 

The first point to which it is the com- 
Xififlnder in chieTs wish to call your at- 
tention, is the make of the coat, which is, 
in some regiments, so cut away, cis lite- 
rally to 'afford no covering or protection 
to those parts of the body where warm.th 
is most essentia], viz. the loyer parts of 
the belly, and the hip iolnts } tney arc* 
moreover, made so tight, that they are 
with difliculty buttoned over the waist- 
coats ; and they diminish the power of 
action in a mode highly prejudicial to the 
health and vigour of the soldie^ drawing 
the body together, and checking that 
freedom and alacrity of motion in the 
body and arms, that are so conducive to 
the growth and expansion of the young, 
and to the comfort and health of all. 

The shortness of the coat necessarily 
occasions a corresponding diminution in 
the length of the waistcoat, which, by that 
means, is reduced so much in its dimen- 
aions as to afford little warmth in winter, 
nod to be totally useless for one essential 
purpose for which it was intended, viz. as 
8 fatigue dretis in barracks during the 
summer : to remedy tliose evils, the 
breeches are made of a preposterous 
length, and the waistband is brought so 
high upon the body, as to be extremely 
inconvenient and detracting from the 
military appearance of the men. 

The caps of the infantry are not to^ 
worn on one side, as is the pradlice in 
some redhnents, but are to be placed on 
the metre heads, and brought well down 
on the fo^eliead, and the cap-makers are 
responsible that the cap^ are of a size 
which will admit of their being so worn. 

The patterns of the clothing of tnear- 

were fifed on by officers of great ex- 
pi^i^fence and judgment ; and the rcgula- 
on due subject, which Imve received 
hSi' majesty's authority, it is the com- 
mundof in chief’s detail nation to cn- 
foreef with the i^ri^ulous exactness. 

He will request the general officers 
coluixjsing the boan!l, (to whose 

rigilimce and "e^thhioUs the army is al- 


ready much indebted) the greatest atten- ’• 
tion in sealing the patterns ; and be will 
give the most positive directions to the 
general officers in command of brigades, 
whose particular province it is to examine 
the clothing on tne men's backs, as soon 
as it is fitted, instantly to reject and send 
back to the clothiers any clothing -which 
is not made up strictly according to the 
king’s regulations ; and it will remain to 
be determined as it may, whether the ex- 
^ence attending the loss shall faH on the 
officer, who, after such^ repeated warn- 
ings, shall presume to authorise a devia- 
tion from his majesty’s commands, or on 
the clothier, who has the imprudence to 
obey instructions, which he knows arc 
not in conformity to those plain rTulcs 
which are laid down for his guidance. 

There is anothor article of dress to 
which, though nq,t furnished by the co- 
lonel, the commander in chief desires to 
call your ^tention, viz. the soldier’s 
stock, which in some regiments is made 
of such a breadth, as to be not only un- 
comfortable to the soldier, but injurious 
to his health, by pressing on the glands 
of the neck, and by that means exciting 
scroph ulcus swellings in constitutions 
where there is a tendency, to that disor- 
der. — The stock, like every i^h'er part of 
the soldier’s dress, should,be adapted to 
the size and sliape of the roan. 

The commifnder in chief requests you 
will make an imo^'diate communication 
of the contents •;! this letter to the offi- 
cer in tlie ac^aai coimUand of the 

regiment of and direef that the let- 

ter may be entered in the orderly books 
of the regiment.

Tffe Spaniards on board thoJphige-

The strength of the tide, how- 
ever, drevw' the unfortunate man under 
the vessel, and he was drowned. 

^ Tuesday ni^ht, about twelve o'- 
clock, as Adkins, the Bow-street offi- 
cer, was coming from the Secretary of 
State's pfficf, at the end of the Pi- 
azza, in Russell-street) a pistol was 
fired within three yards of him ; he 
instantly laid hold of the man who ha<f 
fired, and a i^oman who was stand- 
ing by him at the time the pistol was 
fired and was proceeding to* take them 
to the pfficc in Bow-street, when se- 
veral people attemped to rescue the 
rwoners, hut without effect. Ad- 
ins sent the woman to tlte watch- 
house, and and took the man to the 
Secretary of State's dffice, where Mr 
Read and Mr Graham, jthe magis- 
trates, were in attendance. He was 
examined by them, and committed for 
further examination. 

The prisoner said his name was 
John Hartley, that he came to Lon- 
don on Friday last, from Yorkshire ; 
he did ndt^ome upon any particular 
business : he, bought the pistol on 
that day for his own protection, and 
to protect his property. * He lodged 
at the Saracen’s Head, on Snow-hill,* 
and left there a little ^efore ten o'- 
clock the szane night, after loading 
the pistol with powder and ball. 

A young man in Bewcastle, Cnm* 
berland, who was not on good terms 
with his wife, resolved a few days ago 
to dispose of her by auction. Not 
being able to find a purchaser in the 
place where they resided, she per-* 
suaded l^m to proceed to Nfwoaltle 
for this purpose. Accordinjjrly they 
set out, and this modern JDaklah laid 
her plan so well, that immediately on 
his arrival, a press-gang conveyed him 
on board a frigate preparing to get un- 
der weigh for a long cruize. 


A melancholy accident happened 
on Monday, at Temple neat;Marloir^ 
the seat of Owen Williams, Esq^ Two 
gentlemen and two ladies venturedi 
for their amusement, into a boat upon 
the mill stream, at a short distance 
from the wiers. They were at first 
so inswsibly drawn towards the slui- 
ces, that they did not perceive their 
danger. ^^As they approached them^ 
the force qf the current baffled their 
efforts to direct fhe boat, and they 
were carried upon them. One of the 
gentlemen leaped out on the bi^nk 
with the chain in his hand, and endea- 
voured to pull the boat from the open- 
ing of tl?e sluice ; but the torrent was 
irresistible, and his strength availed 
nothing: the boat filled instantaneous- 
ly, suqk, and was dashed to pieces, la 
a few seconds two of the party appear- 
ed at some distance struggling in the 
stream, which soon threw them on a 
shoal in the middle of the river. The 
third, a young lady, sister of Mn 
Williams, rose no more. The lady and 
gentleman so providentially saved have 
not sustained any material imury. 

Lancaster AssizkI.—- 7«e King 
V. Barrofuochugk, The defendant, a 
sheriff's officer, was indic^e<l for man- 
slaughter, in killing and slaying Tho- 
mas Scott. It was a case which ex- 
cited no ordinary degree of general 
curiosity. The deceased had formerly 
commanded a regiment in Ireland, 
but had retired from the army, and 
become a merchant iu Manenester. 
His circumstances having become 
greatly embarrassed, a writ was put 
into the hands cf Barrowolough for 
lOl. for the plirpbse of being executed 
against him# Barrowclough, with ];iis 
assistant, proceeded, at an early hour 
in the morning, tt> the house of the 
deceated, and obtained admit- 
tance, inquired The maid- 

servant denied his being at home ; but 
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tlie ai}f#cr not being Satisfactory, the 
assistant pr follower went up stairs to 
•Citiiph the house, and Barrowclough 
below. The maid ran up 
first, and called out to her, mis^ 
tM^that strange men had got into the 
liiafisf, and were searching it* The as- 
iktant' knocked at the chmber-door, 
nnd Mrs Scott said the wonla admit 
Idxn as soon as she had drei^d herself. 
In the mean time, Mr Sccft, who was 
Wp and dressed, foi*med the despcratV 
resolutioa of escaping out of the win- 
dow of aroom adjoiningthebed-cham- 
lier, whidb looked into the yard. Mrs 
Scott assisted him in his descent* In 
iis fair his knees broke several of the 
kitchen windows, which alarmed Bar- 
rowclough, who exclaimed to his man 
above, «He is here I he is 
l^n running into the back yard, 
Mr Scott was discovered lying on his 
left side, upon the pave-stones, sense- 
less, and apparently dead ; he had re- 
ceived two violent contusions or frac- 
tures in the back part of his head, 
which in a few hours terminated his 
existence ; Ik was lying with his feet 
towards the kitchen window, and his 
head towards an oppofite wall, i^ch 
divided the yard from an adjoining 
one. A*mo^l of the house and pre- 
mbes was exhibited to the jury, and 
i^ eyidently appeared that the decca- 
had struck his feet against fhe sill 
bf kitchen window, C)y which he 
hod l^n thrown backw^sin the po- 
sition he lay* Mrs Scott and two of 
her daughters, howevo*, swore that 
they wiw tlK deceased safeon hisdegs : 
that he had his handson the wall and 
endeavouring to eacS^e, but that 
came behim him, and 
struck him with h stick, which occa- 
stoned his lafi and, consequent death. 
The mrfi^n^whptA^saataned the de- 
ceased bmgC^Bb^edpressed his con- 
viction, that the fihttures that the un- 
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fortunate man had received must have 
been from the effect of a concussion 
by the head being violently propelled 
against a hard flat substance, and 
conld neither have been produced by' 
a blow from a stick, nor by a fall back- 
wards from a wall low enough for a 
man to reach his bands over ; and he 
was also confident, that had* he fallen 
from the wall, his position must have 
•been the reverse of what it was. — His 
lordship was of opinion that there was 
not the slightest foundation for the 
proseciitibn, and the jury pronounced 
a verdict of acquittal.

We know not whether mosjt to ad- 
mire, the correctness of the execu- 
tion, the soft and melodious tones it 
produces, or the perfectness of the 
music, in which the most critical ear 
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cannot^ discover an error. We had 
almost forgot to mention that occa- 
sional notes are shaken very grace- 
fully. On the whole, it is a most 
^ mast;,erly piece of work, which docs 
the inventor infinite credit ; and we 
sincerely hope he will meet the re* 
ward due to such perseverance and 
ingenuity.

, 25th.— The Chevalikb D*Eon. 
—In the vast range of biographical 
history, from the earliest period down 
to the present time, there n^et, pfe* 
haps, has been found a combinatidn 
of events so remarkable^an assump- 
tion of clUaracter so various, and, in 
many cases, directly opposite, as in 
the life of this most extraordinary 


personage. After having sustained 
for the first fifty years, \.ind in the 
most distinguished manut r, the cha- 
racters of a scholar, a soldier, and a 
statesman, we suddenly and unexpec- 
tedly find M. D’Eon assuming the 
dress, and, apparently with great re- 
luctance, submitting to be taken for 
a wdbnan ; and it is not till upwards 
of thir^ years afterwards, that, on 
his death-bed, are verified, beyond 
the possibility of doubt, his claims 
to the personal as well as mental dis- 
tinctions of a man. As some account 
of the principal events which have 
marked the life of this mysterious be- 
ing may not be unacceptable to the 
public, the following brief sketch is 
submitted, and its authenticity may 
be relied upon : 

Charles Genevicn Louise Auguste 
Andree Timothee D’Eon de Beau- 
mont, was born at Tonnere, in Bur- 
gundy, on the 27th October, 1727, 
or 8, * descended from an ancient 
and respectable, though not (at least 
in this branch of it) an opulent fami- 
ly. The young D’Epn pasi^ed the 
years of infancy and cliildhood under 
ais parents’ roof. At the age of 13, 
he was removed, for the completion 
of his education, to the College Ma- 
zarin, at Paris, and had scarcely fi- 
nished his studies there, when the 
sudden death of his father and an un- 
cle, from whom he had great expec- 
tation?, left him doubly an orphan, 
and threw him on the world, depen- 
dant on his own exertions for advance- 
ment. He was, however, fortunate 
enough to obtain at this period the 
patronage »f the Prince* de Couii, 
who had long kndwn a id csteeriK'd 
his father ; and by the pi incc’s rnfans 
was introduced to Louis KV., who 
presented our young orphan with a

M. D’Eon, who was employed un- 
tler the Chevalier Douglas, in trans- 
iwciing a ntgociation ot the most de- 
licate and important nature at the 
Courtof Petersburgh, which, Ijy their 
means, was reconciled to France, af* 
ter many years suspension of all in- 
tercourse whatever between the two 
crowns. This event, which forms 
inot only a very important era in the 
life of D’Eon, but by the change it 
produced at the time in the political 
arrangements of almost all Europe, 
is well worthy of more complete elu- 
cidation than, it has yet received in 
history, places M. D’Eon in the first 
rank of aijdomatic skill, and justifies 
the intimate and conf^ential inter- 
course which from this period be had 
the honour to hold With his sove- 
reign, Louis XV., on political affairs. 
Alter some years residence at Petcra- 
burgh, D’Eon joined his r^tnent, 
then ayr^g under Marshal Broglie, 
m the Rhine, and, during the cam- 
paign of }762, acted as aid<*de-eamp 
to that die^guished ofllcer. On tte 
mifisioii of the Due de NiveisiotS to 
Stighnd, lit, D*£on became his se- 
eiretai y of embassy, and .conducted 
hittuelf so much to the satisfaction of 
both courts, that he was intrusted, 
dw iht part of Endand as well as 
France, to convey too ratification d 
peace, and Tcceiv^ fipib i^uis XV. 
the Croix do'St On the re- 


turn of M. De Nivernois, D’Eon was 
appointed first charge d’ affaires, and 
afterwards minister plenipotentiary to 
the British court. He had not, 
however^ long enjoyed his new digni- * 
ty, when the arrival of the Comte de 
Guerchy suspended his ministerial 
functions, and was accompij^nuMl by 
the well known and unfortunate dis- 
pute between the two parties. With- 
out entering at this moment on any 
di*9cu^sion of the mciits of this casC, 
it may yet be observed, that the re- 
peated ttslirtiony both of Louis XV. 
and liis ministers, nay, even thp sub- 
sequent acknowledgment of some of 
his most inveterate enemies dn Ibis 
occasion, completely relieve M.D^Eon 
from any impeachment of Ins honour 
or inte^ty, however his prudence 
may justly Jbe questionable in oppo- 
sing so powerful adversaries. From 
this period till the death of Louis XV •, 
M. D'Eon continued to reside in Eng- 
land, destitute, it is true, of any offi- 
cial character, but honoured with the 
notice and friendship of'the most dis- 
tinguished persons in tKij \:ountry. 
And here we enter upon circumstan- 
ces of D^Eon’s life, now rendered at 
mystenOQsin itsorigin, as wonder f ul in 
its successful c*!iIcealmeDt foir so many 
years. Some fj^int rumours had spread 
at various preceding pedids, that M. 
D’Eon was a woman, and, in addition 
to certain feminine appearances in hit 
voice and person, still stronger sur- 
mise was indulged, especially at Pe- 
tmburgh, on account of the total in- 
difference, and even aversion to all 
affaifsof ^lantry constantly eahiblt- 
ed D’Eon towards the lemalet of 
^at v<4i^tuou8court, whete amorous 
intrtm IS well known to have mixed 
itself bn most occasioat with pofiti- 
<al events. Not that the manneia or 
deportment of DEon were either 
harsh or forbidding towards women, 
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but the extreme estttfou with which 
he always avoided any private or par- 
ticular intercourse with themi gave 
strength to the doubts excited as to 
* his • sex : and other circumstances 
concurring (the detail of which our 
present limits forbid) at this time to 
place ti^e sexual claim of l3^£on as a 
vrottiah^ on the most absolute footing 
of proof both in trance and England, 

I he assumed the female dress, and from 
xhe year 1 777 down to his death, was 
universal! y regarded as a woman. The 
first few years after this nfetamorpho- 
tis vjjere passed by M. D^Eon in 
France, where, if the merits of the 
t;kewly established demoiselle are to be 
estimated by the rec^tion she met at 
the court of Loaia XVl., and the ex- 
pressions of esteem^and respect made 
to Jher by almost every person of con- 
sideration in the kingoom, she was 
deserving ofthe highest praise. About* 
the year 178S, M. D*Eon returned 
to England, where be has resided ever 
since. The French revolution, fatal 
to so many bther establishments, de- 
rived him’«al 80 of a pension gi anted 
y Louis^V., and confirmed by his 
successor. *Fof a few subsequent 
years, the sale of part of his erfects, 
and the profits of apublic fencing ex- 
hibition in various parts of the uni- 
ted kingdom, enabteo M. D’Eon to 
aubsiit with decency $ but the increa- 
sing weight of age and mftrmities 
^adually rendered him incapable of 
riiese exertions, and for many years 
past he has been struggling with po- 
verty and distress^ At the cjosis Of

pf this article (who t$ 
theeditor/efemd to, has long known 
*M. D’Eon, andrwas induced to ac- 
cept the office in the first instance 
out of sincere respect for his charac- 
ter) can truly say, that, with the ex- 
ception of the last and most singular 
discovefi'y of the sex of the dicvdicr, 
he has never had the smallest reason 
to impeach M. D’Eon *8 integrity or 
verapity ; and on this point, also, he 
is inclined to hope that he may find 
among the papers of the deceased 
Some strong excuse, if not a complete 
justification of the measure In the 
interim, he would take the liberty of 
recommending to others that charity 
he is dtsposed to exercise himself. 

Forthese two years past M. D’Eon 
scarcely ever quitted his bed, though 
it was only within these few months 
that he has laid aside the pen. His 
health gradually grew weaker, and 
at length an extreme state of debility 
ensued, which terminated in his death 
on Monday se’nnight about ten o’- 
clock. It was not till aft^r his de- 
cease that Madame Cole, the old and 
respectedfriendofthechevalier, whose 
fortunes, of rather misfortunes, she 
ha^ sbai^ed for many years, on per*- 
Forming the hat sad office to her 
friend, of Ijfyingoutthe corpse, found 
it was that of a man. After the^first 
surprise had subsided, the discovery 
was the next morning communicated 
to some of the chei^lier’s intimate 
fiiends, w|iO judged that it would be 
proper to asccrtim^all points relative 
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to BO fiingular an occurrence ; ancf ac- 
cordingly-^fon Wednesday iastf in the 
presence of the Pere Elizie, who had 
attended the chevalier in his last ill- 
nes^ Mr Wilson, the Professor of 
Andtomy* Mr Ring and Mr BurEon, 
two respectable surgeons, Sir Sidney 
Smith, -the Hpnourable Mr Lyttle- 
ton, the Honourable Mr Dottglas, 
Mr Hoskins, a respectable solicitor, 
Mr Richardson, bookseller, bf Corn- 
hill, and some others, a cofnplete in-* 
spection and dissection of the sexual ' 
parts took place, and it was decided- 
ly ascertained that the conformation 
of the organs was that of a male. 
And that all doubt as to the identity of 
the person might be removed, some 
persons of the first respectability were 
called upon, who gave their positive 
testimony that the person then before 
them was the same who had always 
passed for the Chevalier D’Eon. M- 
I) ^Kon has left two, if not three ne- 
phews, of the name of O’ Gorman, 
related also, we believe, to the noble 
family of 'rhomond, in I reland. None 
of those gentlemen arc however in 
England at this time. 

The chevalier was yesterday bu- 
ried at St Paiicras. 

The following account probably 
contains the most authentic particu- 
lars respecting the extraordinary sus- 
picion that principally contribute to 
bring publicity on this singular cha- 
racter. 

*• This geiitlemazi, at the time of 
his first coming over ko England, 
was captain of dmgoonsin theFr^qh 
service, and secretary to the *Duke 
de NivernoTs, in which character he 
behaved so much lo the d^e^s satis- 
fact^n, that that nobleman u^n his 
departure for France got M- D’Eoi^ 
appointed minuter plenipotentiary in 
his room. 

In hoVevqr, the 


Count dc Guerchy being appointed 
ambassador from the court of Ver- 
sailles, the Chevalier D’Eon received 
orders, or rather was requested, to 
ict as secretaryor assistant to th'e new 
ambassador. This, it seems, morti- 
fied the chevalier to such a degree, 
that, pretending the letter of recal 
which accompanied it was a forgery, 
(as a correspondent and intimate friend 
likewise, and neighbour of the French 
prime 'minister, gave him no notice^ 
of it), he absolutely refused to deli- 
ver it, and thereby drew ou himself the 
censure of his own court. 

Upon this, the chevalier, with a 
view of exculpating himself, on faom 
a motive of revenge, or perhaps botIT, 
published a succiiKt account of all 
the negociations ki which he had been 
engaged, exposed some secrets of the 
French coui^, and, rather than sp*are 
his enemies, revealed some things to 
the prejudice of his best friends. 
Among other persons very freely 
treated in this publication, was the 
Count de Guerchy ; and it was this 
treatment that drew on him prose- 
cution for a libel on his excatlency. It 
was but natural that tkis behaviour 
should draw onM. D’Eon the resent- 
mentof thecourtof TVance, or at least, 
that tl*e chevalier should apprehend it. 
Whether or nifj , therefore^ that court 
solicited his being given up, which is 
very probable, reports were spreaRl, not 
only that it had done so, but even had, 
on being refused, sent over persons to 
kidnap the chevalier, and carry him 
oflF by force or fraud, since it could 
no! edma at him by fair means. 
*^*^Ifthe chevalier himself wasnot 
the apQior of these reports, he at least 
credited them so far, that' he wrote 
four letters to complain of these de- 
signs against him, as known to him 
by undoubted authority ; one to Lord 
Chief Justice Mansfield, another to 
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Lord3ute, a third to Lord Temple, 
and a fourth to Mr Pitt ; and to ask 
their advice, if, as he had contracted 
no debt, and behaved himself in all 
things as a dutiful subject, he might 
not kill the first man who should at- 
tempt to arrest him, since he could 
not consider such arrest in any other 
hght thstn to kidnap him ; weakly al- 
leging, that were the laws to con- 
condemn him for so doing, which h^ 
<^ould not, he said, conceive, the spirit 
of them must feel the stroke. But if 
he really knew from undoubted autho- 
rity, that there was a design against 
his p^'son, and the villains intrusted 
witfi the execution of that design, he 
^might easily have prevented it, and in 
a legal way, by an Information against 
them. What becanf^ of D'Eoii after 
his trial, is not known. About four 
months after, his house hi Scotland- 
yard was forcibly ransacked for him, 
and in doing it a door broke open by 
six persons, some of them well known, 
in consequence, they said, of orders 
from above ; -a thing not at all impro- 
bable, ^nsidering into what misde- 
meanors, h is reasonable to think, 
the chevaliev’s indiscretion and ig- 
norance of our laws might have be- 
trayed him ; misdcmeai>our8,^ per-- 
haps, sufficient to justify even more 
violent proc^eeding in Marching for, 
and apprehending the persons guilty 
of th^. 

** In the year 1777, we find such 
strong doubts entertained of his sex, 
as to produce wagers to a large 
amount, and a curious trial before 
Lord Mansheld. • * 

The acjtion was brought 
Hajres, eurgieon, in Leicester-fields, 
against Jacques, a broker and under- 
writer, for the .recovery of , 7001 . ; 
the said Mr Jacques having, about 
six years ago/ received premiums of 
15 guineas per cent., for every one 


of which he stood engaged to return 
100 guineas whenever il^sliould be 
proved that the Chevalier D'Eon was 
actually a woman. 

"Mr Buller opened the cause as 
counsel for Mr Hayes. He stated 
the fairness of the transaction, and 
the justifiable nature of the demand, 
as ^ Hayes, the plaintiff, thought 
himself now to be in possession of 
that proof which would determine the 
•sex of the*Chevalier D’Eon, and for 
ever render the case indisputable. 

In 'proof of this fact Mr LeGoux 
and Mr De Morande were called, who 
declared positively the person called 
the Chffv'alicr D’Eon to be a •woman. 

" Mr Mansfield, on the part of the 
defendant, pleaded that this was one 
of those gambling, indecent, and un- 
necessary cases, that ought never to 
be permitted to come into a court of 
justice ; that, besides the inutility and 
indecency of the case, the defendant 
had taken advantage of his chent, be- 
ing in possession of intelligence that 
enabled him to lay wit^i greater cer- 
tainty, although with sqch great odds 
on his side ; that the plaintiff, at the 
time of laying the wager, knew that 
the court of France treated with the 
chevalier as* a woman, to grant her a 
pension, and that the French court 
must have some strong circumstances 
to imbibe that idea ; therefore he 
hoped that the jury would reprobate 
such wagers. The defendant's coun- 
sel did not attempt to contradict the 
plaintiff's evidence, by proving the 
ma8<;uline gender. 

" Lord Mansheld expressed his ab- 
horence of the whole transaction, anti 
the more sq by their bringing it into 
a court of justice, when it might have 
been settled elseyrhere, wishing it had 
been ih his power, in concurrence with' 
the jury, to have made both parties 
lose; but as the hw bad not ex- 
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rpte^y pr^ibitcd it, and the wager 
'tvas IsHOi CTie question before them 
i^ae^ who had won» Hi« lordship 
obsettred, that the indecency of the 
proceeding arose more from the un- 
necessary questions ashed, than from 
the case itself $ that the witneasea 
had declared they perfectly knew the 
Chevalier d’Eon tO'be Awom&: if 
•he is not a woman, they certain- 
ly peijured ; there was» thgpefore, no 
need of inquiring bow, ima by what* 
mode they knew it, which was all the 
indecency. 

** As to the fraud suggested, of the 
plaintiff knowing more than the defen- 
dant, he seemed to think th^re was 
no foundation for it. Mis lordship 
then recited a wager entered into by 
two gentlemen in his own pre^nce, 
about the dimensions of the Venus de 
Mcdicis, for 1001. ) one of the gentle- 
men said, * I will not deceive you $ I 
tell you fairly, I have been there and 
measured it myself.^—* Well,* says 
•he other, * and do you think 1 would 
be such a foed as to lay if I had not 
jneasiired it. r 1 will lay for all that.* 

** His lordship then went on to 
state to the jury, that< this chevalier 
had publicly appeared as a man ; 
had been employed by the court of 
France as a man, as a military man, 
in a civil oiSce, and as a minister of 
•late he^ and in Russia ; that«thcre 
was all the .presumption against the 
plaintiiT, and the onuspr^ndi lay 
upon him, which might never have 
been come at ; for it Appeared, the 
only propositibn of a discovery of sex 
that had been made to the chevalier, 
by tCin« gentleman upon&u excursion, 
bad been resented by D|£ob, who 
hm instantly quitted their company 
on that account* It might therefore 
have never been in his power to have 
oroved his wager^ but foj some acci- , 
cental D’Eod and 


some of her countrymen. His lord- 
ship was therefore of opinion, that 
the jury woidd find a verdict for the 
plaintiff. 

The jury without hesitation gave 
a verdict for the plaintiff — TOOL and 
40s. 

“ On Saturday last, the policy bu- 
siness respecting the sex ox Madame 
D’Eon, was smemnly argued before 
Lord Mansfield, in the Court of ^ 
Kinff*8 Bench, when the defeiKiant 
pleaded a late act of parliament for 
the non-payment of the policy he had 
underwritten, which statute provides, 
<That no insurance shall be •valid, 
where the person insuring eaiftipt 
prove an 4intecedent interest in the 
person or thing injured.*— The chief 
lustice admitteef the statute to be

The name of this unh^lj^pjf' wtctchj 
as we have already nwntioned, was 
Seillis. has left a wife and four 
cl^ildwn ; the eldest a girl, about 
eight years old. The poor little crea- 
ture was in the crowd yesterdar morn- 
ing at the palace, a melancholy spec- 
tator of the bustle and confusion ex- 
cited by the horrid catastroj^hft that 
has deprived her of a father. Seiltis 
had lived with the duke aboift *ten 
years, but had once I^t him and lived 
with Mr Manners, ^the gentleman, we 
understand, of that name, who marri- 
ed the Duchess of RoxbuirgL He 
soon, however, returned to ms royal 
highness’s 'service, and became so 


great a favourite of his master, that 
he and hia family were accommodated 
with lodgings over the gate-way, lead- 
ing into tile Kitchen Court from Cle- ' 
ve&nd-row ; from which there was a 
communication with the duke’s suite 
of apartments. Here they were aup- 
plicdflwith coals, candles, ^c. from his 
royal highness’s establishment. His 
royal highness had also so far extend- 
• ed his favours to.this man, as to con- 
descend to become sponsor to one of 
his children, on which occasion he 
prevailed on one of hia royal sister* 
to stand with him. In consequent, 
Seillis J^ecame in some sort an object 
of particular attention to all the bran- 
ches of the royal family, from whom 
he and his children received many lit- 
tle presents and marks of notice. 

It has been since ascertained that 
Seillis slept for the last four nights in 
the room which he occupied when in 
waiting, although it was not his turn 
of duty, and his wife’s apartments 
were contiguous. This deviation 
from his usual practice having been 
mentioned to him, he excused hiir.self 
by saying, that some of the ch.ldiea 
were ill. Ht was seen in tlie duke’a 
bed-room at eleven o’clock with some 
linen in his* hand, although he had no 
business there, it not being, as we be- 
fore observed, his turn to attend. In 
a closet in the room, therc^ was also 
found a pair of slippers, which were 
known to be Semis’s ; from which 
circumstance it is inferred that he had 
concealed himself there for the pur- 
pose* of effecting his horrid design. 

No reasou has been asfigued suffi- 
cient to account in the smallest de- 
gree for tttis accumulation of crime 
and ingratitude. It is said, that the 
deceased had been engaged in a dis- 
pute with one of his fefiow' servants, 
and that it nvas deft to the determina- 
tion of his royal highness, who deci- 
' 6 
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ded agaixist: him. This is supposed 
to htv^ jurritated his imud, aad instiga- 
ted him to the murderous intent. It 
may, pcriiaps, have been the eflFect of 
inaHjoity ; but the previous conceal- 
ment in the closet, and subsequent re- 
trqit to his own apartment, are de- 
atnictive of this hypothesis. I^eed, 
jit is said, that arrangements or such 
M nature were made by SeilUs, as, in 
case of the completion of dhe diabd-^ 
Seal deed, must for the moment at 
least have involved the page in attend- 
ance in the suspicion of being its sole 
author. 

Mr Read, the head of the Bow- 
atreet office, was employed during the 
greater part of yesterday in t^bg 
down the depositions of such witness- 
es as were likely to throw any, light 
on this horrid business. Mr Secre- 
tary Ryder attended the examination. 

The following bulletin was the 
latest shewn yesterday evening

The following are additional par- 
ticulars of this unaccountable at- 
tack 

On Wednesd^, the Duke of Cum- 
berland /lined at Greenwich. His roy- 
al highness returned to town, about 
eight o’clock, in an open carnage and 
four. The duke then went to the 
concert for the benefit bf the Royal 
Society of Musicians. His ^tiyal 
highness teturned to his apartments 
tn St Jameses Palace, aSout hairpast 
twidve o’clock, and went io hed about 
one. About two o’clock, he was 
awoke hr the assassin, when he was 
sound On his royal highness 

extricating him^Lfroip the attack 
of the viU^, and getting out of his 


becLropm, he exclaimed aloud to hif 
valet in waiting, repeatedly, ‘‘Neale, 
Neale, 1 am murdered ! I am mur- 
dered f” Neale, who was deep^ ia 
an adjoining room, got up instantly ; 
and the duke informed Vm of the 
particulars, and said, the murderers 
were in his bed-room. Neale armed 
himself with a. poker, and he and hb 
royal highness proceeded along the 
passage, when Neale stepped upon 
the sword with which the duke pad 
been attacked, which ^as one of the 
duke’s, and had been sharpened with- 
in these few days. 

His royal highness, supported by 
Neale, (it being necessary, from ’the 
copious discharge of bipod,) proceed-"^ 
ed to alarm the house. The house- 
keeper was the^first who came out. 
The duke ^and Neale, without , the 
least suspicion, knocked at the assas- 
sin (Seilus’s) door, who, it is suppo- 
sed, mistook what was said^ viz. tKat 
** Seillis, the duke has murder- 
ed,” for Seillis, you have murdered 
the duke,” as ho was lleaid making 
a noise ; and it was then 'supposed he 
concluded he was detectdB, as be wa^ 
heard opening a dr^^wer; in which wait 
the razor witn which he cut his own 
throat. The r^zor formerly belong- 
ed to the duke, but had been given 
to Seillis ialeiy. • 

Upon the alarm being give%^ the 
palace^ Lieut. Buller, wiw a setjeant 
aod several men, >vho were on duty , 
in the palace, entfered bis royal high- 
ness’s apartments, and found the vil- 
kin pn pis bed, with bis bead nearly . 
severed* from his body; the blood 
that dssued from him had neatly co- 
vered the bed-clothes and furniture. 

In consequence of the attack upon 
.the Puke of Cumberland, the royal 
ffimily will come to town, this day 
from Windsor,

After this the atten- 
I ^^tionofafi wasdireOtedtothediikeVi^- 
iwfe^. He hi^d on the night be«» 
\mhittendcNi the dbKe while uadrui.uig, 
9m iinke had desiMl himsidf to he 
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awakened ai 7 o^dock. next morning anti 
he had in consequence directed the xiiaid 
to have a ore vead^ at six. It was plain 
that tlic pei'gon v/ho maHe the attacK on 
Ihc duk(^ luujst have remained settreted 
in tlie as ali the other tloors icad- 

ing. to tfu‘ riuke’^apartment were locked. 
A k'wdayg ftince Seillis had. according 
to onlers, taken tfie duke's re|fm\cntals 
»nd sword out to make them ready for a 
review, wliich did not afterwards take 
place. He afterwards reftirned the liP- 
gimcntala, but left tire sword upon the 
sofa in the duke's room, where it had 
lain ever since until the fatal night. Seil- 
lis hiul no cause whatever to be displca- 
BCtl with* khc duke; on the contrary, he 
seemed hia favourite servant. He had 
done more for him than for any one else 
in the house. 

Some dissatisfaction Iiad arisen about 
two years si nee. It had been the custom 
of the duke to allow his servants (is, 6d. 
extra on tmvclling days, and at this time 
tliey had only half a guinea per week, 
board wages. Tlie duke afterwaids in* 
creased the weekly allowance to 14s. per 
week, diBcontimiing, however, the extra 
allowance ution travelling days. A pa* 
per* to this effect was drawn up for the 
servants to* sign,. professing their satis- 
faction at the arningeraent. Seillis refa- 
sed to sign this paper. • He said, He’d 
be d — if he would, and that none but 
low blackguards would consent to it." 
Tliis was reported to the duke, who de- 
dannl, in case of Sefllis’s persisting, his 
wife and family should quit the 
ments^vhich he had given tliem. Seillis 
dfter this signed the p^mr. He hud 
never since this heard of ariy disa^^ree- 
ment between the duke and Seillis. He 
(N,) never abused ScilSs, tbougli he had 
oflen provoked him to the U 4 ti 06 t« Seil- 
lis was aLumn of very mi^idous disposl-^ 
tion, ana totally unable^o bear the least* 
contradiction. 'He had ^quanrelled with 
steward at Kew, atnf frequently with 
other servants. There was no^r« 
ticttkr daapondent^ about him of kite» 
He had wtmia th<^ few weeks a slight 
^d, of whio!^ however Jtie had recover- 
ed. He had o^stedin dressing the duke 
at 10 o^dodt OD ghe night ou whidi be 


attempte<1 the murder. The duke went 
to the Ancient Concert Rooms. He had 
no doubt that Seillis had an enmity to 
hiin, and he suspected he had aUempted 
the murder on that night, in the hope 
that its neipetration might be imputed to 
him (N*; as he was the page in waiting. 

Anne Neale, wife to the above, dejnv 
sell, that she had been called up at three 
o’clock on Thursday morning by the 
alarm of the tinkers murder. She found 
his royal highnc-'S in the page's room, 
bleeding piofusely. He difected her to 
call Seillis. She went to one of tlie doors 
of hir4 room, (there were two doors) and 
knocked. There was no answer. She 
then went to open the door of the yellow 
room, but it w.is lucked. After this she 
wfts joineil by the porter, and they went 
round to tlie othar dof>r of Seillis’s room 
in order to nwj^^ken him ; when near the 
door they beard a gurgling noise, like that 
of water ^forcing its w ay through the 
throat ; the porter looked in, and ex- 
claimed that Seillis had cut his throaL 
She was alarmed and rotiml. Seillis 
was a very obstinate man, and w^ould 
bear no contratliction, not even from the 
duke. He cons ta Fitly persisted in every 
dispute tlmt he w<as lu the right, and in- 
deed it was not safe toVliHer fi-om him. 
The duke had on all occasions shewn 
him the most patticuldr kindness ; even 
lately, when he was affected with a cold, 
be. would nof allow him to go on the 
outside of the carriage, but insisted on 
big going ij?«ide w ith himself to Windsor, 
ThePriaecss Augusta ahd hisi-oyal high- 
Q^s bad stood sponsors, by proxy, for 
Seiliis’s last child, and bW majesty had 
made the mother a present of two pieces 
of India muslin. Seillis had a key to 
{lass from bis own apartments to the 
duke’s, without going out of doors* He 
was always veiyuh’stant with the other < 
lejvants. He seldom spoke to her ; but 
tm one occasion lately he met her, and 
told her that Mrs Macsb, the house- 
ke^r to the Royal Cockpit, was dead, 
ana that he would iqij^y to the duke to^ 
get the place for his wire. He said the 
duke would ask l^ord Dartmouth. He 
preferred asking a jj^Oce for his wifb ra- 
ther than hhnaelf) t^usebe wassocon-, 
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venieat to the duke, he knew his rojal 
hi"hnes9^ would not sj>ar6 him. He ho- 
ped, however, to ^?et some sinecure about 
the gaJace. The whole royal fiitnily were 
particularly attached to Sell i is, and on 
every court day they liad hia wife and 
ebiJdrcn brought in“to 4 ,he gallery to see 
tiiein. Even on the hist day tlic queen 
was in .town, she had the young baby 
brought into the room* to be shewn to 
her. Slie never heard Seillia was jealous 
of his wife ; quite tlic contrary, ho wa^ a ^ 
domestic man, particularly attaclied to 
Ilia Wife, and fond of his children. 

Benyiinin Smith, was porter to his . 
royal highness. He had also been alarm- 
ed oil the night of the murder. On be- 
ing acoused he gave directions to the sen- 
tinels, and returned with Mrs Neale to 
Seillis’s room. knocked and looked 
through the key hole^i but no person an- 
swered. He then went to Seillis’s own 
ho^isc to iiKjture for him ; his ciiild oaul 
he had slept that nlglit m the Miac'c. 
Upon this he returued back to »eihis’s 
room in the palace, and as he got near 
the door, he heard a gargling noise, os 
described before. He had come to Seillis’ 
room througli the ball-room, winch com- 
municated* with his royal highness's bed- 
room, aru^hb remarked that the shutters 
of the win^ws were ajar. 

Matliew Giiessleo (a Ibreigner) stated, 
that he had been alarmed by Mr Neale, 
with the news of the attack on the dul^c. 
He took a case of pistols and went to- 
wards Seiilifl^s room. H* heard the gur- 
gling noise, find also heard the nor ter ex- 
claim^ ‘‘ iseilHs ^ murdered ijimself 
lie witlulrew for assistance. Seillia was, 
in his opinion, a most tnildand dvi) man, 
not at all liOkely to oUbnce to any 
one. He admitted having heard of his 
quarrel with Neale. 

J. Creigl^n« was a serjeant bf Ate 
Coldstream-guards ; he was on du^ kt 
the italace pti the night of the alai^f He 
went ,up with, some soldiers into SeilUs^, 
room, and he there fouxid him with his 
throat cut. He had uo c(^ pn^ bqt wore 
his pantaloons and stockings. hjs^ 

went in, he found a ra;u>> on ^ ^oor, 
wliich he took up and jdaced pit a ehcgt 
of 4rawcx0» The body was quite dead, 


but still waim. There was not tlic least 
appeurauce of struggling about it. 

riioinas ^trioiJ&ud, was an under but- 
ler to U. R. II. He saw 8c4)lit» on the 
fki^l night in the duke's room, at eleven 
o’clock, with a clcau shirt in his band. 
He was pot suiprised at it, as be supposed 
it might be his night for waiting; Seillia 
did Slot speak, but he looked up and smi- 
led as he passed him ; there id no 
time much intercourse between them, but 
he considered the deceased a very civil 
mati. 

Sarah I?arley deposed, that it was her 
business to shut all the windows; she hud 
done so in the balbrodm, but admiUeJ 
she had not put up the bats ; she Imd 
closed 4;he doors of every room, except 
that of the one whicli connected Suiilis's 
wnth the duke's ; she rcuiemborcd the si- 
tuation of the closet, she had Icl't the key 
in tl^e lock, and was positive she had left 
it outbidc. When bhe wa.s there, there 
were.no slippers nor sword in it. She 
lind plaml the bolsters there. These 
bolsters were used as an ornament to the 
duLe’.s bed in the day time ; but when the 
bed made, tlicy were placed in the 

little closet. She had seen the dark Un- 
thorn since the alarm, mid was positive 
she had seen such a one in Seillis’s vlrcss- 
ing-room window ; it was of a square 
form. • 

— - was a nag j In the Duke of Sus- 
5e;t’5 service ; liud met the deceased at 
Windsor, Seillis expressed dissatisfac- 
tion of a preference given to Neale in the 
dtike's service, and stated his determina- 
tion £o leave it. He seemed ^uueh de- 
jected one day in Windsor Park, when 
conversing on this subjcct. 

— - ajcwellcr, hmi seen Seillis often 

when he culled with jewellery. About 
five pEionthsngo, Seilhs 'asked him if he 
ktifiw oT any place vacant, as he was go- 
ing to leave tpe^Juke's seriffce. He rc- 
moufitral^ Vith bjm on the injury lie 
would dojhl^ wife aud children by such 
a itep, ^nd there tlui conversation tended. 

The coroner here stated tw^> 
Jitters :bad been found in Seilhs's 
portfolio to the duke, ‘and 

StopiwtraUJig oa the preference given 
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to Neale. One of them also remark- 
ed the difference between the treat- 
ment of jthe pages of the l^fince of 
Wales and those of his royal high- 
ness ; as the prince regularly placed 
Jhis pages inside the carriage^ while 
those oJf the duke rode outside* 

The jury now adjourned tO*view 
the duke^s bed-chamber. It had been 
carefully spaled up, so that every 
thing remained exactly in the same* 
state in which his royal highness had 
left it ; the bed, the dressing-table, 
the very water in which his wounds 
were washed, remained undisturbed. 
On a diair beside the bed,' lay the 
night-clothes the duke had on when 
he was attacked. His shirt was li- 
terally steeped in blood. Two cot- 
ton night-caps which lie had on^ and 
a thickly wadded blue silk bandage 
with which they were fastened, were 
cut completely through with a stroke 
of the sabre. The assassin seemed to 
have stood rather back towards the 
head of the l^^d, which was placed in 
a small recesa, in order to avoid dis- 
covery, and was therefore obliged to 
strike down at the dujtc’s head in a 
slanting direction ; in consequence of 
which, the curtains, wliich hung from 
the top, impeded the action of the 
sword, and to this alone can his royal 
liighnes|»’6 preservation be imputed : 
several of the tassels of the curtain 
were cut off. The sword was a larg^' 
military sabre of the duke’s, and had 
been lately 8hai*pened** whole 
edge appeared hacked and Jblpnted 
with the Jorce of the ' blows- His 
fOyalhighneas’s shirt wa^.cut through 
in |e' eral places,' and a g;r^at splinter 
wa$ shivered from Uie door through 
which he made his escape. Adjom- 
ing the rpom-its^lf, and cpmmunica*: 
tjj g with jti i* the hlttle closet wheit 
the murderer secreted himself. There 
is in this closet a small press; in whfch 


the. bolsters were psually put, ^hd in 
-which he hid himself, as theiicabbard 
of ^he sabre was found in it- ^ 

After having inspected i.his .w>om, 
the juiy proceeded to that of Selllis, 
and there a most frightful spectacle 
presented itself. On the door being 
opened, the body of the ihurderer be- 
came visible, . L lay on a bed of mat- 
t|td blood, in half erect posture, livid 
and loathsome* A horrid gash ex* 
tended from ear to e-nr ; tlic under 
jaw almost dropped, and over all the 
features the diiitortion of pain was vi- 
sible, apparently struggling with the 
ghastly composure of death, , The 
razor, which the fatal deed was 
perpetrated, lay near him on a chest 
of drawers^ The back of his head 
reclined upon liis watch, which was 
suspended from the head of the bed, 
and a bason of blood and water was 
on the table beside him. His cravat, 
almost cut to pieces, was found be- 
side the ra>.or. He was a little sal- 
low man, w'hose features stained 
some regularity, even agud the con- 
vulsion into which they distort- 
ed. He had on his bjue cloth pan- 
taloons, on which his hands, all smear- 
ed and stiff with- blood, were extend- 
ed, a*fjd his grey worsted stockings, 
but no sho<>s^' He appeared to have 
b^e^.^ft-h<indcd- * 

On 1% return of the juiy, the deposition 
of -Mary Anne Seillis, wife to the decea- 
sed, was rend, — ^It stated that he had been 
walking wjth her and the children in the 
Park the day of tlic murder, and appear- 
ed uqusually chearful. He said he^ should 
$leep thdt night at his rooip in the paht^i^. 
8h^ i^membcred his speaking to oia sis- 
ter^ anil haying, Death isadebt whfcii we 
must all fiay, and it matters pot when we 
do it.” Ue advised with hef about tlie 
dressy which the ciiiklren should Wear on 
the birth-day. He was in nopeti^uiuat^ em* 
bacrasment, was a sober and -clpmes^c 
man, never drinking any spirituous li- 
quors even at his meals* Toe night be- 
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fore, lie had made her a »Jass of brandy 
and wat^r, hut would not taste it hiitiselfl 
He always paid the greatest attention tp 
her, and snewed the most tender fond^ 
ness^or his chiidren. She never saw the 
most remote symptom of deningement 
about him* She remembered his having 
a dispute witJi J^eale, jn conse<iuence of 
which jm was abojiit to leave tiis royal 
highnes^s service ; but* she represented 
to" Iiim the ^eat benefits which nis family 
derived from having* coats* candles* turn 
apartments in the palace, and lie never 
mentioned the^ubject aftcrwanls. 

TJionias Jon^, was a surgeon and apo^ 
thecary ; attended SciHis’s family since 
IBOS^and never saw him in a low' stale 
of mind. Tie had lately a cold, of which 
he bad recovered. He saw him on Mon- 
day last as he was attending otic of his 
children. Seillis seemed very anxious 
about the child, who Ifts since recovered. 

William Jackson, exantined the body 
of Acillis ; he had given himself a wound 
in tlte throat with a sharp instrument. 
The windpipe wascut aimpletely through; 
tiiewoupdvVas above six inches in lengtli, 
and on inch and a half in diameter; he had 
no other wound on his body, and had no 
doubt ir was the cause of his death. 

James BuU, a footman to the duke, 
was alarmed also by the cry of murder, 
and went to S^illws room with the Ser- 
jeant. Tlie seijeant said the body was 
dead; he put his hand on hiatliigh and 
found , it still fwt. The duke was*partf- 
cularly kind tp 3eilljs. He always knew 
Seillis to be «s6ber and a very civil man. 
He w very domestic, and wfipp' btf was 
not on ddty, one was sure to find him 
witivhis family^ 

Tliomas Deveriair, another serjeant of 
the . Coldstream^gnards, and J. Cready,

The apartmentsof his Royal High- 
ness the Duke of Cumberland have 
been kept in the precise state in which 
they w2re found after the miscreant 
made the attempt at assassination ; and 
they were yesterday crowded with vi- 
sitor^ of all ranks, and of both sexes. 
It has been thought proper to leavi 
every thing in the state in which it 
was found, lest any doubt should arise 
as to the identity of the ruffian ; and 
nothing can be more conclusive than 
the circumstantial evidence which ari- 
ses out of the state of Ahe room— at 
the same time that the whole displays 
such a cool and cautious preparation, 
arid such a hwrrible barbarity, as to 
exceed any thing that the imagination 
could com:eive, without an actual 
sight of the premises. Access to the 
aj^rtments is free, and the names of 
tne visitors are taken down.* 

It was generally understood that 
the body of Seillis was to have been 
buried at Charing Cross at midnight, 
Q 11 Saturday.* The curiosity of some 
people was so great, that they actual- 
ly waited in the Kjtcheq, Court till 
tnt*eeo’cl6^yesterday morning. The 
body, howewert was not taken away 
till about twelve o’clock yesterday, 
when a hearse drove up close to tlie 
Suthng-house, and immediately after 
four men lyought the body out of 
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the duke’a house in a shell, and put 
it into the hearse, whicli drove fu- 
riously away with it. 

The numerous inqrfrcrs, yester- 
day, at the Duke of Cumberianef's, 
vere admitted U) see the duke’s bed- 
room, and the room in which Scillis 
put a period to his existence. They 
were both in the same state as when 
the assassination was attempted. The 
ehcetb and white satin pill^wfi, that < 
were on the duke’s bed when he was 
attacked, were put on it again, to 
satisfy the curiosity of the public. 
Seillis’s remains were taken from the 
Duke of Cumberland’s on JJunday 
noon, in a hearse, to the neighbour- 
hood of Oxford-street. It was a mat- 
ter of doubt w'hose duty it was to 
perform the office of burying the body 
in a cross-road. The Board of Green 
Cloth sat upon the subject till iiina;^ 
o^clock on Sunday evening* About 
one o’clock on Monday morning, the 
body was removed lo Scotland-yard 
by four men, and interred in a hole 
liearly opposite the egg warehouse 
and the lime Vharf. Notwithstand- 
ing so much secrecy was observed, 
and it being midnight/ about thirly 
persons were collected. 

A few days since, as Peter Lack, 
a youth ot Fore-street, Lambeth, 
(wdio from his birth has been subject 
to the ejiilcpsy,) was i. alkiiig in the 
Thames, allow w^ater, with his stock-

water ; being soon after assisted by 


Hammond, a waterman of Vauxhatif 
they raised it to the surface, ^nd as 
soon as possible got it to the shore, 
and conveyed it to Mr Hiinnock’s, 
who keepsthe White Lion, facing* the 
stairs ; he received the apparently dead 
youth with humanity, tm^ressed him, 
and sent for Mr Hood, a neigbbounhg 
surgeon, who, on examining the body, 
found it in so hopeless a state as to 
I afibrd uo pnjspect of restoring it to 
life ; however, he determined to try 
the means recommendeAl by the Roy- 
al Humane Society ; persevering in 
which for some time, he was bv for- 
tunate to bring on symptoms which 
encouraged him to continue his exer- 
tions ; his judiciou£ and unremitting 
assiduity was crowned with success ; 
the youth was resuscitated, to the as- 
tonishment «f every one, and convey- 
ed the next evening to his desponding 
mother. Our correspondent further 
says, that upon minute investigation 
it appears tiuit the body could not 
have been less than fifj.een i^iinutes 
under water, and about jive minutes 
from the time it was niisctf to the sur- 
face to the arrival of it at the White 
Lion, being twenty minutes before 
Mr Hood saw iu We sincerely con- 
gratulate the directors and friends of 
the abov^ uoMe and beneficial insti- 
tution on this additional ^roof of its 
utility tosociety in general.

On examining Dagorn^s body, it waa^ 

. found thai the bsiu had entered just* 
above his 6th rib, and passed through 
the centre of thb heart — It appeared 
in evidence before the coroner, that 
he had frequently threatened his wife ; 
even qn the very day he committed 
the diabolical act he nad declared his 
intention, and had •provided a razor, 
(which was found open on the table,) 
a sword, and a horse- pistol, which 
wasr loaded. — Mrs Dagorn was a na- 
tive of Cornwall, about 31 years of 
age, and had resided at Plymouth 
upwards of nine years, during which 
time she had two children by her 
husband, both of whom are dead.— 
Their propei^, which amounted to 
about 114h*becoines forfeited tO the 
lord of the manor; his wa^s and 
prize money aVc confiscated to the 
crown.

— Sarah Stanscll, Eliza- 
betn Jones, and Elinor Mackell, three 
soldiers wives, wete charged by Ha- 
milton, an officer of the Marlborough- 
street spolice -office, with feloniously 
coining a large quantity of counler- 
feit shillings and sixpences. 

* It appeated, from Hamilton's evi- 
dence, that, in consequence of infor- 
mation, he, in company with two 
other officers, and one of the city 
marsfaalmen, went to a house in Field- 
lane, Holborn, which the/ entered, 
and on breaking open a room upon 
the second floor, they discovered the 
prisoners, two of whom were sfiated at a 
little Hound table, and the other sitting 
on the wundow-stool, nursing a child. 
The prisoners were thrown into such 
consternation by the abrupt entrance 
of the officers, that they shrieked 
aloud, and almost overturned the ta- 
ble. One of the officers secured tlie 
prisoners, while the others searchtid 
the room. On the table was found 
a large quantity of circular bits of 
copper, abouf the size of a sixpence, 
9nd rounded at the edges ; and seve- 
ral pieces of scouring paper strewed 
about. In a cupboard, and other 
parts of the room, were also found 
some eyw / fortinj cream ojidtiar^ se- 
veral pieces of leather, and a punch* 
ing iron, with which some of the pie- 
ces of metM were stamped. All these 
materials, toAther witnthe prisoners, 
w^re^ecureo and taken to the Poul- 
try Comptei^ • 

The other ' offic.ert corroborated

Elinor Mackell was dischar- 
ged at the suggestion oT Mr Powell, 
the soiicitonof the Mint.

She 
tiniformly i^aw Mr Bunhlc himself, mid 
the money was constantly paid to him. 
There were two Goes — the Gj in the 
morning was called Maiiyr^s ; that ih the 
afternoon Hodges's. The Witness had 
seen her aihit at lioth, but could not say 
what sums she paid at Hodges's Go. 

Cwss-examined by Mr JParke^ This 
trmisactjon took place about the month 
of April, 1809 ; Hodges's Go be^n a few 
days after Martyr's finished. The de- 
fendant kept a private house ; she c^utd 
not say the Little Go was in room ; 
che never saw it; her aunt did not t.^ke

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Wednesday morning she felt symptom# 
of approaching labour ; that appli- 
' cation was made in her name to the 
o&cers of some parish, but whetlier 
her own parishor not is not yet known,

refused to give her an order. In this 
extremity she was put into a hack-

at burric ; and he did this from the 
fear of bringing ^ burthen on the 
parishi in case she were unmarried- 
She was delivered of a child in the 
at^t, but it was still-boyi ; and it 
WSs the opinion of the sui^eons that 
it must have been dead for two or 
three days. The officers of the pa- 
rish are resolved to follow up the in- 
quiry, and ascertain what parish offi- 
cers refused her an asylum, when ap- 
plied to regularrly for the purpose. 

Friday, thfte men were employed to 
empty a privy • jn the Lower-road, 
Islington, when one of them placed a 
ladder, which stood firm upon the«ur^ 
face, but, as soon as added his 
weight to it, U sunk, and he dragged 
another* man after him ; the third, in 
attemptingto relieve them, shared the 
tame fate, and all were suffocated. It 
has since turned out that the privy 
had been a well 100 feet deep. 

A young man, butler to Mr Qo^ld,* 
of Cork, was bit in the thumb about • 
five or six weeks ago by a catf <|f 
which he took no notice, until signs 
of the hydrophobia had shewti them- 
selves iti the strongest degree w thin 
the hist week, wBch, after baffiing 
the utmost skill of the physiebms^ 
•aufed his death withintheiefi^ days.

Death of an extraoudinahy 
Character.— O il Wednesday last 
died, in Horsham gaol, aged 8*2 years, 
Simon Southward, formerly of Box- 
grotre, near Chichester. This singu- 
lar character was a’ miller, which oc- 
cupation he followed with industry 
and aVention till about the year 1766, 
when, by a strange species of insanity, 
he fancied himself Earl of Derby, 
JCing in Man, assumed those titles, 
neglected his business, and became 
very troublesome to manyof his neigh- 
bours. In February 1767 he was ar- 
rested for a small debt, at the suit of 
the late Duke of Richmond, and was 
conveyecT to the old gaol at Horsham, 
from which he was removed (the first 
prisoner after its completion ) to the 
preserU; gaol, and from which ho was 
releasedaftcr a captivityof forty-three 
years, four months, and eight days, 
on Wednesday last, by the hand of 
death ! Simon Southward was in sta- 
ture about six feet, was exceedingly 
Well made, and had a commanding 
countenance : his maniuft-s were ge- 
nerally affable, and his department po- 
lite : he was, however, when offended, 
exceedingly wTathful, and with diffi- 
culty pacified, particularly when his 
ire had bgim occasioned by doubts 
about his assumed dignity. He siip- 
pooAl himself a state prisoner, and 
would accept of no money orVdothes 
which were not presented to liiin as 
coming from the king, lus cousin. 
His dress was generally a drab coat 
of a very ancient cut, and a cocked 
hat wiish a black cockade. Simon was 
. addressed, as |vell by the governors 
of the ^aol, as by his fellow-prisoners 
and visitors, ^ My lord,'* and to lib 
other denomination would he ever re- 
ply. He had been supported for a 
number of years past by a weekly sti- 
pend from the parish of Boxgrove, 
which was paid to him by Mr Smart, 
G 
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and which his lordship expended on 
necessaries with the strictest econo- 
my, but could scarcely ever be pre- 
vailed upon to receive a meal or other 
favour, except under the descripflon 
above stated. His remains were re- 
moved on Friday for interment at 
Jfoxg rove. ’ ^ 

On Thursday last a melancholy 
event took place at Heden, near Can- 
terbury. A young man, named James^ 
Lawman, from disappointment in 
love, the object of his affections ha- 
ving refused his advances, resorted to 
the fatal 'expedient of becoming his 
own murderer; for which purpose he 
procured a pistol, and aftef having 
loaded it, retired to a private room 
in the house, where h^ effectually per- 
petrated his horrid design, by dis- 
charging the contents through his left 
side ; the hall came out at his back 
and passed through the ceiling. The 
unfortunate man languished in the 
reatcBt torture for nearly twelve 
ours, and seemed perfectly sensible* 
of the rash deed he had committed. 

English ‘Hoshtality. — A few 
evenings since was distributed by the 
executors of the late Mis Middleton, 
at her house at Kensington, to 50 
poor decent persons, 50 Bibles, 50 
blankets, 50 half-quartern loaves, 50 
pounds of beef, and to each one shil- 
Khg. Independent of this, since her 
death, a sum of money was distribu- 
ted. 

D^th Mh Winoiiam. — At 
half-]p'^st eleven, yester<fay morning, at 
bishoLise in Pall-mall, agedsi^tpyears, 
l^pired, ^hout a groan of any ap- 
/iirent struggle, the Right Hon. Wil- 
mm Wfudham,* of Fel^igge-hall, in 
the bounty of Norfolk, long known 
a^d universally admired for his abili- 
ties as, a n^, ai salesman, and an or^* 
tor. His best eulpgiiyn consists ta 


the general sentiment of sorrow that 
agitated all bosoms on the sudden and 
unexpected blow that terminated in 
his death. The feeling of sympathy 
extended from the throne to the cot- 
tage — from the king, who viewed in 
him one of the best supporters of his le- 
gal rights — from the people, the firm 
and strenuous ^ssertor of their civic li- 
berties : all who approached him were 
equally charmed with the urbanity of 
his manners, and the chearful vivacity 
of his conversation.— He never de- 
meaned himself with haughtiness from 
his pride of place, but considered every 
human being as a man.

His har^y fortitude in submitting 
to and enduring the painful opcratioi. 
that caused his death, was only to be 
equalled by his resignation during his 
sufferings since. In these times of 
peril and public calamity, the absence 
of his talents and principles will truly 
be deplored by the wKole nation. No 
m..n stood more high ii9 the estima- 
tion of all parties for honour, honesty, 
and patriotism,^ than Mr Windham 
did ^ his enemies through life were 
only politicaj ones, their animosities 
are buried v“ th him in tomb, and 
remembered not in his epitaph. 

It is a most distressing recollection 
to bis country and his friends, that his 
life has apparently been shortened by 
that thickness and vivacity of deter- 
inin|iti^n which governed all the ac- 
.tions of Ills life. The origin of the 
c^ntolaint which ended in tms gentle- 
man's death, was a contusion received 
in rescuing the most valuable 'part of 
tlie library of his friend, Mr^^rederjck

growing wheats have so much impro- 
ved by the dry weather, that, if the 
thin plants keep clear of mildew, we 
may calculate upon three-fou^hs of 
an average crop. In Norfolk, and 
other parts of the eastern district, 
the corn has seldpm goRe into eai» 
with a better promise. The beans 
are generally short ; but the peas, 
under gogd horse hoe-culture, never 
looked more kindly. Oats do not 
romiae a crop, except w^^ere they 
ad benefited by partial rains. The 
barleys hold their colour, and have 
time enough to turn out productive. 
A large breadth of the early sowii tur- 
nips have been taken off with the fly, 
which a second sowing in many parts 
has not remedied. The hay crops are 
lamentably defective through every 
part of England, and Ireland also ; 
101. per load was given for it current- 
ly in the hjy market last week.~ 
Clovers, tareS, and other green food, 
arc equally short, so diat the suc- 
ceeding winter will prAably be the 
most trying for horses and cattle ever 
known. The grass is generally burnt 
up on light soils, and even the stropg- 
cst meadow lands have afforded but 
little feed. Hbps continue strong in 
bine, though in Kent and Sussex they 
have been loaded with the fly, which 
In some of the weaker pflantations 
have been succeeded oy the honey- 
'4ew t spebulations, notwitbitondiDg, 
iitY in favoftr of a high •duty for the 
year. The plants of Potatoes pro- 
mfte a general crop, pmicularly in 
the old grounds of Essex and Kent.

considerably lower, from the scarcity 
of seed in all parts. Horses of al- 
most all kinds are lower in price full 
20 per cent. The woof trade is dull 
for home produce, ahd foreigft im- 
ports of Spanish have experienced a 
reduction of price from 12s, to 8s. 
per lb., and few buyers are to ba 
found on these terms : the recent spe- 
culations in this article have been to 
an immense amount, which, whatever 
may be the national benefit arising 
from them, threatens considerable loss 
to adventurous individuals. Fine 
South Down fleeces reach 8s. per lb. ; 
but forMong wool there is no fixed 
price, as there is little or no demand

— yV/e King v. William Cobbett 
afid oMm.— The Attprney-Geneml 
prated the judgment of the courfcr 
against Wm. Cobbett, R. Bagshaw, 
John Budd, and T. Hansard, who 
were severally convicted of a gross 
and scandalous libel, by writing, print- 
ing, aitd publishing the sar^e. 

The defendants having appeared in 
tx)urt, 

Lord Ellenborough proceeded, and 
read the whole- of the evidence as 
given at the trial against Cobbett, the 
other defendants having let judgment 
go by default. 

Mr Cobbett admitted on the occa- 
•ion, that he was the' sole proprietor 
of the paper in which the said libel 
appea 4 red. • 

R. Bagsh*aw put in an affidavit, 
stating, that he was the publisher of 
the paper in question ;%ut that he 
had nothing .whatsoever to do with 
the contents of any of the papers 
which he so published ; that he had 
no knowledge oi the libel charged in 
the infonnation, neither did he ever, 
read it till the prosecution was insti- 
tuted against him. It proceeded fui- 
ther to entreat the considerate mercy 
of the court, and solicited, if it were 
the iuteiMiibnof their lordsbipoto^place 
hi|n in a state of coniin^ment, that, 
jo consideration of his being afflicted 
^ith a violent asthma, thty would not 
«end him a distance from his friends* 

^ Mr Budd^ also put in an affidavit, 
stating, that he was certainly the ven- 
der oi^e paper inqjuesUon, but that 
he had no i^wlcdge of the libel that

it contained; and he, also implored 
the mercy of the court, on account 
of his infirm state of health, which 
was corroborated by a ^ respeptablc 
surgeon, who joined in the affidavit 
for that purpose* , 

T. Hansard put in an affidavit, 
which stated, that he was the printer 
of the paper ; that he had been em- 
ployed by Cobbett five years ; that 
It was quite out of his line to alter or 
to suggest any doubts as to the fit- 
ness or unfitness of the composition of 
these publications ; that the manu- 
script copy of the article complained 
of was sent to him by the defendant, 
Cobbett, from Botley, on the Eriday 
receding* the publication, and that 
e put it immediately into the hands 
of the compositors. He did not know 
that it was«of the offensive descripti^m d 
which it since appears to him to 
and for whidi he expressed great con- 
trition* 

Mr Cobbett then presented himself 
to the notice of the court. He said, 
that situated as he then was, and in 
the hands of the court as he then ap- 
peared, he did not think it necessary 
to trespass upon their valuable time 
at present.

their lordships, and he would now

Lord Ellenborough.-/-** This is 
the fit opportunity that you now have 
of saying any thing which you may 
think expedient to urge in your be- 
half ; , and w,hatever you wish to say 
the court will readily hear it*? 
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Mr After ^l^at I have 

already said, 1 do not wish to take tip 
any more of Jjrour lordship^stime, but 
place myself in, the consideration of' 
the court.'* 

Mr Borough, as coutise?! for Mr 
Hansard, addressed the court shortly 
in mitigation of punishment. 

The Attorney -General observed to 
the court, that Mr Cobbett was not^ 
•probably aware that this is the only 
time that he can be allowed to urge 
^ what he may have to say to the court. 

Mr Borough proceeded, and he 
was followed by Mr Gurney, on be- 
half of.Budd, which was nearly a re** 
petition of what already appeared 
stated in his aifida^t. * 

Mr Bowen, for Ba|;shaw, also ad- 
dressed their lordships in mitigation of 
*^puuishment. He pressed <fn the con- 
-mdcgition of th? court the age of this 
defendant, who is now upwards or 60 
years old. 

The Attorney- General, in reply, 
agreed with the several counsel for

founded the sources of an unrighte^ 
0U8 profit. lu reading this atrocious 
publication, it was impossible not to 
discover in it the mischievous design

Here the learned Attotney-General 
went over the libel, and commented 
on every part of it, and dwelt with 
considerable severity on that part of 
it which more particularly traduced 
the German Legion, asserting in bc- 


tmllibel itself. So far«irideed they ha^ of that gallant body of men, that 
are diflferent •from each other. Bvit the reproaches which this foul libel 
although there may be, and ire shades cast upon them were as false as they 
of guHt in those offenders, yet all

Mr Attorney-General prayed the 
jfudgment of their lordships against 
them, and Mr Justice Grose pronoun- 
ced • 

THE SENTENCE. 

His lordship first addressed Wil- 
liam Cobbet. Me toIdliim*« that he 
had been convicted of a foul libel, the 
tendency of which went to sow dis- 
aentions in the army, to create disgust 
at the service in the foreign troops 
eniployc*d therein, to excite mutiny in 
our soldiers, and to move in their 
minds an utter abhorrence of their du- 
ty to their king and countty, by ac-. 
quamting them' that fhe soldiers 6f 
the enemy were placed in a Intfre en- 
viable situation than they were, and 
by enforcing that assertion by com- 
parisons made between fhe service of 
the enemy and the service of their 
own sovereign. A government which 
is a mere military goverment, like 
that t>f the enemy, and«which makes 
plunder and domination over Subordi- 


nate states the sole maxim of its con- 
duct, could not be made a subject of 
comparison with the government of 
this country by snr man who had the 
least experience oif public life,* with- 
out that man entertaining the most 
malignant motives, which could only 
be directed to the vicious and wicked 
purposes of embarrassing the govern- 
^ment, and of paralizing the state. 
*That those motives could only be im- 
puted to the defendant, there could 
be no doubt, unless it might be enter- 
tained that motives if not quite so 
wicked, yet as base, did prompt him 
to commit such an offence, namely, 
the object of base and unworthy lucre. 
To a marf who has had the experience 
of the defendant, who has heard and 
known how others have been punish- 
ed by courts of justice for offenceem 
of libel, it was a matter to be regret iT 
ted that experience had made him; 
worse ; for nis crime, taken in the 
aggregate, was of a worse dye than 
any w the description of libel that 
came be£brc.any court in modern days ; 
it was an attack upot^ the military 
system, at a time when the military 
system was most in 'request f v when 
an active and vigilant e|ieiA|f^^^O/*' 
hadlaidprostratesun ouDtfiBgn'at^ 
was only divided from this Counti^^y 
a vety narrow se^ ; and when, therc- 
. fore, the energies of the stStc, and 
all tbe energies of the whole 
nu^ary force of the empire, were, in 
the m^st urgent degree, required to 
be caRed into action. This, thefi^ (n- 
freaiied the poison and msAgnity of 
*the libel, and makes it 
coBslry to visit with sevemy tte crime 
of which the defendant 4^as convict- 
ecL” 

Here the learned judge pointed out 
ntany of the most prominent parts 
of the libel in question, and after pass- 
tug sidtid^e comments on each most 
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’ particularly tho«? parts which went 
to traduce the German Legioui pra*

Cap- 
tain Ih’cnton ordered the Success frigate, 
which was cruizing with him, to sail out 
of sight, which she did, and was becalm- 
ed. Ignorant of tfiia circumstance, but 
confident of victory, the enemy’s squa- 
dron sailed out of the bay in the morning, 
filled with men, mmiy of them volunteers 
from n 8wisa regiment, amounting to one 
thousand one hundred and eight mem 
Tht* squadron consisted of a frigate of 
forty-four guds, a brig of war of twenty- 
eight, and two smaller vessels, one often, 
auvl tht: other of ej^ghtguiis, besides e^ht 
large gun- boats. The capture of the Bri- 
tish frigate was considereit as certain* 
Murat, the priucijial officers of his court, 
arfd nearly all the population of Naples, 
lined the .•chores as tpectators- The s^iua- 
drou finding only one frigate, hnme' 
dietely concluded that she would strike 
without firing a shot. As this greatly 
superior force ranged along-side, taptnm 
£kenton ordered all the orew above to give 
three cheers. The intrspid coolness of 
the proceeding had the immediate efiect 
of ilampiwg thji ardour of the enemy. A 
well-directed volley frmn 
tLa Spartan drove beloifr, with great 
^skSighte^^ nearly all the sefidiers and ma- 
rinoti who crowded the deck^ After a 
few hrn ^ftjd es from the Spartan, the 
frigate ebeerecl off, and as she entered 
the bay, our brave countiymen beheld 
one of the fbrtft firh^ tipbn her w'ith in*

After tliis accid'^nt the battle was con- 
tinued with incn‘asrd fniy on the^itof 
the Spartan. The sailors thought their 
beloved conmiaruier was killed, and re- 
venge occit}ircd thoir minds above and 
below, fi’om thtvpne end of the ship to 
the ocher. At length one of the sloops 
of war struck, and the rest matle the best 
of their way iiack. A calm took place, 
which prevented the Spartan fmm cuc^, 
ting them off, otherwise it was evident 
that every one of them must have fallen 
into the hands of our heroic coiiotrymeit; 

By the last acounts from Malta, we 
are happy to find that Captain Brenton 
is likely soon to recover, and that this 
able and inlerprismg officei^ will, in a few 
months, be able to return to the duties 
of fi service, of which he constitutes one 
of tlje brightest ornaments.

V who h^fortunatdy returned hulen to the 
vessel in time to escape the calamities 
that fell upon the former two. At Hiafi- 
ka he heard that Bullandami the chief of 
the district of Buya, was expected with 
a force to make war upon the island of 
Taffere or TafTei, and that it was the in- 
tention of the Bdghleans to aid his en- 
terprize. The next morning the two 
boats prepared to return to the vessel, 
but Were cut dfF by Bullandam's fleet of 
canoes^ io number, orderly advan- 
cing ip a semicu'clc ; and indiug it im- 
possilfle to pass them, it was^nsider^ 
lidvisable to bear up to the flecit, hoping

companions to the ship, by an assurance 
that as soon as tlie island of Jl'aflcro waa 
subjugated, and Its inhabitants dc.^royed, 
he would employ all his subjects in pro- 
curing wood for the vessel, to which they 
should be returned in safety. 

Olathe 1 Uh of October, the junction 
of forces being thorougldy arranged, an 
immense fleet of canoes sailed from 
Htghlea for the cKpeditiou, and having 
a msh head- wind the canoes were set 
to windward by poles, at the rate of three 
knots an hour. At night this foruiiduhle 
Cffmamcnt came to, round the north-cast 
part of thedslaud ; and BTdlandam took 
Mr Smith on shore, to jiass tJ)0 night 
with him, his night guard consisting of 
ten then arm^ with spears and arrows. 

Early in the morning of the 1 2th, the 
whole of thejUtrmy returned to their ca- 
noes, which, on a signal from Bullan- 
dam, set forward in complete order ; and, 
at aiwut three in the afternooi^ the fleet 
anchored abreast of a village in Taifore, 
the van coming to close action with a 
fleet belonging to the island. 

The attack was made with arrows at 
a distance ; and as the canoes of Taflere 
maintmned their position, they soon clo- 
sed, when a desperate and stiibhoni con- 
flict with spears commenced. ^I'hejsland- 
er^ however, ht length gave w^y to num- 
bm very far shperior ^ and to escape ^u 
pn^rwhe certain destiny, all leapcrl into 
Hie water, and swam towarda the shore, 
from vl^hich a division of Bmlandam's 
fleet was endeavouring to cut them off, — 
llie canoes wbre taken possession of. 
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with only oipt^e^ an uftfactunate 
boy, who» preBeitttd to the relent* 
less chief 9 was ordered to be slaughtered, 

«B it was lu's determination that n^t a 
single life should be spared. This ruth- 
less sentence was irniaediatcly executed 
With a club, three blows from which the 
youtbful^^rer aidured, and th^pp ex- 
pired. ^Tlifc ixKly was afterwards given 
wtor-lifie charge of an attendant, to be 
roasted for the chief and liis^rinciMl.as- 
tbeiateg. The horrors that imniediatel}* 
succeeded tlie defeat, the roost flonsible 
imagination can but faintly represent 
A massacre was detdrminea on ; and as 
tile men had csi^petl tbe fury of their 
conaucrors by flight, tbe women and 
chilurdn became tbechiefobjectof search, 
on which mission a canoe was dispatch- 
ed, and unhappily the fatal discovery was 
very soon made. On a signal from tbe 
shore numbers landed, and a but waS set 
Are to, probably as a signal fbr the wor& 
of destruction to commence. Within A 
cluster of mangroves tbe devoted wretch- 
es had taken sanctuary ; many inMt Un- 
doubtedly have secured themselves by 
accompanying the flight of thdr van- 
aiushed husbands and relatives, could 
triey have coi? seated to a separation from 
thur helpless children, who were no less 
devoted than thomselve}. A dreadful 
yell was the forerunner of the assault ; 
tbe ferocious monsters rushed upon them 
with their clubs, and, without regard to 
sex or infancy, pVomfscuously butchered 
all. Some, who still had life and motion, 
w ore trected as dead bodies, which were 
znostlv dragged to the beach by one of 
ibeir limbs, and through the water into 
ttie canoes; their groans w^e disreganl- 
c(l,^itnd unheedeiEf proltkacted Bufler^ 
were sttU nn>re hurtful to tbe feel- 
wgs of iiumdiiity then even tfae^genetal 
rdta^cre .ksd|f had been.

MAssAcatr of the Cn’few op the 
Sftip AT New Zealand. — 

It appears that whilst the Boyd was 
at Botany Bay, the obtain met with 
one* of the two chiefs who govern 
the island of New- Zealand, of the 
name .of Tippahee, and agreed with 
him to purchase eotne timber to take 
home to England. As soon as the 
voyage would permit, the slhp arri- 
ved at the island ; and the captain 
being introduced to tlie. chief, who 
had got. liome before huh, was pro- 
mised the timber in two days. In the 
mean time the captain was invited on 
shore, and attended the chief witli part 
of the flhijTs company in the boat. 
Nothing particular transpired on this 
occasion f but the chief returned on 
board of the ah ip, attendefby a num- 
ber of canoes fuU of men. They were 
permitted to ei^amine the ship as a 
matter o£ ctinosity* Tippahee, the 
chief, was trJNited with great respect ; 
and baving continued on board some 
lime, he got into his boat, for the 
iUrpoae, aait was supposed, of meet- 
g the captain of tne ship, wh<^, he 
nd^ had gone ^ see the timber. In- 
SjLead^ howew, of leaving the ship, 
JuB gave a yelh^which was the signal 
foTMthe masaacre of the whole ship’s 
company* There were abotit^O in 
all, of them they tore limb from 
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limb, and regaled tbemBlved upon 
the flesh of the unfortunate victims. 
About tep of the men, to save their 
lives, cUihbcd, the masts, and two wo- 
men passengers, and a lad, ran down 
below ; the chief hailed tlue men, and 
told them, that they had got all^hey 
wanted, having plundered the ship ; 
and that if they would come down 
their lives should be sparedk The de- , 
luded men obeyed, sfnd fell, like their 
comrades, u sacrifice to the inordinate 
and brutal appetites of the cannibals. 
The two Women and the boy were 
taken on shore, and their lives spared, 
but thb ship was burnt. The cap- 
tain and men ashore were never heard 
of. The rival chief Pari, situated at 
a different part of the island, h^eard. 
of the affair, and expressed his sorrow 
on the occasion to the captain of the 
City of Edinburgh, who was at the 
island for timber, and prepared to 
accompany him with an armed force 
to release the women and the boy, in 
which they fully succeeded, and the 
latter are novt safe on board the City 
of Edinburgh, at the Cape. 

The following addressSvas accord- 
ingly circulated on the subject : 

“ All masters of ships frequenting New 
Zealaiu), are directed to be careful in 
not admitting inan^ natives on board, ''us 
they may Ufc cut off in a inonien^by sur- 
prise. 

“ These are to certify, that during enr 
stay in this harbour we had frequent re- 
porta of usfup being takeirj>y the natives, 
in tfw ne^bt^liring liarbour of Wangn- 
uoUt and mat the crew were killecf and 

lu order to ascertain the truth of 
this^report, as welt as tp sescue a few 
people who were said to be spared in the 
massacre, Mr Bern;', accompani- 
ed fey Mr Hflfssel, and Metangjmgon, a 
principal chief of the Bay of Islands, who 
voUmte^ed his services, se^outfor Wan- 
^anoa, in three armed boats, on Saturday 


the 31st of December, 1809, and, upon 
their arrival, thew found the miserable 
remains of the shin Boyd, Captain John 
Thomson, which the natives, after «fa-ip- 
ping of every thing of value, had burnt 
down to the W'ater’s edge. From the 
handsome conduct of Metangangoa, they 
werjS able to rescue a boy, a woman, and 
two children, the only suiYivors of this 
slacking event, which, according to the 
roost satisfactory information, was per- 
petrated cntirelx' under the direction of 
that old rascal Tippfthec, who has been 
undeservedly caressed at Port Jackson. 

“ Tin's uafortimate vessel intended to 
load masts, &c. She had been thcre'Vhree 
days after her arrival ; the natives inform- 
ed the inaster’that in two days theyiwould 
shew the sparii. Nextijay, in I he morning, 
Tippahee came l'r<^in Tippusia, and went 
on board ; he staid only a few minutes, 
and went into his canoe, and remained 
alongside thd*ve8sel, which was surround- 
ed with a considerable number of canoes, 
which soon collected for the purpose of 
trading, and a considerable number 'of 
natives gradually intruded into tfea ship, 
and sat down upon the deck. After 
breakfast, the roaster, left the ship, to 
look out for spars, with two boats. Tip- 
pahee, after waiting a convenient time, 
now gave the signal for massncrc ; in rtn 
instant the savages, who appeared peace- 
able unon deck, rushed upon the unarm- 
ed ciw, who ivere variously cnmtt^ed 
about the f-iup : the greater pan, WeWi^ 
massacred .n an instant, and were no 
Signer knocked down than they weS’e cut 
to pieces, still alive. Five orsixof ihcnieh 
esa^cd up the rigging. Tippahee now 
having possession of the ship, hailed them 
with a speakhig trumpet, and orctered 
them to unbend the sails, and cut away 
the riggifeg, and they sh/kiid not be hurt| 
they complied with his commands, and 
aft^wurds came down upon deck; he 
then tcrok them ashore in a cahoe, and 
immediately killed, them. The roaster

sonbtS*- — I t is well knbwn tKat a 
schtsm took place some time ago among 
the masons of this city, in consequence 
of ceAain proceedings of the Gr^^d 
Lodge of Scotland, which were deenw- 
ed prejudicial to tlie general inteix^sts 
of the order. The following lodges^ 
Ancient Mary’s Chapel, Ganongate 
Kilwtnmngi 8t David’s, St Arfditw% 
and Caledonian, withdrew, in conse^ 
quence, from Grand Lodgd5 and 
met as independent lodges. 

The Grand Lodge applied for 
interdict against meeting^jof the 
lodges who had, decided ^emielves 
independent, and which had atill re-i 
tained the ^gmai name» by bill of 


suspension and inteidict. Tliis appli- 
cation was rejected by the judges* of 
the First Division of the Court, in so ' 
far as regarded the intcidu t ; hut, on 
account of the novelty of rhu ques- 
tion, they passed the bill of susjien- 
sion, the merits of which came afler- 
ward^to be discussed before the jud- 
ges of the Second Division. 

.Then* lordships ordered memorials, 

. and the plea maintained by the parties 
was in substance as follows ; — 'The 
lodges erected by the Grand J^odge, 
contended that tlieindepcndantlodges 
were not entitled to meet; as their 
member^ were not mat.ons, liaving 
been expelled and interdicted from 
all masonic privileges by the Grand 
Lodge ; that their meetings must be 
held •illegal, and even* a nuisance, as 
they did not act in conformity to the 
rules prevailing among free masons, 
by having separated from the Grand 
Lodge j and that, at all events, none 
of them were entitled to meet under 
the name of their original lodge, as 
that name, and the p^vilegcs con- 
nected with it, belonged exclusively 
to those wli^ continued to communi- 
cate with the Grand Lodge. 

The independent lodges, the char- 
gers, on the other hand, maintained, 
th^t the suspenders, as members and 
office-bearers of a mason locjge, had no 
persorta standiy and that therefore 
they had no title to appear in this 
action ; that as they (the chargers) 
once had been admitted masons, no 
sentence of tFie Grand Lodge, or of 
anyolhft* tribunal, could deprive them 
of that character, and that, as they 
];^ad complied with the requisites 
pointed ouf by the statute oi *tlie 
'^ 39 th of the king, they wTre entitled 
to the privileges conferred upon ma- 
son lod^s by that act, whicli gave 
no power to the Grand Lodge to 
controul any other of the lodges in 
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Scotlafid» and in which the name of 
the Gtand l^odge was not so much 
M mentioned. 

Upon advising the memorialv the 
court pronounced this interlocutor, 
{7th July, 1810 )--« The lords ha. 
eing resumed consideration of the 
process, and advised the mutual me- 
mocials for the parties, in respect the 
suspenders insist in the character .of 
office-bearers of a self-constituted so*^ 
ciety, which is not entitled to the pri- 
vileges of a corporation, repel the 
reasons of suepenaion, refuse the in- 
terdict, and decern/’ 

By this judgment, it is settled that 
the Grand Lodge, or any otner lodge 
holding of it, have no power to pre- 
vent any oth^r lodge from meeting ; 
and the* right of the independent 
lodges to meet without interruption 
h completely established. 

The President, ( Lord Justice Clerk ) 
in delivering , his opinion upon this 
question, stated that all that was ne- 
cessary to entitle a lodge to meet, 
that cxistedjat the passing of the aa 
09th of the king, was, that it compli- 
ed with the requisites o^that statute ; 
that the Grand Lodge could not take 
away the inher^ni: privileges of ma- 
sons from those who did not chuse 
to acknowledge its authority ; th^t a 
masoh lodge may take what name 
and Jeneet at whatever place it pleases ; 
and that there seemed no good reason 
it'hy there might not be two Giand 
Lodges in Scotland) as js^ell as in £ng-

17th.— Sunday afternoon, about 
three o’clock, there was a vety tem- 
pestuous storm at Windsor, of thun- 
der, hail, and rain, which lasjted for 
upwards of half an hour. The hail- 
stones that fell were aa large as a com- 
mon marble- It has beaten all the 
fruit od the tnees, and cut^the peal 
and beans down in the gardens, in 
Windsor and its environs. At Dit- 
ton, the lightning set lire to a barn, 
filled with corn, which was entirely- 
consumed. The tempest was severely 
fell in most parts of the county of 
Kent. Two gentlemen, wh<^ took 
shelter under a tree, near Canterbury, 
were killed by the lightning ; and 
much aboftc the same time a man was 
struck dead on thd road between 
Uartford and Shooter’s Hill. He 
w^as unfortunately carrying some car- 
penter’s tools, winch probably proved 
conductors to the lightning that de- 
stroyed him. At Bexley Heath, 

three men were walking together ; 
they were all knocked down, and one 
of them was killed, and his watch 
melted. The other tv^o soon itco- 
vered. About a mile beyond Kilbum 
Wells, a brilliant ball of fire pass- 
ed rapidly along, which a most 
subhme and awful appearance;: 'The 
Watford cotfcb was coming t^toM 
at the time, aad the co&chman and a 
female passenger were sU-qckddwa by 
the lightning.

The judge here interposed, and 
asked the Attorney-General if he had 
any pisooF that Tomlinson was privy 
to the forgery, which was ’answered 
in the negative. It appearing also 
that the forgery was charged as com» 
mined in Middlesex, which was the 
act of Tomlinson, and not of Tanner, 
who uttered the bill and receipt iii 
Devonshire, the jury w%re directed 
by the judge to acquit bofh prispners.

A few days since, as }Ar and Mrs 
Barber, with two other ladies, were 
retumi^ to Cambridge fmm Hca- 
singfiela^rin a vehicle called a pic 
nic, which carried two persons before 
knd two behind, the horse, being ir- 
ritated by flies, turned his h^ad in 
such a manndlr as to get entangled 
wuth flie^harness, and tore the bridle 
from his head ; he then# ran away, 
when the partfes were thrown out, 
and at LonFs Bridge Mrs B. ^as 
flung with such violence over the 
bridge, that, striking against a pro-

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jecting part, she was killed on the 
spot. 

A girl, about twelve years old, ha- 
ving coveted a watch which b^ong*

bour of her father, she, by the assist- 
ance of a key, entered the carter^s 
bouse, and had got posseasiop of the 
object of lier wishes, when, hearing a 
foot-step on the stair, and conscious 
of the crime she was coifimitting, she 
ran to the fire-pla^re, and ascended the 
chimney. The Ime-und cry Was in- 
stantly raised, and the thief was dis- 
covered ’sitting on the top of the 
chimney; at least fifty feet from the 
ground. A crowd of people assem- 
bled in the street, and eyed with hor- 
ror her perilous situation. ,A con- 
stable, who was employed to take 
the thief, having thrust his head and 
shoulders out of a sky-light, the 
girl's terror became extreme ; andj| 
scrambling dpwn the outside of tlie 
chimney, she ran along the roof of 
the ho^ae to the very edge of tbc* 
evea-drop. ^Some humane people pre- 
pared blankets to receive hcr> in case 
she should fall, but the girl continu- 
ed, however, to run ouj[the roof, and 
was at last taken, by the united ef- 
forts of a messenger, a town-officer, 
and a slater. 

John Gilbert was indicted fof fe- 
loniously stealing, secretingi and em- 
beii^zlinga sum or 5151* which 

he was intrusted to receive ou. the 
8th May for account of his employ- 
ers, Messrs Rowci G«ad, Reece, and 
Co«, brokers, in AU-hallow^ t« whom 
he -was cl«y*k. The prisoner offered 
no defence, but addliced a number of 
.ttry respectable evidences to his cha- 
racter, many of whom had known 
him from three to nine years, and 
spoke of him in the most favourable 
terms. He was found guilty. 


William Harding and James Fago,' 
two young men of respectable ap- 
pearance, were capitally indicted for 
a highway robbery upon a gift of the 
town, named Pickering, abdift three 
weeks since, in Greek-street, Soho. 

The prosecutrix appeared to be 
the daughter of a Bow-street runntar, 
and had for, six years cohabited with 
Harding, who was at last induced, 
by the advice of his friends, to dis- 
miss her. — She swore, that between 
twelve and one in the night stated 
ill the indictment, she went into a 
public-house, the George, in^rcek- 
street, to get change of a one pound 
bank-note. She saw’ the prisoners 
there, and immediately came out again . 
But they inst^intly followed her into 
the street ; Harding knocked her 
down, without saying a word ; Fago 
took her by the arm, and twisted the 
note out of her hand ; and they both 
ran away. tShe called no watchmen ; 
she saw none in the street ; nor did 
she .tell any one else until she went 
home to her father’s residence in Tot- 
tenham-place. But on her cross exa- 
mination by Mr Arabfti, the whole 
charge appeared to be such a gross, 
desperate, and atrocious attempt to 
Bwoar awav the lives of those young 
men, one yl whom she suspected to 
have lood the othertfo discard her, 
that Sir Allen Chanibre thoaght it 
unnecessary to hear any* other evi- 
dence, or to sum up for the jury, and 
both prisoners were acquitted. 

A woman, 74 years old, lately hung 
with sevend pieces of pack- 
thread, twisted together by herself^ 
aided by part of a bed- cord, in her 
house, at Neston, in the county o( 
Cheshire. What is_ very singular, 
she desired her niece never to omijt 
bringing her every piece of cord she 
could iiiid, asshe would stand in need 
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* of it s^me time ; the need was thcre- 
fort* explained aa abc^ve, 

A few daya ago, a hawk, of the 
Urge kind, near Buxton, very nftce- 
reinorridnaly dropt from the tegions 
of the sky, and pop]^' upon a weazle, 
which he carried up. ^ In about a mi- 
nute the came down faster than 
he rose ; the weazle haying fastened 
at his throat, killed him in a very 
short time. 

Y esterday morning, one of the most 
deliberate and horrid suicides was com- 
mitted by a young man of the name 
of Trahter, a footman in the employ 
of the Prince of Wales. He entered 
Carlton- house as early as between five 
and six o’clock, and went i«to the ser- 
vants hall, where he wa^ found writing 
by another servant named Barr, who 
hadgotupearly. Theyconv^^sed toge- 
ther without his perceiviiig any thing 
extraordinary in Tranter’s conduct 
or behaviour. At length Barr left 
the hall, and when lie was in another 
part of the house heard the report of 
a pistol. He -had no suspicion that 
it proceeded from the hall, but return- 
ed there as he intended, when he found 
Tranter in a different part of the hall, 
and at the instant called to him to 
know what was the matter, but •re- 
ceived tio answer ; and oi^ looking at 
him, he percewed blood flowing from 
his stofnach, and that he hXa shot 
liimself with one of his traveUiog 
^ toU, which are always kept loaded $ 
his waistcoat jwas on Are, occasioned 
by the wadding of the pistol. Barr 
was BO much alarmed at the horrid* 
sight, that he ran out to fetch the • 
gate-porter to assist. On hia return, 
with the porter, just before they gdl 
to the haU-door they heard the 
pf another pistol, and rts fall. They 
^und that Tranter had been so com- 
pletely determmed on his pwn destrao* 


tion, that he had got off his waistcoat, 
which was on fir- and in hi.; v/ound- 
cd state, he had got acr.»a« lIw hall, 
abp<|r If'M yarcU, and procured another 
loaded pistol, ami diocharged tiie con- 
tents into hia Kft side. 

Barr asked Tranter what induced 
him t(^ do the rash act ? he replied 
“ he had done it himself, and it was 
no business of his or any body else.” 
^ranter livett about twenty minute?. 
The letter he was ^riling proved to 
be a letter addressed to his sister’s 
husband, bequeathing all his property 
to his sister, amounting to about 
5001., except 401. to* be given to a 
natural child. 

He appeared to be in very good 
health and spirits on Tuesday. He 
iieithei; assigned any cause for the rash 
act, nor can any conjecture be formed 
as to the cause, except a report of a 
disappointment in a love afi&ir. He 
had lived with the prince between 
•even and ciglit years. Previous to 
that he lived with the Duke of 
Queensberry a runniing footman. 
The body was taken to St Martin’s 
bonehouse. 

In the course of last week, several

Friday last, Bome boys at play, near 
the Hoop public. house, on Hamp- 
stead Heath, discovered a number of 
large adders wfeatlied together" in a 
knot, and basking in the sun-shine 
under a hedge.

Breach of Promise of Marryaqs. 
--i^Bishop V. Aoiinson#— Mr .Qarrpw 
stated the case on the part of . th|e 
pktntiffL This was.an actioiii 
to recoii!eF> damages for a toeadi of 
marriage to his ^eat. His client^ 
was a female, veiry ami^bie, very d^« 
ly insulted, and very as he trust- 

eotitM to tbe oonsideration of 
the^ jury. The defendant was a mern 
chant of grait opulence in ,the ^y. 
The parties had been acquainted with 
each other upwards of sixteeu years, 


and the intimacy had been cordial 
and friendly. The intimacy had gra* 
duallv become closer ; but about the 
miadle of last summer the defendant 
commenced a coiTcspondenge with 
the plaintiff, and declared his inten- 
tion of m^ying her. The families 
on both sides were apprised of this 
determination, and the marriage was 
looked upqp as settled finally. Let- 
ters were continually received from 
the defendant fuQ of the usual lan- 
guage of such an intercourse. ,The 
letters were seconded by yisits, and 
Mr Robinson was univerSsdly looked 
on as the professed admirer and fu- 
ture husband of Mias Bishop, But 
just at this moment of expectation 
the history approached its end. Miss 
Bishop received, on the 22d of Sep- 
tember, a Ipng epistle from the de- 
fendant, detailing a scries of discove<« 
ries with respect to his own person, 
which must have disgusted the feel- 
ings of an honourable woman, as 
much as they would excite the ridi- 
cule of the world. T^is exquisite 
lover, after a preface, in which he de- 
tailed bis ojanions on the comforts of 
the marriage state, broke out upon 
her with the intelligence, that he had, 
after a long,"*, grave,’ and melancholy 
consultation with his doctor, made 
the discovery, that marriage was to 
have no conuorts for him ; that, not- 
withstanding all his precautions to fit 
him^ matrimonial happiness, his 
hopes on that head were at an end ; 
and that Miss^Bishop must of coun^e 
allow to retract the promise which 
be had thoughtlessly made her. This 
w^ cohveyea In language unfit for 
pure, ears to Rear, and most insult/ng 
to the modesty and virtue of an ho- 
oourahlc woman. His conduct was 
naturallyresented in tlie phrase^; which 
it deserved; for -it was not possible 
that there cquld be too much con- 
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tddffpt aiiS Inflignation 5h tbe answer 
which renounced such a man for a 
huBblaud. Tins answer prob^ly 
aWttkcJtcdthe defendant to a serift of 
the cdokqticnccB whicti must follow 
ftdm hts conduct, or it probably ap- 
peared to him to have fulfilled the ob 
wbt for which his own vile Icttlsr had 
f^rt written. It renounced him de- 
bjdedly* Hci-c, he had^ apparently 
j^friea his point, and thrown the re- 
jection upon the .'lady; at what i, 
price; Iwwevrr, it would lie in the 
feelings of every man to judge. In 
four days after, on the 26th of Sep- 
tember, he wrote Once morq, and af- 
ter cd^|nfmg Miss Bishop to. believe , 
th^t His pecali^ citcumstances of 
body were not the result of any irre- 
^larities, congratulated himselriipon 
ha5i^ng found apothe'r physiciaQ, who 
informed him, thaf hw'fir^t concep- 
tion had been a mistake, atid'ihat mef 
was ndw at letiist oirdamstanced as 
others of his speeJet. Thii letter 
was felt aSonly adding Insult to ihjdry. 
It was tmpo|sibile tliat a’ rtsjpectable 
female could stoop to an' tintbh with 
a person who had bondu^ted him&elf 
wuh the meanness ilnd indelicacy of 
the defeidant. There was another 
resource to which" she,^ in cofnmon 
with every otherinju'red‘;^f^, had 
a right to;apply. It livas thefbdress^ 
of law ; and she wbvdd find that a

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Iroin coimng forward to claim justice 
upon him ? He reckoned upon the 
shrinl^mg and pain with which a mo* 
deat, and youthful woman would see 
those* i^isgusting letters brought be* 
fore the ptihljo eye, and acknowledge 
that they l^d first, with all their base 
details, tinder, her own. His 

lordship, after enumerating the tr^in 
of coarse, unmanly, and indecent de^ 
▼ices which had b^n practised in the 
transactiopf first tp. beguile, then to 
insult, and'tt^ to^alarm the feelings 
of the plaiptiffi professed himself un- 
willing to express kisfoIUndigiiation, 
and left th^. damages, to the jury.

Ho ordered* Mrs W est, the Wo- 
man of the house in which Mrs Ryan 
was to be left, to allow her only half a 
pint of the thin country wine, equiva- 
lent to our small beer, in tlie daj, and 
by no nrfeans to allow her medicines or 
medical assistance. Mrs West could 
not bring herself to comply with these 
hprrid’ restrictions. Mrs Ryan was 
unwell ; her skin was covered wkh 
blotches, from poverty of blood and 
ill* treatment. Medical aid was ne-*^ 
cessarily caBed in, and in tivo absence 
of her tormentors her health graduatty 
improved Mrs Wilmer, who vm al- 
ways anxious for her chilB, no w found a 
plan to get her home; tfiis was talked 
of* but Ry^n rcfeolved not to let her 
out of his power, as long as he could 
raise a shiuing oh her. He brought 
her to £Qglahd, ^and there imprison- 
ed jicr in the very house where his in- 
famous paramour was pregnant by 
him. ' T»is hateful persecution was 
continued till the unhajppy wife got 
^sdmoist into that situation wlierc ex-

ture. On the north side, Uieeoluizm 
13 torn open for more Vian twenty 
feet from the top, and several of thi 
otoncs have been thrown down* On 
tlie west side, tlic effects of tl^ de<^ 
‘Jtructive .fluid arc visible in seve- 
ral places ; and on the south side, 
there, is a rent in the column as far 
down as the head of the pedestal. 
A number of the stones are hanging 
in such a threatening posture, that a 
military guard has veiy properly been 
placed around the Monument, to keep 
at a distance the thoughtless or too 
daring spectators. Sunday, near two

In 
the upper floor a window was shivered 
to pieces ; in the second floor, a ket- 
tle, which was on the Are, had its 
spout melted off ; in the ground floor, 
several children and their mother were 
bitting aL the fire ; the childrens’ hair 
• was much singed, and the mother was 
thrown a considerable distance ; a 
hole, about an inch diameter, was made 
through the bottom of an oil lamp, 
winch was jtaifding on the chimney- 
piece ; the electric matter then went 
through ^ stone wall about nine 
inches thick, and struck a tin flag- 
gon on*the opposite side of the room* 
It is perhaps worthy of remark, 
that about fifty years am, the high 
steeple of our veneraldc Cathedral 
was likewise struck by^lightnuig, and 
received au alarming i^raciure near 
the tojp* An eminent architect v?as 
brougnt from a distance by the magi- 
strates, to consult what was necessary 
to*lie done tp 8a\<* that fine building

^structioii. ails odvic^, as the only

Mo- 
rissy tlien wanted to go away, but 
the deceased at first would not let 
him depart. He, however, went 
away, and Bolding ordered the doors 
to be shut and fastened. Soon after- 
wards Morissy returned, bfit was re- 
fused admittanefe.

When he came into the house,* ],^e 
stormed and swore, and flourished a 
stick over his head. Shortly after- 
wards, a gang of tiiirty of them can?e« 
and demanded admittance, which be- 
ing refused, they broke the windows 
and window shutters, and Scandling 
again got to the door and let them 
iii : when they riwhed iuto the house, 
the carter and officer’s servant made

their escape by th- back door. Ma- 
hony asked, what was the affront ? 
Son^e one exclaimed, the English had 
insulted an i risliman. He said, “ that 
is sufficient j” and they all made a 
great clamour. Just then some one, 
whom she believed to he Mahoney, 
jumped into the bur and knocked the 
deceased down, and continued beat- 
ing him for s?>me time. The witness 
cried out ; the may made a blow at 
her, and swore he would knock her 
down. She escaped into the parlour, 
and hid herself u nder the table. Soon 
afterwards she returned, and*Boldirig 
was sitting in his chair, bleeding very 
fast : Scandling was standing at the 
door and demanding gin, which she 
was obliged to give him. She saw 
all the* prisoners and others there ; 
tliey were flourishing their sticks, and 
apparently rejoicing at what had hap- 
pened. Patrick Fleming, one of the 
prisoners, stood flourishing a large 
stick over her head and grinding his 
teeth. They exclaimed, Who will 
affront an Irishman After a time 
they all departed. 

The prisoners being called upon, 
left their defence to their counsel, and 
called several witnesses, who attempt- 
ed to prove they were not present ; 
but tlfCy gave such evident proofs of 
falsity and prevarication, that flic jury 
seemed to pay no attention to their 
testimony. 

The learned judge then summed 
up the evidcnce*with great ininnte- 
•ness, anjj gtated the law frf>m Lord 

} iale, that when a party associated 
or an unla>v'fij purpose, either of 
beating a man,, or committing any* 
trespass, and a murder was committed 
ill furtherance of the joint design, all 
who were present, in law, wen* gnilry 
of that murder. He tiicn rema rln cl 
upon the evidence* as applied to euch, 
and observed that acts or words of 
K 
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violence were proved upon all the pri- 
Boners except Sullivan, and with re- 
spect to him it was proved thi^. he 
was present, armed with a bludgeon. 

Tile jury found them all 
but recommended Sullivan to mercy ; 
which the learned judge said he should 
attend to. • 

His lordship immediately sentenced 
them all to be cxecuted^on Saturday 
morning. 

A gentleman distinguished in the 
literary world, now on a tour through 
Ireland, )ias sent to his correspondent 
in Belfast the measurement of the 
FairhcaJ, cast of Ballycasle, county 
of Antrim, as follows ; — Perpendicu- 
lar face, 288 feet ; total altitude from 
the level of the sea, 681 feet. There 
is one of the columns a quadrangular 
prism, 88 feet by 86 on the sides, and 
about 200 feet perpendicular: this 
column is perhaps the greatest in the 
world. The specific gravity of the 
basaltes, of which this stone is com- 
posed, Is about 2, 8, from which the 
weight of \he prism can be readily 
estimated ; it is situated so that a ves- 
sel, or raft, of any burden, could be 
brought within 200 yard? of it. If 
we had lived in the time of the Ro- 
man or Grecian splendour, this would 
be formed into an obelisk, or placed 
in some^reat public building. The 
basaltic prism above-mentioned is 
greater than the pedestal of Peter 
tne Creates statue at Petersburgh, 
and much greater than the shaft of 
Pompey^B Pillar at Alexandria. The 
column of grey granite, wKidh stood 
before thg temple of Venus Genetrix* 
at Rome, was also composed of one 
fiete* It was transported to Eng- 
and is now erected before the 
castle of Lord Pembroke, at Wilton- 
house, near Salisbury.

— Forty 
dozen of ptnny leaves to be thrown 
from the church leads at twelve o'- 
clock on Christmas-day, for ever ! — 
Two eWant brass chandeliers for 
the church ; and twenty pounds to- 
wards a set of new chimes. It is 
reported that he was possessed of 
property to the amount of sixty thou- 
sand pounds. 

Horrid Murdek. — A few days 
since an inquest was taken Long- 
town in Herefordshire, before Wm. 
Patershall, Esq., on the body of Joan 
Gwilerain, who was found in her 
house, on Thursday the 16th instant, 
80 dreadfidly braten and injured that 
she died on thv Saturday following.

• of the flooring of the room over that 
in which she slept, and then obtained 
admission to her ; when it appeared, 
from the situation in which she w'as 
discovered, they beat her with a large 
stick till they supposed she was dead. 
She remained in that state undisco- 
vered till. Thursday morning, when 
she was found by a neighbour lying 
near her bed nearly lifeless ; she survi- 
\x’d, however, till the Saturday, when 
she expired, without having been able 
to give any account of her murderers. 
The jin*y returned a verdict o^—JVil- 
Jul murder against somepcrs(m or per- 
sons unknonm. Three people arc in 
custody on suspicion, viz. a mother, 
lier son, and a femaie friend. 

On Saturday se’nni^ht, the silver 
arrows given by the town of Mussel- 
burgh, was shot for upon tlfe Links 
there, by the Royal Company of Ar- 
chers, and gained by John Leven, 
Esq. This ancient arrow was first 
gained by the Earl of Haddington, 
but the records of the burgh do not 
mention the year. The first year 
upon record is 1601. Since then it 
has been, with a few exceptions, re- 
gularly contended for down to the 
present time, and was delivered over 
to Mr Leven ; having appended to 
it 125 medals of silver, aFld^five of 
gold. From the records it appears, 
that nie number of arcbcis have 
greatly diminished : the town, in 
1679, in order to obtain a fuller at- 
tendance, agreed to present the suc- 
cessful competitor with a silver bg^^l, 
in the form of a muscle-shell. (Sn 
the present occasion, the company 
sat down to an elegant entertainment,^ 
in the house of Mr Moir, and the 
day was spent with the utmost con- 
viviality. By the old use and custom 
the burgh of Musselburgh observed 
for two centuries, the magistrates 
presented the company with as much 


claret as could be carried on a coal 
riddle. 

0«i the 1st instant, died of an apo- 
plectic fit, in the (iOth year of bis age, 
Thomas Weld, Esq., of Liilworth 
Casllc, Dorset, while on a visit at 
Stonyhurst College, Lancashire. The 
day before his decease he was cheer- 
fully attending the young gentlemen 
of the collc^ during their dinner, 
when he received the sudden stroke ; 
and, notwithstanding the best medi- 
cal assistance was promptly adminis- 
tered, he soon fell into a deep lethar- 
gy, with few intervals of reason, and 
quietly expired at an early hour the 
next morning. He was attended to 
the last by four of his sons, and by a 
number of the gentlemen of the col- 
lege. • 

On Wednesday evening, two coal- 
heavers, who were laying down coals 
at the end of Chancery -lane, in Fleet- 
street, incommoded the way in such 
a manner, that a person, driving in a 
gig, expostulated with thorn that he 
might pass without incor/Vciiicncc ; 
but. they treated him with indifference, 
and words having arisen, he left his 
gig, and a battle ensued. The mob 
made a ring, but the t 
tlemen soon gave in, and were convey- 
ed away for surgical assistance. The 
surprise of the populace, however, 
soon abated, when they discovered 
that the victorious champion was no 
less a* personage than the redoubtable 
Gulley. • 

, Two men, of the names of Blake 
and Dawson, while playing at quoits 
m a field near Woolwich, 8n Tues- 
day, had a dispyte respecting wbiciv 
of them had thrown nearest to the 
hod. The contention was referred 
to a shoemaker who was present, 
and who, after 'he had decided, desi- 
red Blake jocoscljr to hurl the quoit, 
and he would catch it j the latter did 
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SO, and struck tlu* shoemaker on the 
temple, wlu) expired on being con- 
veyed liome. I 

On Saturday afternoon, two men 
Wo. glng to tlie Advice whale-ship, 
having gon * 111 quest of a boat which 
had drifted, tliey procured an old 
salmon coble on the beach tear In- 
vergowrie, and put to sea. They 
had not sailed far, vvl^^n the bottom 
of th(‘ coble gavi* way, and she filled 
ill deep water. • Neither of the men 
coulil sv im, but catching hold of the 
Opposite sides of the boat, they float- 
ed until they were observed from the 
shoic. A crowd of people soon as- 
sembled on the beach, w’ho could ren- 
der them no assistance. A plough- 
man attempted to carry a rope to the 
men by swimming his horse, but be- 
coming terror-struck, he returned 
■without cffectiog his humane purpose, 
and could not again be prevailed (ui 
to make tbe hazardous attempt. At 
this critical moment, Lachlan Mac- 
grogor, a servant-buy, was passing, 
tnonnted^on a poucy. He took tlie 
rope and dashed into the water with 
his poncy. When at some distance 
from the shore, he loo grew timid, 
and w'as in the act of turning, when 
a heart-rending groan from the un- 
fortunate suflTerers inspired hipi wdth 
new courage, and determined him to 
risk his life to save them. He suc- 
ceeded in handing them thf rope. 
Unaccustomed to manage a horse in 
the water, the boy now turned the 
poncy too suddenly, and they both 
disappeared. For a rmjifent the* 
^pectatojjs suffered the most anxious 
euspence for the saftty of the boy, 
T>Ut the poney*^ soon fe-appearod, and 
fiOre its intrepid rider to the -hore. 
The two men were then drawn gent- 
ly ftom the water, and saved. 

Cork. — A voss^d arrived in our 
harbour last Sunday, from Quebec, 
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under peculiar circumstances, which 
we understand to be the following ; — 
While on her passage the crew mu- 
tinied, and determined on murdering 
the captain. On his being^apprised 
of the horrid design, he begged for a 
short respite to prepare himself for 
eternity, to which they wjth difficul- 
ty assented. He was accordingly 
permitted to retire into his cabin, 
and, in the interval allowed him, lie 
contrived to secrete himself under 
what is called the scuttle. After tlie 
limited tunc had expired, the inhu- 
man wretches repaired to the cabin 
to accomplish their diabolical pur- 
pose, but finding the cabin windows 
open, and Tiot discovering their intend- 
ed victim, they euncluded that he had 
throw n himself into the sea. On the 
arrival (tif the vessel here, a revenue 
officer wxnt on board, and was told 
by the mate, the ringleader of the 
mutiny, that the captain, in a fit of 
insanity, threw himself overboard, and 
was lost ; and while he was telling 
this story, the captain, to his infinite 
consternation, made his appearance- 
It is scarcely necessary to add, that 
the villains have been taken into cus- 
tody. 

* A singular and miraculous 

escape uom imminent danger look 
place on Monday tlie 16 th ult. A 
boy, whose age, to appearaiTiit*, may 
be from 15 to 18 years, who is also a 
little deficient in intellects, on the 
Sabbath night preceding, owing to 
some threats fiom his parents, who 
r^srde near Brodick Bay, in Arran, 
ran off to the shore, got into a small 
l^at, and pushed out to sea, without 
either sail, oar, or rudder ; and as he 
went off unobserved, no person knew 
where to follow him. The wind be- 
ing off shore, he could not return 
again, and was drifted about all night. 
On Monday morning, a brisk gale 
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sprung up from the west, carried him 
completely out from the land, and 
exposed him to the tossing waves of 
a sea, Solieavy that some of the wher- 
ries returned back again to the har- 
bour that morning, not daring to 
venture oyt. However, he had the 
precaution, as he himself relates, of 
laying hold with his hands, and re- 
maining steady in the boat. In this 
perilous state he continued till about 
eleven or twtdve o'clock in the fore- 
noon, wiien he was diiven on shore 
near Ardrossaii, almost speechless. 
The direct distance that he was dri- 
ven, is computed to be from 20 to 24 * 
miles. • 

A few days ago, af Mr Joseph 
Gillraau, carrier between Bakcwell 
and Sheffield, wasS mowing some grass 
for his horse which stood by him, he 
struck it on the side* to make it give 
room ; the animal threw up its heels 
at him, and he, endeavouring to avoid 
the stroke, fell upon the edge of the 
scythe, which passed through his 
bowels and killed him on the spot. 

A few days ago, Mr M‘Donald, 
of the Gi-ey-hound inn, Malmsbui’}”, 
perished in one of his casks, beiiig^ 
suffocated by the impure air : he has 
left a widow and five children. The 
cask was only 9ix feet two inches in 
depth,’:tnd the deceased was five feet 
ten inches high. A pail of cold wa- 
ter thrown into a foul cask previously 
to entering it would effectually pre- 
clude any ill effects. ^ 

An affray happened in Ship-yard, 
Temple-bar, on Monday evening, ori- 
ginating in a young girl going out of 
the house of Antlioiiy Rogerson, a 
man of colour, who resides there, and 
teaches fencing, &c. Four men were 
passing, pugilistic prize-fighters, one 
of whom behaved in a very indecent 
manner to the girl, which induced 
/ Rogerson to remonstrate with liim 


on the impropriety of his conduct ; 
one lof them iiiMUcJiately attacked 
Rogerson, who retired into his houae. 
Ill a few minutes after, the four ruf- 
fians entered Rogerson's house, and 
attacked him in the most furious man- 
ner. r^>gerson V, a. earing his cllunor 
at the time, and had a fork in Ills hand, 
and stabbed i^roplt'y with it in his 
hip. The gang of oi ize-fighters then 
treated Rogerson m a mOst brutal 
manner : iiis cheek, lip, liead, and 
leg, were cut open, a.al when he was 
knocked down, he was kicked in va- 
rious pans of his body. — Cropley, 
however, being wounded with a fol k, 
Rogerson was taken to the public of- 
fice, Bow-street, and examined before 
Mr Reid, when a surgeon attended, 
and not being able to state whether 
the wound Cropley had received would 
prove fatal or not, Mr Read ordcjcd 
Rogerson to be confined in the watch- 
house during Monday night. Yes- 
terday, he was brought tcvthe office 
for further examination, wh#n the sur- 
geon attended, and stated that the 
wound was not dangerous. Roger- 
son was ordered to find bail. 

About ;nidiiight of Wednesday 
and Thursday last, inconsequence of 
the gaites of the eastern lock of Cum- 
berland Bason, Bristol, havmg been 
left open, so great was the pressure 
of water against the inner gate of the 
western lock, that it gave way j but 
fortunately the oi;tward gate resisted 
^he momentum of flood through the 
lock. The action and re-action of 
tlie water occasjoned great dl>n fusion 
among the vessel^ lyi*^g in bason.* 
Among the number was the schooner 
Ann of London, the mate of which, 
being, suddenly awakened from sleep, 
attempting to jump upon the wharf, 
fell into the basoif aiid was drowned. 

Yesterday noon, as a lusty gentle- 
man was passing along TuriimlU- 
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street, Clerkenwell, he narrowly es- 
caped being harpooned with a large 
bacon-knife, darted through the win- 
dow of an opposite chaiidlcr*s-shop ; 
and which, after slightly scratching 
his hand, struck against the \eall 
close by his side, and fell at his feet. 
Upon inquiry', it appeared that the 
owner of the sliop, quarrelling wdth 
his W’ifc, dai'ted the knift at her, but 
fortunately missed his aim in that in- 
stance, as well as the random hit in 
the other case. ^ 

HiGFi Tidl'. — T liiirsday-vvcek, an 
extraordinary high tide, accompanied 
by ar boisterous north wind, and very 
tempestuous sea, swept away about 
36 yards in length of the outer wall 
of Clifford’s Fort, at Tyne-mouth, 
which has stood since 174«6. 'Some 
masscvs of stone were carried, by the 
force of the waters, near thirty yards 
from the site of the wall. It also tore 
up and carried away some hundred 
tons of earth and gravel to the east- 
ward of tli« fort, and destroyed the 
blocks latdy erected for laying down 
tlie frame of a new ship. This tide 
was also felt on the Lincolnshire 
coast. 

At eleven o’clock, on Wednesday 
morning, the unfortunate Joshua 
Beaumont, convicted at the York 
assizes c#f rape and murder, was led 
to the fital tree, at the back of the 
castle, more dead than alive. While 
the or dinary was performing the last 
soknanities, the malcfiactor seemed in 
$ome degree roused from hjs ^tupor, 
and in those parts of the ceremony ^ 
where the%ame and mediation of his 
Saviour were mention^, he appeared 
considerably impressed. From the 
time he left his cell, to the final close 
of the scene of horror, he did not ut- 
ter a syllable that could be Iieard by 
ilie spectators; but tb the clergyman, 
who, in taking leave of him, pr.t the 


usual question, whether he was guilty 
of the crime for which he was about 
to suffer, he said he was not guilty ; 
and has, as we learn, from the time 
sentence of death was passed upon 
him to the moment that terminated 
his existence, declared, that he neither 
committed nor attempted to commit 
cither the rape or murder. 

Exkcution. — The four unhappy 
men, Atkinson, TMarshall, Sawyer, 
and Wakelin, left for execution at the 
late Lincoln assizes, suffered the dread- 
ful penalty attached to their crimes, 
on Friday the 17th instant. At ele- 
ven o’clock the culprits were brought 
forth from the prison into the Castle- 
yard, and placed ih a cart. The aw- 
ful procession then advanced to the 
usual place of execution, a little north 
of Lincoln. Marshall first ascended 
the scaffold, Sawyer next, Wakelin 
was third, and Atkinson was last. 
They successively addressed a few 
words to the surrounding multitude, 
hoping that their unhappy situation 
would serve as a warning. Just be- 
fore the moment of the scaffold fall- 
ing, Atkinson turned to shake hands 
with Wakelin, and said a few words. 
Marshall, Sa\/ver, and Wakelin, seem- 
ed to be (lead in two minutes after 
they wr turned off; but at that 
time, to the inconceivable horror 
of all around, Atkinson crie3 out, 
“ Oh God ! Oh God I I cannot 
die, I cannot die ! — lift me up !” 
Immediately a soldier of the 59th re- 
egimant went to him, lifted him up a 
little, and then, by hanging at the 
body, put the poor wretA out of his 
ini!iery ! This dreadful circumstance 
arose from the knot of the rope ha- 
ving got under the chin when At- 
kinson turned to Wakelin, and not 
from any inattention of the oflBcer 
whose shocking duty it is to adjust 
the ropes. 
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On Monday ae^nnigbt, Betty Am- 
|>iett, convicted at Gloucester assizes, 

• on the preceding Friday, for the wil- 
ful murder of her bastard child, was 
executed in front of the county gaol, 
agreeably to her sentence, and her 
body delivered for dissection. She 
conducted herself with, great peni- 
tence and decorum, ackno^^\^dging 
the enormity of her crime, and the 
justice of her sentence. This truly 
unfortunate young creature, who was 
not more than 21 years of age, was 
a native of the parish of Breedon^s 
Norton, Worcestershire. Being her- 
self the illegitimate offspring of pa- 
rents by whom sh^ was abandoned in 
her infancy, she was dependant upon 
the bounty of some poor relations ; 
and during the short intervalof peace, 
in 1802, went to France with an un- 
cle, a shoernakef, who intended to set- 
tle there. Upon the detention of the 
English in France, they were sent, 
with many others, to tne depot at 
Verdun. Here she was seduced, 
and cohabited with an English pri- 
soner, by whom she had several chil- 
dren, who all died. Female prison- 
ers being permitted to leave France, 
she returned to England in JuneJast 
year, and sought an asyl^im with an 
aunt, who resides near Gloucester ; 
but vzhcti her pregnancy was discover- 
ed, she removed to Breedon’s Norton. 
The reception she mot with there, from 
those whose first duty it was to have 
protected her, was such, that she left 
the place soon after her delivery, ^nef 
became a wandering outcast, without » 
the means of subsistence for herself 
or her helpless infant ; and; undffr 
these circumstances, committed the 
awful crime for which her life became 
forfeited to the laws of her country. 

An American ship, which sailed 
lately from a port in the north, was 
boarded by one of our cruizers. There 


were several foreign passengers on 
boa^d the vessel, and some other sus- 
picious circumstances concurring, the 
commander of the cruizer thought it 
proper to send her to a British port 
for investigation, and he accordingly 
put a midshipman and five or six 
men on board her, with directions to 
carry the vessel to the nearest Bri- 
tish port. ?Vs soon, however, as the 
American vessel was out of sight of 
the British cruizer, the crew, and the 
passengers, amoif^ whom were four 
Danes, rose upon our men,' disarmed 
them, and threw the midshijfman over- 
board ; but being a good swimmer, 
he regained the ship, and clung to the 
side ; he was taken on board, but, 
shocking to relate, he was again 
thrown into the sea. He, however, 
regained the vessel a second time, 
and was hauled upon deck. He 
was then pinioned, and lashed to 
the ring-bolts. The men were also 
lashed to the deck. The Ameri- 
can captain then ordered the small 
boat to be lowered doVn, forced 
the officer and seamen into it, with 
only a little water and a few bis- 
cuits, and two oars, and then turned 
them adrift, above forty miles from 
shore. Two of the men, who were 
unwilling to get into the boat, were, 
wc understaiia, stabbed, bfit not so 
as to endanger their lives. They re- 
mained above fourteen hours in this 
miserable cockle-shell of a boat, in 
momentary expectation of perishing, 
when thoy were foHunately picked up 
by an English merchantman, and 
brought to England. In about half 
an hour after they were picked up,* a 
heavy gale came on, in which they 
must .inevitably have perished. 

A ludicrous case of assault was 
tried at North atjip.ton assizes on Wed- 
nesday, in which the jury found a 
verdict of 2501. against Dr Bailey, 
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a clergy rpan, for an assault. It ap- 
pearS) that there is a pond in the vil- 
lage where the doctor lives, in wlJich 
the poor women arc in the habit of 
washing their clothes : tlicrcverenddi- 
vinc chose also to wasli his horses in 
the same water ; this the women re- 
sented, and with mops, brushed, See. 
beat the horses and the doctor himself, 
which so exasperated him^ that he, in 
return, struck one of the assailants (a 
woman pregnant *at the time), for 
which the action was brought. The 
doctor compromised for striking an- 
other woman, by paying 501. into 
court. 

A remarkable phenomenon occur- 
red during a storm at Mr Fraser’s, 
botanist, King’s-road, Chelsea, be- 
hind whose house, in a southern ex- 
posure, the hailstones, in consequence 
of a strong eddy wind, had fallen in 
such quantities into a back cellar, the 
door of which happened to be open, 
as to become a complete piece of so- 
lid ice, aboiit eight feet in circumfe- 
rence, and IV'O ftet in depth. 

At the Winchester assizes, on 
Friday, John Britton, captam of the 
West India rangers, was indicted for 
the wilful murder of his son, George 
Britton, by beating and kicking him 
about tj\e body. It appeared in evi- 
dence, that tlie prisoner had repeat- 
edly beat his son very violently, and 
Mjr Powell, a surgeonj had no doubt 
th#t ihe mortification, which was the 
ca^ q{ his death, en^d from the 
cpntiislpn? on the back, which were 
tile aggre^te of several day^eating. 
The indictrffent, however^ having sta- 
te4 the deceased to baye b^ kill- 
ed o^ a specific day, when it turned 
out fiat he had died of the aggregate 
ill treatment be had received on sc- 
veral days, and that the chastisement 
inflicted op him ahyt)ne day would 
not have been auffickot to have cau- 


sed death, the judge was under the 
painful necessity of directing the ac- 
quittal of the monster, 

A young w'oman, who was at ser- 
vice in a family at Garleston, came to 
Norwich on Tuesday morning last, 
and procured a letter to be w'ritten 
for her to her parents, who live at 
Rackheath, in which she took leave 
of them, declaring herself to be ** in 

f ood health, but very unhappy.” 

n the course of the same day, she 
was seen walking at a quick pace 
along the Rackheath road towards 
the church-yard, where she wasfound, 
about an hour after, in a state of 
total insensibility, reclining, with her 
head resting on hef arm, against the 
grave of a ysming man, who had re- 
cently died of a scarlet fever, to whom 
it was known her affect ions had been 
engaged, and whose ruime (Nicholl) 
was signed to the letter above-men- 
tioned, as if she had been married to 
him : she was conveyed home to her 
parents, and shortly after exi>ired,— 
An inquisition was taken on Thurs- 
day, when it appeared that this un- 
fortunate creature, who was only 19 
cars of age, had destroyed herself 
y swallowii'^ a quantity of lauda- 
num. — rdict — Lunacy. 

On M ni hay, an inquisition was 
taken at Dover upon the bodv of 
Ann Kelcey, who was found hang- 
ing in her bed-room, when the jury 
brought in a verdict— Awwflcy. It 
appeared in evidence before the coro» 
ner, that the deceased, who was about 
fourteen years old, had been a pauper 
in the United Parish House at River, 
ne^i* Dover, and a few weeks since 
left the house to go into service, and 
at her death lived weekly servant 
with Mr Farley, a butcher. Being 
found too young to do the- work of 
the house, her mistress, after keeping 
her severid weeks to enable her to get 
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gn other place^ was compelled, on get- 
, ting another servant, to tell her she 
^ must part with her ; the dread of re- 
tumin^ back to the parish house ope- 
rated so strongly on the unfortunate 
girl's mind as to cause her to destroy 
herself, — No very honourable testi- 
nony, in* our mind, to the humane 
treatment experienced by* the paupers 
in this said United Parish House of 
- River, near Dover. 

Saturday, as a bricklayer was as- 
cending a ladder reared agaiiKst a 
house in Ox ford -street, which was 
tndergoing some repairs, he unfortu- 
nately fell, and being precipitated 
on an infirm man, nearly«70 years of 
age, who was passhig at the time, he 
escaped with trifling injury himself, 
but the shock had so powerful an ef- 
fect on the feeble frame of tlTe ibther, 
that he was taken away lifeless. 

On Tuesday, Jones and Frances 
were executed at Salisbury, pursuant 
to their sentence, for breaking into 
the shop of Mr ,Bcnnet, silver-smith, 
of that city, and stealing watches 
and jewellery to the value of 15001. 
Frances, who was by no means a no- 
torious offender, conducted liimself 
with great propriety at the fatal trq^ ; 
but Jones, who confessed ^imself to 
have been a thief from hts earliest 
years, mounted the platform m a bold 
undaunted manner, then took off his 
hat, and after giving it two or three 
twirls about his head, threw it among 
the spectators. 

A tradesman at Chorley, nauncd 
Price, was summoned on Tuesday last, 
as one of themembersof a coroner's in- 
quest, to sit on the body of a neigh-* 
hour who had drowned himself. Du- 
ring the inspection of the body he ap- 
peared much affected, and while the 
persons who found the corpse were 
giving their evidence, he retired. Be- 
ing absent longer than was expected, 
a messenger was dispatched to seek 


after him, when he was discovered 
lifeless in a room adjoining, having, it 
is supposed, hiranglcd himself with a 
silk handkerchief. 

Jewish MAniiiAGE. — OnWednea- 
day last, at Godmanchester, Hunt- 
ingdonshire, at two o'clock P. M. by 
the Rev. Simon Lepseker, Mr Jonas 
Lazarus, silver-smith and jeweller, of 
Lincoln, to flie beautiful and accom- 
plished Miss Rosccia Nathan, daugh- 
ter of Mr M. I. Nathan, silver-smith 
and jeweller, of the former place. The 
marriage ceremony was p^irformed 
in Mr Nathan's garden, in •the pre- 
sence of a numerous company of Jews 
and Christians (at least 20() in num- 
ber), under an elevated canopy, sup- 
ported by four youths. A band of 
music,* playing a grand martial air, 
preceded the bridegroo?n, who was 
attended by the bride's father and 
grandfather : some minutes after, they 
were followed by the bride (veiled), 
attended by her mother ana grana- 
mother. Four green wax tupers were 
burning during the ccremdiiy. The 
bride was led several times round the 
bridegroom, and the ring was put on 
the fore-finger of her left hand, where 
'it remained till the next day, and was 
then placed on the usual finger ap- 
propriated for that purpose. At the 
conclusion, a glass was handi!d round 
to the happy coiiple and their rela- 
tions, out of which they all drank ; it 
was then laid under the bridegroom's 
foot, and by him stamped to pieces* 
• After tji^ ceremony a large party of 
.their friettds sat down to a handsome 
dinner provided for the occasion. 

A woman, named H^l, died lately 
at Sunderland, at the advanced age 
of 109*. Her twin brother died about 
five years ag6, aged a 101, and her 
mother attained 108. 

Last week a * distressing circum- 
stance happened to a family in the 
neighhourhood of Newto wnlimavady. 
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In the evening a quantity of roach 
lime was laid down against the waJI of 
acoW'house, and water thrown there- 
on. In the course of the night the 
lime set the house on lire, by which 
it was consumed, together with two 
cows, three heifers, and a quar^tity of 
farming utensils. Very fortunately 
for the family, the wind blew the flames 
in a contrary direction frc?m the dwell- 
ing-house. 

Escape of Robert Roberts. — 
A meeeting of the principal map- 
Btrates of* the county, together with 
the directors of the Bank, took place 
yestei'day at the New Prison, Clerk- 
enwell, to investigate, by the exami- 
nation of witnesses, the escape of Ro- 
berts and Smith, alias Harper, on 
Tuesday morning. The former pri- 
aoner was about to undergo a final 
examination on the charge of forgery 
on the Bank of England, on Wednes- 
day, and the latter is a known thief, 
who was undergoing an imprisonment 
for six mortths, and who also stood 
indicted for'burglary. Roberts, who 
has recently represented himself as a 
bill broker, is the same who, two 
years since, obtained considerable sums 
of money in the north of England, by 
representing himself to be Earl Per- 
cy. Tlie escape of the two prisoners 
is one iof an extraordinary nature. 
Their "places of confinement wei^ at 
the extremes of a court, and they were 
perfect strangers to each other, as far 
as was l^wn. It ivas discovered 
that had broken through the 

wall intd ^ii adjoining cell, which was 
tudoeked, and instead* of escaping 
(wtiidi might have been expected) 
idtq th^ outer yard, he unlocked two 
iron gates^ winch led down the court 
to th<; interior of the prison, and li- 
berated Roberts, a spgposed stranger 
to himk These gates were found 
open, and three others whicli kd to 


the outer yard. Notwithstanding 
there is a watchman placed withir 
the prison, in the outer yard, and an. 
other without, the two prisoners es- 
caped over the wall ; and another re- 
markable circumstance is, that Mr 
Aris, the jailor, locked up the pri- 
soners that night, which he' was not 
accustomed to do. 

Sampford Ghost. The last 

Taunton Courier contains a letter 
from a respectable clergyman on the 
subject of some invisible agency, by 
which the house of a Mr Chave, at 
Sampford, in Devonshire, has been 
lately disturbed. The particulars 
are thus related by him, under the 
sanction of a voluntary affidavit made 
on the 18 th instant. 

<< And^firet I depose solemnly, that 
after an attendance of six nights, (not 
successive,) at Mr Chavezs house, in 
the village of Sampford, and with a 
mind perfectly unprejudiced, after the 
most minute investigation, and closest 
inspection of all the premises, I am 
utterly unable to account for any of 
the phenomena I have there seen and 
heard, and labour at this moment un- 
der no small perplexity, arising from 
a determin^ition not likely to admit 
of supernatural interference, and an 
impossibility of hithertq tracing these 
effects to any human cause. I fur- 
ther depose, that in my visits to Mr 
Chavezs house, at Sampford, I never 
had other motive, direct or indirect, 
avowed or coticezd^, but an earnest, 
ind •presume not a culpable wish to 
.trace these phenomena to tbe true and 
legitimate cause. Also, that I have, in 
every instance, found the people of the 
house most willing and ready to con- 
tribute every thing in their power, 
and to co-operate with me in. the 
detection of the cause of these unac- 
countable sights, and violent blows 
and sounds. Abo, that I am so deep*^ 
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ly convinced of the difficulty of pro- 
ving these effects to be human, that 
I stand engaged to forfeit a very con- 
siderable sum to the poor of my pa- 
rish, whenever this business, now go- 
ing on at Sampford, shall be made ap- 
pear to have been produced by any 
human art or ingenuity, collectively 
or individually exerted*. Also, that 
I have, in presenceof many gentlemen, 
r^eatedly sworn the domestics to the 
effect, namely — that they were not 
only utterly ignorant of the cause of 
those circumstances which then as- 
tonished us, but also of the causes of 
many other things equally unaccount- 
able, which we ourselvfs did not hear 
or see, but to th<? truth of which tlicy 
also swore, no less than to their per- 
fect ignorance of the means by which 
they were produced. Afso, that I 
have affixed a seal with a crest to 
every door, cavity, See, in the house, 
through which any communications 
could be carried on ; that this seal 
was applied fo each end of sundry 
pieces of paper, in such a manner 
that the slightest attempt to open 
such doors, or to pass such cavities, 
must have broken these papers, in 
which case my crest must have pre- 
vented their being replaced without 
discovery ; that none o^these papers 
were deranged or broken ; and also, 
that the phenomena that night were 
as unaccountable as ever. Also, that 
I have examined several women, quite 
unconnected with the family of Mr 
Chave ; but who, some from c/)gipas- 
sion, have slept in this house ; that 
many of them related the facts on 
oath ; that all of them wished tc^ be 
so examined, if required ; and lastly, 
that they all agreed, without one ex- 
ception, in this particular, that their 
night’s rest was invariably destroyed 
by violent blows from some invisible 
kand-— by an unaccountable and ra- 


pid drawing and withdrawing of the 
curtains — by a suffocating and almost 
iii&prcssible weight, and by a repeti- 
tion of sounds, so loud, as at times to 
shake the whole room. Also, that 
there are more tliari twenty people of 
credibility, quite unconnected with 
the cAvner, or the present tenants of 
the house in question, who have rela- 
ted to me the most astonishing cir- 
cumstances they have seen and heard 
on these premises*; all of which they 
are ready to substantiate, if called 
upon, on oath. Also, that it appears 
that this plot, if it be a plot, has been 
carried on for many months ; that it 
must be in the hands of more than 50 
people, all of whom arc ready to per- 
jure themselves, though not one of 
them could possibly gain any thing 
by it ; that the present owner is lo- 
sing the value of his house, the te- 
nant the customers of his shop, whom 
fear now prevents from visiting it af- 
ter sun-set, and that the domestics 
arc losing their rest ; and all these 
evils are, with most eL*cniplary pa- 
tience, submitted to without any ob- 
ject, but the keeping of a ridiculous 
secret, which, although so many are 
privy to it,’ and many more interested 
in discovering, hath not yet been di- 
vulged ; although such a disclosure 
would be attended with cincumstances 
highly advantageous and gratifying 
to any person who could be induced 
to discover it.^’ 

The abov<; was sworn before Mr 
B, Wqpd, a Master in Chancery ; and 
the names of Mr John Govett, ami 
Mr Betty,, surgeons ; Mr Pulling, 
merchant ; Mr Quick, innholder, 
all of Tiverton ; of Mr Merson, sur- 
geon^ and John Cowling, Esq., of 
Sampford ; and of Mr Chave, ol 
Mere ; arc selected from a cn) wd of 
witnesses to stib'stantiate facts, which 
they declare are to them perfect) v

explicable^ and for which they are ut- 
terly incapable to account. (, 

We shall use as little ceremony in 
introducing our readers to the t^ruth 
of this mystery, as the subject itself 
dots to the persons wlio are favoured 
with its visitations. Mr Chave and 
his family (the tenants of the haunted 
house,) must therefore be put in the 
witness-box, and we shall^roceed to 
call a few facts to evidence. 

The said Mr Chave, then, it ap- 
pears, has lived in the house he now 
occupies at *Sampford Peverall, about 
seven months. About seven months, 
reader !■ for we beg that every circum- 
stance, however minute, may be duly 
attended to. Before he came to this 
place to exercise his present business 
of an huckster, the premises in ques- 
tion were unmolested by its present 
troublesome guest ; — but Mr Chave, 
the huckster, brings into the aforc^ 
said premises two servants, the one 
sbmewhat stricken in years, the other 
a girl about eighteen, called Sally. A 
person named'^Taylor, (Mrs Chavezs 
brother), is also another inmate of the 
house, a strapping black-haired young 
man, about twenty f ve years of age, 
whose employment we cannot learn, 
or even guess at, from any thing that 
Chave can have for him to do, but 
who is represented by the honest 
folks at Satnpford, to he a wildish 
sort of a young man/^ 

About a fortnight ago, two gen- 
tlemen) from Taunton, attended the 
ti'oubled house, and requested per- 
mission to pass fhef night in the haunt- 
ed room. Taylor looked out of his 
bed-i^om window,, which •is nex^ to 
the haiinted room, and only sep^ated 
from it ^hin partition, and after 
satisfying liimself of the respeciability 
uf the persons who applied for admit- 
tance, assuf^' thcj^ tW*it would be 
^f no use for theln to sit up unless 


there were females in the house, for 
othciwise nothing was ever heard, and 
there were then no women in the 
house. Entreaties were in vain, •and 
the gentlemen alluded to retired, after 
a promise of being admitted the next 
morning. Accordingly they wont to 
the house early on the ensuing day, 
and wereentertained by Mr Chave with 
a history, compared with which, Ba- 
ron Munchausen’s adventures form a 
series of probabilities. After having- 
had the monster described, (very 
much resembling a black rabbit, on- 
ly wonderfully larger I) and which, 
when pursued, escapes through the 
close palings of his garden in a mo- 
ment, permission, was allowed to visit 
the haunted room, but which was de- 
layed by Mr Chave a short time, be- 
cause the maid-servants were not up. 
Proceeding at last to the chamber, 
Taylor’s room was passed through. 
He was laying in bed, with a drawn 
sword on it. The unfortunate cham- 
ber was then examined/ and, agree- 
ablj to the prescribed mode of incan- 
tation, the floor was stamped upon, 
and the ghost politely entreated to fa- 
vour his visitors with a few conversa- 
tional* thump-, but it was not so in- 
clined. single knock, tap, 

groan, or even a social grunt could 
be extorted from it, and all attempts 
at a friendly dialogue proved utterly 
fruitless. In the adjoiningroom, where 
Taylor slept, some boards had been 
taken up. A considerable hollow 
depth appeared underneath, but how 
far it went Mr Chave did not know ! 
Sally was interrogated as to the at- 
tacl^ which have been made on her 
by the monster. She observed “ it 
never came when there was light ii| 
the room. She had caught it twice f 
that it was very large and heavy, felt 
like a dog or rabbit, and so powerful 
that she could not hold it j that it 
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usually came as soon as the light was 
withdrawn, and vanished on its ap- 
pearance ; that she had repeatedly 
been slapped by some invisible means ; 
and'that she lately saw through the 
sheet, while her head was under the 
bed-clothes, a man’s hand and arm, 
perfectly white !” All this in the 
dark too ! Oh, Sally !. SaUy ! ! 

Since the above-stated particulars 
occurred, it has been ascertained that 
the ghost never visitvS Sally while she 
is asleep ; for this damsel, in the mid- 
dle of the night lately, while two gen- 
tlemen were in the adjoining room, ha- 
ving got into a profound sleep, and 
the ghost being perfectly peaceable, 
the experiment was tnl'd by waking 
her. Soon after, SaUy, by her repre- 
sentations, evinced that the ghost had 
not forg<Uten her, though ^like Sally, 
it had thougfit fit to indulge in a lit- 
tle nap, 

Mr Chave complains of the loss of 
custom. Since the ghost has appear- 
ed, the sun has shone until nearly nine 
o’clock. Pcbple, Mr Chave says, 
are afraid to come after it is dark ; 
but who are the persons who frequent 
a shop after nine o’clock at night ? 
Respectable housekeepers do not de-* 
pend on a huckster for their supplies, 
and the labouring poortio a country 
village arc generally in bed before 
that hour. Thus, it seems, that Mr 
Chave cannot have sustained any loss 
in this way, and must have some par- 
ticular motive for representing that 
his trade is decreasing in its profits 
from what is going forward* in hw 
house. ^ • 

25th.— Yesterday ElizaHind^lifT, 
only 14 years of age, was chargeef at 
Bow -street with attempting to poi- 
son her mistress and two children. 
Mrs Parker stated, that she sent the 
prisoner to procure 2 oz. of arsenick, 
to poison the rats, which she put into 


a desk ; and soon afterwards the pri- 
soner prepai od tea, which she brought 
Ufl in two pots for Mrs P. luuI two 
children, one five, and the other three 
years old ; when, after drinking a cup 
each, they were taken ill, but, by pro- 
per antidotes being resorted to, were 
recoTiercd, Mrs P. then charged the 
prisoner with the crime, which she sted- 
fastly denityl ; but on examining the 
packet, there appeared one fourtli of 
an ounce deficicnl?, when she admitted 
the fact. The prisoner declined say- 
ing any thing in her defence, and 
was committed under Lo^d Ellenbo- 
rough’s Act. No cause can be as- 
signed for the diabolical attempt, as 
she was on good terms with her mis- 
Iress ; but she had been heard to say, 
that* if her mistress died, she would 
come in for her clothes. 

30th, — G mLmiAi.h.~Bef()rc Sir 
Matthcxi^ Bloxam. — A person, named 
Thomas Askew, charged a boy, about 
thirteen, as having run away from his 
service. The complainant did not 
specify his particular trade or profes- 
sion : but it appeared that he acts as 
what is termed a sea crimp^ or pur- 
veyor of seamen and boys for the 
merchants’ ’Service. He could not 
say the boy w^as his apprentice, but 
m^cly that he w'as consigned to him 
from Scotland, and that had paid 
for him a valuable consideration ; that 
the boy had not only run away from 
him, but enticed another boy to fol- 
low his example. His morality was 
so much shocked at this instance of 
juverfilJ depravity, that he did not 
wish to take him back, because be 
could not recommend him to any sjjip, 
lest he migh\ contaminate the wmole 
crew j and his only motive for bring- 
ing'hlm before the magistrate, was to 
ascertain Whether the lad could be 
considered as iiis apprentice. If Ic 
was clear in the affirmative of this 
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point, he should not have troubled 
tlie magistrate, but have sent the boy 
on board the Tender at once, without 
ceremony. 

The magistrate, as the only alter- 
native to save this friendless boy from 
being cast on tlie town, and exposed 
to all the depravity incident to af child 
of his age, under such circumstances, 
asked him if he had any ^?bjection to 
go to sea in a merchant vessel ? — The 
boy was very willing ; and Mr Askew, 
this deale}' in ivhik' ne^^rocfii was or- 
dered to accompany him to the Tri- 
nity-house, and place him under the 
directors of that institution. 

31st. Dundee. About seven 

years ago, a donatiou of one hundred 
pounds sterling was presented to the 
Infirmary of this town, from a bene- 
volent person, unknown, and about 
three years afterwards, the kirk- 
seasion received one hundred pounds 
sterling in a similar manner. These 
munificent acts of princely charity 
were each recorded at the time they 
happened, and the only information 
which the donor chose to give respect- 
ing himself was, that he had been 
born in Dundee, and, though long 
absent from it, wished prosperity to 
the town, and to every useful and be-

As tKe reasons of 
liecrecy must have died with the do- 
nor, We think it a tribute due to de- 
parted if^orth to record thus publicly

Agricultural Report. The 

genial showers of the beginning of 
last month have brought the corn of 
every description to a state of fulness 
and maturity rarely seen in the kind- 
est season of th^ climaLte, probably 
from the rains being accompanied 
with violent gusts of wind, that may 
have prevented the atmospiJicre from 
being disposed to mildew, a malady 
so injurious to com in this country, 
and which is generally preceded by 
showery weather. T he cars of wheat 
arc extremely large and productive, 
many of them \:ontainine twenty-five 
clevels on an car, and eaai clevcl from 
four to five and six corns. The straw 
is bright, even on low and swampy 

f round. Barley is a full crop and 
right, except in those situations 
where it has been throwrt down with 
the heavy raigs, and where k is con- 
siderably hedge-grown. Oats rise 
heavy on the land, and promise to be 
an averse crop, even upon the up- 
lands. The fens and low situations 
■will be extremely productive. Peas 
and vetches, where they hav^ Reeft. 
well harvested, yield great produce^ 
and the quality is fine. Beans ^ are 
not large on the halm, but are w%ll 
podded Potatoes are a large crop, 
and the quality excellent. Turnips, 
cabbage, coles, and all the brassica 
species, proxniseamostlqxuriantcrop. 


SEPTEMBER. 

On Sunday, the 2d instant, Mr 
Jackson, of Dewsbury, druggist, 
paid a visit to a friend in Rothwell 
gaol. There he thoughtlessly indul- 
ged too frei^ly over the bottle, and 
on his setting out to return home, in 
a state of intoxication, he had to pass 
near a Methodist meeting-house. The 
people being engaged in their reli- 
gious service, he judged ^it a fine 
frolic to ride up to the pulpit and 
disturb the congregation ; for which 
act he was taken into custody, and 
carried to prison, where he was kept 
in corjfinement during the night. Ha- 
ving appointed to meet Mrs Jackson 
(who was on her return from the 
funeral of a sister,) at Wakefield that 
evening, to go home with her to 
Dewsbury, he scrawled a note to hcr» 
which was unfortunately not deliver- 
ed till next morning. SoVow for the 
loss of her sister, and alarm at the 
non-appearance of her husband, prey- 
ed upon her mind during the whole 
. night, nor was her anxiety alleviated 
by the receipt of his letter. In this 
stat^of mina she proceeded in a chaise 
for Dewsbury on Monday morning, 
where she arrived in a wretched situa- 
tion, and was soon seized with the 
pains of premature labour. For se- 
veral hours she was left alone in the 
house, where she delivered herself, and 
in this terrible state, weltering in her 
bipod, was found in (he evening, 
altnost in a state of exhaustion by her 
wretched hu^aqd. All means tried 
to save her proved ineffectual ; she lan- 
guished tiU Thursday, and then ex- 
pired. The melancholy event deprived 
her husband of bissenses, and dci*ange- 
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mcnt w?is soon accompanied by a vio- 
lent fever, which put a period to his 
existence on the following Thursday. 

During a rowing match yesterday 
at Rotherhithe, a lamentable accident 
-^iciciirrpd. A number of persons had 
assembled on a platform, erected for 
the purpose of repairing a sliipofp St 
James’s Stairs, and owing to the great 
pressure about 20 of^ them were 
precipitated into the river, and 6 of 
them drowned. A poor woman was 
discovered with an infant ahild in 
her armsj, and every assistance af- 
forded to them : The woman was 
saved, but unfortunately the child was 
drowned. 

A law for the suppressing of 
duelling has passed in the Illinois 
territory, in America, founded on 
the Virginia code. The punishment 
of the surviving duellist (if his anta- 
gonist die within three months) the 
aiders, abettors, and counsellors tnerc- 
of, to suffer death by hanging. The 
challctiger, or person accepting a 
challenge, .is declared incapable for 
ever of bolding or being elected to any 
office of profit or trust, civil or mili- 
tary, within the territory. Persons 
when entering upon the duties of 
office are to swear or aflSrni, that they 
have never been etigaged in a*duel, 
either directly Of indirectly, in any 
wise whatever. 

Yesterday, Valentine Thomas, the 
unfortunate youth convicted at the 
last Gtiildford assfees, before the 
Lord Chief Baton M^Conald, of for- 
ging a tfietk for 4(X)I. on tWe ‘house 
of Smith, Sstytie, and Smith, bankers, 
was executed, pursuant' to^his sen- 
tence, at tht: top of the gaol in Horse- 
fntfeger-lanc. There wia a ptopen- 
sit ifl this unfortunate youth towards 
the of crime to ithich he has 

fallen an e*rfjr tnetin* peculiarly re- 
markable." He was the son of a re- 
9 


spcctablc tradesman in the city of 
London. At the age of sixteen, he 
was placed in the counting-house of 
an opulent bargemaster, near Black- ' 
friars ; upon vmosc bankers he for* 
ged a check, in the name of the firm, 
for lOOOL, and obtained the money. 
The fact was discoveied ; but his 
employers, hi pity to bis youth, and 
from respect to bis family, refrained 
from prosecuting, in consideration of 
being reimbursed the lOOOl., and the 
youth being sent out of the country. 
The money was paid by his father, 
who sent him down to Portsmouth, 
and entered him on board a ship of 
war, then bound for the West Indies, 
He went the voyage, and on his re- 
turn to England deserted his ship and 
came up to London, where he return- 
ed to his former habits ; aiid through 
his knowledge of several trading 
houses, and the bankers with whom 
they kept cash, obtained in their name 
blank checks, and committed forge- 
ries to a considerable extent, for which 
no less than thirteen indictments were 
still pending against him at the time 
of his conviction. From that mo- 
ment until Saturday last, notwith- 
standing the zealous exhortaiions of 
thechupb^;, who daily attended him, 
he coiiKl ttci^icely be roused from an 
apathetic indifference his fate, or 
to a penitent sense of the crime for 
which he was to suffer. On Sunday 
he attended divine service in the 
chapel of the gaol, where near SOO 
persons of respectable appearance 
were also present, most of whom ap- 
peared to be more deeply affected by 
the situation of the prisoner than he 
hirnsclf. He was attired in a fashion- 
able and gentlemanly style. H is dress 
was a blue coat with gilt buttons, 
lined through with black silk, white 
waistcoat, with black silk b’ecches, 
and stockings ; his hair unpowdered| 
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and his upper Up adorned with Hussar 
mustachios. His coffin, covered with 
^ black, was placed before him, and 
when, the chaplain came to state to 
the auditory that the unfortunate 
youth, who had now but a few hours 
to live, was a veteran in the species 
of crime for which he stood convict- 
ed, although he had not yet com- 
pleted his nineteenth year, the whol6 
■ auditory were dissolved in tears, not 
excepting the gaoler, who sat by him^ 
though familiar with such scenes; 
while the youth himself maintained a 
pensive firmness, and was the only 
person present who seemed indif- 
ferent to his fate. His dress at the 
place of execution* the same as 
already described, and he met his un- 
happy doom with decorous ^resigna- 
tion. 

Yesterday, at two o’clock, the an- 
cient carnival of Bartholomew fair^ 
in Smithficld, was opened with the 
usual proclamation and solemnities by 
the Lord Mayor. 

A French gentleman was charged 
by a Mr Jackson, a printer from 
Lichfield, wit li having been a prisoner 
at large on his parole in that town* 
and having broken Jiis parole and 
made his escape. Mr Jackson said* 
that he had no^knowledge of the list 
of prisoners at Lichfield, bat knew 
the person at the bar as having been 
one of the French prisoners on parole 
there, and, understanding that he had 
made his escape, he met him this 
morning in St Paul’s Church-yart|,‘J 
And felt it his duty to take him iiito 
(rustody, altlyugh he had no instruc- . 
tious, warrant* or other special author 
ritv for that purpose. 

The prisoner on his part acknowi 
led^d that he waA a prisoner, and 
had broken his parole,, which he 
would have felt himself bound in 
honour not to have done had he been 
vot. III. part if. 


taken as an officer in either the army 
or tavy of France. He had beetip 
however, in no military capacity 
whatever, although he was taken in 
a ship under French colours. He 
had been six years a prisoner at Lich- 
field, (jut off from all connection with 
his family and friends, who are in 
France. He had lost his mother 
during the period of his imprisonment. 
His father, an aged gentleman, hia 
relatives, all the objects of his affec- 
tion, his fortune and future hopes of 
existence, were in France ; and he 
hoped it was not altogether criminal 
to endeavour to return .to his friehdf 
and coO nt ry. He had never been^ 
nor ever would be, guilty of any act 
which he conceived personally disho- 
nourable. A French gentleman, who 
had lived many years in England, had 
encouraged him to quit Lichfield and 
come up to London, with a view of 
procuring his return to his own coun- 
try, but could not give him the means 
for that purpose. Thu^ destitute^ 
without friends or money, lie obtain- 
ed a situation to earn his bread ho- 
nestly in a house in Bucklersbury, and 
coming through St Paul’s Church- 
-yard this mojjiing on the business of 
that house, Mr Jackson met him, and 
thought proper, to take him up. 

The magistrate told him/ that he 
felt considerably for the situation in 
which he was now involved".

The Lords of the Admiralty, and 
Commissioners of the Navy, have 
made a strict survey of all the ships

They finished at Deptford, and or- 
dered fifteen ships to be sold. All 
the warrant officers that are old, dts*^ 
abled, and otherwise unfit for sea- 
service, arc to be inviilided ; the 
others, with their wi^s and families, 
have a ship allotted them to live in, 
till vacancies fall out. ^ 

The passengers through Piccadilly, 
and many of the inhabitants, were 
thrown into great consternation on 
Sunday night, between ten and ele* 
ven o’clock, by the escape of a leo- 
pard from a caravan which was con- 
veying it to Bartholomew fair. The 
animal ran into the lower part of one 
of the houses which are re-building 
on the south side of the street be- 
tween the church and the Haymar- 
ket. The keeper, who 8o<jn discover- 
ed the escape the animal, fan about 
in great agony, calling for a ^blanket 
and some ropes ; but when the peo- 
ple heard the purpose for which they 
were wanted, they retreated from the 
spot with the utmost precipitation. 
Two monkies escaped at the 
time, one of which was taken io an « 
oyster shop, on the spot, the keeper 
of which closed his door immediat^y, 
lest the monkey might be followed 
by a more formidabk visitor. 

The leopard, we are sorry to find, 
was not taken without injury to one 
of the men v^ho were el^loyed on 
that hazardous service. The animal 


bit him so severely that the poor 
mail was obliged to be taken to St 
George’s Hospital. The way in 
which the animal was secured, was by 
placing a den before the door of the 
cellar m which he had sheltered him- 
self, l^ut it was with no small difficul- 
ty that he was induced to enter it. 
The accident arose, it seems, from 
the horses which drew the caravan 
having taken fright, run off full speed, 
and overthrown it ; the cage which 
contained the leopard was thrown 
out, and so shattered in the fall, that 
the animal easily escaped. 

An instance of penury, connoted 
with circumstances of great atrocity, 
occurred at the last Cork assizes. 

One Daniel Driscoll, a common 
farmer, living near the sea-coast of 
the west of that county, was found 
dead at the foot of a cliff, a short 
distance from his house. Some cir- 
cumstances which came to the know- 
ledge of Mr Townsend and of Mr 
Sommerville, two of thc^neighbour- 
ing magistrates, induced tfiem to sup- 
pose that DriscoU’s wife knew some- 
thing of the manner at least of his 
death, and they had her brought be- 
fore them. On her examination on

the cliff ; and that she was prevented 
from making any alarm, or giviiigjin- 
formation, for tear of Sullivan. In 
consequence of this information, Sul- 
litan was taken and committed to 
gaol; and on the 1 st inst. his trial 
for the murder of Driscoll came on 
before the Chief Baron, when the 
widow, M. Driscoll, was sworn as a 
tdtnesB. She pointed ouAhe prisoner, 
and said she had him before 

her marriage, and for five or six years 
past. She denied the prisoner’s ha- 
▼m|f called on her husband at night, 
or m the dooming ; and said that her 
husbland did not go out with Sullivan, 
to her knowledge ; she denied his ha- 
ving told her that he had destroyed 
her husband by throwing him over 
a cKff, or that he had a conversation 
with the deceased a little before his 
death ; and she swore that she never 
had any coaversation with Sullivan 
about her husband’s* death. There 
being no other evidence, Sullivan was 
of course acquitted of the murder, 
l^l the ju?lge ordered him to find 
aufficient sureties for his future good 
behaviour. He also ordered Mary 
Driscoll to be indicted for perjury, 
in the gross contradiction between 
what she had sworn before the magi- 
strate, and her swearing on the table ; 
$md she was on Monday tried and 
i^ntenced for transportation. It was 
inentipned in court, after the trial, 
that the wretched man (Sullivan) 
was jfo stun^ with Hemorse, that he

creants convicted at Clerkenwell ses- 
sions last Saturday of detestable prac- 
tices, were exhibited on the pulory 
in the Haymarket, opposite to Pan- 
ton-street. Such was the degree of 
popular indignation excited against 
those wretches, and such the general 
eagerness to witness their punishment, 
that, by ten in the morning, the chief 
avenues, from Clerkenwell prison and 
Newgate to the place of punishment, 
were crowded with people ; and the 
multitude assembled in the Hay-*mar- 
ket, and all its immediate vicinity, 
was 80 great, as to render the streets 
impassable. 

The sheriffs, attended by the two 
city marshalls, with* an immense num- 
ber of constables, accompanied the 
procession of the prisoners from New- 
gate, whence they set out in the trans- 
port caravan, and proceeded through 
Fleet-street and the Strand ; and the 
prisoners were hooted and pelted the 
whole way by the populace. At one 
o’clock, four of the culprits were fix- 
ed in the pillory, erected for the oc- 
casion, with two additional wings, one 
being allotted for each criminal; and 
immediately a new torrent of popular 
vengeance poured upon them from all 
sides. The^day being fine, the streets 
were dry and fr j from mud, but the 
defect was speedily an 3 amply supli- 
ed by the butchers of St James’s mar- 
ket ; numerous escorts of whom con- 
stantly supplied the party of attack, 
chiefly consisting of women, with 
tubs of blood, garbage, and ordure 
, from their slaughter-houses ; and with 
this ammunition, plentifully diversifi- 
ed Vith dead cats, turnips, potatoes, 
addled eggs, and other missiles, the 
criminals were incessantly pelted to 
the last moment. The^y wsilked per-" 
petually round during their hour j 
and although from the Tour wings of 
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the machine they had some little shel- 
ter, they were completely incrusted 
with Bith. 

Two \-.ing8 of the pillory were 
then taken off, to place Cooke and 
Amos in the two remaining ones ; and 
altlioiigh tlicy came in only for the 
second conrscy they had no reason to 
complain of short allotvancc, for they 
received even a more sevcie discipline 
than tlieir predecessors. On their be ^ 
•ing taken down and replaced in the 
caravan, they lay flat in the vehicle ; 
but the vengeance of the crowd Still 
pursued them back to Newgate, and 
the caravan was so filled with mud 
and ordure, as cgmpletcly to cover 
them. • 

No interference from the sheriffs 
and police officers could refrain the 
popular rage ; but, notwithstanding 
the immensity of the multitude, no ac» 
cident of any note occurred. 

PiLLORY.-r-Yesterday, Joseph Vi- 

f uers, who was convicted at the last 
.ondon sessions*of an attempt to com- 
mit an unnatural crime, stood on the 
pillory at the top of Prince’s-street, 
opposite the Mansion-house* He was 
conveyed from Newgate about twelve 
o’clock in an open cart, iihmediatfely 
on his entering which he^ros assail- 
ed by the female part of thp mob 
with rotten eggs and mud, and who 
accompanied him in great numbers to 
the place appointed for his exhibition, 
pelting him the whole of the way whh 
considerable effect, as from the im-^ 
.ntense crowd the officers were en^fed 
to proceed but slowdy. As soon asKe • 
was placed on the platform, he was ga- 
luted with a general volley of eggi 
and mud, which continued without 
intermission during the whole of the 
timealloted for his punishment* When 
taken down he wasr one complete plas^^ 
ter of mnd and filth, and wtien lifted 
into the cart he fell to the bottom ap- 


parently lifeless. The concourse of 
people assembled was so great, that 
no person could approach the Man- 
sion-house by any of the avenues for 
above 150 yards. We are sorry to 
add, that from the extreme ^vessure 
of th<y crowd, who, in despite of the 
efforts of the officers, had got pos- 
session of tlie steps leading up the 
grand entrance of uie Mansion-house, 
the whole of the balustrades on the 
west side of the entrance suddenly 
gave way, and descended with the per- 
sons on them, and those that were 
nearest to the edge, upon the crowd 
beneath. By this accident one wo- 
man had boin her thighs broken, and 
seven men had either thoir arms or 
legs broken, and were otherwise dread- 
fully bruised, particularly one person, 
who was conveyed away without the 
leant signs of life. 

The unfortunate sufferers were ta- 
ken into the Mansion-house by the 
lord mayor’s private door,jwhere they 
received personally from his lordship 
every kind attention and accommoda- 
tion that their distressed situation re- 

J iuired, and that humanity could af- 
ord, and were afterwards conveyed 
to St Bartholomew’s Hospital. It 
is unaccountable that the recorder 
should have ffxed ou a thoroughfare 
so inconvenient jas the Mansion-house- 
street for thioiorrible exhibition. 

, A young man of the name of Hol- 
ies, son of a fayrmer, near Dorking, 
put a padod to his .existence on Suut- 
, dty last by cutting his throat with a 
* cj^p-knife, in the pfcsence^pf a young 
lady, to whom he had paid his ad- 
dresses. This horrid act was occasion- 
ed by jealousy, the lady having per- 
mit^ ;1!^ 1j4^^«seB of another person 
in coJQ^qu^ce of a quarrel with HoL 
ics. ' /The deceased met her going to, 
chm:ch with her new admirer, wheii 
he commited the suicide. 
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At Pj^fiteignc assizes, a lamentaj>le 
instance of early d»'pravity occurA'd; 
A boy, nor more than twelve years old, 
was tried for a burglary, which he had 
commited in cornjniny with two other 
boys about his ow n age. These young 
depredators had acted, it appeared, 
with more artful caution tJian could 
be expected from much older offend- 
ers. One has escaped, and the se* 
cond, bwungadmitred king’s evidence, 
brun ^ht the fact home to the third 
boy who. received sentence of death, 
but on account of hi$ lender years 
was reprieved.

DER Conspiracy to Mcrdru. 
•— T— -Charles Underwood and John 
Cherry were this day brouglit to 
trial. Underwood stood indicted for 
the murder of John McClure, near 
Aghohill. Cherry was indicted for 
conspiring, iiding, abetting, and as- 
sisting in effecting said murder. This 
dreadful ng^urder took place so far 
back as October last, and was only 
brought to light in a most niiraciilous 
manner in July last. Two law-suits 
had taken place betwixt John Cherry 
and Jolm McClure, in which Cherry 
had fraudulently altered a bond of 
M*Clure*B, and McClure had brought 
an action against Cherry for Uiis 
forgery, and was going to Dublin, 
in November, to give his evidence 
Cherry, who, on that account, 
determined to have 1^ assassinated. 
Cherry i^iieed with Chari^ Under- 
wood td giyc him twohundrt^gwin^aa 
for murownff MUlure, John pJ** 
Ji^way turned king’s evidence, and 
j^ore that Cherry ha& promised the 
pphpme Charles Under wood#, that *f 
jbe, couW «t any person wbh liquid 
murder WPClure, be woajud giyfe'lTn- 
derwQod rthe half •of Braid .. farm, 
wMglt be purchased from M^Ghre 


for one thousand pounds, and would 
also give him his daughter in mar- 
riage ; and he promised the witness 
Galloway, that he would lend him 
two hundred pounds, if he would as- 
sist in getting MUluro murdered, 
which must be done before the term 
in Dublin, or he would be ruined for 
ever. The conspirators at first pro- 
posed to poison MUlure, but this 
was not done. Charles Underwood 
and Jvihn Underwood then appointed* 
M‘Ciure to meet them at Balleymena, 
to pay him the money that was due 
to him by Cherry. M‘Clure came ac- 
cordingly, when they murdered him, 
Charles Unit rwood afterwards came 
to Cherry’s house, and told him and 
the witness, that Courtney, MUlure, 
and C. Underwood, proceeded along 
the road till they came to the side of 
a moss, w'here they murdered M*Clure, 
and buried liis body ; that next moni- 
ing he, C. Underwood, returned to 
the spot, where he sunk the body 
deeper, and having fbund M‘Clure’s 
staff lying there, lie carried it home 
with him. Some time after this, wit- 
ness went to C. Underwood’s house* 
where Underwood shewed him a black 
olbket-book -Aith papers in it, which 
e read, fcnJ they appeared to have 
belonged lo M*Clure^ for they all re- 
lated to the law-suit with Cherry. 
He also shewed him McClure’s staff, 
which he knew ; he burned each of 
the papers as he read them, saying to 
^wjjiness, that he did so, frecause if 
they were found they might hang 
him. Witness then wrote a letter 
b^ore leaving CharWs house, which 
fetter John Cherry had ordered them 
to write when they were last in his 
house. After the letter was written, 
C- Underwood took it to put it into 
the post-office at Randalstown. The 
reason of writing this letter was, that 
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before M'Clure was murdered he had 
told C. Underwood that he had eif^ht 

K ias lying in the hands of Mr 
aster, post-master of Balleyinena. 
C. Underwood having informed Cher- 
ry of this circumstance, Cherry im- 
mediately suggested to them, that if 
they would write a letter in the name 
of John M‘Clure, dated at Dublin, 
and directed to his cousin John 
M*Clure, directing him to get that 
money from Mr M^Master, and as 
much more as he could obtain, and 
send it to him at a particular house 
in Dublin, he. Cherry, would have 
a person there ready to get the mo- 
ney when it was sent, which was done 
accordingly : th$y jfterwards pre- 
tended that McClure had been mur- 
dered in Dublin. The above evi- 
dence was corroborated by other wit- 
nesses, and no suspicion was enter- 
tained of the real murder till July, 
when Cherry .was tried in Dublin for 
Jiorse-stealing, along with another 
man ; they were botli acejuitted, but 
ordered to be detained in jail until 
they found bail. Cherry accordingly 
procured bail, and obtained his libe- 
ration, but left his companion behind 
him without using any means ,for 
his release. During thjir confine- 
ment it appears that Cherry had made 
this man so much his confidant, that 
he had imparted to him the secret of 
M'Clurc’s murder. The circumstance 
of his neglecting this man after effect- 
ing his own liberation, had so opera- 
ted upon hts mind, that he determilK^ 
to reveal what Cherry had commtini- , 
cated to him* He accordingly dief 
80 to a proper person in Dublin, u^n 
which a man was sent from Dublin 
to discover Galloway, and converse 
with him on the subject. — The man 
having obtained a confirmatibn of the 
facts,, prevailed on Galloway to ac- 
company him to Dublin, where ha- 


ving arrived, he immediately turned 
approver, and warrants w'ere issued, 
upon which Cherry and Charles Un- 
derwood were apprehended. The 
other two, Courtney and John Un- 
derwood, who ivcre implicated, made 
their escape. Persons were then sent 
to se^ixh for the body of M‘Clure, 
which they Ibund buried in the field 
belonging t5 Charles Underwood, as 
described by the witness Galloway. 

It appeared in evidence that McClure 
had given a bond to Cherry payable 
in the year 1811. This Cherry alter- 
ed so as to make it payable in 1807> 
and as M*Clure could not pay the 
bond, (not expecting it was due till 
1811) Cherry put him in prison; 
upon McClure’s representing the case 
to a rtjspectable attorney, he got him 
liberated, and it was to prove this 
forgery that M‘Clure was going to 
Dublin, w’lien Cherry got him mur- 
dered. Cherry had the impudence 
to go to Dublin after the tnurder, and 
to claim M^Clurc^s estau, as Cherry 
asserted he had not been able to prove 
the forgery ; and he had therefore 
forfeited his estate to him, not having 
paid the bond in 1807, wdicn it was 
oue 1 

After a very able charge from the 
jud^e, the jury having retired, in a 
short time returned a verdict, finding 
Charles Underwood Guilty ^ both of 
the murder and of the conspiracy to 
murder, and, finding John Cherry 
Not Guilty of -riie murder, but Guilty 
of th^^onspiracy to murder. The 
judge th^n addressed the prisoners 
in a pathetic mannef, and pro- 
tfbunced tW sentence of the law, ap- 
pbhitiM both the prisoners to be 
had^^^ Fi^ay next, and the body 
df to be dissected. He 

in the tribst hat’lened and audacious 
manner, denied his guilt. He seem- 
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cd to be of opinion, that if he did not 
actually commit the murder, he shojald 
not be hanged ; but the judge in- 
formed him, that he was as guilty as 
the actual murderers, or rather more 
80 , having been the cause of the whole 
dreadful conspiracy. 

Before the prisoners were removed 
from the dock, Underwood mention- 
ed to several people, that he was 
brought into this situation by the 
instigation of Cherry, and that John 
Courtney, John Underwood, Gallo- 
way, and* himself, were all present 
when McClure wad murdered. This 
humble confession excited the com- 
misei'ation and pity of all who heard 
him. Cherry, though asked by se- 
veral of the people to make a frank 
acknowledgment, still persisted in de- 
nying that he had any concern with 
it, and repeated wtiat he had formerly 
expressed, that he would deny it on 
the gallows tree. 

Cherry, by his own account, is 71 
ears of age, and in the course of

Execution op Cherry and Un- 
DERWOOD.-On the24thult. the dread- 
ful sentence of the law was put in 
execution.

While Underwood was in one 
apartment, the old man was in an- 
other, where^he was exhorted in the 
most earnest manner by the Rev. Mr 
Pratt, vicar of the parish, and by Mr 
Fulton, the sub-sheriff, to acknow-t 
ledge the justice of his sentence, and 
to confess his guilt ; but, sheltering 
himself under tlje casuistry, that ‘‘hot 
having struck a blow, he was not cri- 
minal,*' he persisted in continuing 
deaf to every argument, sitting with 
his legs across, and taking suuff in 
quantities and with the most harden^ 
ed composure. On the arrival at the 
fatal tree, the Rev. Dr. Henry oL 
fered up an energetic prayer, to which 
the youth paid the utmost attention ; 
but the aged criminal seemed stupidly 
obdurate. 

Underwood was a fine erect youth, 
of ^bout six fet't high, light hair and 
complexioq, lung visage, and had a 
very sensible and rather a good coun- 
tenance. Cherry was a set old man, 
about five feet seven inches high, with 
a weather-beaten countenance, ex- 
pressive of low cunning and assurance. 
He could neither read nor write. 

^ Cherry being asked whether he 
• believed in the^ existence of a God, 
and in a future state of rewards and 
piiftishments ; he answered, that he 
supposed he believed in a God, bu^ 
could not say piuch about a future 
.state. It was noticed at the place 
of execution, that when Underwood 
vms exhorting Chdrty to tonfesi hsi^ 
crimes, though bis sons were pesN? 
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him at the time, none of them joined 
in that request, but preserved an ex- 
pressive silence. Cherry has left 
seven freehold properties, worth from 
eight to ten thousand pounds. 

The bodies were suspended about 
S3 minutes, and after being taken 
down, that of Underwood was con- 
veyed to the county infirmary, at 
Lisburn, for dissection ; but, on ac- 
count of the contrition he had mani- 
fested, it was given to his father-in- 
law and his other friends, who appli<. 
ed for it. The body of Cherry was 
delivered to his sons, who took it 
away on a car ; on their way home 
they got drunk, and had a violent 
quarrel about the* division of their fa- 
ther’s property, 

William Treble, who some time 
since put a period to his existence 
(see p. 139.) in Horsham gaol, was 
formerly a clerk in a very respectable 
city banking-house ; but unfortunate- 
ly getting introduced into what is 
calledyZhi/z company ^ he neglected his 
business, and was obliged to leave his 
situation ; and for these 25 years past 
he has been known at all the pohee- 
offices, as one of the most systematic 
depredators on the town, constsgntly 
associating with all tlje princip^ 
thieves of the metropolis A short 
time ago he stole from a jnail^coach 
a considerable quantity of provincial 
notes, to negociate which, in conse- 
quence of tlie failure of Bloxam’s 
house, he was obliged to commit a 
forgery. At the spring assizes he^as 
convicted, but his case was reserved, 
for the opinion of the judges, who 
gave judgment against him. H^as 
a very respectable-looking man about 
56 years of age, of good natural abi- 
lities and some education; and it is 
conjectured he has left considerable 
property behind him, the fruits of his 
knaveries, ,

^at 20 minutes past 2 o’clock, majes- 
tically floating in a westerly direction,

were plainly discovered througli glass- 
es ; and the balloon itself was seen 
very clearly with the naked eye for 
more than half an hour. At one 
time it descended below the hills, 
but in about two minuses it again 
appeared, and ag&iu ascended until 
it was lost in a grey cloud. It waa 
afterwards observed from thg top of 
Cardiff Castle, and lost sight of at the 
time when it appeared to be about 
the size of a quart bottle, and when 
it was in a direct altitude from Aber- 
thaw or Foumon* 

In the management of the balloon 
the aerial voyagers encountered con- 
siderable difficulty, and both became 
at last nearly exhausted. At a quarter 
past four o’clock in the afternoon, the 
balloohi was observed to descend with 
astonishing precipitancy into the sea, 
six miles fi om Ly mouth, on the North 
Devon coast, ^nd a boat was immcf 
diatcly sent off to its assistance. The 
voyagers were brought to shore in a 
state ofextreme fatigue, and Mx Sad- 
ler was unable to stand from having 
been some time in the water bdF^re, 
the boat could reach the balloon. 
The distance they travelled, Mr Sa4- 
ler says, could not be less than omc 
hundred miles ; and tliis was perform- 
ed in the surprisii^ short space of 
three hours only ! Their pertloiis sU 
tuation may be in some degree ima- 
gined, having discharged all tifichr 
ballast, flung out their great coats,

It was by 
inei*e accident the balloon was obser- 
ved to fall into the sea ; and hacUt not 
been a Remarkably serene evening, the 
parties must inevitably have perished. 
The gas was ^so expended, that the 
balloon could not have floated au hour 
in the water. 

The greatest praise is due to Mr 
Clayfield, for the magnanimity and 
fortitude he displayed ; and it is in 
some measure owing to this gcntlc- 
man’sperseveringextrtionsand adroit- 
ness that Mr Sadler attributes tlicir 
preservation. 

Mr fJadler and Mr Clayfield, we 
are glad to say, were. in good health 
on Tuesday morning, and after break- 
fast embarked with their balloon in 
d boat for Bristol. 

They had endeavouwd to reach 
Ireland, but found it imp<#ssible.

The new governor of this colony, 
Lachlan M‘Quarrie, Esq., arrived 
theffe on board the Drometlary n ival 
store-ship, on the SOth of December 
last, aiid on landing the next day, was 
received with the usual honours.

occupiers of a row of houses situp.ted 
behind the key, in Chandos-street, 
and rufiTiing ])arallc] with that street, 
called Vine street, charging the dif- 
ferent parties complained of with 
keepin^g bawdy-houses, or as guilty 
of nuisances, m pernxitting woaihless 
persons of both sexes to meet there, 
and behave themselves ifc an improper 
manner. Several of these cases were 
tried tu-day, and though the evidence 
did not ^ the length of supporting 
the principal charge, the fact of the 
nuisance was sworn to by several of 
the iiuL’ighboiirs. 

Mr Alley, for the defendants, ar- 
gued, that the present prosecutions 
were an unnecessary waste of the 
funds of the parish, and from the suc- 
cess of whicli more real injury must 
arise to the morals of people through- 
out Westminster in general, than pos- 
sibly could have arisen by sufFciing 
the unfortunate wretches who oc- 
cupied tlie ^miserable abodes in this 
wretched and unfrequented street to 
remain there in tlie undisturbed pos- 
session of a covering over their heads- 
So long as human nature continued, 
the same women of their unfortunate 
description must hud an abode some- 
w^here, and it was surely bettev to 
suffer them to remain in a bye-lane 
or street, where they had already 
taken root, than, by removing them 
from that spot, to send them ^^h 
to contaminate various^ other parts of 
the city* 3uch conduct on the part 
of tl^ dh^ctors of this parish seemed 
far^ the iho^e extraordinary, and to 
his^xnind utterly inexcuilablc, when it 
was observed* tnat whil2 these wretch- 
ed hovels of indigence, removed as 
they were hy their situation from the 
public icye, were brought forward to 
the cognisance of •justice, a grand 
receptacle aad encourager of vice, in 


the immediate neighbourhood, whiew 
no modest person could pass along 
Chandos-street without observing, 
(he need hardly state that he meant 
the key) was suffered to pass by un- 
punished and uncomplained of. In-, 
dependantly of these considerations, 
he submitted that the evidence was 
by no means explicit, and was the leas 
to be relied on, as being given by 
persons whose property might be 
rendered more valuable by the remo- 
val of tlic persons now complained of. 

The chairman observed, that the 
greater part of what had fallen from 
the learned counsel, might with more 
propriety be jiddresst d to a legislative 
assembly than to tl^e jury, who were 
here bound to ^decide agreeably to 
the existing law, which declared that 
the suffering persons to associate in 
any house where they behaved them- 
selves in an improper manner, so as 
to annoy the neighbours or the pub- 
lic, was a nuisance on the part of the 
keeper or occupier of such house.

^ATIO^AL IWPUOVKMIiNTS 

The thre%' Existing bridges over the 
Thames at London pr^eut already a 
feature that no other capital offers. 
Acte of parliament have been passed 
for the erection of two more, and 
notice is given of application for an- 
other, which will, it agreed to, make 
no less than six bridges in the metro- 
^polis, over the metropolitan river ; 
besides, various applications are to 
be made to add to the present num- 
ber of dodks and can^s ; so that, 
speaking hyperbolically, one might 
almost eay, that the land is to be in- 
undated and the river covered. And 
all these great works, none of th^m 
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of the proudest times of 
Roman greatness, to say the least, 
equal in utility, if not in pomp, arc 
the uudertakings of individual sub- 
scriptions, growing out of the grow- 
# ing wants of communication and fa- 
cility for increased trade and com- 
merce, and augmented population. 
None of these are the vforks of go- 
vernment, paid for from the national 
purse, either with the false view of 
forcing trade, or of shedding lustre 
oh a reign. The same remai^ is ap- 
plicable, with very few exceptions 
indeed, to the road, and canal, and 
dock, and pier bills, which have, in 
such multiplicity, parsed of late 
years ; and of which^the number ap- 
plied for increases in an astonishing 
degree. If a yearly statement of 
these matters were made in ^his coun- 
try at the end or the beginning of a 
parliamentary session, how trifling 
would the details of the French JSj:^ 
poses appear, in which such subjects 
are so pompously detailed. If to 
them we were to add the numbei- and 
variety of discoveries and improve- 
ments, the new institutions of charity 
schools, of modesof public education, 
of systems of relief for age, and po- 
verty, and accident, and disease, \ all 
of which come into the report of the 
French horned minister,) how much 
superior would this nation appear, in 
all that displays a nation’s worth and 
greatness ! All this may consist with 
the state of a falling country ; but 
it goes hard with one’s convicti^ 
in spite of acknowledged imperfec-^ 
tions, to discover in auch things as* 
these the mere huatonrs of a cori;|upt 
habit, or the remnant only of those 
splen^d energies that sometimes ac- 
company tlie decadency of a great 
state.

IUPRISONMi;)>fT IN A MaD-HoUSE. 
—William Elliot, his wife, and two 
other who did not appear, 

were indicted for conspiring together 
. to imprison Mary Dantry, in a pri- 
vate mad-hou"^, under pretence of 
her being insane. From the evidence 
of the prosecutrix, a woman about 
fifty years of age, it appeared, that 
in 1806 her husband died, leaving 
considerable property, and an only

tri<* Thp two defendants who ap- 
petred, Elliot and his wife, who were 
tbfcprosvcutnx’s nephew and niece, 
soon after her husband’s death, per* 
l«er to remove to their house, 
to live there, promising to do every 
tiling in their pow’cr to render her 
comfortable. She wds induced to 
do so ; but after she had removed to 
their house, their behaviour immedi- 
ately became the direct contrary of 
what they had professed. They 
treated her with great cruelty, and 
were continually insulting her | and 
on one occasion the defendant Elliot 
lield her hands, whilst his wife struck 
ber several violent blows in the face. 
JMot content . with treating heran this 
snanner, they encouraged her son to 
use her ill on every occasion. When

Luxton came 
and took from her her keys, money, 
and whatever else she had in her 
pocket. She watf then taken up 
stairs to her bed, which was extreme- 
ly narrow and uncomfortable* She 
b^ged fo have the waistcoat taken 
of^ but was told she must wear it du- 
ring the night, such being the cus- 
tom of the house? and accordingly, 
after she was undressed, the w^aist- 
coat was again buckled on, and kept 
on during the night. It was, how’'- 
ever, taken off next morning, and not 
put on any more during the time she 
was in the house. She told Mrs Bo- 
roughs frequently whilst in tiie house, , 
and reprcseiited to her how ill she 
had been tVeated, and begged to be 
liberated, but was conftantly refused. 
She was kept there fifteen weeks, 
when she by chance made her situa- 
tion known to a friend, who, by her 
exertions, obtained her liberation. 
Mfhen she was taken to the' mad- 
^ house by ElHot, she left upwards of 
20L in cash in. her apartment, and se- 
vergil other things, none of which 
were to be foiittd on her return there.

She 
inquired who it was, when the prose- 
cutrix told her; and on the witness 
* inquiring how she came there, she 
said her wicked nephew and niece 
had placed her there. ,The witness 
went to see the prosecutrix next day, 
and obtained an interview with her, 
when it was agreed she should inform 
gome of her friends of her situation. 
She did so, aiid by that means the 
prosecutrix obtained her liberty. 

Several witnesses were called, who 
stated that they had known the pro- 
secutrix for years, anc^ that she had 
never to their knowledge been other- 
wise than in her perfect senses. 

The defence atteihpte4 to be set 
up was, that the prosecutrix had been 
deranged, and that it was necessary 
to confine her, to prevent her doing 
herself an injury. Several witnesses 
were called to prove this fact, but 
their testimony was extremely vague 
and contradictory. 

It appeared, however, that although 
Mrs Elliot had been guilty of cruel- 
ty and ingratitude towards the prose- 
cutrix, yet that she had not taken an 
active part in conveying her to the 
mad-house, or acco^anied her in 
the coach w^fien she went there. The 
i^ury therefore acquitted her, but 
found her husband guilty. Judgment 
was deferred till the last day of the 
•essions. 

Sampfotiu GnasT. — ^The RSiy. 
Mr Colton, of Tiverton, who’^fi^ 
proclaimed himself the champiotr'of 
the Sampford ghost^ has just replied

Reasserts, that MrChave 
farms 1 001. a 3 ''ear, and is a man of 
most respectable familyand chai-acter, 
who fcecps a large shop on the pre- 
mises in que^ion ; that extraordinary 
eights had been seen there before Mr 
Cnave occupied the house ; that Sally, 
instead of being about 18, was only 
16 years of age, and did not appear 
to be more than 18 ; and that Taylor, 
instead of 25, was ' only 20. As a 
proof that the extraordinary itoises, 
&c. hare not ceased, Mr Sully, aa 
excise officer in that neighbourhood, 
has recently made an affidavit, that 
on Friday, Sept. 14, he went, about 
ten at night, into a chamber, descri- 
bed as having a large modern window 
in it ; that he desired Mr Chare 
and Mr Taylor to walk up with him, 
and to place themselves at the win- 
dow, and on no account t® move from 
it ; that Mr Sully then h^ld the door 
in his hand that leads from the larger 
into the lesser room, in which lesser 
room a single woman only slept; that 
Sally wa^ confined with Mrs Chave 
during the whole of that time in an- 
otlfer apartment; at Mr Sully^s re- 
quest. While Sully held this door 
Open in his hand, which door 
is about three feet from the foot 
oF the bed in which this single wo- 
man slept, ha clearly and distinctly 
hear4 something coming up the stairs, 
be heard it plitinly cross the anti- 
chamber'^ imd come uptfn the bed in 
which this wpman was. It imrnetli- 
ately beat her violently, principiill)', 
as Mr Sully could perceive by the 
sounds, over the hips and leg**. In 
the midst of these blows, while they 
were in the greatest height, he instan- 
taneously drew the door fully open.

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The moon ^hone very bright directly 
into the apartment ; had any thing 
material attempted to escape, he af- 
firms he must have sven or heard it, 
as the window'^ is very large (occupy- 
ing two-thirds of the breadth of the 
whole Toom.)

Also, 
that they have never made in or oil any 
part of the iiremibcs any sounds or noises, 
by day or night, liy blows or knockings, 
either with or without an instrument, in 
order to induce any one human being 
whatever to believe, or even to think, 
that there any thing unaccountable 
Of supernatural in the house. Also, that 
they have never requested any one other 
person 80 to do, and that they firmly be- 
lieve no such attempts have been mode 
by others. Also, that if such attempts 
have been made, it was without their 
knowledge or consent. Also, that they 
Imve repeatedly heard in mid-day most 
violent and loud noises in tlieir housa, 
when numerous persons have beeii-H^- 
sembleil, some in the upper, and some 
in the lower imartnicnts, at the same 
time; and all of them anxious and 
to discover the cause. ^Also, that the 
marks m the ceiling have been made 
by persons trying, but in vain, & imi*> 
taiiiB the same sounds. Also, that to 
th^ best of tlieir knowledge and belief 
there are no subterraneous passages in 
or about that house.

Vfisjpvjus. Naples, 

Sept. 24^A.T-Thc recentcruptionwill 
make the year* 1810 an epoch in the 


annals of Vesuvius, on account of the 
manner in which it began, and the 
disasters it has produced. 

It is considered as a very extraor- 
dihary circumstance, that this eruption 
was not preceded by the usual indi- ♦ 
cations ; every convulsion of Vesu- ’ 
vius being previously anounced by 
the drying up of the wells of Naples. 
This phenomenon did not take place 
on this occasion, and, to the great 
surprise of the inhabitants, Vesuvius 
began to emit flames on the night of 
the lOth of September. 

On the morning of the lltb, the 
flames became more intense, and the 
lava began to •'flow from the cast and 
south-east sides qF thV mountain. To- 
wards evening the conflagration in- 
creased, aj[id about twilight two p;rand 
streams of fire were seen to flow down 
the ridge of the volcano j night produ- 
ced no change in this state of things. 

On the morning of the 12th, a hol- 
low sound was heard, and has always 
been increasing ; the fire and smoke 
have equally augmented in intensi- 
ty ; and towards evening the horizon 
was obscured. The breeze, usual in 
these parts, having blown from the 
Boufh-east, dissipated the accumula- 
ted clouds.^ '^I he mountain continu- 
ed to vomit lava and a dense smoke, 
which even at a distance was strong- 
ly sulphureous ; the hollow noise in 
the sides of the mountain continued 
to increase. 

Curious to witness as near as pos- 
sible one of the most astonishing 
^phenomena of nature, and forgetting 
the misfortune of Pliny, I (says the 
writer of this article) set out from 
Naples, and at eight in the evening 
I reached Portici. From thence to 
the summit of the mountain the road 
is long and difficult. About half 
way ther^ is a hermitage, which has 
long served for rrfuge and shelter to 
the traveller; a good hermit has there 




furnish, for a moderate sum, refresh- 
ments, which to the fatigued traveller 
arc worth their weight in gold. The 
environs of this hermitage produce 

r the famous wine called Lachrynia 
Chridi. From the hermitage to the 
foot of thecave, there is a long quarter 
of a league of road, tolcrabTy good ; 
but in order to reach from thence to 


tateH a moment in embracing a re- 
treat, and in five minutes we cleared 
in our descent a space of ground 
which we had taken two hours to 
climb. 

We had not reached the hermi- 
tage, before a noise more frightful 
than ever was heard ; and the volca-

step you sink up to the mid-leg. It 
took my companions, myself, and our 
guides, two hours to make this as-‘ 
cent ; and it was already midnight 
when we reached the crater. 

The lire of th^vojpano served us 
for a torch ; the noise had totally- 
ceased for two hours ; the fljime had 
also considerably decreased : these cir- 
cumstances augmented our curiosi- 
ty, and supplied us with the necessary 
coulidence in traversing such danger- 
ous ground. We approached as near 
as the lieat would permit, and we 
set lire to the sticks of our guides in 
the lava, which slowly run through 
the hollows of the crater. The sur- 
face of this inflamed matter nearly 
resembles metal in a state of fusion ; . 
but as it flows it carries a kind of 
scum, which hardens as it cools, and 


ing rocks, with a projectile force 
which it would be difficult to calcu- 
late. As the projection waS vertical, 
almost the whole of this hurting 
mass fell back again into the month 
of the volcano, which vomited it forth 
anew to receive it again, with the ex- 
ception of some fragments which flew 
off, to fall at a distance, and alarm 
the inquisitive spectator, who avoid- 
ed them, as, on public we 

avoid the handle of the rockets in 
our lirc-works. 

The 13th commenced vMth nearly 
the same appearances as thhse of the 
preceding day. The volcano was 
tranquil, and the lava ran slowly in 
tlie channels which it had formed du- 
ring the nigjit ; but at four in the 
afternoon, a frightful and continued 
noise; accompanied with frequent ex-

We seemed to be pretty secure «in 
this situation, and were far from 
thinking of retiring, when a frightful 
explosion, which launched into the 
air fragments of burning rocks to 
the distance of more than 100 tones, 
reminded us of the danger to which 


commenced, a;}d continued during 
greater part of the night. This time 
the burning matter flowed down all 
the sides of the mountain, with a 
force hitherto iinprecedenled ; all 
Vesuvius was on fire, andthelavahas 
caused the greatest ''losses ; hoQ^s 
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and wb^ eojtates^ have bci'n over 
whelibtmi and at this day famiJils in 
teariy and reduced to despair, search 
in vain for the inheritance of their 
nnceitoH, buried under the destroy* 
fng Ijiva. 

At«10 at night, the hermitage was 
k>nget acreasible ; a nver«of fire 
l&d obstructed the road. The dis- 
tricts situated on the south-east quar- 
ter of the mountain had still more to 
iufF(.r. Mount Vesuvius was no longer 
any thing but one vast flame, and the 
seaman at a great distance might con- 
template,* at his leisure, this ternfic 
iilumination of nature.

master's ‘cT.isr.omers, residing in the 
next stree' . This piece of art suc- 
ceeded ; and the servant, after his 
plausible story, had no hesitation in 
delivering the hat-box and its con- 
tents, with which the sharper made 
.off. 

City Gaols. — Hr BeH, of . Wal- 
brook Ward, moved to take into con- 
sideration the re|»ort, which had been 
printed, respecting the sta^ of the 
several prisons in this city^ agreeably 
to the notice ^ven in the summons. 
He entered fully into this interesting 
Subject, with a degrte of perspktnty 
and/eeling whith seemed to make 
a deep impression upon the coitrt ; 
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K explaining distinctly the 'grounds of 
each motion as he proceeded in his 
argument, and referring to the report 
which had been adopted by the court 
for the truth and justice of his reason- 
ing. After which he brought for- 
ward the following resolutions, which 
were discussed separately, and adopt- 
ed : — 

Ist. Resolved, That the prison of New- 
gate is inadequate to the aecoinmodation 
required for the average number of {)ri* 
soners usually confined therein, jmrticu- 
larly for female prihoners* 

2d. Resolved, That it is expedient, 
and would be highly beneficial, to separate 
pri'joners cotiiinittod foe trial from con- 
victed felons. • ^ 

3d. Resolved, That it is expedient, 
and would be highly beneficial, to remove 
prisoners for debt from Nowgfite to sonic 
other place of confinement, tliere being 
nearly 200 debtors confined in a smee 
calculated to receive only 110; whoso 
removlil would afford greater accommo- 
dation to criminal prisoners. 

4th Resolved, That the Ici^th of time 
which prisoners arc detained in Newgate, 
(in some instances 12 months) after be- 
ing sentenced to transporUition, is one 
of the ^reat causes of the crowded state 
of the jail. 

5th. Resolved, That the evil 
arising from the crowded# state of tlm 
jails would be greatly obviated by erecting 
a house of correction, for the reception 
of the minor classes of ofiVnders ; a mea- 
sure which has been found liighly bene- 
ficial to the administration of criminal 
justice in various parts of the krngdoin, 
and toHhe moral reform of the offenders. 

^th. i^esolved, That the confineni^eat 
of lunatjea in Newgate, and allowing 
them to mix with ether prisoners, is re^ 
pugnant to every p^ixmiple of humanity, 
and oo^t to be discontinued. 

7th. Resolved, That irons oui^t in all 
oases of commitment to bexif the light- 
eat kind, consistent with safe cust^y, 
and that the keepers should in no instance 
^ lloul^ iron that description of persons, 
mtciin in cases of mitwge, or by order 


of some one of the magistrates or the 

sb&ijiH. 

8ft. ftesotvod) That none of the osttst- 
ant keepers, mental servants, or other 
t>ersoQ8 belonging to the prison^, should 
be permitted to receive gratuities from 
pribonere, for what are denominated in- 
dulgq^icies: u practice which, iC^ permit- 
ted in any degree to exist, Oj^tens the dooi 
to every species of abuse and infamous 
traffic. 

9tli. Resolved, That fees of every kind 
taken by the keepers of the prisons, or by 
clerks or other ofliccrs, froi»*f)CiHoncrd, 
should be entirely abolish(|l ; and that 
liberal remuneration should*be made to 
the different persons who Jiavo hditerto 
been aicu^tomed to receive those fecb. 

10th. Resolved, That theJPouI try Coinji- 
ter is in a moslt deplorable and rumoiis 
condition, and bj' no means a fit place 
for the confinement of jirisoncrs ol any 
description ; and tliat being entirely sur- 
rounded by private u sidcncoii, itsprcst'nt 
scitc is a very improper and tubecurc si- 
tuation for a prison, which ought to bo 
erected in sx more open and unconncctcil 
apace. 

lltb. Resolved, That it%c referred 
back to the committee for General Pur- 
poses, to consider of the best means of 
giving effect to the preceding resolutions, 
and to report from time to time to tins 
court; and that the committcii for City 
Lands do report the state of tbcir pro- 
cecidings respecting the Poultry Coraptei 
as soon as possible. 

The court ordered the sum of 1001. 
per annum to be added to the water- 
bailiff’s salary.

After the alarm of 
fire had subsided, Mr Newman found 
that he had lost out of his shop win- 
dow a tray of diamond rings, watch- 
es, and other valuable articles. 

An excellent idea has been fallen 
upon in Dublin respecting the com- 
memoration of the unequalled naval 
exploits of the transccjidant Nelson. 
Our worthy felk)\\ subjects of the 
Irish capital have resolved to provide 
for ever ( from the funds collected for 
the erection of the monument to that 
great commander, which now forms 
an additional ornament to Dublin,) 
for the maintenance of two disabled 
seamen, whose occupation is to be 
the taking care of the commemora- 
tive architectural tribute to Nelson’s 
memory. In the first instance, they 
are to be chosen from among those 
who were actually engaged in the 
ever-memorablc battle of Ti*afalgar ; 
and afterwards from meritorious ^ea-- 
men, as it may happen. *The use of 
this, both in guarding the sacred tes- 
timonial of national veneration, and 
in making that guard conducive to 
the grand purpose of rewarding na- 
val heroism, is an admirable combin- 
ation, and well deserves imitation in 
simiW circunistances. Few things 
are more disgraceful to the nationid* 
character than the mutfiated state of 
many of our public statues ai^dmo-, 
numents, both within and without 
Walls.

got into the country. Mr Gandon 
was on his own ground, he got a pis- 
tol &Otti the genenl*; the general 
cried outy/* War, hawk he sstw the 
gen<^ral rtlnning, and pursued; he 
sloped the^ailiff; he knocked him 
dowtt with a shovel; be asked him 
howvhe dare come as a trespasser on

ntbebailiff made the arrest, there

Mr Fitzgerald, •and the 
other man, as well as the witness, saw 
the general running along his own walJ, 
whielj he crosseil, imd got into an old 
mill on the lands of Mr Gandon, one of 
the traversers. Mr (iandon immediate- 
ly came up, with a shovel in Ins hanil, 
and wMthout unking what they wanted, or 
who they were, knocked the witness 
down. Mr Gandon then saiil, “ You 
robber! wiiat, you here VV'^itness re- 
plied, “ I am no robber, but I am an offi- 
cer of the sheriff, following my prisoinjr.*’ 
Mr Gandon then struck ano^ier blow at 
the w’iniess, and tumbled him ; and then 
called out to a*nian that had a pistol, 
which he twisted out of his kind, ami 
gave the witness a hst in the face; and 
said, if he would proceed further, he 
would blow his brains out. The witness 
then saw the ijeneral on Mr Gandon’s 
ground, about 100 yards from them, with 
his hat waving over his he^id, crying, 
“ War hawlv ! War hawk !” — that was, 
meaning that the witness was a Uai^*; 
he was knowa.to be a bailiffin th<^county 
of Dublin. Mr Gandon gave directions 
to die man to shoot them ; witness made 
his escape from the ground, and went 
dp\Yn to John White, nod told him 
the matter; Mr Gandon, with a party 
•f fifty men, foliotred tlie witness 


to Sir John White's, throwing atones at 
him,t and pfelted hnn before Sir John, 
wliu said he would not permit witness to 
he molested^ Mr (iuudon sai<l, w itnos's 
bones ought to be brokeu. or iiny vaga- 
bond that came into his groinuK Sir 
John Wliite replied, Mr Ciandon, take 
caic vvh.it \oii ilo; the man oughunot to 
be molested,” and then desired the w itness 
to leave the town, as hii^, life would not 
.be safe ; the wifneas took Sir John’s ad- 
vice, because he had saved his life before 
in the town. All Sir John could do did 
not pi event the mob from peltm^^^tone*; 
witnc&b was aftei vv ani-i Irty yp^ 

wards of loo p-.r^ons, wlio wc-v running 
after him from ihcficldb; tlie mob fol- 
lowed him u mile and a half to the liill 
over Cursis stream. When witiie*^s got 
to Diihlin he «vas bleil b* a su ^eon ; 
lie h.ul no use of his arm for better than 
a rnon^li afterwarils ; thfsrc was a great 
nail) in his hip, and the blow of the stone 
ne got in his back still affects him. The 
travt rscT, M’Oowan, had a pistol, vvlucb 
Mr Gandon took from him ; and tinew 
down a spade he had, with which the 
former struck him. 

Cro-.s-exiinincd hv Mr Greene. — Has 
acteil in the enpucity of a bmiiff of the 
county of Dublin for upwards of two 
years. The warrant under which the 
general was arrested was origmallv di- 
rected to Maginness ami John D«^e; 
but the bheriff ilid not like to have Ma- 
'giiirie.ss in the warrant, and altered it 
with *1118 own hand, and then signed 
it. The plaintiff was brought to the 
house to shew his man ; it i.s the con- 
stant practice to prevent mi.stakes. Ne- 
ver iieard that half the disturbances and 
riots which took place on -tlkisc occa- 
sions is the consequence of the attend- 
ance oC the plaintiffs; because, w'heii 
, they show us “ our man” they gcncially 
g ) away. “ John Doe," in«tne warrant, 
is any man we cjloose to bring with vh. 
We thought, by saving that the execu- 
tion was againsr hi.s gooils and chattels, 
that he would come out to compromise, 
and to ' give us our fees not to expose 
him,, in the way of civility monev» and 
we thought by that meaiib to get at hkn. 
easily, if the general pleased^ he 
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have macks Iub escape before witness 
went into tluj parlour ; but there vnas a 
paity jratchin^ him, aiwl he would be 
piniK€^. He was about four minutes in 
cmirtody. The three womcti walloped 
witness with poker, shovel, and greasy 
towel. Witness always told the story 
in the fiarne way about the ladies. VVit- 
ness was timorsome when lie lie(.rd the 
pistols asked for ; he had one himaelf in 
ois breast, but it was not loaded. Wit-^ 
ness did not follow the general through 
the window — lie was obliged to go out 
of the kitchen. The general was then 
about ^^ItJCNperches from him, runiimg 
along the mdl. Mr Gandon said, before 
the sheriff and Mr White, that he had 
madb the witness feel the hardness of 
his kiiucklcb. Mr Fitzgerald, the plain** 
tiffi was disguised by a great coat, which 
be took off Mr (jlandon then said, 
Fitzgerald, I know you.” He answered, 

“ And 1 know you ,* and will make you 
know me, for the treatment }ou have 
given the poor man.” 

Mr Fitzgerald, in the course of his 
examination by Mr King, corroborated 
the testimony of the last witness, so far 
as the witness had stated his being pre- 
sent* Witness saw the general running ; 
he saw the last witness, and said, “ There 
is your mark, what have you done ?” 
The reply was, ** I had him arrested, but 
am not able, from the beating I got, to 
follow him.” When they got on Mr 
Gandon’fi gnmnd, M‘Gowran, witli a 
pistol in his liand, stopped the witness, 
lie saw Gandon give tlie last witness se- 
veral blows — and saw the general on a 
bib, waving his hat, and cryingout “ War 
bawk The general was in view of 
tlie town or nciglibourhood of Liican 
when ke waved Ins li.it and cried “ War 
bawkl” , 

Benedict Arthur, £sq., the under she-, 
ceunty of Dublin, proved the 
of execution and |hc warrant ; and 
m the course of his examinatioD, part of 
wbicli w^sby Col. Vesey, from the bench, 
suited* ti^t the neiglibourbood of Lucan 
wiU 80 riotous, and determined to oppose 
the officers of iustice, that be hod made 
no less than wree attempts in vain to 
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execute a writ of replevin, and that his 
bailiff bad been freciuently beaten. 

On the part of the general, after an 
able appeal from Counsellor Greene to 
the feelings of the jury, witnesses were 
called. 

Sir John White said, he did not recol- 
lect that Moran mentioned how he recei- 
ved the wound in tlie hand ; it appeared 
a mere scratch, as if with a penknife. 
He knew the spot where the general was 
described as waving his hat, and thought . 
he could not be viewed i'roin the town. 
On his cross-examination by Mr Camp- 
bell, he said, he would not swear as to 
wlieiluT the general was lUTcsted or not. 
The other witness produced contradicted 
the inosecutors as to some trifling cir- 
cumstances ; blit none of tJicm would 
give any opinioiuiis fo the general being 
arrested by Mo’^tui's writ. 

The jury found all the parties, ex- 
cept M‘Gowran, guilty of the rescue 
and assault, and acquitted them gene- 
rally of the riot. 

By consent of the prosecutors, the 
sentence was deferred until the 8tlx 
of November.

— This day being kept as the 
anniversary of the glorious victory of 
Trafalgar, and the ever-to-be lament- 
ed death of hero, the Tower was 
consecratt.i. vrith the following in- 
scription a the fronX ;

One of the flags taken on board the 
St Joseph, in the memorable battle of 
St Vincent, by his Iterqic valour after 
boarding, was displayed from the 
fidg-statf, under the British flag, with 
a dxsdharge of guns at the dedication, 
when « To the memory of the glo- 
rious hero,” was drunk, with many 
other appropriate naval toasts. 

The above tower is, with the great- 
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est propriety*, this day dedicated to 
the memory of the heroic Nelson, by 
Mr Cuninghame of Auchenharvie ; 
from its local situation, upon a high, 
suenmit neanthe harbour of Saltcoats 
overlooking an extensive range of sea- 
coast, the frith of Clyde, tlie hay of 
Ayr, and the noble harbour of Troon, 
erecting by his Grace the Duke of 
Portland^ and $0 far completed as to 
•have alread}** admitted a ship of about 
300 tons, discharging a cargo of tim- 
ber from America, 'within the pier- 
head, andalongside the harbonrbreast, 
in about three fathoms of water at 
low obb, completely sheltered from 
all winds, in smooth -water, with 
clean holding ancHomge, and an ex- 
cellent and safe entrance. When fi- 
nished, in the course of another year 
or two, with the dry docks, it will 
be the most spacious and useful liar- 
bopr on the west coast of this king- 
dom for his majesty’s ships and mer- 
chantmen, with easy and safe access 
in and out, with every wind that 
blows. 

Nelson’s tower proves a land-mark, 
or friendly beacon, to seamen, seen at 
a great distance, and appears as if it 
had been erected exclusively for that 
purpose ; but now embracing both. 
It greatly heigjitcns tlie satisfaction 
of those concerned in the erection.

WuRTZBUKo, !!• — Thefol- 
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lowing are the details of the unfor- 
tunate catatitrophe which happened 
in the city of EisnaCh ; — 

AhoiJt half-past eight o’clock, on 
the evening of itie 1st' of September, 
^ French waggon, drawn by horses, 
ilnd loaded with l-i cases of powder, 
Cartriclges, and grenades, arrived at 
the gates of this city, and entered it : 
in spile of the d'fficiilties which arose, 
the waggons continued thoir route, 
although it was remarked that one of 
them ^smoked ; it hardly anived at 
the markl place, oppO'*ite one of the 
ini^, when it caught fire, with so 
grt^t an explosion, tliat it was heard 
at Erfurt, 12 leagues distant. In 
a mhment the neighbouring houses 
were on fire ; every person who was 
tu*ar them was sbatten'd to pieces. 
The limbs of seven cannon iers, who 
escorted the waggon, and of the 
horses, were scattered in the streets. 
Two young married people, who 
were sitfting in front of their house, 
were crutbv d to pieces by an enor- 
mc)u& fii*e»stoiie, which the explosion 
hurled Upon thtun. M. Counsellor 
Dorr has been burnt, and seven per- 
sons have been found dead in his 
house. , Capt. Schenk occupied the 
second ifloor of this house ; he was at 
the tiint in his room, with his A^ife, 
children, and a very interesting per- 
son, dajughter of Kichell, minister of 
finance ; when the captain perceived 
the conflagration, he precipitated Kim- 
self iqto the street, atjd was saved ; 
his family and Miss Sophia Eicheil 
fell a victim to the flames. In aSoiL . 
house, Sellcit, an, advocate, married 
abgut three weeks, was sitting at the 
side < f his yoimg wife, on a couch 
near :he windows which looked into 
the s reel ; the explosion struck the 
wall nd the top of the house, and, 
by s miraculous phenomenon, the 

coug i fell from the second floor into 


the street, and the married ,^o^p1e 
were quite free fropi danger, b^l . all 
the others perished In the 
The conflagration lasted until the af- 
ternoon the next day, although 
there were more than an hundred 
piimps at work, and a prodigious 
number of persons assembled from 
all points to render assistant: There 
are about forty hoiises burUt- Tht 
windows in all the houses of the city 
have been broken ; and there are very 
few houvses where the bangings of thi^ 
rooms have not been damaged^ The. , 
number of persons killed are already 
known to amount to more than fifty. 
It is presumed there are more than 
eighty persons iworlally wounded, or 
very much maimed. Some people 
have also been killed in endeavouring 
to extinguish the fl ames. The man 
who had the care of the castle called 
Warthurgh, having drawn away abapt 
forty balls filled with combust iblea, 
one of them, being too hot, burst and ' 
killed him. At a short distance from 
the waggon which caused so much 
distress, there was a second following 
it, equally loaded witli powder ; but 
just before the explosion it fell back« 
A little furtlur there were six Olliers 
of fhe same kind ; if they bad imme- 
diately foil -wed, as is customary, all 
the city would have been in one heap 
of ruins. Ji is impossible to paint ' 
the consternation amongst the in ha- 
bitants. The number of Families who 
have lost their houses and their for- ;; 
tunes is very copsiderable. The great- ^ 
^ er number is in mourijjng, or haa to 
mourn over some Unfortunate ooewho^ 
is \^ounded.

On the sixth day, he 
walked in the prison yard and drank 
plentifully of water at the uump, and 
continued to do so till thc^lTtb, but 
constantly refused to take any kmd 
of food whatever; and from the 17th 
day of hiB confinement to his death, 
which happened on Tuesday last, he 
even discontinued taking water. The 
constable, iu whose custody lie was 
for three days previous to his being 
committed to the bouncof coirection, 
states, that during that time he took 
notliing but one pint of beer, so that 
it appears that ftom the Ist of Sep- 
tember to the 2d of Ottober-^the day 
on which lie died, be took vio other 
nourishment but one pint of beer ex- 
cept water, of whith it is stated he 
drank plentifully during twelve days 
of the time he was in prison.

Extraordinary Accident.-~ 
Died, at Kilearn, Stirlingshire, on 
the ^iOth instant, George M‘Adam, 
weaver. His death was occasioned 
by theiusuificiency of the dock of ftn 
old gun. Upon the 19th of Septem* 


her last, hii went to shoot at a cotey 
of partridges, which he had seen alight. 
He fired at them, but the shot, in- 
stead of going forwards, expelled 
backwards the dock of the piece, 
which had a long prong, through his 
forehead into his b^ain, a little above 
the nasal process, in the line of the 
frontal suture, where it remained im- 
moveahJe. He himself tugged it, 
from side to sidej till he got it ex- 
ti'acied, and then ran home, a distance 
of nearly a quarter of a mile. He 
sent for a person to dress it, who per- 
ceiving some brain upon the dock, 
and the pulsation of the brain through 
the aperture, t]|. 0 ¥ght it prudent to 
send for a surgeon to dress the wound. 
Thougli the wound was so bad, yet 
the patient never fainted, but conti- 
nued sensible till within two days of 
his death, and used, contrary to all 
advice, to rise and sit up, without 
any assistance. His pulse was, during 
his illness, generally low, being sel- 
dom higher than 55 pulsations in the 
minute. On the 29t;h of September, 
two small splinters of the outer table 
of the skull came away witli the 
dressing. On the 1st of October, 
the surgeon tMik out a fractured piece 
of the ofitcj table of the frontal bone, 
about th* size of ar sixpence. The 
brain began to obtrude itself on the 
2d, and, on the Hth, a portion of it, 
about an inch in diameter, and two in- 
ches long, came away with the dress- 
ing, to the innermost part of which 
a piece of the inner table of the fron- 
tal bone was attached, about the -size 
of that formerly taken out. On Tues- 
day, the 16th, thepatient became very 
restless, and much pdi^d, his pulse 
72, and a considerable quantity of 
the brain continued to force itself 
outwards, mingled with blood. He 
became totallylnsenableon Thursday 
momkg, 16th, and was seized 
8 
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. with a^ui vering througboilt fiis whole 
frame, biit moi« particjplarly about 
his lips and left eye-lids* which con- 
tinued till his death. His pulse had 
risen to 120- He died ih very in- 
digent circumstances, aged. S5 years, 
having nothing to support hhn in his 
distress, but what he retcived from 
the humauc^aroand hiscabint and he 
has left a widow and three small chil- 
dren to bewail his"" loss- 
Shipwrecks, ano Mariners sa- 
ved*-»p*A more arcadful storm has 
not visited the coast of ^prfolk for 
a length of time, than the which 
continued blowing from earty on Fri- 
day momipg last» the following 
day, nor one that has exhibited more 
melancholy proofs of its de^station 
on lives and property. Early in the 
morning of the former day, a small 
vessel was discovered to be on shore 
near Trimmingham ; Lieut. Infield, 
commanding trie signal station, in- 
stantly dispatched a messenger to 
Cromar, for Captain Manbyfs appa- 
ratus, which is placed there- By the 
very prompt zeal of Mr Sandford, 
(one of the managers of the Cromar 
life -boat) the mortar and all the ne- 
cessary stores were sent, by wliith 
the crew, font in number, ^ere saved 
just before the vessel went into a 
thousand atoms. One of them had 
sufh red so much from his perishing 
situation, and falling with the main- 
mast, that the means recommended 
by the Royal Humane Society Were 
ooliged to be bad recourse to, to re- 
store suspended animation ; but it af- 
fords happiness to say the man lives 
to bless Lieut* Infield's humanity. 
At the same' time a large brig was 
discovered on shore at Mundsby, 
having ten persons on board ; Mr 
Wheatley of that place, 'with the 
same alacrity that has on so mahy 
similar eccasioDS distanguiihed iumt 


and who, knowing well how to feel 
for the distresses of others, having 
been three times shipwrecked himself 
sent off for the apparatus lodged at 
Happisburgh, as every other means 
of saving the crew appeared ,to be 
impraaticablc, nor could communica- 
tion be effected, and from the sea run- 
ning so higll, it was impossible to get 
a boat to her without such aid ; but, 
distressing to relate, on its arrival the 
vessel had gone to piece8,^;ind every 
soul perished. In the course of the 
the day, a vessel was driven on the 
beach at Horsey, keel uppermost ; 
and at Y armouth and Galstone pier, 
four other vessels came on shore, from 
which all the hands were saved. Near 
the haven's mouth, on the follow- 
ing morning, the Elliott, bound to 
Shields, was stranded ; Capt. Manby, 
who was there, with a mortar all 
ready, no sooner was it declared that 
it was impossible to save the men 
without his invention, fired* a three 
inch ropeover the vessel, that*brought 
them all, seven in number, in safety 
to land in a few minutes. The shot 
that was used was of a new construc- 
tion, and carried this heavy rope to 
'a distance tKat excited the astonish- 
ment t>f all present ; and so firmly did 
it hold on the rigging, that it was im- 
possible to be disengaged until a per- 
son went on board, on the storm sub* 
siding, and then with much difficulty. 
The numerous proofs of success that 
has attended this simple and certain 
method of saving shipwrecked mari- 
ners, and the rngny melanoholy cases 
that have occur^pd from the want of 
such effective means, will, we trust, 
point out the necessity of having 
them placed near each other on all 
the dangerous parts of the coast. To 
the honour of the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty, they have stated an intention 
of providing all the signal stati n’ 
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with them ; but it is earnestly rt) be 
hoped that every parish on the sea 
Cpast will adopt the same, and that 
the inhabitants will cheerfully con* 
tribute to so benevolent a purpose j 
the cpstof which, to save the lives of 
persons from stranded vesscldit or for 
saving the lives and j^roperty in ves- 
sels at a distance from the shore, by 
enabling a boat to go from a beach 
to their assistance, will not exceed 
201 ., ^

Clerkenwell. James Tedder, a 

young man, eighteen years old, was 
indicted for writing letters to a Mr 
Simmons, a diamond-merchant, on 
the 22d of August last, threatening 
to prosecute him upon a charge of an 
abominable offence, for the purpose 
of extorting from him the sum of 
5001. 

Mr Simmons is an Armenian, of 
the Jewish persuasion, and a diamond- 
merchant, living ill Sydney -street, 
Goa well-street ; and the prisoner is 
an apprentice to a tinman, at Isling- 
ton, with whom the prosecutor had 
dealt for some small articles in his 
line of business. On the day above- 
stated, the prosecutor received a let- 
ter, signed in the prisoner’s name, de- 
manding the .5001., which it alleged 
he had promised him ; and threaten- 
ing, in failure of performance of the 
pretended promise, to prosecute him 
for the alleged crinw- The prosecu- 
tor, astonished at such a letter, went 
immediately to the Police- bffice, at 
Hatton-garden, stated the circum- 
.^tance, and asked ^advice how he 
should proceed. It was advised that 
he should answer the prisoner’s let- 
ter, and appoint an interview ; which 
he accordingly did, and the prisoner in 
consequence promised by another note 
to come to his house on the morning 
of the 27th, at which time Handcock, 


the police officer, attended, and was 
within hearing in an adjacent room, 
while the prosecutor entered into 
conversation with the prisoner, and 
elicited from him a distinct explana- 
tion of his object and intention ; im- 
mediately after which the prisoner 
was taken into custody, and the let- 
ter of Mr Simmons was found in his 
possession. His own two letters to 
Mr Simmons were also produced in 
evidence, and proved by a little boy, 
his fellow-apprentice, to be his hand- 
writing,^ and that this witness left 
them at Mr Simmons’s house by his 
desii-e. ^ 

A number of witnesses attended 
on behalf of the prisoner, and gave 
him a most excellent character ; but 
the jury found him guilty, and he 
was sentenced by the court to seven 
years^ transportation.

Ist.— CoimTESS ANNESLEY.-W^d- 
nesday, came on the trial «f Sophia, 
Countess Anne^ley, on a charge of bi- 
gamy, The court was uncommonly 
crowded, and a i^reater degree of pub- 
lic interest we have ^Iddim witnessed. 
Her ladyship, attended by Mr Lees, 
his brother, and several other gentle- 
men, sat in the traverser’s bar. She 
was dressed in a pimn muslin gowtr; 
wore a deep black veil and turban, 
and looked exceedingly well. • 

Mr McNally was the only lawyer 
for the prosecution. He opened tlie 
case with great delicacy and candour ; 
went through his brief, without ma- 
king any har^h observations, and con- 
i^Juded ^ speech which did much cm- 


dit^to his feelings and understanding, 
by hoping that the Countess Annea- 
ley would be honourably acquitted. 

Mrs Irwin M'Veigli was the first wit- 
ness called. She dejHised to the: miin i- 
age of t])e prisoner, then Miss Kelly, 
with Mr Michael Connor ; said the was 
preseiil when a Homan Catholic clergy- 
man ^debrateiithe nuptialsi on a Shrove 
Tuesday night, in his own bouse ; thut 
she saw him make a registry of same iu 
a book ; that lehe subsequently saw Lady 
Annesley in Dublin ; that she was mar- 
ried to her late lord, her ir/st husband 
being still alive. 

On a most able and ingenious cross- 
examination by Mr Goold, she said it 
was love of jUstiee only that iiuliicod her 
to institute tin's prosecution; that siie was 
swayed by no other earthly moti\e ; that 
it was .true she attended the Court oi‘ 
King^a Bench while Mr Jeffery’s afJair 
was under discussion; that she was indu- 
ced thereto by motives of enriority only ; 
that slie had never previously been in the 
habit of attending the court, but upon that 
occasion she went from day to day, until 
the criminal information was*obtained 
against Mr Jeffeiy for a conspiracy ; that 
she heard that Mr jefi'ery accused his nio- 
tlierof murder; thatshedid notknow whe- 
ther to believe it or not, although she was 
present during the whole time the matter 
was before tlu? court ; /te might and might 
fwt be guilty ; tliat it was an atrocious 
crime* to be charged with — but that Mr 
Jeffetj? wn» sm honourable man ; did not 
know Mr Jefiery more than a few months; 
did notktvow him when she met him by an 
accident on the quays; saw him, however, 
for six days repeatedly in the courts ; did 
not know him wnen she met him in the 
street, mitil he had introduced hinrmelf as 
•Mr Jefiery, knew him then ; acknowled- 
^ fli it she had been the iflstrument of 
Mr Jeffery on this occasion, but persibis 
that it was from sheer love ofljusticc bhe 
became the prosecutor ; swore that no- 
thing particular occurred between herscll 
and Jefibry; there might, and there tmM 
not ; hii|i according to appomtuiont 
in HoUes-street ; had some cx^n'crsKtion 
' with hun upon tlie subject of the present 
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5 rosmition ; does not know whether 
is the frierwi or the enemt of La- 
dy Annesle) ; fie nni ht, uhd he mi^ht 
not : did hear that hi* accimed her lady- 
sMjS and his own mother with the crime 
of murder, for the purpose of extracting 
money or jiropcrty from the latter ; docs 
not know wliethor he did so, although 
she attended the conrt during the* inves- 
tigation, merely out of curiosity; does 
not know that a criminal prosecution is 
pending against Mr JeiFery at the suit of 
Lady Annesley ; heard it; bdieves it; is 
certain that jhere ih ; does not knoW tlmt 
Mr Jeftery accused I>ady Annesley of mur- 
der ; heard it ; believes it; is certain of it ; 
does not think, however, that Mr Jefiery 
is an enemy or a friend of her ladyship ; 
heard it ; he mi^ht and )ie might not ; 
believes it natural ; is not certain ; thinks 
it likely or not. Does not know Richard 
Annesie)^ calling himself Lord Anqeslcy; 
heard that he has an interest in this 
cause ; does not know ; cannot tell ; be- 
lieves that he has ; he might or he might 
not ; knows Richard Annesley a little, 
he met her one dap ; came to her house; 
asked about the death of her husband ; 
she declaned her husband, according to the 
best of herlaelief, was murdered ; Mr An- 
nc9ley» or tord Annesley, thought not; he 
yvaA found dead one day ; was a respecta- 
ble inan, could read and write ; saw him 
write, knew his writing; never saw Lord 
Annesley before or after; heard of a 
Chancery suit, which would very much 
depend upon the issue of the presedt bu- 
siness ; does not know whether Richard 
Lord Annesley is interested in the event; 
cannot account why a great man, a repu- 
ted earl, a commissioner of the revenue, 
and a chairman of a certain other great 
committee, should call hpon such a low- 
ly woman as herself, on the sutject of 
her husband’s death, who never yet told , 
a he, nor wtis guilty of a crime. Her 
hashed was present the marria^ of 
Miss Kelly with Mr Connor; never heard 
that he had given an oath on account 
Of this adair quite the reverse of what 
she had then sworn. On a paper being 
presented to her, shcr said ahe could not 
read writing; a book was then given in, 
when she declared she could not read 


print; could neither read print nor wri- 
ting; and with respect to the registry 
which the clergyman who married the 
pri^ner made of the affair in a book, and 
which she swore to in the early part of 
her testimony, she said, that sUesuf/poseJ 
it was an entry of the marriage which the 
priest made ; it might and it might not 
was not drunlg on the night of the marri- 
age, nor evem’ng ; shemight and $he might 
not f there was punch ; it was on Shrove 
Tuesday they were married; does not 
know whether there was panc^es ; there 
might and there might not ; and as to 
brandy, there might and there might not 
be brandy in the pancakes; neither lovck 
nor hates Lady Annesley. When asked 
whether she disliked her ladyship, she 
answered, she neither heai’s her love or 
hatred ; had no di^Iifte ; conceived that 
slie was injured by Lady Annesley ; con- 
ceived it in her heart; did not feel any 
enmity to her ladyship ; her susniciona 
are not yet removed, still bears ner no 
ill will, neither loves her or hates her; 
is indifferent to tlie event of the trial ; a 
pure and abstract love of justice alone 
induenced her conduct. Her husband 
was an honest man, road-measurer, lived 
at the gate-house of Sir Edward Newn- 
ham — she now lived at North Strand, 
independent, upon her own bottom ; 
bears, and always did bear, a most re- 
spectable character ; supports herself by 
lodgers; has dvc rooms in her house 
and two Jof’gers ; never Was dependant 
on any onir ; was waitec[ on by Mr Fur- 
long, Lord Annesley^s agent, concerning 
her testimony. Did not know Mr Hin* 
chy. 

This witnesses testimony wad tho 
most singular tissue of prevarication 
and contradiction ever exhibited in a 
court of justice. The foregoing out- 
line will only afford the reader an ob- 
scttre idea of the singularilfies of the 
depositions, and of the eatrehie acu- 
men and spirit of Mt Goold’s oross^ 
examination. 

Marcus Antieskyi Esq. was then 
called, and that dot imme- 

diately appearingi the judgeritthad 
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for upward® of an hour and a half. Mr 
■ Jeffery during this absence was re- 
peatemy called upon to produce Mr 
M. Annesley ; he mentioned that he 
had sent repeated messagcsi but that 
Mr Annesley could not be found* 
The judges having returned to court, 
Mr Justice Daly intimated that if 
there was any hope of Mr Annesley’a 
coming forth, he would adjourn the 
Oourt for a few hours- Mr Jeffery 
declared there was none ^ when it 
being intimated that they expected 
Mr Annesley would prove the second 
marriage of her ladyship, the coun- 
tess herself rose up and declared that 
she was married to the date Earl An- 
neslcy. The judgac, however, would 
not receive the declaration, as her la- 
dyship was criminally indicted. Af- 
ter a few words from the juage, who 
animadverted on deficiency of evi- 
dence, the jury instantly pronounced 
a sentence of not guilty* The ac- 
quittal was hailed with the most en- 
thusiastic plaudits by the auditory ; 
the clapping and h\izzaing continued 
for some time, until the judge (Os- 
borne) ordered a gentleman who was 
sitting with the high sheriff in his box 
into custody.

Trueman and Joseph Holbrook were 
capitally indidted for robbing Mary 
Jackson, on Sunday evening, the 23d 
of September, about half-past six o'- 
clock, of a watch and seal. 

The prosecutrix deposedi that she was 
retuminghomeat the above hour, througfi 
BartbolOinew Hospital, when Trueman,^ 
in company wi^ the ptber prisoner, and* 
several otbare, hiet her, and made a blow 
St her face, which she guarded off] he 
then struck her a violent blow on the 
bosom, and snatched her watcli from her 
side. She immediately gave the darm, 
and attempted to pursue, but was pre- 
vented by HoHffook, who held her arms ; 


she, however, rescued herself from hiui, 
and never lost sight of Trueiuun until 
be was taken. 

James Lloyd stated, that as he was 
passing through the hospital, at the linio 
mentioned, he heard the cry of stop thief, 
when he sawTnieiiian run ; hciinnu'diati*- 
lypursueil, and never tmitled Mghtofihc 
pnsongr until he took nim in Sinlthfiold. 
He conveyed him into the George luu ; 
in a few minutes the proseciiiix arrived, 
and recognized him- to he the man vvl)i> 
had robb^ her ; a person likewise eanic 
in, and produced the watch, whidi the 
prisoner .was seen to throw viway during 
the pursuit, at the corner of Ilosicr-ianc. 
A constable was sent lor, ami JJojd us- 
sjstcil him to convey the prisoner to the 
Poultry Compter. They had not proceede d 
fiuthcr than Hosier-lane, when they were 
attacked by a gang of villains# aniDiuiti.ig 
to about thirty, with sticks anil knives ; 
and the prisoner gave Lloyd a violent 
blow on the face, kicked up his hceis, 
and both fell on the pavement. The 
gang immcdiatelv set upon them, but 
Lloyd kept his hold, and was draggeil 
to the shcep-pens, where several of the 
ruffians beat lihn with sticks, brandished 
their knives, and cried out, “ /lain-ptring 

him, cut off his b y anus, murder 

him.” The prisoner also called out to 
the gang, to ham-string him. Finding 
Lloyd continue resolute in holding the 
prisoner, they attempted to cut off the 
prisoner's cdht, which was protiuced in 
court in a most mutilated slate. After 
much difficulty, Lloyd und the constable 
succeeded in getting him back to the 
George Inn. {some of the gung had the 
audacity to follow, and treated the prisoner 
with ale, A reinforcement of constables 
was procured, and a coach got, into which 
the prisoner was forced, after tying his 
arms. * The party then set off for the 
Poultry Compter. On cj^ming nut of 
the yard, they were again assailed hy 
the gang, the ^ch-door openeil, and%c- 
veral attempts made to get the prisoner 
out. They proceeded m this manner 
until they got into Newgate^street. when 
the villains cut tbe reins and tmecs, and 
at length completely cut through th^ 
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main-springs of the coach, when the body 
ffll ii[}on the carriage. Here the> again 
made a most dcaperate attempt to rescue 
the prisoner, but through the doterniined 
cottHigc of Lloyd were prevented. The 
officers quitted the coacli, and proceeded 
to the Compter for assistance. In a few 
minute^ Taunton arrived with a brace of 
loaded pistols, and declared he •ivoidd 
shoot the first man that pflcrcd to pre- 
vent tilt* prisoner being carriiMi to the 
Compter ; notwithstanding this they per- 
sisted, and threatened to murder him ; 
they hmiidislied their knives, and cried 
out, ‘‘KJut h^ni down.” One of the offi- 
cers was cut in his hand, and his anu 
nearly broken as he was fighting out at 
the coach- window, fieveral coachmen 
were applied to while they remained in 
this situation, hut all refused to take 
them ; at length Taunton procured one, 
and the prisoner was put into it,, after 
Taunton had threatened to nlhoot him, if 
he made the least resistance; they then 
succeeded in convening him to Giltspur- 
street Compter, as it was found impracti- 
cable to get him to the Poultry, in con- 
sequence of the determined . conduct of 
the gang, yhicli by this tune had consi- 
derably increased. 

This statement was fully confirmed 
by Taunton and the other officers ; 
who also stated, that it took from 
half-past six until half-past nine to 
convey him from Smithfield to the 
Compter. * 

Holbrook proved an ah'6/, as it 
clearly appeared he was rieen by a 
post-boy beyond Brentwood, in Es- 
sex, at four o’clock the same after- 
noon, and the Harwich mail coaicliman 
brought him to town, and set him 
down at the Spread E^le, in Orace- 
chiirch*8treeL at half^ast nine at 
ni^t. 

^he learned judge afimmed up the 
evidence, and in his address to the 
juj^ obiJerved, that this was one of the 
most abominable and shameful out- 
rage's committed in the heart of the 
city he ever remembered* 


The jury found Trueman guilty ; 
and acquitted Holbrook. 

The judge then advised the prisoner 
to make the best of his time, as he 
might rest assured on no mercy being 
extended to him ; he is 23 years of 
age- 

During the trial, three of the above 
desperate gang were recogniied in 
the gallery of the court, and were 
immediately apprehended. They un- 
derwent an examination at the sessions 
house before Sir W. Curtis, and were 
committed for a further hearing. 

About ten o’clock on Saturday 
night, the 3d inst., an explosion was 
heard in the quarter of St Barry’s, 
Cork, so loud and Unexpected as to 
produce the greatest alarm. It was 
soon discovered that three houses in 
Brandy-lane had been blown up, ap- 
parently by gunpowder f that the ad- 
jacent houses were inflames; andfrom 
the sad testimony of facts, it was clear 
that many unfortunate creatures had 
been the victims of instantaneous de- 
struction. The two houses immedi- 
ately adjoining the conflagration were 
almost mstantly pulled down, and the 
rest were saved from destruction. 

The causes of this dreadful cir- 
cuirfstance jrc pot perfectly known ; 
but so far could be collected from 
the melancholy survivors, it appeared 
that a person of the name of EUard, 
who lived in one of the ruined houses, 
had been employed in the powder- 
works at Balijiicollig. It is suspect- 
ed this man contrived to evade de- 
tection in bringing put, from time to 
*time, auantitiea of gunpowder, for 
which he in general &und iustomera 
among the quarry-men employed in 
the neighbouringquarnes about Cork* 
It is supposed that his wii^ and others 
of his family were employed in dry- 
ing this powder, ^d had> while so en- 
gaged, brought a candle too close to 
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it, which caused the terrible explosion 
that took place, and aa a great tnany 
poof families lodged in that and the 
neighbouring houses, occasioned the 
loss of so many lives- . 

Of those who are known to have 
perished, the names are as follow : 
Mary Mahon j, a widow John Cor- 
keran, a child ; Thomas Ellard, the 
supposed cause of the calamity, had 
One of his thighs tom off in a dreadful 
manner, and died as he reached the 
South Infirmary ; Mary, his wife ; 
Florence Sullivan, a mason, Catherine, 
his wife, and Edward, his son, aged 
20; Mary Egan, sen. , and Mary E^n, 

i 'un. ; Daniel Daly, a c6opcr, M^ry, 
us wife ; Mary Conner, a child ; John 
Twomey, a labourer, Ellinor, his wife, 
Honora, his child ; Denis T»womey, 
his brother ; Ellinor Daly, a servant ; 
and John M‘Carty, a labourer. There 
are three others in tJic infirmary, of 
whose recovery scarcely any hopes are 
entertained. 

The bodies of those unfortunate 
people exhibited a dreadful sight. 
The five which were in the house 
with Twomey, fhc labourer, were 
mangled and mutilated in a woeful 
manner, their limbs being strewed 
about the place ; and aevval of the 
women who suffered, still to add to 
the misfortune, were with child- There 
was nothing wanting to enhance the 
misery of this most shocking event, 
which, as far as it, extended, was com- 
plete in destruction, eighteen persons 
having been literally 3most torn to 
piecps,and the remaining three hourly 
expected to be relea^d from torture. 
Three housed were blown to ruiad, 
and several otTief s extremely injured. 

3d-^ — ^DlSAtM OF THE FHIHOESS 

Amelia.^ — ^The melancholy event so 
long esmect^ has at len^h taken 
place- Her Royal Highness’s suffer- 
ings terminated about one o’clock in 


the jiftemoon of yesterday. The in- 
telligence did not transpire at Wind- 
sor until three o'clock, when a mes- 
senger w^as sent off to London with 
letters to the Princess of Wales, tlic 
Duchess of Brunswick, and others, 
communicating this afflicting occur- 
rence. "Her Royal Highness had com- 
pleted her 27 til year on the 7th of 
August. Throughout a long and se- 
vere illness she manifested a patience 
and resignation, of which suffering 
mortality has furnished few’examplcs. 

Her Royal Highness from early 
youth was of a very tender and deli- 
cate constitution, being frequently 
attacked with severe indispositions. 
In her person she was tall and slender, 
and her airgracefiil and prepossessing. 
Illness *liad impressed its mark on her 
countenance, and scattered lilies over 
her cheeks. In her manners she wa» 
80 mild, elegant, and affable, as to win 
every heart. The frequency of her 
indispositions prevented her from 
studying as deeply as her eldi^l sisters, 
yet she cultivated the fine arts with 
great success. In music and painting 
she was a proficient. She met with, 
few rivals on the piano-forte, and dis- 
played a classical taste both in her se- 
lection and execution of pictures. A 
model of filial piety, her love for her 
father was revealed in all her actions, 
and was so tenderly expressed, a few 
days before her death, as to occasion 
that shock to his feelings which has 
produced the uflfortunate illness un- 
der whiph his Majesty stSl continues 
Jto labour. Dignified, though conde- 
scending ; benevolent, witfiout osten- 
tation ; lively, though a prey to siclf- 
ness, which usually quenches the spirits 
as well as the health of youth, she wa* 
beloved by all those who lived with- 
in the sphere of her virtues. Some 
symptoms of the illness which termi^ 
nated her existence haring revealed 
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themselves early, her Royal Highness 
tried the effects of sea batiiing, and 
derived mtich benefit from that prac- 
tice* Her favourite anmsement was 
riding, in which she was conspicuous 
for her elegance and skill. Exercise, 
howev/?r, and all the resources of the 
medical art, could but delay the fatal 
hour. Her disorder began to gain 
ground in an alarming manner up- 
wards of two years ago, and when 
the first jubilee of his Majesty was 
celebrated^ she was lying on the bed 
of sickness, with but little hopes of 
her recovery. Towards the middle 
of last summer, however, she regain- 
ed strength enough to sit up in her 
apartment, and to take a short walk 
into the garden. About a month ago, 
her Royal Highness was attacked 
with y t Antony's fire, which brought 
on a relapse, under which she had 
afforded to her an opportunity of dis- 
playing the noblest Christian faith 
and fortitude, during weeks of pro- 
longed agony, uncheered by any ray 
of hope. ^ During the last few days 
her strength had been rapidly wasting 
ayvay, and she closed her eyes, we arc 
informed, as in a kindly sleep, to awa- 
ken clad in the glory of the just. 

The Prince oT W ales and the Duke 
of Cambridge are the* exccutofs of 
the will of her Royal Highness, which 
was opened on Sunday at Windsor. 

Mr M^Bean is the undertaker at 
Windsor, who is employed to manage 
the funeral. On Saturday he put her 
remains ipto^a coSn ; and afterwards 
Mr Cu^r, their Majesties’ pfumber, , 
at Windsor! put' the wood coffin in- 
to»a leaden one. ^ 

Sir Isaac Heard, principal King- 
waited yesterday upon Lord 
John Tfayone, the Vice-Chamberlain, 
at thi^prd<^aixiberlain’6-Ofiice, to 
to prepare the in- 


scription for the plate of the state- 
coffin. The funerd, and every thing 
relative to it, is to be arranged in the 
manner directed by his Majesty pre- 
vious to his indisposition, and which 
was taken down in writing. Accord- 
ing to this arrangement. Lords St 
Helens, Rivers, Arden, and Boston, 
four of the Lords of his Majesty’s 
Bed-chamber, and all the King’s, 
Queen’s, Royal Dukes, and Prin- 
cesses's Pages, arc to attend the fu- 
neral. 

The tolling of the great bell of 
St Paul’s Cathedral, on Sunday after- 
noon, gave a most serious alarm to 
the metropolis, for the object of it 
was misapprehended. No one could 
believe that it was for the Princess 
Amelia two days after the melancholy 
event. This solemnity, of Roman Ca- 
tholic institution, usually takes place 
on the moment of death, and the ob- 
ject of the knell was to announce that 
the soul of a Christian had just parted 
from the body, in order that all who 
beard the holy sound, might kneel and 
pray for its admission to Paradise. 

The state coffin employs several 
branches of trade. — Mr France, of 
Pall-Mall, covers and completes the 
ornaments^— Mr Russel, the king’s 
caipenter, made the coffin, which is 
of maho^aiiy. It was completed last 
night at Mr France’s, and covered, 
with the best Genoa velvet. The or- 
naments, which are cast brass, dou- 
ble plated with silver, were design- 
ed, cast, and plated^ and completely 
executed by Mr Holmes, of Castle- 
court, Strand. The engraving is by 
Mr Fry,of Round-court,iiiihe Strand* 
The following is a description of th» 
ornaments * 

Eight thousand nails— six thou- 
sand small, and two thousand large. 
Eight large plates and handles, re- 
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scmbling the Tuscan order. A coro- 
liet at the top. Two palm branches, 
in a cross saltier, under the coronet, 
with P. A. (the initials of her Royal 
Highness.) They are very massy, 
and are executed in a highly hnished 
style. Forty-eight plates, with a co- 
ronet, two palm branches in cross sal- 
tier, with the Princess's 'coronet at 
top. Eight bevil double cornerplates, 
with the same ornaments inscribed, 
and one at each comer of the cover. 

A large solid silver plate has been 
engraved by Mr Gilbert, the king's 
gold and silver-smith. 

The following is the inscription is- 
sued from the Herald's ofl&ce, to be 
engraved upon th^ plate of the coffin

of ihc Garter present, occupied their 
respective stalls. The Nobility, Pri- 
vy Councillors, and officers of the 
household, as well as others who had 
followed the body, were placed in the 
vacant and intermediate stalls. The 
Eadies attendants^ were in the. seat 
betow the stalls on the "north side 
nearest the altar ; the Grooms of 
the Bed-chamber, Phyaicidne, Rector 
and Curate of Windsor, Surgeon, 
Apothecary, and Solicitorof her late 
Royal Highness, in the seat below 
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the «Ulls on the eouth aide, nearest 
the ;rftar 5 the equerries, and the 
Queen’s and Princess’s other attend- 
ants, in the front scats on either side ; 
the pages were arranged below the 
altar. 

The part of the service before the 
interment, and the antheip, being per- 
formed, the procession moved out of 
the choir in the order in which it had 
entered, and proceeded up the north 
aisle of the clmir, flanked by ihc 
Royal Horse Guards, blue, to the 
place of burial behind the altar. 

The body being deposited in the 
vault, and the service concluded, Sir 
Isaac Heard Garter, ^after a short 
pause, pronounced near the grave, 
the style of her late Royal Highness, 
as follows *• 

** Thus it hath pleased Almighty 
God to take out of this transitory 
life unto his Divine Mercy, the late 
Most Illustrious Princess Amelia, 
6th and youngest Daughter of his 
Most Excellent Majesty George the 
Third, by the Grace of God, of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the 
Faith ; whom God bless and preserve 
with long life, health, and honour, 
and all worldly happiness,” 

After whicQ, the Royal Princes, 
the Nobility and others, who had 
composed the procession, jreturned, 
having witnessed that every part of 
this mournful and alRicting ceremony' 
had been conducted with great regu- 
larity, decorum, and solemnity. 

During the whole day, the shops, 
and houses in^Windsor and Eton were 
shut close, bn account of the funeral 
of the Princess Amelia. 

The room in which the remains of 
her Royal Highness lay was hung 
with black, as was also St Gec^ge’s 
chaM, where the funeral cermpny 
took place. 


St Paul’s great bell was tolled at 
seven o’clock yesterday evening, as 
were also the bells of several churches 
in the metropolis. 

Maynooth College — The fol.

A few days after, Dr Everard order- 
ed all the students to assemble at a 
very early hour in the hall, where 
he repaired to meet them, aad having 
lockw the doors upon ^them, he went 
with his assistants to their several 
chambers, and examined their drawers 
and boxes, and found a number of the 
moat seditious books and writings in 
the possession of eighteen of the stu- 
dents, all of whom he has punished 
by expulsion. This conduct of Dr 
Everard deserves every praise and 
commendation ; aud we rejoice that 
a gentleman of his firmness and loyal- 
ty has been put at t}ie head of the 
Maynpoth establishment. — Patriot* 

The ‘Dublin Evening Post, and 
Othei^rints, contradict %be statement 
as to the cau^e of tRe students’ ex- 
pulsion from Maynooth College ; it 
was for, reading irreligious bqoks ; 
there was nothing disloyal in the af- 
fair. . 

On the first day of this term, the 
^dler of Enniskillen appeared in the 
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Four Courts, Dublin, with fourteen 
insolvent debtors, w^liom he brought 
up from prison, for the determination 
of their respective cases. Such has 
been this worthy gaoler’s humanity 
and na^^ritoriouB conduct to all the un- 
liappy prisoners whose misfortunes 
had thrown them into confinement, 
and such a feeling of grateful hones- 
ty did it incite in their bosoms, that 
the whole fourteen accompanied him 
to Dublin witliout any other guard 
Than theirJown honour. They were 
seen attending him closely in theliall, 
and not one among them would quit 
him for a moment in a crowded place, 
where escape could not have been 
prevented. 

A general complaint has been lately 
made by the surgeons, of a combina- 
tion among the resurrection men, alias 
the churen-yard robbers, to increase 
the profits of their trade. It appears 
that the members of this honourable 
profession have uniformly received 
tlirec gkuneas for every subject deli- 
vered to their employers ; but at a re- 
cent meeting convened in resurrection- 
hall, they resolved, after grave deli- 
beration, not to take a body of any 
description from coiRn, vault, or 
earth, for less than four guineas. 
This resolution was carried by a large 
majority, and several expert profes- 
sors have lately been at the trouble of 
taking back their goods, rather than 
dejiver them for less than the market 
price, , 

Fraod.-tt A fellow, about five feet 
eight tndhes in height, of sallow com- 
pIcKton, an4 whiskers, has late-' 
I]f^suc4^eded in obtaining money from 
gevcnl unprotected women, by pre- 
to be a sheriiPs officer, and 
them temporarily into custo- 
dy, by presenting a fictitious writ. A 
lady r^sidmg in Duke-street, Ox- 
ford-street, was visited by this assu- 


med officer on Friday evening, andhe 
took her into custody for a debt of 
251. which she really did owe- It 
was eleven o’clock at night, and the 
supposed officer expressed regret at 
being obliged to take a lady from her 
home ; but although lie was disposed 
to accommodate her,, he could not 
think of taking her word lor her ap- 
pearance the next day, -without a , 
pledge. The fellow gave the address 
of real officer in the neighbourhood 
of Chancery -lane, and left his card^; 
and he was then put in possession of 
about 51. worth of jewellery, and 
clothes of the same value ; and he has 
not since been heard of. Another 
lady, of the namtf 6f Smith, in Mar- 

f aret-street, was defrauded on Mon- 
ay of 101. worth of clothing, by the 
same plan 5 and there were yesterday 
two other complaints of a similar na- 
ture preferred at the Marlborough- 
strect office. 

New Species of Forgery. — Some 
fellows w^ere apprehended at Kentish- 
town and Highgate on Thursday, in 
consequence of having sold several 
forgeries of a pawnbroker’aduplicated 
for w atches, gold chains, silver spoona, 
and other valuable articles, whicli, 
wHert pre^f .ated by the purchasers to 
release their bargainsi led to a disco- 
very that no such articles had been 
pawmed. This fraud originated in a 
theft of some shaipers, from the pawn- 
broker’s window, of a considerable 
number of blank duplicates' which the 
thieves filled up at discretion, and 
which their accomplices have been 
selling about town ever since, to per- 
6058 who were shnpU enough to pur- 
chase them. r ... 

Mr Maurice Margjr^t, one of the 
dcle^tea from the.^ondon Corres- 
ponding Society to the British Con- 
vention, held in Edinbuigh,^ m 
year 1794*, arrived in Sheffield, on 
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Tuesday last. He has suffered the 
sentence of the High Court of Jus- 
ticiai-y, viz. fourteen years banishment 
to New* So util Wales, for uttering 
aeditioiis expressions, and being ghilty 
of seditious practices, and returned 
to this country only a few weeks ago. 
About the same year, M<?ssr s Skir- 
ving, Gerald, Palmer, and Muir, re- 
ceived similar sentences. Margaret 
is the only survivor, the other four 
having long since been relieved from 
their sufferings by the hand of death. 
He left Sheffield ou Thursday even- 
ing for London. It is a fact, from 
which the moi-alist may learn an use- 
ful lesson, that^ Mr Margarot, his 
wife, and a favourile cat, v/hich they 
took along with them, are now the 
s^only living objects of all tlFos .* that 
sailed in the vessel from this coun- 
try. The cat is blind, grown grey 
in the service of his master, and is 
permitted to repose itself on a bed of 
wool. 

Extract of a letter dated Charlotte- 
town, Prince Edward’s Island, Sept* 
20, 1810. 

We have had four out of the five 
vessels from Scotland, with emigrants, 
already arrived ; and, for the sake of 
liumanity, I hope the fiftlf may not ; 
as, independent of the late period at 
which they must arrive, if they do 
come, the scantiness of our crops, 
arising from a long continuance of 
dry hot weather, wiu render it a very 
difficult matter for them to make out 
sufficient sustenance for the winter. 
In short, this is a most infamous traffic 
’ in the way it is carried on. The poor 
ignorant wretches are deluded, by 
false and exaggerated accounts of the 
island* to quit, perhaps/ comfortable 
situations at home, and come here, 
paying for the least child ster- 
ling ; and fittcli as have not the money 
to pay down, are induced to give

tl^eir obligations (notes), payable on 
demand, which have been p\ii Into 
the hands of an attorney the d ly af- 
ter they hav(‘ laiidt <1 ; and tlios'v who 
have no friends to advance the money, 
or to go bail for them, aie c.’st mto 
prison, though they dcclaic that tlvoy 
were^ solemnly promised lln^y slionkl 
not be callei?on until it wasperf<\iiy 
convenient for lliein to pay. Add 
to this, they are turned out on a 
beach, without a plac^ to shelter 
themselves in, except an old*wind- 
inill, which is used by government as 
a telegraph, and is pervious to every 
blast ! They have all this year em- 
barked from Oban ; and it is most 
fortunate for the person who hasiluis 
freighted them, that he did not airivc 
witn bis cargo, for I believe it would 
not have been in tlic power of the 
civil magistrate, had he the vuclina- 
lion, to prevent a portion of summary 
justice being executed upon Iiiin, at 
least as far as a good ducking would 
go.’» 

Tite Queen of France’s Fune- 
ral. — At nine o’clock, on M<»nday 
morning, the service for the dead be- 
gan at tlie Roman Catholic Chapel, 
King-street, Portman-square. The 
l^reiich 'Princes arrived at ten, the 
Foreign A mbassadors between eleven 
and twelve. 

‘ The coffin was placed in the mid- 
dle of the chapel, covered with crim- 
son velvet, and highly ornamented ; 
in an escutcheon w'cre the arms of 
Fiance*and Savoy, and the crown of 
•France was placed at the head; it 
was surrounded with fevty lighted 1^- 
pets. At the h5ad of the coffin stood 
the Duke d’Avray, as having the 
charge of the crown ; and near him 
Pere Elisee, as Surgeon to her Ma- 
jesty ; at the foot, next to the altar, 
stood the Compte de la Ciiatre, as 
Commissary of the King of France, 
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and near liim the Compte de Nantou- 
illet, as Master of the Ceremonies. 
On the tight, on a row of raised seats, 
were the French Princes, Monsieur, 
the Duke fPAngoulemo, the Duke 
de Berry, the Prince de Conde, and 
the Duke de Bourbon ; and ^elow 
them their respective officers. Mr 
de Broval, as representative of the 
Duke of OrlcaFis, sat on the left of 
the Princes. On tlie left of the cof- 
fin, ajjd opjlositc the French Princes, 
was another row of seats for the 
Foreign Ambassadors. BcIoav them 
were the great dignitaries of the an- 
cient French military and chivalric 
orders. 

The service was performed by Mr 
Dalbignac, Bishop of Angouleme ; 
there were also present the Archbi- 
shop of Rheime, the Bishops of 
Sisteron, Digne, Nantes, Tarbes, 
Rhode/, Aire, Usez, Blois, and 
Montpellier. 

The trards of admission for the 
Abbey vfere simply for “ The fune- 
ral of the Comptesse de Lille.” From 
the chapel to the hearse, the coffin 
was borne by twelve Knights of St 
Louis, and the pall supported by four 
J)a7ncs (Phonneur. The procession 
then began in the following order ; — 

Thirteen men on horseback j a 
mute with feathers on horseback ; a 
coach and six with the four Daineit 
Mesdames la Duchesse 
de Pienne, la Duchesne dc Coigiiy, la 
Comptesse de Narbonne, and Comp- 
tesse de Mesnard, 

Anotheiwcoach and six, with per- 
sona of the h6usehol^. 

Gardes de Corm on foot, headed 
by one of their officers. 

A mourner on a fully caparisoned 
horse, carrying on a cushion the 
crown of France, covered with black 

^ The hearse^ drawn by six horses, 


and adorned with a profusion of 
plumes 

In the Chapel, the same ceremo- 
nial was observed as at St Denis, and 
the cards of admission were for “ The 
funeral of the Queen of France.” 

Then followed the Fi’ench Princes 
in mourning coaches and six, follow’- 
ed by the principal French Nobility* 

After the mourning coaches, came 
that of his Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales, drawn by six horses, and 
conducted by his Highness’s state 
coachman, with three footmen and 
two pages ; the coaches of all the 
Royal Dukes followed, according to 
their seniority ; afld also two coaches 
and six of the Marquis of Bucking- 
ham ; those of the Marquis Welles- 
ley, of Mr Perceval, and all the mi- 
nisters ; those of the Foreign Am- 
bassadors, and of several English No- 
blemen and Gentlemen. 

The Dean of Westminster, at the 
head of the Chapter, received the 
body at the entrance of the church ; 
the avenues and the aisles being guard- 
ed and lined by the battalion of Vo- 
lunteers of St John and St Marga- 
ret’s, commanded by Major Jones. 
A’ requiem was sung by the full choir, 
accompanied by the organ ; and after 
the ceremony, the Remains of the 
Princess were deposited in the same 
vault with those of the Duke of 
Montpensier, on the south-west side 
of King Henry VIPs Chapel. 

Coining.— Robert Butt, Mary 
Walton, alias Butt, Thomas Walton, 
Joseph Cope, and Sarah Slater were 
indicted for high treason, under the 
statute of Edward the III., in coin- 
ing or counterfeiting the current coin 
of the realm, denominated shillings 
and sixpences. 

William Stafford, an accomplice, 
and the police officers, Vickery, Arm- 
strong, 5cc., proved the fact of coin- 
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ing by the whole of the prisoners, in 
which they carried on a wholesale 
trade, the plates, consisting of a com- 
position in which there was a small 
proportion of silver, being furnished 
by Joseph Cope to Robert Butt, by 
the latter of whom the blanks, of the 
sizes of shillings and 8 i] 4 )ences, or, as 
they were scientifically denominated, 
bobs and tanners^ were cut out, by 
means of a cutting engine ; in this 
state they were delivered to Cope, by 
whom and by Sarah Slater the blanks 
were rounded in the edges with a file, 
and were coloured and finished off till 
they were in a state fit for circula- 
tion, In the houa^of £utt was found 
a cut^ng engine mounted, and a cut- 
ter in it of the size of a sixpence ; un- 
der the engine was found a blank of a 
sixpence corresponding with the cut- 
ter in the engine, and a quantity of 
Bciasile, or remains of the plates out 
of which blanks, both of shillings and 
sixpences, had been cut. Here, how- 
ever, no shillings or sixpences were 
found in a finished state. In Copers 
apartments there were found a great 
quantity of counterfeit shillings and 
sixpences, some in a finished state, 
and some not ; there were also found 
clothes, which, though th^ had been 
washed, retained the appearance^ of 
having been covered with aquafortis, 
a composition used by counterfeiters 
of money; the hands of Cope and 
Sarah Slater, when apprehended, also 
appeared discoloured, as if with aqua- 
fortis ; there were the appearance of 
filings of metal about the room, and ' 
the remains of cream of tartar, which 
is also used in disguising base iho- 
ney* 

Lord Elletiborough doubted, how- 
ever clear it might be that these per- 
sons carried on a most nefarious trade, 
whether the charge could be support* 
ed, as laid under the present indict- 


ment. By the statute of the 8th and 
9th of William the Third, it was ren- 
dered apparent that the act of Ld ward 
the Third applied only to total and 
complete participation in the whole 
process of coining. It did not ap- 
pear^ in proof, however, that* the shil- 
lings and sixpences found in a finish, 
cd state in Cope's house must liave 
formed part of the blanks cut by the 
engine found in the apartment of 
Butt, or that Cope hadl^a participa- 
tion in this original operation. 

The jury accordingly found the 
prisoners — Not Guilty, 

Robert Butt was then indicted un- 
der the act of the 8th and 9th of 
William the Third, for having in his 
possession a machine, or engine, cal- 
culated to cut flatted bars of silver or 
gold to the similitude of the current 
coin of the realm, he not being in the 
employment of the Lords of the 
Treasury, or of the Mint, without 
lawful authority or excuse. • 

On this charge the evidence was 
again adduced, and the fact being 
clearly proved, the prisoner was found 
Guilty — Death . 

Joseph Cope and Sarah Slater were 
indicted under the same statute, for 
colouring certain pieces of counter- 
feit met^ to the similitude of shil- 
lings and sixpences. 

The proof was confined to one six- 
pence ; but it not being satisfactorily 
made out that this piece had been co- 
loured at the moment, or if it had 
been sd coloured by both tlie prison- 
ers, and if not by both, J>y which of 
the two the individual sixpence Iwd 
been so coloured ; the jury found 
both prisoners Not Guilty, 

15th.— Melancholy Accident. 
—Paisley. — Afewdaysagoa tnuk- 
boat, from Paisley to Johnston, wai 
launched, and daily since it has been 
, filled with parties of pleasure. The 
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following extract of a letter from it he 
•pot coiitains the particulars of the 
the accident alluded to. “ To-day 
18 a fair with us, and evci*y lad and 
lass who could muster eight-pence 
must have a sail. About an hour ago, 
the bdUt laiidedat the basin, opposite 
Mr Barclay's, with nearly IXK) on 
board (for she is 60 feet in length,) 
and as many w'ere on the breast an- 
xious to replace them ; and who, in 
spite of air remonstranres, pressed in 
before she was cleared of the former 
load ; jn consequence of which she 
upset, and plunged the whole, men, 
women, and children, into the basin, 
which is seven or eight feet deep of 
water. The scene to those wdio saw it 
was awful. Numbers, no doub^t, w^ere 
taken up; but numbers, too, perished. 
A gentleman present tarried till he 
saw forty, all corpses to appearance ; 
and it is said that fifty-one in all have 
been dragged out, few of whom, it 
is dreaded, will recover. The sur- 
geons are doing what they can, and 
every apartment in Mr Barclay's 
house contains some unhappy victim. 
The neighbouring liouses have been 
thrown open ; every one wears the 
countenance of dismay, afraid to in- 
quire, lest some relative may, have 
perished. 

“ Alady, w'ho wasone of three cabin 
passengers (all of whom escaped most 
narrowly,) describes the fatal busi- 
ness cis resulting entirely from the 
temerity of the crowd who pressed 
on boara* * 

** The number who lost their lives 
i|p via* 5 S males ahd 32 females.” 

, . Dreadful Stor'ivis — On Satur- 
day morning last, about seven o'- 
clock^ it began to rain at Boston, 
Lincolnshire, and continued to do so 
throughout the day. The wind ac- 
compaaied the rain impetuously fiom 


E. S. E. and gradually increased io. 
roughness ; from eleven o'clock in the 
day till six in the evening, it blew 
extremely hard, and from that hour 
till nine, a perfect hurricane. The 
consequence of this continued gale 
for 80 many hours in one point was, 
tliat the tide in the evening came in 
with great rapidity, and rose, half 
an hour before the expected time of 
full flood, to a height exceeding by 
four inches what it is recorded to 
have attained on any occasion preced- 
ing. What is called a good tide” 
was expected ; but the consternation 
produced by the rise of the w^ater 
several feet above its usual level, may 
well be imagined to have been exces- 
sive. Houses which on no occasion 
whatever before had been invaded by 
the tide, were now, by its overpeering 
all probable bounds, filled to a great 
depth with the water, which rushed 
into kitchens and cellars, and inunda- 
ted every apartiueiil until it found its 
level. Whole streets were thus cir- 
cumstanced ; and some w-^ere for two 
or three hours inaccessible but to 
those who liad resolution enough to 
wade up to the kness. Witham-place, 
Wormgate, and all tlie stuets and 
houses ncdr the river, were in the lat- 
ter prcdir.iment ; and as it was night, 
(seven u clock) and rained heavily, 
the situation of the inhabitants was 
most distressing. 

It was an extraordinary thing, that 
the tide, when it had flowed to its 
highest, did not perceptibly subside 
for more than an hour. To those 
who had any knowledge of the way 
iif which such an effect could alone 
be produced, tlu 8 was a sure prog- 
nostication of an extensive calami- 
ty ; to them it wasolear that the sea-/ 
banks had broken, or were over- 
flowed > and fortunately for the towm 
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.of Boston, (but most miserably un- 
fortunate for the surrounding coun- 
try,) was it, that this thing had hap- 
pened ; for had not this tide found an- 
other and less straitened course, but 
flowed till it had spent itself in its 
accustomed channel, it would have 
risen rn all probability even some feet 
higher than it did in the town, and 
have swept almost every thing before 
it. As it happened, the town was 
saved, and the neighbouring country 
deluged. Friskney new sea-bank is 
broken by the tide in two or three 
places ; Liverton new sca-bank, the 
same ; of Frieston new hank, scarcely 
a vestige is left ; old bank also in 
that parish is broken in many places, 
as is Boston East old bank, and the 
banks at Skirbeck Quarter, Wyber- 
ton, Frampton, and Fosdykc. It may 
be well to observe, that the new banks 
are those lately made on the enclosure 
of the marches from the sea, but are 
not relied upon for the defence of 
the country at large. The old sea- 
banks, unhappily for the country, 
have proved insufficient in height, as 
the surge passed over them almost 
along the whole line ; and this was 
the cause of the breaches;^ the over- 
flow having first scoured^away the 
banks, from thl' summit to the base, 
on the land side. The situation of 
the country in consequence, from 
Wainfleet almost to Spalding, a dis- 
tance of 30 miles, is such as exceeds 
all powers of description. 

The calamity has been naturally 
more severe in the low districts of 
the country, wliich with difficulty 
find an outial for their drainage; and 
the tide having once broken into 
them, pursues its course irresistibly 
for miles.' All the fine pastures, the 
pride of tWs neighbourhood, have in 
one night ^been laid under water ; and 


Borfle thousands of sheep and other 
cattle have been drowned. The ruin 
came so rapidly and unexpecU oly, 
that the farmers had no time to save 
their cattle, had the thing betni prac- 
ticable ; but in some instances the in- 
habitzgils of farm-houses have hud 
difficulty in saving their own lives ; 
and one instance is mentioned iiiwhich 
two persons at Fosdyke perished by 
the flood, which compliely swept 
away their dwelling-hous^ 

At Fishtoft, Mr Smith Jessop, 
(formerly in trade as a grocer at Bos- 
ton,) lost his life in endeavouring to 
rescue some of his father’s sheep. 
On Saturday night an old gentleman, 
Mr Jessop, accideqtly looking out of 
liis hoiwe, and mistaking the approach- 
ing deluge for a fall of snow on the 
ground, exclaimed to his son, that care 
should be taken of some sheep on his 
pastures. The deceased immediately 
w^ent forth, and lieforc he recovered 
from the astonishment excited by the 
scene, walked through the Water, in 
his way to the sheep, into a pit, where* 
he was drowned, before any assistance 
could be rendered. 

The hotel (Plummer’s,) at Fries- 
ton shore, was for some hours in dan- 
ger V)f being quite washed down ; 
the great bow- window of the dining- 
room, although a considerable height 
from the ground, was forced from 
the building by the water, and car- 
ried to the distiuicc of several ficlds- 
Spme few farmers are said to have 
lost ne&rly all the stock upon their 
*land8. Great difficulty rfvill be ex- 
perienced in sqpportirfg such cattilc 
as may not have perished on the in- 
undated farms ; all the ditches, ponds, 
and wells in many parishes being fill- 
ed with salt water, which it will take 
Botne time to g^t rid of. The ap- 
pearance of the country from the top 
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of Boston steeple is melancholy in the 
extreme. At tlie seventh mile-stone 
towards Spalding, the water runs oyer 
the road, and the country looks like 
a sea. From the hour of three on 
Friday morning last till five, it light- 
ened as Aividly and repeatedly as 
common in the season vdien we most 
look for such phenomena. 

Yesterday afternoon, about three 
o’clock, at Margate, the wind having 
blov^i; duririg the day violently from 
the north-east, suddenly veered round 
to the south-west, and a tremendous 
hurricane from that quarter cairicd 
before it the whole of the remaining 
houses in Hazardous-row, wliich ha- 
ving been long in a ruinous and dila- 
pidated state, fell with a most alarm- 
jing and ten ible criiyh into the foam- 
ing ocean. The back of the basket 
maker’s work-shop, and of Mr Sim- 
mons, the coal meter’s house, were 
both uncovered, but providentially no 
lives w'ene lost, or personal injury 
sustained by this accident. The rains 
tvhich have fallen incessantly for seve- 
ral days pasSt, have caused the river 
Stour to overflow its banks ; and the 
levels of SaiTC Minster and Monkton 
are completely flooded, so that the 
road over Sarre Wall is in many places 
several feet under water, and renders 
aD the care and diligence of the coach- 
men and post boys necessary to pass 
it in safety. 

A very heavy rain , commenced in 
the neighbourhood of Exeter yester-' 
day se’nmght, which continued with- 
out intermission until ten o’clock the 
succeeding ni^t, accompanied by a 
strong gale of wind : tlie waters rose 
sb rapidly* that all the low grounds 
wbre p^eseIltly deluged. The flood 
was thr^ inches higher on the Exe- 
ter quay than ever known before. 
Three vesa^It, of large burden, were 
thrown completely on the quay, and 


with much trouble and danger launch* 
ed into the river a day afterwards ; 
many walls were entirely thrown down 
or carried away ; several out-housea 
totally destroyed ; the Monmouth- 
shire regiment of militia, in coming 
from Honiton, were obliged to wade 
through the water up to their necks. 

The Clarence coach, from Ply- 
mouth, was entirely stopped on this 
side of Alphingtoii, about half a mile 
from Excler. There were five gentle- 
men inside, three men and the coach- 
man on the outside. This coach was 
drawn by six horses, with a post-boy ; 
the waters being higher than the hor- 
ses, they all swaip^with the coach 
against a strong current, but the pos- 
tillion losing his seat, clambered up a 
hedge ; the two leading horses im- 
mediately began to turn, which the 
coachman perceiving, descended from 
his seat and cut off the harness, being 
up to his chin in the water ; four of 
the horses swam off, but the other 
two were drowned. Six passengers, 
after struggling in the water, got on 
a hedge, and from thence reached a 
neighbouring house, the inhabitants 
of which immediately gave the dis- 
tressed travelKus an asylum for the 
night. Aifjother passenger, a stout 
man, hav^' - g taken a different course, 
remained under a liigh hedge nine 
or ten hours, till he was released the 
next morning. The empty coach was 
carried back a considerable distance 
by the stream, and stuck in a hedge. 

At Dawlish, nine or ten new 
houses,' with their furniture, were 
nearly demolished, and one swept into 
thd ocean ; the water coming down 
the hills, burst forth with*8u<m force 
that nothing could Withstand its fury. 
Mr Tapper, of that place, was awa- 
kened by hearing the water' running 
through his house, but not considering 
his danger, remained within till d&jM 
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light on Saturday morning, when, at 
the persuasion of the neighbours, he, 
with his wife and child, quitted the 
premises, which they had scarcely left 
wdien the roof fell in, and the whole 
house was drifted into the sea, with 
the furniture, and not an article was 
saved. The alms-housp adjoining, 
which had stood the brunt of many 
a storm and tempest \ipward8 of 100 
years, was likewise demolishetl. 

The beautiful canal at Dawlish, 
with the bridges, arc so entirely de- 
stroyed, that not the smallest resem- 
blance of its original form can be per- 
ceived. The damages sustained by 
one gentleman aj. that* place is esti- 
mated at not less tlian 10,0001. 

About nine o’clock, on Saturday 
morning, the flood broke "in upon 
Budleigh Salteaton with a violence 
undescribable, and in the course <»f 
an hour swept completely into the 
uea two handsome houses, near the 
beach, together with a great part of 
the furniture. The force of the wa- 
ter was so prodigious, as to make a 
channel of about 60 feet wide and 12 
deep. 

Suicide. — Early yesterday morn- 
ing, a sheriff’s officer of the name of. 
Beard, accompanied by his follower, 
went to Slaughter’s Coffee-house, St 
Martin’s-lane, into which they had 
watched a gentleman, against whom 
they had a writ for a considerable 
sum, on the preceding night. The 
officer sent up to the gentleman, and 
he . informed the follower that if he 
would take some refreshment in the « 
coffee-room, he would soon be down ; 
but having waited for his dressing 
himself some time, 5^e officer went 
up, and the gentleman swallowed a 
cup of arsenic in his presence. He 
died in half an hour ; the surgeon 
who attended pronounced the arsenic 
to have been a second dose. 


poRONER’s Inquest.— An inqui- 
sition was taken yesterday at the 
Nag’s Head, in Orange-court, on the 
body of an Irish gentleman of the 
name of John Dolan Burke, Esq. 
He had married into an Irish family 
of consequence, and had lodged three 
months at Slaughter’s. It turned out, 
by the evidence of Mr Spencer, sur- 
geon in New-street, that the deceased 
had taken poison several hours pre- 
vious to this latter drajjght, taken 
when he was arrested by the ofiiffer, 
and that he obstinately refused to 
,take any medicine. He said “ he 
had done the deed, and would not 
take that which would frustrate his 
design." He at length grew insen- 
sible, and he was drenched with an 
emetic when too late. His attor- 
ney staled to the jury, that he had^ 
not been sober one minute these four 
years, which he attributed to his em- 
barrassments, and he considered him 
a maniac. Two of the ^ury cor- 
roborated this fact. Verdict — Insa- 
niiij. 

A child, named Rannard, was poi- 
soned at Horncastle last week, through 
the mixed indiscretion (as the story 
is related) of two or three persons. 
Th^ mother had applied to an apo- 
thecary, who “ the market^* 

for something to relieve her little girl 
from an indisposition under which 
she laboured, and which the itinerant 
son of Galen declared to proceed 
from worms. *A packet was to be 
sent from the medical man’s dispen- 
sary in another town, to the house- 
of-'Call at Horncastlei^ for the relief 
of the child. ‘The mother called a 
day or two afterwards, and the only 
packet which had arrived was given 
to her. No direction was upon it ; 
but the woman took the packet, and 
thoughtlessly administered a large 
part of the contents, which proved to 
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be opium. The child died in conse- 
qiiciice in a few hours. Verdict 
Accidental Death,

went down in deep water. The^vcssel 
^struck with such violence as to tear 
away the whole oS her stem frame, 
and the consequence was, that she 
filled and sunk with such rapidity as 
scarcely to allow the master and mate 
time to gain the top -mast head for 
safety ; the remainder of the crew, 
consisting of three boys, were wash- 
ed from the shrouds by the violence 
of the waves, and perished. The 
master and mate happily succeeded 
in lashing themselves to the top-mast 
with the pemiant halyards, and in that 
situation were preserved, the vessel 
grounding in such a depth of w'^ater 
as at low mark just washed the cross- 
trees ; and upon these, at such times, 
they supported themselves by f^taiid- 
ing, but were driven to the top-mast 
hcadagain on the return of higbwater. 
Having conjinued in this wretched 
situation bit^-aikd-thirty hours, (from 
ci^ht o’clock on Friday night till the 
asune hpur on Sunday morning,) they 
were, tb^n providentially relieved by 
a ship pa$wng* and were landed at 
Yannoutb*

nace. A man of the name of Wilson 
Hooper directed by his will, that he 
should be buried in a suit of his best 
clothes, with his hat, boots, &c. All 
this was strictly attended to, with a 
trivial exception. The boots being 
new, could not, for an obvious rea- 
son, be put cupoii his legs ; and as it 
was not deemed proper that they 
should be anywise cut, or that he 
should go without them, it was re- 
solved to throw them into the coffin 
above him, winch was accoidingly 
done.

FiiE. — The following most lamentable 
accident happened jn the neighbour- 
hood of Perth, on Sunday morning, 
about nine o’clock. The Kon. Capt. 
Francis Tiay Drummond, of Crom- 
lix, brother to the Karl of Kinnoul, 
in crossing the Earn, by a ford which 
the water had deepened owing to the 
rain of the preceding evening, waa 
thrown from his horse into the river, 
where he perished. It is conjectu-* 
red, from the report of a boy who 
was in the neighbourhood, that the 
horse having got beyond his depth. 
Captain Drummond kept his back 
while he swam across, but was un- 
seated in t*!i violent struggles of the 
terrified :^nimal to gtft up the bank 
at a steep and unfavourable place. 
Captain Drummond had spent the 
preceding day with Lord Ruthven 
at his seat of Freeland, and was pre- 
vented by the badness of the evening 
from returning, as he intended, to 
' Dupplin Castfc, where he had lately- 
arrived on a visit td his brother, after 
escaping the daggers of war both in 
Walcheren and PqrtugaL In the 
morning he had expressed himself 
anxious to get home betimes, that 
he might accompany his brother to 
church. Captain Drummond was in 
liis twenty -fourth year. 
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Thus perished in the prime of life 
a brave young officer, and a gcnile- 
nian esteemed and beloved as exten- 
sively as he was known. He pos- 
sessed considerable estates independ- 
ent of the earl his brother ; and, du- 
ring the short period of his majority, 
his large revenues had been applied 
by his directions to purposes equally 
beneficial to society, and honourable 
to himself. Devoted to the service 
of his country, he lived the life of a 
soldier, and he had conducted him- 
self, in repealed instances, while with 
the troops in Portugal, with that 
union of coolness and (pravery which 
characterises his ^illant countryman 
the hero of Barosa, to whom he was 
well known. 

He was the only brother of Lord 
Kinnoul : The entire cordiality of 
friendship and affection subsisting be- 
twixt the brothers, strengthened per- 
haps by the similarity of their ages 
and pursuits, had been throughout 
their lives unvarying and remarkable. 
The distressed situation of his lord- 
ship, therefore, on hearing of the ac- 
cident, may be conceived, but cannot 
be described. The body of Captain 
Drummond was found too late -for 
hope ; and was consigned t?) the tomb 
amidst as general and sincere a mourn- 
ing as ever followed the obsequies of 
a gallant youth so sadly ^iid prema- 
turely lost to society.

An application had been made last 
week to the magistrates of the Police- 
office, Duke-street, by the Right 
Hon. Earl Annesley, for a warrant 
against Sophia Connor, coitnnonly 
callecf the Countess of Annesley, or 
Lady Annesley Lees, and some otlier 
persons, on a charge of a conspiracy 
against him, and Mondav, 12th inst. 
w’as appointed for the iSfvcMtigatmn 
of the complaint. At the time ap- 
pointed, Karl Annesley appeared in 
the office, accompanied by the Earl of 
Howth, his law agent Mr FirJong, 
and Mr Furlong the barri .cer, ajid sta- 
ted to the magistrate the grounds on 
^hicRhc claimed their interposition. 
Pie declared that he came forward , 
from no other motive than a desire to 
vindicate lus character from a foul as- 
persion, which had been cast upon it 
with all the appearance of systematic 
contrivance : that it was coijrimenced 
in the distribution of hand-bills, an- 
nouncing the loss of a boy, called 
therein “ the Earl Annesley and 
that the tendency of those hand-bills 
was soon after manifested by the in- 
sinuations which had fallen from the 
woman's counsel, on her late trial, of 
his lordship having been concerned 
in the disappearance of the boy. He 
then stated that her counsel had also 
insinuated that his lordship influenced 
Mr Marcus Aqneslcy, who had been 
summoned to give evidence on the 
trial o^ Mrs Connor, commonly call- 
'ed Lady Annesley Lcesj not to ap- 
pear in court, when in«fact it was in- 
disputably proved since, by the affi- 
davit of the said Mr Marcus Annes- 
ley, that he had been purposely kept 
out of the way by Mr Jeffery s, the 
prosecutor. 

Mr Furlong addressed the uiagi- 
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strates, and contended in point of Hw, 
as Mrs Connor, otherwise Lady An- 
nesley Lees, had not appeared, that 
a warrant should be issued for her 
apprehension. He then read, as the 
pounds for such a proceeding, the 
Tollowiftg affidavits : 

" John B jrrctt, agent \n the London- 
deiTy uiail co.icb, niaketli oath, and saitli, 
that on tfic L’Stli of Octoher last, Lady

Deponent since heard, and does believe, 
that tlie same person Lady AnneJey 
called Miss Kelly was young Lord Ari- 
ncsley; and that the said Lady Anne>- 
Jey promised (hponenti that if he parried 
on the business s/ie would proeure hiiu a 
Bituation in the fjost-officc ; that the said 
person so given in charge to deponeut 
was disguised as a female, and laidy An- 
neslcy went into the coach to him, and 
gave Iiim a handkerchief to tie about his 
neck. ‘

Upon behalf of tiie lady, the fol- 
lowing extract of a letter w'as read : 

Exirui'l of a /effer, dated Nov. 10, 1810, 
from me Rew llai court Ltes, to Mr 
J. Lcdk. 

*‘I was much suquised last mVht, on 
returning from Clermont with Sir Thos. 
Newcomen, to find Lady A. iiere : in 
consequence of iny letter relative to the 
boy^s absence, and anxious to receive in 
person some very particular papers I had 
of hers. She drove down, and talks of 
returning as far as Drogheda to-ifay, if a 
chaise can be procured. I wish she had 
not come here at this moment. The 
boy’s leaving town she knewoL biit de- 
^rmined to keep secret from me. Lord 
A was ne\# . ^ ven hinted at as the cause, 
bhe alwir • ^aid to me, and others, and 
wrote to '..wan (Lord A- — -’s friend) tfiat 
she was certain he was safe, and had re- 
turned to school. 

I recollect the night I went to town 
that slie told me, on one point, J must be 
secret, 1 paid no attention to her re- 
mark then ; but it now appears, it was 
the circumstance of the child's absence, 
and this was the last thing I would sus- 
pect, being aware that iihe had gone over 
on puipose for him ; her reasons for 
c^nging^her mind Were a wish to put 
offher trial ; first, because .... 
and secondly, because Kelly, her father^ 
could not come up: and this was na- 
tural enough. 1 am sorry^ the matter 
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^cver occurred; she was badly advised; 
and if she was well, I would nave cen- 
sured and disapproved of the proceedluc, 
had I been in town ; she was therefore 
afraid to tell me of the business. I am 
satished it was a sudden thouiiht orif^i- 
natin^ with herself, from fear, on the eve 
of her trial, and woman like, wishiu" to 
put pff the evil day as long as she could. 

Lord Annesley then, by way of 
compromise, consented, on the prof- 
fered condition of proceeding in the 
suit without delay, to withdraw, for 
the present, his application for a war- 
rant against the lady, and tA take no 
further steps in the intended prosecu- 
tion for a conspiratry against his lord- 
ship. 

Mr J. Lees (on behalf of his bro- 
ther, to whom the lady is nTarried) 
disavowed all knowledgeof the shame- 
ful trick that had thus been brought 
to light ; this disavowal was received 
by the ready assent of Lord Annes- 
ley, and indeed it was evident that a 
similar impression had been made up- 
on every person present. 

The alFair concluded by a band- 
some panegyric pronounced by Mr 
Guiness ou the high character of the 
Earl Annesley. • 

So far back as the yeaf- 1803, a 
suit by ejectment had been commen- 
ced, on behalf of the boy, (declared 
in the hand-bills to have been stolen 
from his mother,) for the purpose of 
establisliing his claim to the estates 
and title of the late Earl Annesley, 
It was therefore proposed by the law 
agent of Mrs Connor, in her name 
and by her instructions, to proceed 
in the ejectment-cause without dela^, 
for the purpose of proving the legi- 
timacy of the boy, and his right to 
the earldom, provided Earl Annes- 
ley wotd<) not press his complaint. 

Wednesday the 14th inet, was ex- 
ecuted on a moor near Fochabers, 


Alexander Gillan, pursuant to bis 
sentence at the last Circuit Court 
of Justiciary at Inverness, for a rape 
and barbarous murder on the body of 
Elspet Lamb, a girl only ten years 
old. He was a good-looking young 
man, not quite nineteen years ftf age, 
and seemed very penitent, and deeply 
affected with a sense of his enormous 
guilt. Several clergymen attended 
him to the place of execution, and as- 
sisted him in his devotions, during 
which he appeared to be much agita- 
ted. Prayers being ended, he ascend- 
ed the cart in which he had been con- 
veyed from Elgin, and read some lines 
of a speech he had written when in 
prison, but with which he was not 
able to.proceed. From what he de- 
livered, however, he acknowledged 
the justice of his sentence. Havinf^ 
concluded this part of his address to 
the people, he was soon afterwards 
launched into eternity, amidst several 
thousands of spectators, as^mbled 
from the surrounding country to wit. 
ness tlie awful spectacle. The body, 
after being suspended an hour, wag 
taken down, and afterwards hung in 
chains, agreeably to the sentence. 

- The following sim pie remedy against 
the depredations of mice in corn stacks 
has lately been recommended for its 
undoubted efficacy: Sprinkle from 
four to six bushels of dry white sand 
upon the roof of the stack before the 
thatch is put on. The sand is no de- 
triment to the corn, and stacks thu« 
dressed have remained without injury. 
So very effective is the r(;piedy, that 
nests of dead young imee have be(*ii 
found where the sand has been used, 
but not a live mouse could be seen. 

The horse-chesnut has lately been 
substituted for soap in Paris. A 
public jonnial gives the following di- 
rection for employing it : — When it 
is ripe, and drops from the tree, take 
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off the trown husk, and pound ':he 
fruit in a large mortar ; aj^ply the 
farino thus obtained to the spots on 
the linen and wash it. All the spots 
■will disappear, and more readily than 
by means of soap. 

JuDGK JnFFUiES. — The workmen 
employed to repair the, church of St 
Mans Aldcrmanbury, discovered a 
few days since tlje remains of the no- 
torious Cliiijiicellor Jeffries. A large 
faL^one \Vas removed near the com- 
munion-table, and in a vault under- 
neath the men found a leaden coffin, 
containing the body. The coffin did 
not appear to have siifTcrcd much de- 
cay’. Jt was closed, and a plate re- 
mained on it, inscribed with the name 
of Chancellor Jeffries. His vson and 
daughter are als<) buried in the same 
vault. After the legal murders at 
Taunton, whicli Jeffries managed 
with so much address, he returned to 
London, and to avoid the popular 
fury excited by his infamous conduct, 
disguised “himself in the habit of a fo- 
reign sailor, with intention to escape 
to Hamburgh; but being discovered 
as he was looking out of a window in 
a house at Wapping, where he had 
concealed himself, he was seized by 
the mob and almost killed. He was 
finally lodged in tlie Tower by the 
populace, in order that he might be 
brought to justice ; but he died soon 
after, in consequence of the blows and 
bruises he had receivod. He had pre- 
viously resided in Aldcrmanbury, and 
his body was privately interred by^ 
his family V *The coffin was not open-* 
^;.aQd aftef piiblig curiosity had 
b^ti gratified, it was replaced in the 
vault, and the stone fastened over it. 

Eifotn tjie very extraordinary pro- 
duce of one potatoe planted whole, 
itA evident that the cultivation of 
usefvd/oot ?n this country is 
ihei^ly in its infancy. In the latter 


end of June last, a gentleman, resi-. 
ding in Sloanc-sqiiare, planted in hi* 
garden a new species of potatoe, 
which he brought last spring from 
the AUbeghany mountains of North 
America ; and by a peculiar mode of 
cultivation, there grew from the ori- 
ginal parent upwards of one hundred 
stems, each mcasuriMgin length about 
six feet six inches. Three day^s ago 
these stems were dug, when the pro- 
duce weighed 2Slb. whereas the seed 
potat^x* did not weigh quite two 
ounces. Eacli of the potatoes on an 
average measured six indies in length, 
and the same .in circumference. The 
potatoe is of a reji colour, and re- 
markably dry and mealy. 

On 'J'hursday a meeting of the 
Middlesex magistrates took place, 
for the purpose of electing a gover- 
nor of the House of Correction, va- 
cant by the dismissal of Mr Aris, in 
consequence of the escape of 'Roberts 
while under his care. 

The candidates were— 

Adkm5> the ofUce r of Row-street ; 
Hamilton, the officer of Marlhorongh- 
street ; 

Mr Dean, a magistrate for the eoiirty ; 
Mr Wild, the late liigli constable for the 
county^;

The candidates were all called in 
before the magistrates, their age® 
See. taken down in writing, and then 
withdrew. 

After considerable deliberationslir 
the candidates were informed that 
the election was posponed till Thurs- 
da*y se^nnight. Mr Pean, the ma- 
gistrate ; Mr Wild, tKe Kijgh consta- 
ble ; and Mr Daltoij^ declined stand, 
ing the election, ' THe candidate® . 
now of course are, Adkins, Hamil- 
ton, and Aris. 

A gentleman of Bristol ha® propoi 
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fed a new method of preserving the 
lives of persons shipwrecked, princi- 
pally by having the matresses used in 
ships formed of cork shavings. ’ He 
«uggest8, that if each matress was 
filled with the above, in a proportion 
equal to the support of a single man, 
a mass of them thrown overboard, 
linked together by ties at each corner, 
would form an extensive raft, capa- 
ble of sustaining a number of men, 
and conveying them to the rock or 
«hore, witli far more safety than com- 
mon rafts, which are frequently dis- 
joined by the blows they receive. 

24th. — CotJUT OF King’s Bench. 
p— T he Hottentot Venus. — The 
Attorney- General* rose, to apply to 
the court on behalf of this unfortunate 
female, who was exhibited to rtie pub- 
lic under circumstances of peculiar 
disgrace to a civilized country. But 
it was to the honour of public feeling, 
that there arc those among usv.hu 
could not see this violation of public 
decorum, and this insult to human na- 
ture, without taking every stop in 
their power to put an end to both. It 
was by the instruction of a society of 
benevolent and highly respectable gen- 
tlemen that he made the application. 
They had every reason to believe that 
the unfortunatejemale in question was 
brought away from her own country 
without her consent ; was kept here 
for exhibition without her consent ; 
and that the appearance of compliance 
which she evinced was the result of 
menaces and ill treatment. The ob- 
ject of those most humane and re- 
spectable gentlemen was to release 
her from conhnement, put her under 
roper protection While she remained 
ere, and restore her. to her country 
W the first conveyance that offered. 
The Attbrncy‘-General said, his ulti- 
mate object was a Habeas Corpus to 
bring up the body of this female. But 


he p'ouhl at present only move for a 
rule to shew cause why a writ of Ha- 
beas Corpus should not issue to her 
keeper ; and also a rule to shew cause 
why the keeper should not allow per- 
sons who understood her language to 
speak to her when he was nwl pre- 
sent. • The motion was grounded on 
the affidavits which he, the Attorney- 
General, woLild now produce to the 
court. The first was from Mr Bul- 
lock of the Liverpool M\iseum. It 
stated, that some months since A’ Mr 
Alexander Dunlop, who, he believed, 
was a surgeon in the army, came to 
him to sell the skin of a camelopard, 
which he had brought from the Cape 
of Good Hope. Mr Bullock refused 
to buy the skin, from the high price 
set upon it. Some time afier, this 
Dunlop again called on Mr Bullock, 
and told him, that he had then, cm 
her way from the Cape, a female 
Hottentot, of very singular appear- 
ance ; that she would make the for- 
tune of any person who shewed her 
in London; and that he, (Dunlop) 
was under an engagement to send her 
back in two years ; lie wislicd to dis- 
pose of the camelopard’s skin and the 
Hottentot together, and pressed them 
on Mr Bullock. “ This,” said the 
Attorney-General, shewed, that lie 
felt himself as having the property.” 
Subsequentlv to this, Mr Bullock 
bought the skin, and Dunlop told him 
that he had disposed of the Hotten- 
tot to Hcnd CCzar ; he also express- 
ed greqjt regret at his having so totally 
• surrendered his right in the profits ot 
the exhibhioiii « If,” %aicf the At- 
torney -Generah any thing furtfici 

need be added to impress the court 
with an idea of the onensive and ii>- 
decoroua nature of the exhibition, 
there were affidavits of person;! who 
had visited the unfortunate woman. 
But the details would not be Tit for 
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the court. The only application at 
present was, to give lier liberty to say 
whether she was exhibited by her own 
consent.’’ 

Mr Justice Le Blanc. — “The other 
part of the statement, I mean the in- 
decency, would be ground for a cri- 
minal prosecution.” 

The Attorney -Gerteral then read 
the affidavit of Mr McCartney, the 
secretary to the African Association. 
It stated, t'liat the deponent had gone 
to‘thc exhibition ; that he there found 
a stage raised about three feet from 
the floor, with a cage, or enclosed 
place at the end of it ; that the Hot- 
tentot was within the cage ; that on 
being ordered by her keeper, she came 
out, and that her appearance was 
highly offensive to delicacy. Hend 
Cczar, on being questioned by the de- 
ponent, said, he had got her from the 
Dutch Boors, who brought her from 
the interior to the Cape ; and that he 
had agreed with the governor of the 
Cape to exhibit her for two years in 
this country. For this, he said, he 
had a permission in vrriting. Depo- 
nent not conceiving that Lord Cale- 
don would grant such a permission, 
and being in the habit of correspond- 
ing with his lordship, desired to see 
the writing, which Cezar refused. 
The Hottentot was produced like a 
wild bea^t, and ordered to move back- 
wards and forwards, and come on^ 
and go into her cage, more like a bear 
in a chain than a human being. De- 
ponent was confident, from every ap- 
pearance, that she was totally under 
restraint ; but from his not' being able 
to converse with her, bould only judge 
trotxi appearances. Those appear- 
ances, however, were convincing. She 
frec^uently h^ved deep sighs ; seemed 
anxtoit^and uneasy ; and ^ew sullen 
when she was ordered to play on some 
rude instrument of music. Two gen- 


tlemen, one a native of Holland, were 
sent there to converse with her ; and 
being told that she could speak Dutch, 
they asked her if she had any relations 
at the Cape ; if she felt herself com- 
fortable ; if she wished to return to 
her own country ; but to these ques- 
tions, the most interesting that Could 
have been asked of a creature in her 
situation, she returned no answer. 

Lord Ellenborough. — “ Is it as- 
certained that she speaks Dutch ?” 

Mr Attorney. General. “ Yes ; 

the keeper spoke Dutch to her. And 
one time, when she refused for a mo- 
ment to come out of her cage, the 
keeper let down tjip curtain, went be- 
hind, and was seen to hold up his hand 
to her in a menacing posture 5 she then 
came forward at his call, and was 
perfectly obedient. The object of 
the motion was not to take her out 
of the hands of the keeper, not to put 
her into the confinement and power of 
other persons, but to give her the 
means of expressing her own feeling 
of the state in which she was. For 
that purpose it was to be submitted 
to the court, that persons should have 
access to her who understood her 
language, and to whom she might ex- 
press herSelf, unrestrained by the pre- 
sence of C‘'/ar,” 

Lord Ellenborough.— “That con- 
versation must be in the presence of 
some one on the part of Cezar, to 
check the examination. But does not 
the affidavit talk of indecency ?” 

Mr Attorney. GeneraL — “ My lord, 
she is dressed in a colour as nearly re- 
sembling her skin as possible. The 
dfcss is contrived to exhibit Ihe en- 
tire frame of her body, and the spec- 
tators are even invited to examine the 
peculiarities of lier forEii.** 

Lord Ellenborough.— The ob- 
ject of the court is, of course, not to 
call forth any statement, inconsistettt 
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with delicacy, but to ascertain how 
far the exhibition gives her pain as a 
sentient being.*' 

After some further observations 
from the court, on the necessity of 
accurately ascertaining her feelings, 
the rule was granted. 

Prospective Spoktinq, — No less 
than twenty»six subscriptions of 200 
guineas each have been made for a 
race to be run at the Craven meeting 
of 1815 ; the horses for which race 
are not only not yet born, but not 
yet begotten ! 

Mutiny at Senegal. — ^We are 
concerned to state, that a mutiny of 
a most alarming nature, and attended 
with the most melancholy results, 
took place a few weeks since at this 
settlement. The troops stationed 
there consist of a detachment of 'the 
Royal African corps, a regiment com- 
posed chiefly of convicts. Early in 
June last, some symptoms of a muti- 
nous disposition were observed, but 
it was fortunately qtielled without 
any measures of severity. In Sep- 
tember, information was received of a 
conspiracy for seizing the fort, and 
wresting the command from the offi- 
cer. Lieut.. Col. Maxwell, the com- 
mandant, an active and meritorious 
officer, forthwith assembled a court 
martial at the drum head on tl\.e chief 
mutineers, when their guilt being ful- 
ly established, twenty-five were con- 
demned to be shot immediately, and 
twenty-five more to be banished to the 
colony of Sierra Leone, After a so- 
lemn exhortation from the colonel, 
and having been invited publicly to 
recount any supposed grievances of 
which they mi^t have to complain, 
tlicse unhappy men declared that they 
had not any thing to allege against 
their officers, but that they did not 
like to be detained in Africa all their 
hvt's. They all, with the exception 


of ope man, suflcrcd the dreatUul sen- 
tence in penitence and prayer. 

Roubery of the Cork Mail 
Coach. — It is with no small indiguu- 
tion that it falls to our duty to relate 
one of those acts of lawless miscois. 
duct, which, from their frequenay, arc 
become almost too familiar in Ireland 
to be thought tleyond the class of or- 
dinary events. The mail coach from 
Cork, which left that city on Friday 
last for the metropolis, was proceed- 
ing with its customary expedition "UnR 
security, when upon its arrival at the 
Grange turnpike, three miles on the 
Dublin road from Cashel, the gate 
of the turnpike was found to be clo- 
sed. The horses' heads had nearly 
touched the gate, before it was ob- 
served that the persons who were on 
the opposite side made no effort to 
open it, which induced the coachman 
to call out to that effect. The reply 
that was instantly returned was — 
You shall not pass till you^ deliver 
up your arms ; those we must have. 
If you give them up quietly, you shall 
pass without a hair of your heads be- 
ing hurt, if you resist, we will take 
your lives.*' All this was pronoun- 
ced in a tone and manner the most 
decisive ; but which however did not 
intimidate the guards of the coach, 
both of whom made instant prepara- 
tion for the most determined resist- 
anc«, and retorted upon the persons 
who spoke from the other side of the 
gate defiance in the boldest terms. 
When tlie guards stood up to fire 
their blunderbusses, they discovered 
by tlie light of’the which was 

peculiarly bright^, that their opponents 
were completely protected from then- 
fire. Two large piers to the turnpike 
gate extended ample protection to 
those miscreant?’, and a uumbei of 
voices from a long bam, which ex- 
tended iu the line of the gate, aud 
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flanked the road, indicated vcjy plain- 
ly the inequality there wavS between 
the parties opposed. The station 
eeemed to be selected with military 
sagacity; a stiong party pobsessed 
the gate prot< cted by the piers and 
adjacent walls ; the barn was full of 
men, who seemed to speak tiirough 
loopholes made for tlic occasion, and 
at llie end of the barn a man stood 
with a imisket in his hand, ready to 
.shoot any'person who might attempt 
to fly, and leturn towards Cashel to 
give the alarm. Indeed, upon one of 
the passengers appearingto make such 
an attempt, this man not only levelled 
liis piece, but four other muskets 
were distinctly heard to be cocked, 
W'hile he was called Uj return at once, 
or that lie would be t^hot instantly. 
On ea<. h side of the road were deep 
dikes and extensive bogs ; and avS the 
coach was stopped on a small bridge 
with a low parapet on each side, it 
was impossible to turn to either the 
right cyr left, to go backwards or for- 
wafds. Tlie couch was full, but none 
of the jmssengers were armed, or in 
the smallest degree able to support 
the courageous and firm deportment 
of the guards. In a short time it 
was very clear that resistance was 
wholly out of the question. A par- 
ley look place, which lasted near 
three quarters of an hour, occasionally 
interrupted by the firm declaraUotis 
of the guards on one side, and b « the 
calm but stern denunciations of the 
attacking party on the oth(j;\ — The 
passengers interfered sti-enuously to 
persuade the guards to avert the con- 
dequencea of fruitloss resistance, by 
complying witli the conditions upon 
which safety was' promised ; but it 
was not until this purpose was long 
and cogently urged, and a shot fired 
by an unseen hand at the guards, that 
those firm and faithful men could be 


prevailed upon to deliver up their arms, 
which they did with tears of indigna- 
tion. As soon as the arms were laid 
on the ground, according to stijiula- 
tion, tlic turnpike gate, wdiich liad 
been fastened with ropes, was opened, 
and fifteen men advanced, and drew 
up, nine on one side of the coach, 
and six on the other. They were all 
young fellows, completely armed — 
slightly clothed, notwithstanding the 
coldness of the night, and equally 
hardy, intrepid, and daring in their 
ap]‘earance. Their arms consisted of 
snort pieces, which they carried in 
the manner of rifles at su])ported 
arms, some blunderbusses and car- 
bines ; the latt(*f in a bright and 
perfect state, and ap}>arently yeo- 
manry* arms, As soon as the coach 
capitulated, one of the party obser- 
ved — “ Now, do not say to-morrow 
that we robbed you ; not a pin’s? 
worth shall you lose, nor a hair of 
your heads be touched. If this coach 
was full of money, wc should care 
nothing aboqt it — arms we want, and 
arms wc will have— -go about your 
business now in safety.” — The coach 
proceeded onwards, and not a shout 
was given, or a shot fired. W’nen the 
gate wa^pa-.^ed, tlie number of this 
gang of l'vebootei;s might be seen 
in a gent I al way, though it was im- 
possible to reckon them. They could 
not have been less than thirty from 
all appearance, and from the number 
of voices that spoke from the long 
barn. 

When the coach arrived at Little- 
ton, the alarm was given, and a sub- 
item officer of the Wexford, militia 
instantly left his bed, inclement as 
the night was, and went forthwith to 
a neiglibouring magistrate, to sum- 
mon his attendance to pursue the 
gaHg. 

A Hoax,— -T his very malignant 
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. species of wit was yesterday most 
successfully practised at the house of 
Mrs T, a lady of fortune, at No. 54. 
Beniers-street,' which was beset by 
dozens of trades-people at a time. 
With their various commodities, and 
from the confusion altogether such 
crowds collected at Icngfcn as to ren- 
der the street impassable. Waggons 
laden with coals from the Padding- 
ton wli'irfs, upholsterers* goods in 
cart-loads, orgaiiB, piano-fortes, linen, 
jeivellcry, and every other description 
of furniture, was lodged as near as 
possible to the door of No. 54, with 
anxioils trades-pcople aijd a laughing 
mob About this time the Lord 
Mayor arrived in his carriage, but his 
lordship^s stay was short, and he 
was driven to Marlborough-street, 
police Office. At the office his 
lordship informed the sitting magis- 
trate, that he had received a note pur- 
porting to have come from Mrs T., 
which stated that she had been sum- 
monsed lo appear before him, but 
that she was confined to her room by 
sickness, and requested his lordship 
■would do her the favour, to call on 
her. Berriers-street at this time was 
in the greatest confusion, by the mul- 
tiplicity of trades-people ^ho were 
returning with their goods, and spec- 
tators laughing at them. The offi- 
cers belonging to M’arlborough-street 
office were immediately ordered out 
to keep order, but it was impossible 
for a short time. The first thing 
witnessed by the officers was six stoot 
men bearing an orffan, surrounded 
by wine-por^i’ with permits, bar- 
bers with wigst ftmptua-makers' wiitft 
band-boxeSj optihi^s with their va- 
rious articles of ; And ^uch was 
the pi%aflure oft trades-people Who 
bad b^n dupedi that at 4 o’clock aU^ 
was still in confusion. Every officer 
that ceuid be mustered was enlisted 
to disperse the people, and they were. 
m. PART It; 


placed at the corner of Berners-street, 
to prevent trades-people from advan- 
cing towards the house with goods. 
The street was not cleared at a late 
hour, as servants of every denomina- 
tion, wantingplaces, began to assemble 
at five^’clocK. It turned out that let- 
ters had been written to the different 
trades-people, which stated recom- 
mendations from persons of quality. 
This hoax exceeded by fiar that in 
Bedford-street, a few months since;; 
for besides a coffin, svhicb was brought 
to Mrs T.’s house, made to measure 
agreeable to letter, five feet six by six- 
teen, there were accoucheur«> tooth- 
drawers, miniature-painters, and ar- 
tists of eveiy description. 

Mr J. Wharton, of Appleby Carr 
Side, in the county of Lincoln, who 
died on Wednesday se’nnight at the 
age of 31, when only 18 years of age 
weighed 18 stone, and continued to in- 
crease in weight a stone each year, till 
he was 30 years old. His coffin, resem- 
bling a large trough, was so capacious, 
that a side of the house was taken 
down to permit its egress, Mr Whar- 
ton,though aconriderablefarmer, had 
not a waggon wide enough to hold 
this immense repository, which was 
six feet broad at the shoulders.

DECEMBER. 

1 St . — I ^ I j N D A T ION. — Aboil t one 
o’cltick in the moniinjrof the 29th ult., 
the* Driggle reservoir, at the top of 
Stanedire, in Marsdon, about nine 
miles west of Huddersfield, burst, 
and the water flowing in an easterly 
direction, inundated the whole of 
the adjoining valley. This reservoir, 
formed for the purpose of supplying 
the Huddersfield canal, co veered about 
28 acres of land ; and such was the 
destructive impetuosity of the flood, 
that it swept away a cottage, occupi- 
ed by James Schollield, standing on 
the declivity of the lull, and his wife 
and four children penshed in the flood. 
Rushing forward in its fatal course, 
the water advanced to the mill of 
Messrs Horsfall, and so completely 
inundated the house of the miller, that 
himself and his wife were flpated out 
of their bed ; he seized ,the stone- 
work in the window, and for some 
time held his wife in his embrace ; 
but she was at length forced from 
him, and her lifeless body was tnken 
up the next morning at a place called 
the Paddock, two^iles from Hud- 
dersfield ; the husband, howler, kept 
his hold of the window till the water 
subsided, <and by that means preser- 
ved hia life. Besides these fatal ac- 
cidents, in which aix lives were lost, 
many other of less consequence oc- 
curred : the soil, from the top to tlie 
bottom of the hill, and extending a 
considerable distance along the valley, 
is completely washed awayi and the 


surface exhibits all the appearance of 
the bed of a river. Some idea may 
be hirmed of the rapidity and force 
of this immense body of water, when 
it is s-tated that a stone, of an oblong 
form, weighing fifteen tons, was car- 
ried from the summit of the hill, and 
lodged in .tlie milk race of Messrs 
Horsfall, a distance of two miles. 

Sunday last, a wolf and a racoon, 
belonging to an itinerant showman, 
of the name of Perkins, who was on 
his way from Stamford to Leicester, 
broke out of his caravan at Emping- 
ham, in Rutlandshire, where he had 
put up for the niglu. It is supposed 
they escaped' through a door that was 
not properly seciired. The racoon 
has not yet been heard of, but the 
wolf Iftis been seen in Burley wood ; 
all endeavours to take him have as 
yet been ineffectual. Several slieep 
have been missing since the escape of 
these voracious animals. 

A singular accident occured to bis 
majesty’s sloop Podargus, on the 2d 
instant : — While on her station in 
Boulogne Bay, a large Dutch boat 
was discovered swamped near her, 
which on being towed alongside, up- 
s(^t, and was ultimately hoisted in bot- 
tom upwards. To the astonishment 
of every one on boa^d th^ Podargus, 
thirteen guineas, four half-guineas, 
some French crowns, and other silver 
pieces, were found in her ; and there 
can be no doubt much more would 
have been saved had she not unfortu- 
nately capsized. Her lashings, which 
had been cut, were in her, and every 
thing else indicated h^ having been 

f ot off some vessel’s deck in a great 
urry. Three of the half-guineas 
were quite new, 

3d, — ORLSA^&,»TherjP has lately 
been witnessed here a phenomenoii 
not uncommon of late i namely, a fall 
of atmospheric stones. 
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Oil ihe 23d November* about one 
o’clock p. m. a very loud report was 
heard at Source, liketiie explosion of 
a gunpowder magazine, or the firing 
of several cannon of large calibre. 
All Orleans lieard and noticed the 
report, which occasioned a number of 
false conjectures; but a, report was 
soon spread, that some stones had 
fallen iii the commune of Charson- 
villc, and canton of Meung. A me* 
muir has since been read on the sub- 
ject by M. Pellier, phvsiciaii, at 
Beaugency, before the Physical So- 
ciety at Orleans, and the prefect has 
caused the most exact accounts to be 
taken of the phenomenon. From 
these we learn, tliat there appeared 
in the commune of CharsonviUe a 
brilliant b^l of fire, which bu^t with 
a tremendous explosion, and let fall 
three large stones, accompanied with 
smoke, and darted with such force 
that they entered the earth to the 
depth of near 80 centimeters. One 
of these is covered with a crust of 
greyish black, while the inside in more 
clear. It is very compact, and hard 
enough to cut glass. It appears to 
contain globules of iron, pretty large 
and brilliant. ^ 

Last week, as Sarah Plowright, cook 
to a gentleman ^ Lynn, Norfolk, was 
going along the Custom house quay 
into Purfieet, she fell off, and* sunk so 
deep into the mud as to be unable to 
extricate herself. The wind blew a 
hurricane at the time, so that her cries 
were not heard. I n this horrible si- 
tuation she remained five hours, amidst 
the darkness of the night, the roaring 
of the wind, and the dashing of t^e 
waves, till the tide flowed, and put an 
end to her miseries. 

The Duke of Argyle was formally 
married on Thursday last, at Edin- 
burgh, to L»dy Paget, the d dm^nt 


spoiiie of Lord Paget. From this 
circumstance, wt* must presume that 
the marriage btnween Lord and Lady 
Paget has been dissolved in the Scotch 
courts. The marriage ceremony was 
performed after the rites of the kirk 
of Scotland, by the Rev. Sit Henry 
M\>ncrteft‘e, Bart. 

Eastern JIs vjlousv.— ^A letter 
from Travancore, dated Maicli 4, 
states the following tragical occur- 
rence. “A shock of an earthquake 
being expencnced diiriug the n/^^hl 
at one of the small lull forts, owing 
to which some houses were thrown 
down, nearly at the same moment a 
fire unfortunately broke out, which 
so much alarmed the people, that 
numbers left the place and sought 
safety m the open country. Among 
the fugitives verc several females, 
who, under the impulse of terror, had 
fled lialf naked from the rajah’s ze- 
nana. The natives, pitying their con- 
dition, took them in, and the next 
morning conducted them hade to the 
fort, when tlieir jealous tyrant order- 
ed eight of them to he inunediaiely 
decapitated, for having expo ied tliem- 
selves to the observation of men ; and 
sentenced five of their innocent con- 
'ductors to have their eyes put out, 
for having had an opportunity of ga- 
zing upon their persons.” 

Saturday morning, about three o’- 
clock, an alarming fire broke out in 
Lisle-street, Leicester -square, in the 
extensive premises occupied by Mr 
Simeon ^as the Mexican coffee-house 
and American hotel. We regret to 
state, that Mr .Simeon ^atid his wife 
perished in the fkmes ; and a boy w.-Ts 
so dreadfully burnt, that hu. rccovv vy 
is doubtful. Some lodgers who w ere 
in the house, togethiT witli the wait- 
ers and female Kervunte, almost v/iih- 
OUt clothing, escaped partly by the 
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roof, and partly by the street-door, 
upon the alarm being given by the 
watchman. The fire broke out in 
the lower part of the premises ; but 
how it originated is not yet ascertain- 
ed- In less than an hour after the 
alarm was given, the whole premises 
were completely destroyed, ^ The 
head waiter, who narfowlv escaped 
with his life from the conflagration, 
on hearing ^that his master and mis- 
tress were missing, rushed back into 
the house, but was met on the stair- 
case by such a volume of smoke and 
flame, that he could not effect his 
praise-worthy object. A servant boy, 
who leapt into the street from a win- 
dow, is much hurt, but not danger- 
ously. Mr Simeon, who unfortunate- 
ly perished, was an old and faithful 
domestic to the late Duke of Port- 
land, and attended his grace at his 
deatli. He afterwards took the house 
in question, which was fitted up in a 
superior style of elegance as a hotel 
and cofi'ee-house. The unfortunate 
couple were but recently married, 
and had no children. From the heat 
of the ruins, it was impossible to make 
any effectual search on Saturday for 
the bodies of those who perished in 
the conflagration, notwithstai^ding 
the fire was completely extinguished 
by the evening- The fire, we under- 
stand, broke out in Mr Simeon’s bed- 
room, which was at the back of the 
house on the first floor. 

The coach with the London mail 
arrived at Milford on Thursday with- 
out coachman or guard. It appears 
they got d<fWjn about two miles dis- 
tant, in order to light «iie of the coach 
lamps, which had blown out, when 
the norses took fright, and could not 
be overtaken ; and although they 
came in at full gallop, readied the 
Nelson hotel in s^cty, without co- 
ming in contact with the corner in 


getting into the yard. A gentle- 
man, who was in the coach, leaped 
out on its approaching the church. 

The wolf v^hicb escaped a few days 
since in Rutlandshire is still at large, 
and has baffled all the efforts which 
have been made to take him. In ad- 
dition to a great number of sheep that 
have been destroyed by this ferocious 
animal, a fine filly foai was found, on 
Friday morning, so- torn and lacera- 
ted as to preclude all possibility of 
her recovery. 

5th. — Court OF King’s Bench. — 

Daboust V. Beresford* Mr Jekyll,. 

addressing the jury, said it would be 
necessary for 'him ^Jo consume some 
time in a detail of the very singular 
transaction w^hich gave rise to the 
present action, by which the plaintiff 
had suffered not only violent and out- 
rageous invasion of his property, but 
the total demolition of it. For an 
injury of this kind the plaintiff now 
came to ask redress and reparation at 
the hands of a British jury, and he 
was sure he would not ask it with 
less success, because he was a fo- 
reigner, and an artiat of celebrity ia 
his own country, now, by the cala- 
mitous state of the rest of the world, 
driven to gi^ck protection in this land 
of libertv> After the plaintiff had 
been some time resident in this coun- 
try, he framed an exhibition of vari- 
ous pictures, in different branches of 
the art, painted by himself, to be 
shewn to the public at Pall-Mall* 
One of these was the representation. 
of a much-famed story, with which 
we must all have been acmiainted in 
o^r youth, termed by tne French 
« La BeUe ei fe or, as it was 

expressed in our own language, the 
story of“ Beauty and the Beast.” The 
merit of this composidon was admit- 
ted, by evfrry person who had, seen 
to be very great* • 
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One of the figures in this piece 
was of great beauty, and the other, 
as might be supposed, the reverse ; 
and the whole was executed in a most 
masterly manner. The exhibition 
had gone on with great success for 
«omc weeks, when the transaction, to 
■which the learned counsel must im- 
mediately call the attention of the 
jury, took place. It was now neces- 
eary, however, that he should give 
some account of the gentleman wd\o 
was the defendant in this case, who 
was no less a person than the son of 
the Archbishop of Tuam, and, the 
learned counsel was sorry to say, him- 
self in holy orderjv On the 20th of 
July last, about eleven o’clock in the 
forenoon, the defendant cam^ to the 
place of exhibition, only the plaintiff 
and one or tw’o others being present, 
and while a person was procuring 
change for him, a loud ciy was heard 
of ‘‘ Gdod God, he is cutting and 
tearing the picture to pieces !’* On 
running to the place where the pic- 
ture in question stood, there was this 
reverend Vandal seen engaged with 
bis knife in defacing the picture, and 
cutting it in pieces. On the person 
coming np to him, he turned aboift, 
and, with the knife in his hand, 
threatened to seAe in the same man- 
ner he was doing the picture, any 
person who should endeavour to pre- 
vent him. As to the value of the 
picture so destroyed by the defen- 
dant, it was estimated by the defen- 
dant himself at lOOOl. He knew he 
could not give this in evidence, but 
he should bring eminent painters and 
patrons of the fine arts wno had seed 
this picture, and who would state it 
to be of great value and merit. There 
was^ however, in* this case another 
criterion by which they might judge 
of the loss sustained by the present 
plaintiff. The picture in question 


w^a*s at the time in the course of being 
exhibited by the pluintiff. Refoie it 
was publicly known with whal mor- 
sels of beauty this small collection 
w^as ornamented, (he assined his 
learned friend he did not allude to 
the pk-*turc of Beauty and the Beast 
alone,) the rcarcipts had been com- 
paratively small, amounting to 21. or 
31. a day; but when the collection 
came to be known, the influx was so 
great as to amount to 10 or 12 guineas 
per diem, so as to promise him the 
prospect, by the exhibition, of rea- 
lizing a little fortune. He should 
now name no specific sum, but should 
leave it to tlie discretion of the jury. 
The plaintiff was a foreigner, an art- 
ist of oclebrity and great merit, and 
the jury would not fail to mark the 
contrast, that the defendant was a 
man, from his profession, who, above 
all others, ought to have abstained 
from so outrageous a violation of pri- 
vate property. • 

Francis Bousqnet stated, that he was 
standing at the door leading to the cx- 
iiibitbii room, being himself engaged to 
keep the door of the exhibition next to 
it, when the defendant rushed past him 
like a flash of lightning, home minutes 
after the defendant had niahed in, an 
alarm was given, in consequence of which 
the witness went to an opening in the 
gallery above, which communicated with 
the plaintiff's exhibition room. By this 
time the job was done, and two frames 
were lying against* the wall without the 
pictures. There were some other persons 
at the opfeniug above where the witness 
was standing, and the defendant called 
u|; to them not tef be afraid, 1)ut for thi^ 
rascal who painted the picture, he ought to 
be The witness could not make 

"out the remainder of the sentence. He 
did not sec the defendant cut the picture, 
not did he see him with a knife in h»g 
band. 

Charles Sonarat was at the door, and 
received from the defendant a five ehtl- 
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ling piece to djange, whidi ho gave hun 
in II few minuter afti rwanls When tlie 
■witiu'ss was ii> the ntoii i' 0 (»rjj, a ptMson 
called oul tri him, fh;u ii gc'iiticrmin was 
lUstroying a oieUiie, tm which he went 
up to the pictine m <]ue&tion, and saw 
the dofendaru httinding bv it, with a knife 
in one hand uiul a stick, in thL other. 

T he dci'eiidant put himudf in a threaten- 
ing posture, if the witness should endea- 
vour to come near him. The witness 
iinmediatMy told the plinniilt not to come 
.in, thinking that the detendaut inumded 
to iiiurdcT him, and himself run directly 
for a constable. He went to several 
diflferent jilace^', hut returned without 
getting one, .ifter being absent nearly 
three quarters of an houi. When he re- 
tiirncih the flefeiuJant was still there, 
and the picture was <‘omplctely deytioyed 
and cut to pieces. lie thinks «this was 
done ov the defendant, but did not see 
biin cut it. 

Lord Ellenliorough — Was it in n diftb- 
rent state when you returned, from what 
it wae when you went away ^ A. It hail 
faht n down when 1 went awa}, hut was 
not cifi; but when 1 roturn<^ 1 found it 
in three pieces. It was cut with a kiiile : 
it wJi*' hanging in its p'ace when the de 
fciie.mt came into tlie room, and had 
not then been damaged- lie did not 
know rile aruonnt of the profits derived 
from the exhibition. 

Cross examined by the Attorney-Ge- 
neral, said there wen* not many' visitors 
at first, but a great mans afierwards. 

Q. Was this not arioifd strange sort of 
a jiietiire r A. ft wa^' a beautiful picture. 

Yca, it was the picture of the Beau 
ty and the Beast; was it very* iikc f A. 
1 do not know w hat likeness you mean. 

Q. Upon your oath, was no^ the Beast 
meant fo be a likeness of 7v,r Hope? A. 
1 liave httird a whisnering in the room 
‘that the Beast was like Mr Hope. 

Q And that the Beauty was Mrs 
Hope : A. No, theyspid it was not like. 

Q Did y oil ever see the picture the 
plauitiffdrewof IVtrs Hope, and for which 
he received 400 guineas ? A. Yc^, I have 
»cen it, 

Q, And although he has not been so 


happy in the portrait of the Beauty as he 
wan in that he formerly painted of Mrs 
Hope, still the Beauty is painted in the 
same dress as that worn by Mrs Hope in 
her portrait? A Yes, tliough J cannot 
say it is exactiy the same. 

The witness w'as then asked, if he did 
not know that tiiere was a remarkable 
room in Mrllopc’s hmibc called the Star 
room, and if there w'as not such a celling 
to the room in which Beauty and the , 
Beast were represented to be? But to 
tb»*se questions he coidil give noan::,wer, 
i;oi being aware that the fatts» were >o. 

Q. Whidi did Mr Dtihoust Inmsclf 
tliink imibt like, BeaiUy to Mrs Mope, or 
the Beast to Mr Hope? A He ne\or 
said- 

Q. This Beast hideous ami offen- 
sive to the eye, was it not ? A. No, I do 
not tlnpk It was. 

Q Tima probably some persons could 
not di stinguish which was the Beast A 
1 cannor answer that ; a beauty is luuid- 
somcr tiuu* a beast 

Q. Yes, This is so in the abstract ; but 
1 a.*ked you if this is the '.ase ii> the pic- 
ture ? A, The Hcaufy is the imndsomer of 
the two. 

Q- 'fhen the beast is not very ugly ? 
A. He is va ry good-natured. 

Q. Is he painted naked ? is he with- 
out clothes ? A. He lias hair. 

» y. Has he any otliei clothes but what 
a bear \w . . s r and is he uglier or hand- 
somer H,aii a bcar.^- A. I cannot say 
that. 

Q. There was not then a pin's differ- 
ence between them ? A, Different beasts 
have diftbifent appearances, and this beast 
is Ijaudsomcr than a bear.. 

Q,. Was he not adorned witli long hairy 
ears?, A. Yes. 

Q. Was there not before him a chest 
with money and lewefs, and is he not 
^offering tlieni to her, if she will accept 
of* him ? A. Yea ; that is the subject of 
the story, 

Q. And is she not wringing her hands 
in agony, that site should be exposed to 
such a beast? A. Yes, she is distressed. 

Q, At being expqsi4$d tp such a beast, 
as the picture represents Mr Hope to be, 
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Tvho, to induce her, offers her riches ? A. 
That is only the subject of the 'jtorj’. 

Q. Have you not told persons who 
visited the cxhibinon, that the figures 
were like Mr and Mrs Hope? A. Per- 
haps 1 may have said that 1 was told the 
one figure was hke Mr Hope. 

Q. Have you not siiid that it w'as meant 
by the plaintiff to represent Mr Hope ? 
A. 1 df> nr)t rcmen)l)cr ; I may have said 
that It was like Mr Hojie, but not that it 
was Mr Daboust’s intention that it should 
be like. 

. <2 That, then, he never told you ? A. 
That is amither thing ; he uild me it was 
Beauty and the Beast ; tb»at somebody 
had told him the Beast was like Mr Hope; 
but that •it was not his intention in l>egin- 
ning the picture to represent Mr liope. 
The picture was not*paioted like him on 
purpose. 

(j. That was before it was &iishcd ; 
will you say that he did not tell you ihar 
after he h,ul been so told that the Beast 
was like Mr Hope, lie did not go on and 
finish it ii[i to tiic complete likeness ? 
A. I think he did. 

Q. Hfe'e you not heard lum say, that 
the figure of Ikiauly w'us taken from the 

P ortrait he hiniseii' had drawn of Mrs 
lope ? A. No, sir. 

Q. C'orae, take time. A. Now I do 
remember hi^sayingthat he did not know 
where to look for a beauty more exqui- 
site than Mrs Hope, or one that he co«ld 
take better suited to represeftt the chu* 
racter. • 

Q. And so he determined to finlsli up 
his Beauty from the represenlation of 
Mrs Hope ? A. Yes. 

Q. From what representation did he 
take the lines, which in the picture tlie 
Beast was supposed to be uitoring^ and 
which appeareil on a scroU— 1 am sen- 
sible that 1 am a most horrible beast^ 
and that you can have no thoughts of me; 
but if you will accept of me you sli^I 
have all these riches at your disposal r' 
A. These are the words of the fable. 

Q. Now these are the words spoken 
by the figure which is like Mr Hoi>e to 
the figure which is like Mrs Uo|^, in 
short, by Mr Hope to Mrs {lope f A, I 
cannot say. 


Qg Have you not heard Mr Daboust 
20 different timers say, that he would be 
revenged on Mr Hope, hecausc lu' had 
displeased him ? A. I have heanl him 
say he was displeased with Mi Hope. 

Q, And was it not fur this that he 
published this picture ? A. 1 believe so. 

Q. Is not the defendant Mrs Hope's 
brothe^ and did he not tell you that he 
destroyed the ritcLure because it was a 
viJc slander on nis sister ? A. He was in 
a great passion, and spoke bo fast that 1 
could nut understand what he said. 

Lurtf Ellenburoiigh — Was this ut^thc 
time of destroying the picture ? 

Mr Attorney General — Yes, my lord, 
at the very moment. 

Mr Louis Odekay, whr> collected the 
admission money at the plaintiff's exhi- 
bition, stated the daily receipts to be at 
first about Si. or 4i. I hey rose, a.*» the 
exhibition was lietter known, to to, J5, 
and even to I9l. a day. After the de- 
struction of tin* picture in question, the 
receipts fell oft'greatiy. Several persons, 
when they understocMl that picture wjw 
gone, would not go in. 

Cross-cxauiiiKxl by Mr Attorney -Ge- 
neral — lie said t!ie daily receipt after- 
wards fell down to about 2l., but that 
many |K'ople who went away witfiout go- 
ing in, offered to fxiy for the sight of the 
fragnientB that remained of the represen- 
tations of Mr amf Mrs Hope. 

Mr Huei ViUicis said, he had been 
a paiqter ail his* life time, and find known 
the plaintiff* for ten years. Tin- phtintiff 
had always been esteemed a celebrated 
artist both in France and in this conniry. 
He (witness) had examined the fragments 
of the painting in ciuestion, and if the 
totality w'us equaj to the fragments, it 
must liave been a fine picture. In its 
present 6tate, however, lie could not 
judge of its value. 

Mr Streliet, hiatorical nihuter to tlic 
Prince of Wales^ thouglli the plaintW 
when be came to this country one of the 
first artists he ever knew. He thought 
the picture in question a well painted 
picture. . He bau not examined it atten- 
tiv^y when be saw it at the exhihinon ; 
but be had examined the fragments, ami 
a person could judge of the uicrit of tiift 
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picture from them as well as if it hatl 
been entire. Jiidi^iug of the terms of 
the arti&t, and of the size and ment of 
the picture, he tlLHight its value must 
have been about 600 or 600 guineas. 

Mr Jekyll said, that was his case. 

The Attorney-General, for the de- 
fendant, said, this was the mtyit im- 
pudent appeal by a fc^eigner to the 
justice of a British court of judica- 
ture he had ever witnessed, and he 
trusted he* should never see such an- 
oth^. His learned friend had said, 
that a British jury would never be 
slow to afford protection to a foreign- 
er appealing to their justice. He 
trusted they never would. But then 
it was incumbent on that foreigner 
to see that he himself had not viola- 
ted those laws, to the protection of 
which he appealed ; for to be entit- 
led to the protection of the laws, he 
should have deserved it. 'What, 
however, was the injury for which 
the plaintiff in this case now impu- 
dently «sks reparation ? — see what 
his own conduct has been — what he 
has done— and from whom it is that 
he asks reparation. The learned 
counsel for thi^ plaintiff had told the 
jury that the plaintiflF had been exhi- 
biting a picture by which he was 
realising considerable sums of mrfaey, 
and from which he expected still 
greater advantages ; and that it was 
for the demohuon of this picture that 
he now asked for compensation. The 
leanied counsel had ;ilsc told, that 
merit iin this country was always cer- 
tain to meet its reward. Th^ plain- 
tiff himself lyid fully experienced the * 
tryth of this assertion* In a period 
of diatiess he had come to this coun- 
tryi seeking for patronage and en- 
CQuragement in the line of his profes- 
sion ; a^nd he ha4 not sought for it 
in vain. He had found it in Mr Hope, 
in whom merit in distress had always 


found a patron and benefactor. He 
had come to tliis gentleman with all ‘ 
the wealth he had, which consisted 
in one picture, for which Mr Hope 
had given him 8001. Not only so, 
but as. an additional encouragement 
to him* to improve his talents, he 
employs him to paint the portrait of 
his wife^ for which he bargains tb 
give him 400 guineas, the one half 
of which he actually paid before the 
portrait was begun, and the remain- 
der before it was finished. 

The plaintiff, who was in court, 
said he could shew this to be false. 

The Attorney-General said, he 
knew what he stated to be true ; but 
he was really astonished to think that 
a plaintiff in such a cause as this could 
have be«n so insensible to every feel- 
ing of delicacy and propriety, as to 
be present in court whilst it was try- 
ing. He was not accustomed to use 
such language, but ‘his indignation 
was so roused that he could not sup- 
press his feelings at the conduct of 
one, who, in lus representation of a 
beast, had so truly described himself. 
This plaintiff had been received into 
the house of Mr Hope, and had avail- 
ed himself of that opportunity to 
paifit the picture in question ; and 
because Mr Ho:v would not submit 
to his unreasouable demands, and at 
length held his hand, the defendant 
had taken this way of revenge to at- 
tack his benefactor in the most sensi- 
ble point, by holding out to ridicule 
himself and the wife whom beloved, in 
the expectation that Mr Hope would 
still buy him off Foiled in this ex- 
pectation, he was not, however, dis"- 
cofnfited, but thought that, by the 
terror of the present action, his pur- 
pose might still be effected, supposing 
that Mr Hope would yield to his de- 
mands, rather than allovy the present 
deitodanti ahigh-miadedmaoi wound- 
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ed almost to death on account of hi$ 
sister, and who, on the impulse of the 
moment, had himself cut in pieces the 
infamous publication by which she 
was traduced, to appear in the pre- 
sent action. Could the plaintiff ever 
hope, by a verdict of twelve honest 
Englishmen, to effect his object ? No, 
he never could j but he did hope that 
the parties would have yielded, ra- 
ther than try the present action. 
Did the Jury pot think that this la- 
dy’s family, writhing almost to agO' 
ny, felt the* ridicule to which she 
was exposed ? for unfortunately this 
was one of the effects of judicial pro- 
ceedings, that the verdict did not 
cause the pain ariWng from an injury 
of the kind immediately to cease. 
This great object, therefore, the plain- 
tiff had gained, so far had his malc^* 
volence succeeded ; but farther it 
could not go. Should he not, the 
Attorney-General aske4* if a mal{i 
held a sword to his throat, beat it 
down ? Sliould he r\ot, if held up to 
ridicule in a caricature, which coi^ld 
not be regarded as an exhibition of 
art, feel himself entitled to cut in 
pieces the infamous exhibition, by 
which he was attempted to be loaded 
with disgrace ? Under pfetence*of 
this story of Beauty and the Beastf 
Mr Hope had been exhibited in a 
most disgraceful point of view, re- 
presenting himselt as a stupid and 
disgusting monster, who had nothing 
but his riches to offer tp his wife, as 
an indheement to accept of him as a 
husbaiiji ; tvhile she, on the other 
hand, , was repre8eiite4 h^^ing ac* 
cepted of buch a monster, cnere^" on 
account of his riches, Mrs Hope,*it 
was well known, had no occasion to 
spbmit to suph a saorihee. She was 
not in a situation to require it* To 
form a proper idea of the gentleman 
and lady up ca^a^mniated^ it 


was only necessary to see them in 
their domestic circle suiTOunded by 
their family and friends, he a husband 
and she a wife, of whom it was to be 
regretted there were sb few examples. 
And was it nothing that, by such a 
ruf&an as this plaintiff, a man JikcMr 
Hopi^was to bp held up as a mon- 
ster, and a \uoman like Mrs Hope 
to he represented as a sacrifice to 
brutality, merely’ on account of sor- 
did lucre ? At first, it appeared in 
evidence, that this exhibition of the 
plaintiff’s yielded very little emolu- 
ment ; but when it was told at every 
corner of thp streets, that there Mr 
Hope might be seen exhibited as a 
monster, it got up to 201. per diem ; 
it ppuld not be surprising that the 
knowledge of such an exhibition 
should reach the relations of the lady. 
It did reach her brother, the present 
defendant ; and for annihilating this 
infamous libel on his sister and her 
husband, he was now called on to 
defend the present action. The plain- 
tiff now sat in court to hear the pre- 
sent action tried ; but if Mr Hope 
had taken his (the Attorney-Gene- 
ral^s) advice, that would have been 
out of his power. Still, however, it 
was ip the option of Mr Hope to 
bring him before aj jury of his country, 
for the infamous exposure of which 
he had been guilty. Mr Hope pro* 
baWy did well to spare such a reptile 
for a time, but how, after the length 
he had gone, the Attorney-General 
trusted Mr Hope wpuld at length 
follow ttia advieje. He trusted, there- 
fore, the jury, would b%-qf opinion 
that in such a cjise the plaintiff could 
recover nothing- 

Lord ElWimofough said, in this 
casp no ■ justijFicatlon had been plead- 
ed, as if the ]f>icture had been destroy- 
ed as a nuiiance, but the only plea 
was one of dot guilty. There could 
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be little doubt, however, that the, de- 
molition of the picture bad been com- 
mitted by the defendant, indeed it 
was hardly denied. The inaiinei and 
purport of the* exliibition were per- 
fectly char- At first the exhibition 
yielded only two or three pcninds a 
day, but by tlie publicity of t^is re- 
fien^blancc to Mr Ho fie, the emolu- 
jmcnth had been raised to 20l. The 
motive of the exhibition was equally 
clear, It apjjoaring in evidence that 
the plaintiff published it because Mr 
Hope had displeased him, and that 
he finished it up to his resemblance. 
That he took the other figure from 
the portrait of Mrs Hope was also 
clear, all the spectators being impress- 
ed with that conviction. It was then 
charged, that the plaintiff haB dtme 
all this from unworthy motives. They 
were not, however, here to consider 
whether the plaintiff was an ungrate- 
ful man ; but, if be had been abusing 
this public exhibition to give the ac- 
cutesi ]?ain to a family. The person 
demolishing the picture was the bro 
ther of the lady abused, but he had 
pleaded no justific-atJon. The mate- 
rial question, theref^ore, was, as to 
the value, of the thing destroyed ; 
and if it was valuable only as a cari- 
cature, in that light having no right 
to exhibit it, it could never become 
valuable in his hands, and it was a 
apecies of property which he could 
„ DOt make available. If application 
had made to the Lord Chancel- 
lor, ^ewopU not have suffered it to 
be exhil;)ited even for a moment. Not, 
Ouly would Ae have prevented it frdm 
b^iog putlicfy exhibited, but from 
^beiug shewn in any manner. What 
then was the value of ,it i No more 
than the value of the chpvas, colour, 
3c'c* which constituted iits component 



against the person who had used it, 
it would be advisable as soon as pos- 
sible to reduce it to its own original 
value of paint, canvas, and colour. 
The jury would give that and no 
more. 

Verdict for the plaintiff — Damaged 
five pounds. 

There were present on the Bench, 
among other eminent characters, the 
Marquis of Headfort, Earls Carlisle, 
Egremont, Sefton, Lord Ossulston, 
&c. 

CoOUT OF KlNG^^ Ben-ch. — E x- 
ecutors of Jolimon, v liernet/i Esq, 
— Mr Park stated, that this was an 
action brought by the representatives 
of the late keeper *of the Circus cof- 
feC'house, for 'meat and drink furnish- 
ed to the order of the Right Hou. 
George Tierney. Mr Tier in y was 
now a member of parliament, and had 
once been member for Southwark. 
He was however member no longer ; 
if he were, the court would prubably 
have heard nothing of bills ol this de- 
grading and disgraceful nature ; it 
was probable Mr Tierney would have 
paid his bills ; but bis connection with 
Southwark was at an end, he was no 
loiter member and the representa- 
tives of a coffe^ -house, wdio had sup- 
plied him at his owp distinct order 
with meat and drink during his elec- 
titjii, were actually obliged to bring 
an action against Mr Tierney for the 
amount of a bill, the most moderate 
that, perhaps, had been charged at 
an election within the knowledge of 
any man conversant in thoi^ things. 
For the breakfasts, dinners, suppers, 
and occasional refreshment of twelve 
or fourteen of Mr Tierney's clerks, 
for nearly three weeks, the whole 
charge was only 471. 6s. 0|d. The 
ju^ would be surprised to hear that 
this charge included cafidles and sta- 
tionary, to the value of nearly Bl. ; for 
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■which, money was given out of John- 
son’s, the coffee-house-keeper’s, poc- 
ket. It was really ^shameful that 
such an action should be defended. 
For this paltry sum, fairly due, due 
by his direct desire, and for his own 
immediate purposes, Mr Tirrney bore 
to he duimcd for the last -seveik years. 
He offered, in truth, by way of 
paying it. The jury would be -sur- 
prised to hear the circumstaTices un- 
der winch the bill was run up. It 
was not for feeding voters, but for 
the necessary’ objects of the election. 
Mr Johnson’s house was respectable, 
and out of the way of the tuoiult 
which naturally occurred at an elec- 
tion. Mr Johnstm was in Mr Tier- 
ney’s interest, and that right^honour- 
able gentleman applied to him for the 
use of his apartments. Johnson re- 
fused, as not wishing to have his 
house the scene of riot, which a house 
for voters generally is. Mr Tierney 
particularly requested of him to give 
up a few rooms, for the mere accom- 
modation of a few clerks, necessary 
for carrying on the business of the 
election. Those clerkv^ staid in the 
house frequently all clay and all night, 
eating and drinking ou the order of 
Mr Tierney ; and after 5ll, Johnson 
was moderate Enough to restrict him- 
self to W charge by which any man 
might see that it was next to impos- 
sible he could make the ordinary pro- 
fit of his business. Mr Tierney con- 
trived to resist the application for se- 
ven years, and the action was how 
brought to make him pay his bilh- 
The waiter, and a female, beldng^ 
ing to the Circus or Equestrian icof- 
fee-housei proved the cheapness of 
the items in th.e bill, and their deli- 
very to the order of Mr Tie^ey. 

Mr Russel, one of the priucipal 
poll clerks on the election, gave Vvi- 
dence, that the order for supplying 


the’clerks had been given by Mr AL 
cock, the principal n\aiu\ger for Mr 
Tierney ; that Mr A’lcock and wit- 
ness had dined with t\w clerks o! par- 
ticular days, when they all had wine 
furnished by Johnson ; that one even- 
ing Mr Tierney, with some •of his 
committee and witness, drank tea in 
the coffee-house; that noone attempt- 
ed to pay, and that the charge was 
added to the bill, as by regular cus- 
tom. Witness was a clerk, but never 
paid for any thing which he got m 
the Circus coffee-house, he fully un- 
derstanding that it was to be patdfor 
by Mr A-'cock, on Mr Tierney’s ac- 
count. Mr Alcock had the manage- 
ment of lus own parish, and witness 
that qf St George’s, during the elec- 
tion. The clerks commenced their 
operations at Johnson’s three days be- 
fore the election, andcontinu' <1 them 
for some days after ; the election was 
in 180t^. An order was hung up in 
some of the bouses where the voters 
were, to allow of no scores being run. 
But Johnsim’s house had nothing to 
do with the voters, though, ns John- 
son was the friend of Mi- Tierney, 
he allowed the clerks to liave the use 
of his house, and fgr their particular 
puiiposes threw three of his apart- 
ments into ope. The bill was ex- 
tremely moderate for the eating and 
drinking, without taking in the at- 
tendance and the rooms. 

Benjamin Wilmot applied to Mr 
Alcock for payment or the bill ; Mr 
Alcook said, he would see it settled. 
The bill was so moderate that he 
(witness J toM Mrs JqWhson he would 
pay it himself, rather than a wi3ow 
should lose her money. Her very 
charge for the rooms ought to have 
risen to the full amount of the bill. 

Mr Jekyll, for the defendant, said 
he was instructed, that he bad a wit- 
ness who would negative all that l^iraB 
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said about a general order being g^ ven 
for the feeding of the clerks. That 
witness had been called, but he did 
not appear. The cause must then 
beg iveii up. 

Lord Ellenborough, after some 
brief i^marks on the nature of the 
charges, directed the jury to fflid for 
the Ml demand — ‘IVhTSs. 0\d, 

7th. — Court of Common Pleas. 
•^Price avd Thompson^ v, Gynn ^ — 
This was an action brought by the 
plaintiffs, surgeons and apothecaries, 
for 21. Is., being the amount of a bill 
for medicines and attendance on the 
defendant, a pork-butcher, and his 
daughter, during their confinement. 
It appeared, that the defendant had 
got a soi*e toe, and his daughter a 
acre finger ; in order to cure which, 
the plaintiffs had been called in. The 
demand for both cures was SI. lls., 
of which 11. 10s. was paid. Against 
the remaining 21. Is. the defendant 
demurred at first ; but on hearing 
that a writ was taken out against 
him for the money, he went to Mr 
Benjamin Bishop, the attorney em- 
ployed, in order to discharge it. He 
was there infonned that the costs of 
the writ amounted to 21, more ; upon 
which he refused payment altogether. 

Mary Gynn, daughter of the de- 
fendant remembered her father's bad 
toe. The plaintiffs attended him ; 
she saw Thompson there three time** ; 
might be more. Her father often 
we^nt to their shop himself, and got 
advice and medicines. The soreness 
of the toe was merely occasioned by 
a"^ht slioe^* und was not in a state 
of mortification at all.* She thought 
idbch more about her own finger than 
abbut the toe. Different medicines 
were brought for both complaints 
from ’SiejpWntiffs* shop. She used 
a lotion; !or, her finger, and was or- 
dered to keep it constantly wet. She 


shewed the finger to a lady, a friepd- 
of her's, who bid her never mind their 
stuff, but put on a poultice of bread 
and milk, and she would soon get 
well : she did so, and recovered. She 
took an opening draught also. ll. 
lOs. had been paid, and 21. Is. was 
still demanded by the apothecaries as 
due. 

Charles Barry, a surgeon and apo- 
thecary, had the bill shewn him, and 
considered the charges reasonable. 
He knew Messrs Price and Thomp- 
son ; they were practising surgeons, 

Richard Harden, also an apothe- 
cary, thought^ the charges reasonable. 
He knew apothecaries, as apotheca- 
ries merely, had no right to demand 
payment for attendance. 

Sir James Mansfield. — I think 
it's a very terrible thing that an apo- 
thecary cannot charge attendance un- 
less he gives physic, whether it's 
wanted or not." 

The plaintiffs' case being closed 
here, Mr Scijcant Shepherd contend- 
ed for the defendant's readiness to 
pay the bill, even though he thought 
it exorbitant, until he was attempt- 
ed to be saddled with additional law 
expences. The bill itself he depreca- 
ted as mosf uniair, and the quantity 
ofmediciner most unnecessary. ” See, 
gentlemen," said he, “ beAuse this 
poor young lady happens to get a 
scratch on the top of her finger, she 
is most unconscionably condemned to 
an opening draught ! Take care of 
our fingers, gentlemen, or the Lord 
ave mercy on yom* bowels ! The 
family, indeed, seemed to be victims 
to opening medicines of various kinda; 
for It appeared that after his unfortu- 
nate client had been ' mercilessly do- 
sed By the medical physician, he found 
the legal doctor prepared with a fresh 
prescription ! Under suct circum- 
stances, his only remedy was to put ' 
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himself under the protection of the 
jury. 

James Baylis^ a surgeon and apo- 
thecary, on being shewn the bill, 
thought some of the charges more 
than u^ual. The lotion, which was 
charged 6s. 6d., he thought’ might 
have been made for Ss. 6d. ; certainly, 
if spirituous ingredients 'were mixed 
with it, it might come to more.— 
Plaintiffs* nonsuited. . 

8th. — Middlesex Sessions. — Pa- 
trick and Elizabeth M‘Coy, Michael 
Martin, Owen Bradley, Michael Mo- 

ram, — Fitzgerald, Cornelius 

Ahern, and Mary Cunningham, were 
charged with a riot, smd assaulting 
several watchmen (Jf St Giles's parish 
in the execution of their duty. 

Mr Gurney stated that thc^efend- 
ants were eight out of sixteen, against 
whom a hill had been found for a 
most serious riot ; the .other eight did 
not 'choose to appear to take their 
trials at the present sessions. The 
jury were, some of them, perhaps ac- 
quainted with what a riot amongst the 
lower order of Irish was. He, in the 
course of his profession, had known 
something of the subject, but nothing 
that ever came near the present ; and 
it was owing to a merciful Providence 
only that the defendants, instead of 
standing where they then did, were 
not standing at the bar of the Old. 
Bailey to take their trials on an in- 
dictment for murder. The defend- 
ants formed p^rt of the inhabitants of 
a couft,' called LaScelles-couit, . in 
Broad Saint Giles’s, which, it seem- 
ed, was noted' as a place of terror, to 
all peaceable persons ; so bad was jt, 
that even watchmen dreaded to en- 
ter it, and whoever a fvm occurred 
there, which was hot unfre<pient, the 
patrole mustered as strong a 

force th^ could before, they vep- 
tnredfo ehtfec H. On the mein 


tioijed in the indictment, a clmsten- 
ing had taken place at one of the 
houses ; a ceremony which, like fune- 
rals amongst this class, was always 
kept up with great spirit, and fre- 
quently ended in mischief. Such had 
been the case on this occasion,«whcn, 
though there had heeu a plentiful 
share of spirits^ yet the mischief pre- 
dominatea. The company did not 
part till 12 o’clock, when some of 
them determined to visit a trleiid who 
lodged in the court, at the house of h 
woman named Murphy j M‘Coy and 
Ahern, accordingly, stopped at MrS 
Murphy’s, and knocking at her win- 
dow, inquired for her lodger. Mrs 
Murphy asked what they wanted at 
that late hour ; when one of them re- 
plied, ** Let the w*— .e come out, and 
we will shew her.^’ Mrs Murphy’s 
ire being roused by this attack upoiL 
her chastity, did open the door, but 
it was only to throw a wet cloth io- 
M^Coy’s face, who in return, broke 
her windows ; and some of t3\e glass 
flying in Mrs Murphy’s face, cut her 
in a dreadful manner. She upon this 
hailed the watch, and Roberts and the 
other three came to her assistance ; 
and she pointing out M‘Coy as the 
man who had assaulted her, they 
were* about to take him to the watch- 
house, when several who stood roupdj. 
amongst whom were the defendantSp 
drawing large bludgeons which they 
had concealed under their coats, at- 
tacked the watdimen, who springing 
their rattles for further assistance, a 
.dreadful riot ensued, which lasted 
near, an hour*. Orami^ar pair ole, .re- 
ceived a severe tcut on the head, afld 
another on his arm.. Roberts, also 
It) patrole^ was shut ipto a room in one 
of the houses, where he was beatca 
in a moat dreadful manner about the 
head and body, and his nose was near- 
ly severed from his face by a blow 
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from a fire-shovel, the women hav^mg 
taken an active part in beating liim 
when on the floor, and he- was ulti- 
mately left for dead. After the 
riot was quelled, he was found in that 
rituatioij by s»)nie of the watchmen, 
These^circurnstances he would prove, 
and it would then be for the j^ry to 
say whether any or all'of the defend- 
ants were guilty. 

These pets w^re proved in evi- 
dence, and the jury found all the de- 
fendants guilty except Owen Bradley. 

CoNsisTon\ Court OF Doctors’ 
Commons . — Cose v Goocida^.o^Thh 
was a question as to the admissibility 
of criminal articles exhibited by Miss 
Hannah Cox, of Terling, in Essex, 
against the Reverend William Good- 
day, vicar of that pariah, for 'brawl- 
ingiu the church. 

The prosecution was founded upon 
the statute of Edward VL, and the 
complaint contained in the articles 
was, that Mr Goodday, in the midst 
of the 'church service, without any 
cause, addressed Miss Cox, stating 
that he had observed the most inde- 
cent behaviour in her at church for 
some time ; that if she continued in 
it, he would order the aextoin to turn 
her out ; and if that would not do, 
he would put her in the spirit ilal 
court ; upon which Miss Cox, much 
hurt at finding that this rebuke, 
though undeserved, had drawn upon 
her wie eyes of the congregation, 
retired with her sister ; and as they 
werfe leaving the church, Mr^ Good- 
day exchtitned Let them go to the, 
|>lay-houflie,^)d act their acts there,” 

, * It was contendedc by the counsel 
for the reverend gentleman, that the 
wt>rd8 were only those of dignified 
reproof, which he was justified in 
usinj^ towards any person interrupt- 
ing the solemn dtservance of religi- 
ous duties ; that as they bore this 


construction, no evidence could be 
adduced of their having been utter- 
ed with any other view ; and that^ 
therefore, it would not only be irre- 
levant to admit the articles to proof, 
but would be establishing a danger- 
ous precedent, to prevent clergymen 
from preserving decorum in the per- 
formance of religious duties. 

Miss Cox’s counsel put a totally 
different construction upon the words, 
and contended, that if nothing hut a 
repnx>f was intended, it was unne- 
cessary to add the expressions, as 
tlicy were leaving the church, of, let 
them them go to a play-house, and 
act their actstherc and to include 
Mies C.’s sister, wfio was an unoffen- 
ing party, in them ; andtheinsinuation 
conveyid in them, that the circum- 
stanceof MissC. having that morning 
received the sacrament from the hands 
of the reverend gentleman himself, 
must strongly repel the presumption 
of his having considered her conduct 
such as to merit his reproof, and that 
therefore the words appeared to have 
been uttered solely for the gratifica- 
tion of private malice, a feeling un- 
worthy of the sacred character in 
whjch the reverend gentleman was 
then officmtir.g. 

The le'M*:>ed judgf, Sir William 
Scott, concurred in this construction 
of the words, and therefore admitted 
the articles ; at the same time obser- 
ving, that the reverend gentleman 
would be thereby better enabled, if 
he thought pr^er, to repel, by evi. 
dence of Miss C’s conduct, ^c., the 
presumption of his not having acted 
from tlie unworthy motives aspribed 
to him. 

A severe hail-storm took place in 
Bengal on the 16th of March. At 
Garden Reach, near Calcutta, many 
of thehaiUstones were of an enormous 
size ; one in particular measured 6} 
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inches in circmference ; and at Burd- 
wan, one was Wv^ighed of 2i> ounces. 
One of these enormous pieces of ice 
fell on a man’s head, and killed him 
on th* spot. Numbers of cattle and 
birds also peris lied. 

The following instance of the ex- 
treme iuconvenicuce of Plymouth, as 
a packet station, is communicated to 
to - us by a most respectable mer- 
chant. If the post-masters- general 
do not think proper to concede so 
far to the wislies of the mercantile 
interest as to restore this establish- 
men' to Falmouth, it is to be hoped 
that they will give orders that letters 
sent to that port may be forwarded 
whenever the pacS^cts are obliged to 
take shelter there, as will often hap- 
pen :-^Last month, when the pact- 
et sailed from Plymouth, and put into 
Falmouth, letters were sent to the 
latter port to be forwarded by them, 
but were refused to be received, the 
post-office having ordered that the 
packets should not take any letters 
at Falmouth ; so that, notwithstand- 
ing the last month’s packets remained 
in England, one fourteen days, and 
the others a week after their sailing 
from Plymouth, the merchants were 
denied the means of sending letters*by 
them, and obliged to wait for the next 
month’s mail. 

A vein of fine coal, of the kipd 
called Kendal coal, has been found 
on the banks of the stream dividing 
Heathfield and Waldron parishes in 
Sussex. The vein extends without 
interruption for about a quarter of a 
mile in length ; is in strata from> two 
to ten inches thick ; lies near the sur- 
face, at the bottom of Geer’s wood, 
and on the skirts of Tilmoor ; and is 
declared by persons conversant in the 
trade, to have every favourable indi- 
cation of quantity and quality. Si-» 


mil^r appearances of coal arc found 
in other pans of the above pdrishes,. 

Lately died, at Seville, a servant in 
the house of Don Fcnrand''/. Gar- 
cia, aged 106- During the epidemic 
which raged with great vioiencc in 
Seville in 1800, he was supposed to 
be de»d, but at the moment oi his ia- 
terment, somc^signs of life appi aring 
to those who carried him, he was re- 
called to sensation by pouring a small 
quantity of wine- down his throat. 
He has had five masters ki the coarse 
of his long service in the house of 
Garcia. 

There is a very extraordinary man 
now living in Constantinople, who is 
generally known under the name of 

Soli man, the eater of sublimate.’* 
He is *106 years of age, and has seen 
the following succession of sultans : 
Achmet II I „ Osman, Mahmoud, 
Mustapha IIL, Abdul Hamed, Se- 
lim III., and the present sovereign. 
This man, when young, accustomed 
himself, as the Turks do, to 'swallow 
opium ; but having taken by degrees 
a large quantity without producing 
the desired effect, he adopted the use 
of sublimate, and, for upwards of 
thirty years;^ has taken a drachm, or 
sixty grains a day. He would some- 
time^ go to the shop of a Turkish 
Jew, and call for a drachm of subli- 
mate, which he mixed in a glass of 
water, and drank it up immediately. 
The first time the apothecary was 
very much alarmed, for fear he should 
be charged with poisoning the Turk ; 
^but he was struck with amazement 
when he saw the same again, on 
the next day, who called for another 
dose. Lord Elgin, Mr Smith, and 
several gentlemen now in England, 
have met this extraordinary man, and 
have heard him say, that the sensa- 
tion he experienced ftfter having drank 
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that extrMkely active poison, wa^the 
most Idel^pusht* ever enjoyed. Such 
is force -of habit ! It is generally 
thought, that,' since the days of MhlU 
ridates, no one had ever made coii*. 
itant use of such a substance*

ting that the animal had at different 
times saved three persons from being 
drowned. 

The town and vicinity of Ports- 
mouth were visited on F riday , the 1 Ith, 
by that phenomenon of nature, a tor- 
- jiado. It passed in the direction of 
W. S. W, to N. E. and did very con- 
siderable local damage. Among the 
new buildings at Southsea Common, 
its ravages are most to be seen, where 
there are no less than four houses com- 
pletely down, four others so much 
damaged that Ihey must be taken 
dowp,apd about thirty more unroofed, 
.and otherwise considerably damaged. 
Most provident ialiy th^ fell of these 
buildings was nopt attended with deafli 
to any one ; a bricklayer’s lad was 
very severely bruised, but his life is 
not la danger. At Haslar PJospiial, 
a chimney fell into the roof and broke 
some beds, whicli were to be shortly 
occupied ; at the Royal Marine Bar^ 
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racks similar accidents happened ; and, 
on the lines of tlie town, a tough elm 
tree, which has borne many a pitiless 
pelting of storms, was torn from its 
roots, and laid prost rate on the ground. 
The inhabitants of the houses facing 
the Grand Parade had not less than 
one hundred panes of glass bi^bken. 
The government house and chapel 
were partly unroofed ; and the lead 
on the top of the bank of Messrs 
Qodwin and Co., which was of very 
great weight, was, by its irresistible 
power, blown from its situation, and 
rolled up like a piece of canvas. Be- 
sides these instances of its mighty 
power, there are many which we can- 
not enumerate. That such ruinous 
effects should be so instantaijeously 
produced, (for it did not appear to 
last above two minutes) is truly asto- 
nishing ; and the best consolation we 
have is, that we have not heard that 
any lives were suddenly taken away 
by it ii\ any part of the neighbour- 
hood. 

About half past three o’clock in 
the afternoon of Thursday, the village 
of Seddlescomb was alarmed by the 
appearance of a phenomenon rarely 
observed on land, but well known at 
sea by the denomination of a water- 
spout. A cloud was observed to 
ascend with rapid whirls to a consi- 
derable height, and there burst, with 
a tremendous but peculiarly sounding 
Crash, totally dissimilar from the usu^ 
noise of thunder. T!^e explosion was 
followed by the fall of several pieces 
of earth, a heavy shower of hail, and 
^1 the awfjll«8cenery bf a storm. 

WESTMiNSTEja A*iJBEY.— This ve- 
nerable pile will be restored to all its 
former grandeur. Mr Wyatt, the 
architect, has undertaken to put the 
walls and ornaments in a complete 
state of durability, without doing the 
least injury to the monuments. A 


drawing of^he original structure has 
been found, in a vase taken from the 
Court of Records, in a. high state of 
preservation. From this the artist will 
be enabled to produce all the minute 
ornaments which time has destroyed. 
The saints which stood in the niches 
are to reappear. 

Wednesday, the 19th instant, an in- 
quest was held by James Grigg, Esq., 
coroner, on the body of Thomas 
Bailey, an ;^ed convict, at Langstone 
harbonr. This is the only death that 
has occurred on board the Portland 
convict-ship for the last fourteen 
months, which is the more remarka- 
ble when we "consider the description 
of men confined on board the hulks, 
aged from 14 to 80, and of depraved 
and vicious habits, with broken con- 
stitutions before they are sent on 
board. The mortality eight or ten 
ears ago was dreadful, nearly two 
undred having died in two years. 

Loss OF THE Pallas and Nymph e 
Fkioates.— Extract of a letter from 
an officer of the Royals to a gentle- 
man in Edinburgh, dated Dunbar, 
Dec. 19. 

** Our coast presents a dreadful 
spectacle of the wrecks of two fine 
frigates Pallas, of 32 guns, and 
the Nyn phe, of 36 s the one a mile 
below Dunbar, and the other three 
miles further. Coming up the firth 
at half-past ten last night, when at 
the rate of ten knots an hour, they 
both ran aground on the rocks, and 
exhibited a total wreck, the coast all 
strewed with beams, planks, casks, 
&c. Fortunately only seven or eig^t 
men have lost their lives in both, who 
were brought ashore, and every means 
tried in vain for their recovery. Saw 
the first lieutenant brought out, ap- 
parently dead, but after an hour and 
half, was so far recovered as to be 
removed to the. Duchess of Rox-

burgh’s— -now well. If was 1 1 this 
morning before a boat could go to 
their assistance, although within a 
cable’s length of the shore ; and the 
life'4>oat upset with 40 men in it — 
luckily only one was drowned. Most 
of our regiment have been there all 
day guarding wrecks, .and assisting 
as far as they could. The miserable 
appearances of the half-drowned sea- 
men, as they were carried ashore, 
was truly deplorable. We have in- 
vited the officers to come to the bar- 
racks. None of them would dine to- 
day, but have promised to-morrow. 
Although they had a jiilot on board, 
they mistook a lime-kiln, burning at 
Broxmoiith, for the May-light, and 
the May-light for the Bell-rpck.” 

The Packets. — The removal of 
the packet station from Falmouth to 
Plymouth, is already severely felt by 
the inhabitants of the first of these 
places ; the prosperity of which town 
depended, in a great measure, upon 
its being the centre of the packet in 
tcrcourse. The olTence, which oc- 
casioned the removal of the packets, 
was the result of momentary irrita- 
tion, and had scarcely been commit- 
ted when atonement was made, • It 
appears, that on the 24tli of Octo- 
ber, just as tw<f of the packets were 
about to sail, they were boarded by 
the acting yde-surveyor, and his 
boat’s crew, who proceeding to search 
the vessels, broke open the seamen’s 
chests, and took therefrom the lit- 
tle adventures which they contained. 
The prinlegc, either recogniaed or 
Connived at, of carrying out these ad- 
ventures, free of duty, was a strong 
inducement to the seamen to engage 
in this service, who, in coH6e<iaeQce 
of this abatement of per(]^uidite, re- 
fused to take the packets to sea. 
Within four days after, however, they 
returned to their duty, and tkeincon* 


v&nience of forwarding the mails did 
not continue longer than a few hours, 
two packets having been expedited 
on the 25th and on the ^Tth. 
This is the extent of the ofi'once 
which has brought down this official 
visitation upon tne town of Falmouth ; 
for the rumours of the towns- people 
having made common cause with the 
packets-men, and of their being aid- 
ed and abetted by thousands or Cor- 
nish miners, are pi^ved to have bcjcn 
wholly unfounded. Such being the 
case, it is to be hoped that govern- 
ment will not persevere in rendering 
the packet establishment permanent 
at Plymouth, but restore it immedi- 
ately to its former cliannel. But il 
is iiot*aloiie upon the ground of the 
punishment exceeding the offence, 
and of the disadvantages which Fal- 
mouth is likely to incur, that the re- 
vocation of the order of removal is 
recommended ; Plymouth does not 
afford the same couvcnience as a 
packet station that Fulmoulh pic- 
seiils. An instance, in proof, oc- 
curred to I he packets wnich sailed 
from the former port last month, and 
put into Fajmouth ; from wlu nce 
they sailed on the 27th nit. The 
Jamaica packet left Plymouth on the 
l.Sth, so that 14* days’ letters werelctt 
behind, which would have gone by 
that packet had they been scut aslu rc- 
tofore to Falmouth ; and the packets 
for Lisbon, Cadiz, and Surinam, 
would also, from Falmtiutli, have 
taken a week’s letters more. There 
18 rtaBon to believe that postmas- 
ters-^neral themselves aie sensible 
that Falmouth is* the most convenient 
station for the packets ; but having 
yielded Ip the misrepresentation which 
induced them to order the removal, 
they feel, perhaps, a delicacy m 
voking their order, unless the grie- 
vance to the commercial interest is 
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made apparent to them. If the mer- 
chants of London feel those incon- 
veiiicncics from the new arrangement, 
which wc have reason to snpposc they 
do, they will not lost* much Ume in 
furnishing the postmastcrs-gencral 
with grounds for re-estabhshing the 
packet station where it has continued 
for 80 many years. 

Tiir Hottentot Venus. — Mr 
Gazely showed cause against the rule 
obtained in the case of this person. 
T^hat rule was for a Habeas Corpus, 
to deliver her out of the restraint in 
which she was supposed to be, and 
to allow certain persons speaking her 
own language to examine her. The 
court would be informed that Cezar, 
tlie person alluded to in Mr Bullock’s 
affidavit, liad been removed some time 
since from the care of the Hottentot. 
If the court should still think that 
this woman was treated with any 
thing like cruelty, his clients w’ere 
willing to give hei up at once. She 
was actually lo receive a share of the 
exhibition morK*y, and those who 
sle wed her were perfectly willing 
that the African Institution should 
appoint any sufficient person as trus- 
tee, to take c'are of the property wffiich 
was lo be raised for her use. to 

the indecency of her appearance, the 
court would hear that she \vas cloth- 
ed in a dress of cloth as well as silk. 
Yesterday an examination had taken 
place before an attorney and corom r 
of the court. This examination took 
Up almost three houiL ; the questions 
were pur by persons vvlio spoke Dutch^ 
5 iiul lu^ immediately connected 

with the exhibition w as present. The 
Hottentot said, she had left her own 
jcountry when extremely young. She 
was brought down to the Cape by 
^he Dutch farmers, and served Peter 
Cezar. She then agreed with Hen- 
ijrich Cezar to come over to Eng. 


land for six years. She appeared be- 
fore the governor at the Cape^ and 
got his permission. Mr Dunlop pro- 
mised to send her back .rich. She 
was under no restraint. She was 
happy in England. She did not want 
to go back, nor to See her two bro- 
thers and three sisters, for she admi- 
red this country. She went out in 
a coach on Sunday for two or three 
hours together. Her father was a 
drover of cattle, and in going up the 
count! y was killed by the Bashmen. 
She had a child by a drummer at the 
Cape, where she lived two years, 'I’he 
child was dead. She had two black 
boys to attend her, and would like 
warmer clothes. Tf'lie man who shew'^s 
her never comes till she is just dress- 
ed, and'rhen only ties a ribboiid round 
her waist. 

To this the affidavit of a notary 
was added, who had read the agree- 
ment lo her in Dutch, and thought 
she seemed perfectly to understand 
it, and be pleased wdth the prospect 
of getting half the profits. 

The Attorney-General said, that 
the rule could not be sustained after 
those affidavits. This woman was 
plainly not under restraint, and the 
only effeet of taking her from her 
keepers wo i]d be let her loose to 
go back again. As to Lord Cale- 
don’s permission, it would have been 
wrong in his lordship to have given 
it. But it should be known, that 
the Hottentots were supposed to be 
incapable of managing their own con- 
cerns ; that no contract among them 
was valid unless it was made before 
magistrate. This contract between 
the Hottentot and Cezar was made 
as usual ; but when Lord Caledon 
discovered for what purpose, he was 
much displeased, and would have stop- 
ped the parties if they had been th<?ff 
in his power. 
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Lord Ellenborough,— ‘‘ The rule 
cannot be siistauied. If there be any 
offence to decency in the exhibition, 
that comes on another ^ay : — that 
may be tlie ground of a prosecution.’' 

Rule discharged. 

About a fortnight ago, as the mail, 
on its way from Preston* to M inches- 
ter, was changing horses at v-^^horley, 
at 12 at night, tlie fresh horses ha- 
ving been put to, the coachman went 
to fetch sotrtc straw to sit upon, when 
the hordes set off, in sight of the 
coachman, guard, and three passen 
gers : the coachman followed on foot, 
and the guard and passengers in a 
post-chaise. The^horses steadily pur* 
sued their course until they arrived 
at Redbank Brow, one mile from 
Chorley, where they stopped, as is 
usual, while one of the wheels is lock* 
cd. Here a countryman on the road 
called out to be taken np, and think- 
ing the coachman was inside, seated 
himself in the guard’s rostrum, and 
crying “ go on !” off went the horses 
again down hill at full speed, never 
stopping until they arrived at the 
Elephant and Castle, four miles fur- 
ther, where the coach has constantly 
occasion to stay a shor^ time ;• the 
countryman then alighted and pro- 
ceeded to inA^te the coachman to a 
glass, when all he found inside was 
the fourth passenger, who had been 
asleep all the time. The animals had 
passed several carts and waggons on 
the way. < 

Oh Saturday night, or early yes- 
terday morning, St Paul’s Cathedral* 
was robbed of me whole of the church 
service of plate, of considerable •va- 
lue. The difficulties and ingenuity 
required to get at the property, prove 
the villains to have been complete 
masters of tKcir profession. 

The plate carried off consists of a 
targe waiter of singular workmahship* 


we*ighing 12S ounces ; the back of a 
large Bible and Prayer-book, (silver) 
2lK) ounces ; two silver salvors, w. wr- 
ly 20() ounces ; other wauers, a^d 
two large silver candlesticks, :V50 
ounces ; two other candlesticks, 2()0 
ounegb ; four fl iggons, 4?0() ouncv’S ; 
t o chalice8,,&c 112 ounces; two 
smaller ditto, 30 ounces. Tlr se ar- 
ticles, or most of them, were used on 
Friday last, at a private ordination, by 
the Bishop of Lincoln ; and after 
they were done with, they were lock- 
ed up in the plate-room, immediately 
over the vestry, in iron chests, which 
had on them padlocks as well as other 
locks. There were two doors to the 
room, an inner and an outer one ; the 
former was entirely iron, the other 
plated and of uncommon strength. 
To these principal doors there are se- 
veral passages leading, all of which 
have doOrs always locked, through 
which persons must pass before they 
reach the plate-rooms, and it is only 
known to few persons to what apart- 
ment they lead. All these doors re- 
mained locked, and it was not until 
yesterday morning, when the plate 
was wanted for tne church service, 
that the robbery was discovered. The 
penon who had the plate under his 
care opened the passage doors with 
the keys belonging to them as usual, 
but the lock of the main door he 
could not open until he had procured 
the master-key. He there found the 
chests containing the plate had been 
brokeft open with an iron crow, or 
some such instrument, after having 
Opened the padlock iif me usual . 
Notice was ittTmediately given to tlvr 
magistrates at Bow-street, and the 
other offices. Mr Read, the princi- 
pal rtiagistrate at the former office, 
and Mr titafford, the chief clerk, in- 
specled the apartments, <Src. in the 
afternoon, and the most vigilant meant 
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are using to detect the villains guilty 
of this sacrilege. 

A female, named Ramsay, who had 
for some time past obtained a living 
by begging in the streets, died on Fri- 
day in St Thomas’s Hospital, leaving 
by will mi annuity of 40h per annum, 
and about 701. in cash to a relatWe. 

Letters from Smyrna mention, that 
one of the western cai*avaii8, in pas- 
sing through the desart of Syria in 
September last, was overtaken near 
the Karteron mountains by a dread- 
ful whirlwind, which putting in mo- 
tion the sandy soil, rolled it along 
like the waves of the sea. The cara- 
van consisted of nearly eight hun- 
dred persons, comprising merchants, 
pilgrims, &c., who were, with their 
caraels, spread along a line of nearly 
three miles in extent. To this fortu- 
nate circumstance the preservation of 
the advanced guard is attributed, 
which obtained shelter on the south- 
ern side of the mountainous chain of 
Karteron, wliile the remainder of the 
caravan, 650 souls, were buried be- 
neath the sandy mass. 

Letters from TeneriiSc of the IQth 
November were yesterday received, 
stating that the yellow fever had 
broken out in the town of Santa C^uz, 
in that island ; that about 300 per- 
sons had died in the course of one 
month ; 5000 were afflicted with it 
at the above date, and from 25 to 35 
died every 24? hours. All communi- 
cation with the said town was cut off, 
and it bad not made its appearance 
elsewhere. Several persons had had 
the fever and tigd recovered. In ge- 
neiil the poor people*died for want 
of assistance, and there was a great 
scaiXiity of medicines of every descrip- 
tion in the island. We understand 
that a vessel is actually in the river 
which left Santa Cruz between the 
1 6th October and the Ist November, 


The disease had then raged a fort- 
night. No doubt government has 
taken proper precautions on this ha- 
zardous occasion. 

Lucien Buonaparte, his family, and 
suite, landed at the Victualling office, 
Plymouth, on Tuesday, having been 
brought frorn the President frigate in 
the admiral’s cutter, and proceeded 
to the King’s Arms in carriages, ac- 
companied by Sir Robert Calder (the 
. Port Admiral,) General England, 
Lord Borringdon, and several other 
naval and military officers. Lucicn 
appears about fifty years of age, about 
five feet seven inches high, of a sallow 
complexion, and thip. visage Madam 
Buonaparte is a stout, handsome wo- 
man* The children consist of five 
daughters and two sons ; the eldest is 
about 1 7 years of age, and very hand- 
some, so are her sisters ; the boys 
are verv young, the eldest not being 
more tnari eleven years old. 

The baggage of Lucicn Buona- 
parte and his attendants is stated to 
weigh 33 tons. There was a perfect 
squabble among the innkeepers of 
Plymouth and Dock, to know which 
of them should have the honour of 
lodging these persons under his roof. 
Lucien stildiously avoids all pomp 
and ostentation. His* eldest son, a 
fine youth ot 1 1 years of age, was on 
Tuesday taken through the dock- 
yard, accompanied by Captain War- 
ren, who brought them to England. 

Pugilism — The great b^Se be- 
tween Ci^, the renowned champion, 

• and MoHneux, the Ameriesm Black# 
took place yesterday, op Cbpthall 
Common, near East Grinstead. 

Round ]. Mojineux hit Crib slighdy 
op the breast after some cautioiis spar- 
ring, which was returned by hits on the 
hfsid and body, and Crib threw his man. 

2. A most determined and desperate 
r^ly, in which Molineux liit Crib on tlx; 
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mouth, which produced first blood, and 
several hard blows were exchanged to 
the advanta^re of Crib. 

3. Mohneux cominenccd a rally, in 
which Crib doubled him up by a blow in 
the body, but the Black immediately got 
on bis legs. 

4. A smart rally was commenced by 
the Black, aud a sharp contest ensued, 
in which the Black again knocked 
down. 

5. This was, perhaps, one of the most 
severe rounds ever recorded. In a most 
desperate and courageous rally, in which 
blows were exchanged to the otlvantagc 
of each, Molineux was again knocked 
clown, or he fell from the wetnCss of the 
ground. 

6. The Black hit his adversary in the 
commencement of a rally, and Crib slip- 
ped in his efforts to return it, but he rc- 
cxjvered and knocked down his Adversary. 

7. Crib hit his adversary down in a 
rally. Five to one on Crib. 

8. This round w’as contested with cou- 
rage, and to the spectator Crib bent his 
adversary apparently senseless, after a 
very severe round. 

9. Molineux, with true courage, com- 
menced another rally, and both men 
stood and hit until Crib fell by accident. 

10. Another round, in whicn the Black 
shewed superiority in strength. For two 
minutes hits were exchanged to the dis- 
advantage of Crib, wh}> ha^ manifested' 
weakness, but the Black w^ down. 

1 1 . This rouJiTd was couraeeouBly main- 
tained by the Black, who bit down his man. 

12. Crib hit his adversaiy a dread- 
ful body blow, but Molineux returned it 
on the ]icad. The fight continued until 
the 30th round in favour of Molineux, 
inasmuch as he had shewn himself su- 
perior in stren^h to his adversary, and^ 
had bored on turn with that sort of ooo** 
rage which beat down science by hitting. 
Ill the 20tl) round the Black again* be- 
came weak, and he seized the ropes of 
the ring for support, and held Crib there. 
The outer ring for a short ^me was bro- 
ken, but the fight was renewed Crib 
was weak but courteous, and the Black 
determined. Crib attempted to beat 
this man, who was esteemed a novice^ of 


hand, but in this he was deceived. Crib 
finding he could not beat his man by gaiety 
of fighting, resorted to his safe mode, that 
of milling on a retreat, and it was perhaps 
by that Molineux, who is as good a inim 
as ever entered a ring, lost bis battle. If 
Crib had superior science, Molineux had 
course equal ; and it was Crib^s l)ottoin 
whicTi brouglij the contest in his favour 
at last, as two to one was belted in fa- 
vour of Molineux in the 30lh tound of 
the battle. , , 

The battle lasted fifty-five minutes, 
in which 44* rounds took place, and 
it was all liard fighting. Both the 
combatants were dreatffully beaten ; 
and they were almost deprived of 
sight. They were so much exhaust- 
ed, that even the victor could not 
have ^stood five minutes longer. The 
Black gave in rather from weakness 
than want of courage. He is cer- 
tainly one of the most promising pu. 
gilists that has appeared. 

Notwithstanding the rain came down 
in torrents for several hours before 
the fight commenced, and continued 
throughout the whole of it, it was 
witnessed by several thousands of 
^ectators, composed of all classes, 
from the peerage down to the 
fingered corps. — The following epis- 
tle Jias since been indited.

Cpib "Jias accepted the chaHenge 
from Mobneux. The* match was 
made up on 7^hiirsday night, at the 
house of Gidley, in Rn pert-street, 
for *250 gutneas a side, and a sub- 
scription purse of 100 guineas for the 
winner. The battle is to be fought 
on the 21st of May. Fifty guineas 
of the stake are the actual property 
of Molineux, whose fi lends came for- 
ward with the remainder. 

Yesterday, 2^id, at half past three 
o^clock in the afternoon, died, cit his 
house in Piccadilly, in the eighty- 
sixth year of his age, the Duke of 
Queensberr)\ His’ grace had be^n 
for some days afflicted with a severe 
11 ux, which all the powers of medi- 
cine could not check. His gi*ace dy- 
ing without issue, the title of Duke 
of Queensberry is extinct ; but his 
other titles descend, and his immense 
estates are divided. He is supposed 
to have died worth near two millions 
in ready money. 

The Earldom of Queen sherry •de- 
scends to Sir Charles Douglas, of KeU 
head, who married one of the daugh- 
ters of the Duke of Bucclcuch, with 
e states amounting to about 12,000). 
a -year. • 

The Duke of Buccleuch succeeds 
to the estates of Drumlanrig, and 
to the title of Earl of Drumlanrig. 

I*ord Dou^tks succeeds to estates 
of less consideration^ amounting, 
however, to between 6 and 7000 
a -year. 

"The late duke has been more gene- 
rally known, and for a much longer 
jK riod, than any of his conttmpora- 
u( 5 ; and though he has not display- 


ed those talents which naturally at- 
tract the attention of mankind, he 
has never ceased, from his first ap- 
pearance in the world to the moment 
when he left it for ever, to be an ob- 
ject of comparative notoriety. There 
nab been no interval in the public 
course of his 'existence. 

His first distinction was that of 
the turf, his knowledge of which, 
both in theory and practice, was con- 
sidered equal, if not superior, to 
the most acknowledged adepts of 
Newmarket. He rode himself in all 
his principal matches, and was the 
rival, in that branch of equitation, of 
the most eminent professional jockies. 
His famous match with the Duke of 
Hamilton, the father of the last noble- 
man of that title, and that of the ma- 
chine, which bore his own name, were 
long distinguished articles in the an- 
nals of Newmarket, and are not yet 
forgotten. 

tie blended, however, bis pursuits 
of the turf with the more elegant at- 
tainments of high life, and was long 
considered as the first figure in the 
brilliant circles of fashion. ' He was 
the model in dress, equipage, and 
manfiers, foj all those who aspired to 
superiority v: exterior appearances. 

After he had quitted the turf, and 
had succeeded to the Queensberry 
titles and estates, his life has been 
distinguished by little but his enjoy- 
ments, in which he continued to in- 
dulge himself while the.facdities of 
receiving gratification. from them re- 
‘mained. His constant residence, and 
the scene of his pleasure, was Lon- 
doiF or its vicinity. Scotland he sel- 
dom, if ever, visited. His house at 
Amesbury, in Wiltshire, the work of 
Inigo Jones, and the classical man- 
sion of a former period, he has let, if 
it be not sold^j and his country plea- 
sures were found in his villa at Rich- 
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mond, which he had fitted up in a 
style of superior elegance. I'here he 
occasionally lived in splendour, till 
the folly of the inliabitants, by ma- 
king a vexatious claim at law to a 
few yards of ground, which, iincon- 
sciotis of any invasion of parochial 
rights, he had taken into his enclo- 
sure, determined him to quit a place 
where he considered himself as having 
been grossly insulted, and to which, 
in various ways, he had been an ample 
benefactor. Latterly, he lived alto- 
gether in Piccadilly, where his figure 
was daily visible in his balcony, and 
liad become familiar to every one who 
was in the habit passing through 
that great metropolitan thoroughfare. 

He was appointed Lord if the 
Bedchamber to his Majesty on his co- 
ming to the throne ; but in conse- 
quence of the part he took in the 
question of the regency, in 1789, his 
name is not to be been in the royal 
household after that period. He was 
in vested 'With th^ Green Ribbon in 
the year 1764-, and at the time of his 
death was the senior Knight of the 
order of the Thistle. He was never 
married. In the early part of his life 
he proposed marriage to Jdiss P^l- 
ham, the daughter of Mr Pelham, 
tlien Secretary oT State, and the niece 
of the Duke of Newcastle, then first 
I^ord of the Treasury ; but whether 
liis fortune was not at that time 
thought sufficient, or his general ha- 
bits disapproved, his suit was reject- 
ed. Tlie circumstances of this pro- 
posal and rejection were^ at the time, 
a very genem and interesting topic 
of consideratiou among the higndi* 
circles. The lady preened her lover 
but a few years, and Unmarried, to 
tluit state where there is neither maf- 
ry ing nor giving in marriage. 

The Duke of Queensberry has ob- 
' lously been for many years a sub- 


ject of continual remark. Anecdotes, 
without end, have bet-n disseminating 
about him, many of which arc false, 
and most of them exaggerated ; but 
no man ever contrived to make so 
much of life as he appears to have 
done. *When his eye, for he had but 
one, was grow* dim, and hia hearing 
almost gone, he did not lose his spi- 
rits, or fail in making efforts to enjoy 
what little was left him. ' He had 
long lived secundem artem ; and the 
prolongation of his life may be attri- 
buted to the precautionary practice. 

The predominant feature of the 
D uke of Queensberry’s character was, 
to use a common phrase, to do what 
he liked, without caring who was 
pleased* or displeased at it. His 
wealth was enormous and accumula- 
ting ; but little is known of any pri- 
vate disposition of it. His charities 
at Richmond were indeed consider- 
able, and his occasional contributions 
for national purposes were noble ones ; 
and that is all we have heard of his 
private or public benevolence. We 
can, therefore, conclude this article 
.with no other observation, than that 
he reached an age beyond the com- 
mon allotment of man, and was one 
of tl?e most wealthy subjects of the 
British empire. 

The following narrative of the dis- 
astrous fate of the Elizabeth is copied 
from the French papers : —

** To his Excellency the Minister of

“ Dunkirk, Dec. 1810. 

MONSElGTSEyR, — “f have lliC 
nour to inform your excelleficy of n dis- 
astrous event which took place yesterday 
in Dunkirk Roads. 

The English East India Compasy’s 
ship the Elizabeth, oi’650 tons, conm sand- 
ed by Captain Hubert William Kastwick, 
on its passage from London to join the 
fleet at Porlsinouth, and haviu;; in con* 
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sequence of bad weather put in at Cork, 
in Ireland, from whence tslie feaiJcd nine 
days since for Madras and Bcn^^al, with 
a cargo of iron, copper, lead, beer, glass- 
ware, hats, clothes, and other merchan- 
dize, with a cixMv of 100 men, including 
the captain, besides 30 white passengers, 
and lascnrs, sent to Bengal^ by the 
JndiiiCornpanv, after be^ng buifeted about 
by the f»aies of wind which constantly 
fiuci (‘('(led each other since its departure 
from (Jorkj was yesterday in the night 
driven in among the sands of these roads, 
about 3 leagues to the N. E. of the port; 
soon after she struck upon the Breebauk, 
At day* break slie was perceived making 
signals of distress, and firing cannon, be- 
ing armed with ten sixteen-pounders. 
M. Dclacoste immediately took measures 
for conxcyhif^ assistance to the ship ; but 
all his endeavours were useless, ^he wind 
blowing furiously from the N. N. E. and 
the sea being dreadful. A hope was en- 
tertained, that when the tide flowed, an 
attempt might be successfuJly made ; 
vain hope ! it was absolutely impossible 
to launch any boat in spite of all the ex- 
ertions that were made. The schooner 
La Victoire, which Captain Gaspard Malo 
went on board of, and who exhibited the 
greatest proofs of zeal, as well as other 
sailors and pilots of this port, was drag- 
ged by main force along the jetty ; but 
the captain seeing his schooner absolute- 
ly buried in tlic waves, which broke over 
it with fury, and not being able to bear 
against them, was forced to give up his 
entejyrisc after running the greatest risks, 

“ In the mean time, the vessel was 
dismasted of its mizen and niain'mat>t, 
and soon disappeared, leaving only its 
foremast in view', whlclf was covered with 
people; three bouts were seen making 
for (he coast, but only two were able tq 
make land nejjrFort liistan, and brought 
0ik shore twertty-two persons, with the 


assistance of tiie garrison and the cus- 
tom-house oflicers, who lined the coast ; 
the third was sunk. The sea was for a 
while covered with wrecks of all kinds, 
which successively reached the coast, as 
well as some dead bodies. 

“ The persons saved arc the captain, 
the 1 St mate, the 2d mate, an officer of 
the English -army in Bengal, two passen- 
gers, and lt> lascars; all the rest perished. 
The night has been more horrible than 
the day, and this morning the wind con- 
tinues to blow witii violence from the 
N. K. E., accompanied with rain, snow, 
and hail.

Sm, — Tlic cMclosed copj of a letter 
from Captain Cameion of his Majesty^s 
sloop Hazard, addressed to Commodore 
Faille, in my absence, 1 request you to 
Jay before the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty ; the total destruction of 
the schooner privateer mentioned there- 
in, and the silencing of the bactery un- 
der which she was moored, was accom- 
plished, under circumstances of consider- 
able difficulty, in Che face of a tbrmidaUe 
force, and is highly honouralile to the 
parties employed. • ^ 

Our loss in this little dash has, I am 
sorry to say, been severe. I h'tve, &c.

Hi® Majesty*® sloop Hazard, off St 

Mary’d, Guadaloupe,Oct. 17, 1 809. 

Sir, — C ruising on my station blocka- 
ding Point-a-Petre, Pelorua in company, 
at day-light this morning I observed a 
rivateer schooner, moored under thq 
attery of St Mary. I immediately de- 
termined on the capture or destruction of 
her. Both ships stood in sufficiently 
close to silence the battery effectually, 
and cover onr boats, which were dispatch- 
ed under the order of Lieutenants Ro- 
bertson and Flinn, first of their respective 


ships, and I am happy to say they suc- 
ceeded in boartling her ; but as she was 
moored to the shore with a chain from 
the mast-head and each quarter, finding 
it impossible to bring her out, they short- 
ly after blew" her up. 

In justice to the officers and men em- 
ployed on this service, I cannot omit par- 
ticularizmg the very gallant manner in 
which they approached the schooner, un- 
der a v<*rv heavy fire of grape from the 
battery, until it was silenced by the 
ships, and of grape and musketry i*rr>m the 
privateer, until they were nearly along- 
side, when the enemy quitted her, and 
joined a long line of musketry on the 
beach, and two field pieces, to the fire 
of which they were exposed during the 
whole time they were preparing to blow 
her up, at a distance of not more than 
ten yards. 

• The privateer had one long cighteen- 
poundpr on a circular carriage, and two 
swivels, al>out one hundred tons, and aji- 
peared to have from eighty to one hun- 
dred men ; she was coppered and appciir- 
ed new, and left Point-a-Petre yesterday 
on a cniisc. Our joint loss has been 
fifteen killed and iii'Oiinded ; that of the 
enemy must have been very considerabli*, 
as the sliorc was completely lined wii h 
iniii$ketiy, exposed to a heavy cannoiKule 
from both ships; as well«%s from the 
snmll arms in the boats.

part of Guadalonpe, Dec 1809. 

8tr, — 1 have tlu* honour to acquaint 
you, that the brig yon directed me to re- 
connoitre at the Hayes, proved to he th. 
French national corvette J.e Nisus, com- 
manded by Mens. Le i'^etvek capitaine 
dc frigate, brought out of that* pen t yeij- 
terday evening. The gallantry displayed 
by Captain EHiott, of the Pultud,, who 
headed the marine.s of this ship, the Pnl- 
tusk, Achates, and Bacchus, w ith a party 
of 75 seamen, secured the possession of 
this vessel, and the destruction of every 
defence at tlie port of the Hayes. The 
difficulties they had to encounter in find- 
ing their way though thick woods, over 


a high hill, without any path or guide, 
adds an instance to the perseverance and 
intrepidity of British seamen and marines- 
It w^as dark before this gallant party found 
their way to the fort. Their charge made 
iip'.iji it was iiresistable ; the enemy 
(armamting, by the account of one of the 
prisoners, to f)(K) men) fled after a slight 
rc'*!. 'Stance, and the brig snrrentlcieil im- 
mediately upon the guns of the fort be- 
ing turned upon her, and was hioii'dit 
out by Captain Elliott, w'ho left Lieute- 
nant Belchier, first of tin's ship, in charge 
of the destruction of' tlie liaitcry. which 
he completely eftccted, setting fire io the 
buildings, spiking the guns, and tlirovving 
the carriages and ammunition over the 
cliff! I should be deficient in duty not 
to report the zeal ahd atiilitv (h>plMyed by 
that officer in tlie performance of this 
.service^ as well as the assistar.ee his abi- 
lities have afforded me whcriever cfillcd 
upon; arnl the credit Lieutenant ('an* 
has added to his ch.iracter, and the gal- 
lantry of the Attentive, in keeping up a 
fire on the battery and brig for upwards 
of six hours, a considerable part of the 
time* witliin range of gn'^K*. 

Conceiving it of much importance to 
prevmit the enemy getting guns mounted 
again at the fort, and entting olf tc-cu- 
forcements from Basseterre, wliieh tfie 
prisoners rcjKHt were expected, I have 
thpught it my dm\ to remain off rhe 
Hayes iru hopes of accomplishing t!iat 
object, and prcwutmj; any vesseis get- 
ting into thift -<orr, or \heir getting round 
the cargo of Lo Nisus, which I under- 
stand to be a supply of provisions, and is 
in the town ; mo'^t of her crew got on 
shoiefrom her after sut rendering .she 
sailed from L'Orient.on the iJOth Octo- 
b'cr, and arrived at the llayos the Ist of 
this month, and was ready again for sea, 
laden with coffee. I am happy to add, 
that not a man has been lost,; tlie lioat- 
swain’s mate and one seaman on board 
the Attentive, one marine and one sea- 
man belonging this ship, wounded on 
shore.

ike stores, from Bayonne to C/uad?i- 
loupu ; she had one mai>killed and y<iine 
wounded, and wounded two of ours be- 
fore slie struck ; part of the cargo was 
throw u overboard during the chase.

Sir, — have great satisfaction in ac- 
quainting you, that on Sunday the iTth, 
while running down on the north side of 
(irandterre, I received information fwnn 
the boat of a small privateer belonging 
to Antigua, commanded by a Mr Morris, 
that a French national brig was between 
puadalouiie and Montserrat ; on j^bicli 


1 inynediatcly proceeded In the direction 
pointed out. and at noon was forttmate 
enough to get sight of l»er, and, ai'ior a 
chase of 33 hours, she bunendertd to 
his Majesty’s sloop under my command, 
close m with Santa Cruz. She ts the 
national lirig Le Papillon, commanded 
by Monsieur De la Genetiere, capitame 
defrig#:e, mounting 14 24-pounder caron- 
ades, and two Iftng sixes, with 110 men 
cm board, 30 of whom arc troops. She 
w^as from Bourdcaux, bound to (juada- 
loupc, and had been 33 da/s out, with 
300 barrels of flour on board, 80 of which 
she threw -overboard during the eliase. 
The papillon is a vessel of large dimen- 
sions, two \ ears old, sails fast, and ap- 
pears to me to be well calculated, in every 
point, for his Majesty’s service.

Sir, — B eing at anehur in Fort Boyal 
Bay, Martinique, on the Ibtii instant, a 
man of waw brig, tar in the olhng to lee- 
ward, np[>eared w’ith a signal flying that 
she had been cliased by the enemy’s fri- 
gates ; I immediately iiuulc the signal to 
the Perlcn, then on her vvay towanls Coia- 
daloupc,to speak the brig, ami U» proceed 
according to the inteliigenee »be might 
'obtain; the Aknuue was ordered to 
weigh and follow, and the Sceptre, Al- 
fred, and Freija, which had at tiiat ino- 
mmir joined me, w'cre not allowed to an- 
chor, hut to leave their flat boats, and 
proceed also. 

So soon as I h^ard from Caplain Wea- 
thcrnll of the Observateur, the I>rig which 
made tfae .signal, that the enemy V fri- 
•gates, four in mmiher, had captured and 
burnt his Majesty^s ship innon (belong- 
ing to the Halifajc squadron) about i?ne 
hinidred and fifty miles to windward of 
Guadaloupe, and thatthe Observateur hud 
escaped by superior soilmg, I proceed- 
ed to sea with this ship and the Abcr- 
crombie, and arrived ofi the Saint.s curly 
in the niorninj^ of the IBtli ; and about 
noon, I was informed by Captain Elliott^ 
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of Ill's Majesty’s sloop Pultiisk, that two 
of the enemy^ frigates were at anchor 
about three leagues to the noi tliward and 
westward of the town of Basseterre ; I 
then directed Captain Fahie,of tlu* Aber- 
crombie, to remain and guard Point-a- 
Petre, and Captain Watson, of the Alfred, 
to guard Basseterre, and made all sail in 
this ship with an intention of afcacking 
tile enemy ,* but on ap[froaching nearer, 
1 discovered the Scejitre of the line, tlie 
Blonde, Thetis Brei ja, and Castor frigates, 
and Cygnet, Hazard, and Ringdove sloops, 
and Eiiziibeth schooner, ready to com- 
mence the attack ; I therefore did not in- 
terfere with the judicious arrangements 
of Captain Ballard of the Sceptic, the 
senior captain, and had only an opfior- 
tunity of witnessing tlie engagement. 
Baffling and light winds prevented the 
Pompee from getting w'itning gun shot 
iinhi the action had ccascil, and*the two 
frig.ites and batteries which defended the 
anchorage were completely destro 3 'cd. 

The Blonde, Thetis, C^'gnet, Hazard, 
and Ringdove, bore the brunt of the ac- 
tion from their being a-head of the other 
sliips, and by the animated fire kejit up 
from them, one of the enemy's frigates 
was vt;ry ooon dismasted, when the men 
began to desert their ships, and soon 
after set fire to them. Upon this Captain 
("aiiieron, of tlie Hazard, with the boats 
of the squadron, gallantly landed and 
stormed the batteries, wliich were still 
annoying our ships both with cannou and 
musketry, and in the act of hauling down 
the enemy’s colours, he fell by a 8|rivel 
shot. In him the service has lost a brave 
and distinguished officer, and who, with 
I.ieutcnanl Jenkins, first of the Blonde, 
also killed, have each left a widow and 
family to lament their loss. 

The names of thefiigates destroyed 
arc, 1 understand, the Loire and Seine,* 
pierced for 40n9uns each; but had none 
mounted on their quarter-decks or fore- 
castles; they were moored in a strong 
position in Ance La Barque, with tlieir 
broad-sides towards the entrance, which 
was defended by a lieavy battery, now 
demolished, and the magazines blown up. 

I am informed by the seven prisoners 
brought off £tom the shore, that these 


ships had not their full complement of 
seamen; Imt they had 400 troops on 
board mid 50 artillery men, which all 
escaped, with the exception of the above 
seven, and 20 others taken in a recap- 
tured vessel ; but all the warlike stores 
and provisions, intended for the garrison 
of Guadaloupe, were blown up in the 
frigate?). 

1 enclose a return of killed and wound- 
ed : the Blonde’s loss is rather severe^ 
and so is, I have reason to believe, the 
enemy’s, who Iiad time to save nothing 
but their clothes. 

I had every reason to be Iiiglily plea- 
sed in witnessing the emulation and bra- 
very displayed by the several ships, in 
closing witii the enemy; and I rcijLicst 
you to make the same known to tlie 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralt}'; 
also Captain Ballard’s report, which is 
sent herewith, 

I have not yet been able to fall in with 
the other two lirigates ; but I am in great 
hopes of preventing their arrival at Gua- 
dafoupe.

Port a la Duche. 

The captains of the squadron most 
ivadily entered into my plans, which, and 
that ready zeal manifested tiiroughout 
the squadron, claims my most' grateful 
thanks. To Captains Ballard ado Miller 
all ^ssible praise is due Ibr ao 'judicious* 
ly placing their ships, in a situataon nearly 
annihilating the enemas two frigates, of 
4Q guns each: the outer ^i(?B most 
gone and on fire, by tlie time tiiis ship, 
and the rest of the squadron, from bt^ 
fling winds, could render assistance. 

1 lament tliat this little afiair has not 
been atchieved without bloodshed. To 
that gallant officer. Captain Cameron, 1 
gave discTetionary onlers with the other 
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commanders, aided by the armed boats, 
to act i^ainst the batteries ; and, while 
in possession of the northcminost fort, 
which we bad before silenced, he recei- 
ved^a wound from a musket ball, and 
afterwards his mortal wound from a swi- 
vel sliot. In him the service has lost a 
most meritorious and good officer. I 
grieve to find he has left. a widow to 
mourn his loss.

Dispatches, of whidi the following are 
copies, have been received at this of 
fice by John Wilson Crokcr, Eaq. from 
Vice-Admiral Bertie, commander-in- 
chief of his Majesty’s ships and ves* 
sels at the Ca{)c ol’ Good Hope, ad- 
dressed to the Hon. W. Wellesley 
Pole. Admiral Bertie’s letter, dated 
on board La Bourbonaisc, Table Bay, 
Nov. IG, 1809, contains the following 
dispatclics ; — 

Raisonable, St Paul’s Road, 
Sept 29 f 1809. 

Sm,— Having acquainted you, by my 
letter of the 28th August, y^'th the Rea- 
son which induced me to request the as- 
sistance of Lieut^Col. Keating, comman- 
ding the troops at Roderique, to co-ope- 
rate with his Mmesty’s ships in an attack 
on St Paul’s, I have now further to ac- 
quaint vqu, that being joined by the Ne- 
reide, Otter, and Wasp schooner, having 
on board a detachment of the 56th regi- 
ment, an^ of the 2d regiment native in- 
fantry, amcAmting in the whole to 388 
men, under the command of Lieut.-Col. 
Keating, and the Sirius having joined, 
we proceeded at dusk on the evening of 
the 20tb for the Isle of Bourbon ; the 
force intended to be landed were the de- 
tachment of his Majesty’s and Compa- 
ny’s troops, reinforced by the marines 
of the squadron, and a prty of about 
100 seamen from this ship and the Ot- 


ter,, under the command of Captain Wil- 
loughby, whose zeal induced him to vo- 
lunteer the command of so small a party. 
As secrecy^ and dispatch were essential to 
the success of the expedition, the wlK)le 
of this force, amounting to 604, were ein- 
barkeil with five additional boats on board 
the Nercide, Captain Corbet, wlwi, from 
his pciTect acquaintance with the coast, us 
well os his kno^n skill and activity, was 
intrusted with this important soi*vico. 

On our approach towanl^^^ the baj of 
St Paul’s, to prevent suspicion, the Ne- 
reide preceded the other ships, and hi ng 
anchored close to the beach, the whole 
of the detachment were landed wit h the 
greatest celerity, without any alarm being 
given to the enemy, and proceeded to- 
wards the batteries, which were succes- 
sively stormed and carried with the 
greatest gallantly, and several of the guns 
pointeef on the ships in the roads. In the 
mean time the squadron stood into thr. 
bay, and, according to the [>lan agieetl 
upon, when the movements ol' the troops 
enabled them to act, opened their fire on 
the shipping, whicli was warmly returned 
by La Caroline frigate, the Indiamen her 
prizes, and those liattcnes which, from 
their distance from the first point of at- 
tack, were enabled to continue their fire ; 
but these being finally earned, our ships 
preparing to anchor, and the Sirius hav mg 
already taken a close raking position a- 

• head of LaCfvroline, they found it neces- 
sary to surrender, liaving made an ho- 
nourable resistance, and by nine o’clock 
the ,>vhole of the battei ics, town, and 
shipping were in possession of his Ma- 
jesu’s troops and squadron. 

The squadron having anchored in tlic 
roads close oft the town of St Paul’s, im- 
mt^diate exertions were made to secure 
^La CanJiine and the rest of the shipping, 

* whose cables being cut had drifted on 
on shore, and they wereii^ve off witlioat 
material injury. ’• 

The guns and mortars at the difierent 
batteries and on the beach being sp.kcd, 
thfcir carriages burnt or destroved, and 
magazines blown up, under the di; t ctions 
of Captain Willougliby, the whole ol the 
troops, marines and seamen were embark- 
ed soon after dark on board of the dif- 
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ferent ships. Thus, sir, have wcconipjete* 
ly succeeded in the objects of the expedi- 
tion, by the capture of the enemy ^8 shii>- 
ping, the destruction of all the defences 
of tlie only safe nnchoi’a‘?e in the island, 
and which has always been a place oi 
•belter for their emizers and prizes when 
freventcil from entering the ports of the 
Mb of France, besides the reSciitfof pro- 
perty to an immense airiount out of the 
Bands of the enemy. It is impossible Tor 
me to do justice to, or snfRciently express 
the high s^ense I entertain of, the gal- 
lantry and skiil of Lieut-Coh Keating, 
which were equally conspicuous in plan- 
ning and conoiicting this affair ; and the 
bravery shewn by the troops in succesive- 
ly carrying the batteries, was eminently 
distinguished. 

[Captain Rowley then refers for the 
details to Lieutenant-Colonel Keating’s 
letter, respecting the conduct of* the of- 
ficers and seamen, drc. &c. t/olonel 
Keating’s letter commences with a tribute 
of praise to the troops, and af'ter men- 
tioning the embarkation and arrival off 
tlie island, proceeds with tlic narrative of 
the military operations.] 

At five ft, m. on the 28d instant, the 
troops were disembarked to the south- 
ward of Point de Gallotte, seven ndles 
from 8t Paul’s, and immediately com- 
menced a forced march, with a view' of 
crossing the caasewnys that extend over 
the lake, before the enemy could discover 
our debarkation or approach to the town, 
which we were fJortunate enough to ef- 
fect; nor had they time to form in any 
force until we bad passed the strongest 
pofiirion; Bv seven o’clock we wei*c iu 
po^si^sion of the first and ^eeemd hac- 
teries, ’Lembousierc aqd La Centiejrc; 
when Capt. Willoughby, of the rtyal na- 
vyv who commanded a di^tadwient of 
about a sernhen oti shore, jpnit to* 

whose zealj^irti^v^ty, dnd* exertions I feel 
jiiufbh indebted, immeclkitely tunied the 
thb energy’s slapping, from 
wfad^ i5rt, which yt^m tbUHy gmpe, and 
weft iSmed; withy of the 

shore, #e Mtflfered mcjcn^ heihg necessart ' 
ly eist^sed to' ^tkdrh^ our tnovemettts 
upon the beach and town. 

Prom the battery La ' Captain 


Jmlack was detached with the sqopnd 
column, composed of ahundr^^pd f^ty- 
two of the 2d battalion of 
of Bombay native ijnfantry,':^nd tw^ve 
Europeans, to take possession of the tl4* 
or battery of La Neiif^ deserted ^ the 
enemy. On his way thither, he fell in 
with, and was oppos^ by the entire 
of the French, who had concentrate 
arid taken up a very strong position be- 
hind a stone wall, witli eight brass, fiisld- 
pieces, six-poimderg, upon their 
This post was instantly cliarged in the 
most gallant manner by that officer and 
his men. 

The enemy however maintained their 
position, and Captain Hauuor, of tlie 5Gth 
regiment, was ordered to procecil with 
the 3d column* to his support, who char- 
ged, and took two 6f the enemy’s guns. 
Tiie action now became warm, but never 
doubtfid. The enemy being reinforced 
from the hills, and having also received 
llo troops of the line from the French 
frigate La Caroline, and the squadron 
not being able to stand in to support us,

Sir, — I have the honour to report to 
your excellency, that the troops, with 
the naval forces under the orders of Cajit. 
Eyre, his Majesty’s ship Magniftcent, as 
per margin^, .sailed from Zante on the 
morning of the 21st> and readied the is- 
land of St Maura the same evening. 
Early the next day, the army disembark- 
ed to the southward of the town. The 
enemy retiring from the batteries, on 
the approach of his Majesty’s slii[) Imo- 
gene and gun boats, the troops immedi- 
ately moved forward, Lieut. -Col. Lowe 
eonimnnding the ailvance, a portion of 
which(Greek light infhntrv,) under Major 
Church, was kept upon the flank, and 
. drove a party of Albanians from the ad- 
jacent heights, The town was found to 
be evacuated; General Camus having 
with his whole forces (amounting to al>ove 
one thousand, men) retired into the fort-

inonti) at least. Lieut.-Col. Lowe being 
left to watdi the enemy’s movements 
from the town, supported by Colonel 
Wilde and two battalions, I pn>cceded, 
with a portion of light infantry, to recon- 
noitre the isthmus, '\iajor Churdi, I 
found, had dready, with lour companies 
of the Greek light infantry, gallantly car- 
ried the first redoubt, the enemy retiring 
upon Ill’s next intrenchments, where he 
remained in force, assiduously employed 
in completing its defence. It wa^ obvi- 
ous that no time ought to be lost in carry- 
ing this work ; accordingly the battalion 
ofdetachrncnts, under Major Clarke, SSili 
regiment, was called from the town tr> 
support the attack, w’hich prcviou.s suc- 
cess and the best, apjiarent disposition 
induced me to confide to the Greek light 
iuianiry. Captain Eyre, who did me the 
honour to land with the troops, directed 
his Majesty’s shin Leonidas to be placed 
so as to favour the assault. Capt. Bris- 
bane, R. N., who was also on shore, con- 
veyed this order and our intentions *to 
Capt. Griffiths. 

The line to be attacked extended from 
scu to sea, mounted with four pieces of 
cannon, well flanked ; had a wet ditch 
and abbattis in front, manned by about 
500 infantry ; and was so defiled ti oni 
the sea as to render it alrtiost secure from 
tl*e fire of the shipping. His Majesty’s 
ship I^onida? tame to anchor as close 
as the water would^ admit of ; mean- 
while the ?r mps formed in colDtohS, ap- 
proached, and were to a certain drstance 
covered by the ground. On opening the 
front of the work they became exposed 
to a heavy and well-directed fire of grape 
and musketry. The Gr^kd resorted to 
their accustomed, and, in many situa- 
tions, appropriate mode of fighting ; tior 
could the most gallant efforts of M^or 
Church, Captnth Tuffin (iiiSpecitor), and 
others of their officerti^, matte them ad- 
vance with that celerity Which, on simi- 
lar occasions, usually coiimfiands both 
safety and success.-*! um unequal to do 
justit^e to the excKtcins oP my staff, to 
the officers of th& royal tittiHery ' and: 


* Magnificent, Belle ponle^ and lmoggnc» 
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itaya] engineers, accompanied me 
upon this trying oct^sinn. Captains 
Eyrp anti Stephens, of the rova) niivy, 
were amongst the most animated in the 
combat, and were Imth wounded in tlie 
display of pj'ofessionol char;icteristic va* 
lour. U|K)n finding the head of the co- 
lumn could not he brought to the assault, 
I iinmcdiatcly directed Major Clarke to 
bring up the battalion of detachments, 
consisting of two companies of the royal 
jimriiics, underCaptainsSnowand Stuait, 
two companies of the Rolls, under Ma- 
jor de Bosbot, and two companies Cala- 
brmn free corps, under Mnjor Oswald. 
The royal marines, led by Major Clarke, 
and headed by their officers, broke through 
thoabbattis and charged into the intretich- 
ments ; they were nobly supported by 
the Rolls, under Major Bosset; and no 
delicacy can prevent rnc from noticing 
the gallant exertion of Major Oswald, in 
bringing forward liis corps. The contest 
was not of long duration ; the enemy fled 
at all points, pursued with the bayonet 
from work to work; and such was his 
precipitation, that be not only abandoned 
the cump and cannon of the attacked 
line, but left his remaining strong posti- 
lion, followed by Major Clarke’s com- 
mand even to the gates of the fortress. 
His flight w'as accelerated by a previously 
concerted and extremely well executed 
movement of Lieutenar.t-Coionel .Lowe, 
with, the rifles of his corps, sppportccl by 
a copopany of the 35tb, and two conipa- ' 
iiieSjpl the Royat Corsican Rangers. The 
party headed by the lieutenant-colonel 
pushed along the narrow and perfectly 
exposed causeway which connects the 
town with the fortress. — This unexpect- 
ed advance, Jed ujmn the enemy’s rear, 
and contributed to his ap quickly abandon- 
ing the strong redoubts, which a front 
at^ck alone could with, difficulty effect. 
The lieotenant cobyi^ iq this report 
speaks hi^y of conduct of the 

iTfficers and men, aud states that Lieut. 
Boccheciatnpe ^gularly distin^uislied 
himself by remaining^ alter reemvipg a 
severe wound,, to cover the i^tre^t < 5 * a 
part^of^tbe ^flemen,.whotn tiiaenemy’s 
fire cbmnclled to retire ; some dST whom, 
driven from die dike into the water, 
were missing. Thus concluded isucc^si* 


filly operations of the higbe«.t import to 
our future progre s in the i^limd ; and I 
truht that the conduct <if the tri) 0 |w in 
Storming the works will be deemed worthy 
of your excellency’s approbation. These 
advantages have not been cheaplv o rain- 
ed, for I have been deprived of tlic *id of 
some of the most distinguished amongst 
us, Captain Wynyard, assistant-adjutmit* 
general ; Major" Church, assistant -qimr- 
ter-master-general, sujicrintendant of the 
Greek light infantry ; Major Oswald, of 
the Calabrcbc division ; Captain Vin- 
cenzo, of the same corps ; and Captain 
ParkfT, of tlie royal engineers ; all most 
meritorious and valuable officers, are 
amongst the wounded. With heartfelt 
pleasure, I state their wounds to be 
of a nature to give Iiope.s that they will 
soon return to their respective stiitions. 
Upon the whole, excepting Captain Vi- 
cenzo* with whose merits your excellency 
is well acquainted* our wounded of i.ll 
ranks promise speedy recovery and no 
permanent ii^iry. 

The anxiety of Mr Gunning, surgeon 
to the forces, to lend his immediate aid, 
placed him in the situation to become 
himself a sufferer ; fo»'tunately not so 
much so as to prevent him from perform- 
ing the functions he so diligently and 
ably discharges. 

It would exceed the bounds of a dis- 
patch to enumerate the merits of indivi- 
duals, but I am bound to notice the 
promptness With which, at the moat cri- 
tical moment, my orders were conveyed 
to Major Clarke by Lieutenant Hatzen- 
buhler, of the' Royal Corsican Rangers, 
my aid-de-camp, an old and deserving 
officer; and which o^rd^ the major 
an immediate opjiortunity of greatly t^on- 
tributin^ to the Success of the day. Mr 
^Forcsti gave me essential aid daring the 
march, and in the attack was one, oi 
the foremost in manffesrfng the zeaUmd 
courage with whfth his Majesty’s seivicc 
upon all oecasfeiw ihspifo?* hini.

Sir, — I* have extn oto satisfaction in 
announcing to your excellency, tbal the 
/bitrcHS of St Maura surrendered to bis 
Majesty arms on the 16th instant, nine 
days after batteries, consisting of two 32 ^ 
pounders, nine i B- pounders* four how- 
itzers, and six mortars, were opened 
against it ; a portion of this artillery, 
however, had only been three days in 
action. 

The place was perfectly provided in 
casemates, and, I am free to confess, its 
situation and defences offered greater 
obstacles than 1 apprehended we ^^hould 
have had to contend with. 

The sketch I had the honour to for- 
ward with my last dispatch, will shew to 
your excellency the narre^ and exposed 
front we had to work upon; and likewise, 
that a duo consideration for the inhabi- 
tants compelled me to construct the bat- 
teries of support at rather too great a dis- 
tance from the work. 

I 'he ample supplies which your excel- 
lenc) promptly aispatched, enabled us to 
support so ncavy a cannonaiie and bom- 
bardment, as to render k unnecessary to 
resort to a breaching battery, a measure 
in contemplation, which the skill and 
resources at all times displayed by Cap- 
tain Thackeray, would 1 doubi not have 
liappily accomplished. , enemy's ar- 
tillery and interior of* the fortress have 
greatly suffered; but its walls remain 
tmimpaked. •

The service was intrusted to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Moore, of the 35th 
regiment, who led the grenadiers of that 
regiment, light company of Roirp, and 
subalterns^ detEchments of the Corsican 
Rifles, and, royal marines. — This corps, 
piisliing undauntedly through a heavy fire 
of grape and musketry, carried the ene- 
my's line at the point of the bayonet. 
Upon the lieutenant-colonel, and Cupt. 
Tmickeray reporting to me, that it was 
practicable to establish our troo(>8 there, 
the drlachmentwasdirecU'd to standfast, 
and by incessant and judicious labour 
during the night, the intrenchment was 
converted into a second parallel, from 
whence the fire of the enemy, however 
severe, could not dislodge it. 

Our sharpshooters and infantry from 
thence greatly distressed the o]>pot-ing 
artillery; and f am convinced hasten^'d 
the enemy's decision to surrender. 

In the course of these operations, it 
has afforded me infinite satisfaction to 
observe, tliat the skill of our officers and 
the courage of our men have uniformly 
converted the labours of the enemy into 
works of security for ourselves. 

I am happy to say, that, upon the 
whole, our loss has t>ecn inconsiderable ; 
remarkably so, when the circumstances 
of the sieg^^ are taken into consideration. 

The squmlron lias given the most 
powerful aid ; ii furnished ampaunition 
and cannon the batteries, wkh iptel- 
Jigent officers anti brave seamen to fight 
them ; tlieir fire was most destructive. 

The motives which indimed roe to pro- 
pose this enterprise to your excellency, 
have acquired strength asIWxxune more 
acquainted with tiie Jocal ^sition and 
the militaiy upd pplitical relations of tlie 
island. ^ ; i , 

The enemy^ upop our landing, had 
1 600 regular and irregular troops f » force 
he could augment at pleasure, and easily 
bring to act against the adjacent and least 
protected of Sie liberated jskis. The Ju- 
dicious measure suggested l;)y his Mc^Sf 
^'s minister, Mr Forpsti, and iWhichF ob- 
tained year excellency’s sanction, of re- 
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ueiving the Albanians into our service, 
together with tfic display of tl)e national 
Greek Jed them to abandon a cause 
which they never heartly embraced. Many 
of them have returned to tiveir country, 
and others are proposed to beenioUed by 
uS upon tlie footing tliat lias been a[)pro- 
ved of. 

During the whole of the service in tliis 
island, Mr Forcstt has remained in the 
field, sharing with me the toils of the 
campaign. 

{icrewitli I enclose the articles of ca- 
pitulation, returns of killed and wounded, 
as also a return of prisoners and captured 
stores. 

This dispatch will be presented by 
Lieutenant Hartzcnbuhler, iny aid-de- 
camp, whom I again recommend to your 
excellency’s notice and protection.

J 4, 1 
have the honour to jicquaint 
your excellency, tfiat by the exertion ofV 
the* 11 oops and^he squaitron, under the 
1 ‘^pective ocmimand of Lieut.-CoL Smith 
niid' myself, Ras ol Khyma, the principal 
town of the pirates who have so long in- 
fested tteFcl^iati Gul^ has been com- 


pletely destroyed, together with all, the 
vessels in the |)ort, amounting to upwards 
of 30, (about 30 of them very large do ws} 
and of every specie» of naval stores.^ 

Tlie ships arrived off' the place in the 
afternoon of the 1 ith inst*, but in conse- 
quence of the shallowness of water were 
not able to approach the town within i'oiir 
miles, with tJie exception of the small 
cruizers and two of the transports ; these 
anchored from it as near as two miles. 
On the same evening the Minerva, an 
English ship, prize to the pirates, was 
burnt within twice her length of the 
shore. 

On the following day the town was 
cannonaded lor three liours by the Minall 
cruizers and gun-lnjats, with considerable 
effect; and a little before day -breaK on 
the 13 l1i instant, a feint was made on the 
northern end of the place with two gun- 
boats, under tlic couimand of Lieut. Les- 
lie, of the Chiffbnne, and a detachment of 
troops, and the main attack commenced 
on the southern about half an hour after- 
wards, consistently with an arrangement 
made by the lieutenant colonel. Theti oops 
were soon landed, and gallantly execu- 
ting the admirable plan of their comniun- 
dcr, had possession of Itas al Khyma by 
10 o’clock, driving the enemy to the op- 
posite shore ; the gun-boats kept up a fire 
of grape-shot on the .sea side as the sol- 
dierif advanced. Before four o’clock uH 
the enemy’i vessels were in flames^ to- 
gether with the naval store-houses in the 
town.

His Majesty’s ship Arethusa, off 
Bermeo, July 11, IHIO. 

My Lord, — A fter a consultation with 
the junta of Asturias on the ‘24th uJt., 

I consented to receive on board of the 
sipiadron }our lordship lias been pleased 
to place under my command, the Spanish 
Brigadier-Genera] Porlier, and five hun- 
dred of his soldiers, with the intention of 
beating on the enemy's quartei-s along 
the coast of Cantabria an<l Biscay, in 
order to make a divtjrsion of his troops 
towards the sea^ports in his possession, 
and thnS afford an opportunity for a com- 
bined movement of the Spanish armies 
in Asturias, by compelling the enemy tci 
detach more of his foices to oppose us, 
and thereby weaken the iuterior of that 
province and St Andero, or to suffer hi« 
sea-defences to be destroyed, and his sup- 
plies coast ‘Wise cut off, the one or the 
other alternative appearing to me an ine- 
vitable result of such movements. I have 
now the pleasure of informing your lord- 
ship, that we have completely succeeded 
in the maritime part of the expeiUtiou 
without the loss of a single man, having 
destroyed ail tht batteries (with the ex- 
ception of Castro) from 8t Seb^tian to 
St Andero, on which vrere found about 
one hundred pieces of heavy cannon al- 
together, and laid that whole extent of 
sca-coast entirely bare of defence. 

Communications are thus opened with 
these provinces, and the aesdmis attacho 
ment of the in habitants to tbeindepend- 
' ence of their cpuntry ascertained, should 
it hereafter be deemed expedient to act 
on it. 

The strong port Santona, and the 
numerous battenes round Benneo, being 
dismantled, our ships will have in future 
two good anchora^s pn^ the coast in 
westerly gales, as it will be a work of, 
considerable dme and labour %6 re-pipunh 
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heavy cannon on the various eminences 
of ti»bse pJaces, which must all be con- 
by sea, tlie country being so ex- 
trerndy inountiiiuous, anil tlie roads so 
bail, that land carriage is almost imprac- 
ticai)lc. 

The brigade of seamen and marines 
from the sqimdron, being commanded by 
the Honourable Captain Aylmer, of the 
Narcissus, bis letter to me, of the 9th in- 
stant, will inform your lordship of the 
events which took place on their landing 
at Santona, and during the short time 
they occupied it. To the zeal and ability' 
of tnat excellent officer I am much indebt- 
ed, as well as to that of Captain Bowles, 
of the Medusa, who most anxiously soli- 
(‘ited to be attached to the brigade, and 
acted as second in command ; Mr Hugh 
Pearson, my first lieutenant, and Lieut. 
DcsbrJsay, commantling the rparines, 
distinguished themselves by their exem- 
plary conduct, as, in short, did all the 
other officers and men composing the 
l^rigade. 

'rhe disposition of the boats made by 
Captain Galway, of the Dryad, assisted 
by (Jiiptain Joyce, of the Amazon, at our 
ilififcTcnt landings, was so judicious as to 
prevent either confusion or loss where 
the surf was frequently extremely dan-- 
gcrous to approach ; nor were the servi- 
ces of Captain Digby, of the Cossack, 
le^s important in forwai dnig every yiart 
of the vm’ious duties going oy both nijht 
anti day; and I have only to regret that 
the eUny retreatW the tmeiny on the 7tli 
deprives me of an opportunity of announ- 
enn; to your lordslnp his entire defeat 
and surrender. 

Having by our landing at Bantona in- 
duced the enemy to r bandon several po- 
sitions in the interiol’, as well as on the 
sea- coast, in order to 6>llect a sufficient 
force to pre^t dur coki^nniag in pos- 
session of tlhiit plac^ t 'fthall happy 
to find that the ari]^ of Ai^urias and 
of the mountBiQB of Aodero have 
been pat in motion dtiidng the absence 
of the Frenoh, which wa4 theprindpte 
agreed ttpofh between the junta of Astu- 
rias ami mysdf ; httt as yet I have no iit- 
forinal^on on- that head. ' • ^ 


^This expedition has however cost the 
enemy upwards of two lumdrod men, 
besides an infinity of trouble and inurch^ 
ing, and added nigh 300 volunteers to 
General Porliei^s little army. I am also 
happy in having this opportunity of hear- 
ing testimony to the talents of that dis- 
tingifiirhed officer, anrl the gdllantry of 
his small band of officcjps and soldjors, 
who on every occasion were emulous for 
their own and country’s honour. 

I am now proceeding westward, to land 
the general and his men at Rioadeo, and 
shall feel happy if the complete success 
of this little expedition, the zeal ^ith 
which it has been executed, and the 
principle on which it was undertaken, 
be honoured with yx)ur lordship’s appro- 
bation.

Sir,— H erein I beg leave to detail the 
proceedings of the l^ttalion of seamen 
and royal marines which you did mo the 
hotiour to place under my coinmand, act- 
ing in conjunction with, and under the 
orders of, Brig.-Gen. Porlier. 

On the morning of the 5th instant, we 
landed with the Spanish force on the 
beach to the westward of Santona, and 
immediately Went forward to the town, 
which We entered without any loss, the 
French retiring across the river ; our ad- 
vanced guard, under Lieutenant Desbri- 
say, of the marines of the Aiiiazon, with 
the Spanish tirailleurs, succeeded in Stop- 
ping a part of the rear-guard of the 
French, after killing two, and wounding 
,a few mbre, and taking some prisone^j : 
in the course pf the dav, Brigadier- f Ge- 
neral Porlier sent olf some of his man on 
the road to St Andero, and Lieutenant 
Pea^n of the Arethusa, was detached 
with a party of 6ean)en to destroy tiie 
guns in the forts, which was completely 
effected. 

The fith was employed in examining 
the place, in ewe of being attacked by 
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the French, whom we had reason lo 
expect would advance in force from St 
Andqro. 

On the morning of the 7th, wc placed 
the boata' carroiuKles on a hill which 
comnmnded the istlmms ]c«'iding to the 
town, and the incu along the 

hedges and vineynnls in fnjnt of the po- 
Aition ; tfic Spaniards on the right tsn a 
aiHnl-iiili, and the British, with the Spanish 
tiroilleiirs, in the centre and left. At 
about II o^^Iock A. M. a firing was 
heanl, and our advanced parlies r^ired, 
dosely followed by the French. The 
marines, ooiniiosing our outpost, under 
Lieutenant Fennel, of the Arethnsa, re- 
tired in the most perfect order. Very 
shortly the enemy was observed advan- 
cing rapidly in three cotuinns, one mak- 
ing for the right, the other for the left, 
keeping the third iu reserve ; their prin- 
ci[>al object appeared the right, 'where 
the Spaniards s\cre posted, hut they were 
almost iin mediately diccked hy the stea- 
diness of the reception they there met 
with, and a few shot being fired from our 
battery ; tl>e other column on our left 
acarcely advanced, but fired at a distance; 
finding, probably, our preparations made 
with more strengtli than they imagined, 
they faced about and retired, leaving se- 
veral killed and wounded. 

■ ♦The enemy's force appeared to consist 
of betw een seven and 800 men, and I 
have only to regret that they did not ad- 
vance nearer, for had they done so, I 
am convinced a most complete and entire 
destruction of their whole force would 
fiave taken place* 

, Brigadier-General PorJier detached his 
alimpshootci s to harass their rear ; th^y 
in Jed I mg and* wounding ;TCve- 
ral, and inaking some prisoners ; on the 
wlK>]e, J conceive the loss of tlie French in 
(lie. three several days, in killed, wound-’ 
ml, and pril^ek, amount to about one 
liutuircd and fifty men,* 

Tlte wlade of the gUit$^ S^c. in Santona 
mad-JUft^iedo are destroy^, consisting of 
twenty-two 24-poundersy and four 13-iuch 
brasB mortafg* . 

On the 8th, in the memiag, according 
to your directiODB, 1 withdrew the guns 


and ammunition, &c., and rc-einbarked 
with the people, without any loss ; the 
Spaniards only having seven men wound- 
ed. 

I have now to acknowledge the obli- 
gation I am under to C'aptain Bowles, of 
the Medusa, for his indefatigable activity 
in getting every thing aiTanged, and ha- 
ving the men in such perfect order when 
the enemy advanced, as w'ell as to expresa 
the great satisfaction I felt at the steadi- 
ness and firmness with which the men 
awaitesd the attack. Lieutenant Rues, 
of the Dryad, who did the dut> of adju- 
tant to the battalion, has aLo iny sincere 
thanks for the assistance he gave me in 
the different directions, and for his nnre- 
mitted attention to the onler of the 
whole. The only officers who had the 
least oppoitnnity td distinguish tbem- 
selves, were Lieutenant Desbriaay and 
Fennel,' of the marines, who commanded 
the advanced guards during the two little 
affairs.

Sir,— I n conseqiU'iice of a rejKjrt re- 
ceived from the Faro teleijrapii on the 
evening of the Dth instant, that a convoy 
of etiemyS vessels were in sight ojf Cape 
Vatitano, steering for Bagii.ira, I Imve 
the honour to inform your excellency, 
that 1 got the flotilla under weigh, assist- 
ed bvCapiain Robiiir-on,LieHtenantsBa3» 
aiKrThanie, and stood ilirect for Bagiiara, 
accoiupanit'd hy a tlivision of fiti Sicilian 
Mrijo ty'.'s flotilia, uiidcr tlie iliroction of 
Captain ViitolL 

At dayliglit the following morning we 
foriLinarely fell in with the enemy close 
to the Mardca, betwiXt Bugnaraand Pai- 
mi; wc attacked them instntitiy, and 1 
have great satisfaction in saying, that we 
succeeiled in <.i»ptiirmg fourteen large 
boats, three of which are regujar gun- 
boats, each carrying a long IB-pounder; 
the remainder are store-boats, laden with 
field-pieces, ammunition, and provisions; 
eight gun-boats tliat were placed in front 
of Bagnara, at u distance of 100 yards 
fioin each otlier, for the protection of 
the floats that wore drawn up on shore, 
were sunk bv the heavy and well-directed 
fli c of (lur floulia. 

I beg to leport the good conduct of 
the officers and men, and Sicili- 

ans ; they have behaved with a degree of 
coolness that docs them great credij. 

Our loss is trifling, cotv-ulering wc^ 
were obliged to make the attack within * 
grape-shot distance of tlirce batteries ; it 
ct)nteist3 in one man wounded, and one 
ficampavia sunk, the crew saved. 

During the* engagement one of the 
Sicilian gun-boats, {which liad got on 
shore at the Faro Point early in the 
morning, in endeavouring to join us,) was 
attacked off Scy lla hy three F'rench scam- , 
pavias, and i am som.to say was cap- 
tured without the siiu^itesi resistance. ^ 

I'he convoy, which consisted of four 
guUrboats and forty store-boats, were 
twenty-flve days from l^apies.

Sir,— I enclose herewith, for the in- 
forfdatioti of the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, a copy of a letterfrom 
Captain Brenton, of the Spartan, giving 
an account of u very gallant action fought 
by tiiat ship against a squadron of the 
enemy in the Bay of Naples on the ftd 
ultimo. Any comment of mine upon 
this occasion would be supei'fluous, af- 
ter the clear and distinct account given 
by Captain Brtmton of the action, and 
the manner in which he enticed the ene- 
my out ; I have, however, to liiinxnt a 
severe wound this gallant officer has re- 
ceived l>y a grape-shot, thpUgh f trust not 
dangerous. 

1 Imve no doubt tlmir lordships will 
duly appreciate the conduct of Lieutenant 
Willes, first of the Spartan who fought 
the«tup after ('uplain Brenton svns wound- 
ed.

Spartan, off the Bay of Naples,, 
May 3, IMIO. 

Sir, — F rom the \st instant his Ma- 
jesty's ships Spartan and Success chased 
the French squadron, consisting of one 
frigate of 42 guns and 3.50 men, one cor- 
vette of 28 guns and 200 men, one brig 
of 8 giins^und 98 men, one cutter of 10 
guns and 80 men ; they succeeded in 
getting into thelMoleol Naples, favoured 
by light and partial breezes. As I was sen- 
sible tb^ would never leave tliat place of 
refuge whilst two British frigates wei;e in 
the bay, I direct^ Capfam Ayscougli to 
lemain on my rendezvous, from five to 
ten leagues SOlith west of the island of 
Capri, ciHitiEitfing with tiie .Spartan in 
the boy of Naplei). 

At daydight this morning we had the 
pleasure of seeing tlie enemy's squaurou 
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as before-memioned, rc-enforcctl by ciftlit 
guTi-boats, standing towards ns in n close 
line. The action began at fifty-six ini^ 
nutes after seven with the enemy's fri- 
gate, exchanging broadside^ when within 
pistol-shot, passing along thoir line and 
cutting off their cutter and gun-boats 
from the* body of the squadron. ^ The 
enemy was under the necessity of wear- 
ing to renew his junction, hut was pre- 
vented, by the Spartan taking her station 
on their weather beam ; a close and ob- 
stinate contest ensued ; ligfit and variable 
winds led ns near the batteries of Bala; 
the enemy’s frigate making all sail to take 
advantage of their shelter. The crifipled 
state of the Spartan not allowing her to 
follow, we bore up, raking the frigate and 
corvette as we passed them, and succeed- 
ed in cutting off the brig. The corvette, 
having lost her foretof>-mast, effected her 
cscajKj with the assistance of the gun- 
boats ; the latter had, tluring the action, 
galled us excessively by lying on our 
quarter, and the severity of our loss, ha- 
ving ten killed and nineteen wounded, 
may in some measure be attributed to 
this circumstance. 1 was myself wounded 
about the middle of the action, w^iich 
lasted two hours ; but iiiy place was most 
ably supplied by Mr willes. Captain 
Horte, of the royal engineers, had been 
iscnt with me for the purpose of recon- 
noitring the enemy’s position on the 
const. Upon this occasion I requested 
him to take the command of the quarter- 
deck guns, foreseeing that the wliole at- 
tention of the first lieutenant and myself 
would be required in manceuvring the 
ship during the variety of service we we»^ 
hkely to expect. 

To the light and fluctnating winds, to 
the enemy being so near their ow^ shores, 
which is lined with batteries, they are* 
indebted for thp safety of tlieir whole 
Bquddfoti, whicn at a.gk^eater distance 
jprdni tlm shore, 1 do not hesitate in say- 
^ (inve fallen into bfir hands.

Sm, — T l>cg leave to acquaint you, that 
on the 4th instant, while running along 
the coast of Calaliria, at i P. M. and 
abreast of Castiglionc, I observeil tJiree 
vessels on the beach, and men loading 
them. ^ I thought it an object worth 
while to attempt their destruction, ns 
they appeared to rne capable of caiTying 
one hundred and fifty men each ; 1 im- 
mediately dispatched the boats of this 
ship, with volunteers, under the command 
of Mr George Rose Sartorius. the third 
lieutenant, accompanied by the boats of 
the Espoir, under the coinmcind of Lieu- 
tenant Robert Oliver, the Success and 
Espoir covering their landing. 

I am sorry to say, that when about 
musket-shot from the shore, three boats 
swam|)ed, having struck on a sunken reef, 
by which imsfortime two seamen belong- 
ing to the Eepou- were drowned : all their 
ainmiinitict’ i»cing wet,' the officers and 
men swam to the beach with cutlasses in 
their months, when the enemy fired upon 
them from two long six-pounders, and 
four wall pieces ; they being secreted be- 
hind the rocks, were not perceived until 
the lioats grounded. 

The enemy’s, fire served only to in- 
crease the zMoi the party, and their 
perseverance so Attiinidatea the enemy 
that tliey deserted their guns, wid retreat- 
ed to the houses lyhich were near, keep- 
ing up a heavy £re of muaNtry from the 
windows ; but being from 

them they fled to tlto n[)0u]qtains*

Magnificent, at 3t Maura, 18ch 
April, 1810. 

Sir, — H aving, in ray letter to Lord 
Collingwood of the 8th of the last month, 
stated the principalreasons which induced 
General Oswald ami niy$irif to determine 
upon attacking the enemy in the island, 
of St Maura, I have now theeatisfaction 
to inform you of the cojzqplete success 
of our exp^hion. 

Immediately after this tneaieiux^ was 
resolved upon^ T sailed from Ce^^lonia 


to collect tlie stiuadron, and directed 
Captain Griffiihs, of the Leonidas, to 
cruize to the nortluvfird of St M nn u, in 
order to prevent any supplies or re-cn- 
forcemeuts being sent to Corfu, w service 
which was most effectually performed. 

On the 18th of March we were all is- 
soinblcd at Zante, but the Montagu in 
workffig into the road, tlirongli tlic ig- 
norance of her pilot, got upon a shoal 
and knocked her rudder off’, by which 
unfortunate accident she was prevent- 
ed from accompanying us. The troops 
which she was intended to take being 
divided amongst the other ships, l iso 
her marines, under the cominanfl of C’ap- 
tain Snow, and the general having ilone 
me the honour to embark on board the 
Magnificent, 1 sailed with the Belie Poule, 
Imogciie, three gun-boats, and five trans-^ 
ports, early oa the morning of the 21st, 
and arrived at St Maura the same even- 
ing. 1 gave directions to Captain Ste- 
phens, of the Imogene, to anchor as close 
to the shore as possible, taking the gun- 
Imats with him, in order to rover the 
landing of the troops, and to silence two 
small liatteries which were situated near 
the landing-place, 

I'he disembarkation began at day-break 
tile following morning, luid was very e\- 
pctlitiously effected, under the iunncdLi* 
direction of Captain Brisbane. The ma- 
rines belonging to the Magnificent, Mon- 
tagu, and Belle Poule were landed at the 
same time and attached to the army. 
One of the batteries firetl at the Ituogcne> 
but upon a brisk return being mode from 
her and the gun-boats, the enemy aban- 
doned them, as he also did two other 
batteries which commanded the entrance 
of a large lake that extends to the tower 
and citadel. 

. The citadel of St Mauru is situated 
upon a low, narrow neck of land* {^ro- 
jfficting into the sea oir the ncu’th«ciist 
end of the islajud/ and though nearly sur- 
remnded by the sea, is, from its cmBayed 
position and shallownosp of the water, 
unassailable by ships. The want of 
cure anchorage on that side the isla^ 

Poule, Leonidas, and Imogeoe. 
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obliged me to place the transports in a 
port sijt or seven miles fi'om where the 
operntions wre to be ctirrieJ on. As 
spmi as the troops were landed, they l>e- 
g^n t(»eir umrch towards the town, which 
was ftiven uf) without opposition, and 
taken possession of by C'olonel Lowe and 
a lx)dy of troops ; another division con- 
tinued 1)11 its route towards the eftadeJ. 
I thouglit it necessary to accompany tlie 
general, in order to facilitate such 
plies and cooperations from the ships 
as the circumstances of the moment 
might make necessary. When we reach- 
ed the northern shore, it was discovered 
that the enemy had constructed two 
strong redoubts upon the neck of land, 
a considcrabie distance in advance of the 
citadel, and which it was necessary to 
strive lu'm from, before any thing could 
be undertaken against the principal work. 
A battery of two guns, htill further in 
sdvance, tlie enemy had been forced to 
abandon by a deta^ment of troops un- 
thc command of Major Church. Fhc 
Leonidas was then only a few miles from 
the shore, and the weather being fine, 
it was judged a favourable opportuni- 
ty to ni^e an immediate and joint at- 
tack upon the first redoubt. Captain 
Brisbane, who was with me, ever anitious 
to render himself of use, volunteered to 
take any orders to the Leonidas, and I 
tbeircforc sent directions by him to Cap- 
tain (ji ifiitbs to anchor as near to the 
redoubt as possible and cannonade it, 
which was executed with his usual promp- 
titude. The troops^ ,at the same time, 
with tl»e general at their head, advanced 
itnderr a very heavy fire of grape and 
Inusketiy to the assault, drove the enemy

On the 25th, finding myself able to 
give till such directions as could be ne- 
cessary for the service going forward, 
and that it was very csseutia) to increase 
the force on the northern side of the 
island, I directed Captain Brisbane to 
proceed there in the fielle Poule, taking 
with him the imogene and gun-l)oats. 

Ctiptaiii Stcf»heiis had been wounded 
in the foot at the storming of the re- 
doubts, but too zealous to allow it to 
interfere with his |)ersonaI exertions. I 
am sorry to say he still buft’ers from it 
very considerably. 

Ten of the Magnificent’s guns were 
landed, and 150 seamen, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Astley, whose assi- 
duous attention and activity in perform- 
ing ever) duty intrusted to him, the ge- 
neral speaks of in strong terms of appro- 
bation. 

On the 30th the Montagu joined me. 
Captain Mowbray by the greatest exer- 
tions had re-hung his rudder at Zante, 
and lost not a moment afterwards in fol- 
lowing us. On her arrival two of her 
lower-deck guns were landed, and 100 of 
her seamen, to do duty on shore. 1 at 
the same time directed^ Captain Mowbray 
to superintend all the operations that 
were going forward, that no assistance 
which the^ ships could give might be 
omitted. 

On the 7th of ApriPI left the trans- 
ports uruier the care of the Montagu, 
and proceeded to the opposite side of 
the island, where our batteries opened 
the following morning. The scapien of 
the Magnificent, in consequence of tlie 
ship going to sea, were withdrawn from 
tlie shore, and an additional number, sent 
from the Mon^gUj, tjie whole being then 
under the command of LieiUen^nt; Lyons 
of that ship. 

I’he only way that the citadel could 
now be approaclied with ^nnon bejng 
by a narrow neck of land» ithd wbich is 
composed principally of a loose gravel

peat, buuhe ardonr aind ener^es if wo 
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soldiers and sailors, animated in every 
tlanccr and every fatigue by the conti- 
nual presence of’ General Oswald, rose in 
pro^rtion as the obstacles presented 
themselves. 

Cajitains Brisbane and Griffiths, with 
the masters of’ their ships, took great 
pains to sound about the citadel, but it 
was found impracticable to carr^' the 
jsliips nearer than a mile. On tfie 5th 
the Kingsfisher joined from Malta, and 
infonnntion having been received that 
the enemy had made great preparations 
at Corfu and Parga to throw in supplies 
to St Maura, I directed Captain Tntton 
to keep under weigh at a snort distance 
in the offing, and Captain Stephens to 
anchor in the Imogene just out of gun- 
shot of the enemy’^ works. The vigilant 
attention paid by those officers to that 
important piece of duty is higfdy credit- 
able to them, and 1 believe not a fioat 
made its way. The citadel kept up a 
spirited fire till the niglit of the 15t?i, 
when a detachment of troops, under the 
command of Col. Moore, drove the enemy 
from an advanced intrenchment, and lod- 
ged itself in their place. A very heavy 
fire of grape and musketry continued for 
many hours, but the enemy finding that 
the Britisli troops were immoveable, and 
that his own men were picket! off in the 
embraasures, he sent a Hag of truce to pro- 
ose tefnis of capitulation. CiiptainJVfow- 
ray and Colonel Lowe wure authorized, 
by the general^ and myself to treat witli 
the governor, *and in a short time the 
terms which 1 have the honour to enclose 
were agreed u|K)n, And that night the 
gates put into tjur posscfesion,

Sjr,— I l)eg leave to nuorni jou, that 
having chased several ofthe enemy's ves- 
sels into the Bay of i^ye, whicli is 
protected by two batteries, one on each 
side the entrance, 1 determine4> after ti 
good reconnoitre, to attempt carn’ing 
them by storm, as their height gave in' m 
too great an advantage over the ship. 

On tlie night of the 22d two strong 
parties were landed; and the one on the 
right of the bay having to march through 
a very thick wood, to get in the rear of 
the lort, were attacked in the midst of 
it by one of tlie enemy's piquets, when 
the marines, under the conmmnd of Lieu- 
tenants Loyd and Hawkey, of>ened a fire 
that very soon* dislodged them, but, un-

The 
Frenchmen, though so noted for cunning, 
swallowed the bait, and came out this 
morning quite boldly. You n)ny con- 
ceive, sir, their astonishmert, when our 
two boats, armed with a 1 2-pound tmr- 
ronadc and 4-pQund field-piece, made 
their unexpected appearance amongst 
them $ they cajUiircd four feluccas, two 
of which were armed, one with six and 
the other four guns, besides small arms; 
drove two upon tlie rocks, and the rest 
back into the harbour, though complete- 
ly exposed to the fire of the lotteries, 
a great number of soldiers on tlic beach, 
and two anned vessels besides tliuse 
taken, that were in the convoy. Mr 
Bell speaks in tlie highest commenda- 
tion ot every one with him, and states, 
that after he and Mr Day had Imarded 
and carried the vessels, Mr Adair, with 
only two or three meuin the baige, made 
such excellent use of the enrronude, that 
their retreat was cm^ered, and the prizes 
brought out, without a man being hurt 
on our side, which made their success 
doubly gratifying.

Sir, — On reconnoitring the south-east 
coast upon this date, I perceived at the 
anchorage of Jacotcl a ship of about four 
Imndreii tons, ami as she lay witl^a pis- 
tol-shot of the two batteries which cc" 
niandcd the entrance and the harbour, a 
' did not leave the Nereide until twelve 
o'clock A. M., and after much difficulty 
- found and entered (at five) the narrow 
intricate passage, and owing to low water, 
the surf half filling the boats, 1 vpas in 
b(^s of landing and falling in upon their 
left battery without being discovcired ; but 
the Imperial schooner L’Estafette, of 
four brass ^ns ^nd 14 men, commanded 
by Ensign De Vaisseau Henry Charwiii, 
unfortunately lying at anchor, so com- 
•plcteJy gave the alarm, that by the time 
the boats grounded botlil|Jittcnes and Cwo 
field-pieces were •playing upon the^ady 
spot we could tend, and our men were no 
sooner formed upon the beach than re- 
ceived a heavy fire of musketry, As 
every omcerlcficw before we landed what 
was to be done afterwards, the wlu^e 
party was instantly u]ioo rJic run, and jn 
ten ininutea. in posscjssion of the 
battery ; having spiked the guns we mo* 
u 
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vod towards the guard-house, protected 
by two fidd-pieceB, forty troopers of the 
iBth regiment of the line, twentv-six ar- 
tillery, and a strong party of militi:i, the 
trjhfole commanded by Lieutenant Rock- 
man, of the 18th regiment. This party, 
\vhnc we were taking the battery, had 
attacked ^and driven our boats, with the 
ch vision left to protect them, into the 
cehtre of the harbour. Their opening 
fire u[M>n us was the signal for charging, 
and, to my astonishment, they instantly 
gave way with a speetl we could not 
equal ; their officer, who deserved to 
command better soldiers, was taken pri- 
soner, with his two field-pieces. 

Hitherto twilight had hid our force; 
full day shewed to the enemy the Ne- 
rcide’s small band of volunteers, consist- 
ing of fifty seamen, and the same num- 
ber of marines ; the strongest Imttery in 
tlusir possession, and to gain whidi it was 
necessaiy to pass the river Jacotel at tlie 
foot of a high hill, covered with wood, 
and defemled by the commandant of the 
Savannah district. Colonel Etienne Col- 
gard, two cannon, and a strong body of 
militia. Owing to the late heavy rains, 
we found the river swelled, and current so 
strong, that the tallest men could scarce- 
ly wade, the short helped over, and more 
timn half the party upon the swim, and 
in the thick of fire from the enemy ; 
but this difficulty no sooner snrinoiiiitcd 
(though not without the loss of the great- 
est part of our ammunition) than three 
clieei-s warned the enemy to prepare for 
the batonet. The jungle-hill, tw o guns, 
battery, and colours were cjirricd in stile, 
and the commandant. Colonel Colgard, 
taken prisoner ; nor do I think an ofHi er 
or man of the party, except myself, had 
an anxious thonglii: for the result of tins 
unequal afiair. • 

Having spiked the guns and one mor- 
tar^ burnt aiidiilestroyed their carriages, 
the works, magazines, i&c., and <?mbnrked 


the field-pieces, some naval and mihtary 
ftoresf I was upon the point of retiming 
tp the ship, when the sti'ong party 1 had 
dmieii from the first battery and field- 
pieces to have recovered from 

§ if pnnic» ]^-assembled (strongly re- 
orced by the militia and bourgeois 


inliabitants of the island) upon our left 
and as the Nereide’s attack of Jacotol 
was the first ever made upon the Isle of 
France, and knowing its principal defence 
consists in its militia, I determined upon 
running some risk of letting them know 
what they had to expect if their island 
w'as ever attacked by a regular British 
force. Moving towards them, they at 
the same time advancing within musket- 
shot, they openetUheir fire, and I instant- 
ly turned direct into the country in an 
oblique line to them, to get into their 
rear, and if so, not to leave to the de- 
feated party the resource of a retreat ; at 
first they halted and remained upon their 
ground, but tlie moment we began to 
move in quick tune, and they understood 
my intention, they agsiin beat us in fair 
running for more t/vin a mile into the 
country. On returning to oiir boats, wc 
burnt the signal- house, flag-staff, &c., a 
mile from the beach, and having sounded 
well the harbour, and done all 1 wished, 
I again embarked and returned to tbe 
Nereidc. 

I now beg you will allow me tO express 
how highly I approve of the gallant and 
regular conduct of every officer and man 
landed ; indeed, I feel myself under the 
greatest obligation to the seniors, Lieu- 
tenants Burn, Langhorne, and Deacon, 
and Lieutenant Cox, commanding the 
marines, with Lieutenant Dcsbrisay un- 
der* him. I have to regret the loss of one 
man killeil anti seven wounded. 

The los*’^ of the enemy could not be 
asccrUiiuc nor d>i I know the force" op- 
posed to us ; but from every information 
gained, and from the French officers 
chcinselves, they declare that six hundred 
men can reinforce the batteries by signal 
in an hour. I remained on shore four 
houis, in a clear morning, and the signal 
was flying the whole of the time*

Downing-btreet, September IS, 
A dispatch, of which the following is 
an extract, was on Sunday morning recei- 
ved at Lord Liverpool’s office, address- 
ed to his lordship by Lieutenant-General 
Lord Wellinglon, k, B. &c., dated Ce- 
lerico, 2<Hli of August, 1810. 

* The enemy opened tlieir fire upon 
meula late on oaturtlay^night, or gprJy 
oil Siuidayraorniit^,the 26tli instant, and 
I am eoncerned to add, that they obtain- 
ed possession of the place in the course 
of the night of the 27tb- I have no in- 
telMgcnca upon which I can rely of the 
cause of its surrender. An explosion 
had been heard at our advanced posU, 
and I observed on Monday, thaV'tire 
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steeple of the church was destroyed, find 
many liouses of the town unroofed. I 
had a telegraphic communication with 
the governor, but unfortunately the wea- 
ther did not allow of our using it on Sun- 
day, or during a great part of' Monday, 
and when the weather cleared on that 
day, it ^as obvious that the goj'ernor 
was in coininiinicntioii with tlie enemy. 

After I was certain of the fall of the 
place, I moved the infantry of the army 
ngain into the valley of the Mondego, 
keeping n division upon Giiarda, and the 
outposts of the «iviilry at Aiverca. The 
enemy attacked our piquets twice 3 'cs- 
terday in the morning, but feebly, and 
they were repulsed ; in the afternoon, 
however, they obliged Sir Stapleton Cot- 
ton to draw in bis [>osts to the side of 
Fraxedras. Captain Legun, of tlic I 6 th 
light dragoons, was wounded in tlys morn- 
ing, and two men of the royal dragoons 
were wounded in the afternoon. 

A pifiuet of this regiment made a gal- 
lant and successful charge ujxm a party 
of the eneinv^s infantry and cavalry, and 
took some prisoners. 

The second corps, untler General Reg- 
nier, lias made no njovement of any im- 
portance since 1 had the honour of address- 
ing your loixlslnp last. A patrolc, how- 
ever, belonging to this corjis fell in with 
a squiulron of dragoons, consisting of one 
troop of the J Stii British, and one troop 
of the 4th Portuguese, belonging to 
Lieutenant General Hill’s corps, under 
tile command of Captain White, of the 
ISth, and tlic whole of tliem w'ere taken, 
with the exception of the c'aptain and 
one man, wuo, 1 since understand, have 
been killed. I enclose tlie copy of Rrig- 
adier-Gcncrul Fane’s report to Lieut.- 
GenenU Hill of this .ifFair, wlqch it ap- 
j>ear^ was Iiigldy creditable to Captain 
Wiitc, and thc^allied troops engaged.

Sir, — M y dispatch, No. 15, will have 
informed their lordships of the sailing of 
an expedition from this port on the even- 
ing 01 the ; I have now the honour 
to transmit the copy of a letter I have*re- 
ceived from Captain George Cockburn, 
of this ship, detailing the particulars ot a 
descent and successful attack made on a 
strong corps of French troops posted at 
the town of Moguer. The er.pedition 
returned into Cadiz yesterday with a few 
prisoners, and some volunteers for the 
Spanish army, iiaving driven the enemy 
from Moguer and the adjoining coa^t 
with considerable loss* and about forty; 
killed and wounded on the part of our^ 
ally. 

I have received, sir, through his Ma- 
jesty's minister at tliis place, the copy of 
a letter from hia Excellency M. cTe Bar- 
daxf, secretary of state for foreign affiiirs, 
strongly expr^sive of the sentimetits of 
satisl^ion atu] gra|itucle felt by .the copp- 
cil of regency at the able and qtisj^iigiHsh- 
trl afforded General Lascy 


on the expedition by Captain Cockburn, 
the officers and seamen under his com- 
mand ; and it becomes n»y duty to mark 
ill the stron^st manner how sensibly I 
feel tlic public service has been benehted 
by Captain Cockburn’s able, cheerful, 
and zealous services.

Sir, — I have the honour to inform you, 
that, in pursuance to your orders, I sailed 
from Cadiz on the night of the 22d cur- 
rent, with the vessels and boats you were 
pleased to place under iny command, for 
the purpose of co- operating with tlic 
Spanish arniament, under tlic orders of 
General Lascy. On the night of the 
23d, bring about four leagUiid to the

1 received intimation from the general 
that he wished to Kind without fiuthcr 
loss of time on the coast then abreast of 
ns, as it would enable him to get to Mo- 
guer (where the French anny was sup- 
posed to be) considerably sooner than he 
could do by water ; the whole fleet, ^ing 
accordingly directed to anchor as l^lose 
to the shore as they could with safety, i 
began about ten o’clock to disembark the 
troops, and the whole of them, os well as 
their horses, &c. being safely landed be- 
tween one and two o' clock, tlic general 
commenced his march, keeping along the 
beach, and being attcndeil by eleven of 
our flat boats (under Lieutenant "West- 
phal, of the Implacable,) for the purpose 
of transporting the army across u large 
branch of the nlver, which (after our 
landing) we we.e informed inter^ectcil 
the wuy tv Moguer, and extended a very 
Considerable distance into the countiT. 
.This precaution having, showever, pre- 
vented their being* delayed in the slight- 
est degirce, the artny got to Moguer (a 
distance of twent 3 '-two miles fioin the 
point of debarkationj alwut eleven o'- 
cldck yesterday morning, and the French 
arhiy beiu^ there (according to he in- 
formation,) the Spaniards forgot iheir fa- 
tigues, and proceeded immediately to at- 
tack them. The Frcncl), not being pre- 
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pared for such a visit, were soon driven 
from the town ; but having collected 
and rallied in the nei^libourliood, they 
attempted to regain wlint they had lost, 
and in their turn made several desperate 
attackfl on the Spanish advanced line; 
but being worsted in every attempt by 
tb^ valoui^and steadiness of the Spanish 
troops, they retreated at tlic dole of 
day, and will, I fear, owing to their being 
prindpally cavalry, succeed in getting to 
Seville. (iene*i-al Lascy will however, I 
believe, follow them as long as (jc sees 
any chance of destroying them ; and on 
his return from pursuing them, will re- 
embark and return to Cadiz, or St Lucar, 
as circumstances may authorise. 

The loss of the Spaniards during )'es- 
terday was but trifling ; that of the French 
has not 3»ct been ascertained ; but I saw 
several of them lying dead on thp field, 
and about twelve of them \vere taken 
risoners, who say they were about eleven 
iindrcd strong. 

The cheeifuIntSB with whicli the Spa- 
nish troops bore the fatigue of mardiing 
tweiUy-two miles, after being without rest 
for three successive nights, and steadiness 
and valour they ilisplivycd in the action 
that ensij«;d, ha^ c^^itcd highest ad- 
mirntioii, and mude me iiioic snuguiue 
tlian ever in the hope, that such people 
in such a cause must be ultimately suc- 
cessful. The inhabitants of this neigh- 
bourhood also shew scarcely less enthu- 
siasm than the army come to their deli- 
verance; and the manner in which they 
have greeted our arrival amongst them suf- 
ficiently proves their attachnient to their 
legitimate government, and their detesta- 
tion of the French usurpation. I cannot, 
air, close this account oY the transactions 
of the Spanish army without Jiaying my 
Iiumblc hut sincere tribute of admiratioo 
to Gencnd, Luscy, w|io has proved him- 
uelf worthy ot eoran^anding such men, 
and appears, hy his coolness, judgment, 
and active braver^^ to be peculiarly adapt- 
ed. for ^uch services us tliat on which he 
employed*

measurement,) commanded by Monsieur 
Jacques Perrond ; out fifty days. 

Tne capture of this privateer is of great 
importance to the British trade ; she has 
the liest crew I ever saw, comfiosed of 
strong, healthy, active, stout young sea- 
men, and her commander a very clever 
experienced officer, a Lieutenant de Vais- 
seau, brought up' in the French navy prior 
to the revolution, and received the order 
of the Legion of Honour from Buonaparte, 
for the havoc he mode in the East Indies, 
being captain of the Bellona privateer 
upwards of nine years, and came to Eu- 
rope captain of the Cannoniere ; he tried 
us on every point of sailing, bnt thanks 
to a gale of wind we caught her, having 
run 134 miles in thirteen hours. She is

take refuge. This morning they again 
came out with six sail of the line, one of 
them of three decks, bearing the commaii- 
der-in-ebief’s flag, and four frigates ; and 
as the weather was light and variable, I 
found it impossible to prevent the junc- 
tion of the frigate in Bandol ; 1 therefore 
endeavoured to collect the squadron, and 
place ourselves without the euemy^iii a» 
good a posture of defence as I could; 
but owing to the situation of the Euryalus 
and Sheerwater, who were obliged to 
cross their headmost ships, and the wind 
rather failing them, whilst the enemy 
preserved it so entirely as to render the 
capture of the Sheerwater certain, if not 
that of the Euryalus. 

It became a matter imperatively neces- 
sary that I should risfk an action, though 
at the door of the enemy, and with a force 
so superior ; a step which, without such 
an object, I should not have considered 
myself authorized in taking, particularly 
as you had been unavoidably blown off* 
and out of sight by the late heavy 

I therefore brought to, with the Con* 
queror and Ajax astern of me, in such a 
position as evinced my determination to 
protect the frigate and brig, and I am 
happy to inform you, that the result has 
proved as cretlitable to the British flag as 
I could have wished or expected ; for, al- 
though the enemy appeared equally as 
decidtjd to endeavour to cut them ofl* as 
we were to defend ihcm, the moment they 
came withiurea.h of our fire, they hauled 
up in succession tlieir headmost ships,

more than an hour and an half. I have 
now, sir, to perform a task uiost grateful 
to my feelings, which is that of reporting 
to you, tlmt in proportion us dilHcuIties 
and dangers presented theinsolves, the 
patient, active, and undaunted conduct 
of the .squad I’on was such as to merit my 
wannest approbation, and I feel most 
particularly sensible of the exertions of

My Loud, — I enclose a letter from 
Colonel Cox, late governor of Almeida, 
to Marshal Bert‘&fonJ, containing a Cf»j)y 
of the capitulation of Almeida, and an 
account of the circumstances which oc- 
casionctl the early surrender of limt place. 

It was imjKiftSible to expect that Col. 
Cox should continue the defence of the 
place after the unfortunate occurrence 
which he mentions ; and I am happy to 
add, that all the accounts which I have 
received from officers and soldier^of the 
militia, who have come into the ihterio- 
iindcr the capitulation, concur in appliur - 
ing the conduct of the governor through- 
out the siege, and in the unfortunate 
situation in which lie was placed towards 
its close. It 'is certain, that till the ex- 
plosion of the magazine of the place, the 
garrison had sustained but little loss, and 
were in the highest spirits ; and, encou- 
raged by tile example of the governor, 
and the confidenge they had in him, were 
determined to hold out till the last mo- 
ment. •

I have the honour to transmit to your 
lordship a copy of a letter 1 have recei\cd 
from Colonel Cox, late governor of Al- 
meida, and a o^y of the capitulation of 
that place. 

W ith whatever regret it was we witness- 
ed the unexpectetl fall of that place, un- 
informed as we then were of the cause, 
I think the circumstance related in the 
governor’s letter, of the unfortunate loss 
of his entire amraunition, and the injury 
sustained by tlie town and works, and 
loss to the garrison by the effects of the 
explosion, will ^)rovc sufficiently the im- 
practicability of a protracted defence ; 
and 1 regret to say the conduct of the 
Lieutenant-Governor (Tenenle del Rcy) 
Francisco Bernanio da Costae Almeida, 
and of Major, commanding the artillery, 
Eortunato Joye Barreros, increased the 
difficulties occasioned by the explosion. 
The former bad, until the commencement 
of tbe enemy’s fire, acted with much zeal 
and proprieW,but on that comm cueing, he 
shut himself up in l>oinb-proofs ; and after 
the explosion, from personal fear, and to 
avoid any further firing, took ml vantage 
of the consternation ami confusion wnidi 
must be ever attendant in such a case, to 
counteract the governor’s attempt to hold 
Qift at least some short time longer. Thb 
snaipr of artilliry\ it appears, had acted 
v^oli during the siei^Djbut after the explo- 
sion he appears t^> have added treachery 
ta co^nlice, and, to gain favour with 
the enmny, communicated to him the real 
state of tpe garrison, and that it had no 
ammunition whatever left, which caused 
Marshal Massena to refuse the terms de- 
manded by the governor.

Hion of the great magazine of powder in 
the cabtle, and the small magazines con- 
tiguous to it, by which dreadfbl accident 
I was deprived of the whole of my ^til- 
lery luid musket amuitmitioo, with the 
exception of a few made-iip cartridges 
which remained in some of tbe expense 
magazines on the ramparts, and 39 barrels 
of [lowdcr, which were deposited in tbe 
La^ratory. '

ble explosion. Mony of the puns were 
disnioiinted upon the ramparts, the works 
were materially injurccl, and a general dis- 
may spread amongst the troops andiiihabi- 
tants of tlie place.

The Prince of E sling has been good 
enough to allow me to return to England 
on tny parole, accompanied by Major 
Hev^itt and Captain Foley, of the 24th 
regiment, and we are now on our way to 
France, to embark thence for a British 
port.

that was likely to be immediately oppt>- 
sed to us, hi consequence of this pi'i- 
suasion I directed lilO marines, from the 
Caledonia and Valiant, to be embarked 
in the boats of their respective ships, 
under the dirtx'lion of Captain Sherman, 
of the royal marines of this ship, for the 
purpose of landing under Point du Che, 
to tarry the battery and field-pieces by 
assault, and to spike the guns, allotting 
to the other boats of the squadron tlv* 
capture or destruction of the brigs. I 
have the satisfaction, to acquaint yf,iir 
lortlsldps, that this force proceeded last 
night, agreeably to the arranj^iiient 1 iiad 
previously made, under the commanil of 
Lieutenant I^^milton, of this siiip, with 
tlfe other lieutenants of the squadron, 
who also volunteered their services in the 
^COUltnand of the ih’fterent boats upon 
this occasion, the whole acting with that 
degree of zeal, regtilarily, and attention 
1 had every iT.uson to expect, and which 
so much contributes to the success of an 
undertaking. 

'i'he marines were landed at the place 


appointed about hn If past two o'clock in 
theinuruing, but not withstanding tlieuear 
approach of tlie boats before they were 
discoveretl, the alarm was giv^u from the 
brigs, and an ineffectual fire was imme- 
diate!) opened upon them from the ene- 
my’s guiis. Lieutenant Little, oi the 
royal marine artillery, immediately on 
landing pushed forward with the bayonet 
to tfie assault, supported by Captain 
M*Lauchlin's division, with Lieiitcuant 
Conifer, both of the ro)al maiincs of the 
Valiant, imil Lieuit'iiant Gouchc, of this 
ship, with a separate Jetachuient, iiutl 
sut'ceeded in airrying the battery and 
spiking all the guiiM. Lieutenant Litfle, 
ill a perhonal contention with one of the 
eut‘iif;>. wht n in tfu; act ol’ wresting his 
musket from him,,recfcived the amteiits 
in his hand, which was so much shatter- 
ed in consequence as to render amputa- 
tion nce(^^.,ary. Captain Sherman at the 
same tifne look post with liis division 
upon the main road by the sea side, with 
Ills front to the village, and an eighteen- 
pound carroimde on his right in one of 
the launches. In a few minutes a consi- 
derable body of men advanced from the 
village, ami were instantly checked in 
thiMi* a[)prt)ach by a warm fire From the 
marine-.^ and the boat ; at tins period the 
enemy luid succeeded, under cover of the 
night, in bringing a field-piece to flank 
the line, which the piquet immediately 
charged witli tlie bayonet and took from 
him, putting '.!ie men to flight. The ob- 
ject of tl -er\iee being now executed 
by the c-pture of two of the brigs, and 
the destruction of tlie other by fire, the 
marines w'ere immediately re-embarked 
in the most perfect order, without the 
^ loss of a rdngie man, and only one bther 
* person, a private belonging to the Valiant, 
wounded. 

The cuemv had 14 men killed in de- 
fence of liie battery upon Point du Clie ; 
w hat loss he sustained by the fire from 
Cuptam Sherman’s division, and from 
the iauncii, it is impossible to say ; but 
he must have suffered considerably, as 
his hue was much expo^d and com- 
pletely ke(jr in ciieck. * 

I liave felt it to be my duty to be thus 
particular in the detail of circumstances 
12 
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upon this occasipn^ for althongh the ser- 
vice perform^ is ia itseifoflittJe ijnpor- 
taPCC) yet It required the promptiLude 
ftvul) exertion pf the officers aod men, 
empipypd MjfKm it that Irequeutly is not

magnitude; and I am solicitous to do 
justice ^ tile merits of all tlie officers 
amJ men employed upon this service. I 
must beg lu jwticular to call your atten- 
tion to ^conduct ofLveotenant Little, 
who was mo^ materially engaged upon 
this occasion, and whose loss of his right 
hand will be severely felt, in the hope 
that the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty will take into consideratiou 
the injury he has sustained.

The 8th corps mined tlie enemy in our 
front on the 26th, but he did not make 
any serious attaci on that day.

quest of the f^land of Bourbon, ni nvcd 
at Uodorigiiez on the 20ili of June, at 
which time I wasaliaenton the inipoj tant 
dui‘y which has already been detailcil, for 
the information of bis lordship, in my 
letter of the I6th of same month. Tim 
intelligence which I then obtained enabled 
me at once to decide upon a plan of attack. 
On the 24th June, Commodore Rowley, 
coniinandingthc blockading squadron be- 
fore the Isles of France and Buonaparte, 
anchored in his Majesty’s ship Boudicea 
off Fort Duncan, in the Island of H»)de- 
rigiiez. No time W'as lost in making tlie 
necessary arrangements for the rcdiu tion 
of this island, as well as for carrying into 
(‘ffect tile ulterior object of the expedi- 
tion. From the unfavourable state of the 
weather, we were delityed at Roderigiics 
until the morning of the 3d instant, when 
we wftighcil anchor and procccilcd to the 
point of rendezvous, fifty miles to wind- 
ward of the Island of Buonaparte, which 
point wc reached at four o’clock on the 
evening of the 6th, when, in consequence 
of the judiciou^s arrangements inuile by 
Commodore Rowley, and the indefatigu- 
ble zeal and exertions of Captains Pym, 
of the Sirius, Liunbert, of the Ipliigcnia, 
Ciirti-), of tile Magicieuiie, Willougbbv', of 
the Nercide, and Lieutenant Kobh, first 
of tho Boudicea, the whole of the troops 
were removed from the transports and 
embarked in the frigates, which immedi- 
ately stooil in for the points of debark- 
ation. 

It will appear by the disposition made 
in the plan of attack, for striking tl;c hr^t 
blow at the er\emy’8 capital, that thcie 
were iwopbjccts in view; first, to pre- 
vent a protracted warfare in the mtenor 
of u Country ahftost iiuici^psaible to an tu- 
vatUng army ; and i^’ondly, to ensure 
the final retluetion of the I-land in ihe 
shortest time possible, by securing tiic 
principal garristm, and the governor and 
commamleMn-cliief; whom I knew to be 
at St Debis. The 1st brigade, composed 
Of his Majesty’s «6th regiment, the Ist 
battalion 6th regiment of Matira?* nuiive 
mfantry, anci a small detail of artillery 
and pioneers, commanded by Lieutenant- 
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Colonel Fraser, was ordered to land at 
Grand Chaloui^e, and to proceed by the 
mountains direct against the west side of 
the cncmy*8 capital ; whilst the 2(1, Sd, 
and 4th brigades were to land al Riviere 
ties Pluics, and to force the lines of de- 
fence extending from the Biitor redoubt, 
on the north or sea side, to the red( nbt 
No, 11, on the south, and from thence 
to cross the rear of the town to the river 
iSt Denis. 

About two o'clock p. m» on the 7tli, 
the several ships having reiiched their sta- 
tions; the beach from St Marie, to within 
gun-shot of the Imperial battery, was re- 
connoitred by Captain Willoiighbv,of the 
royal navy, and Licut-Col. C'umpbell, of 
liis Majesty's S3d regiment, commanding 
the 4th biigade, or the advance. The 
weather being then moderate, and the 
enemy not appearing in strength, It was 
determined to debark the tr(K)p8. Ac- 
cordingly, Lient.-Col. Campbell, with 1.50 
light troops of his brigade, and Captain 
Willoughby, of the royal navy, command- 
ing a party of aeamen, and appointed 
to superintend the landing, imm^iately 
pushed off, and landed their men about 
lour o'clock. Lieut-Colonei Macleod, of 
Ims Majesty's 69th regiment, command- 
ing the ad brigade, with 1 50 men, elfbeted 
a landing nearly at the same time. But 
nt this moment the wind increasing with 
jiiuch violence^ raised the surf to an un- 
expected height, and several Ixnats being 
stove on the beacli, the lauding of more 
troops that evening became impracticable. 
This important object was not, Iiowevcr, 
gi^n up, until an experiment, concerted 
with Commodore Rowley, was put in 
e^^ecution. A small transport (the Ud- 
ney) was run upon the beach, in hopes 
that the troops m^ht l>c enabled to land 
ove^ her stern or under her lee* This ‘ 
«crvioc was pefformed by L'eutenant 
Lloyd, 2(} of IneBoadicba, with the usual 
intrepidity wljich distinguishes our navy ; 
but m violence of the weather, i^nd na- 
tural dilheukies of the Bituafjon, were 
such ah to frustrate Uhj intention pro^jo^ 
scd. It now became necessary, if posw^ 
ble, to communicate wkh Lieutenant-rCoir 
ionel Maclcod; the senior olHcer witii the 
detachment on shore, which in landing 


had the whole of their anf^upitlon da- 
maged, and had lost a considerable num-. 
ber of tlieir arms. Lieut. Foulstox^ of , 
his Majesty's 69tb reginicnt, in the. most ' 
handsome manner volunteering |to swim 
through the siirfi his services were im- 
mediately accepted, and tliat olTicer ac- 
cordingly conveyed my oidera to the 
lieutenant-colonel to take possession of, 
and occupy St Marie for the night. This 
service was performed by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Macleud in a masterly and ofH- 
cer-like manner. 

I felt much anxiety for this detachment 
during the night ; and as the practicabi- 
lity of disembarking more troops to wind- 
ward oppeared to Commodore Rowley, 
as well as myself, very' uncertain, the 
Magicieune, having on board the 2d bri- 
gade, was dispatched about teu o'clock 

vt), to Grand Chaloupe, to which place 
it was determined that the Boaaicca, 
with such transports as had military stores 
on board, should ioHow in the morning. 
According to this mTangemcnt, Captain 
Lambert, of the Iphigenia, being left with 
directions from Commodore Rowley to, 
seize the first moment of moderate wea- 
ther to debark that part of the sd brigade 
then on board of his ship ; I proceeded, 
with the commodore in the Boadicca, on 
the morning of the 8tb, with the remain- 
der of the »d and 4th brigades, and ef- 
fected a landing to leeward, at Grand 
Chaloupe, aliouf eleven o'clock a. m, . 

. With this fiu'cc under my immediate 
command, I mstantly moved forward by 
the mountains ; at two o'clock «. w. 
passing over the heights, 1 reconnoitred 
the enemy's position, and by four o'clock 
had formpd the necessary arrangements 
for the attack upon capital , Major 
Austin, dt the l^th and 8?d

istbrigadei the west of the river St 
Denis* Thirbt^i the exertions of Major 
Taynton, coinmanding the artiller)', and 
of Captain Macintosh, of the Bombay 
artillery, assisted by Lieiit.-Col. Clarges, 
of the C9^h regiment, and Lieut, Lanbem, 
of his Maje»ty*8 ship La Nereide, cotn- 
inanding a party of fifty seamen, 1 was 
enabled to get forward two field-pieces, 
and one fo^ir and an half inch howitzer, 
which were descending the mountain, 
and would Have been in action in less 
than half an hour. This would have in- 
sured the result of the premeditated at- 
tack; or, in the event of any disaster, 
secured our retreat, which latter was, in 
my miinion, next to an impfissibility. 

Anairs were thus situated, when I re- 
ceived a message from the left that the 
enemy hatl sent out a trum[)eter, with an 
officer, to demand a suspension of arms, 
and on honourable terms to surrender 
^he island. There was not a moment to 
be lost in saving an enemy completely in 
our power, and I accordingly issued im- 
mediate orders for the trpops to bait. I 
am sorry that ihy situation prevented my 
communicating, agreeably to his lord- 
fthip^s orders, with Mr ‘Far(|[uhar, wlio 
was on boaiil of his Mmest/a ship Roa- 
dicea, upon the terms which Commodore 
Rowley and myself deemed proper to 
grant to a brave though vanquished ene- 
my. I should liave mentioned before, 
that, on my landing at Grand Chaloupe, 
I had detached Captain Hanna, with two 
Companies t»f his Majesty’s 1st batralion 
5Gth regiment, to La f^>8sessime, the bat- 
teries of whicti place he took |^* assault 
in the fnoit gallaqt manner. '

1 have only to regret, that the nature of 
the service was such as to preclude the 
pMsibility of equally employing all the 
troops, as I am well as»ured*chat, under 
any tfiroumstance of service, their gallan- 
try and gbod conduct would be conspi- 
cuous. 

On the 9th, agreeable to his lordship’s 
orders, Mr Farquhai^ was sworn in gover- 
nor of this colony and its dependencies, 
at which ceremony Commodore Rowley 
and myself attended, 

^ am fully satisfied that the mild and 
conciliatory manners of Mr Farquhar, 
added to the protection which British 
laws afford equally to ajl, will speedily 
have tjie effect of placing this island in 
the most flourishing condition, by shew- 
ing to the inhabitants the difference be- 
tween a just government, and that tyran- 
ny and oppression from which they have 
been relieved. 

Lieut,-CoK Campbell, with the flank 
brigade, was dispatched on the lOth for 
St PauFs, which place he immediately 
occupied, causing 1500 of the enemy, 
composed of troops of the line, CJarde 
Nationale, Creole militia, &c. to surren- 
der their arms. 

I have deemed it proper, for the iwe- 
sent, to divide the island into two dis- 
tricts, north-^ast, and south-west, in or- 
der to facilitate the distribution of the 
troops to the difibreut out-posts ; and f 
.have the satisfaction to say, that those 
arrangements have been already effected, 
and that that part of the force intended 
jto be cmployecfon the ulterior olyect of 
the expedition,' i» now in readiness 
^ move at ihe shortest notice. 1 have tlie 
honour to be, i&c.

of Italy, See. on the one hand ; and 
Connnotkae Kowkw, commanding his 
Britannic Majesty’s sqiaulron, Lieut.- 
Col. Keating, commanding his Britan- 
nic Majesty’s and the lion. Company’s 
land forces, and II. J. Farquhar, Esq, 
on the other. 

Tlie whole of the Island of Buonaparte 
shall be delivered up to his Britannic 
Majesty; the city of St Denis at 12 o’- 
clock to-morrow, the Otit of July, and 
the other inililary stations in succession, 
.as t^arly as intelligence of the nresent 
capitulation can lie communicatea. 

At 1 2 o’clock to-inorrdw, the French 
troops wliich occupy the arsenal and 
Imperial battery, shall evacuate their 
po^t ; and the grenadier coinnany of his 
Majesty's 86th regiment, and tlu; grena- 
dier company of the 6th Madras native 
regiment, will take possession of them, 
win ii the French flag will be struck and 
tiiat of his Britannic Majesty displayed. 

The troops of the line and Garde 
Naiionnle shall be allowed all the honours 
of war ; they shall march out of the city 
with their arms and baggage, driiins beat- 
ing, matches lighted, together with fhe ir 
jit% artilleiy ; they art to lay down their 
arms on the sea -face, in front of the Iiu- 
|>crial battery ; the troops of*thc line are 
to surrender themselves prisoners of wdr, 
find to be cmhlirked as such for tlie Cajie 
Good Hope, or ibr Britain* 

In consideration of ihc distinguished 
character of C’oioncl St Susanne and his 
blfecers, and of their gfJlant delence of 
the place, the officers of ail ranks are al- 
lowed to preserve tlieir swords and mili- 
tary decorations ; thev are to continue' 
prisoners of w'ar,v to ennbark for the 
Ca[)c of Good Hope or for Britain. Col, 


St Susanne and his family shall be allow- 
ed a passage to the Isle of France, or to 
France, upon his giving his parole of ho- 
nour not to serve during the war, or 
he shall be regularly exchanged. 

Funeral honours shall be paid to the 
French officers who have fallen in the 
battle, according to their respective ranks. 

An inventory shall be made of proper- 
ty of all descriptions belonging to the 
stale, which shall be delivered over to 
the person appointed by the English go- 
vernment to receive it. 

All warlike stores, magazines, provi- 
sions, charts, plans, and archives, arc in- 
cluded in thii: article. 

The laws, customs, and religion of the 
inhabitants, as well as their private pro- 
perty of all df ftcriptjons, shall l>e respect- 
ed and insured to tlitm.

Sir, — By my dispatch addressed to 
you on the 12th ultimo, for the informa- 
tion of their lordships, and forwardetl to 
Britain b5' the Hon, Company’s si up Sarah 
Chri^na, 1 had the honour to communi- 
cate the advices I bad received from the 
government of India, of 'the force then 
proceeding to the Island of Roderigue^, 
for the reduction of the I«Ie of Bourbon, 
and of the ulterior d^ei^ in contempla- 
tion $ it is with peculiar satisfaction that 
I am now to acquaint vou^ that by the 
arrival of the ewntry sSwp the Anna, at 
this anchorage, on the 24th instant, I 
have received frooL Captain Rowley the 
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ilispatcl), of which the accompany! is 
a copy, announcing the snrrencler of the 
Isle of Bourbon to liis Majesty^s arms, 
by capitulatioay on the 0th of July. 

The proceedinijs of the squadron in 
conjunction with the military ibree, under 
the command of Lieut.-Col. Keating, are 
so fully detailed in Captain Rowley’s 
siiid letter, with its accompaniments, that 
it remains only for rue to congratulate 
their lordships on the successfid issue 
of this first step towards the extermina- 
tion of the enemy’s possessions in this 
quarter. 

Lieutenant Robb, of the Boadicea, 
M'ho A as the bearer of these dispatches 
from Captain Rowley, whose honourable 
testimony of his zeal and merits is con- 
firmed by long experience, I beg to re- 
commend to their lorilfthi{)s’ notice, and 
have intrusted him with uiy present com- 
munications, referring tlieiii to him for 
any further information, — I have the ho- 
nour to be, &c.

His Majesty's ship Boadicea, Road of St 

Denite, Isle of Bourbon, July 11, 1810, 

Sir, — I feel ihuch satisfaction in an- 
nouncing to you tlic* surrender of the Isle 
of Bourbon to his Majesty’s arms. Ac- 
cording to the commuuiCcUion 1 had the 
honour to make to you on the Hth ult. 
I proceeded to the isle of Rodei igue'z, 
where having joined the transports from 
India, aud in concei t with Lieutenant- 
Coloncl Keating made the necessary ar- 
rangciiuaits lelative to the troops, and 
cmbaikcd on board the Boadicea and 
Nerculc as many as ttiey could stow, we 
proceeded to join the ship*, of the squadron 
which 1 had left off the Lie of Fmece, 
under the orders of ,Ci»ptain Pyi)^ block- 
ading thd three frigates of tb^ 
then in pprt, haying previously derachbd 
a light transport to ar^risa;them qf Ciiin; 
sailing. W# jqihod them at the appoint^ 
ed rendezvous, between,, the Isfes^ of 
France and Bourboiv on the dth^aml ha- 
ving embarjted on b<}ajrd die frigates , die, 
remainder tlio Burqpcap^ and pan ;of 
the native twps, %«4fc ml suil,^ the 
evening towards the pdiriti^r of attack, it 
being Intended tq push on shore the 


greatest part of the force with all possible 
celerity, lor which purpose each ship wag 
provided with additional boats taken from 
the trausfiorts, 

^ While the mniu force drew the atten- 
tion of the enemy off St Marie, about 
two leagucb to thti eastward of the town 
of St^Oenis, Caiitain Pyin, with his usual 
skill aud activity, effected a landing about 
two P. M. from the Sirius, of all the 
troops embarked on hoard of her, at a 
part of the beach called Grande Cha- 
loupe, six milejs to the westward of 
town, where the enemy, were totally un- 
prg::ired for an attack. 

The Riviere des Phiics, about three 
miles to the east of St Denis, was intend- 
ed for the other [loint of descent. 

The remaining four frigates (when it 
was supposed the first landing was se- 
cured) immediately nushed for the an- 
chorage, and were followctl hy the trans- 
ports as they arrived. The weather, 
which till now had been favourable, be- 
gan to change,* the beach on tin's side 
of the island being steep, and composed 
of large shingles, is generally of difficult 
access, but it was supposed, on recon- 
noitring it, that the landing was practi- 
cable; aud Captain Willoughby, who 
undertook to superintend it, pushed oft' 
in a small prize schooner, captured by 
the Nercide, with a party of seamen and 
a detachment of light troops, and with 
sonieofthelwats which followed, effected 
a partial landing; but the surf still in- 
creasing, several were stoVe on the beacii ; 

being, however, considered by Licut.- 
Col. Keating of mnch iinjKirtance tocffect 
the landing on this point,a light transport 
was placed wijLl^ great judgment hy Lieut, 
Lloyd, of the Boadicea, in order to act as 
a break-jrater; but tlie stern cable part- 
iiig, she only formed a momentary co\ er, 
for q few bdats, and^ notwithstamliiig 
evefy exertion oCthd skill aud experiem e 
of Captain WiJloyghbv, the olnc’er» an I 
seamen,, it was found necessary, on ibc 
close of the , to relinqui.^h any further 
attempts at tins point for the present. ] 
am couCernerl to state, that twn seamen 
and two soldier*? were drowned on thi?^ 
ccciision ; the party, however, maintained 
their ground, aud took posbcstjiou qf the 
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battfiry and post of St Marie during ihc 
night. 

The Magidennc, with two transports, 
we^e DOW detached to support the brigade 
lauded at Grande Chaloupe ; but CapL 
Curtis alone gained the anchorage, and 
Implied the troops embarked in her. In 
the- rn^nibg of llic 8tli, tlic beach stiU 
^pearing unfavourable, 1 weighed ,^t the 
« jdbeircofl-ieutenant-Colonel Keating, and 
proceeiled to the onchorage o3f Grandp 
Chaloupe, where we landed the remainder 
of the troops, guns, &c. The transports 
Ijad been left in charge of the Ipbigcnia, 
and Captain Lambert, witli nnicb activity 
und exertion, landed the troops embarked 
in her. 

I directed Captain Pym to proceed with 
the Sirius and Magicienne, to be ready to 
act with the troops off St Denis ; when 
Dt 10 P. M. 1 received a message from 
Lieutenant-Colonel Keating, that he had 
entered into a capitulation w'ith the ene- 
my, and at his desire landed next morning 
in company with Mi* Farquhar, appointed 
to the government of the island, (who had 
done me the honour to embark in the 
Boadicea) when we signed the annexed 
terms of capitulation,'*' 

I had previously directed Captain Pym 
by signal to take possession of the ship- 
ping at St Pimrs ; in effecting which 
Lieutenant Norman, in the barge of the 
Sirius, captiirpd a French brig ftliat hatl 
sailed with dispatclies for the Isle of 
France) in ft style which docs that officer 
much credit, I l>eg|eave to transmit Capt. 
Pym’s report of the offaii'.

Sir, — I n putting your order in force 
to anchor at St Paul's, 1 was fired at by 
ail the batteries ; and on shewing a trucc^ 
they repeated it with many shells ; how- 
ever, during my stay in the bay, I clearly 
saw that a brig was getfSng ready to sail 
that night. , 

At eleven o'clock I dispatched Lieut. 
Norman, in the barge, to bring her out or 
cut her off j he found, by boarding the 
other vessels in the bay, that she sailed 
about nine o'clock ; he pushed 'on, and, 
after a liard row of nearly twelve hours, 
came up with, and, in a most gallant 
manner, rowed through her fire, boaided 
and^took her. She is the Edward, of 
Npntz, pierced for 16 guns, has only four 
I2-poundcr^ and SO men on board, was 
charged w*:fj (lisnatches for the Isle of 
France. I ani happy to say, we have 
only three men wounded^ and not dan- 
gerouslj .

MV Lord,-^I have the honour to in- 
form you, tliat at seven this morning, in 
lat. 54. 47. N. and Jong. 2. 45. E. saw a 
schooner in the S. W. under easy sail, 
standing towards us, and soon afterwards 
perceived her to be an enemy; as she 
appeared to take tlie Caliope for a mer- 
chant brig, I judged it most prudent not 
to make any sail until she found out her 
iniiStake, which was at the distance of 
about three miles, when she bore up and 
made ah sail ; at half past 8 made all 
sail in chase; at half past ten was within 
reach of shot, firing the bow guns occa- 
sionally; at ir within reach of musket- 
shot, but keeping upon my lee bow, could 
not get the ^reat guns to bear; the whole 
of toe marines and small-arm men kept 
tip a constant and well directed fire, 
which was returned with great spirit ; at 
btdf past ) 1 got the great guns to bear 
with round and grape, and most of the 
time within pistol-shot ; and as there was 
BQ iiUle difference in sailing, my great 
object was to disable her in her sails and 
rigging as soon as possible, and which 
appeared to be his grand object likewise. 

At twelve his raoin-inast went over- 
Ijoanl, and the rest of his sails and rig- 
ging being all cut to pieces, he bailed, and 
told me h^e had struck. 

She proved to be La Comtesse d’Ham- 
bourg, of 14 guns, eight of which are 
twelve-pounders, and six eight-pounders, 
and 51 men, from Dunkirk, out eight 
days, but had taken nothing. 

1 am extremely happy our Jo^s has bebn 
but small, liaving only tlirec wOunded. 
The seijeant of marines, I beg leave par- 
ticularly to mention as a highly deserving 
and brave man, and was severely wound- 
fxl, by receiving two musket shots through 
liis body, and one throjugh his right arm, 
before he oulltod hm.post on the fore-

Sir,— In consequence of your orders 
to proceed with the first divivbn of the 
fiotilUto t]i|S westward, in search of the 
enemy’s privateers, I left Gibraltar on the 
26th, ana having previously rewnnoitred 
the cnemy^s force at Barbet, I judged an 
attempt practicable, whicti was put in 
execution on tlie night of the 28tn, No^ 
14. being tlie only boat in qpmpany. I 
accordingly landed with part of her crew, 
that of the Rambler, and tlie marines and 
seamen of the Topaze, in all thirty, and, 
crossing the sand hills, reached 'tlie ene- 
my’s quarter, three miles up the river of 
Bmbct, under which lay a privateer pro- 
tected by two six-pounders, her own crew 
and thirty French dragoons ; after some 
sharp firing, in which our men displayed 
much steadiness, tlie enemy retreated* 
with the loss of five dragoons, seven 
horses, and two of the privateer’s crew, 
which was immediately carried, our peo- 
ple Bwimniing off to her in a most deter- 
mined manner. Aflcr the guns were 
spiked, we embarked, with loss of 
one marine kilted, and one wounded. 
The conductor all employed with me on 
this service was admirable; Lieutenant 
Seagrove, commanding No. 14, gave 
proofs of much skill and bravery, and 
the marines of the Topaze, under Lieu- 
tenant Halstcd, did dvery credit to the 
character of their corps ; the seamen of 
that ship, who, with ours, had been con- 
8tantly» for 20 hours, at the sweeps, 
landed in a hqayy suif with an alacrity 
that insured success. The capture of this 
privateeririnust a^rd much satisfaction, 
*as her properties, of sailing and sweeping 
rendered her particularly offensive kc> un- 
protected vessels^ the Streight.

Sm, — I bnve tfie honour to iej>ort to 
yon the dfipture of La Jciinc Lo^iise, a 
very fine French piivateer schooner, of 
fourteen ciiris and thirty-five men, w'hich 
"ivas very gallantly attacked and carried 
last night, in the Vh'e Strooin, by a party 
of volunteers, in three btmts, from the 
Quebec, under the command of the first 
lieutenant, Stephen Pophaui, seconded 
by Lieutenant Kiehard Augiihtus Yales. 

And to do justice to the distinguished 
gallantry of Lieutenant Pophain, and the 
officers and men employed on this ser- 
vice, I must state to you, sir, that in run- 
ning 'past the Vlrc and ftcheniiig.ycster- 
day evening, to resume our station be- 
fore tlic Texel, the schooner was disco- 
vered at anchor within, and Lieutenant 
Popham immediately offered lus services 
to make an attempt upon her. Accord- 
ingly the frigate was brought to without 
the sands in sight of the enemy, and the 
bout.i immediately dii^patchcd ; and al- 
though we saw the engagement at half- 
past nine o’clock, it was not till after a 
long and anxious night that we had the 
extreme joy of seeing the schooner beat- 
ing out of tlte enemy’s harbour, through 
the very intricate navigation of the pas- 
sage, with the British colours flying over 
French. - ' 

I understand that the boats had to pull 
against a very strong tide, and found tlie 
enemy fully prepared for the attack, and 
closely surrounded by, sands, on vwijicli 
grounded, and in tins situation re- 
ceiver! three distinct bi*uad|idcs from 
cannon and musketry within pistol-shot^ 
and, notwiths^Klii^, they extricated 
thedlaelves and boarded.

His Majc-sty’s ship Diana, at anchor 
off JLa Hoguf, Nov. 16, 1810. 

Sir, — I hav' the honour to inform you, 
that tluni^ii tlic wind was strong from 
xiorrh-east and north-east by nortJi, on 
Monday evening the 12th inst, with a 
very heavy sea, I thouffht it probable 
the enemy’s frigates might endeavour to 
piisih out ; I therefore {ilaced the ships 
in the best position 1 could suppose, and 
at lialf-past twelve on Tuesday morning 
we were fortunate enough to see and 
found ourselves in shore of them ; the 
wind having hacked to north by east, 
threw them considerably to windward of 
as, but prevented their getting round 
Barfleur; we were so near as to fire two 
broadsides at them before they got under 
the batteries of Maroon. At this time 
Ca[)tain Lonng, in the Niohe, had pushed 
in shore, in hopes of cutting off the stern- 
iriost ship, which lie iiad nearly effected, 
but the wind blowing fresh from the 
northward and eastward, with a heavy 
sea, and the flood tide about to niakd, wc 
could not prevent their getting through 
the narrow passage on the west side of 
Marcou. — On 'i'uesdny forenoon they 
weighed, and reinainfeii und^ r tail dose 
under the batteries of Marcou for seve- 
ral hours, and in the evening got into La 
Hogue roads, we having been <lriven to 
the nortli of Barfleur by the ebb tide, the 
wind easterly. On the Wednesday morn- 
ing 1 sent Cnpbin Loriiig, in the Niobe, 
to give Captain Malcdlni, in the Donegal, 
information of the situatioo of the lcne- 
tny’s ships, arul made all soil in this ship 
to the anchorage of La Ho^ue, and, on 
my approaching it,had ttup^otisfnetion to 
sec one of the enemy^s ir%ates,hm on 
shore. I anchored at one P. M. Wd 
continued so nntit morning, when 1 per^ 
reived that the other of the enemy's fri- 


guk’S seemed to be in a position where 
she might beattackctl ; I weiglu d on the 
first of the flood and made sail (or her, 
but the enemy, on observing^ our inten- 
tions, weighed and went close inlotlie 
shoal of Bt V and imincdi.itcly be- 
tween the batteries of Ln Hogue and 
Tatiliou. I determined, however, to go 
as close to her as I could, without getting 
on shore, in hopes something might be 
done; but after twice .standing in close 
alongside of her, sustaining the fiic of 
two batteries, together with that of the 
frigate, vvhich by this time had rec(‘ived 
considerable rc-enforccmcnts of men from 
the shore, I found the fire so very heavy, 
that 1 saw no hope of doing any thing 
eflectual against licr. 

At this time Captain Malcolm, of the 
Donegal, aniyed with the Revenge and 
Niobe, and the attack was renewed by 
the fodr ships, who continued going in 
alternately, and made every exertion so 
long as the title would permit them to 
do so ; and I have no doubt the frigate 
must have received very great inji. y 
from it. I am sure I need not tell you 
how very mortified ail on board the Diana 
and Niolie arc, that, after our anxious 
blockade, wc have not been able to ilo 
more ; but 1 trust you wall believe, that 
every thing has been done that was ib 
our power to get possession of the fri- 
gates ; and it is some consolation to be 
,able to say, tlj.it one of then! is on the 
rocks of Saint Vaast, on her beani ends, 
and last night fell over on her larboard 
side, having been before on her starboard, 
and the other lying afmarcntly on the 
shoal near the fort, and, I trust, not In 
a state to go to sea for ’a corisidcrdble 
length of time. • 

It now rc?rimins for ibe to say, that no- 
rthing cotdd excectl the steady behaviour 
of my officers ivntl men of the Diciua ; arid 
to Mr Rowe, the first Meu tenant, I Teel 
particularly indefitoil for his asdstance 
and exertion.

1 am* happy to sny, that thougii we 
were a long time nnd<T 'so heavy a fire,

Sib,*— O n the 14th instant, being near 
to B^rtleur, Captain Loring, of the Niobe, 
rnformed me that two large French fri- 
gates had sailed from Havre on the night 
t)f the 12th, and had been chaced into 
La Hogue by the Diana and Niobe, 

Next morning, in rompiiny with the 
Jlevengc, I joincti the Diana orfLa Hogue, 
and observed one of the enemy's frigates 
aground near to St Vaast, (the day be- 
fore she had been driven from her an- 
diors in the gale from the southward,) 
the otlier vi^s anchored ver}' near to the 
blioro^ lietwecn the forts of I .a llc^ue 
and 1 atiliou ; it was impossible to ap- 
proach her but under the fire of her guns 
and those of two batteries, which are 
>ciT considerable. 

We tacked three times near to her, 
firing our brpadi^des whilst ping about; 
the Revenp, Uiuna, and Niobe did the 
same ; ana it is with pleasure I infonn 
you, that the slUps were man<£uvred with 
the greatest precision, although the shot 
and shells fell in^butidance around them, 
and tihe guns could only be brought to 
bear when bead to wind.

As they wore how perfectly protected 
by tlie batteries, it did not appear to me 
that any further attempt could be made 
to destroy them; I therefore resumed 
my stat'on with the Revenge, leaving the 
Diana and Niobo to watch the port of 
La Hogue. 

Captain Grant will have detailed to 
you the pnrti( ulars respecting his own 
ship and the Niobe; I have only to saj", 
that tlie conduct of both, whilst acting 
with me, was such as was to be expected 
from well ap{K>iiitcd Britisli frigates. 

One of the frigates I consider to be 
lost ; she was first on her starboard beam 
ends, and when raised by the tide, fell 
over on it, leaving her on her larboard 
side ; the other must have sufiTered very 
considerable loss from our shot, and where 
site is aground is exposed to the east 
winds.

His Majesty's sloop Phipps, Downs, 
November 1$, raid*. 
SlBj-^-Havina: weighed prod^eded 
to sea in his Majesi^s sloop under my 
command, agreeable to your older, im- 
mediately after the tide slocked last even- 
ing, 1 iiave the , honour to acqtuuftt you 
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llmt before I o’clock \vc were alongSiide 
a French liig^^er privateer, which led us 
close under Calais, and so near in shore, 
that I was obl^d, although firing grape 
shot into her, to give up the chase. 

As we saw, while chasing her, two 
other luggers lying to windward, I thought, 
by beating up in shore of them, we might 
escape their notice, until far enough to 
fetch them, 'i'his charge was readily un- 
dertaken by Mr Richard Sickett, the pi- 
lot, and pierformed much to my satisfac- 
tion. About five o^clock iJi the morning 
*wc had the pleasure of getting close to 
one of tlicim, when an action commen- 
ced. The enemy, for a quarter of an 
hour, kept up an incessant fire of mus- 
ketry. As I perceived his determination 
was to run on shore, and we were then 
only in SiJ fathoms water, the only pros- 
)ect of capturing her was to lay her on 
)onrd. This was done, and, under the 
fire of our broadside, Lieutenant Robert 
I'ryon, assisted by Mr Wright, master’s 
mate, and Mr Geddesy boatswain, in a 
most gallant manner headed the party of 
boarders, when the enemy, in a few mi- 
Jiutes, surrendered. She proved to be 
Le Barbier de Seville, a perfect new ves- 
sel, had been out two da}'9 from Bou- 
logne, but had not made any capture ; 
she mounted IC guns and GO men, com- 
manded by Francois Brunet. 

The pleasure I should feel in stqting, 
that the conduct of every one under my 
command has been such as to tnerit the 
highest terms I can possibly describe it 
in, is greatly damped by the reflection, 
that this capture has been attended with 
the loss of one seaman, (John Thomson) 
and Lieutenant Tryon being dangerously 
wounded; but the surgeon gives me 
hopes that this gallant young officer may

Pero Negro, October 20, 1810. 
My Loud, — Since I addressed you 
the enemy have been employed princi- 
pally in reconnoitring the positions oc- 
cupied by onr troops, and in strengthening 
their own. In effecting the former object, 
they have skirmished with the troops of 
our out-posts, who have always conduct- 
ed themselves well. 

On the 1 4th, they attacked with infan- 
try, supported by artillery, a small de- 
tachment of the 71 St regiment, which 
formed the advanced guard of Lieute- 
nant-General Sir Brent Spencer’s divi- 
sion, near Sobral de Montagaree, in or- 
der to cover one of their reconnoitring 
parties. This detachment, having the 
.Honourable Lieutenant-Colonel fiido- 
gan and Lieufenatit*Co1onel Rcymcli at 
their head, charged tlfe enemy in the 
most gallant style, and drove them into 
the tdwn.

The Magieienne having joined just as 
"the recaptured sliip w'as about t<f make 
..sail, I sentOapt. I^nbcrt orders to bring 
, her and the gun -brig w’itb all dispatch off 
''i^^Isle de la Pusse ; and that the enemy 
in Port Louis should not be alarmed, I 
made all sail round the south side, and 
although blowing yery hard, reached L*- 
• Isle de In Passe next dav. At noon, 
Nereide made signal ready ibr action ; 
I then closed, and from the situation Of 
the enemy decided on an immediate at- 
tack: end when her master came on 
board as pilot, made signal to weigh, but 
when witoin about a quarter of an hour’s 
run oi‘ the enemy, he unfortunately run 
me on the edge of the inner narrow 
passage. We did not get off (and that 
with wonderful exertion) until eight o’- 
clock next morning; At noon on the 
J8d the inhigenia and Magicienne came 
’ in sight j the enemy having moved further 
' in, and makir^ several batteries, as also 
manning the East India ship, and taking 
many men on board the frigates, 1 called 
them to assist jn the attack ; having all 
the captainra^ pilot on board, and be- 
ing assured ^we ^ere past all danger and 
could run direct for the enemy’s line, we 
got under weigh, and pushed for our 
stations, vis. Sirius alongside the BelJona, 
Nereide between her and the Victor, 
Iphigenia alon^'de La Minerva, and 
Ma^cienne between her and the East 
ship; ,imd just aS their. shot began 
to pass s^ to say, Sirius ground- 

ed on a email bank, not known ; Captain 
I^bert joined his po6t,^and had hardly 
givln the thinPbroad^$ide his op- 
ponent cut her cable ; Magidetme, elbae 
to Iphigenia, run on a bank, whkh plil^ < 
tented her bringing' more than six ^ns 
to bear} poor Nereide nearlv.gained her 
post, and did in the most gallant manner , 
maintain that and the one Intended . 
Sirius, until Bellonacu^ All tlie enemj^s 
■lupa being on shoi^ and finding Imus 


could not get tlie wliple of theuf 
opened tJieir fireOU Nereide^ and even in 
this unequal contest, and jbeing aground, 
she did not cease firing unti^ ten a dock ; 
and sorry I am to say, th^ the captain 
and every officer and man on board arc 
killed or wounded. 

Captain Lambert would have imme- 
diately run down upon the enemy, 'but 
there was a shoal at a very little diritance 
from, and between him and them ; he did 
all that could be done, by keeping open 
a heavy, although distant fire; nothing 
was wanting to make n most complete 
victory, but one of the other frigates to 
cl<jse with La Bellona. 

I must now infonu you, that the mo- 
ment we took the ground, every possible 
exertion was made to get the ship off, by 
carrying our stream and kedge anchors, 
but both anchors came home together. 1 
then got a whole bower cable and anchor 
hauled out, (not a common exertion for 
a frigate) as also the stream, and althougli 
having the one w ith the capstan, and the 
other with purchase on purchase, we oould 
not move her one inen, from the nature 
of the ground, and the very lieavy squalls 
at that time. We continued lightening 
evei^' thing from forward, and made many 
severe but fruitless attempts to heave the 
ship <^‘ before daylight, but all to no 
efibet. At that time the Nereide was a 
perfect wreck, Magicienne in as bad a 
situation as Sirius, no possibility of Iphi- 
genia closing with the enemy, um whole 
of the enemy on shore in a heap. We 
then tried tfie last resource, by warping 
the Iphigenia to heave us off, but could 
not get her in a proper situation until 
the 35th in the forenoon. 

. I had a survey bydle captains, masters, 
and carpenters, in which they agreed it 
was impossible to get the shit> off ; I had 
the same from Captain

er certainty of victory ; anil I do aver, 
that if I conid have got alongside the 
Bellona, all the enemy^ ships would have 
been in pur possession in less than half 
an honr. My ship being burnt, I have 
given up the command to Cnpt. Lambert, 
and have recommended his supporting 
and protecting this island with his ship 
and ships* companies of Sirius and Ma- 
gicienne. Provisions and water will be 
immediately wanted. I have, &c.

^ have not heard that this detachment 
had any i^oimnanication with the enemy's 
troops on the left of the Zczerc, from 
whom they were distant about three 
leagues. I understand that, having lost 
some prisoners taken by a patrole and 
by a party of the OrdenanxB, which ac- 
companied tlie Honourable*Liciitenant- 
Colohel Ponsonlty on a reconnoissance 
from Abrantes to tlic nver Codes, they 
made ver) particular inquiries respecting 
the position of Lieutenaiit-Gcnerd Hill’s 
coqis, and the means which the allies 
possessed of crossing the I'agus at Abran- 
tes ; and having i^mmenced their inarch 
from Cardigos towards tlie Codes in the 
morning, tney retired about eleven with 
great precipitation, and continued their 
retreat in the same manner till they 
reached the frontier. 

They were followed by the Ordenan- 
za, who did tlicm much mischief on the 
inarch, and took muchboggagefrom them. 
The enemy destroyed miiny horses and 
mules which could not keep up with 
them ; and this march, if it was ordered 
by superior authority, and is connected 
with any other arrangement, had every 
appearance, and was attended by all the 
consequences of a precipitate and forced 
retreat.

fered the business of the theatre to 
proceed as usual. The delay, cxpcnce, 
and difficulties, however, in which 
tliis disgraceful agitation had involved 
the concern, lias proved a considerable 
hinderance to the production of no- 
velties, and we shall have but little to 
notice, which, either from its origi- 
nality or merit, deserves mor^ thaii 
the passing record of the diurnai 
prints, and shall proceed to touch 
upon such things only as, from their 
peculiar features, may serve best to 
TCsignate t>Se <l[^aroatk genius and 
public taste of the pines.

The concluding part of the sentence 
was lost amidst an tuliversal burst of 
appknse, and generous outcry of par- 
don. The social aberrations of the 
private man, which have yet left ttimn« 
paired the public abilities of the ac- 
tor, were instantly forgotten,— re* 
membrance alone of the delight he 
had so often imparted, and expecta- 
tiori of thcevenrng^s renewal oT it, re- 
mained, and Mr Cooke retired to await 
the moment of his re-entrance in cha- 
racter, completely restored to favour 
and fo^veness. 

We wiould scarcely deem it fair to

rious injury the character of the man, 
and the faculties of the actor. His 
deference to the feelings and opinions 
of the audience in his worst offences 
has never been forgotten ; lus apolo- 
gies, though sometimes a little em^ 
barrassed and ludicrous, are never 
self* degrading, but simple, respectful, 
and siimcientlj candid ; and his appear- 
ance and manner, when himself, is al- 
ways imposing, gentlemanly, and dig- 
nified.-— It is not therefore unlikely, 
that extraordinary and excessive abili- 
ty like hisi joined to some very excel- 
lent and amiable traits of character, 
should mingle an affection with the 
public admirati<», which is ever ready 
to forgive his faults; and that a cu*»

The first new piece produced this 
year was another of those flimsy mo- 
io^dramas, which eke out the want 
of good sense, good writing, and le- 
gitimate dramatic interest, with in- 
terpolations of music, splendour of 
dress, decoration, scenery and pro- 
cessions ‘good accessories, but mi- 
serable substitutes. The success of 
the Exile prompted Mr Reynolds to 
another attempt of the same kind ; 
but his fickle and flimsy Pegasus had 
tired in the first heat, and hobbles 
but lamely through the second. The 
character of the Free Knights, or the 
Edict of Charlemagne, for so is this 
compound of glittering inanity en- 
titled, bears a coiretderable degree of 
similitude, in conduct, and compo- 
sition, to the Exile ; but seems, com- 
pared even with that, like the dregs 
of a half-finished glass filled up with 
luke-warm water, iind diluted to nau- 
seous insipidity. The serious interest 
and the comic relief, are but a faint 
and false ecko of those of his former 
production. 

The story, which is extremely sim- 
pkf iriay be thus briefly stated: *—

Tlic 
Al>h<^<porbey, however, protects 
pardon and sa)|Cf 
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tuary having bccn^conferred on the 
abbot? of that monastery by an Edict 
of Ch^Jemagoe this abbot turns 
out to the consunt instru- 

ment of her arfcty.. He unmasks the 
usurper, every thing b settled 
agreeably. « 

Its success w^as by no means une^ 
^uivocal i it abounded with the attrac- 
tive magnificence of spectacle, and waa 
aided by some very pleasing music« 
frpm the pen of Mazzinghi, which 
bore it with tolerable safety through 
the depressing tendency of a great 
deal of vapid, and tedious, and flip- 
pant writing. The long part allotted 
to Mr Young (the Abbot of Cor- 
bey ) was frequently as distressing to 
the audience, aa it must have been to 
him. condemned to degrade lus best 
powers, and waste his excellent acting 
upon inflated weakness, straining at 
tragic importance^ He. however, gave 
it considerable effect by his aWity, 
to which, and to the natural tendency 
of an audience to take part with the 
slightest indication of concealed vir- 
tue traversing the schemes of injus- 
tice . and iniquity, it was indebted, 
much more than to Mr Reynolds’s 
skill in composition. Much as it has 
been the fashion to decry the come- 
dies of this gentleman, as light and 
ephemeral, and however he may have 
exhausted himdelf in the r^ietition 
of his. peculiar delineation of the 
shiipnable fpUies aad' habits xif the 
characters qf the present day ; much 
as he , must have suffered ta tjhe Joss 
of. ^at ^^xcellent. actor, vvboae ethe- 
rial yiyacjty ga^e briUiaucy,.po^nan- 
cyi and^Utractibn to nonsense itself; 
lye uroiij^/pr our part, rather sec him 
revert^ tp^ old walk of dramatic 
comiP^iti<^ ,tW pursue this 
tbo^^ n6tlmw^ into which 

he haa eater. 

Ici^ of ^ales of Taleii 


of Terror, Tehelb, and Sieges of Jt ^ 
Quintin, are all his equals, and ofteu 
his superiors ; but in tbe composition 
of modern comedy (with the excep- 
tion of his friend Morton.) he has no 
competitor. It is true that his come- 
dies are not productions of profound 
literature, extensive observation, pr 
creative genius, nor of very classical 
execution ; but. such as they arc, they 
are of their own kind, the result 
of a mind selecting its own objects 
from life, representing them in, its 
own way, and borrowing little or 
no aid from the characters of long- 
established imitation in former plays, 
nor assuming tlie prescriptive style 
and (hmt of any former dramatic lan- 
guage. They really are reflections of 
the peculiarities of the fashions and 
tastes of the time, caught with quick 
observance, and delineated with consi- 
derable dexterity ; and that they are 
npt mom intrinMcally solid and valu- 
able as dramatic wntings. may per- 
haps in part be attributed, to the na- . 
lure of those tifnes. in imitation of ,' 
which they have originated, and which., 
have bestowed the sanction of ap- 
pku^ upon their claims to truth of 
representatiim. apd their conformity 
to public uste. As such reflections, 
we priac. theih more than the chaster 
re-productions, (as they may be call- 
edf) executed the common-place 
routine of scholastic oomposition, by 
minds which breathe the atmo^j^i^re 
of learning instead of life, a? we 

wpuld prize ^ portrait pf so^, cha- ^ 
ranter of the past ajge., punted by tlm 
meanest powers in the baldest man-' 
ner. from the life, before the high- 
est finished production, of? the most * 
skilful artist, painted without the au.- ^ 
thprity of nature. anA.’^w only 
merit was the tau^t wHity o# pen- 
eJUiug. We^ 4o not think thsit Mr 
]^yig> 14 ft’f are of th#t to- 
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iid and valuaM^ kindy 6ftber in aub«> 
ject or manner, to live long in th^ 
mouths or minds of nien ; but, Ujjon 
the ground we have sjtated, we thmk 
them likely to be of more^ service to 
future searchers into records of the 
tastes, tempers, and pursuits of the 
age gone by, Aan is generally initi* 
y^ined, and to be of equal worth with 
^any comedies of cur older writm 
so prized by antiquaries; nothingex- 
ceeding, in our estimation, the Dra-* 
matist, Natoriety, Cheap Living* 
Laugh when you Can, roily as it 
Flies, and rhany more, either in va- 
riety or entertainnlent of incident, or 
in sprightly and satirical imitatioji of 
fashionable foibles and reigning pe- 
culiarities. We have ventured to say 
thus much for Mr Reynolds, because 
we do not hold it fair that a writer 
who has contributed so long, so larger 
ly, and ao successfully, to the amuse- 
ment* of the public, should have that 
•amusement which he has contrived 
so harshly and so unjustly abused, 
without a word in its defence ; and we 
feel assured, that when the cant of coUr 
temporaryprejhdice has passed away, 
and when that baby malignity and 
fickleness of spirit wiall have subsi- 
ded, which dasnes in pieces the toy 
that delights it, of which it perceives 
not the ingenuity nor comprehends 
the construction, Mr Reynolds will 
be allowed to have biren an acute and 
extensive, though perhaps a hasty and 
superficial observer; a lively, go<^ 
humoured, and faithful though not a 
profound, a hjai'ued, poetical, re- 
pr^sehtatqr of the world orfOre him } ' 
chusing bis owh object^ and using 
his own coloui^,-— a caricaiurfst, per- 
haps, lather than a humorist, more eti- 
tertain^ing than iristfuctive ; witiio^ 
much ^eight* ; yet hot ^^ritiite of 
value'; aha whose works, if they can- 
not cl^iih fbr huh the pniise of "if" fine 


or highiy-^fted writer, give him tlw 
justest right to the character of au 
acute observeriantf^a good man* 

On the l^tb Ephruary, a ludicrous 
and tolerMr^ suOceas&d farce, called 
a Budget of Blunders^ wa# projluced 
at thismouse ; it is unnecessary oc- 
cupy so much of our space as it would 
require, to imra^l its flimsy intrica- 
cy, and detail the plot of this whitn- 
rical piece. The ritle is a sufficient 
indication that the present taste of 
farce-writidglms been complied with, 
in a daring violation of all probabili- 
ty of incident, and extreme exagge- 
ration of burlesque situation. The 
author has performed his task with 
dexterity; the persevering grimace* 
of Munden, aucl the quaint quietude 
of Liston’s irresistible comic talent, 
(whose personal peculiarities and od- 
dity of execution have given the fea- 
ture to the farcical compositions of the 
day)' were exerted with very strong 
effect; and, not withstanding the false 
and vicious spirit of caricature enfor- 
ced some disapprobation towards the 
conclusion, theenergy'of the perform- 
ers, and the general preponderance 
.of successful* mirth it had afforded, 
protected and supported it through 
a considerable run. It should be 
mentioned, that the author to whom 
it Was ascribed (Mr Grcffulhe, a 
cotnitiercial gentleman) appropriates 
the profits of Ids dramatic writings 
to the fund for the maintenance of 
decayed actors,*— a liberality which 
confer merit On much worse 
attempts than Mr GrefFulhe’s. «* • 
8 ood zh^r folldWed an unsuccess- 
fut attempt at *a comedy, under the 
title of How to Tease and HoW to 
P^Se,' compounded of stale and .n- 
satirv upon matrimonial dw- 
att^efnent, a dull and gentle display 
of ifiSlIritUpiiial meekness and forbear- 
Umns, aisdf ifome mawkish and scifti- 
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mental affcctatioii about filial piety 
and true love. The displeasure of 
the audlicQCe began as early as the 
6r$t ; and, notwithstanding the 
anxious and able efforts .of the per- 
formers, it increased so furiously to- 
wards the end, that none of fhe last 
^enes were licard. Mr Young was 
violently opposed in the announce- 
ment of a second representation, and 
after a third performance, it was en- 
tirely withdrawn. 

Still more unsuccessful (if possible) 
was The Widow’s only Son, another 
expiring effort of the muse of Cum- 
berland — 

Supcriliioufi lags the veteran on the stage ; 

and we cannot but regret, that the au- 
thor of the Brothers, the West Indian, 
tilt Wheel of Fortune, should in his 
vale of years*’ be compelled by 
necessity so frcauently to expose the 
decay of his talents, and to exhibit 
so many vapid specimens of the me- 
chanical garrulity of a superannuated 
dramatist, Jts chief defect (and ra- 
ther an imptrtant one) was want of 
^lot, uncompensated by any novelty 
of character, effect of incident, or 
interest of situation ; it was sombre, 
sentimental, and didactic i the lan- 
guage was iihaste and elegant, (for 
the classic pen of Cumberlatid never 
wrote any other) but the sentiments 
were trite and c<ynmon, atirat Uve 
neither by novelty of position, nor 
brilliancy of expression. The moral 
may be ^^^4. ^ because jt is 

imt bad i it is supinely virtupus, and 
ndt tbe shiallegt Particle of invention 
or yjgejittr is displayed by the writer, 
which awaken in the cause of 
lilorat^ ^ "aw or renovated atten- 

J I^Tnef esHesaqueruIousness which 
Upd the literary ,lifo of Cumber- 
Rev^' left" him. In this play he 
es Wi ^heartfolt^^ advice to an 


author, not to think of writing for 
bread till he had learned to live 
without it a sentence in which it 
is not easy to discover any thing but 
a spirit of dissatisfaction, and in which 
antithesis strives in vain to give point 
and meaning to absurdity. The piece 
was not heard to the conclusion with- 
out the strongest manifestations of 
impatience and disapprobation, and 
was withdrawn after the first night. 

The season was extended so late 
as July the 6th, when it concluded 
with Hamlet and the Waterman ; Mr 
Kemble came forward at the end of 
the tragedy to make an address, part 
of jvhich, from its nature, it is ne- 
cessary to notice. After the usual ex- 
pressions of gratitude for public par 
tronage, and assurances of exertion 
to merit its continuance, he observed 
there was a point of interest to the 
establishment, on wliich he was most 
anxious to occupy the . attention of 
the audience. 

It is known to you/* said Mr Kein- 
ble, " that in cons<^uence of the uufo^- 
tunme circumstances which occurred at 
the opening of the season, and to secure 
tratiqoilHry, the proprietors entered into a 
treaty witn the public, relative to the num- 
ber of private boxes which it might be pro- 
per to ma^itain alter the present season ; 
and we stand engage^! to reduce them to 
the same number whidi existed ip the 
year 1802, that three oa eacli side. I 
was on that occasion the agent for the 

S 'etora : I made the^^ty, and I here 
e myself and tliem, if such be your 
pleasure, willing to execute it to ^last 
pointy notwithstanding the 
loss It . must bring tippn inlo^ 

rice, to ourselves, ^ I bi^ leave res^iectmllly 
to state to you, that tsinee that period, an 
act of parliament has been obtained foe 
r^ijulding Arury-Lana Theatre, which 
had been ^astrpyed bf. the saio^.mislbr- 
tune as qu)r own^mKl that act has given 
to the proprietors of that theatre an un* 
hmiteu power of extending the number 
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^ T/f tlrt^ir private boxes J «nd here, Latlies 
and Gcntfcinen, it is, that v/e humbly 
presume to asfc for your indulgent as- 
sistance, t' » place us upon an equtu ground 
of competition with the other theatre ; 
wc formerly suhtained a fair and honour- 
able rivalry with that establishment, and, 
by your permission, hope still to do so ; 
for, and I s{)eak it with sincerity, it is fhy 
own opinion, that to have one good thea- 
^tre in London, you must have another 
’'to keep it in order, but here is no chance 
for us of an equal struggle ; for the law 
lias awardctl as a right to Drury Lane, an 
advantage, wliich wc only venture to en- 
treat, and shall be most proud to receive 
as a boon from your indulgence and libe- 
rality.” 

Mr Kemble was here saluted ij ith 
great applause, mingled with very 
loud tokens of disapprobation ; pau- 
sing for a fi*w momenta, he then, ap- 
parently in considerable agitation, 
said, 

** Wc cannot resist the full demand 
whicli you arc empowered to make upon 
,i)s for the rigid observance of our agree- 
ment, but will you put us at once below 
the rival tlieatre — [Here mingled voci- 
ferations were beard of ** No, no, no,’' 
and ** Wait till it is built.”] “Iradies and 
(rentleinen,” continued Mr Kemble, “^we 
wish to press nothing new upon your*in- 
dulgence, we only wish to stabd, with re- 
spect to' private boxes, in the same situa- 
tion in which we were before the fir^ 
IHear, hear!] And no^iinequivocally 
state, that, if such be your permission, 
the whole middle part of the circle of the 
private boxes, with the two Ciirridors, 
and the splendid saloon, will be open for 
the public from thecommehcement of the 
next season* A stone staircase sb^ he 
substituted for tlm present onOof wood ; 
deling of the imddle gallery shall be 
aiS every thing which our own 
observation shat! point outj or the sndi- 
enee may demand, as requisite for Ummt 
aecommwtioh and pleasttfe, shall\b<^ 
executdl ' «B aa our il^l or <mr 
mettns 'allo#«-^Ladie8 tind Oebtle-

with unfeigned himiility imd gratitude, for 
the indulgent attention with wJiich vou 
have honoured me. " 

Mr Kemble, then bowed respect- 
fully and retired, and ^ his addivss was 
received with great and general ap- 
plause. On the JOth of^lie follow- 
ing September, ' this house re-opeu- 
ed with the Beggar’s Opera, and 
the farce of Raising the Wind ; and 
if he had flattered himself, that by 
the appeal he had made to the pub- 
lic at the close of the season, he had 
succeeded in gaining their consent 
to any modification of the contract 
betwixt them and the proprietors, 
he was quickly undeceived. Taking 
for granted that the applause with 
which he was dismissed on the de- 
livery of the above address was a 
consent, on the part of the audience, 
to extend the stipulated number of six 
private boxes, as they stood in lb02, 
to fourteen, as" they stood previous- 
Ivto the fire in the former theatre, 
the proprietors had made their altera- 
tions accordingly, and this evening 
exhibited to the public view the front 
boxes only of the private circle thrown 
open, with a magnificent saloon at- 
tached to them, and seven still of these 
obnoxious places remaining on each 
side of the house. At an early hour 
it overflowed, and before the curtain 
rose, symptoms of dissatisfaction were 
perceivable. No sooner was the per- 
fonnance begun* than the ominous 
sounds of the O. P. tumult were again 
raised, and» cries of << No private 
lioxet,*^ The whole^ntract,” rcji^ 
dered it impossible l;Cliear the per- 
formances on At the close 

of the first act Mr I&mble came for- 
ward, when a combination of noises 
burst fd^, . baffling all attempt at 
j^acriptidii. The anger of the great- 
eat portion of . the^ populace raved in 
una|ipea^|I^Ie uproar, wl^ the ^ewr 
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who were more avicbus to hear him, 
marred own puipoBc by their 
incessant vdi^eradons for silence. At 
lengthy ||owe>Ter, he took advantage 
of a locid interval and began-— 

**Lai)ie^ant) Gentlemen,— I had 
the honour of addressing myself eto you 
ent tike last night of the season ; the pro- 
position I at t^t time made in the name 
^ of the proprietors for the arranffcment of 
the interior the theatre was then recei- 
ved ” 

Here, as if antidpatiiig the asser- 
tiou of their consent having been ob- 
tained, the audience redoubled their 
fury and indignation, and .amid the 
tremendous ragings of the universal 
storm, the cries of ** No, No,^^ and 
** Yes, Yes,” from the opposite par- 
, ties, and ‘‘ No private boxes” from 
both, were sometimes audible. After 
patiently soliciting attention for some 
time in yain, he at length spoke amidst 
a coivfused i^se, and with frequent 
and violent interruptions, admitting 
the existence and force of the con- 
tract, disclaiming all intention, on the 
' part of the proprietors, to violate it ei- 
ther in spirit or letter, and endeavour- 
ing to press upon them the circum- 
st^ce of Drury Lane being placed 
' by law in a better situation tlian Co- 
vent Garden, for which, upon a fair 
and candid statemeift, th^y conceived 
themselves justified in hoping from 
the public a relaxation in thdr favour 
from the severity of* the original con- 
tract, which nevertheless they admit- 
« ted, and were ready, if insisted upon, 
td abide by^ Last aeasoa,^ heaaia, he 
; EfM the hobpur of hybkg the state- 
R^nt baito the house, aud,in the full 
generous and ttoani- 
ipous aiaentv then given to dieir re- 
the proprietors had incurred 
yeey expencea for the 

puliific accosnme^bo ; and he ^ene- 


fore submitted it once more to the 
generosity and honour of the Britkh 
puUic, whether that assent was to be 
retracted, and the proprietors sub- 
jected to grievous disappointments 
and the most "serious involvements.-^ 
After this speech, of wliich the subi- 
stance was with difficulty collected 
amid the interruptions and clamour 
which it raised, Mr Kemble with- 
drew, followed by shoutings, ap- 
plauses, yells, and execrations : the 
expences alleged to have been in- 
curred by the proprietors, the popu- 
lace retorted, was their own fault, 
and their additional disappointments 
might have been avoided by adhe- 
ring to the contract, instead or acting 
upon a supposititious assent of the 
public to recede from any part of it. 
The O. P. dance was nOw renewed 
under the name of the Contract dance, 
and the opera proceeded almost un- 
heard and unnoticed, amidst the most 
horrible complication of sounds that 
were ever uttered. Incledon’s stento- 
rian melody of voice sometimes rose, 
ascending over the boisterous and disr 
sonant sounds before the curtain, and, 
strange to say, in consequence of an 
CHC^ef he sung again — 

How lu’.ppy could I be with either, 

Y^cre * *''^iher dear charmer away, 

though npt without much interrup- 
tion 5 but the greatest part was redu- 
ced to dumb show, and the singing of 
Mrs Dichons and Mrs Clwlea Kem- 
l^e>ast;pmpletelylost in the mewings 
and; mock amging in the pit and up- 
per boxe^ A party had poasesrion 
of the centre of the pit, who stood 
up during theperformantfe with their 
hats on, as waa the qsstoxh dtuing 
the foitner O- P. not* and who, when 
the act w^ end^, quietly fosumed 
their fook m their hats, 
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The afterpiece was totally unheard, 
and the curtain finally draped at a 
quartei past ten. Mr Kemble not 
seeming inclined again to come for- 
ward, three groans were for 

him from the pit and upper boxes ; a 
calm succeeded the storm, and the 
house was quickly cleared. 

The play bills of the following 
day were accompanied by the follow- 
ing notice 

To THE Public. 

“ With the utmost concern the pro- 
prietors feel themselves compelled to 
make this address to the justice of the 
public. 

In an appeal to the town at thq close 
of last season, a full and distinct descrip- 
tion was given of the alterations propo- 
sed to be made in tlie new theatre. This 
appeal was honoured with the general 
approbation of a very crowded audience; 
and the proprietors, on the faith of this 
approbation, at a heavy additional ex- 
ence (which they could but ill afford) 
ave completed those alterations. 

** Tlie new theatre (with much more 
space in the public boxes, and general 
accommodation in every respect impro- 
ved) is now re$t<^ed to the same arrange- 
ment with thfd; of the old theati;e be- 
fore the fire. And the public certainly - 
will not desire, that the proprietors, with 
all their additional heavy incumbrances, 
should be reduced to a more disadvanta- 
geous situation than they stood in before 
that affiicting calamityr There is notone 
more annual box now than there was in 
the old theatre, and to that number for 
many years tliere never was heard the 
slightest oljectioi). 

** The proprietors throw themselves on 
and liberality of 
foglishineA, and, In return the great 
aniuety, expence, and responsibily^ which 
they have cheerfully encounter^ in or- 
der to cont^ute on an exten^ve scale 
to the theatrical entertainments of the 
metii^li^ they respectfully solicit the 
pamnage and support^^ the public.^ 


This respectful appeal, however, to 
the liberahty of the audience, proved 
to be ill-timed and ineffectual ; a ri- 
ffid determination to have the contract 
Fulfilled to the very letter animated 
the public beyond the hope of relax- 
ation and' oppo4tfou increased 
nightly in powerand in tumult. H oruji, 
rattles, placards, and caricatures, be- 
came more abundant than ever ; and 
every individual of the Kemble family 
was made the signal and object for 
the concentrated force of indignant 
vituperation. Mr Kemble each night 
made variouB attempts to address and 
appease the fury of the mob, hut 
never with good^ and Bometiines with 
most unlucky effect. The evening 
subsequent to tlie publication of the 
above address, having, in the charac- 
ter of Penniddock, with difficulty 
obtained a pause of attention, he be- 

f an by saying, that he felt a great 
eal of unaffected apprehension that 
his addressing the audience bo often 
would be deemed an intrusion ; and, 
after being assured to the contrary, 
proceeded,— 

^‘Lahies AND Gentlemen,— S ince k 
came to the theatre, and wliilst preparing 
for the cliaracter in which I am now apr 
earing, I was informed that a report had 
eeu circulated, that it was intended to 
convert two of the upper-boxes, (pigeon 
holes) which have been shut up, into pi i- 
vate boxes; 1 assure you that there b no 
truth in the report, and tliat tiic only rea- 
son they were shut up, was for the purpose 
of more e^ectuallyventiluiingthe houtfc’* 

A gCrtCral burst of teughtcr and hiss- 
ing at thi$ unfoituhate piece of in- 
formation prewented his proceeding, 
and heightened the indignant spirit 
which before prevailed too strongly. 
After’ a few more abortive efforts to 
assure them that the proprietors had 
no fWtention of incrensmgthe nunabei 
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of private voice became 

lost amid the umveiial shouts of No 
Jesuits tHe ‘‘Contract, Contract i** 
he bowedy and the play went on, or 
rather seined to go on ; for this ad* 
drees^ instead of tranquillizing, in- 
Orett'^ed the discord to an incontrolla- 
We pitch for the remainder of the 
night. The unlucky e3^;cu8c of ven- 
tflation, was considered in the light 
of a trick and evasion, and the plea 
regarded as a hoax^ and an insult to 
the feelings of the public. 

After a few evenings more, the 
settled and organized system of op- 
position leaving tlie proprietors no 
hope of picserving their encroach- 
ment upon the contract, and finding 
thcmselvcvs roundly accused of a sub- 
tle and dishonourable breach of it, 
they issued tfie following address, to 
the cgmpromiaingmoderatioii of which 
they trusted there would be no ob- 
jection ; — 

‘‘ The Pi oprictors of tiie Theatre-Royal 
Covent- Garden, in justification of them- 
selves, do solemnly disavow any intention 
' of violating the contract made last season 
with regard to iht; annual boxes, 

“ Some time before the close of the sea- 
son, they called on such gentlemen as 
they knew of tlio committee, with whom 
the a. -j-eenicut, specifying that only three 
annual VK)xes on each side of the third 
circle of the theatre were to bentained, 
wa;? made, and distinctly informed them 
that thc> were ready to carry that agree- 
ment, if insisted on, stl'ictly into exc^i^a- 
thm ; but, at the same time, told them, 
ns the legislature, m the act fot rebuilding 
TlijBatre, hod recognized tlie 
right of r jetting 4p»ual boxes, and as, by 
the ngr^ement, Sfery §reat loss would be 
^ulfcreij l>y the proprietors, with scarcely 
nny advant^ ^he general ac- 

bf the town, that they 
hop£*d, on a fair und open appeal to the 
lihemlitv of the public, the ri^djperform* 
fcnee of tJnit ^eaty WQuW be dispensed 


with. The proprietors accordingly, on 
the concludhig night of the season, made 
this appeal They acknowledged the 
contract which they had formed; but 
solicited, as a boon from the public, to 
be relieved from the weight of some |>Brt 
of it, and to retain the same nirmber of 
annual Imes as was in the old theatre 
before the fire. The general sentiment 
of the whole audience, expressed in loud 
applauses and acclamations, granted this 
boon. On the faith of that sentiment in 
the public, so expressed, the proprietors 
employed the whole summer in making 
very ^.xpensive alterations in the theatre; 
on rtie fmth of that sentiment, ^hey let the 
eight annual boxes in queb^tion for the pre- 
sent season, and immediately applied the 
rent received for them to the payment of 
part of the heavy debt theyjiud incurred, 
in consequence of their zeal and exertions 
in erecting for the metropolis of their 
country confessedly the finest theatre in 
e. 

he proprietors could not foresee nor 
imagine that, at the opening of the thea- 
tre, another audience would demand the 
reversal of the grant unanimously con- 
ferred upon tliem by a fprmcr one. Most 
sincerely they regret their unfortunate 
mistake. No consideration, however, of 
emolument will induce them to risk the 
peace of the theatre and of the metropo^ 
lis. They therefore do explicitly declare, 
that bext seasons (when they will 
have returned mto their possession) the 
eight annua; boxes shall be given up, and 
let out to the public at large as ni^tly 
boxes. 4nd the proprietors request thus 
much indulgence of the public, as 
only means of extricating them from their 
present embarrassed situation/’ 

In consequenceof this address there 
was a general expectation that eofrie 
explanation, relative to the existing 
dispute, would take place, and that^an 
amicable adjustment might be the re- 
sult t but this modification was as un- 
acceptable, and as unsatitfactory to 
the Shylocka of the, pit, ae thefor- 
mcr, , , , . ■ , 
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By my soul I swear, 

There is no power in the tongue of man 
To alter iner»^I stay here on my bond/*, 

was the favourite placard of die even- 
ing, and formed the banner round 
wmch they fought with unanimous 
and determined spirit for their riglUs 
and liberties^ 

On the rising of the curtain^ the 
business commenced with the conti- 
nued cries of ** Kemble, Kemble, 
Manager, Kemble,” and not a word 
^of the Suspicious Husband was to 
be lieard. A gentleman in the second 
circle of boxes pinned a placard on 
^ the front of them, inscribed, We 
demand nothing but the contract,” 
which was hailed with enthusjastic 
cheers ; and a person in the thim cir- 
cle, who had just before rendered him- 
self conspicuous by quarreling with 
several gentlemen in an adjoining box 
who had called for Kemble, descend- 
ed to the box where the placard had 
been fixed ; but it having, ia the 
• mean time, been thrown into the pit, 
he, in the most frarless and extraordi- 
nary manner, climbed over the front 
of the box, lowered himself by aid 
of the lustre and the pillar of the 
box below, jumped into the* pit, 
obtained possession of the placard, 
marched off with it in triumph out 
of the pit door, and rctamed to his 
former situation jn the thiid circle of 
boxes. 

The cry was still for Kemble, and 
Kemble not appearing, it was deter- 
mined no other person on the stage 
should be heard. At last, after 

S ’ se qf the fourth act, Mr K^ble 
come \ the wild, and deafening yeH 
of battle was instantly changed to 
one as deafening for silence ; silence 
obtained, Mf Kemble began by say-

hofjed bv the proprietors, that tlm address 
which they had the honour of making to

Loud clamours ensued, and a efe- 
mand to know what was meant by the 
term ‘^nightly boxes T^^Obtaming 
another little pause of attention^— 

*• The boxes,” sakl Mr Kemble, “ which 
after the present season”—— 

Again the clamour rose, and out- 
cries of Explain, explain,” No 
shuffling,” No Jrauits,” prevented 
for some time all possibility of Mr 
Kemble's proceeding ; he at length 
caught an opportunity of directly 
stating,— 

“ What is meant by the term is, that 
they will be thrown open to ihe public, 
the same as the otlier boxen.” 

This unequivocal explanation was 
received with loud applauses. A gen- 
tleman in the pit, who had been ac- 
tive in requiring it, again addressed 
Mr Kemble ; the substance of his 
speech, collected amid the noise and 
interruptions in which it wjis deliver- 
ed, was, that avS a given time was 
now fixed by the proprietors for 
their performance of the contract 
'With the public, and as the additional 
rice of admission to the boxes had 
een conceded by the public upon 
the express condition that the private 
boxes should be thrown open, the 
proprietors had no right to demand 
that additional 'price, until such time 
as they had fulfilled the other part of 
the contmet ; therefore it was now 
demanded of them, that they ibould . 
again reduce the.jiriiie of admission 
to the boxes tq six shillings, until they 
threw open to the public the lull 
number of boxes stipulated in the 
contract/' A tremendous noi’ic fol- 
lowed this address, ?ujd Yes, yc^,” 

« No, no,” and applauses and hisses 
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were so intemiogli^ that it was im- 
possible to ascertintl the real opinion 
of the m^ority. Mr Kemble, in an 
interval of nilence obtained with great 
diffictilty and by long patience, again 
proccfdedr-*- 

“ Ladiks Xno Oei^tlemkji,— I have 
now to entreat fwm your candour a pa- 
tient hearing. Some persons who now 
compose part of the present audience, 
were f>robahly present on the hurt: night 
of the late season when I ad<lre»sed 
the house ; 1 hod tlien tlie honour to 
state” 

Here the uproar was renewed with 
. redoubled violence ; Off, off, off,*' 
was reiterated with unabating fury, 
and Mr Kemble, finding his efforts 
ineffectual and hopeless, bowed and 
retired. 

The uproar of uproars succeeded. 
The pit, which formerly had been the 
point of popular strength, was now 
joined by the boxes and the galleries ; 
the cntiix* house was one universal 
scene of infuriate opposition ; unlike 
aU ftirmer nights, no jpause was given 
to the ribt j—shrickiJig, screanung, 
bellowing, — every horrid and 
sound, vocal and instrumeuta], which 
ingenuity could devise to exalt the 
power of noise, and render dissonance 
demoniacally dreadful, was exerted 
without the smallest intermission; 

Contract, contract,” was heard con- 
tinually resounding aixudat the din, 
and the dance was pcifonned with fu- 
rious gesticulations. Placards were 
incessantly elevated, amongLwhich the 
following were cheered wiin the most 
* liriredous s^is^action

^‘What do ye want?* Answer, Six 
private boxes instoad of fourteen.” 

About twenty minutes after ten o'- 
clock the curtain dropped ; the first 
of the above placards was again hotst- 
God save the King” sung— 
cheers and groans given for the respec- 
tive parties — ^the contract again dan- 
ced,— after which the organised and 
determined populace separated quiet- 
ly, promising to be at their post again 
on tlte following evening ; but the pro- 
prietors, seeing the impossibility of re- 
sistance, yielded very wisely to a pub- 
lic, who, by the manner in which they 
fought the battle, showed their deter- 
mination to be satisfied with nothing 
less than a decisive and complete victo- 
ry ; they conceded thepoint in dispute, 
and instantly restored that tranquilli- 
tj 80 essential to their own intciest. 
On Tuesday, the 18th September, a 
notice wat: issued that the theatre 
would be shut for the remainder of 
the week, in. order to make the ne- 
cessary alterations for the immediate 
fulfilment of the contract, and that 
on Monday the 24th,, it would be 
re-opent|^ with the retention of only 
three pivate or annual boxes on each 
side, : , . . . ' , . 


f We ire warranted to stiite, in reference to this obnoxious phrase, that when 
Mr Kemble used it, it was hfs purpose to have difiiVered himself as fbllo^ : What 
do you waht,‘ iht praprieiors mil refttse But a burst of mdupoatiob, certain- 
ty in tlua inatimeo e^fua^ prec^tate and unwamntedi^interruptad his address, and' 
gave an ^peanmen of hostility and disrespect to what Has mewivby the ispcdcer to 
be coxiclliatory and ^ ^ ' 
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On Monday the 24^^ accordingly, 
the house was re-opened 5 the obnoxi- 
ous boxes were all removed, and every 
demandof the public strictly complied 
with. The theatre was crowded long 
before the coinmencement of the play. 
On the rising of the stage lamps, a 
peal of applause arose, ana “ God save 
the King'^ was called for and played, 
the audience standing and uncovered ; 
and when the curtain was drawn up, a 
shout of amity and approbation was 
given, as loud as any of the angry ones 
of former nights. The performers were 
greeted at their i-especftive entrances 
with three times three, as if fuUy to 
ratify the peace thus happily conclu- 
ded, after which the entertainments 
proceeded, «Hthmit any interruption 
but what arose from appropriate ap- 
plause. 

During the performance of the 
opeia, which was the Exile, a few 
characteristic applications of the text 
of the play to tueir own feelings were 
made by the audience ; and especially 
where Blanchard, as the Governor of 
Siberia, asked, Did I ever say a thwg 
should be done, that it was not al- 
most immediately performed and 
asserted, “ that he carried hft point 
always by being noisy, active, and 
clamorous f tliat mild milk and water 
fclbwa could never succeed j but that 
he got on by uproar, as he made 
those he had to deal with “give any 
thing to stop his noise, the house 
was coiivuls^ with laughter. 

The throwing open the right box- 
es fUside anit^rovement which could 
scarcely be imagined by those who 
had not ac^ k ; instead of the long 
row; of private boxes, either empty 
or thinly attended, 'and {Spreading a 
dreary ui^sodal aspect over that part 
house, they w^now crowded 
fashionable compCM^y, and add- 
ed most powerfully to the animadon 


and brilliancy of the magnificent coup 
d* ceil presented by an extensive and 
crowded theatre. 

Thbs finally terminated this long- 
prcKracted contest, of which the por- 
tion we have just recorded certainly 
involves the propriety in a degree 
of *blame which did not attach to 
them in the former part, mentioned 
in Our last year's Register. We cer- 
tainly wished that the remuneration 
for tneir enormous expendittire (just 
and moderate as it did, and does yet, 
appear to us, ) should have been attain- 
ed, and by no means allow the right 
or justice of the power claimed by 
the public, to enforce their own re- 
gulation 8 of the prices to be paid for 
a thing of optional, and not neces- 
sary purchase ; but after the proprie- 
tors had admitted this power, and 
subscribed to a contract with them, 
the imprudence betrayed in endea- 
vouring to infringe it, or in soliciting 
a relaxation of its terms, could not 
hope for approbation or support. 
That such scenes may never be re- 
peated, we heartily hope ; but as, 
from the present termination of them, 
there seems to be no hindcrance to 
their refiowal on any fancy of the 
people, wc cannot help expressing our 
Opinion that the subject is wortn the 
serious consideration of persyias qua- 
lifted by their talents and profession 
to discover the most likely effectual 
preventive of such mischief. If suclt 
voluntary exercise of turbulent power 
be inseparably connected with the 
people when forming an audience iu 
ft theatre, the^ propriety of si^ffering 
theatres to^ exist may he question- 
ed ; for there can be little doubt that 
such a power, abstractly considered, 
is contrary to all law and justice, and 
pregnant with important and danger- 
ous conte^quenccfi. If it be found 
that theatres must exist, and that so- 
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ciety in its present state cannot do 
without sucl^ establishments, itis sure- 
ly worth the while of government to 
examine the possibility of enforcing 
the mdbtl^nance of good order, and 
of cc^pfng the ^►xpression of popu- 
lar .opinion, an^ the exercise of popu- 
j^tdgment, exclusively to the enfer- 
tainments exhibited in them ; of devi- 
aihg .some coercive authority, which 
should be acknowledged and could be 
executed, by which popular interfe- 
rence on other points might l>e instant- 
ly suppressed, and punished as une- 
quivocal and tangible violations of the 
law; ajjd, in short, of leaving no 
power of jurisdiction to the people, 
but merely over the merits of the plays 
and the abilities of the actors. 

It may perhaps be remarked here, 
that nothing can more forcibly sug- 
gest the necessity of extending the 
number of theatres than the late ri- 
ots. There are several things, the 
very numeb of which operate upon 
English minds as watch-words to 
alarm and opposition ; sucli as ‘‘ Li- 
berty,’' ** Reform,” Monopoly,” 
&c*, the last of which, the people ima- 
gined, w^sacmating theproprietors of 
Coveiit-Garden Theatre, and that an 


A new and unsuccessful afterpiece, 
called The Bridal Ring,^ was produ- 
ced on the l6th of October, The 
plot is founded upon the story of the 
two Emilys, in Mias Lec^s Canter- 
bury Tales, but ill executed, both in 
the conduct and the dialogue. Some 
very showy scenery, a dance, and two 
or three mclo-dramatic kind of situa- 
tions, could not save it from that fate 
which it merited, for its general va- 
pidity and dulness. Mr Young and 
Mrs Charles Kemble contrived, by 
their excellent acting, to keep the au- 
dience in a patient humour to the con- 
clusion, when, in spite of a very strong 
stand made in its favour by the au- 
thor’s friends, it was most roughly 
handled, and in a very few nights it 
finally expired. 

About this period the theatre sus- 
tained a very important loss, by the 
emigration of Cooke to America, 
and his departure was marked by 
circumstances sufficiently singular to 
coincide with the general eccentri- 
city of his chafacter. Mr Cooke, 
just previous to his leaving this coun^ 
try, was at Liverpool, fulfilling a 
summer engagement with the mana- 
gers of that theatre, and under con-

WBB said that the arrival of Gustavus, 
King of Sweden, (tmcog. as Count 
GottorpJ was occasion of thia 
piece being brought forward. It is 
merely a conversion of Mr Dimond’s 
play of the Hero of the North into 
an opera, ~a dawdling la^iy opera- 
tion executed by the author himself^ 
by which what was before effemi- 
nate, is now emasculated, and the non- 
sensical affectation of the Della Crus- 
can poetaster added to the sickly and 
inflated trash of a girlish novel writer. 
The music was by Kelly, and no ex- 
pence was spared on the scenery and 
decorations; aided by .these attrac;- 
tions,^it ran (to use the theatrical 
phrase) for several nights. 

On December 11th, a new ftree, 
from the pen of Mr Colman, was 
brought forward, under the whimsical 
title of X. Y. Z., the plot of which 
is principally dependant upon a dou- 
ble equivoque^ a source of dramatic 
humour which this author, inheriting 
perhaps in some degree from his fa- 
ther, manages with uncommon skill 
and neatness. The equivoque ari- 
ses from two advertisements, suppo- 
sed to have been inserted in the Morn- 
ing Herald and the Morning Rost, 
under the signature which gives the 
title to t^.e piece ; one is from AU- 
dross, tile manager of the Philadel- 
phia theatre, (Fawcett) who withes 
to engage a female performer, ^nd the 
other from Nbddy Bray, (Liston) a 
booby country sauire, who wishes to 
engage a wife. By a ^urse of cross 
purposes, the manage is inti^duoe^ 
to Gnibbleton, an aUdmey, who mis- 
takes liim for N«ddy Bray^ sail’d con- 
sents, upon certain conditions; tq give 
him for a wife his ward J 
Neddy gets introduced to Dora Mu 
well, a fat and tragic heroine, (Mrs 
Davenport) who mistakes him for 
the manager. These cross-grained 
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interviews are productive, as may be 
supposed, of considerable point and 
much merriment— the vrhole intent 
of the piece ; it is slightly woven up- 
on a slight and common -place love 
story, and aims neither at good wri- 
ting or novelty of story. The author 
wished only to shew his skill in rai- 
sing bughter ; and the inordinate 
peds which attended the exliibition 
^of his farce, proved his skill supreme. 
\ After the second night of this farce, 
injunction was obtained in the 
Court of Chancery against the fur- 
^ ther performance of iu The applica- 
tion was made by Mr Morris, one of 
the proprietors of the Hay-Market 
Theatre, on the ground of a contract ; 
by which it was stated that Mr Col- 
man, tlie author of the piece, w^as 
bound to give to that theatre the ad- 
vantage of every new dramatic pro- 
duction of his pen. It was answered, 
on the part of t.lie proprietors of Co- 
vent-Garden Theatre, that they lutd 
* bespoke and paid for the piece, and 
that they had no concern with any 
private agreement between Mr Col- 
man and the proprietors of another 
theatre ; nor were they served yvith 
notice of such contract till after they 
had advanced 2001. to Mr Colman, 
and made preparations for the per- 
formance of tlje farce. 

Since the departure of Cooke, his 
characters had remained unattempted ; 
no new advent uretB came to try their 
strength in the parts that he had 
left unoccupied, and Kemble only 
revived the Merchant of Venice, and 
appealed in Shylock, while lu$ sis- 
ter supported tne character of Por- 
tia. Tne shadowy graces, and the 
pleasing levities of airy colloquy, ne- 
ver were esteemed very suitable to 
the gr^d and majestic nature of Mrs 
Siddons’s powers, and Portia has un- 
fortunately "a considerable portion of 


these to display ; in tliesc passages, 
therefore, an actress more calculated 
to display the flexible manners of le- 
gitimate comedy, may be conceived 
and found; but in the celebrated judg- 
ment scene she puts to^ silence the 
cavila of criticism, and stands sublime 
upon her solitary eminence of excel- 
lence. The enunciation of the apos- 
trophe to Mercy, is a masterpiece of 
declamation* 

Mr Kemble’s Shylock, arduous and 
minutely laboured, yet fails to pro- 
duce the effect which his rival always 
produced* The character is not quite 
congenial to tlie peculiarities of Mr 
Kemble’s excellencies ; there is no 
display to be made of tiie reflneraent 
of metaphysical research, no oppor.. 
t unity oi embodying abstract enormi' 
ties, and giving form and life to ex- 
tra-n at Uraland exaggerated grandeur. 
Shylock is a character of common 
life, acted upon by the harshest pas« 
sions in their harshest state, and the 
recollection of Cooke, whose iron ma- 
lignity of features and rigorous ex- 
pression were in this instance so sub- 
servient to the poet’s fancy, contri- 
buted to operate against the impres- 
sion of Kemble’s Jew. The applause, 
however, which he received w^as not 
more than adequate to his deserts, 
and nothing could evince more clearly 
how patiently and profoundly Mr 
Kemble studies his art, than his ex- 
hibition of Bucfi a portrait under so 
ma^ disadvantages* 

This, vfith a new pantomime for 
the Christmas holidays^, is all of .no- 
velty worthy notice wftbin the year. 
A sort of immemorial usage has pre- 
scribed, that at that period shall be 
produced something ia the shape of 
a pantoihima or spectacle, but more ^ 
peculiarly the former, for the gniti- 
fleation and delight of the holiday 
folks in the galleries ; and as panto- 
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xniflaei are oeic<^rily founded upon 
the Jovea awfd hair-'breadth escapes of

The ample extern of room, and 
tJhft perfection of all the mechanical 
apparatus of the stage department of 
the present theatre, however, removes 
every obstacle to the execution of the 
most wanton invention of the panto- 
mime makers. The Scenery was mag- 
niHcent and romantic in the extreme ; 
and a bull-iight at Cadiz, with real 
dogs, but a most wonderfully decep- 
tive piece of mechaivisni to represent 
the bull, and the launch of a hrst-rate 
ship of war, with all the attendant 
crowds and circumstances of such 
events, was exhibited' with a truth 
that would be thought impracticable 
by such as never witnessed them, and 
pi^uced a powerful and unabating 
effect duinng its course of representa- 
tion.

ty until the final denouement, which 
exposes his real and^ villainous cha- 
racter. In Massinger, the excess of 
LrUte's humility gives us the first sus* 
piciOn of his hypocrisy, and renders 
our doubts a source of deep interest ; 
and though, until the last disclosure, 
out confirmed knowledge of the cha- 
racter is suspended, yet it is done 
with so much art, and our anxiety 
kept alive by such frequent little 
lights, which gldnce at.the truth, and ‘ 
are closed again, that the catastrophe 
which relieves us from our uncertain-* 
ty has double the effect of the bald,^ 
unconnected, and incredible change 
from honesty to villainy, in which 
Sir lames Bland Burgess has chosen 
to exhibit the originally masterly de- 
lineation of Luke Frugal. 

It did not succeed ; for, in addition 
to its beir^ badly altered, it was badl^ 
acted. Mur Raymond was the hero of 
the piece, and Mrs Edwin, whose abi- 
lities are not of the first rate, bad a

fair trash intruded upon the public, 
(in spite of their dislike and indig- 
nation,) under the title of Jack the 
Giant-killer ; a very inferior and com- 
paratively unsuccessful opera, •Oh 
this Love, from the pen of Ken. 

11 y, who once gave good hopes of 
better things ; another amphibious 
production (not easily to be classed 
under tragedy, comedy, farce, or pan- 
tomime,) of that amphibious artist 
Mr Pocnck, who divides his time, 
•it seems, belween making piclurca 
and two-act pieces for the Lyce- 
um^ — we sincerely hope his paint- 
ings are better tluiu liis farces. Nei- 
ther the merits of the piece, nor the 
limits allotted to the present article, 
•will suffer us to do more than notice 
that another English opera, called 
Plots, or the North Towvr,. from 
the rapid manufactory of Mr Arnold, 
was performed, September Sd, — a 
compound of baby romance, babyish-

ces of the like nature, done to exhv- 
bit the versatility of to 

whose quick- and perfect assumption 
of. various characters it was chuetty 
indebted for the success it met with. 

The second season of the Lyceum 
Opera company closed upon the I 5 th 
Septembez*, with a long address from 
Mr Raymond, the acting manager, 
which, as it contains the nature and 
intention of the institution, it is but 
fair to give in his own words .

“ In a period of tfurteen weeks, three 
n(Av operas, three new musical entertnin- 
incnts, and two revived pieces, have re- 
ceived the stamp of your approhation ; 
aw exertion, coiHidering the expeuce and 
mental labour necessary to render them 
worthy of your applause, which no other 
theatre in this metropolis has at any time 
paralleled. 

“ This, Ladies and Gentlemen, has been 
done to fulfil the pRomises held forth at 
the close of last season, • that every ex- 
ertion should he made to render the 
English Opcfti worthy the protection of 
the English nation,* You have honour^l 
those exertions with your Hj^lause. -md 
the proprietors nro^tisfied and eiateliiK 

*fh one particular, which relates to 
tlie English Opera, I wish to !>e clearly 
and dtJitinCtjy understood. It is the <le- 
sire of proprietors to emulate and 
fXC-'J, not injure, any other establish- 
ment of the, same ibnn ; and while they 
thus candidly tieelare their intentions. 
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tliey rrspcctfiiUy solicit ynur future sup- 
port. A national institulion, vijicli hnliis 
forth promises of protfTtion, ic\vnr(l,iind 
encouragement to nationnl tilcuf. must 
be fully supportcii bv ii national feeling ; 
and ifa tithe-part of that patronage hich 

bestowed a foreign establishment, 
by the wealtliy part of tliis proud and 
ha{)py country, should ever be extended 
lo our native opera, then is there every 
fair promise that l^nglish talent shall not 
only equal, but excel, tliat which, at so 
enormous an expence, is yearly imported 
from a foreign land. 

“ SatisfiiHi with the encouragement 
which your liberality hiis bestowed on 
the exertions already made, the proprie- 
tors pledge themselves to continue those 
c\ertif»ns, and that no (‘xpence shall be 
spared to procure autl cherish talent, 
wluTcvcr it niiiy be found ; and they 
have no doubt but that, where honour- 
ohle emulation shall prevail, and where 
a desire to please is seen by^ou to exist 
in firoprietors, as well as , performers, 
your future cucourageauent will be such 
as to enable them to make the English 
Olvera a national ornament. 

“ In the name of the proprietors, loa- 
ches and Gentlemen, and of the perforni- 
cia, who, individually, have requested me 
t(j return their sincere thanks for the kind 
jitteiition and applause with wliich you 
Jiave honoured their labours, I respect- 
fiilly bid you farewell/' 

On the 20th September, the Drury- 
Lane company, which had ceased in 
June, recommenced their operations 
at this house, with the Hypocriti* 
and Mayor of Gifrrati, for the c- 
inainder of the year ; and it may be 
recorded, as a vci*y unuswal if not an 
unprecedented circumstance, that for 
tVo ni^ht^ September 18th and IPth, 
not a Single theatre, .was open in Lon- 
don or Westminster. 


HAY*MAnKET. 

This theatre opened the 11th June 


with the Bold Stroke for a Wife, 
My Grandmother, and The Children 
in th<* Wood, — performances whicli 
exhibited Mr Bannister in his bcbl 
strength ; and the list of the compa- 
ny w^as further adorned by the names 
of Mathews, Liston, Cbailes Kem- 
bk'i and .lones ; Mrs Glover, and 
Mrs Gibbs, with several fresh acces- 
sions from different pmvincial thea- 
tres- Miss H- Kelly, From the South- 
ampton theat re, appeared on that eveu 
ing as Florella, in My Grandmother, 
and evinced abilities, both as a singer 
and an actress, that have progressively 
exalted her in reputat ion, and conlir ru- 
ed her a considerable favourite W'ith 
thQ town, 

A Mr Stapleton, from the coun- 
try, on the 12th, tried his powers m 
the part of Dennis Brulgruddery, in 
,Tohn Bull. He met with tliat degree 
of success vvhicli mere moderate and 
inoffensive abilities cannot fail of com- 
manding in a character so calculated 
of itself to produce effect, and to en* 
gage the favour of an audience ; but 
he only added another instance of the 
almost hopeless difficulty of supply- 
ing a representative of Irishmen, when 
tlfc public shall be deprived oi the 
illimitable bea. ty and perfection of 
Johnstone's ’alineations. 

A new piay, called The Doubtful 
Son, or The Secrets of a Palace, from 
rhe pen of Mr Dimond, was brought 
forward on the 8d of July. Mr Di- 
mond, in his preface, wdth conceit at 
least equal to his abilities, tells us that 
he thinks it a good play. We are not 
altogether of his opinion ; its only 
merit, in our estimation, is a tolera- 
ble dexterity of arrangement in the 
incidents to produce theatrical effect. 
This is an art of which this wnter has 
given proofs upon many occasions ; 
but neither in his incidents nor his 
characters, is there any thing of no- 
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vtlty or genius ; — a Spanish plot, 
French story-telling and love-ma- 
king, with a few German agonies 
and German sentiments, — a second 
and worse edition of his Marquis, his 
Young Gentleman and Lady, Cham- 
ber-maid and Bertrand, ui tlic Found- 
ling of the Forest, with the addition 
of a villainous Portugueze secretary, 
make up a play, of which, after all, 
Mr Dimond is little more than the 
translator. For the approbation it 
met with, it was greatly indebted to 
the acting. Mr Charles Kemble and 
Mrs Glover, in the Marquis aiifl Mar- 
chioness, and Mr Banniftter, in a part 
far below his talents, exi*rted them- 
selves with tile greatest energy inid 
the happiest success. In the Secre- 
tary Malvogli, a Mr Sowerby was 
intiodueed for the first time to a Fon- 
don audience. He had made an iin- 
eucccsaful round through most of the 
provincial theatres, and from his not 
having Keen heard of since, we sup- 
pose he found the oft-repeated sen- 
tence of dislike, passed upon him 
through the country, confirmed in 
town. We are given to understand 
he was one of the stage-struck gen- 
tlemen who love to wear fine clothes 
and speak fine speeches, and wdio, as 
he received no profit from his labours, 
committed no very great injustice in 
imparting no pleasure by tu .m to the 
public. We have heard he has since 
wisely withdrawn himself to act his 
proper part, the gentleman in private 
life. 

The next new piece was a comedy, 
called High Life in the City, by 
Mr Eyre, of this theatre, whose only 
claim to praise for his attempt, is up- 
on the ground of the purity and use- 
fulness of his moral instruction, ‘which 
is to exhibit the ruinous consequen- 
ces that attend the absurd attempts 
to rival the splendour and expence of 


those who are pUcod above our own 
sphere by birlb and fortUM . The 
play itself, however, by ifus 

lesson is conveyed, is iioi s lulod 
to much commendation, ciihii for 
originality or good writing. In the 
first place, it is stolen without any 
modesty from a great variety of pie- 
ces still before the public. Dujil'x 
the pawn-broker, and his vulgar 
daughter, are a mere transcript of 
Toby and Clementina Allspice, in 
Morton*?! Way to get Marrieii ; Cap- 
tain Frazer is Captain Melville, m 
the Man of the World ; and L:‘dy Ja- 
net is a miserable appropriatioi- Lo a 
most miserable purpose, or rat in r to 
no purpose, of Lady Rodolpha, - i the 
same play. Indeed, we could disco- 
ver no reason whatever why Lady 
Janet’s changing her Englisli dialect 
to the Scottish ohould pLip,ue her hus- 
band, or why she should talk Scotch 
at all, except to bring in the Irish- 
man’s joke of her shooting with a 
doubled-barrelled gun.” As fov’tlie 
Irishman, he is a laborious copy of 
every Irishman we* n*member, i'Mvu.g 
out Irish humour arid Irish wit. Tlie 
only character in which an ati.en- 
-at novelty was any way succei.sFnl, 
was Crastinus, an absent man, nho, 
by putting every thing olf till to- 
morrow, involves himself in engage- 
ments which he cannot fiiltil, contra- 
diction 9 which he cannot reconcile, aiicl 
difficulties that he cannot escape from j 
the effects were often very ludicrous 
and well brottght out. The recep: ion 
of the piece the first night upon 
whole was unfa vourz^ble, •but it was 
afterwards repeated several times with 
moderate approbation. 

August 7th, a new burlesque tra- 
gic opera in one act, entitled Bombas- 
tes Furioso, was performed, in winch 
the irresistible comic power of Liston 
in the 9iock heroic had full scope to 
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display it self. Mathews and T ay lor, 
lliough by ro inean^ equal to him, 
gave excellent clleet lo tlicir parts ; 
Misfi H. Kelly was the only female 
performer. The music is an adapta- 
tion of some of the favourite and fa- 
sliionable airs to burlesque parodies 
of favourite songs. Liston imitated 
a highly celebrated female singer 
with great comic effect, and a trio be- 
tween him, Mathews, and Miss Kelly, 
to the tune of *‘01i Lady Euir,*' gave 
great delight, and was repeated amidst 
universal laughter. The geiiei-al 
whimsicality of the piece was always 
highly relished throughout its fre- 


quent repetitions for the remain dei oi 
the season. 

On September the l.^th, this thea- 
tre closed with an address from Mr 
Charles Kemble, stating, that al- 
though an extension of one month 
had been recently added to the annu- 
al licence, many obstacles prevented 
them from now enjoying the advan- 
tage of the grant, and therefore the 
present season must terminate this 
evening; returning thanks in the name 
of the proprietors and performers, he 
withdrew, and w'ith the cvenlng^s per- 
formances the season accordingly con- 
cluded. 


SCOTTISH DRAMA. 


Wr: have little to select for par- 
ticular notice in this yeai 's account 
of our own theatre, but must not 
omit to pay the tribute of general 
praise to Mr Siddons, for his steady 
perseverance in tlic system of proprie- 
ty, coirectncss, and liberal vanety, 
with which he began Ins managerial 
career. To an established company, 
more numerous than any other thea- 
tre possesses out of Lor.de.u, were 
added, in continual succession, per- 
former ^ of ( minence from the mtiro- 
polis ; and the scer/ery and dec( .atioiis 
of e\cry new pii'^'e that v-as adopted 
from London, (for we had none, du- 
img the season, of northern original) 
were in theeUtmpst degree tasteful and 
magi^ificcnt,* 

Among the performers who ap- 
peared Tor the first time before the 
Edinburgh public, Mr Braham was 


tlic most conspicuous. The wide- 
spread and pro-eminent fame of his 
abilities, haa a most powerful efFec?t 
upon our minds ; and the crowd to wit- 
ness his first appearance was, at least, 
as great as any we ever remember up- 
on a similar occasion. It was scarcely 
jfossible that aiiy positive merit could 
in experif r^c fulfil tlie demands of the 
fervid evpcctati»)ii excited by'the re- 
port of his excellence, and consequent- 
ly, notwitiistiuiding his undoubted su- 
periority, some sensation of disap- 
pointment was certainly felt at his 
general performance of the Seraskier, 
in the Siege of Belgrade. The sen- 
sation, however, was dhort-lived, and 
not at all detrimental to his subse- 
quent perfect success ; for It arose, not 
from nis deficiencies, but from the 
vague and unbounded ardour of our 
imagifiations. Disappointment soon

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subsided, and the sweetness and sci- 
ence, the power, the taste, and the exe • 
cut ion of Mr Braham’s singing, left us 
astonished and enchanted. He played 
18 nights, during which he sung the 
greatest part of his favourite songs ; 
and those wTiich had been most pro- 
ductive of delight elsewhere, were of 
course, from the operation of the 
same general causes, most vSiicccssful 
liere. The rapturous feelings produ- 
ced by his ornate ballads, such as 

My heart with Love is beating,” 
Fair Ellen,” “ The bewildered 
Maid,” Young Henry,” See, cer- 
tainly could not be excec«led in any 
audience ; neitlicr could the beauty 
of his celebrated Polact'a, SaiS a 
smile to a Tear,” and many of his 
more elaborate pieces, be more keen- 
ly relished, or more justly apprecia- 
ted. — Mr Braham opened with the 
Seraskier, on Saturday the 15lh of 
DeceirAcr ; and closed with a kind 
.of melp.ngCy on Saturday the 12th of 
January. 

Aftcran interval of^bout ten years, 
we had again the pleasure of behold- 
ingMr John Kemble and it is equal- 

ly honourable to the taste of this city, , 
and to the high-toned and classic 
grandeur of Mr Kemble’s powers, 
that at no pcj iud of his life, iy no thea- 
tre whatever, has his rec ']»u'on been 
more ardent, or his snccrr.s more com- 
plete and constant. It is decidedly our 
opinion, that in no one inaiance is his 
excellence abated ; on the contrary, 
in those characters where his excel- 
lence peculiarly consists, we perceive 
tlie tneDowne^s, the refinement, the* 
contiiuially nearer approach to perfec- 
tion, wliich time always enables genius 
that never sleeps in its exertions to ac- 
complish, until arrested by natural de- 
cay. Of this Kemble exhibits not 
the slightest symptom ; hi&.figure is as 
fit.e as ever, and its action as firm ; and

the general impression of Ids appeal - 
ance, altogether as vigorous as in his 
earlier years. It is umwcrssary, after 
what we have already said of him in 
other places, to enter farther into an 
analysis of his abilities ; tlieir strcngtli 
and their weakness have been suflici- 
entlyVanvasscd. Common Natun-, in 
her common walks, iifTords Kemble’s 
talents no opportunities of liappy ex- 
ertion ; she must be enlarged, or 
perhaps rather distorted, and delight 
to rove mysteriously through all the 
wild, unfrequented, and entangled 
paths ©f feeling and understanding, 
before he will deign to accompany 
her. It is therefore needier, o to ob- 
serve, that his most powerful effoits 
were shown in the stern and allecteil 
philosophy, ^iid the buhlime, ngij, 
and scif-devotod patriotism of the sto- 
ic and republican Cato ; in the hypo- 
chondriac and sullen suvag'niess, the 
morbid and mistaken giandeur of re- 
venge, of Zanga ; in the heart-stnclw- 
eu and secfiided, but virtuous mis- 
anihropc Penruddock ; and in tliat 
highly-wrought poetical compound 
of kingly alhbition and domc'.tic ten- 
derrrefis, of grandeur, of 
and of wickedness, that slave cA hu- 
man inflacncc', and victim of unearth- 
ly agei.cies, Macbeth. 

In his Hamlet, however, we think 
he has a compc'titor who bears away 
the palm. Mr J^cmble is pruiceJy, 
is magnificent, is metaphysical ; but 
the morbidness of Hamlet is the mor- 
bidness produced by a too acute p(T- 
ception of human misery, and a too <1;- 
licdte and curious ttndeticy of it^et- 
tigation into human motives and cau- 
.scs, acting upon a disposition of un- 
commonly amiable tendernes'^ and yn - 
ceplihility; and of tendcrncys actual- 
ly exhibited as a constitutional cha- 
racteristic, Mr Kemble can never 
give a good delineation. He somc- 

and closcil on Mond.r'j v'3l1i An-'u^-t. 
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time’s, it is true, melts lis into soft- 
ness, l)y gleams of hiiniaii sensiniluy 
struggling through the stern and lof- 
ty abstractions which he si> jiovvxt- 
fuHy pourtrays ; and their eflect is 
the stronger, as iliey semn to brihg 
back the metaphysical monster to 
the feelings from wliich he has eUran- 
ged hirnselt, and to ally liini once 
more to our sympathies. But the 
feuti gs, tlie tendei nesr, of Hamlet, 
:iR- iKVvi' out of sight; his human 
afieetioMH never quit him ; and this 
child of morb'diy acute, but natural 
sensi' liity, is much more truly, ful- 
ly, and pleasingly represented by Mr 
Young. We conh'ss we never saw 
any other Hanilel lor and wdth whom 
we leJt so strongly ; for whose weak- 
I'CS’CS we chenshed buch utimixed 
pily ; \>liOvSe Bufienngs we wept over 
so frequently, and whose death wc 
lamented witli grief so like tlic grief 
of brotherly affection. But Mr Young 
is an artist of a high class, and to true 
genius 111 his ail, ho adds an unremit- 
ting energy ()f exeriKjn, and a success- 
ful activity of otudy, w hich must raise 
him to the summit of hisTprotession. 

The season, after a short interme- 
diate vacation or two, finally closed 
with one of those gross violations of 
good taste, whici. Mr Siddoiis, as pro- 
vider of the public entertainments, 
muit, in compliance with the gene- 
ral taste of the ti^nrs, however re- 
pugnant to his owMi feelings and aii- 
dcrstandiiig, sometimes be forced to 
commit ; — we mean the equestrian 
eat hibit ions, by which our dramatic 
theatres ha^e lately been degraded. 
We believe, howevcv, that in the Lon- 
don bouses they did keep tlie subor- 
dinate situation of an appendage to the 
jfllay, but here they entirely usurped 
>4tl place; and the Russian Impostor, 
Oscar and Malvina, and Timour the 
Tartar, were exalted into dramas, for 


tin* purpose of introducing the stable 
and Its inhabitantB, human and brutal, 
before a wondering audience. Were 
this rage general, Dibdin^s High- 
met th.-d Racer would be an excellent 
subject to dramatize, and make a kind 
of equestrian domestic tragedy ; while 
the EppiiigHiint and the Whip Club 
might put to shame the rattling come- 
dies of Morton and Revnoldb. We 
must, however, do Edinburgh the 
jir.ticc to nay, that it did not cncou- 
rai. t ihcse “ nexv and rrpiestrian mc~ 
la dramatic pec ta dm,'' “ these die.ad^ 
ful combats xviih real horses," and M) 
IJuds's “ xc^oaderpid uv/r horse ndirtfy^ 
breathing fhiines, and e)tveli,pcd in 
JireU P' but treated them with the 
neglect which such misplaced exhibi- 
tions should always meet with. 

Before closing tliis article, we must 
not omit to notice the complete refor- 
mation which has taken place in that 
department of the theatre of which 
we censured the conduct somewhat 
severely at the conclusion of our last 
year’s record ; but if wiir censure was 
then severe, it is but just that our 
praise should this year be proportion- 
abjy high. The orchestra of our thea- 
tre may be deemed one of its 

principal st.urces of enjoyment. 'The 
various p 'us are fitted with the ut- 
most propriety and liberality ; and 
the superiority of the taste and skill 
of the leader, Mr W. Peneon, is made 
manifest, by the excellence and varie- 
ty of the music wliich he selects, and 
the style in which he executes and 
conduct! the performance of it. On 
this point we therefore feel not mere- 
ly satisfied, but greatly delighted; nor 
is there indeed any circumstance in 
the general conduct and management 
of the theatre, but what demands, 
and receives, our most decided appro- 
bation. , 
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REVIEW OF SCIENCE. 


J^HOUGHtlie diacovcries and iiTiprove- 
miMits in science which we have to 
notice in oiir ]>resciit volume, arc in- 
ferior ju some respects to those which 
occupied our attention in that of last 
year, still they arc of considerable 
importance, and do honour btRh to 
the sALjacity and the industry of tlnjse 
philosopliers, who have not been de- 
Lerrcd^by the badness of tiic times 
from devoting' tlu ir attention to the 
improvement of the scitmccs. In onr 
last volume, we confniod ourselves 
chiefly to the scientific discoveries 
made in Great Britain ; but in this, 
in order in some measure to balance 
accounts, we shall take a pretty ac- 
curate view of the recent labours of 
men of science on the continent ; not 
neglecting, however, the improvc- 
meiiLs which may have been made in 
our own country. Our topics will 
be various# and by no means closely 
connected ^wdth each other. But that 
is the unavoidable consequence of the 
nature of our subject. We shall be- 
gin with chemistry, the science which 
at present is making the greatest 
progress, and which, on that account, 
IS the most interesting. 

I. Chemistry. 

1. In our last volume we gave an 


account of Mr Davy’s great disco- 
very of the decomj)osltioii of the Iix- 
ed alkahes, and of tbo properties ol 
the very singular metallii' i;odjcs winch 
constitute their bases. 8mce the 'pub- 
lication of Mr Davy's papers, a very 
lab(y»*ious set of experiments have I)een 
made upon the subject by 'riictiard 
andGav Lussac. These cKpenments 
to have been undertaken at the 
suggestion of Buonaparte, who took 
it ill that the French chemists should 
be eclipsed by the discovc*ries of tlic 
British philosophers. Hi furnished 
the money requisite f(;r the appara- 
tus, and is even said to have schooled 
Thcnard and Gay Lussac upon the 
subject of their experiments. Tliis, 
in some measure, accounts lor the 
style in which their book upon the 
subject, entitled RcchnxhcH Physico^ 
Chiwitiue^^ has been drawn up. A 
pompous list of their own di.^covcrics 
ib held up to view, and they are at 
great pain*li to point out their supe- 
riority over Mr Davy in a number of 
minute particulars^ of tery littli* con- 
sequence, and 4'e8pecting whn-!i the 
original discoverer was very likely to 
give results not altogether correct. 
Their work, however, contains many 
very important particulars ; and wc 
shall deduce from it a more accurate 
account of the propei ties of potasst- 
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iim anci sodium, than wc gave in our 
last volume. 

Pota>»iiiumf obtained by heating 
iron-turuin^s and potash in a coatt d 
gun-barrel, (a process diseoveted by 
rhenard and Gay Liissac, ) is a solid 
metallic body, having the brilliancy 
and the coloui of silver ; hut speedily 
tarnishing and cluiiiging into potash 
when exposed to iIk open air. At 
the teriiper.itirre of 80^ Fahrenheit, 
its spet die gravity is 0.865. ^ It 
melts \vJ:en lit ateti to the temperature 
of The potassium examined 

by I , \Ahieh lused at :i much low- 
er ten-perutUK , contained a mixture

Sodium may be obtained by the 
san;e*[)r(>ccsR as potassium ; but it is 
moie difficult to siiccicd. In colour 
it n - emhles h ad ; rl the t(.mperaturc 
<?f (i0° its specific gravity is (h9722. 
It meliB wlien heated to the tciupe- 
rature of 194". 

Potassium and sodium unite with 
epch other in any proportion, and 
form allots aluays more fusible than 
sodium, and sometimes even more 
60 than potassium. Three parts of 
sodium and one part of potassium 
form an alloy which remains fluid at 
82" ; but at — 4° cryetalli/.es into a 
brittle metaU By increasing the pi o- 
portion of sodium, the alloy becomes 
less and less fusible ; though it al- 
ways continues more fusible tnan pm,* 
sodium, and its colour likewise ap- 
proaches to that of silver. By increa- 
sing the proportion of polaTosiiim, the 
i^oy becomes more and more fusible, 
retains thit property till the pro- 
portion of potassium Js very great. 
An alloy of jthirtypaixs of potassium 


and one of sodium, melts at a tempe- 
rature between 53®4 64"4* 

Potassium and sodium arc capable 
of combining with three different pro- 
portiorif. of oxygen, and of forming 
three different oxides, which deserve 
to be particulaily described. The 
2 )rot oxide of potassium may be obtain- 
ed by keeping the metal for some time 
in a small phial, the mouth of which 
IS stopped v;ith a cork stopper. It 
dtrucii Its oxygen partly from the aii 
in il.e phial, and partly from the wa- 
ter wliich that air contains ; both of 
vvhicli are continnally and slowly re- 
new'cd tlirough the pores of the cork. 
The piotoxide of potassium is bluish 
grey, very brittle, and so combustible, 
that It often takes fire of iu own ac- 
cord on simpli exposure to the air. 
It generally lakes fire, when put into 
oxygen gas, at the temperature of be- 
tween 70" and 80". It decomposes 
water with great rapidity, and is con- 
veited into potash. 

The dvuloxide of potassium is ob- 
tained by exposing the metal to the 
action of water. This oxide is the 
well-known substance called 
which need not be described here. 
The peroxide, r,i ihhd oxide of potas- 
sium, was di covered by Thcnard^and 
Gay Luss^l j and it is the greatest 
discovery w hich they made upon the 
subject. It had been observed in- 
deed by Mr Davy, but lie considered 
it .us z protoxide f and under that title 
we described it in our last volume. 
It may be formed by burning potas- 
sium in oxygen gas. The oxygen 
wdiich it absorbs, seems to be about 
doubl the quantity which is requi- 
site to convert potassiupi into pots^.

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The p<*roxidc of potassium is yellow. 
Pleat melts it, hut with more diffi- 
culty than potash, and it crystalli/es 
ill plates oil cooling. Wlien thrown in- 
to water, a violent effervescence takes 
place, the excess of oxygen is emit- 
ted, and the oxide is changed into 
potash. When heated along with 
combustible substances, it is decom- 
posed, and the combustible is very fre- 
<|iu*ntly set un fire. This happens 
with phosphorus, sulphur, charcoal, 
potassium, tin, antimony, arsenic, 
zinc, and copper. Sometimes tfu* 
combustible unites with the excess of 
oxygen of the peroxide, whthouL oc- 
cavSioning any combust ion. This is 
the case witli bismuth, lead, irofl, and 
liydrogen gas. The peroxide of pbt- 
assiuiTi IS decomposed also when heat- 
ed in contact with ammonia, muiipatic 
acid, carbonic acid, sulphurous acid, 
and nitrous oxide. 

Sodium forms three oxides as well 
as potassium. They possess similar 
properties, and may be obtained in 
the same manner as the oxides of 
potassium. 

From the most exact experiments 
hitherto made, the composition gf the 
oxides of potassium is as follows

The rate at which the oxygen in- 
creases in these oxides h worthy of 
remark. If we represent the quan- 
tity of oxygen which unites with 1(X) 
parts of potassium to form the pro- 
toxide by ay then the qiiantity neces- 
sary for the deutoxide is and the 
quaftlity for the peroxide 1- r?. But 
the numbers which represent the quan- 
tities of oxygen necessary to consti- 
tute the respective oxides of sodium, 
are «, 2fl, S «. If wo represent the 
weight of an atom of oxygen by 7.5, 
then the wciglit of an atom of potas- 
sium will be 7.‘5, and that of an atom 
of sodium 4fk3. The oxides of pot- 
assium and sodium are composed as 
follows, (supposing o to denote an 
atom of oxygen, and p and .y an atom 
of potassium and sodium respective- 
ly :)

2. In our last volume we gave an 
account of the experiments of The- 
nard and Gay Lussac on muriatic 
acid gas, and ,thc conclusions which 
they drew from them, that this gas 
contained about -^th of its weight of 
water, vvhich was essential to its ex- 
istence in the gaseous state, and of 
which, of course* it could not be de- 
prived without losing its clastic form. 
We related also the experiments made

compound of that body and hydro- 

f cii, nearly in equal bulks, supposing 
oth constituents in the gaseous state. 
This was the oynniou w^hich had been 
entertained by 8 lIu*c1c, the original 
discoverer of oxymnriatic acid, and 
which was conceived to have been 
overturned by tlie exjierimenta of 
EertfioIIct in 1785. Davy, in conse- 
quence of adopting this theory, found 
it nccesvsa'^y to change the name of 
oxy muriatic acid. He invented for 
it the term chlorine^ in consequence 
of its green colour ; and this is the 
name by which we shall henceforth 
distinguii?]! it. 

Chionne, like oxygen, is a sup- 
porter oi combustion ; and, like oxy- 
gen, it has the property of combining 
with the greater number of the sim- 
ple bodies* With some it unites only 
in one proportion ; w'ith others in 
two ; while with some, charcoal for 
example, it docs not combine at all. 
Such is a sketch of the theory of 
Davy, which was attended with some 
difficulties when originally proposed 
But these difficulties h^ve been gradu- 
allv removed by the subsequent experi- 
ments of Davy and his brother. In this 
country, Davy’s theory of tfie nature 
of cU}ofroe and muriatic acid has been 
opposed by Me'Dallon and Mr Mur- 
ray. All our other chemical philo- 
sophers have acceded ro it, or at least 
have not opedly opposed it. Mr Dal- 
ton^e opposition ifi founded entirely 
upon hypothetical grounds, and will 
probably be laid aside upon more 
careful examination. He had formed 


an opinion that muriatic acid is a com- 
pound of 1 atom of hydrogen, and 3 
atoms of oxygen ; and chlorine, of 1 
atom of hydrogen, and 4 of oxygen, 
Davy’s theory clashed with this hy- 
pothesis, w'hich wap a favourite with 
Mr Dalton, and induced him to re- 
ject the theory altogether. 

Mr Murray’s opposition was found- 
ed upon different principles. He en- 
deavoured by direct experiment to 
deinojiStraxe the exi&,trnce of oxygen 
ao a constituent of chlorine. His ex- 
periments were objected to by Mr 
.lohn Davy, A controversy took 
place between these two gentlemen, 
which was carried on with consider- 
able keenness on both sides. The su- 
periority, in point of style and per- 
spicuity, wns on the side of Mr Mur- 
ray ;*but in point of accuracy and ex- 
perimental ingenuity, it was on the 
side of Mr John Davy. Mr Murray 
made a mixture of carbonic ox ide^ hy- 
drogen, and chloric gas, and fired it 
by electricity. He obtained a quan- 
tity of carbonic acid gas ; the oxygen 
in this gas he conceived to be derived 
fn5m the chloric gas, and hence infer- 
red that it existed as a constituent of 
that gas. Tlu se and some other cir- 
cumstancer), which appeared at first 
sight of uifficult explanation, and 
pcarcely reconcileahle to Davy’s the- 
ory, were obviated by the discovery 
of two new gases, made by Messrs 
Davy during the course of their ex- 
periments. Of these two g^ses we 
shall now endeavour to give an ac- 
count. 

3. The first of these gases is a com- 
pound of chlorine and oxygen. It 
was discovered by Mr Davy, and may 
be obtained by pouring some very di- 
lute muriatic acid upon the hyper- 
oxy muriate of potash, and then ap- 
plying a low heat. The gas is to be 
received over mercury, and ought 
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never to be collected in large quanti- 
ties at a time. At first it is always 
mixed with chloric gas ; but this 
latter gas is gradually absorbed by 
the mercury, and the new gas remains 
in a state of tolerable piinty. Mr 
Davy has given it the name of cuchlo^ 
ric gas. 

Euchloric gas has a bright yellow- 
ish green colour, much more intense 
than that of chlorine. Water absorbs 
about ten times its bulk of it. Its 
specific gravity is nearly 2.61. When 
exposed to a moderate heat, it is de- 
composed with an explosion, and con- 
verted into a mixture of chlorine and 
oxygen gas, in the proportion of two 
measures of the former to orie\)f the 
latter ; or by weight, of 32.9 chlorine 
and 7.5 of oxygen. 50 parts of cu- 
chloric gas, when decomposed in this 
manner, expand so as to become 60 
parts. 

l^ichloric gas has a smell some- 
what similar to that of burnt sugar. 
Water impregnated with it acquires 
an orange colour. When this gas is 
detonated with hydrogen, there is a 
great absorption to more than yd, and 
solution of muriatic acid is fqrmed. 
When the explosive gas is in excess, 
oxygen is always expelled ; a fact de- 
monstrating the stronger, affinity of 
hydrogen for chlorine for oxy- 
gen. When phosphorus was intro- 
duced into euchloric gas, an explo- 
sion took place, and pTiosphoric acid 
and phoBphorane (compound of phos- 
phorus and chlorine), were formed. 
Sulphur produced a similar effect, 
though not so rapidly. It hardly 
acts upon the metals till it has under- 
gone decomposition, when the chlo- 
rine evolved ijxhibits its usual effects 
upon these bodies. 

Euchlorine exhibits a phenomenon 
peculiar to itself, and scarcely recon- 
cilable to the presently received doc- 


trines respecting heat andligiit. When 
exposed to a very modcraie lieat, it is 
decomposed, and its bulk increases 
about one fifth part ; yet, at the same 
time, there is a considerable evolution 
of heat and lights In^dl other cases 
of similar evolutions, the body giving 
ouf heat and light undergoes a cuu- 
denaation instead of an expansion, and 
the evolution is explained H>y means 
of the condensation. Now, in the 
present case, bnehan explanation fails 
entirely. 

4. The second gas is a compound 
of chlorine and carbonic nxidt. It 
was discovered by Mr John Davy, 
during his repetition of the experi- 
ments of Mr Murray, and accountc 
for some of the results obtained by 
that chemist, which appeared at first 
sight inconsistent with Mr Davy 'ft 
theory of the nature of muriatic acid. 
It is formed by mixing together 
equal bulks of dry chloric gas and 
carbonic oxide gas over mercury, 
and exposing the mixture either to 
sunshine, or to the strong light of 
day. The two elastic iluids combine 
and form a colourless gas, equal in 
bulk to one half of the two gases, 
before combination ; that is to say^ 
that 100 cubic inches of chlorine, 
and 100 cubic inches of carbonic 
oxide, when united together, form 
lOU cubic inches of the new gas. 
Hence its specific gravity must be 
3.669, and 100 cubic inches of it 
must weigh ] 11.91 grains. Tr is, 
therefore, by far the neaviebt of all 
the gases with which we areacqiiaint- 
cd. • • 

When thij^gascotnesin contact with 
water, it decomposes that liquid, and 
is converted into muriatic and carbo- 
nic acids. But when in a dry btate, 
it has the property of combining with 
the different bases, and seems to pos- 
aess the characters of an acid. Mr 
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John Davy has drawn up an interest- 
ing account of this gas, which lias 
been read before the Royal Society, 
and will be publislied in tiio next vo- 
lume of vthe Philosopliical Transac- 
tions* 

^ Hydrogen gas has the property 
of uniting in two proportions with tar- 
bon, and ()f foi*ming tw'o gaseous coin- 
. pounds, -listjnguished by the names 
of mrburcted hi/drogen^ and oUjiani 
gas. An accoiiivt of the properties 
and constituents of theoc gaseous bo- 
dies, by Dr "I'liomson, has been pub- 
lished in the first volume of the Wer- 
nerian Society Memoirs. 

Carbureted hydrogen has not yet 
been formed artificially by chemists ; 
but it exhales spontaneously in great 
abundance from stagnant water du- 
ring the summer months. It is co- 
lourless and transparent, and has no 
sensible taste or smell. Its specific 
gravity is 0.355U It burns with a 
yellow flame, and gives out a great 
deal of heal and light. It detonates, 
when mi'xcd with oxygen gas, by 
of an electric spark. The pro- 
ilucta are carbonic acid and water. 
Carbureted hydrogc.i requires twice 
its bulk of oxygen gas for complete 
combustion, and exactly its bulk of 
carbonic acid gas is formed ; or 100 
cubic inches of carbureted hydrogen, 
when burnt, unite with 20f) cubic 
inches of oxygen gas, pnd 100 cubic 
^ iuciies of ciu'bonic acid are formed.

obtain£>d by heating a mixture of i 
parts of sulphuric acid, and Lpa:rtof 
alcohol. It is colourless and trans- 
parent, and destitute , of taste and 
smell. Its specific gravity is 0.974'.5- 
It burns witn a clear white flame, and 
gives out more light than any oiiier 
ga*?. During its combustion, it unites 
witii three times its bulk of oxygen 
gas, rud forms twice its bulk of car- 
bonic acid ,^713 ; or 100 cubic inches 
of oi>. fiant iw.s combine with 300 cu- 
bic inches of oxygrn gas, and form 
200 cubic inches of carbonic acid. 
It unites with chlorine, and condenses 
with it into an opalce white liquid, 
having somewhat tlie appearance of 
an oil. It was on this account that 
the term olefiant gas wat? given to it. 
This substance, now'cver, which is a 
compound of the gas and chlorine, 
possesses properties quite different 
from those of an oil. It has a sweet 
and cooling taste, and makes a slnong 
though not unpleasant impression on 
the palate. It is heavier than water, 
and dissolves slowly in that liquid, 
communicating to it its own peculiar 
-flavour. It dissolves in alcohol, ether, 
and nitric acid, but not in oil of tur- 
pentine. In snlphurip acid, it effer- 
vesces, and c/Uvuicacidis emitted un- 
altered.

0. Ill our last volume we gave an 
account of the attempt made b;y: Mr 
Davy to prove that oxygen was a 
constituent of ammonia; ofthe analy- 
sis of ammoniacal gas made iftconse- 
qmmecof that supposition by Henry, 
-Berthollet junior, and Mr Davy him- 
self, which appeared ineonWent v-’iUi 
3 
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the opinion, that oxyge n was one of 
its constituents ; and of the singular 
amalgam discovered by Berzelius, by 
passing a current of electricity, by 
means of a galvanic battery, through 
a globule or mercury in contact with 
an ammoiiiacal salt. The formation of 
this amalgam seemed to demonstrate 
the metallic nature of the basis of am- 
monia, and therefore gave a strong 
probability to Davy’s opinion. But 
the inconsistency of the two sets of 
experiments left an uncertainty hang- 
ing over the subject, which the exer- 
tionsof subseqiientexperiinentershave 
not been able to remove. Thenard 
and Gay Liissac have paid a great 
deal of attention to tlie snhject, and 
have endeavoured to prove, by an ela- 
borate set of experiments, that the al- 
loy in question is a compound of hy- 
drogen and mercury. Were we to 
suppose their experiments rigidly ac- 
curate, there can be no doubt that 
the^f have established their position. 
But as their reasoning depends on 
aupposing that their alloy was perfect- 
ly free from water, a supposition not 
susceptible of proof, their opinion 
must be still considered as hypotheti- 
cal. Analogy is certainly hostile to 
it. Hydrogen, indeed, is supposed to 
be capable, like the other simple com- 
bustibles, of uniting to metals ; but 
the compounds which it forms with 
them are very different in iheir ap- 
pearance and properties from metal- 
lic alloys } whereas the amalgam of 
Berzelius is a soft ductile substance, 
and possesses the metallic lustre in 
perfection. 

On the bther haind, Berzelius con- 
siders the formation of the amalgam 
as a demonstration that the base of 
ammonia lira metal, and that ammo- 
nia, like tlie other idkalies, is a metal- 
lic oxide^ He even deduces, by means 
of'tr chemical which we shall no- 


tice afterwpjds, that ammonia is com- 
posed of

But this conclusion isjioo inconsistent 
with the results obtained by Thenard 
an<l Gay Lussac to be admitted. Per- 
haps the complete solution of the dif- 
ficulty would be, to admit the metal- 
lie nature of some one of the consti- 
tuents- of ammonia. For example, if 
hydrogen were conceived to be a me- 
tal in the gaseous state, all difficul- 
ties would vanish, and the experiments 
of the French chemistJ might be re- 
conciled with those of Berzelius, and 
with chemical analogy in general. 

7. Gold, though perhaps known 
and valued for a longer period than 
any of the other metals, yet, in a che- 
mical point of view, we have less pre- 
cise knowledge respecting it than any 
of the others. This is owing to pe- 
culiar properties which its oxides pos- 
sess, which renders it more difficult 
to examine them than those of any 
other metal, Vauquelin has bten 
lately induced to turn his attention 
to this difficult subject, in conse- 
quence oi the introduction of prepa- 
rations of gold into medicine. This 
has been done by M. Chretien, a phy- 
sician of Montpelier, who has employ- 
ed the preparations of this metal witli 
great succesi in syphilitic and scrotu- 
Jous complaints, and has found them 
not atjended with those disagree3hl<‘ 
Gymptoms which so frequently follow 
the liberal administration of morcurial 
medicines. We sRall here state the 
facts whiclr Vauquelin has ascertain- 
ed. 

The aqua regia best suited for dis- 
solving gold, is composed of two 
parts muriatic acid, and one part ni- 
tric acid. The solution is red^ with 
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a shade of yellow, and yields, when 
evaporated, deliquescent prisms of a 
yellow colour, the exact shape of 
which has not been ascertained. Pot- 
ash and soda, poured cold into this 
solution^ occasions no precipitate, but 
gives the liquid a red colour of great 
intensity. But if, after having satu- 
rated tile acid with potash, tlic solu- 
tion be heated, a red matter precipi- 
tates in very bulky flocks. An ex- 
cess of alkali occasions a considera- 
ble diminution in the quantity of pre- 
cipitate obtained. Carbonate of pot- 
ash may be employed for the same 
purpose, with this advantage, that, 
though added in excess, it occasions 
flcarceJy any diminution in the quan- 
tity of precipitate obtained. This 
red matter is an oxide of gold. It 
diminishes very much in bulk by dry- 
ing ; its colour becomes very intense ; 
it has an astringent and metallic taste, 
and when taken into the mouth oc- 
casions a very copious flow of saliva. 
It is slightly soluble in water, and 
very easily parts witli its oxygen. 
The whole of the gold is not preci- 
pitated from its solution by alkalies ; 
about one third of the whole still re- 
mains in solution, and cannot be prcci- 
pitated by alkaline bodies ; the reason 
is, that the muriates of gdld and pot- 
ash combine together, and constitute 
a triple salt. It is ivell known that 
such salts cannot be decomposed in 
the usual way. Heuce^ to obtain as 
much oxide of gold as possible, the 
solution should be, as nearly possi- 
ble, deprived of all excess of acid be- 
fore the alkali is added. 

8. Nicktd,. since it ^^as pointed out 
by Cronstedt, as a pecultar metal, in 
1751, has occupied the attention of 
some of the most skilful chemists 
that Europe has produced. To 
Richter we were indebted for the 
most accurate account of its proper- 


ties ; but Taputi has lately published 
a more complete dissertation on tlie 
same subject, in w'hich he has cor- 
rected some of the inaccuracies into 
which Richter had fallen, who does 
not seem to have been able to free 
his nickel, from all the metallic bo- 
dies with which it is usually contami- 
nated. 

Taputi’s method of obtaining the 
metal in a state of purity was this ; 
the ore of nickel, known in Germany 
under the name of sj)ciss\ was dissol- 
ved m nitric acid, and the solution se- 
parated from the earthy residue, and 
from a portion of sulphur, wliich had 
deposited itself. By concentrating 
the nitric solution, a considerable por- 
tion of white oxide of arsenic is de- 
posited in crystals. Into the hot li- 
quid, separated by filtration from 
these crystals, carbonate of soda of 
commerce was cautiously added, in or- 
der to precipitate the different arseni- 
ates which were known to be hehf} in 
solution. These are the arseniates 
of iron (yrellowish wliitc), of cobalt 
(red), of copper, and of manganese. 
The addition of soda is to be conti- 
nued till the matter thrown down 
begins *to assume a green colour, in- 
dicating that portion of the arse- 
niate of nicke l is beginning to fall ; 
the liquid is then filtered, and a cur- 
rent of sulphurctcd hydrogen is made 
to pass through it, till all the arsenic 
is precipitated in the form of siilphu- 
ret. The filtered liquor now contains 
nothing but nitrate of nickel. Th6 
oxide is throw'ii down by an alkali, 
washed, dried, mixed with charcoal^ 
placed in a charcoal crdciblc, and 
exposed to a heat raised to 160* 
Wedgewood. The oxide is reduced 
and melted into a button metal. 

Nickel thus obtained is of a colour 
between that of silver and steel. It» 
specific gravity at the temperature of 
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55®, is 8.380 ; but when well ham- 
mered, it becomes as hi^h as 8.820. 
It is malleable and ductile, but can- 
not be hammered out into very thin 
plates. It breaks with a lib rous frac- 
ture, and is rather less magnetic than 
iron. Like iron it has the property 
of combining with carbon ; and, on 
that account, has never yet been ob- 
tained in a stale of absolute purity. 
Even its malleahiliiy and ductility 
vary with the propoition of carbon 
which It contains, being inversely a« 
that portion. Nickel combines rea- 
dily with sulphur, and forms a com- 
pound resembling martial pyrites. 
The mineral, distinguished by the 
name of capillarij pyrites, has been 
lately examined by Klaproth? and 
found to be in reality a sulphurct of 
nickel. 

Nickel combines with two doses of 
oxygen ; the protoxide may be obtain- 
ed by dissolving nickel in nitric acid, 
and precipitating by means of an al- 
kali. Its colour IS blackish ash grey ; 
it has no taste, is not magnetic, is so- 
luble in acids, and insoluble in the 
fixed alkalies. It is composed, ac- 
cording to Taputi, of 100 parts of 
nickel, and 27 of oxygen ; Tlys ox- 
ide combines with water, and forms a 
hydrate, first noticed by Proust, 
composed of 3 parts oxide and 1 
part water. Its colour k' light green. 
It may be obtained in cr^^stals. It 
has hardly any taste ; is slightly so- 
luble in water, and very soluble in 
acids. The peroxide of nickd was 
discovered by Thenard, and may be 
obtained by passing a current of chlo- 
ric gas threfugh protoxide recently 
precipitated and still moist. 

Diluted sulphuric acid dissolves 
nickel with facility. The solution, 
when concentrated, yields crystals of 
stdphatc of nickel in rectangular four- 
sided prisms, terminated by four- 


sided pyramids, the faces of which 
make angles of with the adja- 
cent sides of the prism. This sulphate 
has an emerald green colour, a sweet 
and astringent taste, leaving an acrid 
and metallic impression in the mouth. 
At the temperature of 55®, it disbol- 
ves in three times its weight of water. 
When exposed to the air, it effloresces 
and becomes white. It is insoluble 
in alcohol and ether. It is compo- 
sed of

Nitric acid dissolves nickel with 
facility ; the nitrate crystallizes in 
eight-sided prisms. It has a green 
coloui, with a sliglit shade of blue; 
its taste is similar to that of the sul- 
phate of nickel. It dissolves in t wice 
its weight of cold watei , and, when 
exposed to the air, deliquesces or ef- 
floresces according to the state of 
the atmosphere. 

Muriatic acid dissolves nickel with 
facility, when assisted by heat ; the 
muriate has an apple-green colour, 
a taste similar to the sulphate, crys- 
tallizes confusedly, dissolves in twice 
its weight of cold water, and dcliques- 
cea or effloresces according to the 
state of the atmosphere. Alcohol dis- 
solves it with difficulty, especially 
when deprived of its water of crystal- 
lization. 

Phospliate of .nickel is easily form- 
ed, by iftixing together the solutions 
of subphosphate of sodii and sulphate 
of nickel. Th(k insoluble phosphate 
precipitates. • It is greeiush while, 
tasteless, insoluble in water, but so- 
luble in sulphuric, nitric, and muria- 
tic acids. 

The borate may be obtained by a 
similar decomposition ; it is whitish 
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green, tasteless, insoluble in water, 
but soluble in the three mineral acids. 
The carbonate of nickel may be ob- 
tained by* a similar process ; it has 
similar properties, and is soluble in an 
excess 6f ^kaline carbonate. 

Tht arseniate of nickel is of an 
appie^green colour, has a metallic 
taste, 18 insoluble in water, but solu- 
ble in the three mineral acids. The 
chromate of nickel is of a reddish 
brown colour, and very deliquescent ; 
it does not crystallize. 

Neither oxalic acid, nor any of the 
vegetable acids, attack nickel in the 
metallic state ; but the oxalate of 
nickel may be obtained by boiling 
oxalic acid on the hydrate or carbo- 
nate of nickeL It is in flocks of a 
greenish white colour, has little taste, 
is insoluble in wafer, but soluble in 
the three mineral acids when diluted. 
The tartrate of nickel resembles the 
oxalate ; but il soluble in an excess 
of its own, or any other vegetable 
acid, which is not the case with the 
oxalate. The citrate of nickel resem- 
bles the tartrate in its properties. 

The acetate of nickel may be ob- 
tained by dissolving the carbonate in 
acetic acid. It crystallizes confused- 
ly, has a chr)^BOpra8e green colour, a 
eweet taste, dissolves in six times its 
weight of cold water, is insoluble in 
alcemol, and slightly deliquesces when 
exposed to the open air. 

The oxide of nickc\, has the pio- 
pcTty of entering into a great many 
triple combinations. * The most rc- 
itiairltiBfcble of the triple salts ^hich it 
form^are the following

D. Manganese is another metal 
with which we are still but imper- 
fectly acquainted- We therefore lio 
under considerable obligations, to Dr 
John, of Berlin, for a set of accurate 
experiments w^hich he has made upon 
it, and shall here state the new results 
which he obtained. 

Manganese, when recently obtain- 
ed in the metallic state, has the co- 
lour of cast iron. Its specific gravi- 
ty is 8.013. It is softer than cast 
iron, and may be filed- When per- 
fectly free from iron, it is not attract- 
ed by the magnet ; but a very small 
portion of that'jnetal renders it mag- 
netic. When exposed to the air, it 
speedily loses its metallic 1 ustre, and be- 
comes oxidated. According to John^ 
it forms three oxides ; the greeu, the 
brown, and the black. The green ox- 
ide is formed by mixing manganese 
with water. The water is decompo- 
sed, and its oxygen converts the man- 
ganese into protoxide, or green ox- 
ide. When the green oxide is expo- 
sed to the air. it absorbs an addition- 
al dose of o \ gen, and becomes br'own 
oxide. T. iie black oxide is obtained 
by dissolving manganescin nitric acid, 
and evaporating to dryness. Accord- 
ing to John, these oxides are compo- 
sed as follows : — ^ 

Protoxide, 100 metal + i5oxygcii 
Brown oxide, 100 4* 

Peroxide, 100 +40 

But these numbers, not being mul- 
tiples of each other, are obviously 
wrong.

IS. The first accurgte'^attempt to 
determiiie the ultimate constituents 
of animal and vegetable subatances 
was made by Lavoisiei*^ in his ivell 
known experiment^ on alcohol and 
oils. Since that period other cliemists 
have followed his footsteps. But the 
processes employed were so eompli- 
catedy that much precision could 
hardly be expected. Tbcnard, and 
Gay Lussac nave lately proposed a 
new method of analysing these bodies^ 
whicb they affirm to be very Sasy,* 
an^erfectly accurate. 

Tne substances to be analysed are 
dried by a boilmg water heat, redu* 
ced to powder, and intimately mixed 
With three or four tunes then wcftght 
of hvpoi>«ixymUnate of potash, which 
. has heen previoudy accurately analy- 
sed. This mixture is made up into 
small balls, by means of a little wa- 
ter, and then thoroughly dried in a 
boiliiig-watCr heat. A l6ng stout 
glass tube, shut at one end, is fitted 
at the other with aktop-cock, On one 
side of which is made a hollow capa- 
ble of holding one of these balls j so 
that when the stop-cock is turned 
round, the ball may be made to 4tt>p 
into the tube, witnout openfng any 
communication With the external dr. 
From the side of this glass tuhCi to- 


wards the upper end, a bent lubte 
passes, and terminates m a mercurial 
trough. Over the extremity of tins 
tube, glass vessels are placed to receive 
the gases extricated during the pro- 
cess. The analysis is* conducted m 
the following manner 

The lower extremity of the glass 
tube is heated nearly to redness by 
means of a spirit lamp. The balls 
are then niacfe to drop successively 
upon this extremity. They imme- 
diately burn with brilliancy ; the ani- 
mal or vegetable substance is com- 
pletely decomposed, and converted 
into carbonic acid gas, water, and 
azotic gas, if any be present. When 
a sufficient number ot balls have been 
biirn^ to expel all the common air, 
then a certain number of ballb is to 
be weighed and carefully burnt in the 
same manner ; and the gases extrica- 
ted during the combustion are to be 
measured and accurately analysed in 
order to determine thejr nature. The 
weight of the substance consumed 
being known, and the proportion of 
oxygen gas furnished by the salt be- 
ii^ also known, an exact knowledge 
^of the q^uantity and nature of the gas- 
es extneated gives the data necessary 
for determining the constituents of 
the animal or vegetable substances un- 
der exsimination. The following ta-

for water in vegetable substances. 

These analyses are certainly inte- 
resting, and do credit both to the in- 
dustry and ingenuity of the l^rcnch. 
chemists that made them. But im- 
plicit reliance cannot be put in them 
till they be repeated. Wc ire afraid 
that the method of analysing gaseous 
substances his not yet reached that 
degree of perfection which would be 
requisite to render the analysis of ve- 
getable and anhnal bodies susceptible 
of complete accuracy. 

14. It is well known that a con- 
siderable quantity of alcohol may be 
obtained by distilling wine, and that 
the spirit known by the nanie of bran- 
dy is procured in this manner. The 
original opinion entertained by che-^ 
mists was, that tltis spirit existed ready* 
formed in the wine, and that it was 
merely separated from the watery part 
by dt^nilatiQQ. But Fabroni, haying 
shown by experiment that no,alcoh<H 
could be separated from wine* by sa- 
turating it with dry carbonate pf pot- 


ash, announced as his opinion, that the 
alcohol does not exist in wine ready 
formed, but that it is formed by a 
double decomposition, which takes 
place during the distillation. This 
opinion was generally acceded to by 
chemists. But Mr Brande has lately 
endeavoured to revive the old one. 
He accounts for the impossibility of 
separating alcohol from wine by car- 
boinate ot potash, by the presence of 
a mucilaginous colouring matter ; and 
shows that, even when alcohol is add- 
ed to wine on purpose, it cannot be 
separated from it by means of carbo- 
nate of potash. If Mr Brande has 
not succeeded in demonstrating the 
existence of alcohol in wine, he has 
at least overturned the experiments 
of Fabroni, and shown that no con- 
clusion, against the presence of alco- 
hol in wine can be deduced from these 
experiment?- The following table ex- 
hibits tiic quantity of alcohol of the 
specific gravity ().82.*>, which Mr 
Brande obtained from different kinds 
of wine and some other liquids : —

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15. Fermentation is one of the pro- 
ccsBea with which chemists are still 
but impcriectly acquainted, it was 
conceived to be occasioned by the 
mutual action of a saccharine matter 
and a ferment (yeast for example) 
upon each other. It was known that 
if solution of sugar and yeast of beer 
be mixed together in close vessels, fer- 
mentation goes on without the con- 
tact of air. From these facts it was 
concluded that the ferment was always 
identic, and that fermentation goes 
on independent of the contact of air. 
But Gay Lucisac has lately discover- 
ed that this opiidon is inaccurate, as 
far as the must of grapes and the 
juice of currants is concerned. jh ese 
liquids never begin to ferment unless 
they be in contac’t with common air 
or oxygen gas. But wlien the fer- 
mentation is once begun, it goes on 
of its own accord. This discovery 
was made by accident. M. Appert, 
a FreiTcliman, has lately propostd a 
method of preserving must, milk, 
meat, aiid many other substances, any 
length of lime fresh. His method is 
to ei^losc them in a bottle, expose 
them in that state to the heat of boil- 
ing water, and then to cork tln'm up 
io light as to shut out all communi- 
cation with the external air. By this 
means must of grapes ;> j.>reservid 
quite fresh for a year. But if you 
P«ur it from one ves^^l anothci, 
fermentation speedily cemr-s on, and 
the must is converted into wine. Ti. 
nard found that if this transvasatu* 
was conducted in such a maimer that 
all contact of external air was pre- 
vented, no fermentation took place ; 
but fermentation began immediately 
if a little oxygen gas was Jet up to it. 
Hence it follows, that, as far as must 
and the juice of currans is concerned, 
the presence of oxygen gas is essen-

tial for the commencement of fermen- 
tation. 

Gay Lussac found likewdae that 
the putrefaction of animal subhtances, 
such as milk, wine, beef, mutton, See., 
is equally dependent upon the pre- 
sence of oxygen gas,, and that these 
substances may be kept in close ves- 
sels* for any length of time witliout 
decomposition ; but upon letting up 
to them oxygen gas or common an,

Various at- 
tempts have been made by chemists 
to determine the peculiar copatitiient 
of caiithandes to vvhicJi the blistering 
property is owing ; but these attempts 
till lately were not attended with suc- 
cess. At last Robiquet has bten so 
fortunate flS to show that cantharides 
contains a peculiaraubstanceto which 
they owe tbifr propeity. Thit. sub- 
stance be has dibtuiguifihed by the 
name of the bluletirtg ptinciple. He 
obtained it in the following manner. 
Canthatldes, slightly bruised, were 
boiled successively in distilled water, 
till that liquid ceased to act upon 
tliem. The residue being heated with 
alcohol yieldt d a green coloured oil, 
destitute of the pioperty of blistering. 
The decoction was evaporated to the 
consistence of a soft extract, and then 
treated successively with considerable 
quantities pf well rectified boding ah 
Cubed, till that liquid ceased to ac- 
qubfe any colour. The whole blister- 
ing jpToperty was Cbnfined to a yel- 
low which the alcohol had ta- 

ked tl^, the insoluble black rejiidue 
bjdbg quite inert** This yelltnv mat- 
ter was mtrodstced into a flask with 
sid^buric ether, and the flabk, being 
h^metically sealed, was agitated for 
several hours.

26. There 18 a curmiiis experiment 
connected with a idieinleal principle*'' 
and depending upon the cold produ* ' 
ced by evaporation* for Which we are - 
indebted to Mr Leslie* Professor of 
Mathematics in the University of ^ 
Edinburgh. Urider the recover of an* 
air-pump he places a Hat glass-vessel* 
having a considerable surface* and fUl- ' 
ed with concentrated sulphuric acid. 
Within ' the same receiver^ standing 
upon a glass tripod* is placed a txietM ’ 
cup .fill^ with water. It is better 
that the metal cup be double* one^ 
case within the other* especially if 
the experiment is to be made in sum^^ 
mer.

IS consistent with the plan of our 
work. Let us now turn our atten- 
tion to the Imdred science of mine- 
ralogj^^ in which the discoveries* from 
the nature of the subject* cannot be 
expected to be so numerous. 

1. There is nq metal which occurs 
in such abundance on the surface of 
the earth as iron. Hence probably 
the reason of the great variety of states 
in which It prebents itself. Strictly 
speaking* indeed» the iron always is 
found tn one of three states* namely* 
metallic^ firoioxxdet and 'peroxide^ 
But It 16 mixed or combined with such 
a variety of foreign bodies as to make 
it put on many various appearances. 
No fewer than 40 iron ores have been 
described by mitieralr^gists* These 
numerous ores arc far from being at 
present well arranged by mineralo- 
gists. The criterion hitherto adopud 
by the Carman school* is the colour 
of the o'les* which is less exception- 


able thso ihe attempt of Hauy* to be 
guided by the composition* as he has 
been obliged* in consequence of our 
limited knowledge of the constituents 
of the ores of uron* to leave out of view 
the greater numberof them altogether. 
Since* he has arranged* alt the ores of 
iroi^ Under nine species. On this ac- 
count we consider a dissertation lately 
published by D^Aubiusson* pointing 
out a species of iron ore not hitherto 
noticed by the French mineralogists* 
as of eooBiderable value. To this new 
species he gives the name of hi^drats 
of iron. He shows that it consitU 
esaentiaUy of peroxide of iron and wa- 
ter united together* in the proportion 
of 85 parts peroxide* and \h parts 
water. He arranges under this spe- 
cies five diSerent subspecies* which 
we shall give* both with the titles bv 
which he distinguislit^s them* and with 
the names by which they are known 
in the miueralogtcal system of Wer'* 
ner ;

Hauy embraced the theory sketohed 
by Bergman* and made it the founda- 
tion of his system of mineralogy. The 
subject has bein carried so that 

we are now ab)p to determine the 
species of a great numberof crystals* 
simply by aaDevtaming the exact s^pe 
ol toe crystals, {icuee a method of 
measuring the^iilgles of crystals with 
premtton comes to be an object of 
gmuMinpOFtailoc in minerri^ The 
instlUiffHmta teiML goniometers, for- 
merly used by J>e Lisle and Hauy* 
were not siisceptibte of much precis 
•iun*. and coulo ihaxt^y ever faw d^ 
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pended upon neafet than two or three 
de^^pceea, a dWorence greater than, in 
more insianees than one^ is to be found 
between the angles of crystals be^ 
longing to different species. Hence 
the instrument could not be depended 
on, and was, d^mparattvely speaking, 
of use. But Dr Wollaston has 
lately invented one U|K)n optical prin* 
Ofples, the accuracy of which may be 
depended on within five minutes. In- 
de^,' by making it a repeater, which 
k quite possible, the jirecision miy 
become stHl greater, if requisite. To 
Dr Wollaston we are indebtetl, by 
means of this instrument, for several 
curious and important mineralogical 
facts. The following may serve as a 
ftpecimen. 

There are three minerals, namely, 
caknreom spar^ bitter sfxtr^ and spdr» 
ry iron ore^ which are quite diffe* 
rent, as far as the constituents are 
concerned ; the first bmng composed 
of carbonate^of lime, the second of 
carbonates oflime and magnesia, and 
the third of carbonate of iron. The 
external characters of these three mi- 
nerals differ also so much, that Wer- 
ner had made three distinct species of 
them. But as far as the measurement 
of the crystals of each went, by means 
of the old goniometer, the forms were 
ib>solutely the same. Accordingly, 
Hatty placed them as varieties of the 
same speiiies, and considered them all 
as having the rhomboidal form, wbtdi 
constitutes the primitive ciystal of 
calcareous spar. But Dr Wollaston 
hUs (cHizfd that each of these minerals 
iwsoprimmve fomr of its own, differ^, 
ing sdnkHsrlutt frt»m that of the others.

3. In a collectitmof intfoerah found 
on bpard a Danish prhi^ wbieh was 


exposed to sale at Leithi and pur- 
chased by Mr Allan and Colonel Im- 
rie, there, were two minerals, which 
svemedt from tbeir appearance^ to be 
diffciynt' front every other hitherto 
observed by miweraiogwts. Mr Allan 
put these minerals into the hands of 
Dr Thomson, who ascertained their 
composition, and found them entitled 
to rank as two new species. To the 
first and moat i*emarkable, he gave 
the name of Allanite.^ in honour of 
Mr Ailan ; the second, from tlie most 
im.fortaat of its constituents, he called 
Soduiite. AUanite is an ore of that 
hitherto scarce metallic substance call- 
ed cerium. Its composition is as foU

But 
pure native mai^nesia haa lately been 
discovered m North America. Iton^ht 
thendore to conattiutc a new species 
of mineral, and to take the place of 
the present improperly named native 
magnesia in systemH of mineralogy. 

/), Intimately connected with and 
dependent upon mineralogy, is the 
science called gci^gnorty, or the scien- 
tific description of the position of the 
didereiit rocks which c<nistitute the 
surface of the earth. Several addi- 
tions have lately been made to our 
knowledge of the order of tlicse 
rocks, vvhicii it will be proper to men- 
tion here. 

The first four rocks in the scyics, 
are granite, gneiss, mica slate, clay 
!)late. Professor Jameson has obser- 
ved, that 111 some places these four 
nick-', or formations, as they are call- 
ed, an- repeated, 'i'he lowest rock 
is granite^ then comes gneiss, then 
rrnca slate, then clay slate. In some 
places ovvT tins clay slate comes an- 
ijther foi nration of granite, over the 
granite gnei-s, tii ii mica slate, and 
last of all clay slate ; two senes of 
each of these lormaiiuua appearing in 
the vsame place. 

V’oH i 3 iieh, in his travels through 
Norway, lias observed granite among 
the tranailion formalioiis. Professor 
Jameson has done the smif thing in 
Galloway. It is even probable that 
granite exists among the Hoetz for- 
mation, though this has not yet been 
made out by observations that are 
quite unexceptionable. 

Geognosy, /ill lately, has hardly 
been cultivated in Britain ; but within 
these feiV years, no less than three so- 
cieties have b'*e« established for pro- 
moting it. The first formed of these 
SB the Wernerian Sticiety, established 
in Edinburgh about four years dgo> 
and- embracing as its objecu all the

branches of natural history, hut chief- 
ly geognosy, d'hn. socirty has pub- 
lished the first volume of their Iran'i- 
actions, containing many papers of 
very considerable value. The vo- 
lume embraces every department uf 
natural history ; even^aome ilisseria- 
tion^ upon subjects of clu mistry have 
found a place in it. The principal 
geognostical papers arc a description 
of tlie formations observed, during a 
]ourney through the Higlilaode of 
Scotland, by Dr Mack night. .The 
paper is very interesting. 7 'he for- 
mations are almost all primitive. Ben 
Nevis, the higheui point of Great Bri- 
tain, It appears, consists (the summit 
at least) of a kind of felspar rock, 
coiiMcctt d with the sii-nile, of which 
the base of that mountain is compo- 
sed. Colonel Imrie has given a cu- 
rious napcr,de»ciibingaconglomerate 
lock, whicli stretches along the south 
Iront of the Grampian Mount uiiih. Dr 
Ogilby has given two papers, drawn 
up in a manner that docs him great 
credit ; thefirstontlK transition frrecn* 
stnttnA rassney, East Lothian. This 
rock is the more iniportaat, because 
it was confounded with granite by 
Dr Hutton and Professor Playfair, 
and even adduced in support of llie 
liuttoT ian theory. DrOgilby'sother 
papt i is an account of the veins which 
occur in the newest iloetx trap for- 
mation in East Lothian. Mr Bald 
hae given a description of the coal 
formation of Allpa, and Mr Mac- 
kenzie of the coal formation of Dur- 
i .in. To the Reverend Mr Fleming 
.ve are indebted fgr miner alogical 
deaeription of IJapa Stour, one ot the 
Zetland islands. 

The second British society was 
formed tn luOtndon, for the express 
purpose of promoting geo^ostical 
investigationsi under the title of the 
Ge^ogical Society^ and appears to, 
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owe its ori^i» to the piTv.ous fo:ina- 
tioii of the Wcriieriaii This 

soci' ty has likewise puhli heel a vo~ 
luineof transact u>* tonJaiMug nmeli 
curious anti vahinbh' niforinatiou re- 
specting the rt)iistitnt»on of various 
cfistrieis of Or^ai Britain, anti othei 
countries lonnecletl with the British 
cwipire. Wt' tMiniol witii propriety 
ciuer I'lto any particular details re- 
sprctui^ till eouinits of this volume, 
as *ne dusertat lons lun most jI them 
to a eonsiderahle leiigtli, and ;ue of 
such a nature as not to lie vci) siis- 
ccjjtihlr ot ahndgmrni.

7’lieiia,*d and Gay Lussac made a 
&('t of exj'crimeiitb, in oider to deter- 
mine what proportion the increase of 
energy m their galvanic battery bore 
to the increase of the surface of tlic 
battery, supposing every thing else 
the same. They detei mined tiie ener- 
gy of their battery by the quantity 
of gas which it was capable of extri- 
cating fioin water ih a given 
The result of the vyhole was, that the 
energy increased n. arly a.s. the cube 
root of the surface of the battery. 

But there ,must have been some 
mistake in their experiments. Indeed 
their battery was of* so bad. a con- 
gtruciion, that it is not difficult to 
«ec a source of inaccuracy sufficient 
to account for the erroneous results 
which they obtained. Wilkiason had 


published a set of rxpenments on the 
same Mibject several years before. He 
determined the power of liis battery 
by ihe length of wire of a given size 
which it was capable of burning. He 
luuud the energy to increase as the 
square of the surface. M- Davy, in 
his experiments, came to the .ianit re- 
sult. We may therefore considi r this 
as the tiue rate, according to which 
the ruergy of tlic galvanic battery 
incu ases. 

i 'om th<‘ ( xperiments of "^Phenard 
ail ! Gay Lu.i'.ac, it appears that acids 
are betti i conductors t^f electricity 
than alkalies, and alkalies better than 
salts. 


IV. Ojtks. 

♦ 

Mai us, a very mgcnlous French 
ph'.losophei , who, iiutoi riinatcly for 
the progress of Ins fuvounU* science, 
IS huely dead, made a curious disco- 
very respecting a property of light, 
for which he was presented H’ilh the 
Rumtord medal by the Royal Socie- 
ty. 1 f a ray of light fall perpendi- 
eubirly upon a rhomboid of Iceiknd 
ctyjftal, It is divided into twr 
one of whu* i pioceeds in the direc- 
tum of tb- uicijcnt ray, while the 
other m; wes with it an angle of some 
degrees The first of these is sub- 
jected to ordinary refraction, theother 
to €Xl raordinary refraction. If we 
cover this rhomboid with another, ei- 
ther of the same or of a different sub- 
stance, these tw'o pencils will not be 
found to undergo any farther altera- 
tion. The pemil refracted by the 
ordinary law by the firttt will he so 
also by the second, and the same w'ill 
hold with the extraordinary^ refracted 
ray. If, while the first crystal re- 
maiDS iminovcablc, the other be tum- 
10 
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ed slowly, so th;\t the lace of inci- 
dence- remain'i parallel to itself, each 
of tlio tv \"0 pencils produced by the 
refraction of the firat crystal will be- 
gin Lo undergo a similar lefraction, 
and to divide ^self into two pencils, 
which produce four images of the 
object. After a fourth part of a re- 
volution, the whole of the pencil re- 
fracted in the ordinary way by the 
first ( rystal will be refracted in the 
extraordinary way by tlie second ; 
and reciprocally the pencil refracted 
in the extraordinary way by the hrst 
will be wholly refracted in the ordi- 
nary way by the secondi so that the 
images will be again reduced to two. 
This curious properfy, which, uas. 
discovered by HuygeiKs, is not pecu- 
liar to Iceland crystal, but holds with 
all double refracting crystals. 

Ill order to explain these singu- 
lar phenomena, Huygens maintained 
that the gj^ipiein uruiulationsof light, 
which, in traversing all common snh- 
stances, are of a spfierical form, pro- 
ceed in Iceland crystal as if they were 
portions of an t»blate spfieriod, whose 
axis is pantllel to the short diagonal 
of an equilateral piece of the crystal, 
and its centre the point of incidence 
of the ray. 

In consequence of a great coinci- 
dence between this theory and some 
accurate observations of Pr Wollas- 
ton on Iceland spar, this philosopher 
has maintained, that Siu li a coinci- 
dence is greater than wh:;l could well 
happen to a false theory ; that it is a 
strong confirmation of Huygens’ theo- 
ry of light ; ivid that the oblique re- 
fraction, when considered alone, bcems 
nearly as well explained as any other 
optical phenomena. Dr WoDaston, 
however, admits that it affords no ex- 
planation of the twf) refractions at the 
same time, or of their interchange 
with each other, when the ordinary 


and cxtraordinaiy rays arc* loceived 
upon a second piece of sp.n tntiuiteil 
traiisvciscly to the first, 'i'lu- cMinci- 
deiice remarked by Dr Wolbiston ap- 
pears to us no explaualion i\\ all of 
the oblique refraction alone, foi it 
obviously proves but that 

the^bliqiie refraction lohows a ec.- 
tain law ; and that, upon the tnppo- 
sition that light consists of undula- 
tions, the oblique refraction is nearly 
the same as d these undulations were 
of a vspKeroidal form. 

A great deal of light has been 
thrown ii|)oii this interesting suhjrct 
by the investigation of Malus, wlio 
has discovered, that not only all crys- 
tals whicfi give double images are ca- 
pable of giving light the faculty of 
being refracted in lwi> pencils, or in 
one only, according to the jiosition of 
tlu ufraetnig crystal ; but that all 
transparent bodies, whether solid or 
liqnifl, and even opaipie bodies them- 
selves, can imp i ess on the luminous par- 
ticles that singular disposition whkh 
seemed to be only one of the eflects 
of double refraction. 

When a ray of light, for example, 
is reflected from the sui face of water 
at an angle of incKlcnce of r/I"' 
it possesses all the chaiacters of utte 
of the pencils produced by the double 
refraction of Iceland crystal, the prin- 
cipal section of wliich is parallel oi 
perpcndicuidr to the plant- (called the 
ptavc of reflect iun ) that pa ^ ,es t hrough 
ill. incident and bite reflected ray. 

If the fay thus n fleeted is rccfci^ed 
on any crystal that has tlie faculty of 
doubling images, *an(k the prim ipal 
section of w hich is paralh i the 
plaue of refli c.tion, it vvdl not be d' 
dived into t\vo pencils, a ray of di 
rect light would have been, but it 
will be refracted rutin', aixonltu^ to 
the ordinary hew, ui the same maniiei 
as if the crystal iiad lo;st its fjuality 
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of doubling images. On the con- 
trary', if the principal sections of the 
crystal be perpendicular to the plane 
of reflection, the reflected ray vill be 
refracted entire^ acronihig In f/ie ca- 
traordtiinry In all intermediate 

positions, it will be divided into two 
pencils, according to the same law, and 
in the same proportion, as if it had 
acquired its new character from the 
double refraction. Heiue the ray re- 
flected from tht‘ fluid surface at an 
angle of i.^', has all the charac- 
ters of an ordinary ray formed by 
a crystal, whose piincijial section is 
peipendicular to the plane of reflec- 
tion. 

The angle of incidence at which 
light cxpoi iences this remarkable tno- 
diflcatiuii, when reflected from the 
^UIface of transparent bodies, is i ut 
the same in all ; but, in general, it in- 
creases W'itli tlicir refractive povver. 
At angles difl’erent from this particu- 
lar angle, a pai t of the ray is more or 
less inodilied, and in a n^anner analo- 
gous to wliat takes place betwetn 
two crystals whose princijjal sections 
arc not parallel or perpendicular, 

A piiicil of light undergoes the 
same inodiflcation, but at a d fTercnt 
angle, when reflected in tlie interior 
of bodies ai the surface of einci gence ; 
and the sine of the fust ;a gle is to 
the sine of tins angle, as the sine 
incidence is to the iinc of reliuc’ivU'. 

Rays that are reflected int. ;jorly' 
at the second surface of double re- 
fracting crystals, exhibit peculiar phe- 
lumiena, w hich depend both upon the 
refractive powi r‘;md upon the new 
properly of reflected light. 

When a picncil of lays has been 
<iivided into tw^o parts at the flf st sur- 
face of Iceland crystal, thvi.e two ray s 
emerge from the second surface in 
two pencils parallel to the incident 
ray. }}ut this is not the case with 


r< fljcted light. Though the ray rc- 
fj acted ordinarily at the first surface 
is refructi'd ordinarily at the second, 
yet it is I eflected at this surface in two 
])encfls, one ordinary and the other 
extraordinary. In lihe manner, the 
ray refracted cxtraoidinanly is re- 
flected in tw'O others ; so that there 
are four icflecud rayi, and only two 
emergent ones. Wlien these four rays 
return to the fust tacs of the crystal, 
they isane out in four parallel pencils, 
v'hich make, with tliK^face, the same 
angle as ihc incident ray, but in a 
contrary direction, and are parallel to 
the plane of incidt'nce. 

In examining tiu light which pro- 
ceeds from tile partial reflection of 
opaque bodies, as lilackmarble, cbony^, 
&c., M. Mains also found an angle at 
winch this light obtains the piopcr- 
ties of that which has {luffcred a dou- 
ble refraction. Tolislicd metals, how- 
ever, Wire not capable jiroducing 
this phenomenon, but they did not 
alti r this disposition in the rays when 
they had already acquired it from an- 
other substance. 

When a luminous ray was divided 
intp an ordinary and extraordinary 
puitiun by double refractK>ii, M. Ma- 
ins rcceiv. •: ihc two penciK-' on a sur- 
face of ' ater at an angle of .^2® 4-5'. 
'[’he urOniary niy w as partly refracted 
and partly reflected, like any other 
pencil of direct light ; but the extra- 
ordinary ray penetrated the Jhtid en~ 
iirCf and none of its partidea escaped 
re fraction. On ibe other hand, when 
the principal section of the crystal 
w^as perpendicular to the plane of in- 
cidence, the extraordiiiaf)" ray produ- 
ced alone a partial icflection, while 
the ordinary lay w^as refracted entire. 

If two glasses are inclined to each 
other at an angle of 70® 22', and if 
\\\ conceive between ihcsetwoglasfes 
a line making witfi each an angle of 
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35® 25^ every ray reflected by one of 
the glasses parallel to this line will 
not be rcftecied anew by the second, 
but will penetrate it entirely, ithout 
having a single panicle rt fleeted. 

V. A.sthonomy. 

Most of our readers are accpiaint- 
ed with the celebrated set of obser- 
vations made by Dr M.iskelyne, to 
ascertain the attract l«ni of Schehal- 
Iien, a mountain in IVrthshirc, in or- 
der to determine the density of the 
earth ; and with the elaborate calcu- 
lations made by Dr Plutton, from 
which he deduced ihil the density of . 
the earth w'as d.4‘Si. One of the 
fundamental points of tbi:» calculation 
depended upon the density of tlie 
mounttuu vSchehallieii itself, which 
Dr H iitton estimat^^d at ^ 2 . 5 . bi rne 
time ago Playfair made a careful 
survey ot thi^ mountain, m oider 
to determine the naUii*c and density 
of the minerals of w hich it is compo- 
sed. It consists of granular quartz, 
mica slate, and limestone. The speci- 
fic gravity of the quartz is 
and the mean specific gravity of' the 
mica slate and limestone is 2.Sli)3P 
both liIghcM iban the specific gravity 
taken by Dr Hutton as the founda- 
tion of Ids calculation. Ml Playfair 
has on that account gone over the 
calculation again, substituting the 
real density oT the mountain for the 
supposed density employed by Dr 
Hutton. If the granular quartz go 
to the bottom^ of the mountain, the 
density of the cartji is 4.55886. But 
if, as is most probable, the whole bot- 
tom of the mouaUiu be composed of 


limestone and mica slate, then the 
density of thccarihi.? V.836f)J>7, Mr 
Cavendish made the dcurnty of the 
earth by his experiment 5, VS, Tt 
not improbable tliat it will turn out 
about 5 . 


VI. Botany. 

No branch of science has received 
of late years grealci or more import- 
ant additions tlian botany ; and Gn-at 
Britain, from her great maritime pow- 
oi,and from her connection willi vaii- 
ou)> countries at a gicat distance from 
Europe, and abounding in now and 
unknown plants, has had it in her 
power to make many and splendid 
additions to lln‘ catalogue of plants. 
We have at present to notice a very 
valuable work on Iiotany, published 
by Ml Robert Brown, giving an ac- 
count of a great numbe-r oi plants, 
chiefly new, collected by him in New 
Plolland and New Zealand. H<* liaii 
in his Prodromus arranged them ac- 
cording to the method of JussiLU, 
The skill, the accuracy, a. id the cle,;r- 
ncss of Ills gfMieric distinctions, are en- 
tilled to the greatest praise, ami j»laco 
him in the very first rank of botani- 
cal wiiters. It would be improj>er 
to pass by unnoticed a most valuable 
dissertation, by the same author, on 
the Asclepiade'jc, a natural ord.u- of 
plants, separated from the Apo<.inr7t 
of Jussieu, published in the iirst vo- 
lume of the Memoirs of tht- W'erne- 
riuii Society. This disaerlatloy i» 
replete with the most# impor taut in- 
formation, and.cxhibits the sagacity 
of the authe;r in the most favourable 
point of view.

STJiUMKNTS. 

In the History of the Useful Arts 
for 1809, ve inserted a brief notice 
of the new method of dividing astro- 
nomical instruments, invented by the 
eeltbriued Mr Edward Troughton. 
The great inconvenience x^hicJi at- 
tended the common method cd divi- 
ding, by means of compasses, arOvSe 
from the dangrr of enlarging, displa- 
cing, or deforming the |K)int8 or divi- 
kioi.s, by putting the point of the com- 
passes into them ; and fiom the dif 
hciilty of placing that point midv^av 
between two points very nea.' Lach 
other, without its, slipping towards 
one t)f them, in order to remedy 
this inconMmienee in the old method, 
Henry Cavendish,, Esq. F. R. S. has 
proposed to employ ^ pair of beam 
compasses with only one point, and a 
microscope instead of the otlier, and 
he has suggested a method of using 
this instrument, in which there is ne- 
ver any occasion of setting the point 
of the compasses into a division. Al- 


thoi:gh this siiggestULi of Mr Ca-^ 
veiidi^h IS certainly an improvement 
upon the old method, yet we do not 
think that it will ever be .?^opted in 
preference to the very mgenious me- 
thod of Mr Troughton, which has 
already been employed with bo much 
success in the hnest astronomical in- 
struments w hich art now in use. The 
opinion entertained by the Royal 
Soefety of I.tondon of Mr '! 'rough- 
ton's metf' <1 ha.s been ver) unequi- 
vocally ’^pressed, by their adjudg- 
ing to .iiin the Copleyan medal foi 
JS09. 

The subject of dividing astronomi- 
cal instruments has also attracted the 
attention of the ReVt William Lax, 
A. M. F. R. S. and Lowndes profes- 
sor of astronomy in the university of 
Cambridge. This gentlen^an proceeds 
upon the principle, that every method 
of dividing circular instruments is lia- 
ble to coneiderable errors ; and he 
therefore proposes that every pi-acti- 
cal astronomer shall examine, by a 
particular method, the accuracy of 
each division ; that the artist shall 
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nierdv set dowm a point at the end (T 
every five or T(‘ii minutes, anvl that 
the ol)i.ervcM, wlio wdl he I he \irru.il 
divider of his. own instrument, shall 
determine tiie distance of these points 
from zero, and enter them in his 
book, to 1)C referred to when wanted. 
■Mr Lax tnaintains, that the error of 
eitamination ( which in a circle of two 
feet diameter will never exceed 
setonds, and in one six fat diameter, 
S.'Jl seconds) bears but a small pro- 
portion to the accumulated eri-ors in 
the division of the nistrmneiit, and 
that tlie errors of examinanon may he 
diminished as much as we plea->e by 
taking a mean t>f diflerent examina- 
tions, Ja dividing t lie whole ^hrclc. 
into arcs of 1;V^ each* H* measure- 
ments must be performed ; and in 
examining cvt'ry point in each aic of 
15“^, Ibl nieasurenients will be r< quj- 
red, nuikiiig in all dfHlH meaviure- 
metits. Jiy allowing a minute and a 
half for each nitMburemeiit, the time 
necessary for completing the whole 
examinations will be 5862 minutes, 
or nearly DS hours. Mr Lax eoiKsi- 
ders the method which he pmpo.^.es 
as not mer^•ly a security against the 
errors of division, but also against 
those which arise from bad cciiienrig', 
and from the nnperfect figure of the 
circle. He conceives that it may 
be particularly useful ii; guarding 
against tile efft cts of unequal expnn- 
sioii, or contraction, in the metal, and 
that it gives us all the advantages of 
the French circle of rep#*tition, with- 
out the inconvenience of turning the 
instrument^ and moving the telescope 
so many time> in the course of the 
observation. It may be proper to 
remark, that MrLax’s paper, though 
published in the same volume of the 
Philosophical Transactions with Mr 
Troughton's paper, was written be- 
fore he was acquainted with the latter

The 
same method of construction might 
be applied to portable instnimciits. 

Pkkpahat’on of a Kino of Hemp 
FROM Bean Stalks. 

The Rev, James Hall, of Waltham- 
stow, has received the silver medal of 
the Society of Arts, for a eommuiii 
cation on the preparation of a fibrous 
Bubstanec from bean stalks, which is 
applicable to the uses For which hemp 
is employed. According to its sr/e, 
every bean plant conta]i\s from iiO to 
35 filaments, or fibres, running up 
on the outside, under a t\un mem- 
brane, from the root to the ti>p all 
around, the filament at eac h of the 
four corners being rather thicker and 
stronger than the rest. After the 
plant has been steeped iO or 12 days 
in w^ater, and is in a state approach- 
ing to fermentation, tlie filamcntb may- 
be easily separated fmm the strawy 
part, by beating, rubbing, and sha- 
king. Washing and putting it through 
hackles, or iron combs, of diff'ei.M.t 
decjTees of fineness, has been found 
by Mr Hall to be. the easiest way of 
separating the filament from the thin 
membrane which surrounds it : He 
found also that there arc at a medium 
about two hundred weight of these 
iilaraentB .iw every acre, which he 
thinks may upt only be employed in 
the manufacture of numerous articles 
where strength and durability are re- 
quisite, but may also, with a little 
preparation^ be couvifpled into paper 


of all kinds, even that of the most 
delicate texture Sir H. Davy, to 
whom a specimen of this hemp was 
sent for examination, remarks, ** that 
it seems to biur bleaching very well, 
and, as to chemical propnlics, differs 
very little from hemp,’' Mr Joseph 
Home, wlio af^o bleached a portioc 
of n, observes, “ that the texture 
and strergth were not in ific f ast 
degree impair- d by blcactnn;!', and 
that he did not find more diflicuilty 
in accomplishing tin- bleaching of tliu 
lluiii of other veg/tabh. s.” 'I he wri- 
ter of this artuh* ha-, in his pos:iession 
specimens of thi’, licinp, both in its 
bleached and unbleached state ; but 
as fi\y as he can judge, without any 
accurate experiments, the filaments 
do not appear to liave that degree of 
strengtV) ahi(‘h has been nstnbed to 
them. Mr 1 lalPs communicaiion will

New' Cupping Instrument. 

A new jocthod of performing the 
operatic-, c.f cupping, without the a«- 
sistanc of a synnge, has Wen invent- 
ed by Robert Healy, M. b., Dub- 
lin. The instrument consi^tfi iA a 
hollow vessel with a slop cOck* con- 
taining about half a pint of Wiitert and 
made of thin sheet copper or tin, 
and of a cupping glass made in the 
usual way, and adapted , to the stop 
cock with a coarse-thitaded screw. 
The stop cock shen . Id extend half an 
inch within the first, mentioned ves- 
sel. After unscrewing tlic cupping 
glass from the vessel, a little air is to 
be drawn from the latter by the mouth 
of the operatQr> and the cock iathea 
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to be turned to present the ingress 
of the exi’.rn')! an. The mouth of 
the stop cot k m then to be inserted 
into a gla^b oF Ethei, or spnits, so 
that by tviriung the coc k about, a 
dram of enher ot Th«\'^e fluids may be 
drawn uj). The vessrl u, then lieal- 
'cd, 80 to coi'Vi^rl the ht|iiid into 
vapour ; *and as soon as the vessel I8 
Ailed with it, a vacuum produced 
bv lefrigeraling l lie 1 in cold wa- 
ter. cupping ghiB** IS then screw - 

edi to the stop crick, and placed ovrr 
the wound made b\ the lancet or 
leacli, and the flov\ of bkiod may be 
adjusted by tunn: g the cock.

has very properly secured the exclu- 
sive sale of it by patent. '^I'lie fol- 
lowing brief account of tin invention 
will convey some idea of it 40 our 
readers ; — 

“ While I look directly down at a 
sheet of paper,’* says Dr Wollaston, 
on table, if I hold between my 
eye and the paper a pie<'e of plain 
glass, inclined Fnim me downwards, 
at HU angle of I see by refl ection 
the view that is before me in the same 
direction that^ I see my paper through 
the glass* I might then take a sketch 
of it, btttthe position of the obj*'ct 
would be reverted* To obtain a di- 
rect view it is riCCessary to have two 
reflectr^rs. I'he transparent glass 
must fbr this purpose be inclined to 
the perpendicular line of sight only

'I’lie piucd, how- 
ev<‘r, and any tibject w'huh it is to 
trace,, cannot both he seen disuncily 
111 tlie fuime state of the l ye, on lu - 
count of the difh-rence of their I'.s- 
tanci’B ; and the illorts of .siiccesnvc 
adaplalion of the eye to <nie or lo the 
other, would become painful if Irc- 
cjuently repeated. In wrder to ivnu - 
dy this inconvenience, the paper tn.d 
piMK'iI may be viewed through a coi - 
\K X lens, of Huch a focus as to r 'qnuc 
no more effoit than in ncco^rtry fc.r 
seeing the dii-tant idiji etH diHtinctly. 
Tbe-'C will tlion appear to coi respond 
with the paper in disUiuie as well as 
in direction, and may be drawn with 
facility and with any de&iivd ilepi^c 
of precision. In some casi s a ddVo- 
rent construction will be preferable. 
Those eyes which, w ithout assiftUmet** 
are ada])lcd to seeing near objects 
alone, will not admit the une of ac<m- 
vex elrtSK, but will, on the contrary, 
require one that h ctmeave to be pla- 
ced in front, to render the dif umt ob- 
jects distinct. I’he instrument whicb 
i> actually u&ed .differs in other tv- 
spectfi fnom the foregoing, which I 
have chosen to describe, just because 
the action of the jrefl^*ctorfi there em- 
ployed would-be more genoiahy un- 
demoofd. But those wtio arc cor - 
ver^sut With the science of opUcs, 
will perceive the ad van rage that may 
be derived in this instance from pns- 
matic reflection ; for whim a ray of 
l%lit has entered a sokd of 
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glass, and falls from upon any 

surface, at an inclination of only twen- 
ty or twenty-three degrees, as above 
supposed, the refraenve power of 
the glaPb 18 such as to Huffer none of 
that light to passfuit, and the surface 
bcc^nnes in this Vase the most brilliant 
refleetorthat can be employed. There 
is another circumstance in this con- 
Stnici'oii neces <'ary to he attended to, 
and which lemams to be explained. 
Whe»e the reflection was ])rocliiccd 
by a piece of plain gUsa, it is obvious 
that any object behind the glass, if 
sufficiently iliunnnated, might be seen 
through the glass as well as the rc- 
flectt'd image. But when llie prisma- 
tic reflector is employed, since no light 
can be transmitted directly through 
it, the eye must be so placed that only 
apart of its pupil may be intercepted 
by the edge of the prism. The dis- 
tant objects will then be seen by this 
portion of the eye, while the paper 
and pencil are seen past the edge of 
the pi ism by the remainder of tlie pu- 
pil. Though the original disign, and 
uriiicipal use of this instrunient, is to 
facilitate the delineation of objects in 
true perspective, yet this is by no 
means the sole purpose to which it is 
adapted ; for tlie same arrangement 
of u-flectovs may be employed wdlh 
equal advantage for copying w'hat 
haa been already drawn, and may 
assist a learner in acquiiing at le,ist a 
correct outline of any subject. For 
this purpose, the drawing to be co- 
pied should be placed as 'nearly as 
mayjbe at the same distance before 
the instrument t*haf. the paper is be- 
neath the eye-hoh' j (or in that case 
the size will be the same, and no lens 
will be necessary either to the object 
or to the pencil. By a proper use 
of the Same instrument, every purpose 
of the pentagraph may also b' an- 
swei-ed, as a painting may be reduced 


in any proportion required, by pla- 
cing it at a distance in due propor- 
tion greater than that of the paper 
from the instrument. In this case a 
lens becomes requisite for enabling 
the eye to see at two unequal distan- 
ces with equal distinctness ; and in 
order that one lens may 8iut for all 
these umy^oses, there is an advantage 
in canying the height of the stand 
according to the proportion in which 
the reduction is to be affected. Since 
tlie primary intention ol this instru- 
ment is already in some meaeure an- 
swered by the Camera Obsciiia, a 
comparison will naturally be made 
between them. The objections to 
the Camera Obscura are, 

1 . That it IS too large to be ear- 
ned about with convenience, 

“ The Camera Eucida is as small 
and portable as can be w ished. 

‘‘ 2, In the former, all objects that 
are not situated near the centre of 
view, are more or I*‘sb distorted. 

“ In this, there is no distortion ; so 
that eM*rv line, even tlit most remote 
from tlie centre of view, is as straight 
as those through the centre. 

“ 3. In that the field of view does 
not extend beyond tlO®, or at most 
with 'jsiinctness. 

“ Br- in the Camera Lucida, as 
niucha^ 70® or 80® might be included 
in one view." 

It is obvious that the preceding 
ingenious contrivance of Dr Wollas- 
ton may be applied to a telescope, 
for the purpose of taking sketches of 
the different objects that may be 
ccuitained within the field of view ; 
but 36 it IB only a small portion of a 
landscape, or of any large object that 
can be seen at once through a teles- 
cope, it would be desireable to have 
some contrivance by which the ob- 
jects seen in different fields of view. 
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^incl sketched upon the same piece of 
papet, might be all connected with 
each other into one landscape This 
object has been accomplished to a 
certain extent by a new contrivance, 
which u* described in the Eilinbutgh 
Knctfclopifdais under Camkua Liri'i- 
TJA, and winch consists ol a telescope 
fixed upon a stand in sueh a manner, 
that the centre of motion may be pla- 
ced in difTcrent positions between the 
cye-piece and the object-glass, by 
which means the observer may vary 
the distance of the paper from his 
eye, in order to have his drawing on 
a large or a small scale. By this in- 
tttrument, we may take u connected 
panorannic view^ *)1 any horizonta^/onc. 
of a landscape, whose breadth does 
not exceed the field of view of the 
telescope. The objects comprehend- 
ed in the ddVerenl fields of view will 
be anangod in a circle, whose diame- 
ter is etjijii) to the distance of the 
eye from the centre of motion. 
instrument is particularly adajited for 
taking a correct outline of the visible 
Iiun/.oii, witii all the various inden- 
tations with which that line is gene- 
rally broken by the intervention of 
▼alleysand mouniains. Unless the lio- 
rizun is extremely and unusually con* 
traded, the field of view of a com- 
mon telescope will contain a zone 
which will easily comprehend every 
depression and elevation, and even 
wdien the place of the obsi-rver is cjn- 
bosotn^d in an amphitheatre of moun- 
tains, which rise around him with va- 
rious elevations, tfie field of view may 
be enlarged diminishing the mag- 
nifying power of the telescope. 

Effect of Light on the PhoFa- 
GATioN OF Sound. 

A series of experiments on the in- 


fiuence of light upon the propaga- 
lion of HOund havebeun recently made 
by M. Mode‘'.ie Parolctte. In order 
to measure the van.ilion oi souiuls, he 
employed a phonometer of tlie follow- 
ing construction. He took two ^ood 
violins, with well •chtisen fSnples 
stryig-^, and had the pegs made ivith 
copper screws, in order that he mndii 
produce the tones witti pivciKon. He 

f daced these two violins hon/omal- 
y on a plank ten feet long, and eight 
Indies wide, and wlien thev were both 
tuned to the Paris diapahim, h pla- 
ced a bit of paper on th" second 
btring of one of them, to serve as an 
index In the course of his expcrim<‘iits. 
The violin whicli had the piece of pa- 
per upon its second string, was fix- 
ed, and the other, winch was move- 
able, was placed upon a htlle wood- 
en tabic, held on the plank by two 
grooves, and by means of a screw in 
tiic end of the plank he could siule 
this table, with the violin on it, back- 
wardi- or forwards. An optuiiiig in 
the table, parallel wilii the second 
string, enabled him to mark on tiic 
plank tlie diflerent positions of the 
moveable violin. WliiJe hifa otlier iiii- 
gers rested on the neck of the instru- 
ment, he pressed with his foi'c-fin- 
ger the second string till it touclicd 
the ifiird, and then let it go instanta- 
neously. Tins fingering, winch wan 
dune at a place marked on tiie table, 
and was always uniform, produced 
an oscillatory motion, which was 
heard on«tlie corresponding string of 
the other violin ; The small piece ol 
paper pointed out tF Wm at a dis- 
tance the vibration of tliih ■‘String, 
when he separated the two violins, 
till the vibv ation of the paper became 
almost null, and at length cifa-^d- 
This point, which wan that of the 
limit of the vibration, was marked on 
the Ubie that served to support the 
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apparatus, an4 was numbered 100. 
'Inc space between the two strings 
which were parallel to each other, 
was 7 feet in daylijrht, and was divi- 
ded into 1(X) equal parts or degrees, 
each of which was about S lines. Af- 
ter a number v)f experiments made 
with this phonometer in the dark, 
M. Paroletie found, tluit the mean 
term of the degrees of propagation of 
sound without li^^lit, was, in three dif- 
ferent trials, 0.9S ; or the difference 
betwten the propagation of sound that 
took place during night, and that in 
daybght, amounted to 16 lines.

Propagation of Sound in GAi$£ft

M. Modcste Parolette, w'hom we 
have mentioned in the preceding ar- 
ticle, made also a number of experi- 
ments on the transmission of sound 
through different gases. He placed 
an alarm watch in a jar filled succes- 
sively with different gases, and retired 
gradually from the apparatus, till he 
found the plaec where the sound cea- 
sed to be audible. The follnwing 
were the results which he obtained i

From these results it appears, that 
the propogation of sound is not in the 
ratio of the density of the medium. 
Oxygen appears to be better adapt- 
ed than any of the gases for transmit- 
ting the vibrations of sonorous bodies, 
and the equality of effect obtained 
with nitrous gas, wdiich coiuains 0.56 
of oxygen, induced M. Parolette to 
believe that the increase of the propa- 
gation of sound has a determinate 
tneasure, and that a given quantity 
4 }f oxygen gas diffused in the atmo,- 
pbere, is sufficient to carry it to its 
maximum. r 

Several experiments on the propo-

the solid substance. In order to con- 
firm this result in another way, two 
persons were stationed at the opposite 
extremities of the canal, and were 
each furnished with ;a Jialf second 
watch, carefully compared. Each of 
them struck alternately with the ham- 
mer, at intervals of 0, 80, and 4-5 

seconds, and the time of the arrival 
of the two sounds being Carefully 
noted, the sum of the numbers indi-

Manometer. 

A new manometer,' for ascertain- 
ing the ehajiges which take place in 
the elasticity and in the compohition 
of a determinate volume of air has 
been invented by M C. JL. Bertliol- 
let. This invenMon is an extension 
of Saussure's manometer, which con- 
sisted of a barometer, whose bulb 
was contained in a bell-glass luirme— 
tically closed, into wluch the sub- 
stances that might affect the elasti- 
city of the air w'erc introduced bv 
an aperture in the neck of the bell- 
glass. This instrument has been 
adapted by BerthoUct to the o\»ser- 
vation of the phenomena wliiv'li take 
place during vegetation, and in ge- 
neral to those which animal and ve- 
getable substances present during life, 
or after death, relative to tlie atmos- 
phere with which they arc surround- 
ed. A full account of this instrument, 
which cannot rightly be described 
without figures, will be found in the 
Memoir cs de la Sodetc IV Arcueily 
tom, i. p, and m the Philosophic 
cal Magazine^ vol. xxxvi. p. 


Experimextr Heat pitonucED 
BY Comi'uesmon. 

A set of very curious experiment! 
on the quantity of heat evolved by 
compression were made by M. Ber- 
thollet, with the asHi^anco of Messr* 
BiqjL and Pictet. The compression 
was produced by a 6y press belong- 
ing to the mint, and the metals tried 
were copper, silver, and gold. In 
order to measun* the heat which the 
pieces of metal acquired by the shock 
of the fl) press, a thermometer placed * 
horizoutafly was first used, but it was 
afterwardLS found preferable to throw 
the piece of mdal into a quantity of 
water siiflicii nt to cover it. Having 
ascertained, by preliminary experi- 
ments, the relation which exists be- 
tween the heat acquired by a certain 
weight of water and the tempera- 
ture of a given weight of each metal 
immersed in it, they were thus ena- 
bled to estimate, from the h(*at ac- 
quired by the water, the temperature 
to which the metal had been raised. 
After the piece of metal had received 
the first shock, and its heat had been 
determined, it was allowed to return 
^ to a temperat^ure 'imilar to tliat of the 
fly pri'Sfe ; it was then subjected to a 
new shock, and a third operation was 
performed with the name precautiofifi. 
'rhctollowing experiments wore made

Erom these results M. Berthollet 
concludes, that the heat which is pro- 
duced by compression, in bodies that 
do not suffer any chemical change, is 
owing solely to the changes of di- 
menuiou which these bodies undergo, 
and when the dimensions can no long- 
er be diminished, the most violent 
shock docs not cause any heat. 


A T MOSPH ERICAL ReF U ACT 10 K S. 

Erom a series of very d^ehcate ob- 
servations made on a number of cir- 
cumpolar stars, Mr Grooinbridge, of 
Blackheath, has found mucli more 
accurate results tlian have yet been 
obtained. The results of his obser- 
vations are contained in the following 
table ; —

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Parallax of the fixed Stars. 

Astronomers have for a long time 
laboured in vani to detect the paral- 
lax of the earth’s annual orbit. Dr 
Brinkley, however, who observes with 
a very large circle, cMght feet in dia- 
meter, thinks that he has discovered 
the magnitude of that important quan- 
tity. “ My observations,” says he, 
in a.lettcr to the late Dr Maskclyne, 

on a Lync, for the purpose oi dis- 
covering an annual parallax, now 
amount to 47 ui number ; viz. 22 
near opposition, and 25 near conjunc- 
tioij, and the mean of these gives a 
result of 2'\52, as tlu* parallax of the , 
annual orbit for that star, and I have 
no doubt that it e^vceeds ‘J".” 

With all dcfereiKe to this icspect- 
abU astronomer, w<‘ arc confident that 
some fallacy will he found in his ob- 
sers'ations ;^and we are not speaking 
at random when we .suy, that, even 41 
the present state of astronomical in- 
atniinents, we believe that tlie annual 
parallax is not a measurable quantity. 
Mr Groombridge’s observations on « 
Lyrie, with which we have been fa- 
voured by that distinguished astrono- 
mer, does not authori/.c ns to ihink 
that that star has even a parallax of 
1 second. 


Freezing of Quicksilver. 

The frigorific process, of which 
we have given some account in page 
430 of this yo^jame, has been brought 
to such a degree of perfection, tnat 
Mr Leslie has actual ly succeeded in 
freezing mercury^ Tlic air-pump 
withcwaicb this experiment was per- 
formed was constructed by Mr Adie, 
of Edinburgh, for Adam Anderson, 
Esq. Hector of the academy of Perth.

MrLcsliehaving always failed with his 
own air-pimtp, made the experiment 
wdth the present one, in Mr Adie’s 
shop, before the wriU rot i\w present 
article. Having coated the buTb of 
a tlicnnomcter with ice, and .suspend- 
ed It in the receiver abbve the ‘uilphu- 
iic acid, the air w*as gradually ex- 
hausted, till the barometer connected 
with it stood at a height within 
of an inch of the height of the de- 
tached barometer. At the instant 
of congelation, the coating of ice 
suddenly cracked, and the mercury 
sunk with a leap about 10 degrees. 
The thermometer being quickly taken 
out of the receiver and bt<»ken, the 
solid mass of mercury fedi from the 
bull) ; but when it had 8carc»*ly recei- 
ved one or two blows with the ham- 
mer, It returned into its fluid state. By 
means of a spirit of wine thennome- 
tcr, Mr Adie procnrctl a degree of 
cold equal to — 70 of Fahrenheit, 

As soon as Mr Anderson received 
his new air-pump, which is perhaps 
one of the best, and at the sami time 
the most simple, that has ever been 
constructed, he succeeded ii. liee'/ing 
mercury more rapidly, and by a more 
simple and effectual process. Ha- 
ving formed a’cup of icc, he poured 
into it a small quantity of mercury, 
which w'as also covered with a stra- 
tum of icc. This cup being sus- 
pended above the sulphuric acid, the 
receiver was exhausted, and in lest 
than ten ininutet*. the mercury was 
frozen. After being taken out of 
the cup of ice, it was stnick repeat- 
edly with a hammer till it was com- 
pletely flattened. 

New Goniometers. 

We have already stated, in page 
J131 of tlus volume, that a new re- 
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fleet ivc jironiQfti^ry of great utiKty 
3U jnineralogy» Jbas' been invented by

CisNTRes FOR Bridges. 

A new and ingenious method of • 
forming the centres for the arches of ^ 
bridges that have a great span, ha» ' 
been recently invented by 'Fhomas 
Telford, Esq., civil engineer, whu has 
prop4)sed to employ this method iit 
erecting the intended bridge over the 
Menai. Instead of supporting the 
centre, as usual, from below, Mr Tel- 
ford proposes to work entirely from 
above, that is, to suspend the center- 
ing from each abutment from frames 
about 50 feet high above tlio top of 
the masonry, and rendered ’ perfectly ^ 
•firm and secure. By this means he 
does not interfere in the least with^ 
the tide-w^ay, and therefore is not in- 
terrupted by the narurc of the bot- 
tom of the channel, by tlie depth at 
low w^ater, or by tlie great rise fltnd 
rapidity of the tides, A full account

Burking LsrN\*-£s and Mirrors. 

Our rea^js will no doubt have' 
heard of the celebrated burtiing mir-; 
rur with which Archimedes sfet firci 
to the Roman fleet, and of sot- 
cessful attempts of Buffbn tG' coit-i 
struct a mirror for burning a drtl* 
tance, in imitation of the Syracusait 
geometer. The principal defect, 
ever, in the burning 
and findeed in eveiy cqmb^tTtidtt'^qr 
plain mirrors, is the extEeieft difficuky 
af;i^l^tt 5 ting endi aittwf, 80 as to bt

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wbu:h joins the mirror and the focus 
of the paraboloid. The proper ad- 
justment might easily be given to all 
the elementary mirrors, by attaching 
each of them to a inachtne resembling 
the heliostata of Gravesende ; but the 
expansion and contraction of its parts^ 
and the shaking to which it would 
infallibly be exposed* might occasion 
an agitation in the difiereut images* 
which would greatly diminish the 
power of the instrument. The only 
method* therefore, of combining plain 
mirrors* is to confide each of them to 
an individual properly instructed to 
keep it in auch a position as to reflect 
the solar rays to a determinate point* 
and to this position actf^ing 
to the motion of the sun. But though 
this might be easily done by three or 
four person s, yet if 100 or 200 i idi- 
viduaJs were thus employed* none of 
them could distinguish the image of 
his own mirror from that of the rest ; 
and therefore if u single image were re* 

’ moved from the focus, each of the 
mirror-holders would naturally wish 
to know if it were his, and a general 
agitation and confusion of the images 
would be the inevitable result* In 
order to remedy ibis inconvenience* 
M« Peyrard* professor of mathema- 
tics in the Bonaparte Lyceum* has 
proposed to furnish each mirror with 
a suitable apparatus* so that when 
it is oote directed to the point where

In the article whicIT we have now 
quo^^d the^ is described a Burning 
Lens, on a new construction* and a new 
Burning Sphere* as proposed by Dr 
Brewster. The Burning Lens consists 
of several concentric zones and seg- 
ments of aones* which are placed iii 
such a manner as to refract the hicU 
dent rays to one focus. By this com- 
bination of segments a very large lens 
will be formed* possessing the same 
propertic R as if it Consisted of solid 
glass. The advantages of this con- 
struction are, 

1. The difficulty of procuring a 
mass of flint glass proper for a solid 
lens* ixs in this construction compleielf 
removed. 

2. If impurities exist in the glaaa 
of any of the spherical segments* or 
if an accident happens to any of them^ 
it can easily be related at a very 
trifling expence. Hence the y>hcn- 
cal segments may be made of glass 
much more pure and free from flaiVt 
and veins than the corresponding por- 
tions of a solid lens. 

S. From the spheric^ abermtioa 
of a convex lens* the focus of the 
outer portion is nearer the lens than 
the focus of the central parts* and 
therefore the tohiF light is not con* 
centrated iSi the same point of theaxiSi

B. If it should be thought advise- 
ablc to grind the segments separately, 
or 'two by two, a much smaller tool 
wfll be iiecess^pr than if they formed 
one continuous leiia. But if it should 
be reckoned more accurate to grind 
each /one by itself, then the various 
segments may be easily held together 
by a Arm cement. 

G, Each zone may have a different 
focal length ; and it may therefore be 
placed at different distances from the 
focal p(»int, if it is thought' proper. 

The Burning Sphn-e is composed 
of a number onenscs and mirrors, so 
combined that all their foci coincide 
in one point, and that all the lenses 
may be in the surface of the same 
sphere. The solar rays arc reflected 
by means of a mirror, so as to fall in a 
perpendicular direction upon every' 
lens except the one whicli is directly 
exposed to the sun ; and therefore a 
column of light, nearly equal in dia- 
meter to that of the sphere, is collect- 
ed in one point. The following com- 
parison has been made between tlie 
effects of this instrument and those 
of a solid lens ; — 

L In the burning sphere almost 
the only diminution of li^ht is that 
which arises from reflection by the 
plane mirrors, and which may be es- 
timated pretty accurately at one half 
of the incident light; but thi: idss 
can be amply compensated by adding 
a few more lenses. 

3. In the solid lens a great dimi- 
nutibh of liglit arises from the thick- 
ness of the central portions, and from 
the obliquity of the parts at the cir- 
cumference, which it is conceived will 
be fully equal to the light lost by re- 
flection in the burning sphere. 

In the burning sphere the lenses 
may be obtained of much purer glass 


than can be got for a solid lens ; and, 
therefore, cateris parilrnsj they will 
transmit more light. 

4. Owing to the small size of each 
lens in the burning sphere, the dimi- 
nution of effect, arising both from 
sphericaj aberration, and from the 
aberration of colour, will be very much 
less than in the solid lens. 

5. In the burning sphere the effect 
is greatly increased, inconsequence of 
the shortness of the focal length of 
each lens, and the greater concentra- 
tion of the incident light. 

6. In the burning sphere all kinds 
of lenses may be combined. They 
may be made of any kind of glass, of 
any^diameter, and or any focallength ;; 
and the lenses belonging to different 
individuals may be combined for any 
occasional experiment in which a great 
intensity of heat is requisite. 


New Camp Telegraph. 

A new camp telegraph has been 
invented by Knight Spencer, Esq., 
secretary to the Surry Institution. In 
the working of this telegraph, which 
is numericaY, the director of each sta- 
tion must be assisted by three privates, 
or others, t > be called signal-men. One 
of these is furnished with a staff thir- 
teen or fourteen feet high, on whicli 
are mounted two flexible balls, about 
three feet in diameter. This is called 
the centre point. The other two sig- 
nal-men are each furnished with a 
staff ten feet high, mounted with one 
flexible baU. The sigiis^s arp made 
by one or both of the fl^nal men ta- 
kiJig an ordered paces to 

tite right or left of the c^t^e point 
in^the rear df wKich the director takes 
hl4 h^lkid dating the time of xi(^aking 
communications. All sigp^s ai^made 
by order of the director of the Irtatioii*' 
10 
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vho gives the word for the necessary 
number of paces. Theflc are taken 
by the signal-men in double nuich time^ 
carrying their flexible balls at the 
trail j and when they have reached 
the point, or points ordered* the balls 
are instantly elevated. All signals arc 
repeated by the corresponding sta- 
tion ; and when the director of the sta- 
tion from nhich the communication 
is made observes that this is done, he 
gives the word Doivtu and his signal- 
men then retire in double (^uick time to 
the rear of the centre point, carryi^iig 
their flexible balls at the trail. The 
word DofViin is likewise given by the 
director of the station at which the 
communication is received, the inslant 
that he observes the signal-men of the 
corresponding station begin to retire. 

The flexible balls are thus con- 
structed. Take ah ash or deal staff 
of the required length, and the sub- 
stance of a stout pike, Tlike twelve 
•whalebones, four feet six inches long, 
and fix them at nine inches from the 
top of the staff, in the same manner 
that the whalebones of umbrellas are 
fixed. Let the lower ends of these 
whalebones be then fixed to a strong 
slider, like the slider of an umbrella, 
the pipe of which must project up- 
wards, and be eighteen inches long. 
Stretchers eighteen inches long are 
fixed at the top of this pipe, and also 
to the' mfddle of each whalebone, like 
the stretchers of an umbrella, to keep 
the ball stiff when in uw.

Method op Puuipyino Olive Oil 

FOR CHRONOMETER^S. 

In the application of oil to the pivots 
of chronometers, it has always been 
found that it loses its fluidity after a 
long voyage, and then adheres to the 
parts and obstructs their motion. In 
, order to obtain oil better fitted for 
these delicate purposes, Mr Ezekiel 
Walker endeavoured to separate from 
it some of those impurities whicli it 
is known to contain, and he succeed- 
ed in separating an opake whitish mu- 
cilage, heavier than oil, but lighter 
than water. The oil, when freed from 
this substance, was tried by M. P. 
Barraud, and by the late Mr John 
Brockbank, and was always found to 
be in excellent condition after a long 
voyage, Mr Walker gives the fol- 
lowing method of obtaining the pure 
oil ; 

Put a quantity of the beet olive oil 
into a phial with two or three timee 
as mticn water, so that the phial may 
be about half full. Shake the phial 
briskly for a little time, turn the cork 
downwards, and let, most part of the 
water flowcout between tlie side of 
the cork and the neck of the phial. 
The oil must then i^ashed five or 
six times. After the lust quantity of 
water lias b^n drawn off, what re- 
mains is a mixture of water, oil, and 
mucilage. To separate these from 
each other, put the phial into hot wa* 
ter foe three or four minutcf', and 
most part of the water will fall to the ^ 
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bottom, which ttkurt be drawn of as 
before. The oil must then be poured 
into a smaller phial, which, being 
Hearty ftdl, must be well corked, set 
ii) a cool place, and suffered to stand 
tihdisturbed for three or four months, 
or until all the water shall have sub- 
sided, with the mucilage on thi top 
of it, and the oil, perfectly transpa- 
rej)l, swimming on the top ol the mu- 
cilage. Wlicn time has thus comple- 
ted the operation, the pure oil must 
be poured off into very small phials, 
and kept in a cool place, well coiked, 
to preserve it from the air. 

Aerial Navigation. 

We alluded in our last volume for 
1809, to the method of flying which 
hatl been put in practice by one Dc- 
gen, a watchmaker in Vienna. This 
subject has been investigated in oar 
counti y by Sir George Cayley, and 
we are sorry that we have not room 
to give some account of his observa- 
tions on so interesting a topic.

In the 7lh experiment, a rubber of 
• steel, cut so as to resemble a bastard 
file, wah made to mb against the sur- 
face of the brass cylinder with a force 
equal to 14lb8.

The 
cylinder liad lost 463 grains of its 
weight. 

In the 8th experiment, the appara- 
tus was placed in a deal box, in which 
it was kept from every side by pieces 
of wood half chan-ed.

Hycrpmeter for Gases. 

A new' hygrometer, for ascertain- 
ing the dryness of gases, has been in- 
vented by M. Guyton Morveau. As 
this instrument is intended to be in- 
troduced, very accurately closed, un- 
der a receiver, the mouth of which is 
immersed in mercury j the metallic 
parts arc constructed of iron. It con- 
sists of a glass bottle, the stopper of 
which can be taken out and replaced 
•by means of a small lever acting upon 
a hinged cover, to which the stopper 
is cemented. After the bottle lias 
been accurately weighed, it is filled 
with dry pulverized muriate of lime 
that has been in fusion, which must 
likewise be^. weighed; the bottle is 
then introduced under the receiver, 
and the cover raised. The weight 
acquired by the muriate of Imu* will 
indicate the quantity of w ater absorb- 
ed.

New Heliostata. 

M. M. Berthollet and Mains have 
lately invented a new Heliostata, 
the object of which ia to give such a 
motion to a plane reflecting mirror, 
directed to the sun, that the reflected 
rays 'may always be projected on the 
same spot during the diurnal motion 
of that luminary- Tliis instrument is 
founded on the principle that sP line* 
perpendicular to the plane of the mir- 
ror describes an oblique cone, whose 
base iscircular andparalleltotbeequa- 
tor, while the sun describes a circle of 
decliuation. As we have not seen any 
description of this invention, we can- 
not determine the advantages which 
it possesses over the instrument of the 
same name which was long ago in- 
vented by the learned Grtirtroende.

In this table Dr Wollaston has not 
measured the refractive powers of 
Benzoin, opium, sugar, and pitch ; 
but the substances are arranged in 
the order of their refractive powers. 

Dr Brewster's detemiination of 
the refractive power of phosphorus, 
so very different from that of Dr 
Wollaston's, confirms the beautiful 


bility. Carbon, phosphorus, and sul- 
hur, being the only three simple in- 
ammable substances, have actually 
their refractive powers in the very 
order of their inflammability. 

In the experiments on solids, a me- 
thod was employed by which the re- 
fractive powers could be obtained 
merely by using irregular chips of the 
transparent solid, without any part 
of the surface being ground or po- 
lished. 

The same gentleman is engaged in 
a set of experiments on dispersive 
powers, which are measured by means 
*of a iflew instrument for that purpose} 
and he has found that oil of cinnamon 
is the best fluid for achromatic fluid 
object glasses. It requires more than 
^four pnsms of crown glass to correct 
the colour of one prism of oil of dn» 
naxnon. .

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EXPLANATION OF THE PRECEDING JOURNAL. 


The observations in the preceding 
Journal were made by two celebrated 
opticians Mr John Carey, and Mr 
Robert iiancks, in the Strand. To 
the first of these gentlemen we owe 
the observations contained in coRimns 
1^, 1, 10; and to the second, the 

observations recorded in columns 3, 
5, 7, 8, 9, IJ, 12, and 13. The jour, 
nal kept by Mr Carey is the first in 
which the 4ryiiebs of thp air has been 
determined by Mr Leslie’s hygrome- 
ter, the only instrument of the kind 
in which any confidence can be pla- 
ced, It is much to be regretrted that 


this valuable instniment is not more 
universally used in meteorological ob- 
aci^ations, as well as for various other 
purposes, to which it id applicable. 
But, even among men of science, there 
is a prejudice ag^ainat new inventions, 
which nothing out time and necessi- 
ty can overcome. The instruments 
whicfi arc at present employed for 
ascot aining the humidity oT the at- 
mosphere, are completely fallacious, 
and ought long ago to have been su# 
perseded by the ingenious hygrome- 
ter with which Mr Leslie has ettrich* 
cd philosophy and the arts.

sharp frost put an end to this 
untAual weather on the 14lh, a<.d zt 
was followed by a heavy fa^ of snow. 

Op the morning of the 16th, the 
mow lay ten inches deep round Edin- 
btirgfa, <aod it is supposed that, since 
the severe winter ox 1795, such alarge 

a uanlity of suow has not fallen in so 
lort a space of time. The snow 
extended only a little beyond Dunbar, 
on the great London road, and waibut 
slight at Glasgow. 


On the 20th of the month, a very 
dense frosty mist hung over Edin- 
burgh : The whole spray of the trees 
and phrubs were elegantly beset with 
crystals. 

A thaw prevailed between the 24'th 
and the 27th, and almost completely 
removed the snow. 

Oa Tuesd^, the 30th of this month, 
there was a of meteoric stones in 
Caswell county, in the United States.

From the 4th, to, the 7tb of the 
month, a good deal of snow and hail 
fell, the wind blo^g from the east 
and north-cast.

On the 5th of this month, between 
four and five o’clock in the afternoon, 
a moat severe thunderstorm, attended 
with torrents of rain and hail, passed 
over Edinburgh, but fortunately no 
injury was done either in the city or 
tlie neighbourhood. A farm-house 
near Mid Calder w^as, however, burnt 
down ; and at Glasgow, whcfe Ac 
storm commenced about an hour ear- 
lier, the lightning struck the fine 
monument erected to the memory of 
Lord Nelson, and considerably inju- 
red it. A thunderstorm prevailed 
also on the same day at London, 
York, and various parts of England ; 
but it does not seem to have extend- 
ed to the north of l^otland. 

On the 28th, a very brilliant me- 
teor appeared here in the south-west, 
a little after twelve o’clock at night. 
It moved rapidly in a north-easterly 
direction, but was attended with no 
noisCi ,lt resembled a large tun, or 
hogshead, in ^ze and shape, and along 
its sides appeared stripes or bands of 
bright light, which continued a short 
way beyond tlie ball, and formed a‘ 
sort of fringed tail. 

On the. evening of the 31st, from 
8 o’clock till 12, incessant flashes of 
lightning appeared in the south and 
south-east parts of the horizon : Sud- 
den falls of rain took place, hut no 
thunder was heard. On tile same 
day, there was ’a dreadful tli under- 
storm in various parts of England. 
It began tn London at about half 
past two o'clock, in the morning, and 
.as it was perlyips th£ most violent and 
.awful ever experienced in this coun- 
tiy, we shall give a very full account 
or it, as.described by an eye witness, 
(Sir H. C. Eiiglcfield, part.) who 
was pear the spot where it fell and did 
raischieL 
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“ I wafj with three frie 'ds in a 
coach, standing ^t a h(>||j|^ where we 
had supped. The house door was 
still open, and there was a strong liglit 
from a large lustre in the hall, full on 
the cdach, and two very bright lamps 
at the door of the house. This cir- 
cumstance was in favour of our seeing 
the nature of the light distinctly ; for 
had we been in tJie dark, its excessive 
bHgk ;nes.s would have so dazzled our 
eyes, as to prevent all distinct vision. 
Ah we got imo the couch, there was 
a small mizzling rain, and a very 
strong flash of distant lightning in 
the N. E., but no thunder that 
could hear. The servants at the door 
said, therchildheen much distant light- 
ning for ah Hour or two. The sky 
over head appeared uery dark, but 
the lights prevented accurate obser- 
vation of it. We were just seated in 
the carriagt', and my eyes were direct- 
ed out of the front window, nearly 
towards the tree which was struck, 
but winch, however, I could not sec. 
Two of my companions were look- 
ing out of ihe window, towards the 
house door, from which we were dis- 
• tant live or six feet. Wc were at 
once enveloped by an excessively 
bright diffused blue light, of more 
than instantaneous duration, which 
appeared to explode into sparks mo- 
yiUg in zigzag lines in all directions. 
My friends $aw them between the car- 
ria^c and the door, and their motion 
WUS 'so strong; as to make the pillars 
of tte borch appear to vibra^f.

rcctly at us, but incomparably more, 
violent. The explosion seemed quite op 
the ground, and was accompanied by a 
sensation of a dull concussion, as if a 
vast weight had fallen fronr a great 
height on the soft earth close by. us. 
The Bound rose in the air, rolling and 
echoing for a very long time, much 
like common thunder. 

** Astonishment and terror kept , us 
silent for a little while ; wc then 
agreed to quit the coach, and take 
shelter in the house, tfic door of which 
remained open.

These stones 
were irregular in their shape, and 
their angles in general obtuse ; they 
contained rather more globules of iron 
than those that fell at St Aigfb, in 
Normandy $ these globules are also 
rather larger, and the colour of the 
stone when first broken is somewhat 
clearer $ it may be speedily oxyded, 
and is sufficiently denseoind heavy to 
write upon glass. It is broken with 
difficulty, imd comes to pieces very ir- 
regularly, and is very fine in the grain. 
Its exterior is about a quarter of a 
line ia thickness, and its colour of a 
darkish grey* These stones w also 
traversed by some irregular^lack 
lines, strongly marked, from a half 
line to two lines thick, and which 
traverses them in a manner similar to 
the veins of oeruin rovks* Does not 
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this fact seem t(» indicate that they 
existed prior to ihrir fall ; that they 
have been produced in the haine man- 
ner as rocks, and were not formed in 
the atmosphere ? 

The preceding account, which we 
have taken withoift; alteration from 
th^ Journal dc Phj/si^ue^ gives a 
great degree of confirmation to the 
theory of meteoric stones which^ was 
lately proposed by Dr Brewster, 
namely, that they are tlie lesser frag- 
ments of a large planet which once 
existed between Mars and Jupiter, 
and of which Ceres, Pallas, Juno, and 
VAta, are the Isirger fragments. That 
these four planets arc the remains of 
‘ a larger body, is almost capable of 
demonstration ; and it is surely not 
improbable, thA the lesser fragments 
would fall upon the earth, when Mars 
was in the opposite part of the eclip- 
tic.

T 1 1 K c veiling of the 21 th o f December, 
j 808, ternfiinatcd the active and con- 
spicuous life of Dr Beddoes, of Clif- 
ton . His biogTa|?hy has been written 
in an elaborate form by Dr Stock, of 
Bristol, from whose able work several 
of the following incidents arc taken. 

Dr Beddoes was descended from 
part of a respectable Welsh family 
which had settled in Shropshire ; he 
was bom at Shififnall, a small town 
in that county, on the iSth of April, 
J760.

tor of Plymhill, in Suff > dsK re, u-.u 
der whose care he applied with great 
assiduity to the iniprovemcijt, of hia 
classical knowledge ; his play houra 
were commonly employed in reading 
i^viewa. Mr Dickenson, speaking of 
hfS mind as it appeared at this time, 
describes him as rema kable for soli- 
dity of judg ement, unenlivened by any 
hriiliaiicc of fancy a curious fact, 
when it is known bow this latter fa- 
culty put forth and eicpanded in after 
life. From the Mr Dicken- 

son he was removed to Oxford, and 
was entered at Pembroke; College in 
the year 1776, at sixteen years of 
age the tome habits of studiousness 
followed him here for whif'h he had 
been remarkable throughout his ini' 
fancy and boyhood ; he avoided the 
idle breakfast parties, and the convi- 
vial meetings of the students; the. 
lectures of the college tutor were' 
attended by him as a duty, but 
they were attended regularly, aud the 
strength of his understanding, and his 
tmuFisal knowledge of the classical 
languages, speedily made their w^ay 
into conspicuousness through the un- 
couth ness of his appearance, .uj»d the 
awkwardness of his manners* * Soon 
after entering the university, he began 
to study the modern languages with 
his customary avidity ; in two months 
fjc learned to* read French fluently, 
without tbeassistance of a master; and 
Italian and German afterwards yield- 
ed to bis uncommon powers of acqui- 
sitionr:- Beddoes, however, had a mind 
whiuh was not likely to be contented 
by tJfe study of languages. Dr Black, 
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by his celebrated experimenta'on mag- 
nesia, had some time before drawn the 
attention of philosophers to the study 
of chemistry, and the interest on this 
subject had been kept up and height- 
ened by the la':e discoveries of X)r 
Priestley. Beddoes was one among 
the many who, about this time, cntcM- 
cd eagerly into the study of this ira- 
rbving science ; and during one of 
Is college vacations, which ne spent 
at Cheney Longvifle, in Shropshire, 
where part of his family still resided, 
be amused his friends by a short course 
of lectures, in which he explained the 
late discoveries in chemistry, and il- 
lustrated Ilia explanations by experi- 
ments. During these vacations his 
favourite amusements were shooting 
and wliist j an<f he is said, at this 
time of his life# to have been one of 
the best whist players in England. 

About the twenty-first year of his 
age he took the degree of Bachelor 
ot Arts ; he now ceased to reside re- 

f ularly at tlie university, and came to 
].ondon# where he attended lectures 
on anatomy, physiology, and medi- 
• cine, See, Physiology, which lets 
" loose, the thinking pow'crs in a greater 
degree than any other department of 
medical study, became his favourite 
subject.

In the year 1 790 the pctUtic^ chan-

relief had been solicited for the emi- 
grant clerfey, and glanced with an eye 
of ill will pn our own ecclesiastical 
institutions. This handbill, as may 
easdy be supposed, inflicted a serious 
injury on his public character ; for it 
is impossible for any man to make 
war on the feelings of the widest and 
the wealthiest class of society, with- 
out injury to. his temporal interests ; 
it excited strong disapprobation in 
the neighbourhood in which it was 
circulated, ana wl«;n he returned to 
Oxford, he perceived many an eye 
turned on him with an altered expres- 
gioii. This occurrence seems to have 
accel^ated his resignation of the 
chemical lectureship. Sonu^ months 
hefore^this, he had given notice to 
the vice chancellor of his intended re-

It was found, 
that a kitten, w liich liad been breath- 
ingf an air containing* a large propor- 
tion of oxygen, was drowned w'ith 
'nuYrcdifficiilty, aiid restored with mone 
ease, tlian one which Jli»d breathed 
only the common atmosphere. This 
fact Dr Beddocs had antK’ipated ; for 
in a published letter, addressed to Dr 
Darwin, lie remarked, that'if the flo- 
rid complexion of a coifsumptive pa- 
tient arose from the presence of a 
super-oxygenated stale of the blood, 
such a person would require a longer 
time than another for drowning; Dr 
Beddoes himself, whose natui'M com- 
plexion was sallow and dingy, found 
it very mucli improved^y breathing 
a highly oxygenated atmosphere, and 
hints, that, if used with caution, it 
might bcsafclyemployedasacostnctic. 

In 1794, before he had administer- 
ed the artificial gasea to any patient 
of his own, he jiublished^n Appendix 
t 0 his former “ Observations,*! con- 
sisting principally of cases in which 
they had been employed by several re- 
spectable physicians in different parti 
ol the kingdom, andfamong others by 
Dr Withering, by DrEwaj i, of Bath, 
and Dr Parry ; ^ese cases, however, 
prove little tnat is satisfactory. 

The rise of his reputation, mod the 
extension of his practice, did not abate 
his activity as^an author. He pub- 
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lishcd a letter to Dr Darwin, cxplain- 
ihg hia theory and his treatment of 
consumptioi} \ a supplement to his 
Observations, which, besides letters 
from Withering, Ewart, and Parry, 
alrciidy alluded lu, contained an ana- 
Wsfe of a paper, hy Lavoisier, on the 
of crowded astjemblics, and ano- 
ther, by V^uquelin, on the liver ol the 
^ate ; he sent a pi^per to the fourth 
volunt^. of the Medical Facta and Ob- 
servations, in which a case of phleg- 
monous inflHtnmHtioo leads to some 
rcasonliigs on the hifluencc of heat 
and cold on the living system, and he 
kept up a frequent and interesrtng 
cbrrei^pondence with Darwin on sub- 
jects of geology, and particularly on' 
^onie parts, oi ihe Zoonumie, which 
was then pfiitt^g. Darwin had sta- 
ted, (Zoonoi^ia, vol. i, sect* IL p. 
151 . 8Vo edrt.) that “ when the idea 
of solidity is excited, a part of the ex» 
tensive organ of touch is compressed 
by some external body, and this, part 
or the sensorium so compressed, exact- 
ly reseihbles in figure the figure of 
tne body that compressed it ; hence 
when we acquire the idea of solidity, 
we acquire at the same time the idea 
of figure ; this idea of figure, or 
this motion of a part of tlie organ 
of touch, exactly resembles in its fi- 
gure, the figure of the body that oc- 
casions it, and thus exactly acquaints 
p8 with this property of the external 
w orld.” Against this account of the 
origiiF of our ideas, Beddocscoiitev d' 
ed With much clearness and acuteness.

I, am equally unable to comprehend 
how the stimulated part, of the retina ^ 
can exactly resemble the visible fi-’ 
gurC of the whole tree in miniature;

At the latter end of 1796, Dr Bed- 
docs published the fourth and 6fth 
part's of his ** Considerations on Fac- 
titious Airs,*’ which, besidemuch mis- 
cellaneous matter, not directly con- 
nected with the main topic of the 
book, contained the first proposal 
made in England for curing syphilis 
with nitric acuh The efficacy of mer- 
cury in this disease was believed to 
depend on the oxygen with which it 
was combined, and it was siipjJoscd 
that any other'suhstance, which would 
part with oxygen as readily to the 
constitution, would be equally service- 
able. ’With this view, the nitric acid 
was exhibited by Mr S«»ott, of Bom* 
liay, whose rcpi)rt^, containing an ac- 
count of the first experimental at- 
tempt to realise this idea, were inclu- 
ded in the Considerations on Facti- 
tious; Airs. The reincdy cxbited much 
expectation, but its more extended 
imiipIcytiFient has shown its feeble and 
▼irtues. 

Notwithstanding Beddoe s had writ- 
ten so much on the employmejit of 
artificial gases in disease, he had-made 
but brtle usii of them in his oWi< prac- 
tice. Patients had never yet been 
admitted at the Pneumatic Institu- 
tion, owing to the deficiency of the 
suhbcriptions ; and, in order to acce- 
lerate the fulfilment of the scheme, 
he published, early in 1797, sugges- 
tions toward setting on footle 'pro- 
jected establishment for asO^rtainiog 
the powers of factitious airs in me- 
dicine* The subsc^ptfon, however, 
would have beeu viillu inadequate to 
iUpwr^OKjifthifliiljeMrT. Wedge- 


wood had not offered lOOOh to se** 
cure the immediate execution bf the 
plan, wisely observing, that « it was 
wortii while to expi'iid the sum sub- 
scribed, in ordei' to assure us that 
elastic fluids would not be serviceablo 
as medicines,*^ This liberal offer re- 
moyed all pt*cuniary obstacles, and in 
1798 the institution was opened for 
the reception of patients. Dr Bcd^ 
doi‘8, however, found that he reljuired 
some assistance in the preparation of 
the airs. His friend Mr Giddy had 
become acquainted with a young man 
who was educating as a country sur- 
geon in Cornwall, and whose talents 
and scientific zeal had attracted the 
notice of the neighbourhood. Mr 
Giddy wvas delighted With the mo- 
desty and gerdus of -Ais young ac- 
quaiiitarice, and j>erffuaded him to 
transmit to Dr Beddoes a letter con- 
taining some thoughts on the French 
theory of caloric, and some experi- 
ments which he had made, proving 
that heat was not a Kubatancc. Bed- 
does instantly saw the merits of the 
mind which was presented to his no- 
tice, and he invited him to become his 
assistant attlie Pneumatic Institution* 
The invitation was accepted, and Mr 
l>ivy removed to Bristol. I'he cor- 
rect diBcriminatioii displayed in this 
early appreciation of Mr Davy’s ge- 
nius, has since been abundantly pro- 
ved by the discoveries which hr has 
achieved, and the/amc which he has 
won,— discoveries so brilliantA and 
fsme so truly enviable, as to ha^ af- 
forded a ix^asonable ground for the 
iarc.u>tic observatton^ that the best 
discovery Dr Beddoes ever made wa« 
Da^.

Bed- 
does seeniH to have abandoned the use 
Mi( these remedies for no very good or 
explicable reason, and the profession- 
al public seems to have lost sight of 
them altogether. It is probable that 
they have Wen abandoned/or no good 
reason, and that we are far from ha- 
ascertained their full efficacy in 
; it is to be feared, however, 
UttUsual trouble which they

ployments require bodily inactivity,

is, that we shduhi' imitate those habits 
of the exempted .classes bn which 
their ctuoFiption appears to depend ;

is much reason fyr beHevlng that the 
search aftera preventative, rather thart 
a cure, fo^ this disease, is still the 
most promising means of encroSchitig 
on its fatality.

Dr BeddoeS prefers 
Egypt, Bengal, and the West In- 
dies 5 he expresses doubts about the 
utility of I.isboit, Italy, and Madeira, 
and conjectures that the benefit which 
is somelimes experienced by those 
w^ho go to these places is attributable < 
rjither to the voyage than to the cli- 
mate. Lisbon is now much less fre- 
quently Vesorted to by patients than'' 
formerly; and the tombstones of strati- ^ 
gers in the churchyards of Madeira '' 
afibrd but unfavourable testimony to ^ 
the healing influence of its climate.

Much mystery* however, hangs over 
the subject. 

In the year 1 ‘ 801 , Dr Beddoes pub- 
lished his Essay on the Medical aud 
Doitiestic Management of Consump* 
tion, on the Powerspof Digitalis, aud 
on the Cure of Scrophula/' It was 
well known tliat consumptive coughs 
become mo|;e quiet in a warm apart 
ment, but are re-excited by the cOld 
ait of a staircase ; that they Are of- 
ten less troublesome dunng the night, 
when the door of the apartment is 
•hut and the curtains drawn close 
.arpinid the bed, than dunng the day, 
when the patient tats tn a large room 
and 16 exposed to fresh cold air fn a 
variety of ways ; that consumption is 
alleviated by the warmth Qf.summer, 
and sometimes cured by resorting to 
a warm climate. The chief object of 
thin way* therefore, was to lecom- 
mi^lhf^Ql^utmptive patients 8 
b<U)kppt duHi^ the cold part of the 
year ht an arti&ial temperature, equal 
to that of a warm climate { it con- 
tained several cases of consumption* 
in the treatment of which this was 
chiefly relied on. In some uisiKnceSp 
the patients were kept ui apartments 
secured ^by double dbors and double 
wiqdowa against the outward air* and 
warmed throtigbout by atores i la 
others, they were Icept in apartTOOts 
with cows ; the bodies and tjip heeatb 
of the aovnals comnoiixmcatdd ^ con- 
siderable warmth to the aurs which 
wa» ^creased by the aid of ttoves.

It operated differently ; tbr^ imagin- 
ed that the cows would itnb^e some- 
thing unhealthy from the patients and 
impart it to the milk, and thut they 
and their children would thus swal- 
low consumption tn their morning 
mess. They once actually collected 
in considerable crowds* and when the 
cows approached which were going 
on this extraordinary duty, endea- 
voured to frighten thsni away by loud i 
screaming ai^ shouCs.? i c 

This book has had a slow but a 
considciable influence <ni the practice 
of the profession, and few now of our 
ablest phystciaiiB conduct the treat- 
ment of a consumptive case without 
very considerable attention to artifi- 
cial warmth. Consumptive patients 
VI bo are not confined to ihnr apart- 
ments dunng the cold seasons expc4 
nence numbcilcss injuries from tlie* 
outward air; a*brctze of wind will* 
luffie atid agitate them, aud produce 
a feverish flush of some continuance ; 
every chill from the dir is followed 
by heat and perspiration, constituting 
short fever fits, which slowly M<.ar 
away all the strangth ; the cold air 
rcuders tlie cough more frequent ; and 
thus* by producing a perpetual kgita- 
tiOB i/f the lungs^ prevents the hcahag 
of thuir ukeratca pairtions, eulargea 
flieir magostuBe/and gi\es grcjiter 
rapidity and certamty to the fatal ter- 
roinatidm A practice of a simikir na- 
ture seems to have been long practised 
m the West Indies, bioke (Medici>^ 
niscbr Geographic Ersta Band* 4 B 4 i^} 
fays* << that the negroes whom r r t <3P« 
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^Idered/iionsumptive at-c sent intd the 
sugar houses to Breathe the warm va- 
pour, which r^sefl in such eloudii from 
the pans as to darken the work rooms, 
and that in two months they com- 
monly recover.'* It is an important 
, fact,’ that till* attendants in these warm 
apartments of Dr Beddoes, who were 
jfrequerttly pa^sij)g from the heated 
info the ^'old .ur, were not particular- 
ly liable to <-atch cold, and that the 
patientH themselves, on leaving fhoir 
roo-ns to go abroad, seemed to have 
lost for a time their sensibility to the 
chilliness of the atmosphere. There 
are many other analogous facts whicn 
render it probable tliat we overrate 
the injnriouancss of variations of tem- 
perature. A native of a tropical cli- 
.mate bears His Yirst winter in Eu- 
rope bet for than his subsemient ones. 
The workmen in the manufactories of 
crown glass, who are perpetually pass- 
ing from the outward air into a tem- 
perature much above JOJ®, are not 
paniculatly subject to pulmonary dis- 
ease ; nor is the Riisnan boor, who 
passes from his winter hut, which, 

* from heal and moisture, resembles a 
'^ vapour bath, into an air many de- 
grees below zero. It is probable that 
the prevalence of consumption in Eng- 
l.md is attributable much less to va- 
rieties (ff temperature, and much more 
to deficiencies of clothing, than. is 
commonly susT'Ccted; thus the Scotch 
have become fiir rooie liable to it since 
theyJeft off the warm woollen plasd 
,,fpr uie cotton dresses of modern 
timet? ; and the Du^ch, notvvitlistand- 
ing the inqlemwcy of their climate 
and the coldness of theif apartments, 
scai'ccly know w'-hat it is, — an envi- 
able ignorance, attributable to the iin- 
wicfdTy ^waimth of their clothing; 
consumption is ho where so preva- 
lent lis amoT^glhe Scotch, English, 


and French, the worst dad of all the 
Jjcople of Europe, but enjoying a cU- 
xhate comparatively temperate^ 

There is a curious piece of private 
Mstoiy connected with the printing 
of this volume, which deserves to be 
known, because it throws enormous 
light on the structure of Dr Bed- 
does’ mind. When the manuscript 
was first sent to the press, the title 
of the book was, “ A speedy and cer- 
tain Cure for Pulmonary Consump- 
tion as the printing proceeded, he 
came to a more sober estimate of the 
value of the new remedy, and order- 
ed tlie title to be altered to •• Speedy 
. Relief, and probable Cnre for Con- 
sumption.'’ 1 1 was subsequently chftn- 

f ed to “ Probable Relief, ana possi- 
le Cure," &c,, and at last shrunk 
into its present modesty of expression. 

Soon after the publication of this vo- 
lume, Dr Beddoes began the publica- 
tion of his popular Essayson Health ; 
one appeared every month, and they 
amounted in all to eleven in number. 
Their Olyect is not that of a domestic 
system ofmedicine’, t hat is, to teach uu- 
profcssiorial p<*r8ons how to cure dis- 
eases, but to expose to th^unuiatruct- 
ed public the v.rious uUSuS^ectf[d 
sources of dange to the ebnstituti^ ; 
to show therr> how disease advaubes 
with a slow and muffled step, for 
wee ks and months and years, and to 
tea ;h themto avert what human know- 
ledge is unable to cure. This is the 
most v(dnmriiOus of all the publica- 
tions of Dr Beddoes, and that too in 
which the powers of his mind are per- 
haps best exposed in aU their variety 
andi‘ichue8s ; but it is impus^fblehere 
to fbHjiW him through its multifa- 
rious tqpics.’ 

Durfftg thfei year 1803, Dr Joseph 
Frank, of Vienna, who was onji tour 
through sevtHilfterts of Eutope^ call- 
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«d oa Dr Bcddots at Cbftqn, Tlie 
account which he gives of the inter<- 
view is amusing. ** After visiting the 
iniirmary» 1 was desirous of seeing the 
Pneumatic Institution. This institu* 
tion was, several year’s ago, establwh- 
ed by subscription ; as, at that time, 
a flattering idea 'prevailed, that the 
application of various gases affot^cd 
p^ticular remedies, especially in af- 
fections of the chest- Since that hope 
has been (at least to a considerable 
eatent } disappointed, it is simply em- 
ployed as a dispensary. From time 
to time, however, some pneumatic ex- 
periments are still made there. The 
celebrated Dr Beddoes presides over 
this institution with considerable zoal: 
indeed it is indebted to him* for its 
origin. I was very anxious to become 
personally acquainted with a physi- 
cian of whom such various opunons 
are entertained both abroad and at 
home* With this view I had pro- 
cured several letters of introduction 
to him : amongst others,! was favour- 
ed with one from his fathcr-iivlaw, 
Mr Edgeworth, witli wliom, and with 
his interesting family, 1 became ac- 
iijUaiuted at the house of Madame 

in, Paris. Dr Beddoes docs 
prp|>eriy live in Bristol, but in 
the adjoining village of Clifton. All 
his acquaintance had told me before 
hand, that I should iind in Dr Bed- 
does a maji, whose premier abotd was 
rather repulsive. On entering his 
.house, 1 gave the servant my intro- 
ductory letters, thzPt his master might 
be somewhat prepared, and not taken 
by surprise. After w^aiting about 
half a quarter of an hour. Dr Bed- 
dpes appeai^ed with several bqoks un- 
der his arm. The 6rst wo^do that he 
addressed to me were, * Whidi Dr 
Frqnk are you ? for there are a great 
naanyvof you.* I could an- 


swer liim, he laid before me, jn a rpw, 
several books, all written b^ Frahkai 
constantly asking as he turned tliem 
over, « Is that you ? Is that you 
The first that met my eye, was a Ma- 
teria Medica, by Solomon Frank, t 
protested againdl this being mine. 
Then followed some of the works 
which I had written in elucidation of 
the Brunonian system. Having now 
recognised me, Brown beffarae the 
first topic of our conversation. We 
were soon agreed upon what was wor- 
thy of praise and what of censure in 
that system. The conversation short- 
fy after turned lujoii foreign medical 
literatiu'e, when I soon found that Dr 
Beddoes reads German as well as hiL 
does English, and is intimately ac- 
quainted with all 4Jur beat authors. 
Among all the theories applied at 
present to the practice of medicine, 
that of Rejll pleases hirh best. Dr 
Beddoes, in his conversation, which 
grew every moment more interesting, 
showed the same fire and animation 
that are observable in his writings.^' 
In IfSOH he set on foot a course of 
popular lectures on anatomy. Mr 
Davy, as was to be expected, had re- 
moved to Londbn, and a Mr AlcocU 
had succeeded him. By this gentle- 
man the principal part of the discourse 
was delivered, but the introductory- 
lecture was written by Dr Beddoes. 
It is printed in Dr iitock^s account 
of his life, and qontains some remark- 
able instances of his powers of expo- 
sitiouf i 

He wa? no^ arrived at the 
year of his ag% ; many persons of 
consequence* had solicited him to re- 
move to London, and the wide field 
which this vycalihy and immense me- 
tropolis held out to his ambition at 
last induced him to take their advice, 
and to make arrangemenU for his^fc- 
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movalt thelfiammer ol 1806, how* 
ever, h4 ihad b^eo wiEed witli Bymp-. 
tom3 of wauniio the cheat. He wm 
attended, by JOr Stock and Dr Crau* 
fuird*^ ^ Aft soon A8 he was aware of the 
oaituee^iof bis complaint, for at h rat: 
he»oWinately denied it, he gave ham- 
self, top as a lost nun. With some 
difficulty hm medical friends pnpvait 
ed«on him to consent to the applica- 
tion of boiUng-hot water, as a rneana 
of raising a blister more sure and ra- 
pid than the Bpaiush fly v the nymp- 
tomft, particularly the difficulty of 
breathing, had become so urgent as 
to render them un willing to rely on 
BO tardy and uncertain a remedy as 
the latter^ “A napkin well heated was 
rolled up and forced into a pint cup, 
which it coiK«|diHcly filled, leaving a 
convex surface rising about halt an 
inch above the top. Boiling water 
was then poured on the napkia till it 
was thoroughly wetted $ it was then 
hastily inverted, and held for exactly 
thirty seconds to the side**’ This 
application relieved him, and he be- 
gan slowly to recover ; but the attack 
seems, to have somewhat diminished 
hi^ activity, and he resolved to defer his 
removal to London, at least until the 
complete iTstoration of his strength. 

. Dr Beddoes had, since hh illness 
of 1806, recovered to an uncoinmoQ- 
ly good state of health, which jast« 
ed uninterruptedly till the autumn of 
1808, wlnm he wasaUAckedby sym(>- 
toms very similar to.hi^ former ones. 
'fbosa.wluch indicated disorder of the 
livfr .particularly attracted the atten- 
tion ofthis fimlica^attendants and hini- 
se}f ; leeches were applied to his 
right , side ; inercuiial ointment was 
rubbed in till sit prt^uced some sore^ 
nees.of the gums, and he cKpcrienced 
a partial and temporary^reliefi somte 
^Wgreeof mflammutionof the chest foL 
luweibbut it yielded to appropmte re- 


medies, and outlie ^th of November ^ 
he Was . so far movered aa to be. able 
to take a short journey into Wales.* 
He returned in good spirits, and when;, 
talking aboat Ins health, expressed 
his conviction that bia lungs were, 
sound and vigorous. His breathing 
was-, never entirely free eveni his " 
best Jiealth, but during his late excur-' 
sion he had mounted a steep Welsh 
hill with pneommon ease; hisCaim-’ 
tenance, however, told a diflerent 
tak ; it was pale and fallen, and 4ndi> 
cated strongly that all was not Well 
within. On the 1 1th of Doceinbor 
he visited a patient from home i£br 
the last time, but he still continued. 
tOfa^ve advice at his own houses and,' 
witli a few slight exceptions, ^eeihed 
to enjoy his usual vigour of Itnder4•^■ 
standing. From the 14th of thia. 
same month, he began to suffer se-* 
verely, although silently ; he moved 
frequently from one apartment to aft*^ 
other, to free himself from a weight 
and oppression in his chest, but in 
vain. 0/1 the 21 st he felt and ap- 
peared much better, and remarked to 
his medical friend Mr King, “If thigj 
be not one of the lightings up^befo^ 
death, 1 am certuinly betterlW 
the 22d, in the evenings ft 
erected in hir hall, and he was 
ved to see it done himself ; the pipe' 
was conducted up the centre of tlie* 
staircase, and he ascended to the top 
of the house to see it conveyed; 
through the roof ; during this exeii*fi 
tioD, his servants remarked that 'he^ 
was extremely feeble. The neiit'day . 
he was ^ worse $ at nigh^ he appeared 
very uneasy, and early in the mornings 
hift brcktitiiig became so difficuh, that. 
Dr CakufuM was called up to him. 
Borne Bq^tand foxglove weregive»' 
him \\irouut relief.' His* medical* 
frienckleft Iitm a$«ighit,btit^tW|ohourft 
afeetvvm-ds were'ftesC: foit ftfgi^ «nd 
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found' him* Umich Isporse f the hotti^a- 
ter blister waB now apphedv but wklif? 
littkM^ief. . Dr Craufirird left him * 
again late in the morDing> promising : 
to see.him again Boon ; Beddoejt 
deavoured to thank him for. hia kirvd 
attention^, but his heart was loo 
hecoold not speak', and. the tears ran*- 
down .his cheeks. At half past three ' 
in the 4 rfternoon Dr Craufuird return- 
ed to him ; he was sitting up, but he 
had^Bcarccly any pulse, and ^ath was 
in, his: face. I suppose,” said lie 

to Dr Craufnird, . you are fully 
aware this cannot last long ?” Dr 
Craufuird evaded the question as well 
as he could, and advised him to lie ^ 
down he tlien conversed on a me-* 
dtc^'i^opic with hia usual precision ; 
his ^lymptoma, however, became ra* 
pidly worse, and at six o’clock in the 
evtning he died.

which the doctor usually wore, the 
hair newly" dressed, and the hand pla- 
ced on a taMe with a book by it. I'he 
operator hadbeen intimately ncxjnraint- 
ea with Dr Beddocs ; it is not surpri-- 
sing, therefore, that such an incident' 
should deprive him of bis collected- 
ness. 

Whatever^iB proibsiltmal brethren 
may think of the actual accessiOnB* 
which the healing art has derived' 
from the labours of Dr Beddoeii, he^ 
was unquestionably the first physiciatl^ 
of his time, Darwin only excepted,^ 
in knowledge and powers of under- 
standing. He was complete mas- 
ter of Greek, Latin, French, Ita- 
lian, Spanish, and German ; he Was . 
familiar with geperal literature; he, 
was intimately acquainted with mine- 
ralogy and chemistry, and every de- 
partment of professional science j hr 
had perfonned the practical duties Of 
his profession with a zeal and activi-^ 
ty rarely equalled ; and the degree in 
which he was gifted with the highek 
faettlties of the Understanding, is bc&t 
riibW;i by tlie argumentativeness and 
eloqtumcb of bis uunfierous writings^ 
That ills powerd y<pre great, no im- 
persOaVhb i« acquainted with 
all that he has done can deny ; arid tf, 
in pentaing.his life, there appeaVi a 
dis|M'oport'io.»' between the quantity 
of < effort, ibnd that of succehs, it ;jflr 
pkofcablte tbatr the fault i»athoifihi" 
the aubjt*<mh»M intUe^m.tn ; nioditiat 
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discoveries are not to be taken by 
atorm, but are to be gaiiied by more 
•low and formal approaches. 

Perhaps the mind of Dr Beddoes 
was not exactly suited to the profes- 
sion in which he was cast. Many of 
hiiextraordinary powers, which would 
have been eminently serviceable if he 
had been thrown into a different thea- 
tre of exertion, were thoroughly use- 
less in tlic pursuits to which he was de- 
dicated : his fancy served only to give 
liveliness to his writings, not correct- 
ness to his opinions ; and his intellect 
was far more comprehensive than his 
usual subjects demanded. Mcdicalrea- 
sonings consist of short and simple 
trains of thought, and do not require 
that commanding power of reasoning 
which displays Sself iif passing skil- 
fully through all the turnings and 
windings of a long and intricate ar- 
gument, and which is in its true ele- 
ment when engaged in the subtilties 
of metaphysics, or the complexities of 
politics. The proper faculty for the 
physician is that of observation ; that 
of perceiving, as Beddoes himself has 
well said, not merely where the hour- 
band of nature's church-clock points, 
but also the run of her second and 
third hands. Beddoes was an admira- 
ble observer ; his defect, as a medical 
writer, consisted in an over expectan- 
cy of disposition, but this very defect 
was probably the cause of one of \m 
greatest merits.— -his vast and pL'ipe- 
tual activity, which enabled him to 
comjb-ehend within the term of his 
«vvn life the exertion of many com- 
mon lives. From 1 V84, the date of his 
first publication, to tfie period of his 
death, a term of 24* years, there were 
only live years in which his pen was 
lUipi'oductivc ; but the fruitfulness of 
the others made up amply for this dc- 
It ct. This perpetual activity would 
probably not have existed, if it had 


not been for this over expectancy of 
disposition which we have remarked ; 
he would not have hunted so keenly, 
if the game had not been valued so 
highly. 

As a medical practitioner, Dr Bed* 
does is said to have been eminently 
Buccessful. In the common forms.of 
disease, of which the nature is clear 
and the remedies notorious and effi- 
cacious, the difference between such • 
man as Dr Beddoes and an ordinary 
physician is not felt ; but in obscure 
cases, where the symptoms jure nu- 
merous, iiuhstinct, and, contradicto- 
ry, when the medical observer is at 
sea, without the chart .and compass 
of nosology, the extraordinary reimur- 
ces of a superior mind must in- 
finite value ; in cases of this descrip- 
tion, therefore, it is said that his suc- 
cess was extraordinary. He was re- 
markably attentive, and patient in 
inquiring after symptoms, and in the 
investigation and treatment of the 
disease, displayed the same earnest- 
ness and 7,eal in the chamber of the 
sick, which appear so conspicuously 
in his wTitiiigs. 

The impression which' Dr Bei!M(pct 
made on the contiguous public 
w'hich he Ibcd, was always 
degree, but very different in kind. 
Those who had employed him long 
enough to sound the depth of Ins va- 
lue, almost worshipped him ; his ap- 
pearance, however, was uncouth, and 
his mauners to strangers cold and w- 
pulsivc Ni'twithstanding, therefore, 
that his abilities and learning were, np- 
torious, and that the'uApleasingness 
of bis first appeahmee soon yiddodto 
a great and visible earnestness for the 
welfare of his patients, he is said ne- 
ver to have been a popular practition- 
er,* or at least that the superiority of 
his talents did not produce a com- 
mensurate superiority of popularity. 
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This, howcTcr, is not to be wondered 
at ; whenever we desire to win others, 
we always employ those means which 
we observe to have an influence on 
ourselves; the art of persuasiveness 
always begins with self-observation, 
and the consequence of this ‘is, that 
the nearer our own feelings resemble 
those of the world in general, the 
grrater is the chance that our infer- 
ences will be correct, and our mea- 
sures effectual. It is easy therefore to 
see why a man of genius, whose men- 
tal habits have led him away from po- 
pular sympathy, should insensibly ne- 
glect the employment of a multitude 
of trifles, w^ich have no power over , 
him, but which greatly interest a fid 
affect the generality of mankind. Be- 
side this, the talents of Bcddocs, like 
those of every cxtraordinar)' mind, 
were too large to be measured by the 
multitude ; they never perceive the 
.difforcriee between those minds which 
arc a little above them, and those 
which are much above them ; just as 
travellers in the valley suppej^e all the 
mounlains above them oi nearly an 
equal height, nor can they perceive, 
they have ascended the tops of 
Jibine, greater height and vaster 
tni^nitade'of others. 

fir Beddoes disliked general visit- 
ing ; when in the company of intelli- 
gent strangers, in whose society he 
delighted, Jie w^as habitually silent, 
and was alwaysr more anxious to gain 
knowledge from others than to make 
a parade of his ovfn ; with all his 
powera and his knowledge, he never 
' aimed at becoming a conversationist, 
a character for he w^s unkt- 


ted by his shyness and reserve* A large 
mixed party was not the theatre m 
which he shone ; it was only in A 
small circle of literary friends that he 
enjoyed sufficient unreservedness of 
feeling, to make a full display of hia 
powers. He was fond of the society 
o^ccomplishcd women, among whom 
he would often unbend and indulge in 
sallies of great wit and liveliness, in 
the relations of domestic lifciTiis con- 
duct was irreproachable ; he never 
suffered his literary pursuits to exclude 
his family from his apartments. Many 
of his most celebrated publications 
were composed whilst his wife was 
conversing with a friend on one side, 
and his infant daughter was playing 
tricks and making noises on tfie other. 
There is a sifTguIar story told of him, 
which strikingly shows liow little he 
thought about many thingj^ which are 
the most interesting to the gcnei*ality 
of mankind. He had been absent iu 
Wales for two- or three weeks with- 
out having mentioned to his family 
the object of his journey ; on his re- 
turn, a gentleman called on him, and 
finding that he was not at home, re- . 
quested to see Mrs Beddoes. After a ^ 
little common 'conversation, he con- 
gratulated her on the late accc^hion 
to her fortune, at which she express- 
ed surprise and ignorance : the fact 
was, that the doctor had been down 
into Wales to attend on hisdyuig fa- 
ther, who had bequeathed to him a 
fortune of very considerable amount, 
w^^ithout mentioning to Mru BAJd(K-3 
either the cause or the result of his 
jotmiey. 
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ACCOUNT 

A SINGULAR WOODEN CdFFLN. 


On thr fJtli May laM,* a discovety 
of .111 naturu was made 

in an cucKiSuic cnltcd the Lnav^park» 
on the farm of Mill of William$ton» 
in the parish of Culsamond, Aber- 
deen'ihnc. In pteparuig the field for 
potatoes, the plough (at a spot from 
whkh a iafgo cairn of stones nad been 
removed about 30 years ag;o,) struck 
against bomething wliich impeded iti 
progress. On examination, this pro- 
ved to be a wooden colBii, of un- 
common sire and shape, and of the 
rudest conceivable workmanship* It 
had been made from the trunk of a 
* tree of black oak, divided into three 
parts of unequal lengths, each of 
which liad been split through the 
middle \\ ith wedges ; idle whole con- 
sisting of BIX parts, and resembling* 
the hody and shafts of a cart. The 
sides had been ‘^unk into the ground 
about 13 or 14 inches, and about the 
middle of them, grooves made, 
on which the bv>ttotii rcsjied. The 
bottom was laid uni a bed ^ fine blue 
clav, about 3^ ^nchcf thi^k. The 
gabel pieces were sunk kULo large 
holes, tilled w ith fine blue santi brought 
from a distance; the whole i^rround- 
ed with a double roiv of and 


carefully covered over with an im 
mensc quantity of moss, also brought 
fiyim a distance. The cbifiti was Sid 
due cast and west, the head of It east ; 
and what appears very curiou% the 
projecting parts of the sides rested on 
an oval hard substance, composed of 
earth and clay, in which too was a 
considerable mixture of ashes, and 
which evidently had unSergonc the 
action of a very strong fire. This 
can be accounted foi in no other way, 
but by 'supposing that on this part 
of the grave the ^neral pile had been 
erected. In a corner of the inside 
of the coffin, towards the hea^of it, 
had been placed ’tn urn, 
broken in the digging out. Its con- 
tents, which, ' to this, were mix- 

ed with the surrounding earth, had 
^tUiUoiibtedly been the bones and ashes 
of seme person whos^* dead body had 
1 been burnt and deposited there. The 
Utn had been fom^d of a mixture of 
d^y and sand, narlow at the bottom, 
vniy wide at the top, and aib^utflO 
oi^J I inclirft deep. There was a large 
rpijtnd hole at one .of the cxtr^itice 
the sidt^, but not tile least 
appearance of any iron tool on an) 
pact coffin. I 
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This discovery furnishes a curious 
unbject of speculation for ihobc anti- 
quaries who deal in 

and worms, and epitaphs, 

'And th.it small portion of the barren earth. 
That ^erves p.tjte and cover to our 

bones. 

Annd the many hurulp*d barrbws, 
•luninli, and cairns, which have been 
opern'J, t itlier in the course of anti- 
quariau research, or for other put'j.in- 
ses, we are m»t avx'are that any w oud- 
cr) loiBiiS have ever been discovered. 
'J'iieir coiitciJtit usually are urns, either 
deposited in la tlecoinparlrrienls fv)rm- 
ed of upright Btuoos in the centre of 
the ban o\v, or the stonecuffins know n ^ 
by the name of Kist-Vaen, or Crom- 
lechs. But we have /nu found an in- 
nuuce durii.g th.e age of barrows, that 
is, during the fiuu* or five first centu- 
ries, ot w o< 'd bemg employed in form- 
ing a receptacle for the rcliques of 
the dead. Ho much with n spect to 
the *actu«d txp'^nence of modern an- 
tiqu ; bill, even the records of an- 
cient disc'iveries help us only to two 
instance s, and in each case they refei*- 
red to persons of the highest import- 
ance.

Chiflet, an accurate antiquary, who 
w'as present at the opening of the 
tombuf Childeric, Kingof theFrankSf 
is inclined to believe, from the frag- 
ments there dibcovered, that the roy- 
al cofhn had been composed of oak 
planks, hooped together with bands 
of iron. 

These arc the only tw^o in-itanccs 
we hu e found of wooden coffins, at 
the very early period to which, con- 
sidering its contents and construction, 
we must ncceiisanly refer that found 
in the Lanv-paik. The name the 
pla^e affords but little ground for 
further conjecture ; it is pronounced 
Liav, like the double L) of the Welch, 
or the Italian o/i, and may be the 
same word with the Gaelic LAamh^ 
signifying a band, ft may have been 
the grnve of a chiefta'in, bcanng the 
epitliet of red hand, s-troiig-hand, fair- 
hand, or the like, though the adjective 
has been lost through time ; Llumh^ 
drnrg, or the like, being a natural ap- 
pellative of an ancient chieftain; The 
division in the coffia was in^ 

tended to seprrate the 
chief from th.^se of his* of 
the victim , uluch were often tiaenfi- 
ced at the funeral of such a personage. 

But without wearying our readcra 
with farther conjecture, we have only 
to add, that the historical antiquary 
owes the preservation of this very

A great stir was occasioned in 
Peru by this accouiit. The Marquis 
de Canete, then viceroy, was solicit- 
ed to Si'ud out an expedition for the 
conquest of El Dorado, now> it was 
thought, surely to be found ; and he 
was glad of an occasion to rid the 
country of those turbulent spirits, 
from whom new rebellions were else 
to be apprehended. Nor is it unlike- 
ly that the viceroy himself partook 
of the general credulity ; he furnish- 
ed money for the expeition from the 
treasury, and some on his own ac-. 
count, which he borrowed ; and he 
appointed Pedro de Orsua, a knight 
of Navarre, to 'the command, a tried 
and enterprising man. The miser- 
able fate of Gonzalo Plzarro's army 
had warned Orsua against attempt- 
ing to proceed by land ; he fixed 
upon a new settlement, called Santa 
Cruz (Ic Capocoba,f as the place of 
rendezvous for his followers, and 
there upon the Rio de los Motiloncs 
began to build two bngantines and 
nine fiat-bottomed barks, each capa- 
ble of carrying two hundred men and 
forty horse. This river, which rises 
lit the back of Tamay-bamba, in the 

? irovincc of Guaituco, was so called 
rom a tribe wlio, contrary to the 


ordinary fashion of the Indians, wore 
the hair cut short.

His men - arrived here, 
hungry and half-starved,>~they had 
been glad to eat caymans upon the 
way, which he killed with his barque* 
buss, for he was famous for his skill 
as a marksman.

fering. These adventurers alwa-i's 
suspected trcacl^iy, because ihev 
were always ready to perpetiate it 
themselves : they got these imsiigpi- 
cious Indians into a hut, fell upon 
them, and massacred abov^' foity.

Here Orsiia thought it best to hqjl 
and send a party into the country for 
a' few d^)8, in hope of hearing some 
tidings ui that direction of the golden 
kingdom which he sought. .Pedro 
Galeaa had the commuim of this dt - 
tachment . They went along the shoi-cs 
of a lake which communicated w^h 
the river, and found a path leading 
through the woods, where, just when 
the time allotted for advancing was 
at an end, they spied some Indians 
laden with provisions. These people 
instantly upon seeing them threw 
down their burthens and fled, and the 
Spaniards could only catch one wo- 
man, whose appearance and language 
denoted that she was not of any tribe 
which they had seen before. They 
understood from her signs, that her 
country was five days journey dis- 
tant, and they took her with them to 
Oi Tiia. That commander had by this 
time begun to perceive what a set of 
dttsperate \vvetches he had collected 
together. The first indication of dis- 
content came from a man named 
Alonso de Montoya j it was disco- 
vered tliat he had laid a plot to steal 
some of the cauoes^ and stores for fits 
purpose, and make his way with his 
UccoMfiplices back to Peru," Orsua 
inflicted no heavier chastisement upon 
him than to sijcure him for a time 
with an iion collar/ His mode of 
piuushing other offences was to make 
the offenders pnll at the oar for cer- 
tain days, — .-i labour whjch was proba- 
bly always at other times performed 
by the unfortunate Indians. This ill 


effectfollowt d, that thcother soldiers, 
some perhaps in mere mockery, and 
others with a worse intent, taunted 
them at their toil, asking what they 
were better th^n galley-slaves. Ga- 
Itas had brought no intelligence to 
induce them to rtrike inland, nor 
could any thing be learnt from the 
Indians whom they had yet seen con- 
cerning the golden land of the Oma- 
guas. Notiiing therefore was to be 
done but to proceed down the river 
on the* «»*arch, after a longer tarriance 
than liad been intended, because here 
tijcir last wretched brigantine w^ent 
to the bottom, and they were obli- 
ged to collect more canoes. The

They knew tlie country, and, taking 
a sliorter channel than was known to 
their enemies, got before them, and 
thus cut off their retreat. The Ca- 
rarics prepared coninlcntly for battle 
till they perceived*' the Spaniards ; 
then they made signs of peace, re- 
minding their forinerguests that there 
was no enmity between them, and 
that they did not expect hostility at 
their hands. A discharge of mus- 
quetry was the reply wluch they re- 
ceived, and they had no alternative 
but to leave their canoes, and strike 
into the woods, where the Spaniar&u 
supposed they would all perish for 
hunger before tliey could reach their 
own country.* 

Great carp had been taken to 
furnish this expedition with guides. 
There went in it some of the Brazili- 
ans upon whose information it had 
been undertaken ; one of the Portu- 
gueze who hadbeen with them in their 
long tj-avels, and even one or two of 
Orellaoa^s companions ; all, however, 
were at a loss ; the latter, because it 
was now so long since thcii first voy- 
age, and of so long a voyage under 
' such circumstances it was not possible 
that any distinct local recollections 
coxdd be preserved ; the former, be** 
cause they could not verify the false 
accounts which they had given ; all 
they could say was, that they spppo- 
aed the country of the Qmaguas wa^ 
ayear. This, as they had now advan- 
ced n^rc than seven hundred k agues, 
Orsua Uiought probable, and belie- 
ving liimsdif near bis own govern- 
ment, he deemed k advisable, now 
while tliere was leisure for such regu- 
lations, to settle the few arrangements 
which still remained incomplete. Of 
these the most important was what 
related to spiritual affairs : the clcr-

gy of the expedition did not agree 
with each other ; the best w’ay to re- 
medy this discord, he thought, would 
be to put an end to that equality 
among them which was the cause ; 
and holding himself to be the repre- 
sentativo oi the king, and therefore 
authorized to conier ecclesiastical 
dignities, he appointed Alonso He- 
nao to be Su])erior Provisory CA&a 
and Vkarto of the expedition. The 
first act of the new superior was, to 
pronounce excommunication against 
all persons who might have appiopri- 
ated to themselves any of the articles 
of traffic belonging to the governor, 
and by him provided for the public 
uta. This measure occasioned great 
mufmvirs ; it was said publicly that 
Orsua had given the priest his ]K)w- 
ers for no other puipose, and th.it 
he had no authority to confer any ec- 
clesiastical office. Murmurs i cach- 
ed his ears, as it .was dqpigned they 
should do ; he, however, gave no 
heed to them, and the Provisor conti- 
nued to exercise his functions. Ano- 
ther cause of discontent arose from 
the conduct of the soldiers toward 
the natives ; for the Indiaiw^larnpy- 
ed at the consumption mad<!t.bjr these 
long-sd>idiDg guests, secreC^ th^ 
food ; and the adventur^eni^ fearing 
another track of desert country, were 
not contented with feeding well while 
they stayed, but each &id violent 
hands on all the provisions he could 
find, to lay up store for himsetf. 
Some of th^ offenders Orsua put in 
coDfinement ; amoi^ them was a 
mestizo servant of Guzman, his al- 
ferez»f 

The length of way which they had 
voyaged without hearing any tidings 
of El Dorado, had, by this time, 
deadened the hopes of the most ar-

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It was better to return, and make 
their way back to Peru, lest they 
should all perish. These murraui’S 
were instigated by a party, whose ob- 
ject in first joining the expedition 
was to turn back, under Orsua or 
any other leader, and attempt the 
conquest of Peru, like Gonzalo Pi- 
zarro, and Francisco Hernandez Gi- 
ron, that the old days of anarchy and 
the sword might be renewed. Zal- 
dueudo, Aguirre, Vandera, and Cha- 
ves, the men of whom Orsua had been 
especially warned by his friend Linas- 
co, were among the foremost of this 
party. Concealing their own idews, 
they laboured to indispose others to 
the service ; and Orsua, percciv^nj^ 
the growing disaffection, thought it 
advisable to call together those who 
seemed most averse to proceeding, 
and set before them the disgrace and 
ignominy of thus lightly abandoning 
the enterprise in which they had em- 
barked. What province of the In- 
dies,^’ said he,** has ever been conquer- 
ed without labour, and difEci^lty, and 
long patience ? Even if the youngest 
of us were to grow grey upon this 
adventure before it be completed, the 
iitnaeose riches which we shall obtain 
would ample recompence for 

H& fearless confidence persua- 
ded those who had not other purposes 
in view, and the agitators, therefore, 
now resolved upon his murder. 

Zalduendo and Vandera had both 
set their eves upon Orsua^s mistress, 
a mischief which Lkiasco had fore^ 
seen, and against which he had pro-"' 
pheticaily wanted his ill-feted friend. 
One of the complaints urged with 
most effect a^inst hhn was, that he 
doted upon tms woman as though she 
had bewitched him ; that she, not Or- 
sua, commanded the army ; that the 
men were condenined to the oar for 


the slightest oflVnceslike galley-slaves, 
only that they might row her canoe j 
that Orsua vras dallying with her 
when he should be providing for the 
weal of the expedition ; and that, iiiv 
stead of lodging jn the midst of the 
army as behoved him, he always took 
up his quarters apart, that he mighi 
not be disturbed in his dalliance. A 
strong party of conspirators wcw 
formed ; they were all of low birth 
and situation, and a leader was want' 
ing respectable enough in both to give 
some show of authority to tlioir pro- 
ceedings ; but the men of rank were 
jK^^rsonally attached to their general. 
The arrest of Guzman’s mestizo ser- 
vant afforded a pretext for sounding 
his master. D. Fernando dc Guz- 
man was a if^tive of Seville, and of 
good family ; he was in his tuenty- 
sixth year ; his person wap fine, his 
manners good, his nature not evil 
but his want of principle and intellect 
made him first ine tool, and then the 
victim of worse men than hims'^lf. 
The conspirators began with him by 
affecting zeal for the king’s service, 
and the good of the expedition, which, 
they said, was likely to be destroyed 
by Orsua’s misconduct ; they dwelt 
upon the general’s severity, and espe- 
cially the arrest of Guzman’s mestizo, 
without any consideration of the rank 
and authonty of his master ; and they 
won over theweak young man to their 
wishes. A council was then held ; 
Guzman and his friends proposed to 
leave O'rsua here, continue their way 
down the river, and then return to 
Peru by the usuaT ro|ite ; Zalduendo 
ahd Aguirre wert^for putting Orsua 
and Vargas, his lieutenant, to death ; 
and retunting, not merely for the 
sake of relujtning, but to seize the 
country, and make Guzman its lord.

Awakened by the cry, Vargas put 
on Ins arms, and wxnt out towards 
Orsua’s lodging, with his sword and 
shield, and the ineffectual wand of 
authority in his hand. The conspi- 
rators, who vvere now in search of 
him, , their victim, and surround- 
ed him ; hjis weapons were taken 
from him, ind they disarmed him ; 
the armour was hardly off when Mar- 
tin Perez stabbed him with such vio- 
lence in th^ ribs, that the sword, pass- 
ing clean through, wounded the man 
:^evcrely who was disarming him on 
the other side.* • 

'Phis done, the murderers returned 
to the goverrior’s quarters, where by 
this time the rest of tlieir party had 
. as.^omblcd. Hero also all the others 
wiio heaid the uproar hastened, with 
intent to stand by Orsua, but, as they 
arrived J>h)gly and v» ithout order, they 


were forced into the ranks of the fnu- 
tineers, no man daring to resist, be- 
cause each felt himself akvic. When 
the greater part of the army wci-e 
thus collected, some of the nnglcad- 
ers sallied out with a snffirieni body 
in search of the rest, vviio si jU remain- 
ed at their quarters ; and drawing out 
some by threats, some by promises, 
and finding others ready enough to 
join, brought them all to ih^ gover- 
nor’s house to heholJ his dead Dody, 
and implicate themselves in the gnvlt 
by assisting in burying it, u Inch was 
done with no othei ceremony than 
tltat of digging a hole in the hut 
where he liad been murdered, and 
laying his corpse and his lieutenant’s 
one upon the other. The chn-Fs of 
the mutiny then nominated Guzman 
to be their general, and Aguine his 
master of the camp ; ihev fdlod up 
no other offices, because, 'they baid, 
the next bubiness was to kill Orsua’s 
friends and favourites. This Guz- 
man forbade ; he thought it well to 
begin with affecting clemency, and 
his nature was not bad enough to 
delight in inflicting death. Order, 
however, was given, that no man 
should speak kin a low voice on pain* 
of death, lest a plot should be laid 
for taking vingeaucc, and the men 
were not allowed to separate that 
nigbt. The little store* of wine was 
brought out which Orsua had taken 
with him for his own use and for 
the sacrament, ai’d it was distributed 
amoiig»ihcm, that they might^raakc 
merry after their work of murder : 
tl us passed this miserable night. In 
l^e morning tiieyipA>ceedeti to make 
tlheir new arrangemenu.

Their precaution 
succeeded ; Pizarro was surprised and ‘ 
surrounded on his return ; lie was told 
that tlie office <vf sargefiio ma^or had 
been reserved for hmi, and saw no al- 
ternative but to accept it with feign- 
ed satisfaction. He had d'scoven^l 
nothing but two deserted villages in 
the woods, beyond which there was 
no track of mun.^ 

Guzman next assembled tlic chief 
persons of the army to deliberate up. 
on their future proceedings. He de- 
livered it as lus own opinion, that 
they should prosecute the discovery 
and conquest of El Dorado; and theq, 
if they Hiicceeded, the king would v 
easily pardon what they had done ; 
and he advised that a paper should 
be drawm up in their jusUficatior., 
containing a statement and cvide^jce 
that Orsua was ruining the expedi- 
tion his sloth and negligence, and 
that the only way to prevent the ai*- 
tny from turning * back in disgust, 
had been to inffict upon him and hts 
lieutenant their merited punishment ; 
and this, he snid, should be signed 
by every man in the camp. Vaodera 
;md Montoya approved of this mea- 


sure ; Aguirre remained silent, and 
they wdio wore of his faction imita- 
ted him ; the process, therefore, was 
framed, and the army assembled to 
affix their signatures. Guzman be- 
gan as general ; the pen was then gi- 
ven to the master of the camp as se- 
cond in rank, and he signed himself 
Lope dc Aguirre, Traitor. As soon 
as this was seen, a genoial murmur 
arose, for the boldest wete astonish- 
ed ; there were fionic who remonstra- 
ted vv^th him, but he turned to the 
assembly, and sard, “Cavaliers, what 
folly is this, as if what we have done 
were mere pastime, and not the ac- 
tion of resolute and sober men ! 
Have w'e not put to death the king’s 
gt/vcwior, one who represented his 
person, and had with him full pow- 
ers and authority, and are wc now 
to pretend to acquit ourselves of all 
fault by means of papers and processes 
which we ourselves have drawn up, 
as if the king* and his judges would 
not understand how such processes 
are made ? We have all been concern- 
ed in killing the governor, and have 
all rejoiced;in his death ; if it bfe other- 
wise, let any ewe lay his hand upon 
his heart ana so ; we, therefore, 
have all been l? tutors. Suppose, then, 
we were to hud this iknd of which 
wc arc in search, and were to con- 
quer it and settle it, and it were to 
he ten times richer than Peru, and 
to be better settled tjian New Spain, 
and the king were to derive greater 
profit from it tfean from all the rest 
of the Indies,— the first bachelor 
and lawyerfing + who. should arrive 
with a commiwion from his majesty 
to make inquiry. into our conduct, 
would cut off all our heads : this 
would be the reward we should reap 
for our services. My advice, therc- 
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lore, is, tKat as our lives arc forfeited, 
we should sell them dearly, and be 
beforehand with those who wpuld de- 
stroy US, by going to a good land, 
which we all well know, and where 
we have friends enough, who, when 
they see with what intent we have 
returned, will receive us with open 
arm>, and join with us, and stand by 
us to die iii*onr defence. This is the 
course whicli it behoves us to take, 
and for this reason have 1 signed my- 
self Traitor-*' As toon as Aguirre 
had ended his speech, Villcna rose to 
applaud It ; and he added, that who- 
soever gave other advice to the ge- 
neral, could give it witJi no otiicr in-^ 
tent than that of ruining him.^ 
was not possible that Vandera could 
•licar this in silence- He immediately 
replied, that it was no treason to kill 
Orsua^ because it had been for the 
public good, and for the service of 
the king ; aiu^so it wOuW be acknow- 
ledged after they should have happily 
accomplished the expedition, which, 
under his misconduct, would have 
been frustrated. “ The king,” said he, 
** will not onlypass over this necessary 
action, but will even reward us with 
his royal bpunty : this is my opinion, 
and if any one says 1 am a traitor 
for holding it, that man is a liar, and 
I will fight him to the utterance up- 
on this quanrcL” At this Aguirre 
and his partiaflsns were gteatly moved, 
and some tumultVould hayc ensued 
if Guzman and others had not inter- 
fered. Vandera, however, when the 
•uproar had subsided, added, Deter- 
mine on what course you will, but 
let no man suppose that what 1 have 
said has been from any fegr of death ;

ing was broken up without coming 
to any resolution. 

Five days after the murder, they set 
forth on their way, as if to accom- 
plish the object of«the expedition in 
obedience to Guzman's will. Aguirre 
made no opposition, for the course 
which he dc -.ij^ned to take was down 
the river ; but he contrived sink’ 
one of their Hat-bottomed boats be- 
fore they set out, and another when 
they anchored at night, before a de- 
serted village. This made it abso- 
lut^y necessary to build new vessels, 
and here they halted for that pur- 
pose. Every thing had been remo- 
ved from the village, sothit not even 
pots were to be round for dressing 
their food. Ai the Opposite side of 
the river, which was here a league 
across, the mandioc grew wild ; 
this they were obliged to dig them- 
selves and prepai*c, for by this time 
almost all the Indians of both sexes, 
whom they had brought from Peru, 
or seized upon the way, were dead* 
killed by hard labour and want of 
suBicient food. They were not skil- 
ful enough to qatch any quantity of • 
or perhaps fish were not to be 
caught in tliat part of the river : wild 
fruits, such, says Pedro Simon, as are 
rather monkey's food than man’s, 
were their chief subsistence, when 
they had devoured tlieir dogs, horses, 
and the poultry which had been, 
brought out to stock the new 'pro- 
vinces. Aguirre and his party eofou- 
raged the people tp consume them, 
th^t any plan of poii^thest might thua 
be rendered impracticable. Hcrt this 
monster, who had hitherto only kept 
pace with many others in fipiilt, be- 
gan to display his ap}>cttte for blood. 
Arze was his first victim, merely be- 
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cause he had been a friend of Orsua’s. 
Aguirre ordered him to be strangled, 
telling Guzman that it was for the 
good of the army. Valcagar was the 
next on whom he laid hands : the 
loyal protestation which he had made 
wnen he accepted the wand of jus- 
tice was well remembered, though 
it bad not been openly noticed at the 
time. ,He was seized in his bed, but, 
as they were leading him to execu- 
tion, he broke from them, and, m 
the hope of at least exciting tumult 
enough to favour his escape, cried out. 
Long live the King I Long live ^he 
King I There was none to join him ; 
the tew who were loyal in their hearts 
were completely subjected by terror, 
and, as his only chance, he ran into 
the river. Search was made for him in 
the morning, and, as Guzman caused 
it to be proclaimed that he should 
not be injured, he came from his hid- 
ingplace, thus for the time escaping.^ 
The work of retribution was now 
beginning. Two of the wretches who 
had been among the foremost instiga- 
tors of Orsua’s murder, were put to 
death by Aguirre on a mere report 
that they were conspiring against Guz* 
man. Disputes arose between him 
and Vaudera concerning their respec- 
tive offices, which was the highest; 
the general, who favouied Vandera, 
thought to determine it by making 
him camp-master also, and appointing 
his rival to the inff rior rank oi cap- 
tain oT cavalry, making Zalduendo at 
the iamc time captain of the guard. 
There were not anting men who 
told him that Aguirre was not to be 
offended with impunity, however lie 
might dissemble his resentment, and 
they offered to prevent all farther 
sniscliiefby killing him 4 but Guzman 
thought to conciliate him, and there- 


fore contracted that his brother, D. 
Martin de Guzman, who was left in 
Peru, should marry a mestiza daugh- 
ter whom Aguirre had brought with 
him. A large robe of rich silk, which 
had been Orsua*s, was given her as 
the spousal present ; and from this 
time the general treated her as hie 
sister-in-law, and honoured her father 
with the title of Don. This man, so 
unhappily notorious in hi-^toiy, hnd 
supported himself in Peru by the 
trade of breaking-in horses. In the 
rebellion of Don Sebastian de Cas- 
tilla, he had borne so active a part 
that he was sentenced to death, and 
would assuredly have b*’cn executed 
cpuld he have been taken ; but when 
a pardon was offered to all offeiiders 
who would join the king^s standard 
against Giron, lie took advantage of 
the proclamation, and came from his 
hiding place. For some subsequent 
villainy, he wai' again condemned, 
together with Zalduendo, and would 
have been hanged at Cuzco ; but he 
broke prison, and remained in the 
woods till he found an opportunity 
of joining Orsua. His liope was, 
that Orsua would rebel ; heiiu^ dis- 
appointed in this, he laid a pian for 
murdering bim, and electing as leader 
that D. Martin, who, inconsequence 
of Linasco’s advice, and perhaps of 
some suspicion of such views, had 
been baiiislied from the army. The 
general irregularity of his ccinduct 
was suclr, that in. Peru he was com- 
monly called 'Aguirre f/ locop the 
madman ; atid i^ssu redly his after atro- 
cities were such, thaf it is only to 
madness they cah be imputed.f 
This projected marriage brought 
about no reconciliation between A- 
guirre and Vandera, and each was de- 
termined to rid himself of the other. 
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Vandcra repeatedly went out in search 
of his enemy, meaning to fall upon 
him and kill him ; but Aguirre was 
never without his adherents at hand, 
neither by day nor nighty a^nd he even 
slept in his arms. His own measures 
were better laid. There was? a rival- 
ry between Vandera and Zalduendo 
for Donna Ines ; the latter therefore 
leagued wi|h Aguirre, and they rai- 
sed a report that Vandera designed 
to murder Guzman, and make nim- 
«clf general. Weak as he was, Guz- 
man did not believe a report which 
was known to originate in Aguirre, 
till Zalduendo asserted with an oath, 
that he had, proof of the intention 
from Vandera's own lips, and l^t 
the office of camp-master, whed this 
second mutiny shoifld have succeed- 
ed, w'as to be given to Chnstoval 
Hernandez, a man who had infa- 
mously distinguished himself in the 
rebellions oi Gon/sila* Pizarro, and 
Giron. Guilt had made Guzman 
suspicious, and suspicion made him 
cruel ; he invited these two men to a 
game at cards, instructed Aguirre 
when to come in with a band of as- 
sassins, and thus murdered them as 
treacherously as they had murdered 
Orsua. The main mover of the mis- 
chief was then restored to his oihee 
of camp-master. ♦ 

The next measure which was taken 
by this man Is advice, was to convoke 
the army, when* Guzman harangued 
them. “ It might be/^ he said, « that, 
as a fe w individual cavftliers had named 
Itim to be their general, their choice 
had not the ^nerul approbation to 
confirm it ; but it ’was fitting that, 
when there were sb many good sol- 
diers, the command should be given 
to one who was chosen with the com- 
mon consent he therefore resigned 


his authority, laid down the partisan 
which he carried, as if it were the 
wand of office, and requested the ar- 
my would proceed to a fresh election, 
promising faithfully to obey whatever 
person they should chuse. All the 
officers whom he had appointed, in 
lihe manner, laid down the badges of 
their respective situations. The ter- 
minutiun of this farce was had 
been expected ; some were in the se- 
cret, some were duped by it ; they 
who were neither dupes nor accom- 
plices perceived the snare whicJi was 
laid for them, and all with one accord 
c^led upon Guzman to resume the 
.command. He then declared that 
his intention was to make himself 
master of Peru, and that he required 
an oath from* all his* followers, that 
they would carry on war against the 
King of Castille in that cornttry, with 
fire and sword, and that tlwy would 
be true and loyal to him their gene- 
ral in all things ; but,” said he, it 
is not my wish to force the inclination 
of any man ; if there be an y among 
ye who are not willing to join in thi^ 
rebellion agauist the Cirg, from any 
scruples of conscience, lei them forth- • 
with avow tlleir minds ; if they are 
enough in number to defend ihem- 
selves, wc will leave them in somi: 
part of the country, with their full 
and fair proportion of arms and 
stores ; should they be too few foi 
this, we will take* them on with u . 
as our brethren, and leave them at 
the Brsf friendly settlement we^rome 
to? to dispose of themselves in what- 
ever manner they may think best. 
jCet no man b/aMid to declare him- 
self openly, ior, on n\y word and 
faith, he shdl receive no injury for ‘ u 
doing.” ' £v£u in this army, compo- 
sed as it was of the refuse o' 
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Peru, three men were found not so 
credulous believe the promises 
of Guamin, but honest enough to 
incur the eertaJn consequences of 
avowlqy their loyalty, for they would 
rather die, they awd, than h^^eome 
truitors.* Their names were/ tVatt- 
ciscor Vazquez, Juan de Clbanna^^ 
and J^tan de Vargas Zapata. It was 
iriiiticdia^ely remarked, tliat, as they 
did not mean to follow the war, they 
could have no occasion for arms, and 
their weapons were taken from them. 

On the follow ing day, the oath 
was administered. The provisor htd 
not courage enough to refuse offici- 
ating, and he therefore held in his 
hands the travelling altar, and the 
missal upon it, on which he adminis- 
tered the oath of treason. They were 
then called upon to sign their names j 
this form was leas scrupulously ex- 
acted ; some could not write, and 
some thinking, if things ended unsuc- 
cessfully, it might avail them to plead 
that their hands were not set to this 
paper, kept back, while others crowd- 
ed forward to add their signatures to 
the covenant. Aguirre was not yet 
satisiied ; he convoked another meeU 
ing, decLired that they would not 
rest contented with the conquest of 
Peru, but would seize all the Indies i 
that a king was necessary fur such a 
kingdom, and tlierefore it behoved 
them at once to elect Guzmatifor thoir 
lord and prmce. “said he, « for 

my part, do thus pubfidy renounce 
my aSegiahee to the King of SpainJ 
and«lect I>J Fernando de Gozrtian 
to be my j^ince, Jking* and liege lord 
in token wMrebf T now go to ki^ 
his hand.

farther threat was needful $ ^ley foi-* 
lowed him, willingly the part, 
and the others with dissembled wUl,

He was served at table with all the 
puppetry of a real court, and his oi> 
tiers were now issued in the name of 
D. Fernando de Guzman, by the 
grace of God, King of Terra-rirma 
and Peru, and beard h&t-in-hand. 

plan of tbeir campaign was now- 
arranged 5 they proposed to make for 
the zuand of Margarita, where they 
knew no resistance could be made, 
and where they could stock them- 
selves with provisions. There they 
would remaitk not more than four

They remained three motftlis at 
this place, which they called Pueblo 
de lo$ Kergnntines^ oecause of the 
two brigantines which they built 
there, each of three hundred tons. 
The hulks were by that time finish- 
ed, and without waiting to lay the 
decks, probably because provisions 
were scarce, they proceeded on their 
•way. Aguirre well knew that> in 
spite of oatl^ and signatures, there 
were many in the expedition utterly 
avej'se to his plans of treason, *an(? 
.who would gladly remain in the first 
good country they hhould find | and 
fearing that this opinion would pre- 
vail should they reach that land of 
the Omagua8«of which^they had set 
* out in search, and which, according 
to their Bra/nlian guides, was now 
near and upon the southern b^nk, he 
, struck into a northern branch of the 
river on the day after their depar- 
ture. This brought them, in three 
days, to a few deserted houses in a 
marshy country, where the air swarm- 
ed with musdiiitof, and where there 
appeared nothing convenient for hu*. 
man life. T^c bouses that ched 

with straw,. which was. rci^rkablc, 
because for many kad;)ai» they had 
seen no savannahs it could 

liave grown, and alUriia^ dwellings 
which they for a lotig time psst 
^were covered with some species of 
palm leaf. A few itatiyes, too infirm 
to fly with the rest, ‘were found here $ 
but no inquiry was made of them 
concerning the country, for Aguirre 
and hia party did not chuse to obtain

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information, and the others feac^ to 
ask any thing, Wat it should in» 
ierred that their wish was to settle* 
Here they remained eight days, while 
Montoya was sent with a squadrOti 
of cao^ to see^k for food. The 
river abounded with fish, which the 
natives, recovering from their alarm, 
brought to traffic with ; th^ were 
naked, but their arms and tapguager 
like tliose of the Machifarans. At 
this place it happened that Pedro 
Alonso Casto, who liad been Orsua’s 
alguazik complained to one of hia 
fritsiils, that some office which he had 
asked for had been refused him, and,' 
Stroking his beard, rcjvated a line 
from Virgil, Audaces Fortuna juvat f 
iimidosqm repellity — Fortune favours 
the bold and repulSPs tlic fearful. 
One ot Aguirre's blood-hounds over- 
heard this, and carried him |:lie iuteU 
ligence, and lie ordered them both to 
be strangled. As soon as Guzman ^ 
heard of this order, he sent to forbid 
the execution, but Casto was already 
dead ; his companion escaped for that 
time-f 

A day's voyage from hence brought 
thtm to the most extensive settle- , 
ment which they had yet seen : it 
was an island between the river and 
the inundated lowlands, in length 
nearly two leagues, and with a fine 
of houses the whole way in the 
broadest part it w^as scarcely a cross- 
bow shot across. .The natives fled, 
but were soon tempted to return, 
the ^ke of tramcking with the 
Soldkrs and stealing from, them, in 
which they were eqpally bold and 
siSlful. 'ne pbnishment of such as 
were detected neither deterred nor 
offended them,—- their companions 
broui^t masalecs, tortoises, and othar 
food as a ransom, and as soon as the

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prisoner was at liberty ht* began to 
steal again. ^ They hin d themselves 
to do any menial service ; and such 
was their cupidity, that though some 
of their countrymen were wanton- 
ly killed by the ;,yrannical masters 
whom they served, it seemed to make 
no impresflion upon the rest. Hf re 
it is said that taverns were found, — 
the saipe tiling i« said in Orellana’s 
voyag(’, and there also they are pla- 
ced ^out the same part of the river ; 
the fact is to be suspected, because 
it accords so little with savage life.* 
Yet these people seem to have tv?en 
thoroughly possessed with the love of 
gain, and tiie drinking house wouH 
be one of the fa st establishments of 
trade. They had collected a great 
quantity of cedar trecsi as the stream 
brought them down, for canoes, and 
for the t’guber work of their houses, 
and this determined the Spaniards to 
finish their brij^ntines here with these 
materials. 

The wretched king of this tragedy, 
whose part was now soon to be ter- 
minated, chose for his court the lar- 
gest and most commodious liouscs, 
which happened to be at the farthest 
end of the island. Montoya was 
quartered at the upper end, two lea- 
gues oH', and AguiiTC chose his sta- 
tion in tlic middle, where he had the 
brigautincs moored close to his lod- 
ging, ill order, as he said, that the 
work might be c^^rried on with more 
dispartch under his immediate eye. 
Thou* vessels were decked here, and 
their sides raised, and they were bal- 
lasted, to fit tliehi for the sea which 
they were to encviun^cr. There w#rc 
some five or six carpenters in the ex- 
pedition, and twenty negroes who un- 
derstood the same busjness. Besides 
these it was only a few others who 
could be employed iu this uork ; the 

c 
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rest had leisure for, reflection. By 
this time Guzman was fully sensible 
of his own danger from Aguirre ; the 
puppet work of his mock royalty be- 
gan to seem what it was ; fear over- 
powered ambition ; and, in thiii mood 
of mind, he relapsed into the opinion 
that the surest measure he could 
adopt would be to pursue the con- 
quest, and, by liis services, make 
atonement for what had been done. 
In this opinion all his friends were 
of one accord for their ow-n sakes ; 
for though his guilt might have been 
too great to be forgiven, theirs would 
be overlooked. A secret consulta- 
tion was licld in his qi^arters ; they 
Vcsolved to find out the Omaguas, 
ia pnrsuance of the object on which 
they had embarked, and to put A- 
guiiTc to death ; because it was now 
manifest, that while he lived nothing 
could be done contrary to hi5 plea- 
sure. They proposed , to send for 
iiini immediately, andputthe sentence 
in effect without delay. His hour 
was not yet come ; and Montoya ob- 
served, that this course would be 
dangerous ; for, without doubt, he 
would be accompanied by some of his 
friends, and \.ould not be {bin with- 
out more Lloodshed than was desira- 
ble. 15 ‘t«t r, said he, defer it till w'e 
arc again embarked, and then the 
first time that he comes alone on 
board the prince’s brigantine, he may 
be dispatched willwut difficulty or 
danger.-f Fatally for all who were 
present this advice prevailed ; it suit- 
ed Guzman, whose crimes proceeded 
more from a weak intellect than a 
corrupt heart, and who was sick of 
guilt, because of the misery which he 
now knew to be its consequence. 

Had not these men been infatuated 
to their own destruction, they must

intended no violence. The captain 
met Aguirre with band of assas- 
sins on the way ; they heard his bid- 
ding, and learnipg from it where 
their victim had souglit refuge, pro- 
ceeded to Guzman’s quarters, and, 
in spite of his cornmaiuis, cries, and 
even supplications, nuirden'd Zaldu- 
endo before his face. The wretch 
then diftpatc'lit;d a mesti/o, named 
Francisco Carrion, and Anion Lla- 
moso, one of his Serjeants, to kill I). 
Ines, that no farther mischief might 
rise on her account. Not glutted 
with killing her, these ruffians repeat- 
edly stabbed her after she was dead, 
as if they took an unnatural delight 
in mangling what bad been so beau- 
tiful They then divided her cfFcqts, 
which W'cre of considerable value, 
between them, as the wagt‘s of their 
bloody work. Aguirre, meantime, 
remained with Guzman, and replied 
to the indignant reproofs and excla- 
mations of the mock king by fresh 
insults, telling him he knew nothing 
about the nmnag''mcnt of an army, 
and that if he had had any proper 
seiKso of caution, he would never have 
trusted a Sevillian, knowing what a 
rascally race they were ; this to Guz- 
man, who was a man of Seville him- 
fielf. He bade him be more w»ary 
for the future, and if he ever chose 
to hold a council of war, to let him 
know it in time, that he might briug 
with him fifty trusty men in arms, 
ready for whatever miglit happen, 
for they wer^^ in the midst of enemies.'^ 
After venting his rage in such advice 
as this, and in coafse jests of insolent 
malignity, he left hia preseneb. As 
it was not, however, yet his intention 
to throw off all show of respect to 
Idle puppet which he had set he 
soon returned, and said that his ex* 


ccllcncy had no just reason to com- 
plain of what he nad done in his own 
defence, for Zalducndo would have 
killed him had he not been before- 
hand with him ; and though both 
were Guzman’s friends, yet he who 
survived was the moat faithful, and 
thr best able to serve and protect 
him on all occasions. With such 
speeches he reconciled himself to this 
wretched chief, who remained rather 
panic-struck than appeased, and who 
from that hour never lost tlie deadly 
paleness which then came upon him, 
noi‘ ever again smiled or made a show 
of cheerfulness, but had the counte- 
nance* of one aghast ;* neither, had 
he sense ^ courage left to take any 
measuref against the outrageous ty- 
ranny of Aguirre, or make one strug- 
gle in his own defence. * 

This pusillanimity accelerated his 
destruction. Guiraland Villena, two 
of his friends, who had been of the 
secret council wliere Aguirre’s death 
was determined, believing that such 
a secret could not long be kept, 
thought to escape the consequences 
of discovery by themselves betraying 
it to Aguirre. The intimation start- 
led him, for till now he had despised 
Guzman too much ever to think of 
him with fear; but row, when he was 
summoned to a council, he made an- 
swer, that it was no season for calling 
councils, dad that he must be ex- 
cused.

An in* 
ventory was made of all the goods ia 
the ciiy, and the owners forbidden to 
touch any part of them as they valued 
their lives. While Aguirre was thus 
intent on plunder, he was not unmind- 
ful of moft important measures ;■ and 
he ordered all the boats and canoes be* 
longpng to the island to be broken up, 
^that no person might carry intelligence 
of Ifls designs to thc^ main.f 

This miserable day was bTitthe be- 
ginning of misery to the inhabitants 
of Mai^arita. The greater w^re the 
excesses of the Maranones the better 
was Aguin*c pleased, and they who 
were tlie most atrocious were liis fa- 
vourites. Upon their fidelity he could 
have no reliance, and therefore lie 
encouraged them to commit crimes 
which he thought would make them 
faithful to him, By cutting off all 
hopes of pardon. Many of the sol- 
diers of the island offered to enlist 
under him, and serve him as zealous- 
ly as own people ; he paid them 
in ad^^ce with his spoils, and they 
soon' pljg^ged themselves to his ser- 
vice by their crimes.

“God is my U'itncas,'’ said he, “ tiiat 
I did not tlunk to tarry here longer 
than four days ; but my ships were 
in such condition tiiat it was not pos- 
r.kblc to proceed with them; and now 
that it has pleased God to provide 
this vessel for me of the reverend fa- 
ther provinciaPs, I must needs wait 
for it, rather than build others, which 
would detain me licre much longer. 
As soon as it cotfics we shall depart, 
and this is tlie reason why ' have en- 
treated yoti to get my sea stores 
ready. And the reason why I have 
secured the »Senor Governor, and thosf^ 
other cavaliers, is, that we might more 
certainly and easily be supplied for 
our mOneJ' ; fc^r 'neither I nor my sol- 
diers wish to have any thing that u 
not paid for to its full value. Now 
f am u^l assured, that to please us, 
or perhaps for fear, things arc sob’ 
less than their wonted p:ice; for 
when a fo I is sold for two rcalcs, it 
is plain i hat that must be to the scl; 
ler's 1 oS ; and other things go at the 
like abasement. I command, 
fore, that no fowl be sold to the sol- 
dierft for less than three realcs, and 
ev<»ry thing in thfc same proportion ; 
and I pledge iny faith and word, that 
at my departuve full satisfaction shall 
be made* for nil that you have done or 
shall do for us I Such a speech o^^ily 
added to the gfrief of these unhappy 
people ; it was so serioas, and yet so 
evident a mockery, that it made the 
character of this strange tyrant tn(^ 
unaccountable, and uierefore more

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• ijreadful. For while he thus talked 
ui fair prices, and pretcruh J to fix a 
minimum for their sakes, his soldiers 
wtTC living at free quarters, and com- 

S mitting every form of atrocity. In 
these occupations they past the day, 
and by night lay upon ilic ground 
and below the fortress ; tlic climate 
required do covering, and this rabble, 

■■ bays Pedro Simoi, liad all their lives 
enjoyed little better bedding.* 

It was reported to Aguirre, that 
Enriquez de Orellana, one of the 
captains, had ^id he was drunk the 
day they entered Maj-garita. This was 
I auflicient provocation ; the offender 
hung and iiis commission given 
to Llamoso. Terrified at this and so 
rn:cny other motiveless executions, 
four -soldiers determined to desert, 
little as the chance was of escaping 
Upon so small an island ; tiicir names 
were, Francisco Vasqiic'/., Goiizalo 
do Zuniga, Juan de Villatuno, and 
Luys Sanchez del Castillo. The ty- 
rant fell into a paroxysm of rage 
when he heard tlia^rlJicy were fled j 
li^nt for the governor, and threat- 
ened to destroy him and tlie whole 
island if these deserters were not dis- 
covered and delivered up, and he of- 
■lered tw'o hundred pieces as a reward 
iuTj^each that should be brought in. 
The wretched governor issued orders 
Tor the strictest search ; the soldiers 
|of the garrison, who had lately cuter* 
ltd the traitoris service,* were sent to 
Inunt through the island, and fear and 
IdRyetousuese interested so Aany in 
^\^search, that Villatoro and Cas^ 
1^0 were found. Agyhre sent them'* 
instantly to execution, and fastened 
a paper on the gallows with this wri- 
These men have been hung 
1% oeing loyal servants of the King 
i*l Castiue and as he stood looking 


at their dead bodies, “ Let ue see,'’ 
said he, “ if the King of CasiiMe can 
bring them to life again**' Undis- 
mayed by their fate, an inhabitant of 
the city attempted to escape, and suc- 
ceeded. Aguirre, aftcit' the keenest 
search had been made in vain, ordered 
his house to be rased to the ground, 
his fields ploughed up, all lus cattle 
butchered, and very thing which had 
belonged to Kim to be utterly de- 
stroyed. Yet 80 much was ho afraid 
that others should follow his example, 
and pcrliaps seize his remaining bri- 
gantine, fhat he had it drawn ashore. 
If the provincial's ship should escape 
himt he expected some other would 
^put into the island, of which he might 
inaftc prize.f , 

Aguirre's conversation tc) his sol- 
diers was of what their proceedings 
were to*be when, after this happy be- 
ginning, they should land upon the 
main. They were to kill all the Do- 
minicans and Franciscanii, and all re- 
ligioners of every order except the 
Mercenarios, because, he sai^ they 
opposed the necessary liberty of the 
soldiers in reducing the natives to 
subjection ; they then were to put to 
a cruel death all the bisluips, viceroys, 
presidenta, o^dores^ governors, law*- 
yers, and procuradores, on whom they 
could lay hands, because these people 
hadtouitiy destroyed the Indies* All 
knights and men of family were also 
to oe datn, because they restrained . 
tlie spMicrs | imd lastly, all common 
ftrun^ets a^ women of loose cha*. ^ 
ncttrmme to be executed without 
vengeance fqr the»mischicf 
which Orsua's mistress had occasion- 
ed. Suffiemt proof of his readiness 
toperoetrate th^ blood)' resolutions 
was aboost daily given by some 
murder. ^ A captain, by name Joanes

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de Turriaga,*^ was belovt*d by the 
men/ and would occasionally have 
tome of the pcjorer soldiers at his ta- 
ble ; this was interpreted into the be- 
ginning of a plot, and Aguirre sent 
his blood'hbund the camp-maater to 
dispatch him. Perez took with him 
a party of assassins, and efttered his 
lodgings at a time when he was sit- 
ting at Slipper. Turriaga, having no 
suspicion of the fate to which he had 
been sentenced, rose to welcome him ; 
but he had hardly uncovered his head 
in the act of “Salutation, before he was 
shot and stabbed almost at the same 
moment. He was a Biscayan by 
birth, and though this did not avail 
to save hi3 life, the capricious t^ranlb 
buried lym with all the honours of 
war for his country’s sakc.f 

The time in which Monguia might 
have returned with the provincial’s 
ship had now elapsed, and Aguirre 
began to be uneasy at his delay. 
This he manifested* with the usual 
brutality of his iiaturCi swearing that 
if tlie friar had either taken or slain 
hit people, he w'oiild execute the most 
terrible vengeance upon that island 
that had ever been neard of, for he 
would put man, woman, and child to 
the sword, and make the streets of 
Margarita run with blood ; after 
which he would destroy the city, not 
leaving one stone upon another, and 
set lire to all the plantations ; and for 
the friar, if he could catch hitti, he 
would flea him alive, ajid make a drum 
of his skin. The furious gestures 
with which he accompanied these 
threats, foaming at^he mouth with 
rage, made him appear like one pos- 
8es$ed, and the^ wretched islanders 
began to despair of ever escaping 


"t 

alive from this frantic tyrant. Great-’ 
ly did they rejoice when the ship ap- 
peared ill sight : but this joy was of 
short duration, for presently a negro 
arrived in a canoe from MaracupanaJ 
who told Aguirre all that had hap^ 
ened there, and that tlie provincial 
aving given the alarm along thA 
coast, was coming to attack liim if 
he found opportuSiity. Upon thi^ 
he immediately ordered all the inlia- 
bitants to be confined in the fortress, 
men, women, andchiltiren alike ; ma- 
ny of them he laid in irons, and dou- 
ble fetters were put upon the gi.ver- 
nor and the other chief persons. I’lie 
ship meantime was nearing the island, , 
and he was assured that, from 
course held, she must make a haven 
called Puerto de Piedras, five leaguer, 
from the city. Aguirre immediately 
stationed horsemen along the whole 
of the way, to inform him by signals 
wdien the ship came to anchor. As 
soon as this intelligence wms commit* 
nicated, he prepared to march against* 
the provincial ; but, before he 
out, his diabolical mind was -soized 
with a new fit of cruelty. He or- 
dered the governor, and those persons 
whom he had first made pnsonerg, 
being the chief magistrates of the 
city, to be brought from the 
ment where thev were confined into 
a lower hall. They, suspecting that 
they were led to “death, came with 
mortal melancholy in their counter 
nances,^ which the tyrant perceived, 
and bade them have no fear, giving 
them his word, that, even if the friar 
•were to Jand’ more men than there 
were treea and thistles on the island, 
and he himself and all his companior l 
were to perish, not one of the prisol

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ners should be hurt. This was j tst 
as night had set in ; abtjut ‘midnight 
he sent Carrion, tlie murderer of Don- 
na Ines, with a set of lU companions, 
to strangle those persoqs, whose lives 
he had so lately and so solemnly pro- 
micird to preserve. Their dead bodies 
were covered with mats Aguirre 
absemhkd his soldi^'rs in the hall, — 
tile mats his command were then 
removed, and the bodies exposed by 
the light of torches. Here, my Ma- 
ranotu's,** said the tyrant, “ you ace 
another of the king’s governors, and 
thesis his magistrates, 1 y ing dead. Let 
no man among you deceive himstlf 
wiih any hqpcs of pardon for sucl^ 
crimes as we have committed, nor suf- 
fer himself to be deceived by fal?proi 
mises. In no part of the world can 
you possibly be safe, except in my 
company ; for if it were possible that 
the ting liimself could pardon vou, 
the friends and rol.itions of those 
whom you have idaiii would prosecute 
their revenge till you were acslroycd. 
Stand you then by me, as 1 will stand 
by you ; Jet us run one fortune, and 
against such a union no foice can be 
brougJit wliicli we are not strong^ 
enough to overthrow.” He then or- 
dered two " graves to be dug in the 
hall, and there the bodies were thrown 
in and covered up ; Pere^, the camp- 
master, was left III charge of the fort- 
ress and tho prisoners, and Aguirre 
set out at day-break, with eighty har- 
quebussers, towards the Puerto de 
Piodras.* • 

Wfien he reached the port, the 
provincial hi'd made sail towards the 
city, which at that time stood by the 
principal harbour, but was afterwards 
removed three leagues inland, A- 
guirre marched back in haste, tliat , 
he might get there before him. Pe- 


rez came out with the remainder of 
the army to welcome hiyn on his re- 
turn, as if he had been long absent ; 
he fii'cd a salute at meeting him, ami 
he entered the fortress with him liand 
in hand, where ev^ry thing was fonml 
as the traitor liad left it. Bui it vvao 
ngw the camp-mastcr’s lot to under- 
go that fate which he had been insti-u. 
inental in bringing upon ap many 
other*. It was told Aguirre by 
Christovul Garcia, a captain of infan- 
tiy, that after his departure Peixz 
had feasted a party of soldiers in the 
fortress, drum and trumpet sounding, 
where they had agreed lo kill their 
•general, and sail away for France ; 
a nuvstizo page of Garcia’s confirm- 
ed this testimony. Whether thci’c 
was any foundation Tor this charge, 
or the whole was a calumny devised 
Garcia, in the hope of succeeding 
to his rank, cannot now be known. 
A trifling circumstance servedao some 
corroboration. During Aguirix‘*s 
absence, some of the soldiers in the 
city were talking together, and ask- 
ing who was to take the command 
in case he slioiild be slain or taken 
by the provincial, upon vMiich Perez 
answered, “Here am I, who can do 
my duty if the old man should fail.” 
Enough W’as proved ; the tyiant call- 
ed for one Chaves, a lad with scarce- 
ly a hair upon his chin, who was yet 
old enough in crimes to be cliurged 
with such an offieej and bade him get 
some companions, and put the cump- 
mastcr fo death as soon as he rd 
the fortress, whith^T he iient to c -dl 
nim. Pere/, Ijttlc ftuspixrujg tliat 
his hour was come,*hast(*iie*l in obe- 
dience to ^thc aummonfi, undClu v;* 
getting behind him, shot him witti a 
liarqucbuss. The woinul was not im- 
mediately mortal, — the other ir.ur-

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dercrs fell on him, and lie ran from 
them about Jthe fort, crying out for 
confcsaion, and shrieking witli agony * 
his bowels coming out as he ran, till 
he fell at length, and Chaves dis- 
Mtched him by ciKting his throat. 
The prisoners hearing his shrieks, 
expected that this was the commence' 
meat of the general massacre which 
Aguinv had threatened; they hid 
tbcinselvcs under the beds and in holes 
and corners, and some threw them- 
selves from the windows and battle- 
meuts. The soldiers in the square 
were not less astonished, hearing his 
cries, and l>eing ignorant of the cause. 
Aguirre spoke to them from a win- 
dow, telling them not to be alarmed 
at what they had hear^, for he had 
been obliged to put his son and camp- 
master Martin Perez to death for 
conspiracy against him. Llamoso^ 
who had been named as an accom- 
lice in this plot, happened to pass 
y as he was speaking. “ They tell 
me, my son,*’ said Aguirre, that you 
also were in the conspiracy ; was this 
then your friendship, and this all the 
regard you have for the great love 
r which I have borne you?” Chaves and 
his comrades, whose weapons were 
yet red and reeking from tl^ last 
murder, expected that they were now 
to have another victim, and drew 
him, looking up to Aguirre 
signal to strike. But Llamdl^ as 
of all these wt^qlies, he resem- 
bled Ids master it telwipusness, so 
was In' tlie pnly oae who was •sincere- 
ly and faithfully ^att^hed to him ; 
and of this attachment Aguirre seems 
to have bccit seufifhle, by tfie manner 
in which he ft^t^essed him. He pro- 
tested his iptiocepce with the most 
horrid imprecation^ .The counte- 
nance of the suspicious tyrant did 


not yet relax ; and Llamoso, in thd 
strong passion of his fear, and his in- 
dignation at the charge, exclaimed^ 
“ As for thife traitor, vdip would have 
committed such a crime, 1 will drink 
his blood !” and throwing himself 
on the ground, he applied his month 
to a vround in the camp- master’s 
head, and began to suck in the blood 
and brains, like a dog ravqnous with 
hunger. The very mnrdcreis who 
stood by him drew back, sic honing 
at tbe sight, and Aguhre no long- 
er entertained a doubt of his fideli- 
ty** 

Contrary winds detained the pro- 
vincial t\yo days on his passage fron^^ 
Puerto de Piedras to the port of the 
mty. On the third morning he lay 
'to about half a K'ague from ^lore, to 
be out of reach of shot. Aguirre 
drew up upon the beach to oppose 
his landing, with six pieces of can- 
non. The troops from on board 
came in boats near enough to cany 
on a war of words wnth the rebels, 
till Aguirre, seeing this was all the 
war he had to expect, grew weary, 
and, returning to the fortress, wrote a 
letter to the provincial. This IcUcr, 
which is in all it - parts characteristic 
of llie vh^iter, began thus : — “ Very 
maguiiicent and reverend sir, I should 
rather have received your paternity 
with palm-branches and flowers, than 
with narquebiwses and artillcry.^’~ 
After ^ fpw other compliments it pro- 
«eded~<* Wb set out from Peru for 
the river Maranbam, to discover aud 
settle kime of us maimed, some 
halt, and some of sound body, hoping^ 
after the hard life wc had endured m 
Peru, to find some land, however mi- 
serable, wherein we might rest these 
wretched bodies, which have more 
seams in fhem thau a pilgrim’s coat ;

And if the 
soldiers of your paternity call us trai* 
tors, you ought to- correct tliem ; for 
to attack Don Philip King of Cas- 
tilie, is the enterprise of generous 
and great ^ninds : if we had any base 
occupations, we might have found 
maintenance thereby; but k is our 
loss to know no other trade than that 
of making bullets and sharpening 
lances, which is the money that pass- 
es current here ; and if you want anv 
of such sradl change yonder, we wifi 
supply you with it,** Then he spoke 
of those who had deserted him, and 
were now with the provincial, saying, 
he would send him copies of all the 
papers which tliey had signed, when 
each man, of his free choice, threw 
off his allegiance to S^ain, and took 
the oaths to Don Fernando de Guz* 
man. He then recapitulated the 
various acts of treason which these 
deserters had committed. Of one he 
said, “ Gutierrez is a man who when 
there is any thing t^ cat is ddigent,’ 
and in time of battle always runs 
away ; but his hand»writ‘t0g t^anuot 
run away, , There is only of 
them whom 1 wish we Lad hm> and 
that is Salguero ; we want him^^atly 
to take care of .these sheep lor it% a 
business which ^ aodenaa:^ sreR. I 
IMss the hands of isgr good himiM 
Martin Bnuio, and Anton Perc% mid 
Andrea Diaz, For Blon^mand A«r 
tiaga, Godfor^vciltem Uiw^Sf 
if Uiey were alive,,! hold it impossi- 
ble that they should have renounce^ 
me. I beseech your patemky to certi- 
fy me of thek life or death, ttough 1 


could wish we were altogether, and 
your paternity were our patriarch. 
Write me an answer, artd let Uft treat 
each other well, and so let the war 
go on ; for as for those w’ho are tmK 
tors, God will ffive them their pu* 
nishmeot, and the king will restore 
his loyal subjects to life, though in- 
died we have not yet seen that he 
has raised any of them from the dead, 
nor healed their wounds.'** * 

To this strange letter the provin- 
cial replied^ advising Aguirre to re- 
turn to his allegiance, or if he persist- 
e^in bis rebellion, exhorting him, as a 
Christian, to respect the churches and 
the honour of women, and beseerh- 
’ing him for the love of that Lord 
God, who would one day require 
strict accouitt for all, that he would 
cease to shed blood and perpetrate 
priiclties in that island. Having sent 
this answer, he saib^ for Maracapa- 
na, and then for Hispaniola, to car- 
ry the alarm, making farther at- 
tempt to reduce the Maranonea than 
this paischiovuufi appearance before 
the island, which proved the occa- 
sion of so many deaths. While A- 
guirre wfw waiting for ^he letter, it 
was tpld him that two of his men* 
were sitting under the shade of some 
high thistles upon the beach, and 
thaa it was supposed they were hi- 
ihemsdvea in the hope of de- 
to, the ship ; upon this cliarge 
both hanged. The tyra^it 
uOw be^au to devise other meanf fot 
quktipg Margarita ; one of lus bri- 
ha bad lost, and had destroy- 
ed left «0« of’his people

the stocks, which the late governor 
had been buttdiog. The carpenters 
who had heed employed upon it had 
secreted themselves ; Aguirre urged 
the inhabitants to seek for them, and 
promised them good treatment if they 
would come and complete the work : 
eager to rid themselves of the tyrant 
and his ruffians, the poor islandefli 
made diligent search ; some of them 
were found, and the work went on. 
Meantime some new act of tag^e or 
cruelty Was every day perpetrated, 
for every inhabitant fled wdio could, 
and if Aguifre could not wreak kis 
vengeance iij>on them in person, it fell 
upon their possessions ; their houses 
were rased, their flocks and herds 
slaughtered, their plantations burnt 
or rooted up. There was a cousin- 
germati of Orsiia, by name Martin 
l>iaz de Armendaniz, who, from the 
lime oF the first mutiny, had been kept 
disarmed, and as a prisoner. The ty- 
rant bad given him pernussion to re- 
main here in the island, oidering Kim 
to go out of the city, and remain 
peaceably at a farm as long as the 
army continued tliere. But no mood 
of mercy lasted long in this immiti- 
gable wretch, and he now sent to 
have him strangled.^ - ' 

Next he wmdd have thwsc tainaM 
made, which Wisre of black silky bar- 
ing bloody frWQ^s laid across, to tig.

day of the assumption of the Virgia 
Mary was fixed upon Ibr this cere* 
mony, and Aguirre marched at the 
head of his whole force to church. 
On the way he happened to sec aa 
old king of spades lying in the street, 
upon which ne began kicking it like 
an idiot, swearing at the di mg of Cas- 
tillo ; then took it up, and, wuth de- 
monstrations of violent rage, tore 'it 
in pieces. A fter thitf foll^, he pro- 
ceeded and heard high mass ; and ta- 
king I he banners from the poor ter- 
rified pru'st who had officiated, de- 
livered them to his captains, and made 
them an harangue, charging them to 
respect the women and the f church- 
es, and in all other thinfrs to follow 
tfieir own inclinations ; imr they had 
made a new king, and might there- 
fore make new law s for themselves. J 
There was among the Maranonet 
one Alonso de Villcna, who bad borne 
a distinguished part in all their mu- 
tinies and cruelties, but who had now 
unintentionally incurred the displea- 
sure oF Aguirre, and received From 
him words of severe reprehension, 
Villena well knew that Aguirre’s dis- 
pleatitre would not long be satisfied 
wkh venting itself in words alone, 
and finding iumseif thus in danger, 
resohred if he could escape to secure 
a ^pardon tor his past ofFeucesj With 
this intent, he spread abroad a report 
amonjgthe inha^tantstbat He intend- 
ed to kill Agusrrey nottW the man 
had ebutifege ehoo^ to set his life 
upon th«f mt^rd, but in order that 
they fitigbt wil&igly asitKinoiin 
ing lftia,':whiob^se they would not 
Imve dcNMT, and that they might ^fter-

The 
ref^rt was not Jong in reaching 
goim : tbU Viilena t;xpected ; he hail 
Eis intelligencers upon the watch» and 
at toon at orders were given to pat 
him to death, escaped by a post^n^ 
and got into the woods. Hit escape, 
and the stratagem which he had prac.> 
tised, occastoried many deaths ; two 
of his comrades were the lirst vic« 
tims. Jdhn de Aguirre was sent to 
dispatch them : he stabbed the one 
and strangled the other. Then Anna 
de Rosas suffered,' a respectable wo- 
man, in whose house Viliena had ouar* 
tcred himself. Because she baa not 
given information of designs wiiich 
in reality sRc bad never known, tlfe 
tyrant sent her to the gallow84( and 
as she was hanging there half deaa, 
his ruffians shot at her as a mark, the 
wretch himself looking on, and ap- 
plauding those who took the surest 
aim. Her husbimd, a sickly old man, 
was at a farm in the cduutry, and Pa* 
niagua, tW /iarri 2 c//r/>or provost-mar- 
thal of the camp, was sent to exe- 
cute him also: this blood-hound find- 
ing a Dominican priest with him, 
strangled him too, without any or- 
ders for this additional murder. A- 
guirre, when he heard this, as if he' 
had been ashamed chat any one sltould 
xntidjpate him in wickedness, rejoiced 
that he had found a fellow who had 
no scruples at murdering « peiest, and 
sent him to'exe^ute.miother Domini- 
can, io whom ^ had lately thought 
proper to confess^ ^The friar, dis- 
chargh^ hk duty, had given hinvsuch 
admotiitKm aa hts state of life requi- 
red, and !BOw wffered for ad offence 
which he had thus been compelled to 
commit. There was an old soldier 
among the Maranones, by name Su- 
morostro, ; ag^ and the hai^dships of 


the voyage had made him infirm^ and 
that infirmity perhaps bad wakened 
him to a sense of humanity ; he went 
to Aguirre, and, saying that he was 
tod old and feeble to bear the fatigues 
of war, requeBt|d permUsion lo re- 
main hi the island.. The tyrant told 
him he was perfectly at UlAfrty to 
db, and wished him well; but as the 
old man went away rejoicing in his 
answer, Aguirre made a sigd to some 
of his rufiians, and bade them follow 
and secure him from any vengeance 
which the islanders and magistrates 
might be disposed to take when they 
were gone. They iluderstood the 
^ look which accom^nied this s^ch, 

* carried Sumorostro to the gaUows, 
and there left him hanging, as an ex- 
ample to allwvho might think of ask- 
ing for their dismissal. The list of 
executions was closed by that of an- 
other woman, because a soldier who 
lodged in her house had deserted* 
His tyrajiny now assumed a different 
character ; he sent for a youth of the 
city, and after severely .reprimanding 
him for not having waited upon him 
to pay his respects and bid him wel- 
come upon his arrival, ordered him to 
be shaved,-—^ signal to one of his ruf-* 
fians to smear hts face with ordure | 
and tli£ youth was then commanded 
to requite the barber with two couple 
of fowls for bis trouble. The same 
b^Uy h»t was then practised upon 
one of Ids soldiers, one Alonso Ca- 
yado, a^man of better nature than tbe 
rest, who retired aa much as possible 
from ithe fight of the murder^which 
wefi^daUy perpetrated. Having thus 
laclAnrddtheditplei^ of the tyrant, 
He waa b^py w feeling no heaviei 
effecU ftsttm it.* 

The ship was now launched, and

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bolder enemy lharr the provincial 
came against tbetti. One Francisco 
Faxardo, of Garaecas, having heard 
the alarm, collected a few settlers from 
that neighbourhood, and a large force 
of Indian archers, find crossed over 
to Margarita in canoes.

Galeas rqilied, he had only 
the case, but no pnixrhmcnt, ** By 
God's life," exclaimed the fierce ty- 
rant, if I lay hands on you I will 
make your skin .into parchment, and 
cover it with that 1 " Galeas made the 
best excuse he could, and parted froip 
him, tiot without grest fear. Pre- 
sently one of his friends past him, 
and without stopping, said as he pass- 
ed, “ Take care, Pedro Alonso } they 
to kill you.'^ He waited for no 
further warning ; but escaped out of 
the town in the darkness, and got to 
the beach jiist a« Faxardo came to 
shore. They landed and took posses- 
sion of a little eminence, within hear- 
ing of the fort, from whence ho called 
out to Aguirre's men, promising to 
protect and favour all who would 
come over to the king's banners. The 
tyrant had his men within walls, nad 
was too vigilant for any to desert from 
him I he did not^ venture Hh attack 
Fbxai^io, because he ccmld not tell 
what force be mi^t'have brought ; 
on the water he ipd fear of mm, 
but he dared^ tiot veniuio through the 
gate of the' fort i^ss to embiU*k> He 
therefoi^e broke a way oat through 
the wall above the water, and made

bis men descend bya ladder, and em- 
bark, immediately t be himself, witli a 
few of his chosen friends, remaining 
the last on shore. Yet even these 
last minutes were to have their mur- 
der. His admiral, Alonso Rodriguez;, 
a wretch who had been conspicuous 
in this long series of crimes, had of- 
fended Aguirre, by saying that three 
horses and a mule which ne had sent 
on board took up too mUch room. 
It now happened that as they were 
at the water edge, he told him to 
draw hack or the waves would wet 
him ; and.the tyrant instantly drew his 
sword, as if he had been insulted, and 
wounded him in the arm. His first 
Impulse seemed to be sorrow that he 
bad bhus indulged his anger, and he 
jt»ave orders that the wound sliou Id be 
dressed ; but presently recollecting 
that such an ii^ury was not likely to 
be forgotten, he bade them put Ro- 
driguez to death. This done, he for- 
ced the parish priest of Margarita on 
board, and then set sail. He had re- 
mained forty days in the island, --^the 
havoc that he made there waa not re- 
covered in half a century ( bis force 
when he arrived was about two hun- 
dred men, he departed witli only a 
hundred and fifty, among whom W’crc 
twelve or thirteen of those who had 
unlisted w ith him r many more liad 
Joined him, but bad deserted in time, 
and his own number bad been thus 
lessened as much by his own cruelty 
as by desertion. ♦ 

Hkherto it bad been his intention 
to make for Nombre de Dioa, cross 
to Panama, and from theace invade

Yet at the moitient wlien he resolved 
upon this desperate attempt^ so little 
was bis confidence in hb people that 
lie would not trust aay vessel hut his 
own with ficedle or chart, ordering 
them to follow him. . There was so 
little wind that •they, were eight days 
upon a passage wKkh was usually 
performrtl' in two ; the madman some- 
times accused his pilots and seamen 
for this, aometimes his Maker, and 
vented hrs impath^nce in the strangest 
blasphemieb. Sometimes he declared 
that if God had made heaven for suclt 
a set of .poor wretches as thosA who 
were in his company, lie never wishel 
to go there; sometimes he would look 
up to the sky, and ejeclaitn, ^ God» 
if thou hast any good to do me, do 
it at Of ICC, and keep salvation for your 
aanUfl I’’ at dther timds, seeing that 
the calm still Cvintiiiued, he would 
swear that God was a turncoat, for 
first he liad been on their side, and 
now was gone over to the king’s* Gn 
the ciglrtb evening they ^nenored in 
tlw port of Burburata, aud immedi- 
ately landed. r. A» the last action 
which Aguit^re had coiamiUed before 
hk innbarkatiop was a murder, so here 
a uiurdUr was tiie first wb^n Ue gpn 
to shore. A Portugucae^ooeOf tl5s^ 
wbo^kad joinedl .him. m 
asked when he lauded wltfUlcr; Itkja

the owners sunk on his approach, 
having taken all out of it which they

Aguirre set fire to it, and they took 
their lodging that ^ht upon the 
beach by itl lig&* The tyrant was 
n«>t williout hope that the inhahiunta 
^uld oome ti> him, and bring refresh^ 
meiits to conciliate him } finding how« 
ever that none appeared, ht^ sent a 
party in the luornxng to search tho 
town. They found only Francisco 
Martin there, one of Monguia’s de- 
taghment, who had descried from 
the provincial wiili the intention of 
rejoining the Maranonca as soon a» 
‘any opportunity offered. Aguirre 
joyfully received him, and understand* 
ing that thene wCiC ^ome of his com- 
panions in the neighbourhood who 
were of the same, intentions, sent him 
in search of them, promising them 
great rewards for their fidclity.f 
At noon he ordered his men to 
quarter themselves in the town ; he 
hixnsdf reinained behind them with 
his trustiest friends, and set fire to 
the vvssdi. Yet while he was thus 
imitating Gortes, and clotting off all 
.meansof retreat, be thought it neces^* 
sary to have a guard for his person, a 
precaution which he had never before 
requweds£orhere»he thought, on the 
maindaud d^hey who were loyal in their 
hearts might reasonably hope to cs- 
ieape, and it was to be apprehended 
tl^soipe of them, 'encouraged by this 
hope^. i|ight attempt his bfe.

this they had little sue- 
cettit caught ninety, but most 
were brood-mares, wbicb had never 
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been broken in ; and some of the sol- 
diers fell upon stakes covered with 
earth, which t)ie Indians had laid for 
them, at the inhabitants’ desire, and 
returned severely hurt.* At this the 
tyrant was so incenscjl, that he order- 
ed war to be proclaimed with (ire and 
sword apaiiifit the King of Castille, 
declaHiig that every person who diH 
not voluntarily join him should be 
put to death, and commanding lus 
soldiers to give no qiiartcr on pain of 
death themselves. This proclamation 
was made with drum and trumpet 
through the streets of Burburata. 
Meantime one party of his marau- 
ders came to some plantations of Be- 
nito dc Chaves, the alcalde of Bur- 
burata, who had retired there with 
his wife and daughter, » young wo- 
man, married to JLlon Julian deMcn- 
d<)7.a ; the Maranones left them, and, 
taking all the booty they could carty, 
took Chaves also, that he might give 
information respecting the country. 
Another parly Drought in an unhap- 
mcrchant, by name Pedro Nunez, 
whom Aguirre asked what the 
people of the land said of him and 
his companions. The merchant was 
afraid to answer, till being persuaded 
by promises of impunity, 8c replied, 
that every body held his honour and 
those who followed him tolbe a att 
of bloody Lutherans* Aguirre tdok 
od his iron cap, exclaiming, Fool 
and idiot, art thou such a blockhead 
as to tell me this Aud Was a&out'to 
knockout his brains ‘ wfil|i tlie hel- 
met, but he withheld his 8^hd. This 
howew proved bift a sKort respite 
for Pedto Nunei^ , A ^Idfer in the 
general ransack found a jSr of olivet 
which this itilia bad buried, and ^ 
which he bad concealed some 


cea of gold ; the merchant was fdoliah 
enough to go to Aguirre, and request 
that the gold might be restored to 
him, though the olives were eaten. 
Aguirre called for the soldier, who 
admitted that he had found the jar of 
olives, but denied the gold. Nunez 
was then asked what he had stopt 
the jar with, he replied with pitch ; 
this the soldier said was' false, ahd 
produced a stopper of clay in proof 
of his denial ; tne tyrant then obser- 
ved, that as Nuitez had lied in this 
instance, he would deceive him in 
others, and ordered him to be stran- 
gled.f 

It was necessary to remain at Bur- 
burata till the hors^ could be broken 
in to carry the baggage. Meantime 
the soldiers searching every place dis- 
covered several pipes of wine in the 
woods ; they boiled their food in it, 
that they might consume what they 
could not drink, and some knocked 
out the heads of the barrels and got 
in to bathe themselves. About seven 
leagues to the east was a tow-n called 
New Valencia ; here Aguirre sent let- 
ter^ ordering every inhabitaht to fur- 
nish him with a horse, for which he 
vrould pay, and telling them that by 
this act of obedience they would es- 
cape the dr(?^dful consequences of hie 
and all the mik^hiefs to which 
they might be exposed, if hef and his 
rtieri were to take that place In thtehr 
Nq ahwer was returned, and 
thi# made hfn[ Wsol'^ to proceed there 
to punbli them. , Aa they were aboht 
to Pedro Arias ;de A1me«a 

and Dfcgq'de. Aiarcdij tbot^e:this 
a good to dfWn. AguW, in- 
stead of parching for them, sent for 
the wife and daughter of the Alcalde 
Chaves, and told him that the^ we^

the deserters ; that as soon as he 
would cause those soldiers to be dc^

And forthwith 
he begau his journey, these fadies, iH 
well as his own daughter, and all the 
women of the expedition who etill 
survived, •marclung on foot. Three 
of his sick men he permitted to re- 
main at Burburata, an act of clemency 
the more remarkable, because one 
day, seeing one of his men, by name 
Juan Perez, lying beside a running 
brook, and asking him what he did 
there, Perex re^ed, he felt hirosdf * 
somewhat poorly, and it ref];e6hed 
him to watch the flowing streatil. 

Sir Perez,” said Aguirre, << if this 
be the case you cannot undertake this 
expedition, and therefore you had 
better stay behind here tn this town.” 
— At yoflr honoui* shall please to 
command,” was the soldier^s reply ; 
but he entering the town told his ex- 
ecutioners that Perez was ill, and it 
was proper that he should be cored ; 
and he oade them hang him,, with a 
•croll fastened to the gallows, saying 
that he was hung out of the way, be- 
cause he was good for nothing.*

Three of thern^ 
however, drank only enough to give 
them courage, and took the opportu* 
nity to escape.* When the tyrant 
missed them in the morning he -did 
V>t attempt to recover them, but re- 
mained still in the town, expecting 
that the people from the canpe would 
appear ; but before the day closed, a 
messenger from the army came to re» 
cal him in haste, to appease some 
disturbances which had broken out* 
His men after he had left them had 
gone into the woods to seek for 
water | it happened that in these 
woods some of the inhabitants of Bur- 
burata had secreted themselves | their 
Indians wei^ on the watch, and as 
soon as they saw the Spaniards ta- 
lcing that direction, they fled farther 
into the forest. Their traces were 
perceived, and some of the Indian 
servants of the army sent in pursuit 
of them ^ in their search they found 
some deserted huts, from which they 
brought all that the terriiied tenants 
had left behind in their flight, and 
amoo^ other things a Cloak, whicl^ 
WM immediately recognized in the 
camp to have belonged to Rodrigo 
0;P&Tfez, one of the men whom 
guifre had suspected of being most 
iicbwe in deserting with Monguia and 
b^kpOiilbe, and to whom Fran- 
dllimlia had* imputed an active 
that deseition.

Tlie Alcalde Cliavcs must liave 
bepn u wietch of Aguirre’s own 
stamp ; it aeems that he thought the 
tyrant was likely to succeed in his cn- 
terprize, and was therefore resolved 
to render him all the services in his 
power. For the d^ivery of the two 
dest^rters there h some palliation* 
though there can be no excuse ; but 
&e now performed an act of J^ratuitous 
cruelty, for, having laid hands on 
Rodrigo Gutierrez, he sent to A- 
guirre, Celling him, he had caught 
this man, thinking it would gratify 
him* and would detain him till a guard 
arrived to inarch him away. Few 
things could have giveij the tyrant 
greater sattsfactioo ; he instantly dis-* 
patched FranciscoCarrion with twelve 
men to bring this great offender. 
Rodriguez* guessing at the intentions 
df the rascally magistrate, took sane- 
in tt^ chttr<m. ChaVeH had as 
Iktlc it$ptct for religion as for law, 
aild the ^rish prie&t did all 

td protect the fugitive, Ro-

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non returned without the victim, the 
tyrant bitterly reproached him that 
be had not lolled Chaves fur taking 
no bette* care of his prey : this was 
ihdeed the requital which he deser* 
vcd.* He, boweve^* supposing him- 
aelf to be etill in favour, now dispatch* 
ed a messenger to Aguirre, informing 
him that Pablo Collado, the governor 
of the province, was collecting all the 
force he'could to oppose him at To- 
cuyo \ that he had sent for euccours 
as far as the Nuevo Reyno de Gra- 
nada ; that he had appointed Diego 
Garcia dc Paredes to be his camp* 
master; and that they talked of giving 
him battle at Baraquicimeto, or To- 
cuyo. 

This intelligence determined A- 
guirre to march theay cities with- 
out delay, and attack the enemy be- 
fore 8ucco;jr8 could reach them* Con- 
treras, the poor priest of Margarita, 
was lucky enongti to obtain his deli- 
'Terance before they set out ; he found 
friend* in the army to imercedc for 
and the tyrant at last consented 
to’ let him return, on condition that 
he would solemnly swear to dispatch 
a letter f for him to the King ot 
'CastiUe. The last night of his stay 
at Valencia, be ordered his men to 
sleep within the court-yard of his 
lodgings, lest any of them should 
take that opportunity to desert^ and 
b«fig particularly saapkious of one

The 
terrified inhabitants fled into the 
woods, and the alarm was carried to 
Tocuyo, from whence the lieute- 
nant-general, Gutierre de Irf Pena, ad- 
vanct^ to the former town, and there 
with his force quartered himself in 
the houses, and feasted upon the pro- 
visions which had been left. Tho 
scouts were pauic-struck, and had 
forgotten that a man in fear gallop* 
fasterthanan armycanmafeh. Woods, 
mountains, and ways which were so 
sUdom trodden that no road was 
made, impeded their progress. Ten 
soldiers took advantage of this wild 
country to desert ; yci was each so 
suspicious of all his comrades, that 
they stole awSy one by one. When 
Aguirre knew of their flight, it waa 
hopeless to pursue them ; and now a 
sense of danger seems to have come 
upon hkn : he discovered it by the 
most frantic gestures, stamping, fum- 
ing at the mouth, uttering the direst 
imprecatiotts^ nud lifting a threatening 
hand agatni^t heaven. ** Ah, Maran- 
ones,’’ he exclaimed, *<have ( not said 
long ago that you would forsake me 
to w time of need, and that I must 
carry on war with the monkeys of the

offer between you and me, if the king 
of Spain were to abide by its result 
I would accept it, and even give your 
hononr vantage arms ; but all these 
offers 1 hold to be tricks, such as 
are practised with those cavahers who 
conquer and settle a country, that 
yourhonour with your two names may 
come and take away whkt they have 
so painfully purchased. All we re- 
quire here is food and beasts for our 
money ; supply iis with these, and 
you will keep your government and 
ail its towns free from the mischief 
which we must do if these are not 
provided 5 all*' we have seen herein 
this land tends only to spur us and 
give US wings to get faster out of it ; 
for by the lances and helmets which 
some of your soldiers left behind them 
when they ran away, we have <5een 
what a thrifty race they are. You 
talk of bearing arms against the king; 
if ever we h a any obligation to obey 
him it is over now, for wc have re- 
nounced him long ago, and have 
chosen another king ; apd therefore, 
as being vassals of another lord, may 
make war upon him without incur- 
ring any of thq^ stigmas which here 
are set upon us. To conclude, I do 
notoffer myself tube at yourli^otrr’s •

When 8ir Richard Kcatrs commanded the Nigc*r» in 1791, there was a seaman on 
board named William Davidson, by birth a bcx>tclunan, and, like most of his coua* 
tinmen, possessing some rudiments of education* lie was^a dark sallow man, oged,^ 
about thuty^five, of a gloomy and unsocial disposition. Having been guilty of somo^ 
Insubordination at Deal, he w^ brought to the gang* wi^. but had hardly received 
five lashes when, from the extremity of his sufieringb, hq fell into convulsions, and tile 
rest of the punishment wasf disjKnscd with.

A POET or THE 17TH CENTURT. 


T HE present age has been ao distin* 
truished for research into poetical an- 
tiquities, that.the discovery of an un- 
known bard is, in certain chosen Hte 
rary circles, held as curious as an 
augmentation of the number of fixed 
* stars would be esteemed by astrono- 
mers.' It is true, these blessed 
twinklers of the night are so far re- 
moved from U8, that they afford no 
more light than serves barely to evince 
their existence to the curious investi- 
gator, and in like manner the ^-leasure 
derived from the revival of an obscure 
poet is rather, in proportion to the ra- 
rity of his volume than to its merit ; 
yet this pleasure is not inconsistent 
with reason and principle. We know 
by every day’s experience the peculiar 
mtercat whicK the lapse of ag^ coti- 
‘ fers upon works pf human art. The 
clilmsy strength of the ancient ciistles, 
which, when raw from the hand of the 
buifder, ihtlitfed only the oMress ive 
power of the barons who rt 9 ^ them, 
IS now broken by partial min into 
proper subjects m the poet or the 


painter; and, a^ Mason has beautifoU 
ly described the change,
